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READER  SERVICES 

During  fiscal  year  1962/63  the  following  programs  were  developed  in 
the  Reader  Services  Bureau : 

1.  A  Book  Selection  Committee  was  formed  during  the  fiscal  year, 
which  subsequently  has  met  regularly  once  every  two  weeks.  The 
Committee  has  devoted  itself  to  the  review  of  book  acquisition 
recommendations,  coordination  of  book  selection,  consideration  of 
problem  areas  in  the  book  selection  process,  and  evaluation  of  the 
selection  program  as  a  whole.  The  Committee  is  proving  of  great 
benefit,  and  is  making  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  building  of 
the  State  Library  collection. 

2.  During  the  fiscal  year  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  renewals  at 
the  State  Librarj^  in  an  effort  to  simplify  work  procedures.  Sim- 
plification has  been  necessary  so  that  present  staff  might  cope 
with  increased  workload,  without  an  accompanying  and  otherwise 
necessary  increase  in  staffing.  At  the  same  time  renewals  were  dis- 
continued, the  loan  policy  of  the  State  Library  was  revised  in 
that,  wherever  possible,  loan  periods  were  lengthened  to  compen- 
sate for  the  discontinuance  of  renewals. 

3.  Again  because  of  increased  workload  without  increased  staff,  the 
State  Library  decided  during  this  fiscal  year  to  discontinue  direct 
loans  to  high  school  libraries.  Service  to  high  school  students  and 
faculty  would  in  future  be  provided  through  local  public  libraries. 
This  policy  was  not  put  into  practice  until  the  fall  of  1963,  but 
was  formulated  during  this  fiscal  year.  Its  purpose  was  twofold : 
to  reduce  workload ;  and  to  insure  full  use  of  local  public  library 
facilities  by  the  schools  and  local  residents  of  California,  thus 
gradually  encouraging  use  of  the  State  Library  at  the  research 
level  appropriate  for  its  particular  function  in  the  library  service 
pattern  of  the  State.  It  was  also  hoped  that,  in  doing  this,  the 
State  Library  could  be  of  service  to  both  school  and  local  public 
libraries  in  obtaining  funds  to  strengthen  their  own  collections  with 
appropriate  materials. 

4.  The  Weeding  Project  for  the  collections  of  the  Library  proceeded 
smoothly,  and  the  second  third  of  the  collections  were  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1962/63.  Subject  specialists  were  em- 
ployed from  the  teaching  faculties  of  various  colleges  and  uni- 
versities to  recommend  materials  for  weeding  and  to  write  reports 
evaluating  the  collections,  each  in  his  field  of  specialty.  These 
evaluative  reports  are  being  used  by  the  State  Library  as  guides 
in  the  program  to  broaden  and  strengthen  the  collections.  The 
Project  will  be  completed  in  1963/64. 

5.  The  sections  in  the  Bureau  began  to  work  on  individual  service 
policy  statements  covering  the  public  services  provided.  The  aim 
of  this  project  is  to  develop  service  policy  statements  for  each 
section  for  inclusion  in  the  State  Library  staff  operating  manual. 
Subsequently  the  sections  will  adapt  these  statements  in  a  form 
ior  use  by  the  public,  to  assist  in  orienting  patrons  to  the  services 
offered  by  the  State  Library. 
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Administrative-Legislafive  Reference  Secfion 

For  the  first  time  fully  staffed  during  a  legislative  session,  the  Ad- 
ministrative-Legislative Reference  Section  received  requests  in  1962/63 
comparable  in  number  to  those  of  peak  years.  Legislative  library  service 
was  reestablished  in  the  State  Library  building,  and  patronage  by  the 
Legislature  and  the  executive  branches  of  state  government  increased 
61  percent  over  1961/62. 

When  the  Director  of  the  Assembly's  Legislative  Reference  Service 
was  appointed  in  the  fall  of  1962,  and  his  staff  had  begun  its  research 
operations,  the  Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section  recorded 
an  increasing  number  of  requests.  The  increase  promises  to  continue 
in  the  future.  Requests  for  bibliographies  and  literature  searches  have 
particularly  added  to  use  of  the  services  of  the  Section. 

The  backlogs  that  had  accumulated  in  cataloging  of  the  legislative 
report  collection  and  the  administrative  pamphlet  collection  were  re- 
duced. Cataloging  procedures  for  the  pamphlet  collection  were  revised 
along  lines  established  for  the  legislative  collection.  The  weeding  of 
the  older  pamphlet  material  has  been  tentatively  set  as  a  project  for 
1963/64. 

In  January  the  Department  of  Finance  contracted  with  the  State 
Library  for  professional  services  for  the  operation  of  the  departmental 
library  in  the  Department  of  Finance.  During  the  period  of  the  con- 
tract the  Finance  Library  was  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section. 

Boots  for  the  Blind  Section 

During  March  the  Supervising  Books  for  the  Blind  Section  Libra- 
rian attended  the  annual  Braille  Transcribers  and  Educators  meeting 
at  the  Hotel  Claremont  in  Berkeley.  She  also  visited  the  National  Aid 
to  the  Visually  Handicapped  in  San  Francisco,  a  volunteer  group  which 
prepares  books  in  large  type  for  partially  sighted  students  and  the 
Resource  class  for  visually  handicapped  students  at  the  Jefferson  School 
in  Berkeley.  The  second  Conference  of  Regional  Librarians  for  the 
Blind  was  held  in  Washington,  D.C.  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Library  of  Congress.  The  Supervising  Librarian  attended  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  State  Library.  The  State  Library  presented  an  exhibit 
showing  the  relationship  of  the  California  State  Library's  Books  for 
the  Blind  Section  to  other  state  agencies  and  volunteer  groups  involved 
in  services  to  blind  persons. 

In  developing  the  program  of  service  to  children,  the  Books  for  the 
Blind  Section  sent  out  to  young  adult  readers  a  catalog  of  the  adult 
titles  available  in  braille.  Those  titles  of  special  interest  to  young  adults 
were  marked,  so  that  they  might  request  titles  of  interest. 

Notable  visitors  included:  Mr.  Hamilton  of  the  Special  Education 
Department  of  Australia  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Jernigan,  Director,  Iowa 
Commission  for  the  Blind.  Many  blind  readers,  especially  children, 
visited  during  the  year. 

The  Blind  Section  Librarian  contributed  articles  for  the  quarterly 
issues  of  ABC  Digest  (published  by  the  Associated  Blind  of  Cali- 
fornia), and  has  prepared  special  copy  for  the  quarterly  issues  of 
News  Notes  for  the  Blind  and  Boohs  for  the  Blind  Newsletter. 
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California  Section 

At  the  1962  State  Fair,  the  Section  had  a  display  of  California  Civil 
War  material  as  part  of  a  program  nnder  the  sponsorship  of  the  Sacra- 
mento Civil  War  Round  Table  and  the  California  State  Civil  War  Cen- 
tennials Commission.  The  Supervising  Librarian  spoke  to  numerous 
groups  during  the  year,  as  follows :  Stockton  Corral  of  Westerners  in 
Stockton,  Public  Library  Administrators  of  Northern  California,  the 
Shasta  District  of  California  Library  Association,  the  Hayward  Area 
Historical  Society,  the  San  Joaquin  County  Historical  Society,  and  the 
Sacramento  County  Historical  Society.  An  exhibition  of  photostatic 
copies  of  early  and  unusual  California  newspapers  was  prepared  for 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  California  Press  Association  in  San  Francisco 
in  December. 

A  large  collection  of  California  relics,  formerly  displayed  in  the 
California  Section,  but  for  some  j^ears  held  in  storage,  were  transferred 
to  the  State  Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks  for  use  in  its  expanding 
museums.  The  Section's  collection  of  stored  framed  pictures  was  sur- 
veyed by  Dr.  Eliot  Evans,  curator  of  the  Society  of  California  Pioneers, 
San  Francisco.  Many  photographs  were  added  to  the  picture  collec- 
tions of  the  Section.  Some  paintings  of  non-California  interest  were 
transferred  to  the  Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks  for  museum  use.  The 
Section's  collection  of  nearly  2000  stereographic  slides  of  California 
views,  dating  back  to  the  1860 's  is  now  completely  listed  by  subject  and 
by  photographer,  making  the  collection  easier  to  use,  and  also  informing 
the  Section  of  gaps  it  will  try  to  fill. 

Circulation  Section 

The  training  program  begun  in  the  Circulation  Section  in  1960/61 
has  been  so  successful  it  has  become  a  permanent  program.  During  this 
fiscal  year,  also,  the  Section  acquired,  by  reclassification  of  an  existing 
position,  a  Senior  Typist  Clerk  to  assist  the  Section  Supervisor  in  direct 
staff  supervision.  To  cope  with  increasing  workload  without  correspond- 
ing staff  increases,  work  simplification  steps  were  taken  during  this 
year — simplification  of  overdue  processes,  abolishment  of  fines,  and 
discontinuance  of  renewals.  The  Supervisor  and  the  Senior  Clerk  have 
begun  a  systematic  survey  of  the  procedures  followed  by  each  staff 
member,  to  identify''  areas  for  simplification. 

Government  Publications  Section 

Requests  for  reference  service  and  the  circulation  of  publications 
continued  to  increase.  A  more  intensive  acquisition  program  for  the 
publications  of  government  supported  libraries  was  instituted  for  the 
benefit  of  the  State  Library  staff  and  other  libraries.  As  a  result  of  the 
increase  in  these  activities,  less  time  was  available  for  other  functions, 
and  the  checklisting  backlog  continued  to  grow. 

The  Section  assumed  new  responsibilities  when  the  State  Library 
became  a  federal  regional  depository  in  October  1962.  In  addition  to 
receiving  more  titles,  as  a  result  of  an  expanded  distribution  program 
under  the  new  Depository  Librarj'-  Act,  and  to  providing  reference  and 
interlibrary  loan  service,  the  staff  of  the  Section  now  reviews  justifica- 
tions for  depository  status  submited  to  the  State  Librarian  by  other 
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California  libraries,  grants  permission  to  other  depositories  to  dispose 
of  no-longer  wanted  depository  publications,  and  provides  consultant 
service  on  U.S.  documents  problems  upon  request. 

To  carry  out  the  Section's  functions  under  the  Library  Distribution 
Act  program,  the  California  State  Publications  Librarian  reviewed  ap- 
plications of  libraries  to  become  depositories,  made  field  surveys  of 
depositories  in  northern  California  and  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area, 
planned  and  conducted  three  workshops  on  California  state  publica- 
tions, and  gave  assistance  to  libraries  on  an  individual  basis  when  re- 
quested. 

To  improve  the  distribution  of  publications,  the  California  State 
Publications  Librarian  visited  the  State  Printing  Division  and  a  num- 
ber of  other  agencies,  spoke  before  the  Interagency  Paperwork  Manage- 
ment Conference  and  advised  the  State  Department  of  Finance  regard- 
ing the  revisions  of  sections  of  the  STATE  ADMINISTRATIVE  MAN- 
UAL and  legislation  regarding  the  California  state  publications.  In 
connection  with  visits  to  state  agencies,  arrangements  were  made  for 
exhibits  of  agency  publications  on  the  third  floor  of  the  library  building. 

As  a  result  of  a  study  made  by  the  Organization  and  Cost  Control 
Division  of  the  State  Department  of  Finance,  at  the  State  Library's 
request,  the  time  required  to  reproduce  the  monthly  issues  of  CALI- 
FORNIA STATE  PUBLICATIONS  was  shortened.'  The  Organization 
and  Cost  Control  Division  was  also  requested  to  determine  whether 
present  methods  of  compiling  and  reproducing  the  monthly  and  annual 
lists  can  be  improved.  As  a  preliminary  to  this  study,  a  questionnaire 
was  sent  to  libraries  on  the  mailing  list  to  determine  what  changes  in 
organization  they  would  prefer.  Data  processing  methods  were  investi- 
gated but  did  not  appear  to  be  the  answer.  The  study  will  continue  into 
fiscal  1963/64. 

The  weeding  of  out-of-state  publications  was  begun,  and  was  three- 
fourths  completed  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Along  with  the  weeding, 
some  progress  was  made  on  the  transfer  of  university  and  college  pub- 
lications to  the  General  Collection. 

"Work  on  the  special  project  of  transferring  3x5  serial  records  to 
visible  file  equipment  was  handicapped  by  lack  of  staff  during  the  last 
six  months  of  the  year,  but  successful  measures  including  the  re-design- 
ing of  the  forms  were  taken  to  eliminate  the  mechanical  problems  which 
had  plagued  the  project. 

Reference  Section 

The  TWX  teletype  machine  in  the  Reference  Section  was  converted 
to  the  direct  dialing  system  during  this  fiscal  year.  Several  clerks  and 
librarians  of  the  Section  took  a  special  course  on  the  use  of  the  new 
system. 

The  Weeding  Program  continued  during  the  year.  The  Reference 
Section  staff  successfully  completed  the  weeding  of  the  Reference  Col- 
lection and  lesser  used  reference  materials  were  transferred  to  Refer- 
ence Reserve.  The  remaining  books  were  compacted  on  the  shelves,  giv- 
ing needed  room  for  expansion  of  the  collection. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  the  appearance  and  durability  of  the  art 
reproductions,  a  new  commercial  frame  was  tried.  The  new  reproduc- 
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tions  are  backed  by  masonite  and  framed  with  a  pastel  colored  border. 
The  work  is  being  done  commercially  and  is  proving  very  successful 
in  terms  of  borrower  reactions.  Borrowers  find  them  not  only  more  at- 
tractive but  easier  to  handle. 

Plans  were  completed  for  the  move  of  the  Reference  Room.  This 
rearrangement  of  both  the  Reference  and  Administrative-Legislative 
Reference  sections  will  take  place  before  the  end  of  1963  and  is  expected 
to  result  in  greater  work  efficiency  as  well  as  ease  of  use  by  patrons. 

Sutro  Library 

The  fiscal  year  1962/63  was  marked  not  only  by  the  usual  number 
and  variety  of  interesting  researchers  working  in  Sutro  Library  from 
all  over  the  United  States,  from  Mexico  and  from  Great  Britain,  but 
also  by  a  traveling  exhibit  of  fine  bindings  which  aroused  considerable 
interest.  It  was  placed  in  Sutro  Library  for  a  month  by  the  Guild  of 
Contemporary  Book  Binders  of  Great  Britain.  Another  event  of  note 
was  the  Sutro  Library's  unique  loan  of  original  wool  cloth  and  fleece 
samples  to  the  British  Museum,  Natural  History,  for  scientific  study. 
Other  matters  of  particular  interest,  included  the  Sutro  Librarian's 
appointment  to  a  three-year  term  on  the  Statewide  Advisory  Committee 
of  the  University  of  California  and  University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles  Library  Schools,  and  the  creation  by  a  professional  calligra- 
pher  and  Sutro  patron  of  an  antique  script  of  "hand"  for  use  in  ad- 
vertising and  display  called  Sutro  Script.  It  is  based  on  manuscript 
works  in  the  Library's  Renaissance  Room.  The  calligrapher  was  Mr. 
Dorsey  Alexander. 

In  the  field  of  administrative  projects  at  the  Sutro  Library,  the 
Duplicate  Exchange  program  was  initiated  during  this  fiscal  year.  The 
first  lot  of  duplicate  books  from  Sutro 's  collection  of  duplicate  mate- 
rials was  organized  and  exchanged  for  credit.  The  renovation  project 
continued  during  its  second  year  of  operation  and  was  on  schedule  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  This  project  involves  the  cleaning  and  oiling  of 
volumes  in  the  original  Sutro  collection. 

LAW  LIBRARY 

A  five-year  development  plan  was  prepared  for  the  period  1964/65- 
1969/70.  This  plan  included:  (1)  Book  acquisition  to  provide  an  up-to- 
date,  complete  and  accurate  legal  collection;  (2)  Cataloging  and  classi- 
fication completion,  and  improvement  of  the  catalog;  (3)  Fast  copying 
devices  and  recording  equipment  and  (4)  additional  clerical  personnel. 
Further  plans  were  made  for:  (1)  Binding  and  rebinding  of  approxi-' 
mately  1,000  volumes;  (2)  an  international  law  classification  schedule; 
(3)  paring  of  the  California  statutes  exchange  and  (4)  storage  of  less- 
used  material. 

Extensive  shifting  was  done  on  the  10th  floor  stacks,  with  cheeklisting 
of  material  made  at  the  same  time.  Duplicate  material  was  listed  for 
exchange  lists.  The  public  card  catalog  received  continued  recondition- 
ing and  refiling,  and  checking-in  cards  for  current  items  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  post-index. 
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The  Law  Librarian  visited  eight  county  law  libraries,  gave  talks  be- 
fore two  county  bar  associations  and  one  institute  for  law  librarians, 
and  set  up  and  operated  an  intern  program  for  law  librarians  and  gen- 
eral librarians  rotating  in  the  Law  Library. 

The  Law  Librarian  was  at  the  Library  of  Congress  for  two  months 
as  a  consultant  to  the  Library  of  Congress  Class  K  Project  undertaken 
by  the  Subject  Cataloging  Division  and  headed  by  Miles  0.  Price,  re- 
tired law  librarian  of  Columbia  University  Law  Library. 

Bibliographies  on  "Reapportionment"  and  "Capital  Punishment" 
were  issued.  The  Basic  List  for  California  County  Law  Libraries  was 
revised  and  re-issued.  Selected  Books  Added  to  the  Law  Library  was 
published  quarterly.  A  new  edition  of  the  California  Library  Laws 
was  completed,  for  publication  as  the  Fall,  1962,  issue  of  NEWS 
NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES.  An  article  on  "Law  Cata- 
loging" was  prepared  for  Library  Trends.  A  compilation  of  California 
Session  Laws  was  made  for  the  American  Association  of  Law  Libraries' 
Publication  Series. 

TECHNICAL  SERVICES  BUREAU 

Fiscal  year  1962/63  saw  increased  activity  and  workload  in  every 
area  of  the  Bureau.  Continuing  special  projects  and  new  developments 
served  to  challenge  the  various  sections.  Two  new  developments  of  note 
were  the  achievement  of  Section  status  for  Photo  Services,  making  it 
the  eighth  Section  in  the  Bureau,  and  the  creation  of  a  special  room 
for  the  Microfilm  Reading  Room.  To  accomplish  the  latter,  a  chain 
reaction  of  moves  and  rearrangements  was  set  off,  involving  the  old 
Bibliography  Room,  the  Order  Section,  the  Catalog  Section,  the  Period- 
ical Section,  and  the  Union  Catalog  Unit. 

Besides  the  continuing  activities  of  the  weeding  project,  the  periodi- 
cals declassification,  and  the  continuations  reclassification,  a  new  proj- 
ect was  begun,  that  of  the  transfer  of  university  series  publications 
from  Government  Publications  Section  through  Periodicals  Section, 
Catalog  Section,  and  Book  Repair  Section  to  the  general  collection. 
The  Processing  Center  completed  five  years  of  service  to  the  contract- 
ing libraries  throughout  the  state. 

Regular  monthly  Bureau  meetings  were  continued,  as  well  as  the 
weekly  meetings  between  the  Section  Supervisors  and  the  Principal 
Librarian. 

Cafa/og  Section 

A  total  of  8,264  titles  were  cataloged,  including  104  new  periodical 
titles  and  53  continuations.  The  workload  was  eased  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  two  improvements:  The  Assistant  Catalog  Librarian  instituted 
a  checklist  worksheet  which  simplifies  the  cataloger's  directions  to  the 
I  typist ;  the  catalog  cards  are  now  reproduced  by  the  Ektalith-Multilith 
method,  replacing  the  Flexowriter,  and  eliminating  a  large  backlog  of 
cards. 

Continuing  projects  included  the  reclassification  of  periodicals  (535 
titles)  and  the  weeding  project  withdrawals  (6,355  titles).  In  addition, 
a  new  project  was  begun,  that  of  cataloging  for  the  general  collection 
the  university  series  publications  formerly  in  Government  Publications 
Section. 
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Order  Section 

There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  packages  received,  invoices  proc- 
essed, and  book  catalogs  requested  and  filed.  The  number  of  items 
ordered  and  received  was  affected  by  the  purchase  of  the  UCLA  Printed 
Catalog  and  other  major  expenditures.  Continuations  materials  took 
an  increasingly  larger  proportion  of  the  book  budget.  What  was  form- 
erly the  Bibliography  Room  made  way  for  the  new  Microfilm  Reading 
Room,  and  the  bibliographic  materials  were  placed  in  the  Order  Sec- 
tion, with  the  foreign  trade  bibliographies  going  to  Catalog  Section. 

Periodicals  Section 

The  Microfilm  Reading  Room  was  given  separate  space  in  the  former 
Bibliography  Room  at  the  east  end  of  the  Catalog  Section,  and  the 
servicing  of  the  files  of  microfilm  and  care  of  the  readers  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Periodicals  Section.  The  serials  items  received  totalled  67,- 
374  as  compared  to  63,612  in  fiscal  1961/62.  Over  3,000  serials  were 
bound.  Periodicals  Reading  Room  requests  doubled  from  3,022  in 
1961/62  to  6,15-i  this  past  year,  and  requests  answered  in  the  processing 
area  more  than  doubled  from  3,100  in  1961/62  to  7,379  in  1962/63. 

Special  projects  included  the  ongoing  reclassification  of  periodical 
titles,  which  prompted  development  of  a  central  serial  record  and  the 
beginning  of  transfer  of  university  series  publications  from  Govern- 
ment Publications  Section  to  the  general  collection.  The  second  annual 
cumulative  supplement  to  Periodical  Titles  Currently  Received  was 
issued  and  distributed. 

Processing  Center 

The  fifth  year  of  its  operation  saw  the  processing  center  serving  some 
twentj"  libraries  and,  in  addition,  providing  special  service  for  a  limited 
period  to  the  Mendocino  County  Demonstration  Project.  Over  55,000 
volumes  were  processed  at  a  charge  to  the  member  libraries  of  $1.00  per 
volume. 

A  workshop  for  all  members  was  held  January  24,  1963,  and  an  Ad- 
visory Committee  was  formed  at  that  time.  Both  this  committee  and 
the  Book  Dealer  Evaluation  Committee  met  on  May  10  to  discuss 
cataloging  problems  and  dealer  relations  respectively. 

Property  and  Shipping  Section 

In  addition  to  the  174,758  shipments  from  the  State  Library,  177,032 
pieces  were  received  during  the  year.  Paging  of  bound  newspapers 
totalled  4,642  volumes.  State  Library-  publications  were  addressed  and 
mailed,  supplj^  requests  were  filled,  and  purchasing  arrangements  were 
made. 

A  number  of  special  moves  of  material  and  furniture  were  accom- 
plished. Noteworthy  among  these  were  the  shifting  of  all  Dewey  700 's 
on  Stacks  3,  4,  and  5 ;  one-half  of  the  folio  size  books  were  moved  from 
Stack  4  to  Stack  6 ;  Reference  Reading  Room  books  were  shifted  and 
rearranged;  6,000  volumes  of  periodicals  were  removed  from  the  gen- 
eral collection  to  Stack  9 ;  the  art  reproduction  cases  and  pictures  were 
moved  from  the  Catalog  Section  to  Room  400-B,  as  were  the  Union 
Catalog  files  and  furniture;  Catalog  Section  files  and  furniture  were 
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then  moved  into  the  new  space ;  the  furniture  in  the  former  Bibli- 
ograpliy  Eoom  was  moved  to  Order  Section  and  the  microfilm  cabinets 
and  readers  were  moved  in  to  form  the  Microfilm  Reading  Room;  a 
special  three-month  clerk  position  was  utilized  entirely  in  the  shifting 
and  moving  of  Government  Publications  Section  materials  and  in  Law 
Library  shifting. 

Union  Catalog  Unit 

There  are  at  present  67  libraries  contributing  to  the  Union  Catalog 
and  416  libraries  listed  in  the  Newspaper  File  of  the  Union  Catalog 
Unit.  There  are  approximately  1,628,030  cards  in  the  Union  Catalog 
at  the  present  time.  In  the  last  fiscal  year,  31,820  new  titles  and  edi- 
tions were  added  to  the  Union  Catalog,  2,706  to  the  Childrens  File,  and 
159  to  the  Newspaper  File.  This  was  only  a  slight  increase  over  the 
1961/62  figures,  although  almost  10,000  more  cards  were  sent  to  the 
Unit  during  1962/63.  Thus  increased  elimination  of  the  duplicates  was 
accomplished  in  the  preliminary  file. 

The  monthly  List  of  Unlocated  Books  is  now  sent  to  134  libraries  and 
about  70  percent  of  the  titles  listed  are  located  through  the  List.  In 
addition,  80  percent  of  the  titles  withdrawn  from  the  Union  Catalog 
were  located  through  the  List^  thus  performing  some  of  the  function 
of  the  defunct  Last  Copy  plan.  A  Union  List  of  Newspapers  in  Cali- 
fornia Libraries  was  completed  and  prepared  for  publication.  A  list 
of  subject  interests  and  strengths  in  California  libraries  was  compiled 
in  two  sections  with  cross  references,  and  is  also  ready  for  publication. 
A  continuing  project  is  the  compilation  of  a  list  of  musical  composers 
represented  in  the  Union  Catalog,  its  main  value  lying  in  its  use  as  a 
means  of  tracing  the  lesser-known  composers.  Thus  there  is  evidence 
that  the  Editor  has  been  able  to  concentrate  more  on  editing  the 
Union  Catalog  to  extrapolate  useful  information  from  it. 

A  workshop  was  held  in  February  1963  to  consider  the  feasibility  of 
publishing  the  Union  Catalog  in  book  form.  The  Union  Catalog  process- 
ing area  was  shifted  from  the  west  end  of  the  Catalog  Section  to  a 
portion  of  what  was  formerly  the  Prints  Room. 

Book  Repair  Section 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  1,691  books  and  2,586  pamphlets  were 
bound,  and  1,251  pieces  received  less  permanent  binding.  In  addition, 
7,097  items  were  repaired  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree.  Over  100 
volumes  of  newspapers  were  bound  or  rebound  and  miscellaneous  mate- 
rials such  as  maps  and  prints  were  mounted,  framed  or  mended.  As 
part  of  the  periodicals  reclassification  project,  9,605  volumes  were  re- 
numbered. 

Photo  Services  Section 

This  unit  of  the  Bureau  was  designated  a  Section  during  this  fiscal 
year  with  the  promotion  of  the  head  of  the  former  unit  to  Supervising 
Photocopyist.  The  special  microfilming  of  public  library  annual  re- 
ports, 1953/54-1957/58,  was  completed  for  the  Library  Consultant 
Services,  consuming  over  500  feet  of  16  mm.  film.  Over  15,000  feet

of  negative  35  mm.  film  of  newspapers  was  exposed,  developed,  in- 
spected, spliced  and  edited,  and  shipped  to  the  commercial  processor  for 
positive  prints.  This  represented  over  70  volumes  of  newspapers.  In 
addition,  over  200  volumes  of  current  newspapers  were  collated  and 
shipped  for  commercial  microfilming.  Hard  copy  reproductions  by 
photocopy  continued  to  increase  in  demand  to  a  record  high  of  7,504 
prints.  Additionally,  2,597  photostats  were  printed.  A  total  of  366 
photographic  prints  and  enlargements  were  made  from  314  negatives, 
and  over  100  projections  of  newspapers  were  made  from  microfilm. 

LIBRARY  CONSULTANT  SERVICES 

The  Library  Consultant  Services  completed  its  first  year  of  opera- 
tion under  a  plan  of  assignment  of  each  library  in  the  State  to  a  spe- 
cific consultant.  Despite  professional  staff  vacancies,  this  organization 
of  the  work  of  the  Bureau  has  resulted  in  continuity  of  service  and 
practical  consultant  advice  in  depth  where  such  help  is  needed. 

Travel  Statistics  and  Visitors  to  the  Consultant  Services 

One  hundred  ninety-one  separate  visits  were  made  by  the  consultants, 
who  visited  ninety-five  different  libraries  during  fiscal  1962-63.  Kepeat 
visits  were  made  to  several  libraries  which  were  the  subjects  of  special 
studies.  The  Library  Consultant  Services  office,  in  turn,  received  eighty- 
five  visits  by  librarians  and  others  interested  in  library  matters. 

Special  Studies 

Several  special  studies  were  undertaken,  and  three  were  completed 
and  published;  others  are  still  in  progress.

LIBRARY  SERVICE  IN  FREMONT,  by  Shirley  Brother  (revision 
of  study  made  by  Dorothy  Sinclair  in  1958). 

Assistance  with  the  implementation  of  recommendations  of  special 
studies  completed  during  the  previous  fiscal  year  continued  in  several 
libraries. 

Meetings  and  Workshops 

Staff  members  attended  over  forty  meetings  held  by  librarians  and 
other  groups  concerned  with  public  library  development.  They  also  par- 
ticipated in  the  Communications  Workshop  conducted  by  the  Training 
Division  of  the  State  Personnel  Board  for  supervisory  personnel  of  the 
State  Library. 

Regional  Spring  Workshops  on  Personnel  Utilization  were  held  in 
Sacramento,  Fresno  and  Los  Angeles,  and  were  attended  by  almost  100 
California  public  library  administrators.  Overall  planning  was  done 
by  a  library  consultant,  and  Miss  Jewel  Hardkopf,  Librarian-Manage- 
ment Consultant,  developed  the  content  of  the  course. 
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Publications 

Publications  of  the  bureau  maintained  their  usual  schedules:  six  is- 
sues of  the  bimonthly  UP  AND  DOWN  THE  STATE  WITH  THE 
LIBRARY  CONSULTANTS  were  distributed  to  public  libraries; 
Salary  Information  Service  compilations  were  sent  to  member  libraries. 
The  Summer,  1962,  issue  of  the  quarterly  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALI- 
FORNIA LIBRARIES  was  devoted  to  reporting  the  State  Library 
Spring  Workshop,  "The  Library  in  the  Master  Plan."  In  addition, 
"Library  Consultant  Services  to  Assist  You,"  a  brochure  describing 
the  bureau's  services  was  published. 

Federal  Projects 

Two  cooperative  library  systems  reached  maturity  during  the  past 
fiscal  year  and  will  now  be  supported  by  member  libraries:  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Information  Service,  and  the  Processing  Center.  The 
Valley  Information  Service  was  established  in  1960  as  a  demonstra- 
tion project  to  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Library 
and  financed  with  federal  funds  provided  through  the  Library  Serv- 
ices Act.  Federal  funds  and  contributions  from  member  libraries  sup- 
ported it  during  fiscal  1962/63,  and  it  will  continue  on  a  permanent 
basis  with  the  libraries  dividing  the  cost  of  personnel,  books,  and  equip- 
ment. A  demonstrated  need  for  the  specialized  resources  and  "in 
depth"  type  of  service  that  the  ten  individual  libraries  could  not  pro- 
vide has  been  met  b}"  the  Service.  Member  libraries  now  share  a  large 
and  excellent  reference  collection,  services  of  trained  reference  librar- 
ians, and  the  use  of  photocopying  equipment. 

The  Mendocino  County  Library  Demonstration  Project  has  been  in 
operation  since  June,  1962,  and  has  provided  county  residents  with 
books,  magazines,  films,  documents,  and  professional  reference  service 
via  bookmobile,  telephone  and  mail.  A  bookmobile,  the  Demonstration's 
chief  feature,  served  28  community  stops  on  a  biweekly  basis  and  trav- 
eled over  22,000  miles.  Partial  statistics  for  one  year's  operation  are: 
circulation,  76,859 ;  reference  questions  answered,  792 ;  special  requests 
filled,  5,665.  A  county-wide  publicity  and  public  relations  program  in- 
cluded newspaper  and  magazine  articles,  talks,  radio  programs,  book 
lists,  posters,  and  bibliographies.  During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  Project 
received  support  from  local  groups  and  individuals:  bookmobile  pa- 
trons, in  particular,  commended  the  quality  of  service  and  asked  that 
the  service  be  continued. 

The  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  Sj^stem  inaugurated  several 
programs  designed  to  coordinate  and  strengthen  its  resources:  union 
lists  of  periodicals  and  reference  books  were  compiled;  a  single-copy 
purchase  plan  to  prevent  unnecessary  duplication  of  titles  and  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  titles  was  adopted ;  an  overall  periodical  retention 
plan  prepared;  adult  book  replacement  begun.  Administrative  organi- 
zation began  to  take  shape  as  it  was  decided  to  coordinate  all  projects 
in  a  single  building  under  a  salaried  administrator.  The  System's  Con- 
sultant Services  staff  moved  into  more  ample  quarters  in  the  Santa 
Rosa  Public  Library's  annex  where  a  professional  book  collection  was 
established  for  the  use  of  the  consultants  and  member  libraries'  staffs. 


CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 
ANNUAL  STATISTICS 

California  library  law  specifies  that  the  State  Librarian  shall  ' '  collect 
and  preserve  statistics  and  other  information  pertaining  to  libraries, 
which  shall  be  made  available  to  other  public  libraries  within  the 
State  applying  for  the  information. ' ' 

Such  statistics  are  supplied,  in  tabular  form,  in  the  pages  immedi- 
ately following.  Permanent  files  of  the  annual  reports  from  which  the 
statistics  are  compiled  are  maintained  in  the  State  Library's  Consultant 
Services  Bureau. 

Definitions: 

A  lilrary  system  includes  a  central  librar}"  or  libraries  with  branches 
and/or  co-operating  libraries,  and  with  smaller  library  service  points 
jointly  providing  the  public  library  facilities  of  the  area. 

The  term  piiMic  library  is  used  in  the  broad  sense,  to  include  city, 
county  and  district  libraries  which  have  been  legally  established  by 
public  officials,  are  supported  by  income  from  taxation  or  other  public 
funds,  and  have  their  own  trustee  or  other  civil  governing  body. 

An  agency  is  any  service  point,  such  as  a  central  library,  affiliated 
library,  branch  station,  or  bookmobile  station,  that,  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  public  library  sj^stem,  distributes  books  or  otherwise  renders 
library  service  to  the  public. 

An  affiliated  puhlic  library  is  a  regularly  established  city  or  dis- 
trict library  which  has  joined  the  county  library  for  supplementary 
service.  The  city  or  district  library  retains  its  own  trustees  or  other 
governing  body,  and  the  city  makes  an  appropriation  for  this  local 
public  library  in  addition  to  paying  the  county  library  tax. 

A  branch  (according  to  California  Public  Library  Service  Stand- 
ards) is  a  basic  librarj^  unit  operating  as  part  of  a  library  system, 
and  with  its  services  available  to  the  public  some  part  of  five  days 
a  week.  It  is  located  in  quarters  with  floor  area  of  not  less  than  1,400 
square  feet,  housing  a  general  collection  of  at  least  7,000  volumes. 
It  has  a  staff  equivalent  to  at  least  one  professional  and  one  non- 
professional employee  on  duty  during  time  the  branch  is  open  to 
the  public. 

A  station  is  a  librarj^  unit  smaller  than  a  branch  and  operating  as 
part  of  a  library  system.  A  school  which  is  served  b,y  a  public  library 
and  has  not  a  central  library  room  meeting  the  conditions  of  a  branch 
is  a  school  station.  It  is  counted  as  one  agency  even  though  the 
books  may  be  divided  into  a  number  of  classroom  collections.  A  branch 
housed  in  a  school  but  giving  service  to  the  whole  community  is  counted 
as  a  community  agency;  a  school  agency  affiliated  for  school  service, 
as  a  school  agency. 

Circulation  represents  statistics  kept  of  actual  count  according  to  an 
established  system.  Total  circulation  of  book  materials  is  the  count 
of  one  for  each  bound  volume,  pamplilet  or  periodical  lent  for  home 
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use,  from  the  central  library  and  its  agencies,  and  the  count  of  each 
renewal.  A  public  library  includes  in  its  total  circulation  the  count 
of  books  lent  from  schools  for  home  use.  A  county  library  a^o  includes 
the  circulation  of  county  library  books  from  all  its  agencies,  including 
affiliated  libraries,  which  do  not  include  such  count  in  their  own 
annual  report  totals. 

The  collection  and  circulation  of  nonbook  materials  is  counted  sepa- 
rately from  that  of  book  materials.  The  unit  count  of  all  types  of 
sound  recording  is  by  disc  or  reel,  of  films  by  title.  Circulation  of  all 
such  miscellaneous  materials  is  one  for  each  unit  lent.  For  example, 
the  count  of  recordings  is  by  disc,  regardless  of  record  speed  or 
numbers  of  titles  on  a  recording.  The  count  of  films  is  by  title,  and 
circulation  is  equivalent  to  the  number  of  times  a  film  title  is  in  use 
for  showings,  regardless  of  the  number  of  persons  in  the  audience  for 
such  showings. 

Interlibrary  loans  are  loans  between  libraries  which  do  not  form 
part  of  a  system.  (Such  intersystem  loans  are  included  under  Ship- 
ments). Circulation  by  the  borrowing  library  of  a  book  borrowed  on 
interlibrary  loan  is  included  in  circulation ;  the  interlibrary  loan  itself 
is  not. 

A  shipment  from  the  central  library  is  a  group  of  items  sent  to  one 
agency  at  one  time. 

The  count  of  employees  is  by  total  number  and  by  full-time  equi- 
valent of  part-time  and  other  employees.  Professional  employees  are 
defined  as  those  who  are  college  or  university  and  library  school 
graduates,  and  those  who  have  attained  professional  status  through 
library  experience  and/or  examination.  They  perform  work  of  profes- 
sional grade  which  requires  training  and  skill  in  the  theoretical  or 
scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as  distinguished  from  its  merely 
mechanical  parts).  If  paid  from  the  library  budget,  janitors  and 
building  force  are  included  in  the  total  count  of  employees. 

Operating  expenses  are  divided  into  three  categories :  salaries,  li- 
brarj^  materials,  service  and  supplies. 

Capital  expenses  include  only  such  major  outlay  items  as  buildings, 
additions  and  remodeling,  sites,  furniture  and  equipment,  motor 
vehicles.  Expenditures  for  books  and  other  "library  materials"  are 
listed  under  operating  expenses.

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CALIFORNIA  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS  GROUPED  BY 
POPULATION  OF  AREA  TAXED  AND  SERVED 

Grouping  of  public  libraries  on  the  basis  of  population  served  follows 
to  some  extent  the  classification  of  libraries  employed  in  the  Public 
Library  Inquiry  and  specifications  in  the  Public  Library  Service  Stan- 
dards for  California. 

This  listing  of  all  public  libraries  runs  together  county,  district,  and 
municipal  libraries  within  the  five  groups  of  population  they  serve. 

It  should  be  noted,  therefore,  that  the  statistics  for  an  individual 
library  affiliated  with  a  larger  library  will  appear  only  under  the  larger 
population  group  of  the  entire  library  system  (i.e.,  the  total  popula- 
tion served  by  all  affiliated  library  units  in  one  system,  such  as  a  county 
library  and  several  affiliated  municipal  or  district  libraries,  or  such  as 
two  county  libraries. ) 

Since  population  figures  are  for  area  taxed  and  served,  the  popula- 
tion listed  for  a  county  library  does  not  include  population  of  cities  or 
districts  (in  that  county)  operating  independent  and  unaffiliated  public 
libraries.  Population  figures  of  afiiliated  libraries  are,  therefore,  listed 
in  parentheses  to  indicate  that  they  have  been  included  in  the  popula- 
tion figure  for  the  larger  service  unit  or  library  system. 

The  population  figure  for  each  library  jurisdiction  is  based  on  the 
1960  U.S.  Census,  a  special  census  taken  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce,  or  an  estimate  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Finance  of 
the  State  of  California,  whichever  was  the  most  recent  at  the  close  of 
fiscal  year  1962-63.

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CLASS  TITLES 

In  the  attempt  to  use  a  fairly  uniform  terminology  for  professional 
library  classes,  we  define  class  titles  in  common  use  in  terms  of  the 
following  general  duty  statements  that  suggest  the  various  levels  of 
personnel  classification: 

Professional  Employee — An  employee  in  a  position  which  requires 
college  or  university  education  and  library  school  graduation,  and 
performance  of  work  of  a  grade  which  necessitates  training  and 
skill  in  the  theoretical  or  scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as  dis- 
tinguished from  its  mechanical  parts).  Applies  to  all  classes  in  this 
list. 

Assistant  Librarian — Professional  employee  who  co-ordinates  the  work 
of  section  supervisors  or  principal  librarians,  assuming  a  major 
portion  of  planning  and  policy-making  for  the  library  as  a  whole. 

Branch  Librarian — Professional  employee  in  charge  of  an  auxiliary 
library  agency  which  has  separate  quarters,  a  permanent  staff,  a  reg- 
ular schedule  and  a  permanent  basic  collection  of  library  materials. 

Chief  Librarian — Librarian  who  assumes  responsibility  for  operation 
of  the  entire  library,  integrating  its  work  with  that  of  other  city 
or  county  departments,  university  or  college  departments,  or  other 
major  parts  of  the  larger  organization;  makes  final  decisions  on 
policies,  plans  and  programs. 

Department  Head — Professional  emploj^ee  who  plans,   organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  the  staff  of  a  major  section  or  department  of  the  | 
library;  reviews  work  and  passes  on  difficult  problems,   and  does 
highly  skilled  professional  work. 

Junior  Librarian  (Librarian  IJ— Beginning  professional  position,  re- ; 
quiring  a  college  or  university  education,  plus  a  degree  from  an 
accredited  library  school.  This  is  the  trainee  grade,  for  which  no  '• 
professional  experience  is  required. 

Principal  Librarian — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and  ■ 
directs  the  work  of  several  sections  or  departments  or  a  particular , 
kind  of  work  (e.g.,  children's  work)  in  the  library  system;  makes; 
recommendations  on  policy  organization  and  procedures ;  develops  '■■ 
programs  of  service. 

Senior  Librarian  (Librarian  II) — Professional  employee  doing  varied  \' 
and  difficult  professional  librarj^  work  under  general  supervision ;  | 
may  also  be  responsible  for  a  subordinate  function,  and  exercise  ii 
supervisory  responsibility  over  a  small  staff  or  act  as  assistant  super-  i 
visor  of  a  large  staff.  ' 

Nonprofessional  Employee — Employee  in  a  position,  the  duties  of  which  |' 
are  of  a  mechanical  and/or  routine  nature,  not  requiring  professional , 
library  education.

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1964  COSTS 

Public  Library  Service  Standards  for  California,  revised,  1958,  were 
published  in  the  Spring,  1963,  issue  of  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALI- 
FORNIA LIBRARIES,  with  an  accompanying  section  of  1963  costs. 
These  cost  figures  were  ranges  and  averages  of  unit  costs  which  were 
translations  of  the  standards  of  basic  services  into  then  current  costs 
for  a  library  system  serving  100,000  population  and  performing  such 
basic  services  only. 

The  California  State  Library  is  continuing  to  study  costs  annually, 
in  order  to  provide  useful  and  up-to-date  figures  for  librarians  and 
others  making  budget  estimates  and  plans  for  library  development.  Re- 
vised unit  cost  ranges,  developed  for  1964,  are  printed  below.  The  State 
Library  will  publish  information  on  any  and  all  yearly  changes  in  the 
levels  of  unit  cost  ranges  in  each  subsequent  edition  of  the  Winter, 
statistical  issue  of  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES. 

In  applying  the  1964  costs  data  in  studies  of  local  library  budgets, 
librarians  and  governing  officials  should  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  the 
figures  have  been  determined  for  library  systems  serving  populations 
of  approximately  100,000  and  meeting  the  minimum  standards,  only, 
and  should  estimate  adjustments  in  the  figures  on  the  basis  of  the  size 
of  population  served  by  their  libraries  and  the  extent  to  which  services 
are  developed  beyond  the  minimum  standards,  in  each  category.  Within 
these  limits,  the  cost  figures  may  serve  as  useful  guides  to  libraries 
generally,  by  providing  current  bench  marks.  To  reflect  the  many  vari- 
able local  factors,  unit  costs  have  been  expressed  not  only  as  standard 
averages  but  also  as  average  ranges  which  will  suggest  reasonable 
spreads  of  budget  expenditures. 

The  following  ranges  and  averages  of  unit  costs  are  translations  of 
the  standards  of  basic  service  into  1964  costs  for  a  library  system 
serving  100,000  population  and  performing  such  basic  services  only : 

Personnel 

1.  For  beginning  Junior  Librarian  (Librarian  I)  with  graduate 
professional  education,  $6,200  minimum  annual  salary,  and  incre- 
ments so  that  the  maximum  is  20  percent  above  the  minimum. 

2.  For  professional  classes  of  positions  above  Junior  Librarian,  it 
is  recommended  that  there  should  be  at  least  four  higher  classes, 
with  the  minimum  of  each  higher  class  beginning  at  or  just  above 
the  maximum  of  the  next  lower  class  of  position.  In  such  a  pay 
plan,  the  fifth  professional  class,  that  of  head  of  the  library  sys- 
tem serving  a  population  of  approximately  100,000,  will  have  a 
range  of  $12,900-$15,500. 

3.  For  nonprofessional  classes  of  positions  salary  ranges  should  be 
equated  to  approximate  those  of  the  supporting  jurisdiction  and 
should  be  competitive  with  those  of  private  employment. 
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Materials 

4.  Unit  cost  of  books :  $2.95-$3.30  range,  $3.20  average,  per  volume. 

5.  Unit  cost  of  periodicals:  $5.60-$6.90  range,  $6.00  average,  per 
volume  for  yearly  subscription. 

6.  Unit  cost  of  a  newspaper  subscription :  $16-$25,  $22  average,  per 
year. 

7.  Unit  cost  of  films  :  $140-$180,  $160  average. 

8.  Unit  cost  of  recordings :  $3-$4.15  range,  $3.50  average,  per  long- 
playing  record. 

9.  Unit  cost  of  binding:  $1.75-$2.75  range,  $1.90  average  per  book; 
$4.15-$8  range,  $4.40  average  per  magazine. 

Equipment 

10.  Unit  cost  of  library  building,  construction  and  built-in  equip- 
ment only :  $16-$20  per  square  foot. 

11.  Architect's  fees  in  California  cost  8  percent  of  the  building  con- 
struction cost. 

12.  Furniture  and  other  equipment  will  cost  16  to  20  percent  of  the 
building  cost ;  in  the  case  of  larger  buildings  the  percentage  may 
be  less. 

13.  The  total  project  cost,  exclusive  of  site  and  parking,  will  range 
on  the  average  between  $20.50-$26.50  per  square  foot. 

Bookmobiles 

14.  A  small  bookmobile  to  hold  1,200-1,800  volumes  will  cost  $7,280- 
$11,440.  A  medium  sized  bookmobile  to  hold  1,800-2,700  volumes 
will  cost  $12,480-$14,560.  A  large  bookmobile  to  hold  2,700-5,500 
volumes  will  cost  $15,600-$23,920.  Prices  for  all  sizes  will  vary 
depending  on  design,  volume  capacity,  and  optional  equipment. 
As  more  types  of  accessory  equipment,  such  as  air  conditioning 
and  other  conveniences,  are  offered  now  than  were  available  in 
1953,  the  total  final  costs  of  fully  equipped  bookmobiles  may  be 
proportionately  higher  in  the  ranges  suggested  than  was  true 
when  the  original  unit  cost  figures  were  published  in  1953. 

Total  costs 

The  current  total  operating  costs  for  a  library  system  serving  100,000 
population  and  offering  only  the  basic  library  services  defined  by  the 
standards,  in  terms  of  1964  costs,  will  range  from  $410,000-$465,000. 
Expenditures  will  be  divided  according  to  the  following  ranges  of  pro- 
portions ;  in  round  figures : 

Salaries 67-78%    (average,  72.5%) 

Library  materials 12-17%    (average,  14.5%) 

Other  expense 9-17%    (average,  13%) 

The  current  total  capital  costs  for  building  and  equipping  a  library 
system  vary  so  much  with  local  conditions  and  organization  of  branch 
or  affiliated  library  units  that  no  uniformly  applicable  figures  can  be 
established.

Statistics  for  special  and  law  libraries  are  included  here.  If  no  annual  report  was 
received  for  1962-63,  no  statistics  are  given. 

Facts  on  special  services  such  as  photostat  copying,  film  libraries,  etc.,  on  inter- 
library  loan  and  other  use  policy,  and  on  special  collections,  are  included  for  public, 
university,  college,  junior  college,  and  special  libraries. 

The  U.S.  Post  Office's  ZIP  code  for  mailing  has  teen  included  in  entries,  in  paren- 
theses following  the  address,  for  all  except  public  libraries,  when  the  ZIP  number 
was  supplied  by  the  respondent.  ZIP  numbers  for  public  libraries  are  included 
with  other  address  information  in  the  special  section,  "Directory  of  California 
Public  Libraries,"  page  231. 

The  collection  of  information  and  statistics  of  secondary  school  libraries  and  of 
school  district  and  county  schools  centralized  library  services  was  discontinued  as  a 
program  of  the  California  State  Library,  effective  fiscal  year  1962-63,  and  no 
entries  and  data  for  these  libraries  are  included  in  the  Directory.

The  Index  to  Names  of  Libraries  has  been  prepared  to  guide  users 
to  the  place  of  entry  in  the  main  directory  of  special,  university,  college, 
junior  college,  law,  and  public  libraries  not  otherwise  easily  located. 
In  general,  each  library  in  those  categories  which  bears  a  proper,  memo- 
rial or  technical  name  and  is  not  clearly  identified  with  the  community 
in  which  it  is  located  is  entered  here  under  the  first  word  of  the  name. 
Place  of  entry  in  the  directory  is  italicized. 

All  municipal  libraries  with  memorial  names  have  been  indexed.  For 
quick  reference,  all  county  free  libraries  and  county  law  libraries  are 
indexed,  unless  the  county  seat  and  county  have  the  same  name. 

A  few  libraries  with  geographical  names,  which  are  actually  located 
in  and  entered  in  the  directory  under  a  different  place,  are  indexed 
(i.e.,  Los  Angeles  Pierce  College  Library,  Woodland  Hills). 

The  index  also  includes  the  names  of  current  library  demonstration 
projects  supported  through  federal  funds  (i.e.,  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Information  Service). 

Distinctively  named  departmental  branches  of  university  and  college 
libraries  are  included,  but  the  index  does  not  cover  special  collections 
as  such. 

While  the  index  does  not  attempt  subject  approach,  a  few  general 
finding  references  are  used.  Armed  forces  installation  libraries  are 
listed  together  under  U.S.  Armed  Forces,  and  are  individually  indexed 
by  memorial  name,  if  needed. 

The  use  of  inverted  headings  is  limited.  Colleges  and  universities, 
other  than  the  University  of  California  and  the  University  of  Southern 
California,  have  been  entered  under  the  significant  word  (i.e.,  Siskiyous, 
College  of  the).  Punctuation  will  indicate  inversion;  the  entry  word 
in  the  main  directory  follows  the  semicolon.  Multiple  entries  have  been 
made  for  a  few  libraries  with  proper  or  memorial  names,  when  usage 
seemed  to  warrant  this  (i.e.,  Henry  E.  Huntington  and  Huntington; 
Henry  B.),

THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  OF   1963 

and 
ADMINISTRATIVE  CODE  CITATIONS  RELATING 
TO  LIBRARY  SERVICES  AND  GRANTS 
TO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS 

The  two  documents  printed  below  are  the  Public  Library  Develop- 
ment Act  of  1963,  and  the  new  sections  of  the  California  Administra- 
tive Code  regulating  the  implementation  of  the  Act. 

The  Public  Library  Development  Act  was  enacted  by  the  1963 
Session  of  the  California  State  Legislature.  An  original  Assembly  Bill 
590,  as  amended,  was  passed  by  the  Assembly  and  the  Senate,  and,  on 
July  18,  1963,  was  signed  by  Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown.  It  became 
effective  as  law,  as  Chapter  1802,  Statutes  of  1963,  on  September  20, 
1963. 

Sections  20100-20401  were  subsequently  added  to  the  California  Ad- 
ministrative Code,  Title  5,  Chapter  2.  Library  Services  Provided  by 
the  State,  as  Subchapter  2.  Public  Library  Development,  as  regulations 
to  implement  Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  DEVELOPMENT  ACT 

Section  1.  Chapter  1.5  (commencing  with  Section  27111)  is  added  to 
Division  20  of  the  Education  Code,  to  read : 

CHAPTER  1.5.     PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICES 
Article  1.     Policy 

27111.  The  Legislature  hereby  declares  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of 
the  people  and  of  the  State  to  aid  and  encourage  the  development  of 
free  public  libraries  throughout  the  State  by  grants  to  public  library 
systems  for  the  purpose  of : 

(a)  Assisting  them  in  establishing,  improving,  and  extending  library 
services. 

(b)  Encouraging  them  to  establish  library  systems  in  areas  where 
such  co-operation  would  facilitate  improved  library  services. 

27112.  In  adopting  this  chapter,  the  Legislature  declares  that  its 
policy  shall  be : 

(a)  To  oppose  the  removal  of  the  government  and  administration  of 
public  libraries  from  local  control. 

(b)  To  encourage  adequate  financing  of  public  libraries  from  local 
sources  with  state  aid  to  be  furnished  on  a  limited  basis  only  as  a  sup- 
plement to  local  support. 

(c)  To  make  no  requirements,  as  a  condition  for  receiving  aid,  con- 
cerning library  equipment,  nonbook  services,  or  particular  book  or 
periodical  titles. 
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Article  2.     Definitions 

27113.  As  used  in  this  chapter : 

(a)  "Public  agency"  means  a  county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  any 
district  or  other  agency  (including  but  not  limited  to  an  agency  created 
pursuant  to  Chapter  5  (commencing  with  Section  6500)  of  Division  7 
of  Title  1  of  the  Government  Code)  authorized  by  law  to  provide  public 
library  services. 

(b)  "Library"  means  a  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such 
libraries,  operated  by  a  public  agency. 

(c)  "System"  means  a  library  system  formed  pursuant  to  this 
chapter. 

(d)  "Board"  means  the  Public  Library  Development  Board. 

(e)  "Plan  of  service"  means  a  statement  describing  the  specific 

purposes  for  which  a  system  is  formed,  the  means  and  the  agencies  by 

which  such  purposes  are  to  be  accomplished,  and  an  estimate  of  the 

funds  necessary  for  their  accomplishment  and  the  public  agency  or 

agencies  who  are  to  receive  those  funds. 

■\ 

Article  3.     Administration 

27114.  The  State  Librarian  shall  administer  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  and  shall  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary 
to  carry  out  its  provisions. 

27114.1.  The  State  Librarian  may  expend  any  funds  appropriated 
for  expenditure  under  this  chapter. 

27115.  There  is  in  the  Division  of  Libraries  of  the  Department  of 
Education,  the  Public  Library  Development  Board  which  shall  consist 
of  the  State  Librarian  and  nine  members  appointed  by  the  Governor 
as  follows : 

(a)  Three  members  of  library  boards  or  commissions,  or  of  govern- 
ing bodies  of  libraries. 

(b)  Three  librarians  presently  employed  in  libraries. 

(c)  Three  members  at  large,  known  for  their  interest  and  leadership 
in  library  development. 

The  State  Librarian  shall  be  a  nonvoting  member. 

27115.1.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of 
four  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualify  except 
as  provided  in  Section  27115.2. 

27115.2.  The  Governor  shall  make  the  first  appointments  to  the 
board  on  or  before  October  1,  1963,  for  terms  expiring,  respectively, 
on  the  first  daj^  in  October,  two  each  in  1964,  1965,  and  1966,  and  three 
in  1967. 

27115.3.  Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without  compensation 
except  that  each  member  shall  be  allowed  actual  expenses  incurred  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  including  travel  expenses. 

27115.4.  The  board  shall  maintain  its  headquarters  at  Sacramento 
and  shall  hold  meetings  at  such  times  and  at  such  places  as  shall  be 
determined  by  it.  All  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  open  and  public. 

27116.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  select  one  of  the  members 
to  serve  as  chairman,  who  shall  hold  office  as  chairman  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  board. 
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27116.1.  The  board  shall  confer  with,  advise,  and  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  State  Librarian  with  respect  to  any  matters  and  subjects 
nnder  this  chapter. 

27116.2.  The  board  shall  prepare  and  submit  annual  reports  to  the 
Governor,  the  Legislature,  and  the  State  Librarian. 

27116.3.  To  the  extent  that  funds  are  available  therefor,  the  State 
Librarian  shall  employ,  or  furnish  to  the  board  from  his  staff,  such 
technical  and  clerical  assistance  for  the  board  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  proper  discharge  of  its  duties  and  may  purchase  or  rent  for  the 
board  any  necessary  supplies,  instruments,  tools,  equipment,  and 
conveniences. 

Article  4.     Local  Control 

27121.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  as  authorizing 
the  State  to  require  libraries,  as  a  condition  for  receiving  grants,  to : 

(a)  Acquire  or  exclude  any  specific  book,  periodical,  film,  picture, 
or  other  material,  or  any  specific  equipment,  or  to  acquire  or  exclude 
any  classification  of  books  or  periodica"*^  by  author,  subject  matter 
or  type.  ^    _  _    ,   _,• 

(b)  Institute  or  eliminate  anj^  particu'',r  type  of  library  service. 
(e)   Include. or  exclude  for  employment"any  particular  number  or 

class  of  personnel  or  to  include  or  exclude  any  specific  person  for  em- 
ployment. 

(d)   Require  minimum  qualifications  of  library  personnel. 

Article  5.     Library  Systems 

27125.  A  library  sj^stem  may  consist  of  any  of  the  following  sys- 
tems : 

(a)  A  library  system  consisting  of  a  library  operated  by  a  single 
public  agency. 

(b)  A  consolidated  library  system,  in  which  two  or  more  public 
agencies  consolidate  their  libraries  to  form  a  single  library. 

(c)  A  co-operative  library  system  in  which  two  or  more  public 
agencies  enter  into  a  written  agreement  to  implement  a  plan  of  service 
for  the  agencies  so  contracting. 

27126.  The  formation  of  a  library  system  shall  be  accomplished  in 
the  following  manner : 

(a)  An  application  for  grants  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  Li- 
brarian, together  with  a  plan  of  service  approved  by  the  participating 
public  agency  or  agencies. 

(b)  The  State  Librarian  shall  submit  each  plan  of  service  to  the 
board. 

(c)  The  board  shall  submit,  in  writing,  to  the  State  Librarian  any 
recommendations  on  a  plan  of  service  within  30  days  from  the  date  the 
plan  is  so  submitted  to  the  board.  Failure  of  the  board  to  submit  recom- 
mendations within  30  days  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  recommenda- 
tion that  the  plan  be  approved  as  submitted. 

(d)  The  State  Librarian  shall  not  approve  an  application  until  funds 
are  available  for  the  grants  sought  nor  until  at  least  30  days  have 
elapsed  from  the  date  that  the  plan  of  service  for  that  application  has 
been  submitted  to  the  board. 
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(e)  If  the  State  Librarian  approves  the  plan  of  service  and  the 
application,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  shall  execute  a  contract  with 
the  State  Librarian  specifying  the  services  to  be  rendered  in  order  to 
implement  the  plan  of  service.  The  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the 
limitations  provided  in  Article  4  and  shall  contain  the  minimum  pro- 
visions specified  in  Section  27132. 

27127.  The  State  Librarian  shall  assist  public  agencies  in  the  prepa- 
ration and  submission  of  applications  for  inclusion  in  an  existing  li- 
brary system. 

Article  6.     Grants  in  General 

27130.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  grants,  as  follows : 

(a)  Planning  grants. 

(b)  Establishment  grants. 

(c)  Annual  per  capita  grants. 

27131.  To  qualify  for  grants  under  this  chapter,  a  library  system, 
once  established,  must : 

(a)  Provide  equal  access  to  all  participating  libraries  to  all  residents 
of  the  area  served  by  the  system. 

(b)  Provide  for  the  annual  addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book  titles. 

(c)  Provide  for  the  purchase  annually  of  at  least  300  adult  and 
juvenile  periodical  titles  and  for  the  adoption  of  a  program  for  the 
maintenance  of  back  files  and  indexes  for  reference  use  of  periodicals. 

(d)  Expend  funds  from  local  sources  for  total  operating  expenses, 
excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  each  library  within  the  system, 
equivalent  to  the  minimum  specified  in  this  subdivision.  That  minimum 
shall  be  either,  (1)  the  equivalent  of  95  percent  of  the  proceeds  of  a 
tax  rate  of  fifteen  cents  ($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of 
the  total  assessed  valuation  of  the  area  served,  or  to  be  served,  by  the 
library  system,  as  shown  by  the  equalized  assessment  roll,  or  rolls,  of 
such  area  for  the  preceding  year,  or  (2)  two  dollars  and  twenty-five 
cents  ($2.25)  annually,  per  capita  in  the  area  to  be  served  by  the 
library  system,  whichever  is  less. 

(e)  Carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  contracts  entered  into  with  the 
State  Librarian  designed  to  implement  the  plan  of  service. 

27132.  All  grants  shall  be  made  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  and  the  terms  of  the  written  contracts  entered  into  between  the 
respective  public  agencies  and  the  State  Librarian.  These  contracts 
shall,  among  other  things : 

(a)  Specify  the  public  agency  or  agencies  to  which  payment  is  to 
be  made,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  grants  are  to  be  expended. 

(b)  Specify  the  amount,  time,  and  manner  of  payment. 

(c)  Specify  that  payment  is  to  be  conditioned  upon  receipt  by  the 
board  of  any  progress  report  from  the  system. 

(d)  Specify  that  the  grant  can  be  expended  only  in  augmentation, 
and  not  in  lieu  of,  local  appropriations. 

(e)  Specify  that  all  requirements  of  Section  27131  shall  be  met. 

(f )  Specify  that  if  no  state  grants  are  made  the  public  agencies  will 
not  be  bound  to  follow  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  contract. 

27133.  (a)  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  that  the  total 
amount  which  may  be  appropriated,  for  expenditure  during  any  fiscal 
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year,  under  this  chapter  shall  not  exceed  2  percent  of  the  total  oper- 
ating expenditure  of  all  the  public  libraries  of  the  State  from  funds 
received  from  local  sources  for  the  last  completed  fiscal  year. 

(b)  An  establishment  grant  for  a  system  shall  not  exceed  25  percent 
of  the  total  operating  expenditures  for  the  library  or  each  of  the  libra- 
ries within  that  system,  excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  the  last 
completed  fiscal  year,  except  where  there  were  no  expenditures  for  the 
library  for  the  last  completed  fiscal  year,  in  which  case  the  establish- 
ment grant  for  the  system  shall  be  the  maximum  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 27144. 

27134.  If  the  appropriations  are  insufficient  to  provide  grants  to  all 
qualified  applicants,  planning  grants  shall  be  given  priority  except 
that  establishment  and  per  capita  grants  may  also  be  allocated  when 
in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Librarian  allocation  of  all  appropriated 
funds  to  planning  grants  would  not  best  serve  the  intent  and  purposes 
of  his  chapter. 

Article  7.     Planning  Grants 

27138.  The  State  Librarian,  upon  application  therefor,  may  grant 
funds  to  a  public  agency  or  agencies,  pursuant  to  this  article,  necessary 
to  accomplish  the  planning  required  to  develop  an  acceptable  plan  of 
service. 

The  State  Librarian  may  make  such  grants  when  he  finds : 

(a)  That  the  public  agency  or  agencies  do  not  have  the  funds  to 
accomplish  the  planning,  and 

(b)  That  the  written  proposal  indicates  that  there  is  a  reasonable 
assurance  that  the  library  or  libraries  could  qualify  as  a  system  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and 

(c)  That  execution  of  the  proposals  of  the  public  agency  will  accom- 
plish the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

27139.  In  applying  for  a  planning  grant  a  public  agency  or  agencies 
shall  submit  a  written  proposal  which  includes : 

(a)  The  manner  in  which  the  proposed  planning  will  accomplish 
the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

(b)  The  public  agency  to  which  the  grant  is  to  be  paid  and  which 
will  be  responsible  for  the  proper  expenditure  of  the  fund  and  the 
accounting  therefor. 

(c)  The  personnel  and  methods  to  be  employed  in  such  planning. 

27140.  A  planning  grant  shall  not  exceed  20  percent  of  the  maxi- 
mum that  would  be  allowable  to  the  public  agency  or  agencies  as  an 
establishment  grant  in  one  year,  under  the  proposed  plan. 

Article  8.     Establishment  and  Per  Capita  Grants 

27144.  Establishment  grants  in  the  annual  maximum  amount  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  shall  be  made  for  the  sj^stem: 

(a)  For  the  library  of  each  public  agency  which  joins  with  one  or 
more  other  public  agencies  in  forming  a  library  system. 

(b)  For  the  library  of  each  public  agency  which  joins  an  established 
system. 

(c)  For  each  library  which  is  established  in  a  previously  unserved 
area  and  which  qualifies  as  part  of  a  system  for  the  purpose  of 
receiAong  state  aid. 
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An  establishment  grant  shall  be  paid  as  to  each  library  under  sub- 
divisions (a),  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section,  in  respect  to  each  of  the  first 
two  years  during  which  it  is  part  of  a  library  system. 

27145.  Annual  per  capita  grants  shall  be  made  for  each  library 
system  which  meets  the  minimum  standards  specified. in  Article  6  as 
follows : 

1.  When  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served 
by  the  system  is  30  or  more  a  grant  of  eight  cents  ($0.08)  for  each 
person  residing  in  the  area. 

2.  When  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served 
by  the  system  is  between  10  and  30  a  grant  of  twelve  cents  ($0.12) 
for  each  person  residing  in  the  area. 

3.  When  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served 
by  the  system  is  under  10  a  grant  of  sixteen  cents  ($0.16)  for  each 
person  residing  in  the  area. 

27146.  If  a  public  agency  or  two  or  more  public  agencies  desiring 
to  form  a  consolidated  or  co-operative  system,  applying  for  grants, 
meets  the  population  standard  contained  in  subdivision  (a)  of  Section 
27131  but  is  unable  to  meet  all  of  the  minimum  standards  of  that 
section,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  may  submit  to  the  State  Librarian 
a  plan  of  service  officially  adopted  by  the  public  agency  or  agencies 
concerned  for  meeting  all  of  the  standards  within  a  period  of  two 
completed  fiscal  3'ears,  the  plan  to  indicate  how  much  progress  towards 
meeting  the  standards  it  is  anticipated  will  be  achieved  each  year.  The 
State  Librarian  may  then  approve  grants  in  the  full  amount  to  which 
the  public  agencies  would  be  eligible  were  they  to  meet  all  standards, 
subject  to  the  condition  that  a  review  will  be  made  by  the  State  Li- 
brarian of  the  provisional  annual  reports  for  the  library  systems,  and 
that  the  second  annual  per  capita  grant  will  be  contingent  upon 
satisfactory  achievement  of  the  goals  set  up  for  the  first  fiscal  year, 
according  to  the  plan  of  service. 

27147.  If  the  appropriations  are  insufficient  to  provide  grants  to 
all  qualified  applicants  for  establishment  and  per  capita  grants  the 
State  Librarian  shall  allocate  the  available  funds  by  the  selection  of 
applicants  on  the  basis  of  need  considering  the  intent  and  purposes 
of  this  chapter  and  the  standards  of  eligibility  prescribed. 

Sec.  2.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  General  Fund  to 
the  Division  of  Libraries,  Department  of  Education,  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($850,000)  to  be  used  for  assistance  to 
public  libraries  as  provided  in  Chapter  1.5  (commencing  with  Section 
27111)  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code;  provided,  that  not  more 
than  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  of  this  appropriation  may  be 
used  for  support  of  the  Division  of  Libraries  of  the  Department  of 
Education,  upon  order  of  the  Department  of  Finance. 

No  state  moneys  shall  be  appropriated  or  otherwise  made  available 
to  the  Division  of  Libraries  for  assistance  to  public  libraries  as  provided 
in  this  act  during  the  1963-64  fiscal  year  other  than  money  appropriated 
by  this  act.  In  no  event  shall  moneys  be  appropriated  or  otherwise 
be  made  available  to  the  Division  of  Libraries  for  such  purpose  during 
the  1963-64  fiscal  year  from  the  Emergency  Fund  in  the  State  Treasury.

Article  1.     General  Provisions 

20100.  Scope.  The  regulations  contained  in  Subchapter  2  of 
Chapter  2  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Administrative  Code  shall  im- 
plement Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

20101.  Definitions.     As  used  in  this  subchapter: 

(a)  "The  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963"  means  Chapter 
1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

(b)  ''Board"  means  the  Public  Library  Development  Board. 

(c)  "System"  means  a  library  system  formed  in  accordance  with 
and  pursuant  to  Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code  and 
to  this  subchapter. 

(d)  "Library"  means  a  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such 
libraries,  operated  by  a  public  agency. 

(e)  "Public  agency"  means  a  county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  any 
district  or  other  agency  (including  but  not  limited  to  an  agency  created 
pursuant  to  Chapter  5  of  Division  7  of  Title  1  of  the  Government  Code) 
authorized  by  law  to  provide  public  library  service. 

(f)  "Affiliated  library"  means  any  library  operated  by  a  city  or  dis- 
trict the  tangible  property  of  which  is  also  subject  to  taxation  in  sup- 
port of  county  library  service. 

(g)  "Planning  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Article  7 
of  Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

(h)  "Establishment  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Educa- 
tion Code  Section  27144, 

(i)  "Per  capita  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Education 
Code  Section  27145. 

(j)  "Provisional  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Education 
Code  Section  27146. 

(k)  "Provisional  system"  means  a  library  or  libraries  receiving  a 
provisional  grant. 

(l)  "Unserved  county"  means  a  county  which  does  not  operate  a 
library  and  which  does  not  contract  with  another  public  agency  for 
library  service  through  branches  or  other  extension  outlets. 

Article  2.     Public  Library  Development  Board 

20110.  Agendas.  Agendas  for  Board  meetings  shall  be  prepared 
by  the  Board  chairman  or  president  in  consultation  with  the  State 
Librarian,  and  forwarded  to  all  Board  members  prior  to  the  time  of 
meeting. 
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20111.  Annual  Reports.  The  State  Librarian  shall  assist  the  Board 
ill  the  preparation  of  its  animal  reports  and  shall  canse  the  same  to 
be  printed  in  the  official  jonrnal  of  the  State  Library. 

Article  3.     Library  Systems 

20150.  Elements  of  a  "Library  System."  As  used  in  this  sub- 
chapter and  where  used  in  Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education 
Code,  "library  system",  except  with  regard  to  standard  metropolitan 
statistical  areas  as  defined  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Budget 
enumerated  in  Section  20150.1,  shall  mean  one  or  more  libraries  pro- 
viding the  following  basic  elements  of  library  service,  involving  but  not 
necessarily  limited  to  book  and  periodical  resources : 

(a)  The  selection  and  acquisition  of  materials  in  a  consolidated  or  in 
a  coordinated  manner. 

(b)  The  organization  of  materials  for  use,  including  cataloguing, 
classification  and  physical  preparation,  in  a  consolidated  or  in  a  co- 
ordinated manner. 

(c)  The  lending  of  materials  for  home  use,  with  the  return  of  such 
materials  unrestricted  as  to  service  outlet. 

(d)  Reference  and  research,  including  assistance  to  users  by  library 
staff,  consolidated  or  coordinated  where  necessary  to  provide  the  maxi- 
mum utilization  of  the  total  resources  of  all  participating  libraries. 

(e)  The  interavailability  of  materials  and  information  among  all 
service  outlets  on  the  same  basis  for  all  library  users,  including  a 
method  by  which  each  participating  library  may  ascertain  specific 
holdings  of  other  participating  libraries. 

(f)  The  availability  for  use  of  at  least  100,000  currently  useful 
volumes  among  the  participating  libraries. 

20150.1.  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas.  The  standard 
metropolitan  statistical  areas  excepted  from  the  provisions  of  Section 
20150  are  the  following  areas  identified  by  area  title  and  definition  :

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20150.2.  Libraries  within  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas 
Applying"  Individually  for  Grants,  Any  library  within  any  of  the 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  enumerated  in  Section  20150.1 
shall  not  be  excepted  from  the  provisions  of  Section  20150  in  the  event 
that  it  shall  apply  incliviclnally  as  a  system  or  make  application  for  a 
planning  grant  to  become  a  system  under  the  Public  Library  Develop- 
ment Act  of  1963. 

20151.  Plans  of  Service.  To  qualify  for  grants  pursuant  to  The 
Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963  a  system  must  meet  the 
minimum  requirements  set  forth  in  Education  Code  Section  27181.  A 
plan  of  service  submitted  with  an  application  for  a  grant  as  required  in 
The  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963,  except  as  exempted 
by  Section  20151.1,  shall  include  all  of  the  services  specified  in  Section 
20150  and  shall  describe  the  exact  manner  in  which  each  is  to  be 
provided.  A  plan  of  service  shall  also  include  a  statement  of  each 
participating  library's  standards  for  branches,  stations  or  other  ex- 
tension of  service  beyond  its  headquarters  building.  A  plan  of  service 
for  a  system  located  within  a  standard  metropolitan  statistical  area,  as 
defined  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  shall,  in  addition,  take  into 
consideration  total  public  library  service  in  that  area. 

20151.1.  Exemption  From  Certain  Requirements  of  Plans  of  Service. 
The  provisions  of  Section  20151  shall  not  apply  to  plans  of  servicfe  sub- 
mitted by  libraries  within  any  of  the  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas  enumerated  in  Section  20150.1;  provided  that  such  exemption 
shall  not  apply  to  any  library  within  any  such  area  submitting  a  plan 
of  service  individually  for  approval  as  a  system. 

20152.  Formation  of  a  Library  System.  An  existing  library  system 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  system  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public 
Library  Development  Act  of  1963  until  it  has  complied  with  the  provi- 
sions contained  in  Education  Code  Section  27126. 

20153.  Participa,tion  by  Libraries  Not  Eligible  for  Grants.  A 
library  whicji  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  local  support  con- 
tained in  Education  Code  Section  27131(d)  or  Section  20310(c)  of  this 
subchapter  may,  with  the  consent  of  all  other  members,  become  a 
member  of  a  library  system,  and  may  participate  in  the  services  pro- 
vided by  the  system  through  grant  funds,  provided  such  library,  as  a 
minimum  condition,  pays  into  the  system  an  amount  equal  to  the  per 
capita  grant  to  which  the  system  would  otherwise  be  entitled  for  such 
library. 

In  addition,  such  a  library  participating  in  a  system  in  the  manner 
prescribed  may  be  required  to  pay  an  annual  surcharge  in  an  amount 
determined  by  the  members  of  the  system,  which  amount  shall  be  based 
upon  considerations  of  proportionate  sharing  of  expenses  on  the  one 
hand,  and  relative  advantages  derived  through  membership  on  the 
other  hand,  by  each  member  of  the  system.  The  computation  by  which 
such  amount  of  annual  surcharge  is  determined  by  the  members  of  a 
system  shall  be  included  in  such  system's  plan  of  service. 

Such  participation  shall  not  exceed  three  fiscal  years  from  the  date  a 
library  is  admitted  to  a  system. 
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Article  4.     Qualifications  for  Receiving  Grants 

20200.  Definitions.  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  to  their 
respective  terms  as  used  in  this  subchapter  and  in  The  Public  Library 
Development  Act  of  1963,  or  in  some  section  of  said  Act,  where  such 
section  is  more  particularly  referred  to  in  a  definition : 

(a)  "A  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such  libraries,  operated 
by  a  public  agency"  shall  mean  a  public  library  which  has  a  single 
administration  and  organization. 

(b)  "Equal  access"  shall  mean  that  all  of  the  services  of  each 
library  in  a  system  are  available  on  the  same  basis  to  all  residents  of 
the  area  served  by  the  system.  Nothing  in  this  subchapter  shall  prevent 
the  negotiation  of  agreements  designed  to  correct  any  imbalance  of 
service  caused  by  adherence  to  this  provision. 

(c)  "New  book  titles"  shall  mean  individual  titles,  new  to  the 
system  and  currently  useful. 

(d)  "Program  for  the  maintenance  of  back  files  and  indexes  for 
reference  use  of  periodicals"  shall  mean  a  systemwide  program,  coordi- 
nated among  the  various  units  of  the  system,  and  providing  a  means  of 
access  to  all  such  back  files  and  indexes  by  all  residents  of  the  area 
served  by  the  system. 

(e)." Capital  expenditures,"  which  are  to  be  excluded  from  the 
computation  of  operating  expenses,  in  accordance  with  Education  Code 
Section  27131(d),  as  the  term  is  used  in  said  section,  shall  mean  funds 
expended  for  land  and  buildings,  including  remodeling,  and  the  initial 
purchase  of  furniture  and  equipment  for  such  buildings. 

(f)  "Assessed  valuation  of  the  area  served"  shall  mean  the  assessed 
valuation  of  all  property,  secured  and  unsecured,  upon  which  local 
taxes  are  levied  for  the  support  of  a  given  library.  The  assessed  valua- 
tion shall  be  equivalent  to  that  used  for  the  purpose  of  subjecting  such 
property  to  such  local  taxes. 

(g)  "Funds  from  local  sources"  as  used  in  Education  Code  Section 
27131(d)  shall  include  tax  funds  levied  and  expended  by*  local  public 
agencies  for  public  library  purposes  as  well  as  other  local  funds  ex- 
pended for  public  library  purposes.  However,  where  one  public  agency 
maintaining  a  public  library  contracts  with  and  pays  to  another  public 
agency  which  also  maintains  a  public  library  an  annual  amount  in 
exchange  for  the  payment  of  which  the  latter  public  agency  provides 
free  public  library  service  to  certain  residents  of  the  area  from  which 
the  former  public  agency  collects  taxes  for  public  library  purposes, 
any  funds  so  paid  by  any  such  former  public  agency  to  any  such  latter 
public  agency  for  the  purposes  mentioned  shall  be  taken  into  account 
only  once  and  the  former  public  agency  alone  shall  be  credited  with 
having  paid  such  funds. 

20201.  Population  Count  Where  Residents  Served  by  Another  Pub- 
lic Agency.  Where  one  public  agency  maintaining  a  public  library 
contracts  with  and  pays  to  another  public  agency  which  also  maintains 
a  public  library  an  annual  amount  for  the  purposes,  in  the  manner,  and 
under  the  conditions,  expressed  in  Section  20200(g),  the  residents  of 
the  area  from  which  the  former  public  agency  collects  taxes  for  public 
library  purposes,  to  which  residents  the  latter  public  agency  provides 
free  public  library  service,  shall  be  considered  as  population  of  the 
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former  public  agency  only,  where  a  population  count  is  necessary  in 
connection  witli  tlie  making  of  grants. 

20202.  Expenditure  Year.  The  minimum  expenditure  of  funds 
from  local  sources  as  required  by  Education  Code  Section  27131(d) 
shall  be  for  the  fiscal  year  preceding  that  in  which  an  application  for 
a  grant  is  made.  The  actual  expenditure  of  local  funds  for  library 
purposes  shall  be  certified  by  the  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  public 
agency,  upon  a  form  provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  The  provisions 
of  this  section  and  Education  Code  Section  27131(d)  shall  not  apply 
to  a  library  established  in  an  unserved  county. 

20203.  Per  Capita  Expenditures.  In  computing  the  per  capita  ex- 
penditure from  local  funds  as  provided  by  Education  Code  Section 
27131  and  by  this  subchapter,  the  population  of  the  area  served  by  a 
library  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  funds  from  local  sources  were  ex- 
pended shall  be  based  upon  one  of  the  following  official  sources,  which- 
ever was  the  most  recent  at  the  close  of  such  fiscal  year : 

(a)  The  latest  decennial  census  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce ;  or 

(b)  A  special  census  taken  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce ;  or 

(c)  An  estimate  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Finance  of  the 
State  of  California. 

20204.  Aflaiiated  Libraries.  A  library  affiliated  with  a  county  li- 
brary may  elect  to  participate  jointly  with  the  county  library  for 
planning  grants,  establishment  grants  or  per  capita  grants.  In  such 
a  joint  application  the  combined  expenditures  of  the  affiliated  library 
and  the  county  library  shall  serve  as  the  basis  for  determining  the 
qualification  of  both  libraries  under  Education  Code  Section  27131(d). 

Article  5.     Planning  Grants 

20210.  Joint  Applications.  A  single  public  agency  may  apply  for 
a  planning  grant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  another  public  agency  or 
agencies,  provided  it  has  secured  and  submitted  the  written  authoriza- 
tion of  all  such  participating  agencies,  upon  a  form  provided  by  the 
State  Librarian  for  such  purpose.  In  such  instances  the  State  Librarian 
may  execute  a  contract  with  such  authorized  agency  governing  the 
total  amount  of  the  grant  as  specified  in  Education  Code  Section  27132. 

20211.  Regional  Planning.  In  order  that  a  plan  of  service  for  a 
system  may  take  into  consideration  the  total  library  resources  of  the 
larger  region  in  which  such  system  is  located,  a  planning  grant  may  be 
made  to  or  for  the  same  agency,  with  respect  to  the  proposed  system, 
and  to  such  larger  region  as  well. 

20212.  Furnishing  a  Reasonable  Assurance.  In  order  that  a  deter- 
mination may  be  made  that  a  written  proposal  for  a  planning  grant 
provides  a  reasonable  assurance  that  the  participating  libraries  could 
qualify  as  a  system  or  systems  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public 
Library  Development  Act  of  1963,  with  particular  reference  to  Educa- 
tion Code  Section  27138,  the  proposal  shall  indicate : 

(a)  That  the  participating  libraries  together  have  the  financial  capa- 
bility, as  shown  by  their  individual  budgets  for  the  then  current  fiscal 
year,  to  meet  both  of  the  following  criteria : 
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(1)  Provision  for  the  annual  addition  of  at  least  3,000  new  book 
titles. 

(2)  Provision  for  the  purchase  annually  of  at  least  200  adult  and 
juvenile  periodical  titles. 

(b)  That  each  of  the  libraries  has  budgeted  funds  from  local 
sources  for  total  operating  expenses,  excluding  capital  expenditures, 
for  the  then  current  fiscal  year  equal  to  one  of  the  following  minimums, 
whichever  is  less : 

(1)  The  equivalent  of  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  rate  of  ten  cents 
($0.10)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  total  assessed 
valuation  of  the  area  served  by  the  library,  as  shown  by  the  equalized 
assessment  roll  of  such  area  for  the  preceding  year;  or 

(2)  One  dollar  and  fifty-seven  cents  ($1.57)  per  capita  in  the 
area  served  by  the  library. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  Section  20212(b)    (1)   and 
(b)    (2)  shall  not  apply  to  any  unserved  county. 

Article  6.     Establishment  Grants 

20250.  Purpose.  An  establishment  grant  is  for  the  exclusive  pur- 
pose of  implementing  a  plan  of  service  for  a  previously  unserved 
county  or  a  plan  which  involves  two  or  more  libraries. 

20251.  Consolidation.  If  two  or  more  public  agencies  wish  to  con- 
solidate their  libraries  into  a  single  library  and  one  or  both  of  the 
separate  libraries  do  not  qualify  under  Education  Code  Section 
27131(d)  or  Section  20310(c),  an  establishment  grant  for  each  such 
agency  may  be  made  for  this  purpose,  pursuant  to  Education  Code 
Section  27144,  provided  that  the  resulting  consolidated  library  shall 
qualify  under  Education  Code  Section  27131(d)  or  Section  20310(c) 
as  a  library  system  or  part  of  a  qualifying  library  system  under  The 
Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter. 

20252.  Capital  Expenditures.  An  establishment  grant  may  be  used 
for  the  acquisition  of  land  or  buildings,  or  the  construction  of  build- 
ings, or  the  remodeling  of  existing  buildings,  but  only  if  such  improve- 
ments are  necessary  for  the  operation  of  a  service  or  services  to  the 
entire  area  to  be  served  by  the  system  or  are  necessary  to  a  consolida- 
tion made  pursuant  to  Section  20251. 

20253.  Limitations.  An  establishment  grant  shall  not  be  made  to 
implement  a  plan  of  service  involving  only  a  single  public  agency 
except  where  such  agency  establishes  or  extends  service  to  a  previously 
unserved  county  and  where  such  establishment  or  extension  is  a  part 
of  a  plan  of  service  qualifying  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public 
Library  Development  Act  of  1963. 

20254.  Renewal  of  Grants.  Establishment  grants  for  each  library 
that  has  participated  in  forming  a  library  system  will  be  paid  in  the 
amount  of  $10,000  for  each  such  library,  unless  otherwise  limited  by 
the  provisions  of  Education  Code  Section  27133(b),  both  in  the  first 
year  of  establishment  and  in  the  second  year,  provided  said  system 
continues  to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Library 
Development  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter,  unless  sufficient  funds 
are  unavailable.

Article  7.     Per  Capita  Grants 

20300.  Population.  In  computing  the  population  of  the  area  served 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  total  amount  of  the  per  capita  grant 
as  provided  in  Education  Code  Section  27145,  the  sources  set  forth  in 
Section  20203  shall  be  used.  Whichever  source  of  population  figure 
is  used  shall  be  that  which  is  most  recent  at  the  time  application  for 
a  grant  is  made.  More  than  one  per  capita  grant  shall  not  be  made 
simultaneously  with  respect  to   persons   resident  in  any   given  area. 

20301.  Population  per  Square  Mile,  In  computing  the  average 
population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served  by  a  library  system  or 
portion  thereof,  in  the  event  that  the  size  of  such  area  is  not  readily 
ascertainable  from  official  sources,  the  average  population  per  square 
mile  of  the  area  in  question  within  a  given  county  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  same  as  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  county 
as  a  whole. 

20302.  Renewal  of  Grants.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  State 
Librarian  to  rencAV  annually  the  per  capita  grant  made  for  a  system, 
provided  said  system  continues  to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The 
Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter,  unless 
sufficient  funds  are  unavailable.  Award  of  an  establishment  grant  shall 
not  of  itself  guarantee  the  subsequent  award  of  per  capita  grants. 

Article  8.     Provisional  Systems 

20310.  Interim  Standards.  In  order  that  there  be  reasonable  assur- 
ance that  a  provisional  system  proposed  for  grants  under  Education 
Code  Section  27146  can  attain  all  of  the  minimum  standards  required 
within  a  two-year  period,  the  following  interim  minimum  standards 
must  be  met: 

(a)  The  provisional  library  system,  in  the  first  year  of  operation, 
shall  provide  for  the  annual  addition  of  at  least  3,000  new  book  titles. 

(b)  The  provisional  library  system,  in  the  first  year  of  operation, 
shall  provide  for  the  purchase  annually  of  at  least  200  periodical  titles. 

(c)  The  library  or  libraries  participating  shall  each  have  expended 
funds  from  local  sources  for  total  operating  expenses,  excluding  capital 
expenditures,  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  equal  to  one  of  the  following 
minimums,  whichever  is  less : 

(1)  The  equivalent  of  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  rate  of  ten  cents 
($0.10)  on  each  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  total  assessed 
valuation  of  the  area  served  by  the  library,  as  shown  by  the 
equalized  assessment  roll  of  such  area  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year;  or 

(2)  One  dollar  and  fifty-seven  cents  ($1.57)  per  capita  in  the 
area  served  by  the  library. 

20311.  Limitation.  A  public  agency  or  agencies  comprising  a  pro- 
visional library  system  shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  provisional  grants 
under  Education  Code  Section  27146  for  more  than  two  consecutive 
years. 
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Article  9.     Eeports 

20325.  Periodic  Reports.  Written  contracts  entered  into  between 
the  respective  public  agencies  and  the  State  Librarian  for  the  payment 
of  grants  pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  27132  shall  specify  that 
such  public  agencies  shall  submit  to  the  State  Librarian  and  the 
Board  progress  reports  as  hereinafter  respectively  set  forth  as  to  each 
type  of  grant: 

(a)  Planning  Grants.  The  public  agency  to  which  the  grant  is  paid 
shall  submit  a  report  on  procedures  and  accomplishments,  including 
an  account  of  all  expenditures  of  grant  funds,  upon  conclusion  of  the 
planning  or  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  whichever  occurs  first,  on 
forms  provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  If  the  planning  done  with  a 
planning  grant  extends  into  a  second  fiscal  year,  a  second  such  report 
shall  be  filed. 

(b)  Establishment  Grants.  The  library  system  for  which  the  grant 
is  made  shall  submit  an  annual  report  on  progress  made  in  imple- 
menting the  plan  of  service,  on  forms  provided  by  the  State  Librarian. 

(c)  Per  Capita  Grants.  The  library  system  for  which  the  grant  is 
made  shall  submit  a  comprehensive  annual  report  on  forms  provided 
by  the  State  Librarian.  In  any  year  when  such  a  comprehensive  report 
is  filed,  a  separate  report  need  not  be  filed  with  respect  to  an  establish- 
ment grant. 

20326.  Special  Reports.  The  State  Librarian  and  the  Board  may 
require  any  public  agency  or  library  system,  as  a  condition  to  receiving 
any  future  payments,  to  supply  such  additional  information  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  The  Public 
Library  Development  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter. 

Article  10.     Applications 

20350."  Forms'.  Applications  for  all  grants  shall  be  made  on  forms 
provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  Written  planning  proposals  must 
accompany  applications  for  planning  grants.  Plans  of  service  must 
accompany  applications  for  establishment  grants  and  initial  applica- 
tions for  per  capita  grants. 

20351.  Filing"  Dates,  (a)  Applications  for  planning  grants  re- 
ceived by  the  State  Librarian  by  the  30th  day  of  September  in  each 
fiscal  year  shall  be  considered  during  October  of  each  respective  fiscal 
year  with  respect  to  grants  made ;  provided,  however,  that  for  the  fiscal 
year  1963-64,  the  filing  date  shall  be  the  30th  day  of  November  and 
applications  shall  be  considered  during  the  month  of  December  of 
such  fiscal  year. 

(b)  Applications  for  establishment  grants  received  by  the  State 
Librarian  by  the  31st  day  of  October  in  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  con- 
sidered during  November  of  each  respective  fiscal  year  with  respect  to 
grants  made;  provided,  however,  that  for  the  fiscal  year  1963-64,  the 
filing  date  shall  be  the  31st  day  of  December  and  applications  shall 
be  considered  during  the  month  of  January  of  such  fiscal  year. 
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(c)  Applications  by  systems  for  their  initial  per  capita  grants  re- 
ceived by  the  State  Librarian  by  the  30th  day  of  November  in  each 
fiscal  year  shall  be  considered  during  December  of  each  respective  fiscal 
year  with  respect  to  grants  made ;  provided,  however,  that  for  the 
fiscal  year  1963-64,  the  filing  date  shall  be  the  31st  day  of  January  and 
applications  shall  be  considered  during  the  month  of  February  of  such 
fiscal  year.  A  statement  of  continued  eligibility,  on  a  form  prescribed 
and  supplied  by  the  State  Librarian,  shall  be  required  of  a  library 
system  for  subsequent  per  capita  grants.  Such  a  statement  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  State  Librarian  within  sufficient  time  that  it  be  received 
by  the  State  Librarian  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  March  in  the  fiscal 
year  preceding  that  for  which  the  grant  is  to  be  made. 

(d)  Applications  for  planning,  establishment,  initial  per  capita 
grants,  and  statements  of  continued  eligibility  for  per  capita  grants 
received  by  the  State  Librarian  after  the  expiration  of  the  applicable 
filing  dates  for  the  respective  types  of  grants  may  be  approved  if  suffi- 
cient funds  are  available. 

20352.  Amendments  to  a  Plan  of  Service.  Amendments  to  a  plan 
of  service  may  at  any  time  be  filed  with  the  State  Librarian.  Amend- 
ments shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Education  Code  Section 
27126. 

Article  11.     Allocation  of  Available  Funds 

20375.  Selection  of  Applicants.  If  the  appropriations  are  insuffi- 
cient to  provide  grants  to  all  qualified  applicants  for  establishment  and 
per  capita  grants,  the  State  Librarian  shall,  pursuant  to  Education 
Code  Section  27147,  allocate  the  available  funds  by  the  selection  of 
applicants  on  the  basis  of  need,  considering  the  intent  and  purposes 
of  The  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963,  and  the  standards  of 
eligibility  prescribed  in  said  Act,  due  regard  also  being  given  to  the 
standards  of  eligibility  expressed  in  this  subchapter  in  implementation 
of  said  Act.  Applicants  selected  shall  receive  the  full  amount  of  the 
grants  to  which  they  are  entitled,  except  that  any  one  system  may,  in 
the  course  of  selection  of  applicants  and  distribution  of  grants,  receive 
an  amount  less  than  that  to  which  it  is  entitled  where  such  lesser 
amount  constitutes  the  remaining  balance  of  available  funds. 

Article  12.     Payment  of  Funds 

20400.  Claims.  Any  payment  of  funds  to  a  public  agency  pur- 
suant to  The  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963  and  this  sub- 
chapter shall  be  made  only  upon  a  claim  presented  by  such  agency  to 
the  State  Librarian  on  a  form  provided  by  him. 

20401.  Payments.  All  funds  paid  to  a  public  agency  pursuant  to 
The  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter  shall 
be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  period  in  which  expenditures  are 
to  be  made  by  such  agency,  whether  it  be  quarterly,  annually,  or  other- 
wise, according  to  the  type  of  grant,  the  amount  of  each  such  payment 
to  be  stated  in  the  contract  between  such  public  agency  and  the  State 
Librarian. 


SOME  STATE  AND  FEDERAL   PROGRAMS 
WITH  SIGNIFICANCE  FOR  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 


LOCAL  AGENCY  FORMATION  COMMISSIONS 

Laws  creating  Local  Agency  Formation  Commissions  in  every  county, 
to  review  proceedings  for  the  formation  of  new  cities  and  special  pur- 
pose districts,  and  annexations  by  either  cities  or  special  districts,  were 
enacted  by  the  1963  California  State  Legislature.  The  new  legislation 
has  important  implications  for  the  planning  and  financing  of  local  gov- 
ernmental services.  Librarians  will  wish  to  know  the  purpose  and  scope 
of  the  Commissions'  functions. 

The  new  laws  are  Chapter  1808  and  Chapter  1810,  Statutes  of  1963, 
which  add,  respectively.  Chapters  6.6,  Sections  54775-54791  and  Chap- 
ter 6.5,  Sections  54750-54771,  to  the  Government  Code,  Title  5,  Division 
2,  Part  1.  The  original  bills,  AB  1662  and  SB  861  respectively,  were 
introduced  by  Assemblyman  John  T.  Knox,  Richmond,  Contra  Costa 
County,  Chairman  of  the  Assembly  Committee  on  Municipal  and  County 
Government,  and  Senator  Eugene  G.  Nisbet,  Upland,  San  Bernardino 
County,  Chairman,  Senate  Committee  on  Local  Government. 

Assemblyman  Knox  has  recommended  the  articles  reprinted  below  as 
good  and  distinct  summaries  of  this  important  legislation. 

The  first  article  appeared  originally  as  an  information  bulletin  pre- 
pared jointly  by  the  County  Supervisors  Association  of  California  and 
the  League  of  California  Cities,  September  17,  1963,  as  an  aid  to  county 
and  city  officials  in  interpreting  the  1963  legislation  creating  the  Local 
Agency  Formation  Commissions.  The  article  is  reprinted  in  NEWS 
NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES  with  the  kind  permission  of 
the  County  Supervisors  Association  of  California  and  the  League 
of  California  Cities. 

The  second  article,  "Recent  Legislation — ^New  Control  Over  Munic- 
ipal Formation  and  Annexation,"  by  Mr.  William  E.  Glennon,  was 
originally  published  in  The  Santa  Clara  Lawyer,  Fall,  1963,  volume  4, 
number  1.

Scope.  The  law  applies  to  all  proposals  to  incorporate  cities  or  to 
create  special  districts.  It  applies  to  all  proposals  for  the  annexation 
of  territory  to  a  city  or  special  district.  It  does  not  apply  to  consolida- 
tion of  two  or  more  cities  or  special  districts;  it  does  not  apply  to 
exclusion  of  territory  from  a  city  or  special  district;  and  it  does  not 
apply  to  a  change  in  county  boundaries  or  a  correction  of  city  bound- 
aries. If  territory  is  excluded  from  one  city  or  district  and  annexed  to 
another  city  or  district,  the  annexation  would  be  subject  to  commission 
consideration. 

The  law  does  not  apply  to  special  districts  formed  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  designating  an  area  which  is  to  bear  a  special  tax  or  assessment 
for  an  improvement  benefiting  that  area.  It  does  not  apply  to  special 
assessment  districts  formed  under  various  special  assessment  laws  or 
similar  procedural  special  assessment  ordinances.  It  does  apply  gen- 
erally to  special  purpose  districts  having  a  governing  body,  providing 
a  governmental  or  proprietary  service  and  operating  within  a  certain 
jurisdictional  area. 

Creation.  A  local  agency  formation  commission  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  "commission")  is  created  in  each  county.  There  is  no  sepa- 
rate annexation  commission  and  the  formation  commission  exercises  all 
of  the  powers  and  duties  which  would  have  been  performed  by  the 
annexation  commission. 

Composition.  In  all  counties  having  two  or  more  cities  the  commis- 
sion will  be  composed  of  two  county  officers,  two  city  officers  and  one 
person  selected  by  the  other  four  members.  If  there  is  no  city  within 
the  county  the  commission  consists  of  three  county  officers  and  two 
selected  by  the  other  three  to  represent  the  general  public.  If  there  is 
only  one  city  within  the  county  the  commission  consists  of  two  county 
officers,  one  city  officer  and  two  persons  selected  by  the  other  three  to 
represent  the  general  public. 

Alternate  Memher.  The  city  selection  committee  must  select  one 
alternate  member  to  serve  in  the  place  of  a  regular  city  officer  member 
when  the  commission  is  considering  annexation  of  territory  by  the  city 
of  such  member.  If  there  are  only  two  or  less  cities  in  the  county  no 
provision  is  made  for  the  appointment  of  an  alternate. 

Selection.  The  county  officer  members  of  the  commission  are  selected 
by  the  board  of  supervisors.  The  County  Supervisors  Association  rec- 
ommends that  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  themselves  serve 
on  the  commission.  However,  the  board  may  also  select  as  a  county 
member  any  of  the  following :  county  clerk,  auditor,  controller,  assessor, 
surveyor,  engineer  or  registrar  of  voters. 
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The  city  officer  members,  except  where  there  is  only  one  city,  are 
appointed  by  a  city  selection  committee  composed  of  the  mayors  of  all 
cities  within  the  county.  It  is  onr  view  that  the  mayor  pro  tempore 
may  act  for  the  mayor  in  a  general  law  city  and,  if  the  charter  so 
provides,  as  many  charters  do,  for  the  mayor  of  a  charter  city  when 
the  mayor  is  unable  to  perform  his  duties.  Generally  the  mayor  pro 
tempore  has  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  mayor. 

City  officer  members  of  the  commission  must  be  either  mayors  or 
councilmen. 

In  any  county  where  there  is  only  one  city  the  legislative  body  of 
the  city  appoinis  the  city  officer  representative. 

It  may  be  that  in  a  few  charter  cities  where  the  charter  expressly 
prohibits  a  city  officer  from  holding  any  other  office  (federal,  state  or 
county)  that  a  mayor  or  councilman  of  such  city  would  not  be  eligible 
for  appointment  to  the  commission.  If  such  is  the  case  this  should  be 
discussed  with  your  city  attorney. 

City  Selection  Committee.  The  city  selection  committee  must  meet 
within  60  clays  after  the  effective  date  of  the  new  law  (September  20, 
1963)  to  make  the  first  appointments.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
county  clerk  be  asked  to  call  the  formal  meeting  of  the  city  selection 
committee  on  or  after  September  20  in  the  board  chambers  at  a  specified 
time  and  date  so  that  an  official  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  city 
selection  committee  can  be  kept  by  the  county  clerk  and  the  names  of 
the  members  appointed  filed  in  the  clerk's  office.  This  procedure  will 
not  prevent  committees  of  mayors,  mayors  conferences  etc.  from  getting 
together  before  such  formal  meeting  in  order  to  reach  agreement  on 
the  mayors  or  councilmen  to  be  appointed.  A  majority  of  the  city 
selection  committee  constitutes  a  quorum.  It  is  recommended  that  no 
two  city  members  be  selected  from  the  same  city  but  rather  that  the 
two  members  and  the  one  alternate  be  chosen  from  different  cities. 
This  appears  to  be  the  intent  of  the  law  even  though  this  intent  is  not 
expressed.  Thereafter  the  city  selection  committee  meets  on  the  second 
Monday  in  May  of  each  year  when  necessary  to  make  succeeding 
appointments  to  the  commission. 

PuMic  Memder.  The  public  member  (or  members  where  there  is  no 
city  or  only  one  city)  will  be  selected  by  the  other  members  of  the 
commission  after  the  commission  members  have  been  appointed.  Thus 
the  first  business  of  the  four  county  and  city  members  of  the  commission 
will  be  to  appoint  the  member  (or  members)  to  represent  the  general 
public.  When  all  members  of  the  first  commission  have  been  appointed 
the  new  law  is  fully  operative.  It  is  not  a  commission  until  all  of  the 
first  members  have  been  appointed. 

Terms.  The  term  of  office  of  commission  members  is  four  years, 
except  that  the  first  members  shall  so  classify  themselves  by  lot  that 
the  term  of  one  member  is  one  year,  of  one  member  is  two  years,  of 
two  members  is  three  years  and  of  one  member  is  four  years.  Members 
serve  until  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  their  successors.  Any 
member,  even  though  he  serves  for  a  term,  may  be  removed  by  the 
appointing  power. 

Vacancies.  A  vacancy  is  filled  only  for  the  unexpired  term.  The 
appointing  power  fills  the  vacancy.  If  there  is  a  vacancy  in  a  commission 
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office  filled  by  a  city  officer,  the  city  selection  committee  will  meet  and 
select  his  successor  for  the  unexpired  term.  If  other  than  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May  the  county  clerk  should  be  asked  to  call  the  meeting 
of  mayors.  While  a  county  or  city  officer  may  serve  both  on  the  com- 
mission and  in  the  county  or  city  office  which  made  him  eligible  for 
appointment  to  the  commission,  he  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  commis- 
sion whenever  he  ceases  to  be  a  county  or  city  officer. 

Compensation  and  Expenses.  Commission  members  serve  without 
compensation  but  are  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  reasonable  and 
necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  meetings  and  performing  the 
duties  of  their  office. 

Chairman.     The  chairman  of  the  commission  shall  be  selected  by  the 

members.  This  should  be  the  first  order  of  business  for  the  commission. 

Meetings.     The  commission  will  determine  the  time  of  its  meetings 

and  these  should  be  frequent  enough  to  facilitate  the  public  hearings 

required  by  the  new  law. 

The  board  of  supervisors  must  furnish  a  meeting  place  and  it  is 
assumed  that  in  most  cases  this  will  be  a  regular  meeting  place. 
However,  the  commission  can  meet  anywhere  within  the  county  and 
there  will  be  times  when  highly  controversial  proposals  might  better 
be  heard  in  the  vicinity  of  the  area  involved  in  the  controversy  for  the 
convenience  of  proponents  and  opponents  of  the  proposal. 

Rules  for  the  conduct  of  its  meetings  and  hearings  should  be  adopted 
at  one  of  the  first  meetings  of  the  commission.  These  rules  can  and 
should  be  substantially  the  same  as  those  used  for  the  conduct  of  meet- 
ings of  other  boards  or  commissions.  The  commission  is  authorized  to 
make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as  will  provide  for  the 
orderly  and  fair  conduct  of  its  hearings. 

The  commission  should  include  in  its  rules  a  provision  that  a  majority 
vote  of  its  members  (3)  will  be  required  to  approve,  disapprove  or  act 
upon  any  proposal.  This  will  prevent  a  minority  (2)  which  may  be  a 
majority  of  a  quorum  (3)  from  taking  action  on  important  annexa- 
tion or  incorporation  proposals. 

Powers  and  Duties  Generally.  The  commission  has  the  power  and 
duty;  (1)  to  review  and  approve  or  disapprove  with  or  without  amend- 
ment, wholly,  partially  or  conditionally  proposals  for  the  incorporation 
of  cities,  creation  of  special  districts  and  the  annexation  of  territory 
to  cities  or  special  districts;  and  (2)  to  adopt  standards  and  procedures 
for  the  evaluation  of  proposals  for  such  incorporation,  creation  or 
annexation. 

Evaluation  of  Incorporation  or  Annexation  Proposals.  The  law  ex- 
pressly provides  that  the  commission  in  evaluation  proposals  for  in- 
corporation of  cities,  creation  of  districts  or  annexation  of  territory 
to  either  cities  or  districts  shall  consider  at  least  the  following  factors : 

(1)  Population;  population  density;  land  area  and  land  uses; 
per  capita  assessed  valuation ;  topography,  natural  boundaries, 
and  drainage  basins;  proximity  to  other  populated  areas;  the 
likelihood  of  significant  growth  in  the  area,  and  in  adjacent 
incorporated  and  unincorporated  areas,  during  the  next  10 
years. 
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(2)  Need  for  organized  community  services;  the  present  cost  and 
adequacy  of  governmental  services  and  controls  in  the  area; 
probable  future  needs  for  such  services  and  controls;  prob- 
able effect  of  the  proposed  formation  and  of  alternative 
courses  of  action  on  the  cost  and  adequacy  of  services  and 
controls  in  the  area  and  adjacent  areas. 

(3)  The  effect  of  the  proposed  annexation,  and  of  alternative 
actions,  on  adjacent  areas,  on  mutual  social  and  economic 
interests  and  on  the  local  governmental  structure  of  the 
county. 


RECENT  LEGISLATION-NEW  CONTROL  OVER 
MUNICIPAL  FORMATION  AND  ANNEXATION 

William  E.  Glennon  * 

California's  post  World  War  II  population  growth  has  resulted  in 
a  spectacular  increase  in  the  number  of  cities  and  special  districts 
which  has  alarmed  political  scientists  and  professional  planners.^  The 
problem  lies  not  in  the  number  of  new  cities  and  districts  or  their 
size,  but  with  the  nature  of  these  service-rendering,  taxing  jurisdictions 
and  their  overlapping  areas  of  government.^  A  basic  objection  is  that 
each  is  created  to  serve  a  single  municipal  purpose.  As  a  result,  the 
taxpayer  might  well  be  subject  to  a  dozen  or  more  taxing  authorities.^ 
Some  argue  that  under  a  more  favorable  system  he  would  be  respon- 
sible to  but  one  taxing  authority. 

In  his  charge  to  the  Governor's  Commission  on  Metropolitan  Area 
Problems^  on  March  26,  1959,  Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown  asked 
that  the  Commission  study  and  recommend  solutions  to  the  questions, 
"Do  we  have  too  many  overlapping  jurisdictions?"  and  "What  is  the 
danger  point  in  proliferation  of  local  government?"  In  its  report  the 
Commission  stated :

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Present  law  for  annexation,  incorporation,  and  the  formation  of 
special  districts  has  not  sufficiently  provided  for  the  orderly 
development  of  local  government  structure.  The  law  has  permitted 
annexations  and  incorporations  which  should  not  have  occurred. 
It  has  made  possible  the  blocking  of  other  incorporation  and 
annexation  proposals  which  should  have  occurred.^ 

The  Commission  recommended  that  the  State  establish  a  "State  Metro- 
politan Areas  Commission. ' '  One  of  the  i^roposed  duties  of  the  Commis- 
sion was  to :  "  exercise  quasi-judicial  powers  in  the  review  and  approval 
of  proposals  for  the  incorporations  of,  or  annexations  to,  cities,  and  for 
the  creation  of,    [or]    annexations  to  .  .  .  special  districts."*^ 

The  League  of  California  Cities  and  the  County  Supervisors  Associ- 
ation of  California  were  represented  on  the  Commission  and  generally 
concurred  with  its  broad  recommendations.  But  the  League  contended 
that  the  state  agency  should  exercise  authority  only  in  annexations 
proposed  in  metropolitan  areas. ''^  The  Supervisors  Association  insisted 
that  the  state  agency  have  only  advisory  duties  with  respect  to  annex- 
ations and  formations.^  Both  dissents  were  made  a  i)art  of  the  official 
report  submitted  to  the  Governor  in  January  1960. 

In  his  1963  inaugural  address  the  Governor  urged  enactment  of  laws 
' '  to  end  the  haphazard  formation  of  new  cities  and  service  districts. ' '  ^ 
Subsequently  he  submitted  to  the  Legislature  two  bills :  Assembly  Bill 
1662  dealing  with  the  formation  of  new  cities  and  special  districts,  and 
Senate  Bill  861  designed  to  control  the  annexation  of  territory  to 
existing  cities  and  districts. 

In  its  original  form  Assembly  Bill  1662  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  "formation  bill")  called  for  the  establishment  of  a  nine-member 
commission  composed  of  three  state,  three  county  and  three  city  officials. 
This  state  commission  would  have  exercised  complete  control  over 
formations  of  cities  and  districts  throughout  the  State.  Senate  Bill  861 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "annexation  bill")  created  in  each 
county  a  five-member  commission  consisting  of  two  county  officials, 
two  city  officials  and  one  member  of  the  general  public. 

An  immediate  objection  to  the  formation  bill  was  that  it  would  create 
a  state  commission  which  would  be  contrary  to  ' '  home  rule ' '  principles. 
The  charge  was  made  by  the  County  Supervisors  Association  at  the 
Municipal  and  County  Government  Committee's  first  hearing  of  the 
bill.  After  the  hearing,  the  author  of  the  bill,^°  the  Governor's  office, 
and  the  League  of  California  Cities  agreed  to  a  suggestion  made  by 
the  Supervisors  Association  that  the  formation  bill  create  a  five-member 
commission  corresponding  to  that  provided  in  the  annexation  bill.^^

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The  bills  were  considered  by  the  Legislature  at  a  time  when  the  cities 
of  the  State  were  attempting  to  have  legislation  enacted  that  would 
facilitate  annexation,  rather  than  make  it  more  difficult.^^  Counties 
were  opposing  any  further  weakening  of  their  control ;  privately  owned 
utilities  were  resisting  any  legislation  that  would  facilitate  either 
annexations  or  incorporations;  and  farm  groups  were  joining  the 
utilities  in  their  efforts. ^^ 

"With  the  assistance  of  the  League  of  California  Cities  and  the  County 
Supervisors  Association/^  both  bills  were  enacted  despite  attempts  to 
make  the  commission  an  advisory  body  only  ^^  and  efforts  to  make  the 
legislation  permissive  instead  of  mandatory. ^^  The  annexation  bill  pro- 
vided that  the  law  would  become  operative  only  if  the  formation  bill  was 
enacted.  It  also  provided  that  if  the  formation  commission  was  created, 
no  annexation  commission  would  be  established.  The  formation  commis- 
sion would  be  the  only  commission  and  have  all  the  powers  enumerated 
in  both  bills.^'^  The  formation  bill  carried  similar  language.^^  Enact- 
ment of  both  bills  thus  resulted  in  a  single  commission.

Continuing  education  is  not  a  new  concept,  although  the  term  ap- 
pears in  the  literature  only  within  recent  years.  Orientation  and 
inservice  training  within  one  institution  are  continuing  education. 
Professional  associations  conduct  meetings,  the  primary  purpose  of 
which  is  to  further  or  update  the  education  of  the  membership.  Edu- 
cational institutions  and  government  agencies  support  formal  and 
informal  adult  education  operations. 

In  the  library  field  nationally,  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  has  a 
Division  of  Continuing  Education  and  Cultural  Affairs  to  administer 
and  augment  portions  of  the  Library  Services  Act.-^  The  1962  institute 
cosponsored  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  and  Western  Keserve 
University  on  "The  Future  of  Library  Education"  included  two  recom- 
mendations which  presented  a  strong  case  for  support  of  continuing 
education.^  The  American  Library  Association  has  a  commission  on  a 
National  Plan  for  Library  Education  which  is  charged  with  imple- 
menting guidelines  at  all  levels  of  education  for  librarianship,  pre- 
service  and  inservice.  The  Special  Libraries  Association  Education 
Committee  set  itself  the  chore  of  reviewing  the  postgraduate  education 
facilities  in  this  country,  and  the  activities  of  divisions  and  chapters 
which  were  directed  toward  the  self-improvement  of  practicing 
librarians.^  The  theme  of  the  1963  Special  Libraries  Association  conven- 
tion in  Denver  was  "Education  for  Special  Librarianship."^  The 
Medical  Library  Association  has  a  Committee  on  Continuing  Education 
which  has  examined  its  own  association  activities  in  this  area  and  those 
of  several  of  the  other  professions.  The  committee  has  concluded  that 
the  MLA  has  a  responsibility  for  such  education  of  its  members.^  It 
has  made  recommendations  to  further  this  end.^ 

University  of  California  Extension's  purpose  is  the  extension  of  the 
educational  resources  of  the  University  to  provide : 

"opportunities  to  continue  the  pursuit  of  intellectual  and  cultural 

interests 
results  of  current  research 
education  for  professional  or  career  advancement

This  is  the  concept  of  continuing  education. 

Most  departments  of  the  University  present  programs  through  Ex- 
tension. Since  the  1930 's,  the  School  of  Librarianship  on  the  Berkeley 
campus  has,  from  time  to  time,  sponsored  courses,  institutes,  workshops, 
or  conferences  for  librarians  in  cooperation  with  Extension. 

Prompted  by  vocal  special  librarians  in  the  fall  of  1961,  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Chapter  of  Special  Libraries 
Association  asked  the  School  if  it  would  co-sponsor  with  them  a  course 
under  University  Extension  auspices  for  librarians  in  the  Bay  Area. 
The  School  was  willing;  the  course  was  organized  and  given  for  sev- 
enty-five enrollees  in  the  spring  of  1962.  The  subject  was  "Current 
Developments  in  Reference  Materials  in  Science  and  Business".  The 
following  spring  another  course  was  given  with  the  same  co-sponsors 
for  one  hundred  and  forty  enrollees.  The  subject  was  "Current  De- 
velopments in  Cataloging  and  Classification".  In  partial  recognition  of 
these  two  courses,  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Chapter  received  the  H.  W. 
Wilson  Company  award  for  the  best  program  in  continuing  education 
formulated  and  brought  to  fruition  by  a  chapter. 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Chapter  Education  Committee  felt  that  now 
the  time  had  come  when  it  should  examine  the  situation.  It  should  ask 
representatives  of  other  library  associations,  individual  librarians  rep- 
resenting different  types  of  library  work.  State  Librarian  Mrs.  Carma 
R.  Leigh,  Dean  R.  C.  Swank  of  the  School  of  Librarianship,  and  Uni- 
versity Extension  for  guidance.  Was  there  need  for  more  than  one 
course  a  year?  Were  there  other  areas  of  librarianship  which  had  not 
been  reached,  and  in  which  courses  were  wanted  or  needed?  What  was 
the  policy  of  the  individual  associations  in  regard  to  education?  How 
did  the  State  Library  and  the  School  of  Librarianship  feel  about  the 
matter?  Was  University  Extension  in  a  position  to  set  up  a  definite 
program?  Should  San  Francisco  Bay  Chapter,  SLA,  "go  it  alone"? 

An  invitational  meeting  was  set  up  by  the  Chapter  Education  Com- 
mittee and  held  on  May  15,  1963,  at  which  the  preceding  questions 
were  aired.  The  people  in  attendance  were  in  agreement  that  there 
was  need  for  a  continuing  program.  University  Extension  could  set  up 
a  program,  but  needed  direction.  The  School  of  Librarianship  through 
Dean  Swank  was  to  take  the  initiative  by  creating  a  small  working 
committee  representing  the  School,  University  Extension,  and  the  pro- 
fessional associations.  The  committee  would  help  define  the  needs 
through  a  degree  program,  through  University  Extension,  and  through 
professional  associations  for  the  continuing  education  of  librarians. 

University  Extension  was  able  to  provide  research  and  development 
funds  for  a  person  to  work  part-time  in  establishing  a  program.  The 
faculty  of  the  School  of  Librarianship  endorsed  the  idea.  At  the  end 
of  October  the  coordinator  was  appointed.  By  the  end  of  November, 
the  Advisory  Committee  had  been  appointed- and  acceptances  received. 
Continuing  Education  in  Librarianship  was  officially  launched.

Mr.  Meyer  was  elected  chairman  at  the  first  meeting. 

Since  the  Education  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Chapter 
had  decided  to  sponsor  a  third  course  in  the  spring  of  1964,  the  coor- 
dinator had  much  to  occupy  her  time  before  the  Advisory  Committee, 
which  has  come  to  be  known  as  ACTUEL,  met  in  January.  The  third 
course,  which  was  on  the  "Acquisition  of  Special  Materials",  had  an 
enrollment  of  eighty-five,  and  was  concluded  in  April. 

ACTUEL  has  met  four  times  with  the  coordinator.  Dean  Swank  and 
a  committee  of  the  faculty  from  the  School  of  Librarianship,  composed 
of  Dr.  Edward  A.  Wight,  Mrs.  Mae  Durham  and  Russell  Shank,  chair- 
man. ACTUEL  has  agreed  that  Continuing  Education  in  Librarianship 
should  aim  toward  a  minimum  program  consisting  of  a  course  for  school 
librarians  in  the  summer,  a  one-day  meeting  for  librarians  and  a  one- 
day  meeting  for  library  patrons,  government  officials,  et  al.,  in  the  fall, 
and  a  professional  credit  evening  course  for  updating  or  specialization 
for  practicing  librarians  in  the  spring. 

This  minimum  offering  is  in  keeping  with  the  twofold  purpose  of  the 
program:  to  set  up  courses,  programs,  lectures,  conferences,  and  work- 
shops for  practicing  librarians  who  need  knowledge  in  depth  in  some 
specific  area  or  an  updating  of  information  in  several  areas ;  and  to  en- 
hance the  general  knowledge  of  all  practicing  librarians  by  exposing 
them  to  courses  which  will  acquaint  them  with  the  problems  of  social 
change  and  help  them  to  meet  these  problems  in  their  libraries.  A  cor- 
ollary of  this  second  purpose  is  to  stage  such  programs,  conferences  and 
workshops  as  can  be  of  value  in  explaining  the  functions  of  the  library 
in  our  complex  society  to  the  gOYcrning  officials — legislators,  super- 
visors, councilmen,  or  trustees — and  to  the  general  public. 

At  this  writing  the  updating  and  specialization  course  for  the  spring 
has  been  concluded.  A  three-part  lecture  series :  ' '  Calif orniana :  Select- 
ing and  Collecting  the  Literature"  will  be  given  at  Berkeley  and  Davis 
during  the  first  three  weeks  in  June.  It  is  for  the  librarian,  teacher, 
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collector,  regional  historian  and  others  interested  in  the  subject.  A 
short  course,  July  6  through  July  17,  "Library  Methods  Analysis  in 
Technical  Processes"  at  Berkeley  will  fulfill  the  summer  minimum 
offering  although  other  than  school  librarians  will  be  taking  the  course. 
"Excellence  in  Children's  Literature",  a  one  week  symposium,  July 
27-31  for  librarians,  teachers,  school  administrators  and  parents  will  be 
giyen  in  San  Francisco  at  the  University  of  California  Extension  Cen- 
ter. This  symposium  is  presented  in  cooperation  with  the  Department 
of  Education  as  well  as  the  School  of  Librarianship. 

For  the  fall,  there  will  be  a  course  on  how  to  use  the  library,  intended 
for  students,  teachers,  education  chairmen  of  organizations,  non-aca- 
demic personnel  of  educational  institutions  and  others  who  want  to 
learn  about  basic,  standard  aids  for  using  library  resources.  Two  and 
possibly  three  conferences  or  workshops  are  also  receiving  attention. 
These  include  one  on  student  needs  and  use  of  libraries,  at  which  it  is 
hoped  that  librarians,  teachers,  governing  officials,  parent-teachers  and 
other  civic  groups  can  come  to  grips  with  the  problem,  and  one  on  legal 
aspects  of  librarianship  intended  for  head  librarians. 

The  spring  of  1965  is  already  receiving  attention  because  it  takes 
time  to  plan  courses  which  involve  more  than  one  instructor  or  lec- 
turer. The  San  Francisco  Bay  Chapter  of  SLA  desires  to  continue  to 
co-sponsor  a  specialization  course  and  the  Education  Committee  is 
examining  the  suggestions  submitted  by  the  participants  in  the  1964 
course.  The  topics :  administration,  mechanization,  and  serials,  lead  in 
number  of  requests. 

Plans  are  being  formulated  with  local  members  of  the  American 
Association  of  Law  Librarians  to  give  courses  of  interest  to  that  group. 
Subjects  covered  will  be  the  same  as  those  now  offered  at  the  annual 
AALL  institutes,  which  are  legal  bibliography,  cataloging  and  classifi- 
cation, book  selection  and  acquisition,  and  law  library  administration. 
These  courses  will  be  designed  for  semi-professionals,  new  professionals 
and  attorne^^s  working  in  law  libraries,  or  for  librarians  who  want  to 
add  this  specialization  to  their  repertoire. 

While  the  primary  area  of  operation  has  been  in  the  immediate  Bay 
Area,  there  is  a  strong  indication  that  as  the  need  is  demonstrated, 
classes  and  programs  can  be  held  in  other  areas.  Taking  the  Califor- 
niana  lecture  series  to  Davis  will  set  the  first  precedent  of  a  program 
in  another  area.  Scheduling  of  classes  and  programs  in  late  afternoon, 
evening,  and  on  weekends  will  make  them  more  accessible  for  working 
people.  Continuing  Education  in  Librarianship  thus  hopes  to  be  the 
vehicle  through  which  a  concentrated  effort  can  be  made  to  help  fill  the 
chinks  in  the  librarian's  knowledge  and  to  help  him  to  expand  his 
horizon. 

The  program  can  be  successful  only  if  the  profession  will  continue 
to  voice  its  needs.  Many  worthwhile  suggestions  have  been  received  and 
are  being  considered.  The  coordinator  has  attended  various  library  asso- 
ciation meetings  and  has  talked  with  informal  groups  and  individuals 
concerning  ideas  and  possible  requirements.  This  practice  will  be  con- 
tinued. Individual  librarians  and  groups  who  have  suggestions  for 
courses,  programs,  workshops  or  conferences  are  urged  to  send  them 
to  the  coordinator. 


POPULATION   ESTIMATING  AND  PROJECTING 
IN  THE  STATE  DEPARTMENT  OF  FINANCE

The  Population  Research  Unit  of  the  Department  of  Finance  is  a 
part  of  the  Financial  and  Population  Research  Section  of  the  Budget 
Division.  Although  the  original  purpose  of  the  Unit  was  to  furnish 
population  and  enrollment  information  as  an  essential  aid  to  the  prep- 
aration of  the  Governor's  Budget,  it  was  also  decided  that  a  centrally 
located  population  unit  could  serve  as  a  source  of  official  data  for  all 
agencies  requiring  them,  and  make  unnecessary  the  development  of 
competing  services  furnishing  similar  or  contradictory  data.  Since  its 
establishment,  the  Unit  has  broadened  its  functions :  they  may  now  be 
listed  under  seven  categories : 

1.  The  preparation  of  annual  population   estimates   of   California 
counties  and  of  the  State. 

2.  Analysis  and  projection  of  age-sex  characteristics. 

3.  Development  of  population  projections  for  counties. 

4.  The  certification  of  current  city  population  estimates  for  distribu- 
tion of  tax  revenue. 

5.  The  projection  of  enrollment  for  public  grade  schools,  colleges, 
and  the  University. 

6.  Informational  service  to  government,  business,  and  the  public. 

7.  Design  and  testing  of  methods  of  demographic  research  and  data 
collection. 

There  is  scarcely  a  "state  agency  which  does  not  use  the  population 
information  developed  by  the  Department  of  Finance,  and  many  co- 
operate in  furnishing  essential  input  information,  as  well.  For  exam- 
ple, the  estimation  of  the  population  of  the  State,  either  as  a  whole 
or  by  age  groups,  would  be  impossible  without  the  vital  statistics  col- 
lected and  tabulated  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The 
Department  of  Education,  the  Corrections  Agency,  the  Departments  of 
Social  Welfare  and  of  Mental  Hygiene,  and  others,  employ  estimates 
of  the  population  or  of  specific  age  groups  or  of  enrollments,  in  plan- 
ning their  facilities  and  programs.  The  labor  force  projections  of  the 
Department  of  Industrial  Relations  are  based  partly  upon  future  pop- 
ulations of  specific  ages. 

Although  there  are  other  methods  of  estimating  population  and 
projecting  it  into  the  future,  two  broad  approaches  are  worth  discus- 
sion for  the  light  they  shed  upon  data  needs  and  upon  the  unavoidable 
limitations  on  the  availability  of  information  for  certain  areas.  These 
two  broad  approaches  are  the  component  method  and  the  housing  unit 
method;  each  has  its  advantages,  its  disadvantages,  and  its  character- 
istic time  lags  which  render  it  more,  or  less,  suitable  for  certain  tasks. 
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The  component  method.  The  component  method  owes  its  effective- 
ness to  the  fact  that  population  change  can  be  analyzed  into  a  number 
of  components.  Civilian  population  change,  for  example,  takes  place 
through  the  effects  of  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  the  net  civilian 
migration  into  or  out  of  the  area  in  question,  and  the  losses  and  gains 
incident  to  civilians  entering  or  leaving  military  service.  In  the  prep- 
aration of  current  estimates,  information  on  natural  increase  can  be 
obtained  from  those  responsible  for  the  tabulation  of  births  and  deaths, 
the  public  health  statisticians.  The  Department  of  Finance  depends  for 
this  information  upon  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  much  as 
federal  agencies  would  upon  the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare.  This  component  of  local  population  change  might  readily  be 
developed  from  local  statistics  as  well. 

A  much  more  formidable  problem  is  presented  by  the  need  for  esti- 
mates of  net  civilian  migration.  At  the  federal  level,  information  of  net 
migration  is  readily  available  from  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service,  but  there  is  no  comparable  tabulation  of  data  for  areas  less 
than  the  United  States,  collectively.  At  the  state  level,  attempts  to  make 
estimates  on  the  basis  of  changes  in  school  enrollment  and  other  indi- 
cators have  been  successful,  but  greater  difficulty  has  been  encountered 
in  estimating  net  intercounty  migration.  For  areas  of  less  than  county 
size,  the  problem  may  well  be  insoluble.  Similarly,  net  losses  or  gains 
to  or  from  the  armed  forces  of  the  civilian  population  can  be  estimated 
from  the  Selective  Service  records  of  inductions  and  discharges,  but 
this  type  of  information,  too,  cannot  effectively  be  used  for  areas  of 
less  than  county  size. 

The  military  population  (as  opposed  to  the  civilian)  has  its  unique 
dynamics  of  change  which  respond  to  decisions  dictated  by  policy  con- 
siderations at  the  national  level.  Military  population  can  only  be  esti- 
mated on  the  basis  of  station  strength,  and  independent  estimates  of 
this  component  must  be  added  to  the  civilian.  Changes  in  the  number 
of  civilian  dependents  incident  to  military  poj/ulation  shifts  deserve 
study,  although  to  some  extent  at  least,  this  special  type  of  civilian 
population  is  subject  to  the  same  changes  as  the  civilian  population  as 
a  whole. 

The  housing  unit  method.  One  of  the  unavoidable  limitations  on  the 
use  of  the  component  method  for  population  estimating  is  the  length  of 
time,  measured  in  many  months,  which  elapses  between  the  occurrence 
of  births  or  deaths  and  the  time  at  which  the  event  becomes  a  usable 
statistic.  This  particular  shortcoming  is  not  present  where  the  housing 
unit  method  is  employed.  Starting  from  a  benchmark,  this  technique 
involves  examination  of  changes  in  the  total  number  of  housing  units 
within  the  area  in  question;  these  can  be  estimated  from  building  per- 
mits or  final  inspections  and  from  annexations.  Increases  in  occupied 
housing  units  can  be  estimated  from  changes  in  residential  electric  cus- 
tomers with  proper  adjustments  for  master-meterecl  housing  units  such 
as  trailers  and  certain  multiple  dwellings.  Average  household  size  can 
often  be  gauged  by  an  examination  of  changes  in  the  ratio  of  resident 
school  pupils  to  occupied  housing  units  since  the  latest  census.  Special 
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populatious,  such  as  those  occupying  group  quarters,  either  institu- 
tional or  nouinstitutional,  must  be  separately  treated,  and  where  this 
part  of  the  population  is  of  significance,  there  is  no  satisfactory  sub- 
stitute for  an  actual  count. 

Once  the  various  elements  have  been  estimated,  the  population  can 
be  calculated  by  multiplying  the  average  household  size  times  the  num- 
ber of  occupied  housing  units,  and  adding  the  population  not  in  hous- 
ing units — those  in  group  quarters.  A  comparison  of  occupied  and  total 
housing  units  can  often  be  used  as  a  measure  of  vacancy,  but  minor 
errors  in  the  two  components  may  result  in  serious  damage  to  the  valid- 
ity of  the  vacancy  rate. 

The  housing  unit  method  is  of  particular  value  where  information 
related  to  residential  construction  is  collected  and  tabulated  for  the 
area  under  study.  Stockholder-owned  electric  utilities  are  required  to 
report  the  number  of  customers  they  serve  within  each  incorporated 
area  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  This  makes  it  possible  to  pre- 
pare population  estimates  by  the  housing  unit  method,  where  change 
in  residential  electric  customers  after  the  benchmark  date  serves  as  a 
measure  of  change  in  occupied  housing  units  since  that  time.  Informa- 
tion from  the  utilities  is  available  within  about  three  weeks  of  the  close 
of  the  period  in  question ;  it  is  therefore  possible  to  prepare  an  estimate 
by  the  housing  unit  method  within  about  a  month.  The  number  of  total 
housing  units,  where  building  information  on  completions  is  tabulated, 
can  be  estimated  on  a  very  nearly  current  basis. 

Of  the  two  methods,  the  housing  unit  method  makes  possible  the  prep- 
aration of  population  estimates  which  are  very  nearly  up  to  date,  while 
estimates  depending  upon  natural  increase  and  net  migration  involve 
an  unavoidable  wait  for  data.  Although  it  may  be  possible  to  collect 
births  and  deaths  on  a  local  basis  more  quickly,  at  least  six  months 
elapse  before  final  information,  by  residence,  becomes  available,  and 
the  delay  may  be  considerably  longer.  Net  migration  must  be  estimated 
from  indicators,  the  most  available  of  which  is  school  enrollment.  Al- 
though it  might  be  possible  to  collect  such  information  at  other  than  the 
normal  reporting  dates  in  the  spring  and  in  the  fall,  this  has  not  been 
attempted,  nor  has  the  relationship  of  school  enrollment  to  net  migra- 
tion been  studied  for  other  than  the  spring  and  fall  dates. 

In  general,  the  component  method  seems  more  satisfactory  for  larger 
areas,  where  building  information  is  collected  by  many  jurisdictions 
and  where  a  time  lag  between  the  effective  date  of  the  estimate  and  a 
final  revised  number  can  be  tolerated.  The  housing  unit  method  lends 
itself  more  readily  to  incorporated  areas  where  time  lags  are  unde- 
sirable. Unfortunately,  the  unincorporated  areas  are  frequently  statis- 
tical wastelands  where  population  estimating  becomes  very  difficult  in- 
deed. There  are  as  yet  unexplored  possibilities  for  preparing  popula- 
tion estimates  on  the  basis  of  data  maintained  by  some  of  the  ad  hoc 
districts  with  which  our  unincorporated  areas  seem  to  abound. 

Of  the  seven  categories  of  work  performed  by  the  Unit  which  have 
been  listed  above,  the  first  three  employ  the  component  method  of  nat- 
ural increase  and  net  migration  in  one  of  its  several  forms.  The  fourth, 
the  city  population  estimating  program,  depends  upon  the  housing  unit 
method  with  its  advantage  of  prompt  availability  of  data. 
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Enrollment  projectio  The  fifth  function,  the  projection  of  en- 

rollments for  the  various  levels  of  education,  uses  one  of  several  varia- 
tions on  the  grad-^:  survival  technique.  In  this  approach,  enrollment 
in  each  grade  is  c  amated  on  the  basis  of  the  enrollment  in  the  prior 
grade  a  year  earlier  multiplied  by  a  ''grade  progression  ratio"  which 
is  based  upon  the  experience  of  earlier  years.  In  the  elementary  school 
problem,  kindergarten  and  grades  1  may  be  estimated  by  such  ratios 
applied  to  births  five  and  six  years  earlier,  respectively,  although  en- 
rollment in  these  two  grades  might  also  be  calculated  from  participa- 
tion rates  applied  to  the  population  estimated  by  the  age-sex  estimates 
and  projections. 

In  higher  education,  the  State  College  and  the  University  campuses, 
a  comparable  technique  is  used  which  is  somewhat  complicated  by 
transfers  and  the  special  behavior  of  first-time  freshmen.  The  latter  is 
estimated  from  high  school  graduates  on  the  basis  of  observed  and  pro- 
jected rates  of  draw,  unique  for  each  campus. 

A  number  of  publications  are  available  from  the  Unit  which  present 
the  results  of  its  data  collection  and  estimating  work.  Regular  scheduled 
publications'  include  the  annual  report  on  Full-Time  Enrollments  in 
California's  Institutions  of  Higher  Education;  an  annual  summary 
population  report,  the  most  recent  of  which  is  California  Population — 
1963;  periodic  reports  on  the  city  program;  and  revisions  of  county 
population  projections,  which  appear  at  irregular  intervals.  Unpub- 
lished material  is  also  furnished  to  those  whose  work  will  benefit  by  it, 
and  guidance  is  offered  within  the  limitations  imposed  by  a  small  staff 
and  the  demands  of  its  regular  duties. 


SCHOOL  LIBRARY  RESEARCH  PROJECT^

Library  service  in  California  schools  is  "indeed  a  fearsome  creature 
to  survey  and  research. ' ' 

This  was  the  conclusion  of  the  research  staff  of  the  California  Teach- 
ers Association  eight  years  ago  after  completing  a  brief  study  of  the 
organization  of  elementary  school  library  services  in  the  State. 

That  "fearsome  creature"  is  being  tackled  this  year  by  the  School 
Library  Research  Project,  which  was  authorized  by  the  1963  Legisla- 
ture to  "compile  a  description  of  existing  services  and  the  extent  to 
which  they  are  available,  and  to  evaluate  their  adequacy  ags-inst  avail- 
able standards."  i 

California's  school  libraries  truly  present  a  special  chall^ge  in  re- 
search. Not  only  does  the  State  have  the  nation's  largest  school  system, 
but  it  probably  has  more  types  and  combinations  of  types  of  school 
library  organization  than  are  found  in  other  states.  The  State's  pro- 
vision for  contract  service  between  districts  and  libraries  operated  by 
the  county  superintendents  of  schools,  for  instance,  is  a  type  of  service 
peculiar  to  California. 

This  two-year  study  includes  library  services  offered  in  each  of  the 
levels  of  the  schools — elementary  through  junior  college — as  well  as 
district  and  county  school  library  centers.  The  areas  of  study  include 
school  library  financing,  personnel  resources,  materials  collections, 
physical  facilities,  technical  services,  use  of  new  technology,  relation- 
ship of  school  libraries  to  community  libraries,  and  the  appropriateness 
of  the  Education  Code  provisions  to  present  needs  and  usages. 

During  May,  questionnaires  were  mailed  to  all  of  the  7,000  or  more 
public  schools  of  the  State,  seeking  the  data  needed  in  the  above  areas. 
The  questionnaires  were  designed  for  tabulation  by  data  processing, 
and  were  developed  in  cooperation  with  committees  of  school  librarians 
from  the  various  school  levels.  The  elementary  school,  secondary  school, 
and  junior  college  questionnaires  will  be  followed  by  a  questionnaire 
for  district  and  county  school  library  centers.  Additional  supplemen- 
tary materials  will  be  developed  to  help  round  out  the  final  report  on 
the  status  of  school  library  services  in  the  State. 

Tentative  plans  call  for  a  preliminary  report  to  be  issued  toward 
the  end  of  1964.  The  report  will  outline  some  of  the  major  findings  of 
the  study,  and  will  be  available  for  use  in  connection  with  an  expected 
campaign  for  new  legislation  for  upgrading  school  libraries. 

The  project's  final  report  is  planned  for  later  in  1965,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  this  would  be  scheduled  as  one  of  the  official  publications 
of  the  Department  of  Education. 
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' '  I  think  that  few  of  us  actually  realize  the  full  potential  of  the  effect 
that  the  statewide  study  can  have  on  school  library  development  in 
the  state, ' '  stated  Dr.  Richard  Clowes,  chief  of  the  Division  of  Instruc- 
tion, at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  project's  advisory  committee.  "The 
American  Library  Association  standards  in  1960  paved  the  way  for 
many  improvements  in  school  libraries.  The  library  study's  report 
might  have  an  even  more  dramatic  effect  on  school  library  development 
in  California,"  he  continued. 

Dr.  Raynard  C.  Swank  of  Berkeley,  dean  of  the  school  of  librarian- 
ship  at  the  University  of  California,  is  chairman  of  the  10-member 
advisory  committee  that  will  assist  in  forming  policies  and  making 
recommendations  concerning  the  project.  Mrs.  Mildred  Frary  of  Los 
Angeles,  head  supervisor  of  school  libraries,  is  the  committee's  vice- 
chairman. 

Other  members  of  the  committee  are:  Herman  A.  Gruhn,  Riverside, 
school  principal;  Edwin  C.  Coffin  of  Salinas,  county  superintendent; 
Renee  Le  Roy  of  Pasadena,  curriculum  specialist;  E.  Ben  Evans  of 
Bakersfield,  director  of  instructional  materials ;  Carl  B.  Munck  of 
Oakland,  attorney;  Dorothy  Traver  of  San  Bernardino,  county  li- 
brarian; Mrs.  Elaine  Brandstad  of  Stockton,  school  board  president, 
Erwin  A.  Dann  of  Fresno,  assistant  superintendent  for  secondary 
schools  and  representative  of  a  school  accrediting  agency;  and  (ex 
officio)  Mildred  M.  Brackett  of  Sacramento,  consultant  in  school  li- 
brary services  for  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Dr.  Frances  Henne,  who  was  one  of  the  chief  architects  of  the  ALA 
Standards  for  School  Library  Programs,  is  the  project's  special  out-of- 
state  consultant.  She  is  professor  of  library  science  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. 

Peter  Tashnovian  of  the  Bureau  of  Education  Research  in  the  State 
Department  of  Education  is  the  special  consultant  in  research  for  the 
project. 


POSITION  CLASSIFICATION  AND  PAY  PLANS- 
IMPORTANT  INSTRUMENTS  IN  LIBRARY 
PERSONNEL  ADMINISTRATION

"Each  library  should  have  a  position  classification  plan,  group- 
ing similar  positions  together  for  equitable  personnel  admin- 
istration .  .  .  The  library  should  provide  equitable  pay  scales 
based  on  the  position  classification  plan." 

The  foregoing  statements  from  the  publication,  Public  Library 
Service,  A  Guide  to  Evaluation  with  Minimum  Standards,  prepared 
by  a  committee  of  the  American  Library  Association  in  1956,  properly 
indicate  the  importance  of  effective  position  classification  and  pay 
plans.  Through  the  use  of  such  instruments,  the  library  administrator 
can  maximize  the  effectiveness  of  library  personnel  to  provide  the  best 
possible  library  service  under  prevailing  conditions.  Only  through 
library  administrators'  understanding  the  functions  and  bases  of  these 
personnel  tools,  and  working  with  them,  can  these  plans  be  effective  and 
equitable. 

What  are  the  objectives  of  a  position  classification  plan? 

A  classification  plan  can  help  library  administrators,  employees,  and 
governing  bodies  in  the  following  ways : 

By  serving  as  a  basis  for  an  organized  and  equitable  salary  plan 
which  embodies  the  principle  of  equal  pay  for  equal  work. 

By  serving  as  a  guide  for  the  recruitment  and  selection  of  prop- 
erly qualified  professional  and  non-professional  employees. 

By  providing  information  to  use  as  a  factual  basis  for  analyzing 
training  needs,  developing  training  programs  and  fostering  the 
development  of  a  career  service  within  a  library  system. 

By  providing  information  of  a  definitive  and  comprehensive 
nature  for  general  administrative  needs  such  as  planning  for 
future  growth. 

By  providing  a  general  fund  of  information  and  a  common  job 
terminology  for  the  profession,  administrators,  governing  bodies, 
and  the  interested  public. 

What  are  the  general  characteristics  of  a  classification  plan? 

A  classification  plan  is  a  systematic,  objective  approach  to  the  prob- 
lems involved  in  personnel  administration.  The  basic  premise  is  that 
every  organization  has  duties  which  must  be  performed  if  it  is  to 
accomplish  its  functions.  These  duties  are  assigned  to  individual  posi- 
tions. These  positions  (or  jobs)  are  the  building  blocks  out  of  which  the 
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personnel  strnetnre  is  built.  Even  though  different  people  occupy  these 
jobs  (and  each  person  changes  it  to  some  extent  through  his  own  com- 
bination of  strengths  and  weaknesses),  the  jobs  must  be  performed,  and 
salaries,  employment  standards,  and  certain  personnel  processes  must 
be  based  upon  the  jobs  and  not  on  the  indiAddual.  This  approach  allows 
greatest  emphasis  on  what  a  person  does  in  the  job  rather  than  on  poli- 
tics or  the  non- job-related  qualities  or  deficiencies  a  person  may  have. 
In  order  that  a  large  number  of  positions  can  be  dealt  with  in  a  logical 
and  consistent  manner,  those  positions  which  are  so  similar  that  they 
can  be  covered  by  one  title  and  for  which  the  same  employment  stand- 
ards, selection  procedures,  and  salary  can  be  applied,  are  grouped  into 
one  class.  Thus  similar  positions  are  treated  equitably  and  efficiently. 
The  tangible  result  of  this  process  is  a  set  of  class  specifications  to 
describe  these  classes,  including  a  general  statement  of  the  nature  and 
level  of  the  assigned  duties  and  responsibilities  of  each  class,  examples 
of  the  duties,  and  hiring  standards.  The  last  include  statements  on  the 
required  abilities,  knowledges  and  nature  and  extent  of  required  experi- 
ence and  education. 

The  classification  plan,  thus,  consists  of  an  outline  or  summary  of  the 
personnel  system  at  the  time  that  the  latest  study  was  performed.  As 
changes  in  assigned  duties  and  responsibilities  take  place,  the  classifica- 
tion plan  should  also  be  changed.  This  is  true  because  the  classification 
plan  is  a  description,  NOT  a  strait-jacket  limiting  what  should  be  done. 
Through  being  cognizant  of  changes  in  assigned  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities and  by  requesting  studies  by  personnel  analysts  to  determine 
the  necessity  for  changes  in  the  classification  plan,  the  library  admin- 
istrator can  insure  the  maximum  usefulness  of  the  classification  plan. 

What  are  the  objectives  of  a  pay  plan? 

Based  upon  a  sound  classification  plan,  a  pay  plan  can  help  in 
achieving  the  following  objectives : 

Paying  salaries  that  enable  the  library  system  to  recruit  qual- 
ified, competent  employees  without  undue  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

Paying  salaries  that  induce  and  allow  experienced,  competent 
employees  to  remain  in  their  library  agency. 

Providing  pay  differentials  that  recognize  differences  among 
classes  with  regard  to  skill,  difficulty,  responsibility,  and  the  exer- 
cise of  supervisory  and  administrative  responsibilities. 

Giving  recognition  to  salary  levels  and  trends  for  professional 
librarians  in  other  libraries  and  for  positions  in  other  professions 
when  establishing  rates  of  pay  for  professional  library  positions. 

Giving  recognition  to  salary  levels  and  trends  for  jobs  com- 
parable to  library  classes  in  other  departments  of  the  same  public 
agency  and  other  public  agencies  and  private  employers  where 
comparable  positions  exist. 

What  are  the  general  characteristics  of  a  pay  plan? 

A  pay  plan  is  a  formal  system  of  treating  salary  matters  in  an  objec- 
tive and  consistent  manner.  It  is  based  upon  a  sound  classification  plan, 
since  salary  limits  are  establishd  for  each  job  class  and  each  employee 
normally  is  paid  a  salary  within  those  limits.

The  basic  structure  of  the  pay  plan  is  the  salary  schedule,  which 
consists  of  a  number  of  dollar  amounts  arranged  into  ranges  and  steps. 
Each  range  indicates  the  normal  salary  limits  at  any  one  time  for  all 
positions  in  a  job  class.  Normally,  a  range  consists  of  a  hiring  step  (or 
dollar  amount),  a  number  of  intermediate  steps,  and  a  top  step.  Steps 
on  a  range  allow  an  employee  to  receive  additional  compensation  as 
he  increases  in  value  to  the  organization.  Once  an  employee  reaches 
the  top  step  of  the  range  of  the  class  he  is  in,  no  further  advancement 
is  possible  (in  most  salary  plans)  unless  the  class  he  is  in  is  assigned 
to  a  higher  range  or  he  earns  a  promotion  to  a  higher  paid  class. 

Any  changes  in  salary  range  assignment  for  a  class  should  be  based 
upon  what  the  appropriate  salary  for  all  positions  in  the  class  should 
be.  These  may  be  due  to  changes  in  prevailing  salary  levels  or  re-evalu- 
ation of  the  class.  Salarj^  step  changes  for  an  indiAddual  are  independent 
of  these  class  range  changes. 

How  are  effective  position  classification  and  pay  plans  established? 

Establishing  new  classification  and  pay  plans  or  revising  existing 
ones  is  a  cooperative  project  involving  librarj^  administrators  and  em- 
plo3'ees,  governing  officials,  and  trained  personnel  analysts.  Each  group 
has  an  integral  function  to  perform  in  achieving  a  workable  and  fair 
system. 

Library  administrators  must  be  aware  of  the  point  at  which  their 
classification  and  pay  plans  are  no  longer  doing  the  job.  Factors  such 
as  high  turn-over  resulting  in  loss  of  qualified  personnel,  difficulty 
in  recruiting  qualified  employees,  difficulty  in  pin-pointing  training 
needs,  confusion  in  the  meaning  of  job  titles,  and  wide-spread  dis- 
satisfaction on  the  part  of  employees  concerning  salaries  and  promo- 
tional opportunities  all  may  be  related  to  failures  in  the  classification 
or  salary  plans. 

The  central  personnel  department  may  be  able  to  assist  you  by  study- 
ing the  classification  and  salary  plans  as  thej'  relate  to  the  library. 
If  your  personnel  department  is  not  staffed  to  handle  such  problems, 
personnel  consulting  agencies  such  as  our  own  Cooperative  Personnel 
SerA'ices  of  the  California  State  Personnel  Board  may  be  contracted  to 
perform  needed  study  in  these  areas. 

The  performance  of  such  a  study  places  considerable  responsibility 
on  the  administrators  and  employees  of  the  library.  In  conducting  a 
survey,  the  personnel  analysts  will  be  interested  in  discussing  with 
administrators  the  problems  peculiar  to  their  organization.  This  will 
provide  the  personnel  analyst  with  insights,  and  will  spotlight  possible 
trouble  areas. 

The  next  step  in  the  procedure  is  for  the  analyst  to  gain  the  indi- 
vidual employee's  viewpoint  on  "the  assigned  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  his  ow^n  position  through  questionnaires  and  through  interviewing 
a  cross  section  of  the  employees  performing  various  types  of  work  in 
the  library  system.  Supervisors  are  consulted  about  their  own  positions 
and  those  of  their  subordinates.  Thus,  the  procedure  is  completed, 
further  conferences  are  held  to  clear  up  any  discrepancies,  and  a  well- 
rounded  picture  of  the  jobs  of  the  library  sj^stem  is  gained. 
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Following  the  basic  classification  procedures,  jobs  are  grouped  first 
by  the  type  of  -work  performed  and  then  by  levels  in  terms  of  increas- 
ingly higher  levels  of  required  duties  and  responsibilities.  These  group- 
ings are  the  classes.  Class  descriptions  are  written  for  each  class. 

After  completing  the  classification  study,  the  analysts  pick  out  cer- 
tain classes  as  "benchmarks".  The  salaries  of  these  benchmark  classes 
are  compared  with  salaries  for  similar  classes  in  public,  and,  where  ap- 
propriate, private  emplopment.  These  comparisons  are  made  to  tie  in 
the  salary  structure  of  the  library  sj^stem  with  prevailing  rates  of  pay 
of  other  employers.  Comparisons  are  made  with  the  salaries  offered 
by  those  employers  who  compete  for  the  same  types  of  emploj^ees.  In 
the  case  of  nonprofessional  positions,  these  would  be  public  and  private 
employers  within  a  normal  commuting  radius.  In  the  case  of  profes- 
sional positions,  these  would  be  libraries  over  a  broad  geographic  area. 
In  order  to  make  fair  salary  comparisons  for  top  library  administrators, 
comparisons  would  have  to  be  with  libraries  offering  comparable  services 
to  equivalent  numbers  of  people. 

The  final  step  in  establishing  each  class  at  an  appropriate  salary 
range  is  making  internal  comparisons  of  the  benchmark  classes  with 
all  other  classes  within  the  organization,  taking  into  account  classifica- 
tion factors  and  the  objectives  of  the  salary  plan. 

Finally,  the  results  and  recommendations  of  the  study  must  be  con- 
sidered and  acted  on,  of  course,  by  the  governing  body  of  the  agency. 

Will  all  your  personnel  problems  be  solved  through  classification 
and  pay  plans? 

Position  classification  and  pay  plans  give  you  the  basic  tools  to  work 
with  in  your  personnel  program.  However,  these  essential  plans  are 
only  the  framework.  There  are  still  the  challenges  of  recruiting,  select- 
ing, placing,  evaluating,  motivating,  communicating  with,  training, 
and  sometimes  disciplining  employees  within  this  framework.  Your 
knowledge  and  interest  in  the  proper  functioning  of  the  position  classi- 
fication and  pay  plans,  however,  will  assist  you  in  all  of  these  areas. 

Are  you  interested  in  learning  more  about  classification  and  pay  plans? 

The  following  two  pamphlets  give  a  more  intensive  coverage  of  these 
fields  of  personnel  administration  and  are  directed  at  the  general  ad- 
ministrator rather  than  the  personnel  technician.

The  information  below  describes  three  programs  administered  by  the 
Community  Facilities  Administration  of  the  Housing  and  Home  Fi- 
nance Agency.  The  three  programs,  all  aimed  at  assisting  communities 
in  planning  and  constructing  needed  public  works,  are  the  Accelerated 
Public  Works  Program,  the  Public  Facility  Loans  Program,  and  the 
Program  of  Advances  for  Public  Works  Planning.  The  ensuing  para- 
graphs will  explain  each  program,  will  show  how  public  library  projects 
may  be  assisted,  and  will  describe  library  projects  previously  assisted 
under  the  respective  programs. 

Accelerated  Public  Works 

The  Public  Works  Acceleration  Act,  enacted  in  September  of  1962, 
was  aimed  at  stimulating  employment  in  areas  of  high  unemployment 
by  assisting  communities  with  grant  funds  in  the  construction  of  needed 
public  works.  The  areas  eligible  for  grant  assistance  under  this  program 
are  those  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor  as  areas  of  substantial 
unemployment  and  areas  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
as  "redevelopment  areas." 

Grants  under  this  program  are  available  if : 

1.  The  project  can  be  initiated  or  accelerated  within  a  reasonably 
short  period  of  time; 

2.  The  project  will  meet  an  essential  public  need ; 

3.  The  project  will  contribute  significantly  to  the  reduction  of  local 
unemployment ; 

4.  The  project  is  not  inconsistent  with  locally  approved  comprehen- 
sive plans  if  such  plans  exist;  and 

5.  The  project  will  be  substantially  completed  within  twelve  months 
after  start  of  construction. 

Although  the  law  permits  grants  of  from  50  percent  to  75  percent 
of  eligible  project  costs,  none  of  the  eligible  areas  in  California  has 
experienced  unemployment  severe  enough  to  allow  more  than  50  per- 
cent. Public  libraries,  both  as  a  single  purpose  public  building  or  as 
part  of  a  multi-purpose  community  center,  are  typical  of  the  type  of 
public  building  eligible  for  grants  under  this  program.  However,  the 
law  specifically  excludes  from  this  program  the  planning  and  con- 
struction of  any  school  or  other  educational  facility. 
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A  number  of  library  projects  have  been  approved  under  this  pro- 
gram, all  of  which  have  been  constructed  or  are  nearing  completion.  A 
brief  description  of  each  project  follows: 

1.  Construction  of  a  Community  Center  in  the  City  of  Huron,  Fresno 
County,  the  facility  serving  a  population  of  18,000.  The  Com- 
munity Center  incorporates  library  facilities  in  the  building.  The 
total  project  cost  is  $133,000,  of  which  $66,500  are  APW  grant 
funds.  The  project  was  completed  May  13,  1964. 

2.  Construction  of  a  Community  Center  in  the  City  of  Bieber,  Lassen 
County,  the  facility  serving  a  population  of  15,100.  Library  facili- 
ties are  incorporated  in  the  Community  Center.  The  total  project 
cost  is  $116,000,  of  which  $58,000  are  APW  grant  funds.  The 
project  will  be  completed  in  June  of  1964. 

3.  Construction  of  the  Paradise  Hills  Branch  Library  in  the  City 
of  San  Diego,  to  serve  a  population  of  13,000.  The  total  project 
cost  is  $96,000,  of  which  $44,500  are  grant  funds.  The  project  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  June  of  1964. 

4.  Construction  of  the  Fletcher  Hills  Branch  Library  in  the  City 
of  San  Diego,  to  serve  a  population  of  64,000.  The  total  project 
cost  is  $55,000,  of  which  $27,500  are  grant  funds.  The  project  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  June  of  1964. 

5.  Construction  of  the  East  San  Diego  Branch  Library  in  the  City 
of  San  Diego,  to  serve  a  population  of  32,000.  The  total  project 
cost  is  $111,000,  of  which  $55,500  are  grant  funds.  The  project 
is  scheduled  for  completion  in  October  of  1964. 

6.  Construction  of  the  Allied  Gardens  Branch  Library  in  the  City 
of  San  Diego,  to  serve  a  population  of  20,000.  The  total  project 
cost  is  $103,000,  of  which  $51,500  are  grant  funds.  The  project  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  November  of  1964. 

7.  Construction  of  the  Pacific  Beach  Branch  Library  in  the  City 
of  San  Diego,  to  serve  a  population  of  30,000.  The  total  project 
cost  is  $50,000,  of  which  $25,000  are  grant  funds.  The  project  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  September  of  1964. 

As  you  probably  know,  funds  available  from  current  APW  appro- 
priations have  been  depleted.  We  understand  that  efforts  are  being 
made  to  appropriate  additional  funds.  If  this  takes  place,  we  expect 
to  approve  many  more  public  works  projects  in  California,  including 
some  libraries.  Regardless  of  the  depletion  of  funds,  we  are  still 
accepting  APW  applications  for  grants.  These  applications  are  not  now 
being  processed  but  rather  are  being  held  ready  for  processing  if  and 
when  additional  funds  become  available. 

Public  Facility  Loans 

The  Public  Facilitj^  Loans  Program  provides  long  term  loans  up  to 
40  3^ears  to  non-Federal  public  agencies  to  finance  construction  of 
needed  public  works  for  which  funds  cannot  be  obtained  from  other 
sources  on  reasonable  terms.  The  loans  are  made  through  Government 
purchase  of  bonds  which  have  first  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  open 
market.  No  grants  or  subsidies  are  involved  under  this  program.  The 
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determination  as  to  whether  or  not  any  given  public  entity  is  eligible 
to  apply  for  financial  assistance  is  based  on  the  population  within  its 
boundaries;  its  legal  authorit}^  to  plan,  finance,  construct,  maiutain 
and  operate  the  proposed  public  work;  and  the  nature  of  the  project 
to,  be  constructed.  If  the  population  of  the  applicant  is  less  than  5U,UUU 
(less  than  150,000  in  the  case  of  a  community  designated  as  a  "redevel- 
opment area")  and  the  applicant  has  the  legal  authorities  mentioned 
above  and  intends  to  construct  a  basic  and  essential  public  work,  such 
as  a  library,  that  public  agency  would  be  eligible  to  apply  for  financial 
assistance.  Schools,  however,  are  excluded  under  this  program. 

Although  the  construction  of  public  libraries  is  eligible  under  this 
program,  Ave  have  not  had  any  such  projects  recently  under  the  Public 
Facility  Loans  Program  in  California.  We  would,  however,  welcome 
the  opportunity  of  working  with  any  community  in  the  development 
and  processing  of  a  public  f acilit}-  loan  application  for  a  public  library. 

Advances  for  Public  Works  Planning 

The  Program  for  Advances  for  Public  Works  Planning  provides 
interest-free  planning  funds  to  non-Federal  public  agencies  which  are 
legally  authorized  to  plan,  finance,  and  construct  the  proposed  project. 
jNion-J^'ederal  public  agencies  include  the  following:  fetates,  public 
agencies,  political  subdivisions  of  states  such  as  towns,  cities,  regions, 
metropolitan  areas,  townships,  towns,  and  school  districts;  and  other 
special  districts,  authorities,  or  agencies  established  under  state  and 
local  law.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  help  communities  plan 
their  public  facilities  in  an  orderly  manner  with  overall  community 
pianning  for  future  growth ;  to  adjust  planning  to  community  financial 
abilities  and  prospects;  to  encourage  public  agencies  to  maintain  a 
shelf  of  planned  public  works  which  can  be  placed  under  construction 
within  a  short  time,  particularly  when  national  or  local  economic  con- 
ditions make  such  actions  desirable  for  increasing  employment;  and 
to  promote  economy  and  efficiency  in  planning  and  building  public 
facilities.  All  types  of  public  works  except  housing  are  eligible.  The 
planning  of  libraries  as  special  entities  or  as  part  of  other  structures 
IS  eligible  to  receive  funds  for  planning  purposes  under  this  program. 

It  is  jcrequently  difficult  for  a  community  to  raise  funds  for  planning 
a  project,  and  the  lack  of  planning  funds  can  mean  that  construction 
of  a  needed  public  facility  is  impossible.  However,  the  Advance  Plan- 
ning Program  furnishes  a  means  of  fulfilling  these  planning  needs  by 
providing  interest-free  planning  money  which  is  repayable  upon  the 
start  of  construction  of  the  planned  facility. 

An  applicant  must  show  that  it  intends  to  start  construction  of  the 
proposed  project  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  depending  upon 
the  type  of  project,  and  that  the  financing  of  the  project  is  feasible. 
Advances  may  be  requested  to  finance  preliminary  or  final  planning 
or  both. 

The  City  of  Vallejo  is  an  example  of  a  community  which  has  used 
the  Advanced  Planning  Program  for  the  purposes  of  planning  a  library. 
The  library  is  one  of  a  number  of  buildings  planned  for  the  Vallejo 
Civic  Center,  An  advance  of  $23,700  for  preliminary  plans  of  the  li- 
brarj'  has  been  made.  The  library  is  tentatively  scheduled  to  go  under 
construction  sometime  during  calendar  year  1965. 
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All  three  programs  can  be  very  helpful  in  assisting  public  bodies 
in  the  planning  and  construction  of  public  libraries.  This  Agency  is 
prepared  to  lend  whatever  help  it  can  to  any  eligible  public  body  in 
a  library  project.  Any  prospective  applicant  should  feel  at  liberty  to 
contact  our  office  at  any  time  for  information  or  assistance  of  any 
kind.

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PREFACE 

At  a  significant  stage  in  California  public  library  development,  a 
significant  theme,  ''Your  Library  in  the  'Master  Plan  for  Public 
Libraries  in  California'  "  was  chosen  as  the  subject  of  the  1964  Spring 
Workshop,  co-sponsored  by  the  California  Library  Association  and  the 
California  State  Library.  The  program  was  designed  to  give  librarians 
an  opportunity  to  consider  the  future  development  of  public  libraries 
throughout  the  State  and  the  role  of  their  libraries  and  burgeoning 
systems  in  the  implementation  of  the  Master  Plan,  which  had  been 
adopted  late  in  1962.  The  Public  Library  Development  Act,  the  pro- 
gram of  state  aid  to  public  libraries,  had  been  enacted  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Legislature  in  1963  and  had  been  in  effect  since  the  fall  of  that 
year;  long  enough  so  that  a  pattern  of  plans  and  progress  was  begin- 
ning to  emerge.  Just  over  the  horizon  was  the  prospect  of  new,  in- 
creased federal  funds  under  the  expanded  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act  of  1964.  The  present  effects  and  the  implications  of 
all  these  programs,  and  their  interrelationships,  were  primary  topics 
of  the  Workshop. 

The  program  consisted  of  major  addresses  by  specialists  in  library 
development  and  in  the  vitally  related  fields  of  government,  public 
planning  and  economics;  panel  discussions  in  these  areas;  and  small 
group  work  sessions. 

Two  consecutive  workshops  were  held,  one  for  Southern  California 
librarians  and  another  for  librarians  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State. 
Participants  from  the  counties  of  Imperial,  Inyo,  Kern,  Los  Angeles, 
Mono,  Orange,  Eiverside,  San  Bernardino,  San  Diego,  San  Luis  Obispo, 
Santa  Barbara  and  Ventura,  met  at  Palm  Springs ;  those  from  all  other 
California  counties,  at  Palo  Alto. 

Participants  included  librarians,  management  and  planning  consult- 
ants involved  in  planning  surveys  under  the  Public  Library  Develop- 
ment Act,  and  members  of  the  California  Public  Library  Development 
Board.  Staff  members  other  than  head  librarians  were  welcome  to 
attend  to  the  extent  that  the  meeting  facilities  permitted,  and  a  number 
of  them  were  present. 

Mr.  Harold  L.  Hamill,  City  Librarian,  Los  Angeles  Public  Li- 
brary, and  Dr.  Edward  A.  Wight,  Professor  of  Librarianship,  School 
of  Librarianship,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  served  as  Work- 
shop Co-Leaders.  Mr.  Harold  S.  Hacker,  Director  of  the  Kochester, 
New  York,  Public  Library  and  the  Monroe  County  Library  System, 
and  Dr.  Lowell  A.  Martin,  Editorial  Director,  Grolier,  Inc.,  New  York 
City,  were  Resource  Consultants  in  addition  to  being  major  speakers 
on  the  program.  Mr.  John  Lorenz,  Director  of  the  Library  Services 
Division,  U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  was 
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originally  scheduled  to  participate  in  several  capacities — as  a  Resource 
Consultant  in  addition  to  Mr.  Hacker  and  Dr.  Martin,  as  a  panel  par- 
ticipant on  the  role  of  the  federal  government  in  ''Financing  the 
'Partnership'  Program,"  and  as  a  panel  moderator.  Because  of  the 
continuing  legislative  action  on  an  appropriation  bill  to  implement  the 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  which  demanded  his  presence 
in  Washington,  Mr.  Lorenz  was  unable  to  come  to  California.  His  ab- 
sence was  much  regretted ;  at  the  same  time  it  created  a  greater  aware- 
ness of  the  expanded  federal  program  and  its  implications,  throughout 
the  workshop  meetings.  Dr.  Martin,  and  Dr.  Joseph  Wheeler  at  Palm 
Springs,  ably  and  graciously  substituted  for  Mr.  Lorenz. 

In  the  small  group  work  sessions,  groups  of  eight  to  ten  participants, 
mixed  as  to  size  of  library  and  professional  responsibility,  to  give  a 
broad  range  of  concern  and  different  vantage  points,  met  to  review 
the  concepts  and  the  qualitative  and  quantitative  standards  of  the 
Public  Library  Service  Standards  for  California  within  the  framework 
of  1964  conditions ;  to  consider  the  problems  in  application  of  the  min- 
imum standards  at  the  present  time  and  within  the  concept  of  the 
"service  network"  developed  in  the  Master  Plan,  and  the  prob- 
lems which  relate  to  the  implementation  of  the  Master  Plan;  then  to 
make  recommendations  for  the  solutions  of  these  problems,  and  to 
determine  the  immediate  steps  necessary  to  implement  these  recom- 
mendations, including  relating  the  problems,  recommendations  and 
first  steps,  where  appropriate,  to  the  proposed  statewide  study  of  Cali- 
fornia public  libraries  which  is  to  result  in  a  detailed  plan  for  public 
library  development. 

Dr.  Lowell  Martin  summarized  the  findings  of  these  small  group 
work  sessions  in  a  "  Timetable  for  Action — A  Summary  and  Critique. ' ' 
He  pointed  out  that  there  was  common  concern  north  and  south  in 
specific  details  as  well  as  in  major  broad  subjects.  A  composite  version 
of  Dr.  Martin's  talks  at  both  workshops  is  presented  on  page  391,  with 
subsections  giving  the  individual  reports  on  findings  at,  first.  Palm 
Springs,  and  then  at  Palo  Alto. 

A  sense  of  urgency  and  concentration  on  effective  public  library 
planning  and  development  in  the  face  of  countless  and  continuing 
pressures  was  emphasized  throughout  the  workshop  meetings.  Mr. 
Hacker,  commenting  on  the  address  by  Dr.  John  Dyekman,  noted  that 
"if  we  write  off  what  Dr.  Dyekman  says  as  remote,  we  would  be 
wrong;  it  is  not.  Changes  are  taking  place  under  our  noses  without 
our  seeing  them."  Mr.  Hamill,  presiding  at  a  panel  discussion,  gave 
participants  a  brief  talk  with  a  moral.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library  had  done  detailed  planning  on  branch  library 
expansion  needs  before  presenting  its  1957  multi-million  dollar  bond 
issue.  The  bond  issue  was  passed  and  the  building  program  begun  in 
the  carefully  selected  fast-growing  and  outlying  areas  of  the  city.  Then 
the  libraries  were  swamped  by  an  unforeseen  factor — vastly  increased 
student  use.  "Nobody,"  Mr.  Hamill  said,  "told  us  the  magnitude  of 
student  use  pressure  to  come.  We  knew  in  general  there  would  be  more, 
but  we  didn't  know  about  significant  changes  in  curriculum.  Now  we 
are  planning  again  for  a  bond  issue  project,  and  have  done  all  the 
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detailed  planning;  and  we  are  beginning  to  think  that,  if  we  succeed 
with  the  issue,  and  begin  the  project,  they  will  'change  the  rules' 
again."  Mr.  Hamill  pointed  out  that  all  governmental  agencies  and 
all  big  business  in  California  have  found  it  absolutely  necessary  to 
plan  ...  "It  is  no  longer  really  possible  to  just  muddle  through." 
Spokesmen  for  the  co-sponsoring  California  Library  Association  re- 
emphasized  these  points.  Miss  Virginia  Ross,  Vice-President  and  Pres- 
ident Elect  of  the  Association,  expressed  the  interest  of  CLA  in  the 
recommendations  for  action  programs  developed  by  the  small  group 
work  sessions.  Mr.  Everett  Moore,  CLA  President  and  Assistant  Li- 
brarian, University  of  California,  Los  Angeles,  noted  that  he  was  par- 
ticipating not  only  as  the  Association  President  but  also  as  one  who 
is  involved — as  a  user  of  public  libraries  and  as  one  associated  with  a 
university  library  that  works  in  the  community  and  with  it,  and,  fur- 
ther, as  a  librarian  deeply  concerned  with  total  library  planning.

WELCOME  TO  THE  WORKSHOP 

Mrs.  Carma  B.  Leigh 

California  State  Librarian 

Mrs.  Leigh  greeted  the  participants  at  the  workshops,  welcoming 
them  to  a  program  and  theme  which  promised  to  be  among  the  most 
notable  of  the  series  held  in  recent  years.  She  described  to  the  groups 
a  number  of  proposed  future  projects  closely  related  to  the  theme  of 
the  workshops.  Primary  among  these  was  the  plan  for  a  statewide  sur- 
vey of  public  library  service  in  California^  to  be  undertaken  by  Dr. 
Lowell  A.  Martin,  and  to  be  financed  by  federal  funds.  Mrs.  Leigh 
pointed  out  the  contribution  that  the  workshop  findings  and  recom- 
mendations would  make  to  this  logical  next  step  in  implementing  the 
Master  Plan:  a  statewide  survey.  In  presenting  the  background  and 
purpose  of  the  survey,  and  other  proposed  uses  of  federal  funds,  Mrs. 
Leigh  read  the  summary  she  had  prepared  for  a  current  issue  of  the 
newsletter,  From  the  California  State  Lihrarian.  These  excerpts  are 
printed  below: 

''Although  no  funds  are  appropriated  yet  for  the  federal  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act,  as  the  state  agency  with  legal  respon- 
sibility for  its  administration  in  California,  we  are  making  preliminary 
plans.  We  have  been  consulting  with  representatives  of  various  groups 
believed  to  be  strongly  concerned  with  California  library  development. 
I  wish  we  could  consult  with  even  more  people  ,•  and  we  will  do  this  as 
plans  progress.  Out  of  this  has  come  a  large  variety  of  ideas  and  pro- 
posals to  be  added  to  the  backlog  of  proposals  that  could  not  be  fully 
considered,  developed  or  supported  in  the  past,  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

"As  in  the  past  with  the  Library  Services  Act,  we  will  use  the  ex- 
pected federal  funds  to  demonstrate,  on  a  short-term  basis,  solutions 
for  overcoming  the  most  difficult  obstacles  to  good  public  library 
service. 

"The  state  planning  grants  made  in  this  fiscal  year  to  groups  of 
local  libraries  have  already  stimulated  a  great  deal  of  local  planning 
that  has  never  before  been  possible.  We  are  finding  that  an  increasing 
number  of  local  library  planning  groups  would  find  it  very  useful  to 
have  a  more  detailed  recommended  long-range  plan  for  development 
than  is  outlined  by  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California. 
These  groups  want  to  be  sure  that  systems  being  planned  locally  are 
the  best  for  the  future  and  that  they  can  be  built  upon  to  the  end  that 
everyone  in  the  entire  State  will  have  good  library  resources,  readily 
accessible  to  them.  Without  a  more  detailed  blueprint  based  upon  our 
Master  Plan,  it  is  probable  that  there  will  be  'pockets'  of  weak  or  non- 
existent library  service,  and  that  where  good  service  does  exist  it  may 
cost  more  than  it  need  cost  if  it  is  related  to  an  overall  plan. 
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''The  first  program  that  we  expect  to  undertake,  directed  by  Dr. 
Lowell  Martin,  supported  by  federal  LSCA  funds  when  they  come,  is 
a  one-year  study  of  California  public  library  service.  The  purpose  of 
the  study  would  be  to  produce  a  rather  detailed  plan  for  long-range 
development.  While  this  plan  would  not  be  mandatory,  it  should  pro- 
vide sound  background  and  projected  data  to  assist  localities  and  local 
groups  in  making  decisions  about  local  library  systems.  I  hope,  too,  that 
it  will  result  in  an  up-to-date  definition  of  the  role  of  the  California 
State  Library  in  the  total  provision  of  good  library  service  in  this 
State;  for  example,  its  role  in  the  acquisition  and  provision  of  mate- 
rials, and  the  methods  of  providing  them. 

"A  detailed  long-range  plan  might  produce  a  tentative  division  of 
the  State  into  (1)  local  library  systems;  (2)  a  grouping  of  local  sys- 
tems into  regional  systems  having  high-level  reference  and  research 
centers  and  possibly  a  State  Library  Service  Center  as  described  in  the 
Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California;  and  (3)  a  spelling-out 
of  some  of  the  details  of  statewide  coordination  of  the  State  Library 
and  other  library  resources  of  the  State  with  the  local  and  regional 
library  systems. 

"It  is  expected  that  the  recommendations  of  the  statewide  study  will 
probably  never  develop  exactly  as  planned.  They  should,  however, 
make  clearer  our  long-range  objectives,  so  far  stated  only  in  rather 
general  terms  in  our  Master  Plan. 

"We  believe  this  statewide  study  should  be  first  priority  under  the 
Services  Title  of  the  LSCA  as  it  can  have  the  effect  of  strengthening 
and  broadening  the  present  planning  being  done.  We  have  noted  in 
library  planning  so  far  that  the  small  plans  first  envisioned  for  only 
limited  improvement  of  services  can  be  enlarged  into  a  much  larger 
design  when  sufficiently  challenged.  The  local  planning  groups  are  right 
now  being  challenged  in  this  way,  and  many  of  you  have  told  us  it  is 
urgent  that  we  have  a  sharper  blueprint  for  the  library  sj^stem  of  the 
State  .  .  .  When  will  the  study  start?  That  depends  upon  the  appro- 
priations for  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  .  .  .  We  hope 
it  can  begin  in  August,  1964,  and  that  we  may  have  the  completed 
report  by  mid-1965. 

OTHER  POTENTIAL  LIBRARY  SERVICE  PROJECTS 
WITH   FEDERAL  FUNDS 
library  Service  to  Students 

"One  major  concern  of  libraries  is  the  provision  of  good  library 
service  to  students.  We  have  now  in  California  around  four  million 
children  and  young  people  of  school  age,  kindergarten  through  the 
fourth  year  of  college.  This  is  nearly  10  percent  of  the  school  age  popu- 
lation of  the  entire  nation!  This  number  is  growing  and  will  continue 
to  grow.  No  state  faces  more  difficult  problems  than  California  in  meet- 
ing students'  library  needs.  Surely  this  is  an  area  in  which  we  should 
concentrate  some  effort  in  planning  new  library  demonstrations  and 
experiments.  Our  ideas  are  still  very  tentative  at  present  on  what  would 
be  most  constructive  to  do.  Public  libraries  cannot  and  should  not  take 
on  the  responsibilities  of  school  libraries ;  on  the  other  hand,  many  pub- 
lic libraries  estimate  that  75  percent  of  their  total  use  is  by  children 
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and  young  people  of  school  age  (K  through  fourth  year  college).  It  is 
clear  that  public  librarians  must  intensify  their  work  with  school  librar- 
ians and  others  to  resolve  some  of  the  joint  problems.  We  are  thinking 
of  a  pilot  project,  somewhere  in  the  State,  devoted  to  doing  just  this. 
There  must  be  public  library  systems  and  school  districts  in  the  same 
communities  ready  and  willing  to  make  joint,  positive  eiforts  to  solve 
the  problems,  to  see  that  students  do  have  good  library  service,  to  meet 
their  current  school  and  personal  needs,  and  lead  naturally  to  their 
making  reading  a  continuing  part  of  their  lives. 

"Wliat  about  a  major  joint  project,  perhaps  in  a  city  of  heavy  popu- 
lation, in  which  the  school  district,  in  addition  to  supporting  its  present 
school  libraries,  might  find  additional  funds  to  use  to  help  the  public 
library  serve  students'  needs?  Perhaps  some  LSCA  funds  (which  must 
be  used  for  puMic  library  support)  could  be  provided  to  cover  a  consid- 
erable part  of  the  public  library's  service  to  the  same  students.  The 
library  needs  of  students  as  individuals,  for  their  own  general  reading, 
and  their  needs  in  connection  with  their  school  studies  are  sometimes 
almost  indistinguishable.  It  appears  that  students  of  all  ages  really 
need  access  to  very  rich  collections  of  good  books,  reference,  and  infor- 
mational resources.  These  are  needed  both  for  general,  class-assigned 
readings,  and  for  individual  investigations,  reports,  or  papers,  and 
personal  reading  for  enjoyment.  Surely  it  can  be  demonstrated,  in  at 
least  one  typical  large  community,  that  this  can  be  achieved  by  positive 
public  library-school  district  cooperation.  I  would  appreciate  very 
much  hearing  from  local  librarians  their  ideas  about  such  a  project. 
It  might  be  possible,  also,  if  the  area  selected  in  which  to  place  the 
demonstration  is  an  underprivileged  one,  to  augment  the  funds  with 
additional  money  from  the  'poverty  program'  if  the  community  has 
such  a  program." 

Mrs.  Leigh  reviewed  other  potential  projects,  and  mentioned  prior 
investigations  of  interest  in  and  methods  of  producing  the  State  Library 
Union  Catalog  and  the  State  Library  catalog  in  printed  bookform.  It 
appears,  she  said,  that  a  "major  project  worth  careful  consideration 
would  be  the  conversion"  of  these  to  book  form  in  a  process  that  would 
permit  continuous  cumulation.  No  commitment  had  been  made  as  j^et 
to  any  one  method,  nor  was  it  known  if  enough  funds  would  be  avail- 
able to  cover  the  costs.  Another  area  which  could  be  usefully  explored 
is  facsimile  transmission,  to  find  feasible  applications  to  library  needs 
and  problems. 

"There  are  numerous  other  programs,  ideas  and  proposals,  in  which 
people  are  interested.  I  should  like  to  ask  what  California  public  librar- 
ians think  about  the  ones  described  above,  and  also  to  ask  for  your 
additional  suggestions  .  .  .  about  'what  needs  most  to  be  done  first' 
with  the  'funds  in  our  future'." 


THE  CHANGING  ROLE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 
IN  AN  ERA  OF  ABUNDANCE 

Dr.  John  W.  Dyckman  * 


"Under  most  circumstances,  it  would  give  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure 
to  dwell  upon  the  subject  of  'The  Library.'  For  a  very  long  time,  I  have 
considered  the  library  as  a  resort  uniquely  adapted  to  my  tastes — a 
place  where  one  could  pursue  gratification  without  risk  of  satiation. 
But  today,  the  time  perspective  which  I  have  chosen  for  this  talk 
tinges  the  subject  with  something  of  the  sadness  one  feels,  in  that  part 
of  the  world  which  has  marked  seasons  and  deciduous  trees,  on  the 
advent  of  autumn  and  the  decline  of  a  pleasant  summer.  For  in  the 
I  long  view,  that  particular  institution  to  which  many  of  us  become 
addicted  in  our  youth,  the  American  library  with  its  reading  rooms  and 
bookstacks,  appears  as  a  relatively  short  and  transient  phase  in  the 
development  of  a  society's  relation  to  stored  information. 

' '  The  public  library  in  America  is  an  important  communication  insti- 
tution, usually  locally  provided,  and  serving  mixed  functions.  These 
I  aspects  of  the  library  provide  the  focus  for  my  comments.  None  of 
I  these  elements  is  standing  still.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  communication 
I  revolution,  the  provision  of  public  services  is  constantly  shifting  char- 
j  acter  and  level,  and  the  socially  defined  functions  of  individual  institu- 
!  tions  are  constantly  being  altered.  Most  of  these  remarks  will  be  a  plea 
I  for  the  recognition  of  and  accommodation  to,  change. 

"It  is  customary,  at  conferences  of  professionals  in  public  service,  to 

call  for  'higher  standards.'  As  long  as  I  can  remember,  we  have  been 

fighting  the  battle  for  improvement  of  public  facilities.  After  several 

decades   of  this  struggle,  therefore,   the  professional  is   particularly 

!  prone  to  have  a  vested  interest  in  old  wars.  It  is  not  surprising,  there- 

i  fore,  to  find  the  beleaguered  defenders  of  undernourished  public  serv- 

'  ices  bypassed  by  a  swift  turn  of  events. 

j  "The  historic  function  of  the  library  was  that  of  a  storehouse  of 
I  intellectual  capital.  There  have  been  few  blows  to  the  stock  of  accumu- 
!  lated  human  knowledge  to  equal  the  destruction  of  the  ancient  library 
I  of  Alexandria  by  the  Christians.  This  function  is  still  important  in  the 
i  contemporary  world,  but  relatively  less  so  than  in  earlier  times.  Today, 
!  moreover,  the  preservation  of  original  sources  is  more  important  for 
i  belletristic  scholarship  and  symbolic  purposes  than  for  practical  affairs. 

♦  Dr.  Dyckman  is  Chairman,  Center  for  Planning  and  Development  Research,   Insti- 

I  tute    of    Urban    and   Regional    Development,    and    Professor,    City    and    Regional 

Planning,   University  of  California,  Berkeley.   Before  joining  the  University,   Dr. 

Dyckman  was  associated  with  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company,  San  Francisco,  as 

Head  of  Urban  and  Regional  Economics,  and  served  as  the  principal  consultant 

1  in  the  preparation  of  the  first  phase  of  the  California  State  Development  Plan. 
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( The  recent  spirited  bidding  in  wMch  the  Newberry  Library  of  Chicago 
paid  $2,750,000  to  ontbid  a  Texas  group  for  a  rare  collection  of  scien- 
tific and  industrial  books  is  more  clearly  a  sign  of  cultural  commitment 
than  a  distinct  technical  advantage.)  In  any  event,  the  storehouse  func- 
tion is  today  discharged,  with  a  few  notable  large  city  exceptions,  pri- 
marily by  federal  government  and  university  archives,  rather  than  by 
local  public  libraries. 

"The  local  public  library,  in  turn,  has  come  to  take  its  place  as  a 
general  public  service  function  of  local  government.  The  library  today 
must  serve  a  number  of  user  groups  and  a  variety  of  public  service 
functions.  As  all  local  public  librarians  know,  the  user  publics  of  the 
library  include  the  casual  readers,  the  book-club  housewives,  the  re- 
searchers, the  elementary  and  high  school  students,  the  occasional 
browser,  and  in  many  cases,  the  idle  of  the  community.  There  are  few 
public  libraries  which  do  not  serve  as  some  sort  of  haven  for  those  who 
wish  to  come  in  from  the  cold.  In  a  number  of  suburban  or  small  town 
communities,  the  library  is  a  locus  for  the  parapetetic  rendezvous  fa- 
vored by  teenagers  in  the  rituals  of  informal  dating.  Many  library 
buildings  serve  as  meeting  places  for  clubs,  and  for  other  public  func- 
tions. Indeed,  the  very  variety  of  functions  to  be  performed  by  the 
library  building  is  a  source  of  much  of  the  contemporary  interest  in 
library  architecture. 

"Though  many  librarians  have  long  resisted  encroachment  of  ancil- 
lary functions  upon  the  basic  activity  of  book  circulation,  it  is  likely 
that  these  functions  will  continue  to  grow  in  importance.  For  one  thing, 
a  number  of  technological  and  sociological  forces  are  working  to  dimin- 
ish the  importance  of  the  book  circulation  function.  One  of  these  is  the 
obvious  assault  on  the  reading  habits  of  the  public  by  alternative  media, 
such  as  television.  There  are  those,  among  them  bookish  scholars  like 
Marshall  McLuhan  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  who  feel  that  the  age 
of  printed  communication  is  itself  coming  to  an  end. 

' '  There  are  reasons  to  believe  that  words,  particularly  printed  words, 
have  in  fact  been  weakened  in  their  monopoly  of  important  communi- 
cation. Paradoxically,  this  is  difficult  to  recognize,  precisely  because 
the  scholars  and  the  population  of  'readers'  may  themselves  be  reading 
a  great  deal  more,  and  they  m.Siy  be  tempted  to  project  their  own  expe- 
rience on  the  public  at  large.  That  is,  a  larger  reading  volume  might 
be  accountable  to  relatively  fewer  users,  relative  to  the  population  of 
potential  readers.  The  competition  of  alternative  opportunities,  more- 
over, has  been  greatly  enhanced  for  the  reading  public. 

"Changes  in  the  library  world,  then,  arise  from  changes  in  both 
supply  and  demand  functions.  The  supply  functions  are  largely  tech- 
nological, though  some  arise  from  conditions  of  public  choice  and  politi- 
cal organization.  Changes  in  the  demand  function  are  even  more  com- 
plex. They  may  arise  from  population  composition,  overall  income 
levels,  changes  of  taste,  the  relative  importance  of  leisure  time,  and 
available  product  choices.  But  on  the  demand  side,  the  real  challenge 
to  the  local  public  library  arises  from  the  proliferation  of  alternative 
products.  It  must  be  difficult  to  be  a  librarian  in  the  era  of  the  popular 
paperback  reproduction  of  'best  sellers.'  Indeed,  the  book  clubs,  the 
paperbacks,  and  above  all  the  digests,  even  if  they  have  the  short-run 
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effect  of  stimulating  library  demand  for  an  individual  item,  are  symp- 
tomatic of  tendencies  to  mass  production,  and  even  cheapening  of  the 
product,  which  make  the  public  library  a  less  effective  monopolist  of 
scarce  resources. 

''Indeed,  the  resources  are  not  scarce.  It  may  be  that  the  history  of 
the  development  of  the  free  public  library  in  American  cities  owes 
much  of  its  success  story  to  the  earh^  tendency  of  the  rise  of  literacy 
to  outstrip  the  development  of  cheap  books.  Widespread  literacy  in  the 
United  States  dates  from  about  the  1870 's.  The  revolution  in  mass 
media,  while  it  goes  back  to  the  1840 's,  was  confined  in  the  earlier  days 
chiefly  to  newspapers  and  periodicals.  Today  it  has  extended  through 
popular  books,  and  has  even  reached  the  scholarly  books  and  university 
texts.  The  principal  problem  to  be  overcome  in  this  revolution  has  been 
that  of  distribution.  The  main  advantage  of  the  paperbacks  is  that  they 
can  be  marketed  in  many  more  outlets  at  lower  inventory  cost.  It  is 
this,  rather  than  any  significant  reduction  in  printing  costs,  which  is 
responsible  for  the  great  growth  in  the  paperbacks.  To  some  extent, 
paperbacks  have  replaced  the  lending  libraries  which  once  were  found 
in  every  drugstore.  They  may  also  have  replaced  certain  book  circula- 
tion functions  of  the  public  libraries.  Certainly  the  elasticity  of  demand 
for  public  library  service  is  relatively  great.  Library  circulations  have 
not  kept  pace  with  expectations  generated  by  the  growth  of  population 
and  income  in  America,  perhaps  because  they  are,  as  economists  say, 
income  inelastic. 

"In  addition,  the  growth  of  university  and  other  higher  education 
facilities  is  to  some  extent  competitive  with  the  research  and  reading 
functions  of  the  public  library.  This  competition  has  come  through 
cultural  channels,  the  increase  in  university  library  facilities,  and  the 
increased  access  of  portions  of  the  population  to  those  facilities. 

"If  the  great  creativeness  of  Elizabethan  times  was  in  drama  and 
literature,  and  Victorian  times  in  politics,  industry  and  literature,  the 
creativeness  of  our  day  is  primarily  in  science  and  technical  fields.  In 
large  measure,  publications  in  these  fields  have  highly  specialized  audi- 
ences— increasingly  so  as  the  fields  advance  in  precision  and  power, 

"It  is  difficult  for  the  general  public  library  in  the  contemporary 
society  to  serve  these  publics.  The  universities  themselves  tend  to  fall 
behind  the  advanced  work  and  to  have  difficulty  in  keeping  up  with  the 
proliferation  of  specialties.  Few  public  libraries  can  be  found  in  our 
cities  today  which  have  creditable  scientific  collections. 

' '  With  the  proliferation  of  titles  and  the  launching  of  the  paperback 
era,  even  the  popular  reading  function  of  the  library  is  competitively 
challenged.  Not  only  do  the  paperbacks  have  display,  flashy  covers  and 
high  exposure,  but  they  are  launched  in  ever-increasing  numbers.  The 
paperbacks  are  no  longer  merely  reprints.  Books  are  written  for  paper- 
back publication,  and  many  hard  cover  books  are  originally  packaged 
for  ultimate  paperback  reproduction.  Indeed,  the  number  of  popular 
best  sellers  which  do  not  swiftly  reach  paperback  channels  is  steadily 
diminishing.  Now  the  paperback  development  would  not  be  competitive 
were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  a  fair  share  of  the  popular  reading  cir- 
culation of  libraries  was  imposed  by  conditions  of  price  and  accessi- 
bility. Once  these  obstacles  have  been  overcome,  the  trip  to  the  library 
for  borrowing  of  a  particular  title  diminishes  in  attractiveness. 
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' '  The  tendency  is  exacerbated  by  the  distribution  of  the  reading  pop- 
ulation. In  American  cities  the  suburbanization  of  the  middle  class  has 
distributed  readership  more  widely  in  space.  It  is  unlikely  that  a  client 
will  make  an  extended  trip  to  the  library,  tackle  a  difficult  parking 
problem  (for  most  existing  library  buildings  have  no  parking  facilities 
nearby),  and  expend  the  necessary  time  and  costly  travel  to  obtain  a 
book  which  is  available  in  paperback  form  at  the  corner  drugstore 
near  his  home.  This  example  may  overstate  the  case,  but  the  fact  of  the 
competition  of  other  suppliers  to  the  library  in  the  reading  realm  is 
unquestioned.  Ironically,  given  the  paperbacks,  one  cannot  even  count 
on  the  movies  to  stimulate  interest  in  reading  'originals.'  If  these 
have  not  been  digested  in  the  magazines,  they  are  likely  to  be  ubiqui- 
tously available  in  paperbacks. 

"If  the  scientific,  the  scholarly,  and  the  popular  reading  functions 
of  the  local  public  libraries  have  been  somewhat  dampened  by  compe- 
tition in  alternative  forms,  what  is  the  future  of  the  library? 

"To  date,  the  efforts  of  the  library  to  come  to  grips  with  these 
changes  have  been  somewhat  tentative  and  halting.  Libraries  have  at- 
tempted to  meet  the  dispersal  of  clientele  by  bookmobiles  and  generally 
more  mobile  deployment  of  basic  book  resources.  But  this  is  a  relatively 
small  step  utilizing  a  very  conventional  technology.  The  public  library 
systems  have  not  been  in  the  forefront  of  the  large  technological 
changes  taking  place  in  storage,  retrieval,  and  reproduction  of  infor- 
mation. The  library  systems,  unfortunately,  have  little  money  for  their 
own  research  and  development  activity. 

"Circumstances  have  forced  the  libraries  to  recognize  the  disad- 
vantages of  a  fixed  location,  or  too  limited  space  range.  Like  the  schools 
themselves,  they  are  coming  to  realize  that  the  activities  of  the  insti- 
tution are  focused  on  an  individual  site  only  at  substantial  cost.  From 
this  realization,  it  is  quite  possible  to  move,  given  sufficient  develop- 
ment funds,  to  a  whole  set  of  activities  which  will  extend  the  range 
and  the  character  of  the  service.  Certainly  the  Carnegie  Foundation 
performed  a  useful  service  in  building  and  helping  to  build  the  in- 
numerable large  buildings  with  Greek  revival  facades  which  have 
housed  generations  of  readers.  At  present,  however,  it  is  not  enough 
to  refurbish  these  buildings  with  glass  fronts.  It  is  necessary  for  the 
library  to  behave  like  an  evolving  institution,  and  somewhat  redefine 
its  tasks. 

"The  role  of  the  public  library  in  our  city  systems  need  not  be  con- 
fined to  the  single  function  of  storing  and  making  available  on  demand, 
bound  books.  The  collection  of  phonograph  records  which  some  li- 
braries now  house  is  but  the  beginning  of  a  potential  library  function 
in  documenting  contemporary  social  scenes.  Libraries  could  well  become 
the  agencies  for  recording  and  storing  public  utterances  and  records 
of  events  which,  for  whatever  reason,  do  not  now  enter  the  libraries  of 
radio  and  television  stations.  Even  then,  the  public  libraries  might 
well  become  the  central  repositories  for  the  more  important  of  those 
documents  now  preserved  by  other  mass  media. 

"Indeed,  if  the  library  becomes  a  pace-setter  in  the  storage,  retrieval,! 
and  reproduction  of  such  materials,  it  will  have  a  strong  case  for  play-i 
ing  this  role.  It  might  then  become  a  possible  source  of  cheap  reprow 
duction  from  central  microfilm  or  other  storage  sources.  It  might  enter 
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into  copying  radio,  TV,  and  other  materials  and  editing  them  into  ed- 
ucational form.  It  might  become  a  major  sponsor  of  educational  tele- 
vision, drawing  upon  its  accumulated  intellectual  resources  of  the 
years.  In  short,  the  public  library  might  well  become  the  focus  of  major 
information  handling  and  disseminating  programs  which  capture  and 
preserve  the  force  and  character  of  our  present  culture. 

"Indeed,  much  present  thinking  leans  toward  the  establishment  of  a 
library  system  center,  in  larger  library  systems,  which  operate  chiefly 
to  serve  the  various  elements  of  the  system  in  a  variety  of  tasks  ranging 
from  reference  to  reproduction.  Modern  technology  makes  possible  the 
tremendous  extension  of  the  storage  and  servicing  capacities  of  such  a 
center.  There  is  no  technical  reason  why  this  center  could  not  serve 
clients  in  other  public  places  and  directly  in  their  homes,  without  in- 
termediaries of  branch  libraries,  stations,  bookmobiles,  etc. 

"Potential  uses  of  existing  technology  for  research  and  educational 
communication  have  scarcely  been  tapped.  Television  is  a  case  in  point. 
Successful  television  has  been  available  for  30  years — -I  can  recall  seeing 
such  at  the  World's  Fair  in  Chicago  in  1933.  The  great  obstacles  to  the 
growth  of  television  transmission  were  a)  the  size  of  the  market,  which 
needed  to  be  built  up  by  purchase  of  cheap  sets,  and  b)  the  related 
difficulty  of  local  programming  imposed  by  limited  transmission  range. 
Television  bloomed  in  the  American  economy  in  the  post- World  War  II 
period  when  incomes  and  spending  power  were  up,  production  costs 
were  down,  and  when  electromagnetic  radio  transmission  replaced  the 
early  coaxial  cables.  But  with  electromagnetic  transmission  and  with 
new  directional  devices,  (for  example  the  lasers  and  masers)  two-way 
television  is  a  distinct  probability.  Then,  hooked  up  to  computers  and 
equipped  with  appropriate  dialing  systems,  the  individual  set  owner 
could  conceivabl}^  dial  his  own  program  from  a  master  library.  Cus- 
todianship of  this  library  could  conceivably  remain  in  the  hands  of 
the  commercial  stations,  but  vast  supplementary  library  sources  might 
remain  in  the  public  domain — indeed  might  only  be  supported  publicly. 
At  the  same  time  that  we  are  moving  toward  a  private  discretionary 
purchase  of  programs,  under  pay  TV,  we  may  also  be  moving  into  an 
area  of  freely  available  programs  supported  by  the  public  sector. 

"A  major  limit  to  the  application  of  new  supply  technology  to  library 
service  has  been  the  limited  size  of  market  and  scale  of  resources  avail- 
able at  the  local  level.  Despite  the  persistence  of  small  local  service 
units  throughout  the  larger  metropolitan  areas,  there  are  signs  that 
many  communities  recognize  the  potential  advantages  in  pooling  of 
resources,  structural  regrouping,  and  collaborative  effort  to  produce 
larger,  more  economical  systems.  The  joint  exercise  of  powers  statute 
permits  California  communities  to  collaborate  in  local  service  systems, 
without  surrendering  any  prerogative  on  methods  of  finance  and  local 
control.  The  application  of  this  and  other  programs  for  combining 
library  forces  is  important  for  several  reasons. 

"For  one,  there  is  the  simple  fact  that  the  technology  of  supply  is 
becoming  more  expensive — as  it  becomes  more  capital-intensive — in 
libraries  as  in  other  public  services  such  as  health.  High  cost  installa- 
tions require  intensive  use  to  justify  the  cost,  and  in  the  library  field, 
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as  in  certain  other  service  areas,  a  relatively  large  population  is  neces- 
sary to  generate  tlie  use. 

"In  a  related  manner,  the  pooling  of  demand  areas  in  a  larger  service 
area  also  helps  to  insure  that  the  system  will  reach  enough  different  i 
segments  of  the  population  to  touch  on  the  needed  cross-section  of 
demand.  For  in  our  metropolitan  areas  the  segregation  of  income, 
ethnic  groups  and  class  groups  by  residential  areas  shows  no  sign  of 
diminishing,  and  the  readership  publics  of  the  libraries  are  relatively 
strictly  sorted  by  these  characteristics.  If  the  library  is  to  continue  to 
perform  multi-purpose  functions,  it  will  find  this  pooling  of  demand 
attractive. 

"It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  in  our  era  of  awakening  recognition 
of  the  importance  of  human  capital  in  the  successful  society,  we  have 
continued  to  take  so  narrow  a  view  of  the  ways  of  enriching  that  capi- 
tal. That  is,  there  has  been  great  attention  to  the  need  to  put  money 
into  education,  but  education  has  been  read  narrowly  to  mean  schools. 
Relatively  less  attention  has  been  given  to  the  equally  important  task 
of  supplementing  the  educational  activity  of  the  formal  school  with  a 
variety  of  informal  educative  processes.  Indeed,  one  could  not  only 
argue  that  the  library  is  an  important  instrument  in  the  general  educa- 
tive process — or  at  least  it  might  potentially  be  such  if  we  were  to  see 
the  institution  keep  pace  with  the  changes  described  above — ^but  one 
might  also  argue  that  in  an  era  of  growing  and  expanding  leisure,  the 
library,  because  it  has  its  multipurpose  program,  might  be  an  ideal 
institution  to  serve  the  indirect  and  more  casual  educational  needs. 
The  fact  that  the  library  has  not  come  in  for  more  attention  on  these 
counts  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  result  of  a  popular  sentiment  that  the 
library  is  somewhat  anachronistic,  a  special  retreat  for  bookworms,  but 
certainly  not  in  the  mainstream  of  our  contemporary  life.  It  is  up  to 
the  library  to  dispel  this  prejudice — by  accepting  the  challenge  to, 
evolve  as  a  contemporary  institution.  To  do  this,  it  must  be  willing  to 
widen  its  scope  of  services,  to  accept  new  tasks,  to  redefine  certain  of 
its  purposes,  and  to  radically  modify  its  production  arrangements. 

' '  In  this  plea,  many  of  you  will  recognize  a  threat  to  existing  institu- 
tional positions  and  arrangements  which  you  have  worked  hard  and 
honorably  to  cultivate.  There  is  certainly  some  such  threat  implicit  in 
what  I  have  said.  But  there  is  also,  it  seems  to  me,  boundless  oppor- 
tunity. There  is  in  particular,  an  opportunity  which  any  group  has 
when  its  role  is  expanded.  The  obliteration  of  certain  formal  institu- 
tional lines,  such  as  the  distinction  between  school  and  society,  and 
between  the  library  and  mass  communication  is  a  precondition  to  the 
opening  of  this  opportunity.  "Whether  the  local  public  library  is  to 
gradually  atrophy,  as  a  relic  of  an  earlier  and  poorer  time,  or  whether' 
it  is  to  emerge  as  a  new  resource  in  an  era  in  which  automation  of: 
information  is  inevitable,  is  a  matter  which  is  largely  your  responsi- 
bility."

Mrs.  Dalton  noted,  in  her  introductory  remarks,  that  public  library 
development  in  the  'sixties  requires  the  careful  study  and  the  coopera- 
tion not  only  of  public  librarians  but  also  of  planners,  librarians  in 
other  types  of  agencies,  and  specialists  in  such  fields  as  finance  and 
governmental  research,  and  that  we  are,  consequently,  enlisting  the 
aid  of  these  people  in  our  library  development  studies. 

There  has,  she  pointed  out,  probably  never  been  a  time  when  the  im- 
portance of  stimulating  public  interest  in  and  support  for  public  library 
development  was  so  great  as  now.  "We  can  see  the  causes  of  the  growing 
demands  for  services  all  around  us :  a  larger  and  better  educated  popu- 
lation, swollen  school  enrollments,  the  impulse  to  reading  given  by 
television  and  foreign  travel.  The  population,  more  motorized  and  more 
mobile,  is  constantly  moving  from  one  taxing  jurisdiction  to  another. 
Not  only  are  there  more  students,  but  they  are  all  studying  under 
intensified  educational  methods.  The  needs  of  professional  people  for 
information  is  expanding.  At  the  same  time  demands  increase,  we  have 
growing  shortages  of  librarians  and  further  obsolescence  of  library 
facilities. 

We  have  developed  some  ways  of  meeting  these  needs.  Mrs.  Dalton 
introduced  the  panelists,  who  would  discuss  four  special  approaches: 
federal  aid  to  public  libraries ;  and  state  aid ;  the  California  survey  of 
school  libraries;  and  the  research  and  action  programs  carried  on  by 
the  California  Library  Association  Library  Development  and  Stand- 
ards Committee. 

jMiss  Margaret  J.  Ward  :     The  Federal  Library  Services  and  Construc- 
tion Act 

"California  librarians  do  not  need  to  be  reminded  of  how  much  pro- 
gress the  Library  Services  Act  of  1956  has  brought  to  California 
{libraries.  Over  the  past  seven  years  you  all  have  seen — and  many  of  you 
jhave  participated  in — programs  sparked  by  federal  funds  which  have 
[extended  library  service  to  more  than  a  million  people  in  31  counties  in 
jthe  State.  I  shan't  review  the  accomplishments  of  yesterday,  but  I  do 
want  to  remind  you  that  we  have  good  precedents  on  which  to  base  new 
programs.  Now,  with  the  passage  of  the  Library  Services  and  Construc- 
tion Act  of  1964,  we  stand  in  the  pre-dawn  of  a  new  day." 

(305) 
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Miss  "Ward  then  summarized  the  status  of  the  Act,  which,  at  the  time 
of  the  workshop,  had  been  passed  hy  Congress  and  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, but  for  which  funds  had  not  yet  been  appropriated. 

"In  the  meantime,  while  waiting  for  the  appropriation  to  be  passed, 
the  staff  of  the  Library  Services  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare,  the  State  Library  staff,  and  others  have  been 
among  those  pre-dawn  risers  who  have  been  getting  ready  for  the  new 
day." 

Miss  "Ward  summarized  the  work  of  the  Library  Services  Branch  in 
preparing  the  necessary  regulations  for  implementation  of  the  Act, 
and  the  work  of  the  State  Library,  as  the  State  agency  with  legal  respon- 
sibility^ for  the  administration  of  the  Act  in  California,  in  drafting  a 
State  Plan  showing  that  the  general  plans  made  by  the  State  for  the 
use  of  the  funds  are  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

"Many  people  have  been  consulted  during  the  drafting  of  the  Plan. 
As  the  first  step,  there  was  a  regional  meeting  with  representatives  of 
the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  in  San  Francisco. 
Here  public  library  representatives  from  the  western  states  asked  ques- 
tions and  gave  suggestions  to  the  federal  staff  to  help  them  in  writing 
the  regulations,  and  representatives  from  the  various  state  libraries 
shared  their  ideas  on  implementation.  Then,  before  the  State  Plan  was 
drafted,  there  were  other  conferences,  and  many  people's  ideas  were 
incorporated  into  the  Plan.  There  were  consultations  with  the  California 
Library  Association  Library  Development  and  Standards  Committee, 
and  with  state  regulating  agencies  concerned  with  the  legal  and  fi- 
nancial aspects  of  the  Plan.  There  has  been  some  urgency  in  this  pro- 
cedure in  order  that  the  Plan  can  have  final  approval  by  the  time  the 
funds  are  appropriated,  and  we  can  be  ready  to  go  into  action. 

"Let  me  review  with  you  briefly  the  provisions  of  the  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act.  There  are  two  parts  to  the  law:  Title  I,  for 
further  extension  of  public  library  services;  and  Title  II,  for  public 
library  construction. 

"The  general  principles  of  the  services  part  of  the  law  are  the  same 
as  they  have  been  in  the  past :  extension  of  library  services  to  areas 
without  library  service  or  with  inadequate  service.  There  are  two 
changes  :  one,  more  money  has  been  authorized,  with  $25  million  granted 
nationally  for  services  instead  of  the  previous  total  of  $7.5  million ;  and 
two,  the  population  restriction  to  libraries  serving  areas  with  less  than 
10,000  population  has  been  removed. 

"The  total  authorized  in  the  Act,  for  services  and  construction  na- 
tionally, is  $55  million.  California's  share  will  be  about  $4.1  million; 
$1.8  million  for  services  and  $2.3  million  for  construction.  The  match- 
ing percentage  will  be:  federal,  38.37  percent;  California,  61.63  per- 
cent— the  ratio  of  per  capita  incomes.  California  has  enough  matching 
funds  to  receive  the  maximum  allowable  grant.  The  base  year  for  these 
calculations  has  been  changed  from  1956  to  1963. 

"The  part  of  the  law  which  is  entirely  new  is  the  title  on  construc- 
tion. The  emphasis  is  the  same  as  that  in  the  title  on  services;  that  is, 
there  must  be  matching  local  funds,  and  funds  must  be  used  for  facili- 
ties which  will  extend  library  services  to  areas  without  library  services! 
or  with  inadequate  services. 
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' '  This  poses  a  problem.  Because  of  the  great  population  growth  in  the 
State,  California  libraries  do  not  now  meet  California  or  American 
Library  Association  standards.  Therefore  practically  all  California 
libraries  provide  inadequate  services.  And  I  am  sure  you  will  agree  that 
probably"  90  percent  of  the  libraries  in  the  State  need  new  or  enlarged 
physical  facilities.  F'our  million  dollars,  the  amount  which  California 
will  receive  if  the  appropriation  is  made,  sounds  like  a  lot,  but  it  is  not 
nearly  enough  to  cover  all  our  needs.  Therefore  priorities  must  be  estab- 
lished. 

"Criteria  under  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  will  be 
in  essence  the  same  as  under  the  Library  Services  Act  of  1956.  The 
general  policies  for  the  implementation  of  Title  I,  Public  Library  Serv- 
ices, will  be : 

1.  The  improvement  of  library  service  from  a  statewide  point  of  view. 

2.  Furthering  of  long  range  objectives. 

3.  Extension  of  services;  that  is,  additional  services.  Federal  money 
is  to  supplement,  not  replace,  local  funds. 

4.  The  use  of  federal  funds  to  demonstrate  on  a  short  term  basis 
solutions  for  overcoming  the  most  difficult  obstacles  to  good  public 
library  service. 

' '  General  policies  for  the  implementation  of  Title  II,  Public  Library 
Construction,  will  follow  the  same  philosophy : 

1.  A  building  constructed  under  this  program  must  provide  facilities 
for  the  enrichment  of  services. 

2.  There  must  be  local  matching  funds. 

3.  The  building  must  fit  into  a  long  range  plan  of  development. 

4.  The  building  must  be  in  keeping  with  the  services  offered ;  that  is, 
the  building  must  not  be  extravagant,  but  should  provide  adequate 
facilities. 

5.  The  building  must  fit  into  the  total  Master  Plan  for  Public  Li- 
braries in  California;  that  is,  contribute  to  services  in  a  network 
of  libraries. 

"When  the  regulations  from  the  Department  of  Health,  Education, 
and  Welfare  are  issued,  the  State  Plan  approved,  and  the  procedures  for 
applications  for  construction  funds  are  established,  all  public  libraries 
in  the  State  will  be  notified. 

"Now  is  the  time  for  you  to  put  your  imaginations  to  work.  Those 
who  are  attending  this  workshop  are  having  a  wonderful  opportunity  to 
get  perspective,  to  see  how  any  plans  which  you  may  have  in  mind  can 
fit  into  a  Master  Plan  for  the  extension  of  public  library  services,  and 
to  see  how  federal  funds  can  be  used  to  contribute  to  such  extension  of 
services. 

' '  As  Mrs.  Leigh  has  told  you  there  is  already  a  backlog  of  proposals 
for  the  use  of  federal  funds.  These  could  not  be  fully  considered  or  de- 
veloped in  the  past  because  of  lack  of  sufficient  money.  Many  other 
ideas  have  come  recently.  Mrs.  Leigh  has  described  for  you  the  first 
program,  one  which  has  been  suggested  by  many  of  you:  the  one  year 
study  of  California  public  library  service  designed  to  result  in  rather 
detailed  recommendations  for  a  long  range  plan  of  development,  and 
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to  be  directed  by  Dr.  Martin.  She  has  also  outlined  for  you  some  of  the 
other  projects  which  have  been  approved  or  are  under  consideration : 
a  pilot  program  to  demonstrate  how  public  and  school  libraries  might 
share  responsibilities;  conversion  of  the  State  Library  catalog  and  the 
Union  Catalog  to  book  form ;  and  a  feasibility  study  of  facsimile  trans- 
mission of  materials  between  libraries — a  proposal  which  really  puts 
us  in  the  world  of  the  future. 

"The  State  Library,  as  administrator  of  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act  in  California,  needs  now,  from  all  of  you,  opinions 
and  comments  on  these  proposed  projects  and,  as  always,  your  sugges- 
tions for  others.  As  I  pictured  us  in  the  beginning  of  this  talk,  we  are 
in  the  pre-dawn  of  a  new  day.  When  the  funds  are  appropriated  by 
Congress,  the  sun  will  come  up  over  the  horizon.  California  libraries 
have  a  big  day  ahead  of  them!" 


Miss  Barbara  "Wynn:     The  California  Public  Library  Development 

Act 

"If  an  article  were  to  be  written  reviewing  the  Public  Library  De- 
velopment Act's  first  year,  it  might  well  be  entitled  'Background  for 
Action.'  Thanks  to  the  Act,  this  past  year  has  been  a  tremendous  one 
for  planning  on  the  part  of  many  libraries  throughout  the  State.  The 
importance  and  need  for  planning  have  of  course  been  recognized  for 
a  long  time,  and  some  excellent  planning  had  been  done  prior  to 
1963/64:  for  example,  the  Coolidge-Wight  report,  on  planning  for 
public  library  service  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  which  had  its 
beginnings  back  in  1961,  and  the  report  written  by  Barbara  Boyd  of 
the  UCLA  School  of  Library  Service  for  the  Public  Library  Executives 
Association  of  Southern  California  on  library  service  in  the  Los  An- 
geles metropolitan  area,  undertaken  to  provide  guide  lines  for  future 
and  further  planning  under  the  Act. 

"The  Act  itself  stresses  the  importance  of  planning  by  giving  pri- 
ority to  planning  grants.  It  makes  provision  for  both  local  and  large 
scale  planning,  and  both  are  being  done,  in  nearly  all  areas  of  the  State. 
In  the  south,  for  example,  twenty  libraries,  largely  in  the  Los  Angeles 
metropolitan  area,  have  joined  forces  and  will  have  an  overall  survey 
that  will  provide  the  framework  for  improving  service  in  that  area 
and  in  the  San  Bernardino  and  Riverside  areas  as  well.  In  addition, 
planning  grants  have  been  awarded  to  smaller  groups  of  libraries 
within  these  areas.  Further  south,  the  San  Diego  Public  and  County 
libraries  will  be  planning  with  the  libraries  of  Oceanside,  Carlsbad  and 
National  City. 

"Moving  north,  libraries  in  the  Black  Gold  District — in  Ventura, 
Kern,  San  Luis  Obispo  and  Santa  Barbara  Counties — received  a  plan- 
ning grant.  In  the  central  part  of  the  State,  cooperative  planning  was 
done  by  libraries  in  Fresno,  Madera  and  Kings  Counties.  In  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area,  grants  were  awarded  to  the  Santa  Clara  and  to 
the  San  Mateo  County  libraries  for  themselves  and  other  libraries  in 
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the  individual  counties,  and  to  the  Berkeley  Public  Library  for  a  group 
of  East  Bay  libraries  in  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa  Counties.  In  the 
Mother  Lode  country,  planning  was  done  by  and  for  libraries  in  Placer 
and  El  Dorado  counties. 

"During  1963/64,  16  planning  grant  applications  were  approved, 
including  some  74  libraries. 

"Unfortunately,  some  desired  planning  could  not  be  accomplished. 
Some  libraries  that  started  to  plan  were  not  eligible  for  the  grants,  and 
others  could  not  obtain  the  necessary  authorization  from  local  officials. 
The  latter  was  the  case  with  two  groups  of  northern  libraries,  one  con- 
sisting of  the  Shasta  and  Tehama  county  libraries,  and  the  other  in- 
cluding the  Sutter  and  Colusa  County,  and  the  Marysville  and  Colusa 
City  libraries.  The  second  group  hoped  to  form  a  Mid- Valley  Library 
System,  possibly  also  including  Yolo  and  Woodland  city  libraries. 
Although  these  and  other  libraries  were  unable  to  begin  their  planning 
during  this  first  year,  it  is  very  probable  that  in  some  areas,  at  least, 
renewed  efforts  will  be  made. 

' '  The  groups  which  have  received  planning  grants  are  using  a  variety 
of  planning  methods,  and  of  planners.  Some  are  utilizing  the  services 
of  librarians,  others  have  gone  outside  the  library  field  to  get  assistance 
from  professional  planners,  and  some  are  using  a  combination  of  expert 
librarians  and  nonlibrarian  experts. 

"Dr.  Eugene  Hart  of  the  University  of  Southern  California  faculty 
did  the  planning  for  the  libraries  in  the  Black  Gold  District.  Barbara 
Boyd  is  doing  surveys  for  several  groups  in  Los  Angeles  and  Orange 
counties.  The  Mother  Lode  group  of  libraries  employed  the  Griffen- 
hagen-Kroeger  Company,  and  their  report  has  already  been  published. 
Planning  for  the  San  Mateo  group  is  being  done  by  William  Spangle 
and  Associates,  and  also  by  John  Richards,  formerly  librarian  of  the 
Seattle  Public  Library.  A  group  of  libraries  headed  by  the  Pasadena 
Public  Library  will  have  their  planning  done  by  Eay  Holt  of  the 
Pomona  Public  Library  and  by  Dr.  Gerhard  Rostvold,  professor  of 
economics  at  Pomona  College.  These  are  just  some  of  the  people  who 
are  participating  in  the  planning.  A  number  of  the  planners  are  of 
course  also  participating  in  these  workshops. 

"The  planning  is  in  all  stages.  Some  groups  had  already  completed 
a  major  portion  of  it,  others  are  well  underway,  and  still  others  that 
contemplate  long  range  surveys  are  just  getting  off  the  ground.  Cer- 
tainly in  all  areas  much  of  the  work  is  being  done  not  only  by  the 
planners  themselves  but  also  by  the  librarians  of  the  libraries  involved, 
through  attendance  at  many  meetings  and  through  compilation  of  in- 
formation and  data  for  the  surveyor.  The  interest  and  the  enthusiasm 
and  the  effort  that  have  been  shown  everywhere  have  really  been 
remarkable. 

"In  addition  to  a  variety  of  methods,  the  planning  covers  a  variety 
of  areas.  For  example,  among  other  factors  the  different  groups  are 
studying  are :  annexation  patterns  and  population  growth  as  they  relate 
to  libraries ;  variations  in  local  financial  support ;  ways  of  coordinating 
book  selection,  ordering  and  cataloging;  the  most  efficient  methods  of 
rapid  movement  and  exchange  of  materials  among  member  libraries; 
v/ays  of  evaluating  book  and  periodical  resources,  improving  reference 
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service  through  the  establishment  of  regional  reference  centers, 
rapid  intercommunication  of  information  through  teletype,  integrated 
catalog  information  through  a  book  catalog,  union  card  catalog  or 
similar  device;  possible  areas  of  cooperation  between  public  libraries 
and  academic  and  special  libraries;  improved  cooperation  between 
public  and  school  libraries ;  the  best  methods  of  increasing  and  improv- 
ing personnel  resources  in  the  area;  and  joint  publicity  and  public 
relations  activities. 

"Establishment  grants  have  been  awarded  as  well.  As  the  regulations 
state,  an  establishment  grant  is  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  imple- 
menting a  plan  for  service  for  a  previously  unserved  county,  or  a  plan 
which  involves  two  or  more  libraries.  Several  groups  which  received 
planning  grant  funds  have  already  progressed  from  the  planning  to 
the  establishment  stage  and  as  a  result  we  have,  for  example,  the  Black 
Gold  Cooperative  Library  System  and  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library 
System.  Libraries  in  Placer  and  El  Dorado  Counties  hope  to  form  a 
Mother  Lode  Library  System.  The  Griffenhagen-Kroeger  report  recom- 
mended that  this  be  first  a  cooperative  system  and  eventually  a  con- 
solidated one.  While  the  Mother  Lode  System  has  not  yet  materialized, 
the  librarians  are  hopeful  that  it  will  be  established  in  the  near  future. 

"Several  other  groups  of  libraries  which  did  not  request  planning 
grant  funds  have  established  systems  under  the  Act.  One  of  these  is 
the  Santa  Clara  Valley  System  comprising  the  Santa  Clara  County 
and  Gilroy  public  libraries.  The  present  North  Bay  System  has  been 
formed  as  a  public  agency  in  its  own  right,  with  power  to  employ  staff, 
acquire  property,  and  enter  into  contracts,  with  the  establishment  grant 
funds.  The  system  services  and  personnel  will  be  consolidated  into  a 
single  building,  separate  from  any  member  library. 

"Finally,  in  addition  to  planning  and  establishment  grant  applica- 
tions, a  number  of  per  capita,  applications  have  been  received.  At  its 
last  meeting  the  Public  Library  Development  Board  recommended  that 
priority  in  allocating  per  capita  grant  funds  be  given  to  applications 
submitted  by  systems  established  under  the  Act.  This  priority  will  be 
observed, 

"In  looking  back  over  the  year,  one  can  say  that  much  has  been  ac- 
complished in  a  relatively  short  time.  Certainly  the  libraries  that  are 
planning  or  establishing  systems  are,  in  the  words  of  the  law,  helping 
to  establish,  improve  and  extend  library  services. 

"In  addition  to  the  grants  themselves  the  law  also  provides  for  the 
Public  Library  Development  Board,  to  consist  of  the  State  Librarian 
and  nine  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  In  the  past  year 
the  Board  was  appointed  and  organized,  and  has  met  three  times.  It 
has  reviewed  all  of  the  applications  and  has  made  recommendations 
concerning  them,  and  the  state  aid  program,  to  the  State  Librarian. 

"Much  progress  has  been  made  in  implementing  the  Public  Library 
Development  Act,  and  while  many  of  the  most  exciting  developments 
still  lie  ahead,  a  real  background  for  a,ction  has  been  laid," 
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Mr.  Marvin  E.  Howell  :     California  School  Libraries     (Summary) 

School  and  college  libraries  must  be  raised  to  a  new  level  of  excel- 
lence :  this  is  the  only  solution  to  the  student  use  problem.  There  has 
been  promising  action  toward  this  in  California  in  the  past  year,  from 
three  approaches  :  money,  research,  and  standards. 

A  new  source  of  funds  was  made  available  when  State  Attorney 
General  Mosk  ruled  that  the  State  Allocations  Board  might,  if  they 
so  approved,  include  money  for  school  library  books  as  an  appropriate 
budget  item  in  the  grants  for  new  school  buildings.  Funds  would  total 
over  $1.5  million  the  first  year  and  approximately  $780,000  each  fol- 
lowing year.  There  is  a  variety  of  formulas  for  local  allocations :  for 
example,  2.5  books  per  child  would  be  allowed  in  large  high  schools; 
5  per  child  in  small  elementary  schools.  Another  provision  requires  that 
49  percent  of  the  books  in  the  new  library  be  ones  which  would  be 
found  in  established  collections. 

All  schools  applying  after  December  1961  for  state  building  aid  will 
be  eligible,  including  those  adding  wings  to  existing  buildings.  One- 
third  of  all  California  schools  are  built  with  state  aid.  The  very  fact 
that  schools  need  state  funds  for  construction  shows  that  there  is  a 
clear  need  also  for  school  library  funds.  The  money  will  come  from 
funds  to  be  made  available  if  voted  in  the  November  election  school 
bond  issue.  Obviously,  the  new  program,  if  it  can  be  implemented,  will 
influence  school  library  development. 

Research  is  being  undertaken  in  the  California  school  library  survey, 
authorized  by  AB  2259  as  passed  by  the  1963  State  Legislature  and 
effective  September  1963.  The  coordinator,  Mr.  Howell,  was  appointed 
in  December  with  a  staff  of  two.  The  ten-member  Advisory  Committee 
was  appointed  by  the  Department  of  Education  with  the  approval  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  As  required  by  the  bill,  members  repre- 
sent specific  professional  occupations  related  directly  or  indirectly  to 
school  library  service.  Dr.  Raynard  C.  Swank,  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Librarianship,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  serves  as  chairman, 
and  Mrs.  Mildred  Frary  of  Los  Angeles,  head  supervisor  of  school 
libraries,  as  vice  chairman.  Other  members  are  Erwin  A.  Dann,  assist- 
ant superintendent  for  secondary  schools  for  the  Fresno  Unified  School 
District  and  member  of  the  Accreditation  Commission  of  Western  As- 
sociation of  Schools  and  Colleges;  Herman  A.  Gruhn,  Riverside  school 
principal;  Edwin  C.  Coffin,  Salinas,  county  superintendent  of  schools; 
Renee  Le  Roy  of  Pasadena,  curriculum  specialist;  E.  Ben  Evans, 
Bakersfield,  director  of  instructional  materials.  The  three  public  mem- 
bers are  Carl  B.  Munck,  Oakland  attorney;  Dorothy  Traver,  San  Ber- 
nardino County  librarian,  and  Mrs.  Elaine  Brandstad  of  Stockton, 
school  board  president.  Dr.  Frances  Henne,  Columbia  University,  is 
the  out-of-state  consultant  to  the  committee,  and  Peter  Tashnovian, 
Bureau  of  Education  Research  in  the  State  Department  of  Education 
is  special  consultant.  Mildred  Brackett,  Consultant  in  school  library 
education.  State  Department  of  Education,  is  ex  officio  a  Committee 
member. 
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The  School  Library  Survey  covers  a  wide  variety  of  topics,  such  as 
financing,  personnel,  and  collections.  Data  are  being  secured  from  a 
series  of  questionnaires,  almost  8000  in  total,  and  will  be  machine 
processed.  Almost  all  elementary,  junior  high,  high  school  and  junior 
college  libraries  in  the  State  are  included  in  the  study.  The  findings 
will  be  issued  at  some  future  date  as  a  bulletin  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education.  In  the  meantime  a  preliminary  report  will  be  prepared 
for  the  1965  State  Legislature.  Further,  the  Advisory  Committee  will 
work  with  the  survey  findings,  to  translate  them  into  recommendations, 
and  these  will  be  used  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  the 
California  Association  of  School  Librarians  as  the  basis  for  a  1965 
legislative  program. 

The  third  promising  development  is  the  standards  revision  project. 
Our  1955  school  library  standards,  developed  by  the  then  School  Li- 
brary Association  of  California,  were  superseded  when  the  ALA  stan- 
dards were  issued  in  1960.  Now  there  is  interest  in  upgrading  the  state 
standards.  It  is  hoped,  and  expected,  that  the  revised  set  will  closely 
approximate  those  of  the  ALA,  with  some  adaptation  as  necessary.  The 
revision  project  has  been  planned  as  a  three  year  undertaking,  and  is 
being  chaired  by  "Warren  Hicks,  Chabot  Junior  College  Librarian. 
Twenty-two  organizations  with  interest  and  concern  in  this  area  are 
participating  J  among  them,  the  California  Association  of  County  Su- 
perintendents of  Schools,  the  American  Association  of  University 
Women,  the  California  Parent  Teachers  Association,  and  the  California 
Library  Association.  The  California  Library  Association  is  being  rep- 
resented in  the  project  by  Edith  Bishop  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public 
Library.  The  group  is  working  closely  with  the  California  School  Li- 
brary Survey. 

In  sum,  the  School  Library  Survey  will  tell  us  where  we  are  now; 
the  revised  standards  will  tell  us  where  we  should  be,  and  the  Alloca- 
tions Board  decision  will,  hopefully,  give  us  some  of  the  money  we  need 
to  get  there. 


Dr.  Edward  A.  Wight  :     The  California  Library  Association  Library 

Development  and  Standards  Committee 
(Summary) 

The  Committee  has  no  major  project  underway  currently.  Its  most 
recent  activity  was  to  offer,  on  request,  some  criteria  for  regulations 
for  the  expanded  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  One  possible 
line  of  future  action  would  be  to  study  revision  of  the  California  public 
library  standards,  employing  suggestions  being  developed  in  this  work- 
shop. 

In  the  past  our  major  effort  has  been,  in  working  to  implement  the 
standards  and  the  Master  Plan,  to  assist  the  leadership  of  the  State 
Library  and  to  work  for  increased  funds  for  that  Library.  The  State 
Library,  empowered  by  the  Education  Code  to  assist  all  authorities, 
state  and  local,  in  library  services  development,  is  a  logical  focal  point. 
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There  are  other  needs  which  might  be  suggested.  Of  all  the  stan- 
dards officially  adopted  by  the  American  Library  Association,  only  one 
has  built-in  provision  for  application.  That  is  the  standards  for  schools 
of  library  science,  applied  through  accreditation.  These  are  the  only 
functioning  set  of  standards;  all  others  are  goals.  We  need  a  way  to 
measure  progress  toward  achieving  the  goals;  to  know  where  we  are 
and  how  far  we  have  gone.  Such  measures  should  be  developed  for  the 
California  Library  Association  standards  so  that  individual  libraries 
could  plot  the  library  profile,  determine  where  they  stand  on  a  scale, 
and,  by  re-applying  the  standards  at  intervals,  could  measure  progress 
or  retrogression.  If  we  are  going  to  plan  for  development  we  need  to 
see  a  measurement  of  reasonable  progress.  Those  standards  which  are 
specific  are  now  probably  too  low;  for  example  the  size  of  branch 
buildings  recommended  is  no  longer  adequate  for  service.  Further,  we 
need  a  statement  on  the  total  size  of  facilities,  central  and  branch, 
required. 

The  same  general  comments  might  be  made  about  the  Master  Plan. 
As  Mrs.  Leigh  has  suggested,  there  is  a  need  for  elaboration  of  detail, 
and  for  a  statewide  study  to  sharpen  up  the  proposed  program.  It  is 
particularly  necessary  to  develop  a  division  of  the  State  into  approxi- 
mate regions  for  systems  of  systems  and  to  indicate  those  regions 
needing  regional  service  centers.  For  this  we  need  to  study  economic 
patterns,  population,  transportation  systems  and  so  forth. 

Also,  we  need  to  agree  on  our  terminology,  so  it  will  be,  in  particular, 
clear  whether  we  are  referring  to  a  library  jurisdiction  or  to  a  grouping 
of  libraries  when  we  discuss  a  "system."  If  we  make  standards  in  part 
for  the  use  of  laymen,  and  if  we  are  going  to  request  support  from 
patrons,  legislators  and  local  officials,  we  must  clarify  our  meanings. 

The  respective  functions  of  the  various  library  service  levels,  particu- 
larly the  State  Library  and  the  regional  service  centers,  should  be 
spelled  out  in  the  statewide  study.  Two  minimum  essential  things  Dr. 
Martin  might  do  are  to  define  what  the  State  Library  book  collection 
should  be,  and  to  analyze  the  holdings  of  the  different  levels  so  that  a 
working  statement  on  the  responsibilities  of  each  for  collections  might 
be  developed.  The  State  Library  needs  to  know  the  shape  and  direction 
its  collection  should  take,  so  that  it  can  build  the  budget  and  design 
the  acquisition  policy  explicitly  to  carry  on  the  proper  kind  of  backup 
service  to  local  libraries  and  systems.  If  we  just  pool  the  same  resources 
all  over  the  State  we  will  get  merely  quantit3^ 

This  backup  function  of  the  State  Library,  the  responsibility  to  fur- 
nish materials  for  statewide  service  at  a  specified  level,  is  not  a  clear 
concept  to  the  State  financial  authorities,  and  it  must  be  made  so.  If 
these  authorities  thoroughly  understand  the  responsibility,  they  will 
most  probably  accept  it  and  support  it. 

Standards  and  the  Master  Plan  will  not  get  us  ahead  unless  we  have 
provisions  for  applying  them,  and  unless  we  can  determine  what  is  re- 
quired at  the  various  levels  in  the  way  of  books,  personnel  and  other 
elements.  Further,  we  need  to  delineate  the  general  geographical  frame- 
work. Eightf ully,  we  have  local  planning  done  by  local  people ;  but  to 
carry  the  Master  Plan  concept  out,  we  must  also  have  coordination. 
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If  all  planning  is  local,  the  result  will  be  a  patchwork,  not  statewide 
coordinated  development.  The  State  has  resources  to  provide  high  level 
service,  but  it  provides  it  only  when  specific  needs  and  plans  are  clear. 
If  we  can  have  a  plan  and  a  price  tag,  we  have  good  prospects  of  finding 
the  support. 

General  Discussion 

At  the  Palm  Springs  workshop,  interest  in  the  following  discussion 
period  was  centered  on  standards  and  other  criteria  as  they  might  relate 
to  state  and  federal  subvention  programs.  Some  of  the  views  expressed 
were : 

Standards  should  be  specific,  and  should  be  applied  as  criteria  for 
federal  funds  eligibility,  as  a  lever  to  effect  improved  services.  A  num- 
ber of  excellent  libraries  now  surpass  certain  of  the  ALA  standards 
through  good  administrative  practices ;  the  presumption  is  that  many 
of  the  standards  should  be  now  raised. 

Federal  funds  should  be  limited  to  the  use  of  those  communities  now 
meeting  basic  reasonable  support  levels  for  services  and  capital  fund 
financing.  If  we  use  state  and  federal  monies  to  raise  the  levels  of  those 
libraries  which  are  inadequate  because  they  are  inadequately  supported 
locally,  we  will  ultimately  discourage  all  local  governmental  effort.  A 
minimum  floor  of  local  effort,  and  enrichment,  are  not  incompatible. 
Library  services  at  or  above  the  minimum  support  level  still  need 
enrichment. 

Measurement  of  local  effort  is  difficult  to  determine  fairly.  Tax  rates, 
assessed  valuation,  and  expenditures  bear  varying  relationships  to  each 
other,  depending  upon  the  area  of  the  State  and  the  type  of  community 
under  consideration.  The  use  of  either  per  capita  expenditures  or,  alter- 
natively, tax  rates  in  the  state  aid  program  is  an  attempt  to  equalize 
the  measurement  of  actual  local  effort. 

Because  the  federal  government  has  given  no  long-term  commitment 
on  continuing  library  assistance,  it  is  difficult  to  fit  federal  funds  into 
long  range  planning.  While  this  problem  remains  insoluble,  it  is  prob- 
ably more  important  to  note  what  is  the  vital  and  primary  benefit  of 
the  federal  program ;  that  the  aid  has  had  the  effect  of  increasing  local 
support  levels. 

Palo  Alto  participants  also  discussed  application  of  standards  to 
libraries  as  a  means  of  determining  aid  eligibility.  It  was  suggested  that 
full  fledged  "accreditation"  of  libraries  might  conflict  with  the  diver- 
sity in  local  libraries  which  is  desired  and  encouraged,  but  that  the  use 
of  standards  as  eligibility  measures  is  desirable,  especially  if  assistance 
funds  are  granted  to  help  the  library  reach  standards. 

In  a  discussion  of  the  citizen's  role,  it  was  suggested  that  citizens 
should  participate  actively  in  formulating  the  library's  objectives  while 
the  librarian's  function  is  to  develop  specific  standards  to  meet  these 
goals.  It  was  noted  that  such  a  citizen  activity  would  be  helpful,  for 
example,  in  the  area  of  service  to  students. 

The  topic  of  school  library-public  library  relations  was  explored  at 
length.  Among  the  proposals  made  were  one,  that  school  standards  for 
buildings  should  include  specifications  for  a  library  wing,  separately 
maintained  and  opened,  and  another,  that  public  libraries  include  stu- 
dent use  wings,  staffed  by  high  school  personnel.  Mr.  Harold  Hacker 
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described  New  York  City  proposals  for  undergraduate  study  centers 
operated  by  the  public  library  but  separately  housed.  The  need  for 
more  and  better  communication  between  the  public  library  and  the 
school  staff  and  administration  was  emphasized.  Mrs.  Carma  Leigh 
referred  participants  again  to  the  public  library-school  district  coopera- 
tive effort  proposed  as  a  new  federal  funds  project,  and  requested 
specific  suggestions  for  a  pilot  study.

The  moderators  at  each  session  announced  that  panelists  would  speak 
in  the  order  of  the  unit  of  the  service  network  they  were  representing. 
Miss  Laich  noted  that  money  could  not  be  spent  efficiently  within  a 
patchwork  pattern,  and  that  while  regional  planning  is  still  a  sensitive 
area,  we  have  begun  to  move  ahead  to  the  overall  planning  concept, 
with  the  development  of  the  Master  Plan  and  its  design  of  a  service 
network. 


Mrs.  Mary  E.  Murdoch:     The  Community  Library  (Summary) 

There  are  two  possibilities  open  to  the  community  library  as  it  fits  it- 
self into  the  service  network ;  that  the  library  might  change  its  functions 
or  that  it  might  align  itself  with  a  larger  library  in  the  area  and  in 
so  doing  share  certain  functions.  We  shall  have  to  determine  what  the 
advantages  will  be  in  economies  and  efficiency  in  shared  functions,  and 
what  disadvantages  might  arise.  Central  processing  would  seem  to 
offer  savings  in  staff  time  and  money ;  on  the  other  hand  it  might  prove 
to  be  unacceptably  slow. 

The  community  library  today  can  offer  its  local  patrons  the  grace 
notes  of  library  service,  such  as  lecture  series,  prints  and  records,  and 
we  will  want  to  continue  these.  Many  of  them  are  made  possible  through 
the  interest  and  support  of  the  local  Friends  of  the  Libraries.  We 
have  to  question  whether  there  would  be  an  influx  of  patrons  from  out- 
side the  immediate  locality  but  from  within  the  system  area  to  an 
extent  that  would  make  it  almost  impossible  to  continue  these  activities. 

(317) 
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In  recent  surveys  we  have  found  that  a  certain  percentage  of  high 
school  students'  requests  were  unfilled  because  we  either  lacked  the 
books  or  sufficient  duplicate  copies.  We  won't  solve  this  problem  by 
going  to  a  larger  library  but  rather  by  improving  a  smaller  one — ■ 
the  high  school  library.  At  the  same  time  we  find  our  library  used  by 
college  students  from  a  wide  area  outside  the  city. 

The  primary  problem  is  economic  pressure.  We  are  at  our  maximum 
tax  rate  now;  we  are  looking  to  state  and/or  federal  aid,  and  to  coop- 
erative arrangements,  so  that  we  can  continue  to  give  at  least  the 
present  level  of  service,  and,  hopefully,  to  improve  it. 


Mr.  Frank  Dempsey  :     The  Community  Library 

"I  have  been  impressed,  in  reviewing  the  Master  Plan,  and  in  study- 
ing the  provisions  of  AB  590,  and  also  in  recalling  statements  of  State 
Library  people,  that  the  point  is  made  repeatedly  that  'Planning  for 
local  library  service  must  continue  to  be  done  by  local  people  directly 
responsible  for  the  service.'  We  know,  in  the  library  family,  that  much 
of  this  emphasis  was  in  the  nature  of  an  attempt  to  reassure  suspicious 
boards,  councils,  and  city  fathers  that  local  autonomy  will  be,  and  is, 
respected,  and  that  the  primrose  path  to  the  'Super  Library'  is  not 
paved  with  Public  Library  Development  Acts. 

' '  On  the  other  hand,  I  believe  the  leaders  in  the  profession  genuinely 
feel  that  the  local  library,  administered  efficiently  and  imaginatively, 
can  and  will  operate  just  as  effectively  or  better  through  local  govern- 
mental jurisdictions  than  as  it  might  if  administered  as  a  fragment  of 
a  super  system,  from  on  high. 

' '  The  problem  with  local  administration,  of  course,  is  that  very  often 
chauvinism,  parochialism,  call  it  what  you  will,  may  intrude  to  the 
extent  that  the  librarian  finds  it  impossible  to  establish  even  the  most 
tenuous  fiber  of  connection  with  the  other  elements  in  our  network 
concept, 

''One  of  the  most  significant  sentences  in  the  Master  Plan  reads: 
'Effective  planning  must  take  into  consideration  relationships  not  only 
within  one  community,  but  with  contiguous  jurisdictions  and  through- 
out an  entire  area.'  But  how  often  is  this  done?  The  answer  to  that, 
I  believe,  is  that  it  is  currently  being  done  much  more,  and  on  far 
more  significant  scale,  than  ever  before  in  this  State.  And  I  see  two 
main  reasons  for  this.  The  first  is  the  successful  passage  of  the  Public 
Library  Development  Act  and  the  resultant  funds  available  for  plan- 
ning. Second,  the  fact  that  it  becomes  more  painfully  apparent  year 
by  year  that,  for  many  local  librarians,  it  is  becoming  a  matter  of 
cooperate  or  perish.  For,  despite  bigger  budgets,  despite  more  public 
support  as  evidence  by  the  growth  and  enthusiasm  of  Friends  groups 
all  over  the  State,  despite  a  growing  awareness  on  the  part  of  many 
city  and  county  officials  that  their  library  is  really  no  longer  a  step 
child,  but  has  now  climbed  out  of  the  ashes  and  has  as  much  right  to 
go  to  the  ball  as  Public  Works  and  the  Police   Chief,   despite  the 
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maternal  clucks  and  nudgings  by  the  State  Library  brooding  benignly 
over  us — despite  all  these  advances — we  are,  by  and  large,  still  not 
making  the  grade.  More  often  than  not,  our  pathetic  little  triumphs 
are  ground  to  dust  under  the  heels  of  the  3  :20  p.m.  avalanche. 

' '  The  Master  Plan  says  primly :  '  The  community  library  sliould  be 
able  to  satisfy  the  majority  of  the  demands  made  upon  it.'  These  are 
fine  words,  but — these  demands  are  increasing  in  numbers  and  scope. 
I  know,  for  example,  that  we  have  spent  nearly  $5,000  this  year  on 
phonograph  records,  alone,  and  that  our  $63,000  book  budget  has  pro- 
vided over  18,000  new  books  in  a  city  of  111,000  people;  yet  I  still 
hear  constantly  that  'there  is  never  an^'thing  in,  aren't  you  buying 
any  new  books  or  records?'  This  is  a  familiar  wail  to  many  of  you. 

"Probably,  even  if  we  could  double  our  operating  budgets  many  of 
us  could  still  not  'satisfy  the  majority  of  demands  made  upon  us.' 
And  we  know  full  well  that  many  of  us  consider  ourselves  lucky  if  we 
get  even  a  five  to  ten  percent  increase  in  budgets  over  the  previous 
year.  It  may  be  a  bitter  pill  to  swallow,  but  there  is  a  limit  to  how  much 
any  given  local  community  can  afford  to  pay— or  will  be  willing  to 
pay — for  library  service,  even  though  the  demands  on  us,  in  relentless 
and  seemingly  limitless  numbers,  will  probably  not  diminish. 

"There  are  several  things  we  can  do,  of  course.  AYe  can  continue  to 
fight  tooth  and  fang  for  as  large  a  slice  of  the  budget  pie  as  we  think 
we  need,  we  can  support,  and  take  advantage  of  state  and  federal  pro- 
grams and  funds,  and  we  can  conscientiously  examine  our  individual 
strength  and  weaknesses  and  see  where,  through  reciprocity,  central- 
ization, specialization,  and  so  forth,  these  atoms — community  libraries 
— can  be  dovetailed  in  a  network  molecule.  If  we  don't  hang  together, 
we  may  indeed  hang  separately  but  equally  .  .  . 

"Now  there  is  nothing  intrinsically  easy  about  establishing  and 
utilizing  the  necessary  connecting  tissues  in  the  service  network.  Coop- 
eration just  for  its  own  sake  is  idiocy.  It  has  to  be  meaningful  and 
demonstrably  desirable.  Staffs  and  boards  may  have  to  be  convinced 
that  'But  we  have  always  done  it  that  way'  is  not  the  Eleventh  Com- 
mandment. There  may  be  sincere  concern  on  the  part  of  many,  staff 
and  patrons,  that  a  reciprocal  arrangement  will  strip  the  home  library 
of  its  already  inadequate  resources.  This  is  a  valid  and  legitimate  con- 
cern and  it  deserves  an  honest  answer.  Further,  I  might  suggest  that  we 
all  take  special  care  to  watch  out  for  'Administrative  Syndrome,'  the 
chief  symptom  of  which  is  to  assume  that  all  out  librarians  on  the 
firing  line,  in  the  public  departments  and  technical  processes,  are  going 
to  embrace  any  and  all  cooperative  undertakings  with  the  same  delir- 
ious euphoria  that  sometimes  suffuses  the  offices  of  the  administration. 
That  just  isn't  so  .  .  .  We  must  not  assume,  in  establishing  the  links 
in  our  network,  that  there  will  not  be  a  lot  of  training  and  explaining- 
involved.  This  can  be  a  two-way  educational  process;  and  always  re- 
member that  without  the  understanding  and  sincere  cooperation  of 
staff,  the  best  Master  Plan  can  be  as  worthless  as  a  used  paper  towel, 
and  the  best  network  as  fragile  as  a  spider  web. 

"Eric  Hoffer  said  that  libraries  should  be  open  24  hours  a  day.  I 
agree ;  and  I  hope  whichever  one  of  you  pioneers  this  program  will  send 
me  a  complete  report.  Parenthetically,  I  hope  someday  we  can  have  in 
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the  Bay  Area  a  centralized  telephone  reference  service,  which  can 
operate  24  hours  a  day.  As  of  now,  however,  there  is  little  chance  of 
our  keeping  all  our  libraries  open  round  the  clock.  If  the  demands  on 
us  increase,  if  the  State's  population  continues  to  explode,  we  shall  all 
probably  be  lucky  if  we  sustain  our  present  often  inadequate  schedules. 

"We  all  have  trouble,  and  the  simple  fact  is  that  we  all  need  each 
other  desperately;  and  yet,  right  now,  some  of  us,  figuratively  speak- 
ing, hardly  know  one  another.  We  may  be  only  dimly  aware  of  one 
another's  strengths  and  weaknesses.  The  service  network  concept  is 
bold,  and  its  fiber  critical.  Within  that  concept  we  can  realize  and 
define  ways  of  mutual  assistance. 

"I  look  forward  to  that  day  when  Mrs.  Leigh,  unrolling  a  great  map 
of  our  California  service  network  before  the  legislators,  can  speak 
collectively  for  all  of  us  and  say :  '  I  am  the  greatest. '  ' ' 


Mrs.  Catherine  C.  Chadwick:     The  Local  Library  System 
(Summary) 

The  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System  is  a  direct  outgrowth 
of  the  California  Library  Association  Black  Gold  District,  itself  only 
relatively  recently  organized.  District  members,  including  the  San  Luis 
Obispo  county  and  city  libraries,  the  Kern  County  Library,  the  Lom- 
poc,  Santa  Barbara  and  Santa  Maria  public  libraries,  the  Ventura 
county  and  city  libraries,  and  the  Oxnard,  Santa  Paula  and  Paso 
Robles  public  libraries,  began  meeting  together  as  the  future  for  pass- 
age of  AB  590  looked  promising.  The  group  also  had  a  common  interest 
in  the  Econolist  book  catalog  methods  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Public 
Library  and  in  the  book  catalog  ideas  discussed  at  the  State  Library 
workshop  on  this  subject. 

Planning  meetings  became  regular  events  when  AB  590  was  enacted, 
and  we  began  to  work  toward  an  application  for  a  grant.  The  Oxnard 
and  Paso  Robles  libraries  did  not  join  us  in  the  planning  grant  appli- 
cation and  subsequent  development  of  a  plan  of  service. 

In  the  meetings  the  discussion  centered  on  working  out  lists  of  what 
members  would  want  most  in  a  system  organization.  The  first  priority 
was  the  book  catalog.  Others  included  a  delivery  truck  and  teletype  in 
those  libraries  where  it  would  be  more  practical  than  telephone,  for 
securing  quick  information  on  books  available.  Other  desiderata  are  a 
roving  reference  librarian,  a  portable  copying  machine,  and  microfilm. 
All  of  these  fit  into  a  pattern  of  quick  communication  and  sharing  of 
resources.  Other  plans  include  a  film  program  and  a  series  of  work- 
shops on  technical  services,  and  services  to  children  and  young  people. 

Planning  led  to  an  application  for,  and  approval  of,  an  establish- 
ment grant  to  organize  the  system.  Kern  County  Library  could  not  join 
the  system  as  established,  so  the  members  now  are  the  San  Luis  ( 
Obispo  city  and  county  libraries,  the  Ventura  city  and  county  libraries, 
and  the  Lompoc,  Santa  Barbara,  Santa  Maria  and  Santa  Paula 
libraries. 
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A  processing  center  has  already  been  organized,  located  at  the  Ven- 
tura County  Library  headquarters,  and  a  coordinator  has  been  selected 
in  each  member  library.  Early  in  the  summer  there  will  be  a  workshop 
for  technical  services  personnel.  At  this  stage,  billing  and  ordering  are 
still  individual  library  responsibilities.  A  coordinated  book  selection 
program  is  not  yet  completely  developed. 

All  of  the  member  libraries  of  the  System  are  strongly  individual- 
ized; we  hope  to  work  out  an  overall  program  that  will  give  each  of 
them  definite  benefits  from  system  membership. 


Miss  Virginia  L.  Ross  :     The  Local  Library  System  (Summary) 

The  premise  on  which  we  work  is  that  there  should  be  access  to  a 
large  and  diversified  collection  of  books  on  all  subjects,  constantly  en- 
riched, and  such  other  basic  elements  recommended  in  the  California 
Master  Plan  as  free  availability,  personnel  sufficiently  diversified  in 
education,  training  and  experience  to  perform  the  varied  tasks  neces- 
sary to  achieve  the  library's  purpose,  and  maintenance  of  buildings 
and  equipment  adequate  to  provide  for  all  library  functions,  and  for 
easy  access  to  books. 

The  role  of  the  system  is  to  supply  books  and  other  resources,  and 
special  personnel  as  are  needed  to  supplement  the  community  library's 
services,  and  to  give  service  in  depth  to  individuals  and  to  groups. 
These  supplementary  services  may  be  built  up  through  cooperative 
practices  among  the  member  libraries.  In  a  system  lacking  a  strong 
central  library,  it  will  mean  pooled  use  of  existing  resources,  through 
agreements  and  group  contracts. 

San  Mateo  County,  in  its  454  square  miles,  has  a  population  of  ap- 
proximately 500,000.  The  bayside  is  urbanized  and  the  coastside  still 
largely  rural.  However,  urban  sprawl  is  moving  down  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  we  expect  a  150,000  coastside  population  by  1980.  Library 
service  is  given  by  the  seven  city  libraries  and  the  county  library,  with 
the  county  library  serving  about  half  the  population  and  the  individual 
city  libraries  serving  populations  varying  from  25  to  80  thousand. 
Although  the  levels  of  service  and  support  have  increased  markedly 
in  general  in  the  past  decade,  variations  still  persist  from  one  service 
area  to  another.  Per  capita  expenditure  averages  about  $2.37,  and 
ranges  from  $1.86  to  $5.70.  Per  capita  volumes  added  range  from  .05 
to  .82  and  present  book  stock  from  .7  to  5.9.  Individual  libraries  add 
from  2,700  to  6,000  volumes  annually. 

There  is  no  one  strong  library,  but  we  can  improve  our  services  by 
pooling.  We  plan  to  strengthen  material  resources,  in  depth  and  in 
scope,  including  books,  documents  and  periodicals,  through  some  form 
of  cooperative  acquisition  in  the  sense  of  subject  specialties.  We  need 
to  have  basic  data  to  determine  the  present  state  of  subject  specializa- 
tion, and  then  go  on  to  build.  At  the  same  time,  each  library  will 
strengthen  its  own  holdings.  Concomitantly  with  pooling  of  resources 
we  will  have  interavailaj)ility  of  ticket:  free  access  to  all  residents  of 
the  system  area.  Other  needs  are  for  a  union  catalog  of  system  holdings, 
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rapid  conmiunication  for  information  on  resources,  a  rapid  delivery- 
system,  centralized  processing  and  coordination  of  selection  and  order- 
ing. We  have  a  processing  center  now,  but  it  serves  only  four  of  the 
eight  libraries.  Extension  of  this  would  be  a  logical  system  service, 
which  would  enable  each  library  to  use  its  funds  more  efficiently.  Coor- 
dinated ordering  would  be  a  related  and  logical  program. 

Other  plans  and  goals  are  a  shared  film  collection,  staff  specialists 
in  the  fields  of  childrens  work,  young  peoples  and  adult  services,  and 
a  flexible  arrangement  of  bookmobile  services,  to  give  service  to  all 
fringe  areas  of  all  jurisdictions.  Further,  we  recognize  the  need  for 
a  resource  center,  at  a  higher  level  of  organization,  to  supplement  the 
local  library  system. 


Mr.  Harold  L.  Hamill:     The  Regional  System  With  a 
Resource  Center  (Summary) 

There  is  as  yet  no  clear  concept  of  what  a  regional  library  service 
center  should  be.  This  is  probably  natural  enough,  since  historically  all 
library  service  has  come  from  local  support.  As  we  try  to  envision  what 
these  centers  may  be,  we  wonder,  among  other  things,  if  they  will  neces- 
sarily take  the  same  shape  in  Siskiyou  County  as  in  Los  Angeles  ? 

The  Master  Plan  for  Piiblic  Libraries  in  California  includes  discus- 
sion of  the  need  for  regional  library  service  centers  to  "meet  the  still 
more  specialized  interests  of  individual  library  users,  as  well  as  the 
needs  of  industry,  business,  agriculture  and  the  arts.  Regional  library 
service  centers  would  serve  very  wide  geographical  areas  including  a 
large  number  of  local  library  systems.  These  back-stopping  facilities 
would  be  established  as  population  patterns  and  other  conditions  dic- 
tated their  need."  The  Plan  goes  on  to  suggest  various  organizational 
methods — a  center  established  by  the  State  Library,  or  an  existing 
library  utilized,  through  contract,  as  the  regional  resource  center,  or  a 
combination  of  both  methods. 

"We  are  talking  not  just  of  geographic  regions  but  of  very  large 
regions.  The  present  California  library  legislation  does  not  spell  out 
the  arrangements  for  this  level  of  service,  but  hopefully  the  Martin 
study  will  develop  a  plan.  Financing  should  come  from  the  State,  and 
the  plan  should  utilize  existing  major  libraries  when  possible.  We  can- 
not afford  to  build  up  these  big  and  expensive  libraries  all  over  again, 
from  scratch.  The  State  does  have  an  obligation  to  extend  the  rich, 
diversified  resources  of  major  libraries  beyond  the  immediate  taxing 
areas,  by  granting  compensating  funds  and  equalizing  through  state 
and  federal  aid.  There  is  also  a  need  to  build  up  the  resources  of  the 
State  Library  itself. 

The  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  would  logically  fit  into  this  level  of 
service :  it  is  a  truly  large  central  library  with  vast  resources.  Consider- 
ing how  much  it  is  used  locally  as  a  research  center,  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  others,  elsewhere,  could  and  would  want  to  use  it  for  this  purpose. 
Provision  would  have  to  be  made  for  the  extiia-jurisdictional  share  of 
budget. 
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We  may  find  some  suggestions  in  the  Pennsylvania  state  plan,  even 
though  our  geography  and  conditions  are  quite  different.  This' plan 
includes  four  specialized  regional  reference  centers,  which  are  in  fact 
already  established  libraries,  well  located  throughout  the  State,  rich 
in  holdings  and  well  staffed. 

Cities  in  other  states  now  receive  subventions  for  library  service 
extended  beyond  the  city  limits;  among  these,  Philadelphia,  New  York 
City,  Enoch  Pratt  in  Baltimore,  and  Detroit  public  libraries.  These 
are  libraries  with  real  depth  in  collections,  specialized  staff,  and  modern 
resources  in  technology  and  rapid  communication  methods.  None  of 
these  elements  is  cheap,  and  it  takes  a  library  of  considerable  resources 
to  achieve  them. 

To  re-emphasize  the  point,  California,  with  its  affluence,  may  well 
be  able  to  finance  regional  library  service  centers  on  a  higher  level 
than  is  possible  in  many  other  states,  but,  despite  its  affluence,  could 
not  and  should  not  duplicate  existing  libraries  potentially  able  to 
perform  the  regional  service  center  function. 


Dr,  Lowell  A.  Martin  :     The  State  Library  (Summary ) 

Every  state  is  different,  and  the  program  in  each  state  should  grow 
out  of  local  and  regional  library  service,  not  the  other  way  around.  The 
statewide  study  in  California  will  be  undertaken  without  preconcep- 
tions or  ready-made  solutions.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will  have,  of 
course,  important  implications  for  the  state  program.  You  have  a  re- 
markable opportunity  to  work  out  a  new  balance  between  the  contri- 
bution of  the  State  Library  and  the  local  libraries;  a  balance  that,  is 
different,  and  better. 

It  is  one  thing  for  the  State  Library  to  serve  as  a  backstop  if  its 
service  is  primarily  to  small  libraries.  It  would  play  another  and  very 
different  role  if  it  serves  system  and  regional  centers.  One  first  thought 
is  that  what  will  be  needed  is  not  six  new  wings  and  5  million  more 
books,  but  a  spelling  out  of  the  function  of  the  State  Library  as  the 
appropriate  coordinator  of  all  resources  in  the  State.  Program  develop- 
ment may  not  proceed  at  all  stages  at  the  same  rate,  of  course,  and 
there  may  be  problems  presented  by  the  Library's  having  to  backstop 
small  local  collections  and  advanced,  large  collections  at  the  same  time, 
for  a  period. 

-  iState  library  functions  are  basically  three :  the  backstopping  or  re- 
source, the  developmental  or  extension,  and  the  regulatory  functions. 
The  second,  developmental  activity,  will  have  to  be  different  and  better 
as  you  develop  the  service  network.  It  is  one  thing  for  a  consultant  to 
help  a  small  library  with  nonprofessional  staff,  and  quite  anothe^r -to 
consult  with  the  director  of  a  highly  automated  library,  or  with  ,the 
director  of  a  major  library  on  such  a  topic,  for  example,  as  financial 
inequities  in  a  regional  system.  Consultant  service  may  be  the  key  to 
development  of  the  California  Master  Plan.  At  the  same  time  genuine 
local  interest  in  coordination  will  be  needed,  so  also  will  a  source  of 
high  level  continuing  guidance  be  necessary.  This  will  require  flexible 
staff,  some  of  them,  perhaps,  specialists. 
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There  is  no  direct  statement  in  the  Master  Plan  on  the  planning 
function  of  the  State  Library,  nor  does  the  document  state  that  the 
Library  has  responsibility  for  statewide  planning.  On  the  other  hand, 
acceptance  of  the  responsibility  seems  to  be  a  fact.  The  situation  is 
pushing  libraries  into  cooperation,  and  they  have  gone  one  step  further 
and  are  planning.  There  is  a  definite  need  for  overall  planning  to  draw 
local  plans  together  in  a  logical  pattern.  It  should  be  noted  also  that 
the  statewide  study  will  represent  just  one  moment  in  time.  In  planning 
it  is  that  which  precedes  and  that  which  succeeds  the  report  that  is 
important.  You  want  an  action  program. 

The  regulatory  function  is  definitely  one  of  the  State  Library 's  roles. 
As  state  aid  programs  have  increased  over  the  nation,  there  has  been 
a  logical  and  necessary  rise  in  the  regulatory  role  of  state  libraries. 
Because  there  is  never  all  the  money  that  is  needed,  there  must  be 
priorities  and  criteria ;  hence,  regulations.  Most  state  aid  programs  rest 
on  some  kind  of  set  of  requirements.  It  would  be  unrealistic  to  expect 
it  to  be  otherwise.  However,  the  power  behind  local  libraries  is  local, 
and  this  must  be  maintained  within  the  new  balance.  If  we  were  to 
lessen  the  local  initiative  and  contribution,  all  our  gains  in  state  and 
federal  funds  would  not  be  worth  the  loss.  The  strongest  case  for 
support  can  be  made  to  the  person  who  uses  the  local  library. 

Plans  in  most  states  depend  largely  on  the  state  level  of  leadership. 
Many  states  undertake  planning  under  a  handicap :  that  the  state 
library  is  weaker  than  the  local  libraries.  You  are  fortunate  that  your 
state  library  is  strong.  There  is  another  favorable  factor  in  the  situation 
here,  one  of  relationship.  The  first  question  to  ask  in  a  state  is :  are 
state  people  planning  with  libraries  or  for  them?  Here  the  answer  is 
the  right  one :  with  libraries.  The  State  Library,  for  example,  could 
have  kept  your  relatively  small  state  aid  appropriation  for  its  own  use, 
to  strengthen  the  consultant  services.  Instead,  it  has  chosen  to  grant 
the  funds  locally.  You  have  an  excellent  situation  to  work  from,  toward 
a  different,  and  better  balance. 


Commentary 

Mr.  Hacker  treated,  briefly,  each  level  of  service  discussed. 

1)  The  community  library  in  a  system  widens  its  horizons,  rather 
than  diminishes  them.  Through  centralized  services,  the  system  pro- 
vides a  minimum  floor  for  all  members.  The  individual  library  can 
raise  its  level  as  high  above  that  floor  as  is  possible,  practical  and 
desirable. 

2)  A  local  system  is  a  specific  entity  with  a  definite  meaning.  A  sys- 
tem needs  a  strong  central  library  or  it  cannot  offer  any  real  advantages 
to  its  members  or  to  the  public. 

3)  The  function  of  the  regional  service  center  should  not  be  limited 
to,  in  effect,  the  backstopping  role,  nor  should  the  resources  and  rela- 
tionships of  the  center  be  limited  to  public  libraries.  In  this  day  and 
age  the  concept  should  be  statewide  and  all  encompassing.  The  service 
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center  should  be  integrated  with  academic  and  special  libraries,  not  a 
separate  and  duplicate  service.  In  building  the  network  at  this  level, 
you  must  build  on  available  strength  of  collections,  leadership,  and 
subject  specialists.  There  is  a  high  cost  involved  and  the  service  may 
often  be  given  to  limited  numbers  of  people;  therefore  duplication  is 
uneconomical.  There  is,  furthermore,  a  growing  trend  toward  inter- 
institutional  cooperation:  this  is  no  time  to  move  in  the  opposite 
direction. 

4)  All  planning  for  the  backstopping,  developmental  and  regulatory 
functions  of  the  State  Library  should  be  directed  toward  the  future. 
Changes  from  past  practices  will  be  necessary.  Consultants  should  work 
with  systems  rather  than  with  individual  libraries.  There  are  three 
other  roles  for  consultants  as  well:  to  develop  ideas  for  system  estab- 
lishment; to  carry  on  continuing  research,  and  to  provide  specialist 
services  and  personnel  for  systems. 

De.  Wight  agreed  that  other  kinds  of  libraries,  beyond  the  public 
libraries,  are  needed  in  the  service  network.  While  we  are  not  yet  or- 
ganized to  bring  them  in,  that  need  must  be  kept  in  mind.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  levels  of  service  proposed  require  specialization  among 
library  consultants  we  do  not  presently  have.  In  view  of  the  difficulty 
there  will  be  in  recruiting  consultants  with  training  of  the  kinds 
needed,  the  State  Library  and  the  California  Library  Association 
should  define  what  preparation  will  be  required,  then  approach  the 
library  schools  to  find  out  if  they  can  offer  the  courses.  If  that  does 
not  prove  possible,  other  plans  will  have  to  be  explored,  perhaps  for 
a  continuing  education  program  or  a  certificate  degree. 

Dr.  Wight's  second  point  was  that  effective  planning  requires  a 
built-in  system  for  evaluation,  to  measure  effects. 

Dr.  Wight  expressed  an  opinion  that  present  library  laws  would  per- 
mit organization  of  and  support  for  regional  centers,  although  there  is 
no  specific  legislation.  The  primary  obstacles  now  are  lack  of  planning 
and  of  money.  We  need  to  rally  political  support.  Dr.  Wight  added  that 
revitalization  of  the  library  program  generally  needs  the  efforts  of  more 
than  librarians;  it  needs  board  and  citizen  support.  Trustees  and  pa- 
trons must  be  encouraged  to  participate. 

In  general  discussion,  participants  raised  questions  as  to  the  possi- 
bility of  interstate  regional  planning  for  library  service  in  border  coun- 
ties. Mrs.  Leigh  announced  that  there  is  currently  an  effort  being  made 
to  establish  an  interstate  compact  among  California  and  other  far  west 
states. 


PANEL:  PRESSURES  ON  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES  TODAY 
Palm  Springs 
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San  Jose  State  College

Mr.  Hacker,  noting  that  the  old  dream  of  bringing  people  into  the 
library  is  turning  into  a  nightmare  for  some  libraries,  urged  librarians 
to  recognize  and  understand  the  causes  of  the  major  modern  pressures : 
changes  in  teaching  methods,  the  information  explosion,  the  population 
boom,  and  specialized  characteristics  of  the  new  population.  The  panel- 
ists would  discuss  these  primary  factors. 


Mr.  Walter  P.  Hollmann  :     Population  Changes  (Summary) 

One  of  the  salient  facts  of  life  in  California  today  is  the  continuing 
increase  in  population.  Mr.  HoUman  gave  as  the  current  estimates :  18.8 
million  total  population  in  1965;  21.7  million  in  1970;  and  28.1  million, 
1980.  The  simple  raw  increase  in  numbers  will  put  pressures  on  public 
libraries;  but  beyond  this,  there  are  several  population-related  factors 
which  will  affect  library  use  and  library  planning.  One  factor  is  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  persons  being  educated.  The  Master  Plan  for 
Higher  Education  indicates  the  size  and  direction  of  growth.  Another 
is  the  increase  in  leisure  time  for  much  of  the  population.  Both  spell 
increases  in  public  library  use  and  needs.  Population  growth  is  prog- 
ress and  problems. 
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In  the  overall  population  growth,  the  most  noteworthy  fact  is  the 
tremendous  increase  on  a  large  base.  We  find  a  daily  net  increase  of 
between  1400-1500  people,  of  whom  60  per  cent  are  migrants.  "We  do 
not  know  the  absolute  levels  of  migration  in  and  out  of  the  State,  but 
we  do  know  that  at  the  same  time  people  are  arriving  in  California, 
others  are  leaving,  in  a  "selective  replacement"  process.  A  net  increase 
of  one  may  result  from  four  arriving  for  three  leaving,  or  for  eight 
entering  and  seven  going.  We  know  relatively  little  about  the  composi- 
tion of  the  net  migrant  group,  or  what  the  effects  of  the  turnover  are. 
We  are  trying  to  do  cohort  studies  in  schools  in  Los  Angeles  County; 
the  evidence  so  far  from  these  and  from  past  experience  would  seem 
to  indicate  that  the  migrant  population  tends  to  be  less  well  educated 
than  the  native  population. 

The  State  is  becoming  increasingly  metropolitan  in  nature.  This  in 
itself  is  not  a  new  trend:  it  dates  from  the  1920 's.  What  is  new  is  the 
increase  in  the  rate  of  the  trend.  Growth  is  mostly  in  metropolitan 
fringe  or  suburban  areas :  there  has  been  almost  no  growth  in  central 
cities  except  in  Los  Angeles.  Nationally,  only  Los  Angeles  and  one  other 
of  the  major  ten  cities  of  the  United  States  experienced  significant 
population  growth  in  the  1950-1960  decade;  of  course,  unlike  most 
cities,  Los  Angeles  has  the  land  area  for  growth. 

Overall  population  statistics  are  important  to  public  libraries;  more 
important  are  the  specific  statistics  which  are  relevant  to  the  nature 
of  the  particular  library  operation.  If  you  are  filling  a  gap  in  library 
services  for  elementary  school  students,  elementary  school  enrollment 
will  affect  you;  similarly,  if  you  serve  high  school  students,  you  will 
need  to  know  high  school  enrollments  and  projections.  High  school  en- 
rollment went  up  110  per  cent  in  the  past  ten  years,  and  is  predicted 
to  rise  another  fifty  per  cent  in  the  next  ten.  Elementary  school  enroll- 
ment will  also  increase  50  per  cent  in  the  next  decade. 

The  Master  Plan  for  Higher  Education  calls  for  a  60-40  mix  of 
upper  and  lower  divisional  programs  in  the  University  of  California 
and  in  the  State  Colleges.  This,  coupled  with  the  increase  in  college 
age  population,  will  mean  an  expansion  of  the  lower  divisional  pro- 
grams, in  the  junior  colleges,  and  consequently  an  expansion  of  the 
junior  college  system.  Junior  colleges  are  locally  controlled,  and  more 
widely  distributed  geographically  than  the  University  campuses  and 
the  State  Colleges. 

There  is  more  leisure  time,  generalh^,  and  the  senior  citizen  age 
group,  a  group  with  almost  unlimited  leisure  time,  is  increasing  in  size. 

You  will  need  to  know  which  group  or  groups  are  your  problem 
groups.  Local  librarians  will  have  to  adopt  a  ease  study  approach  to 
their  individual  situations,  because  population  growth  in  California  is 
very  diverse. 

Mr.  Hollman  referred  to  the  publication,  California  Population — 
1963,  to  illustrate  the  work  of  the  Financial  and  Population  Eesearch 
Section,  and  to  show  the  kinds  of  population  statistics  available  to 
librarians. 

He  also  exhibited  these  four  charts  showing  1)  California  population 
increases;  2)  increases  in  State  expenditures  and  revenues;  3)  rise  in 
personal  income ;  and  4)  rise  in  taxation,  statewide :

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Dr.  G.  N.  Rostvold:     Socio-economic  Factors     (Summary) 

There  are  important  socio-economic  factors  which  will  affect  library 
use  in  the  community.  Specifically,  some  are  the  income  and  educational 
levels  of  the  families ;  the  place  and  type  of  employment ;  the  educa- 
tional program  of  the  community  and  of  the  public  school  system.  Age 
distribution  will  affect  reading  patterns.  The  nature  of  the  community 
— agricultural,  urban,  industrial,  etc. — is  a  significant  element. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  communities,  and  a  changing  concept  of 
the  community.  Today's  community  is  not,  in  most  cases,  what  it  Avas 
in  1945,  nor  is  the  1945  concept  appropriate  in  1964.  Library  planning 
must  shift  accordingly.  Since  communities  differ,  however,  we  may 
need  a  case  study  approach,  community  by  community.  The  forces  of 
change  impinge  at  different  rates,  and  each  library's  planning  will  have 
to  be  based  on  an  individual  socio-economic  profile. 

Growth  is  costly,  but  in  California  we  have  the  economic  capacity  to 
make  the  necessary  public  capital  goods  investments. 

Causes  of  pressures  can  be  identified.  There  are  the  growth  forces 
per  se  of  population  and  industry;  we  have,  for  example,  a  million 
more  manufacturing  employees  than  in  1940.  The  pattern  of  commu- 
nity growth  has  changed.  In  1945  we  could  identify  the  center  of  the 
community.  Now,  with  dispersion  and  low-density  land  use,  public 
and  business  facilities  are  scattered,  one  community  runs  into  another, 
and  each  is  less  cohesive.  There  is  the  continuing  transition  from  agri- 
culture to  urban  industrial  use,  and  the  latter  demands  more  govern- 
mental services  and  more  government  to  serve  the  citizens.  Currently 
86  percent  of  the  population  lives  in  ten  major  urban  areas. 

The  general  nature  of  the  employment  base  has  changed  and  today 
is  oriented  to  research  and  development  and  defense  work,  particularly 
in  Southern  California.  The  skill  requirements  of  the  space  age  are 
high. 

As  the  1,100  new  people  daily  join  the  Southern  California  popula- 
tion, the  citrus  grove  belts  between  cities  gradually  disappear  and  the 
individual  communities  are  swallowed  up  in  an  urban  complex.  An 
example  in  the  north  is  the  60  mile  complex  from  San  Jose  to  San 
Francisco.  Political  subdivision  boundaries  remain,  but  they  may  not 
be,  any  longer,  appropriate  lines  for  service  areas.  If  these  boundaries 
are  no  longer  relevant,  and  since  it  is  unlikely  we  will  have  super  gov- 
ernment right  away,  we  need  more  cooperation  among  jurisdictions  and 
special  districts;  and  we  need  to  know  where  future  growth  is  going 
to  occur,  so  we  can  plan  for  it. 

There  are  vast  pressures  in  financing  state  and  local  government  in 
California,  and  problems  of  priorities,  of  cooperation  versus  consoli- 
dation, of  competition  for  the  tax  dollar.  Libraries  compete  with  all 
other  public  services  for  support,  and  it  will  be  costly  to  pay  for  in- 
creased library  services  along  with  the  other  expanding  functions  of 
government. 

These  pressures  which  have  been  listed  are  quantitative.  There  are 
also  qualitative  characteristics  of  the  population,  present  now  and  pre- 
dictable in  the  future,  which  affect  library  planning.  Age  distribution 
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has  a  significant  impact.  In  1980,  Southern  California  will  have  as 
many  young  people  to  educate  as  its  total  population  numbered  in  1950. 
Median  age  is  dropping.  Some  of  the  startling  statistics,  nationwide, 
are :  U.S.  median  age,  1945,  30.9 ;  1964,  28.5 ;  1980,  26.4.  The  1960  U.S. 
population  was  around  180  million.  The  total  had  risen  by  May  1964  to 
over  191  million.  The  predicted  total  for  1985  is  266  million. 

As  noted  before,  the  population  is  mobile  and  lacks,  consequently, 
traditional  social  cohesiveness.  Over  one-quarter  of  all  Los  Angeles 
County  residents  changed  place  of  residence  between  1959  and  1960. 
Eighty-two  percent  of  them  commute  by  car  and  only  two  percent  walk 
to  work. 

The  population  is  culturally  diverse,  and  the  public  library  in  Cali- 
fornia will  have  to  serve  a  wide  range  of  educational  levels.  A  study 
in  Los  Angeles  County  in  1960  showed  that  ten  percent  of  the  immi- 
grants were  college  graduates,  14  percent  had  had  1-3  years  of  college, 
30  percent  had  finished  high  school,  and  21  percent  had  gone  through 
1-3  years  of  high  school.  Sixty  percent  of  the  daily  population  growth 
is  through  immigration. 

We  may  draw  some  broad  conclusions.  We  have  new  kinds  of  com- 
munities, and  each  of  our  growing  communities  is  unique  in  specific 
characteristics.  This  translates  into  a  dynamic  period  ahead.  We  need 
new  concepts  of  community,  we  need  to  adopt  a  case  study  approach  to 
each  community,  and  we  need,  as  we  grow,  to  maintain  the  principle 
of  complementarity  between  private  and  public  goods.  We  also  need 
to  have  continuing  programs  of  education,  and  libraries  are  among  the 
institutions  which  can  carry  this  on. 

Dr.  Lowell  A.  Martin  :     Booh  PuMishing     (Summary) 

Publishers,  like  libraries,  are  trying  to  respond  to  the  changes  and 
pressures  the  speakers  have  described.  The  theme  of  this  workshop 
sometimes  seems  to  be  "Too  Many  People,  Too  Many  Books."  There 
has  been  a  fantastic  increase  in  the  number  of  titles  published  annually. 
Today  there  are  more  than  double  the  10,000  of  ten  years  ago,  and  that 
is  not  the  whole  story.  The  total  quantity  issued,  if  we  include  other 
types  as  well  as  trade  book  titles,  is  more  like  100,000  a  year.  Useful, 
but  little  observed,  are  the  vast  outpourings  of  the  Government  Print- 
ing Office,  state  publishing  offices,  and  national  and  local  professional 
and  trade  associations. 

The  commercial  publishing  field  is  even  more  chaotic  than  the  library 
world — and  there  are  no  conferences  on  cooperation.  At  publishers' 
meetings,  there  are  two  standard  speeches;  one  on  the  general  theme, 
"Is  the  Book  Passe?"  and  the  other  on  the  past  year's  ten  percent 
increase  in  book  sales.  Publishers  are  reaching  out  for  new  markets, 
especially  with  paperbacks,  sales  of  which  steadily  increase.  Textbooks 
are  developing  rapidly,  and  encyclopedia  sales  are  growing. 

Trade  subject  books  have  not  shared  the  proportionate  growth,  and 
the  trade  field  is  giving  up  some  nonfiction  subject  specialties  to  uni- 
versity presses.  At  the  same  time,  the  trade  is  publishing  less  fiction. 
To  make  up  for  these  contracting  markets,  trade  publishers  are  pro- 
ducing more  "culture"  books — big,  expensive,  heavily  illustrated  vol- 
umes on  art,  history,  science.

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The  cost  of  books  seems  likelj^  to  continue  rising.  The  printing  trades 
are  now  dropping  behind  in  relative  income.  If  one  itemizes  the  spe- 
cific costs  of  the  present  standard  $5  book,  one  finds  an  approximate 
breakdown  of  $2  for  distribution,  $.50  for  advertising,  $1.50  for  print- 
ing and  binding,  $.25  for  editorial  costs,  and  $.50  for  the  author,  leav- 
ing $.25  for  profit.  Publishers  are  therefore  seeking  new  channels  for 
distribution. 

Public  library  photocopying  practices  are  of  concern  to  publishers, 
but  the  practice  seems  unlikely  to  cease.  Publishers  will  have  to  take 
comfort  from  the  fact  that  more  photocopies  generally  reflect  more 
books.  Libraries  do  seem  to  find  more  and  more  money  for  books  an- 
nually, and  that  means  more  income  and  sales  for  the  publishing  world. 

Dr.  Thomas  P.  Jenkins  :    Student  Use  (Summary) 

The  increased  pressures  on  libraries  by  students  is  to  be  applauded 
rather  than  deplored,  but  there  are  of  course  problems.  Concern  should 
be  focused  on  high  school  libraries,  the  critical  area.  University  and 
college  libraries  are  faced  with  their  own  difficulties,  but  they  are  less 
of  concern  vis  a  vis  public  libraries.  The  public  library  function  of 
serving  as  a  supplement  to  the  formal  education  system,  stated  in  the 
Education  Code,  is  reemphasized  in  the  California  Master  Plan. 

Some  of  the  changes  in  the  high  schools  which  have  led  to  these 
pressures  are  the  massive  increase  in  numbers,  and,  more  important, 
the  substantial  upgrading  in  school  curricula.  The  latter  is  uneven 
from  one  subject  field  to  another,  and  from  one  school  district  to 
another,  but  it  is  notable  that,  in  general,  the  real  revolution  in  quality 
has  occurred  in  the  nonlibrary-using  fields  such  as  mathematics,  chem- 
istry and  biology.  Examples  of  the  results  of  this  situation  are  shown 
by  the  present  offerings  at  the  University  of  California,  Riverside. 
There  are  now  three  introductory  courses  in  chemistry,  at  different 
levels.  Of  the  three  sub-uniA^ersity  level  introductory  courses  once  off- 
ered of  necessity,  those  in  language  and  mathematics  have  been 
dropped  as  no  longer  needed,  and  only  the  english  composition  course 
is  retained. 

Some  of  this  is  reflected  in  the  problem  of  financial  support  insuffi- 
cient for  adequate  high  school  libraries.  The  impact  of  numbers  has 
gone  so  far  that  one  can  no  longer  talk  of  it  as  an  extension  of  an 
earlier  growth  problem.  The  quantities  of  people,  and  technological 
changes  have  affected  types  of  skills  needed  and  consequently  types  of 
training  necessary.  There  has  been  a  value  change,  with  more  emphasis 
now  placed  on  technology.  Education,  or  some  areas  of  it,  has  social 
status.  Over  30  percent  of  the  population  is  in  school  or  is  associated 
with  the  educational  system,  and  of  course  for  libraries  this  group  is 
an  even  larger  proportion  of  the  user  population. 

High  school  libraries  suffer  from  meagre  book  budgets,  obsolete  ma- 
terials, lack  of  professional  staff,  early  closing  hours.  Class  rooms  are 
used  as  library  rooms  rather  than  there  being  an  adequate  and  spe- 
cifically designed  library,  and  there  is  little  or  nothing  in  the  collections 
to  fit  the  needs  of  gifted  students.  Students  are  inefficiently  served 
by  the  resources  available;  and  tax  problems  being  what  they  are,  li- 
braries are  the  last  to  get  aid. 
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Not  enough  pressure  for  support  for  adequate  facilities  has  been  ap- 
plied. Perhaps  appeals  for  money  for  high  school  libraries  should  be 
joined  with  the  pleas  for  support  of  junior  college  libraries,  and  of 
public  libraries,  so  that  there  would  be  clearer  identification  of  the 
needs  of  all,  together. 


Mr.  Leslie  H.  Janke  :     Student  Use 

"1  am  pleased  that  the  program  planning  committee  for  this  con- 
ference chose  as  the  topic  for  this  discussion,  "Pressures  on  Public 
Libraries  Today, ' '  rather  than  ' '  problems. ' '  It  always  seems  to  me  that 
when  we  use  the  word  problem  it  gives  the  impression  that  the  solution 
is  the  elimination  of  the  elements  causing  the  problem,  and  this  cer- 
tainly cannot  be  the  case  relative  to  student  use  of  public  libraries. 
This  is  a  reality  that  is  going  to  remain  with  us;  a  pressure  that  is 
going  to  continue  to  grow  even  beyond  the  present  point  where  it  in- 
volves the  majority  use  of  public  library  facilities. 

"You  are  of  course  already  familiar  with  many  of  the  reasons  why 
approximately  75  percent  of  the  customers  coming  to  a  typical  public 
library  are  school  age  children  and  young  adults.  However,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  get  to  a  discussion  of  ways  of  providing  service  to  these  students 
without  first  examining  some  of  the  reasons  why  they  come.  .  . 

"In  the  very  first  place — and  I  think  sometimes  public  librarians 
fail  to  realize  this — these  students  that  are  descending  on  the  public  li- 
brary are  supposed  to  come.  They  are  a  part  of  the  community  the 
library  is  to  serve.  I  would  hate  to  think  you  had  to  be  at  least  21  before 
you  could  use  the  public's  library.  It  is  probably  unfair  to  say  this 
about  librarians  since,  I  know,  libraries  have  traditionally  given  chil- 
dren's services,  and  have  in  most  cases  regarded  them  as  important  as 
those  for  adults.  I  know,  too,  that  the  sheer  number  of  boys  and  girls 
who  are  now  part  of  our  population  has  caused  most  library  facilities 
to  be  inadequate  to  handle  the  numbers.  As  a  result,  short-sighted  solu- 
tions have  sometimes  included  the  desire  to  limit  student  use  of  the 
library.  .  ,  . 

"There  are,  however,  a  number  of  specific  reasons  why  young  men 
and  women  descend  on  the  public  library : 

1.  They  need  a  place  to  go.  This  need  arises  from  a  variety  of  causes, 
but  probably  the  most  important  are  these : 

a.  Social  contacts.  As  librarians,  we  sometimes  belittle  this  as  a 
valid  reason,  yet  psychologically  and  physically  this  may  be  the 
most  important  reason  for  the  boy  or  girl,  to  whom  the  library 
offers  a  place  to  meet  new  people.  Keeping  the  school  library 
open  in  the  evening  doesn't  solve  the  problem;  the  students 
have  seen  the  same  each  other  for  the  past  five  days  from  8  to  4. 

b.  New  surroundings.  Even  if  the  lure  of  the  opposite  sex  is  not 
involved,  there  is  the  need  for  a  different  environment.  The 
students  have  been  at  school  all  day,  and  feel  just  as  we  adults 
do  about  going  back  to  the  office  after  dinner.  "We  find  that 
more  ofiice  work  seems  less  distasteful  if  we  can  do  it  in  new 
surroundings.  .  . 
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The  public  library  also  offers  a  less  formal  atmospbere  tban 
school.  Some  open  evening  school  library  projects  may  have  failed 
partially  because  rules  on  formal  school  dress  have  been  enforced 
...  we  can  be  more  casual  at  the  public  library. 

2.  The  need  for  resources  not  available  in  school  libraries.  I  know 
that  most  of  our  school  library  programs  have  not  been  ade- 
quately financed  to  keep  pace  with  the  development  of  the  school's 
curricula.  Teachers  are  now  requiring  greater  depth  study  in  such 
fields  as  science,  mathematics,  the  social  studies.  At  the  same  time 
our  school  libraries  continue  to  provide  the  same  kinds  of  mate- 
rials and  services  that  seemed  adequate  for  pre-World  War  II 
education. 

What  a  tragedy  when  a  school  library  disposed  of  all  the  back 
issues  of  LIFE  magazine  because  of  lack  of  proper  storage  facili- 
ties, or  because  the  librarian  is  operating  still  .  .  .  under  the  phi- 
losophy that  after  five  years  materials  in  the  magazines  are  avail- 
able in  books.  How  much  better  for  a  student  to  study  WW  II  by 
using  contemporarily  written  periodical  articles  than  by  studying 
a  book  on  the  war  written  retrospectively  by  a  retired,  and  dis- 
gruntled, admiral.  This  is  only  one  example  of  the  kind  of  depth 
materials  that  the  school  library  needs  to  supply.  They  are  not 
now  equipped  to  provide  these  kinds  of  resources  because  of 
inadequate  budget  for  staff  and  materials,  and  because  they  are 
housed  in  outdated  facilities. 

3.  Availability  of  professional  assistance.  Some  investigation  of  the 
experiments  in  keeping  school  libraries  open  after  school  hours  has 
shown  that  the  lack  of  success  .  .  .  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  library  was  not  staffed  by  persons  able  to  give  users  adequate 
service,  but  rather  have  been  staffed  by  PTA  volunteers,  office 
file  clerks,  or  even  hj  teachers  who  have  had  no  professional  li- 
brary training.  Students  who  go  to  the  public  library  get  profes- 
sional service  along  with  the  materials. 

"I  have  implied  a  number  of  times  that  keeping  the  school  library 
open  afterhours  has  not  been  successful  in  most  areas.  One  other  reason 
for  this  lack  of  success  has  been  the  location  of  the  school.  The  need, 
and  the  trend,  to  build  school  plants  away  from  the  center  of  the  city 
makes  it  difficult  for  many  students  to  get  to  and  from  school  other 
than  on  the  regularly  scheduled  school  bus.  Not  every  student  has  an 
automobile,  and  walking  in  isolated  areas  is  not  to  be  encouraged  in 
evening  hours.  This  is  another  reason  why  the  central  public  library, 
or  a  convenient  neighborhood  branch,  is  used  in  preference  to  an  open 
school  library  facility. 

"How  can  we  relieve  some  of  the  student  pressure  on  the  public 
library  ? 

1.  More  adequate  financing  of  school  libraries  will  enable  them  to 
provide  the  types  of  materials  needed  to  satisfy  more  advanced 
student  needs.  Some  hopeful  signs  are  the  use  of  microfilm,  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act  program,  and  the  state  funds 
which  may  be  made  available  through  the  Local  Allocations  Board. 
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2.  We  can  open  school  libraries  for  extended  hours;  but  only  if 
adequate  materials  and  qualified  staff  are  available. 

3.  Staff  assignments  in  public  libraries  can  be  redesigned,  and  staff 
who  understand  young  people  and  their  needs  developed.  This 
would  mean  more  librarians  specifically  trained  for  this  type  of 
service.  I  wonder  if  our  library  schools  are,  perhaps,  putting  too 
much  emphasis  on  training  for  adult  services  and  the  use  of  the 
computer.  I  see  healthy  signs,  however :  one  public  library  in  this 
immediate  area  has  hired  a  librarian  who  holds  a  school  librarian- 
ship  credential  and  is  trained  as  a  school  librarian  to  work  only 
with  the  young  men  and  women  who  come  to  this  library. 

4.  Perhaps  we  need  to  give  more  thought  to  the  possibility  of  de- 
veloping a  third  kind  of  library  facility,  somewhere  between  the 
school  and  the  public  library,  financed  jointly  and  designed  spe- 
cifically to  meet  the  needs  of  that  approximately  75  percent  of 
the  patrons  now  coming  to  the  public  library.  I  am  sure  that  at 
some  phase  of  this  conference  this  idea  is  being  discussed  as  a 
part  of  California's  master  planning  for  public  library  service." 

Commentary 

Mr.  Hamill  reemphasized  the  significance  of  the  facts  presented  by 
the  panelists.  Understanding  of  changes  in  living  and  transportation 
patterns,  knowledge  that  student  use  pressures  will  probably  increase 
further,  comprehension  of  the  nature  of  the  economic  base :  all  these 
are  vital  for  library  planning. 

Dr.  Wight  urged  that  all  school,  university  and  college  libraries  be 
encouraged  to  work  toward  meeting  standards,  and  he  pointed  out  the 
particularly  woeful  inadequacies  of  high  school  libraries.  Further,  Dr. 
Wight  felt  a  moral  might  be  drawn  from  the  current  school  district 
situation.  The  State  Legislature  is  putting  pressure  on  districts  to 
reduce  administrative  costs  by  unification.  Libraries  are  trying  to  effect 
economies  through  cooperation.  If  these  attempts  don't  succeed,  li- 
braries, like  schools,  may  find  themselves  the  focus  of  legislative  inter- 
est later. 

General  Discussion 

Views  expressed  in  the  following  discussion  period  were : 

The  problem  of  public  library  support  is  primarily  one  of  educating 
citizens  to  understand  that  public  services  are  as  important  for  the 
good  life  as  private  services.  The  financial  capacity  is  available. 

All  told,  there  is  probably  more  reading  done  today  by  the  general 
public.  The  few  statistical  studies  available  on  continuing  reading 
habits  indicate  that  because  student  reading  is  functional,  the  level 
drops  on  graduation;  but  these  studies  are  fragmentary,  and  other  in- 
dications point  in  the  opposite  direction.  The  most  important  encour- 
agements to  continuing  reading  habits  are  a  family  pattern  of  reading, 
an  excellent,  and  extended,  education,  and  participation  of  the  in- 
dividual in  the  community,  beyond  home  and  school. 

In  meeting  the  challenge  of  student  pressure,  the  public  library 
administrator  must  make  clear  his  genuine  interest  in  the  school  pro- 
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gram,  and  maintain  a  continuing  dialogue  with  tlie  administrators  of 
the  schools  on  solutions  to  problems. 

Perhaps  experimental,  and  radical,  solutions  must  be  sought  to  meet 
the  student  demand.  Much  thinking  is  trapped  in  a  bricks  and  mortar 
concept;  we  must  find  bridges  from  the  public  library  to  the  school. 
Some  bridges  suggested  were:  bussing  students  to  the  public  library 
during  school  hours ;  special  student  library  centers  in  recreation  build- 
ings ;  a  special  student  wing  in  the  public  library,  with  materials  sup- 
plied by  the  schools,  undertaken  as  a  combined  venture. 

The  high  school  library  situation  is  very  much  more  serious,  in  its 
support  aspects,  than  that  in  colleges  and  universities.  While  the  latter 
face  problems  in  serving  students  adequately,  their  needs  are  compre- 
hended and  accepted,  to  a  far  greater  extent.

STUDIES,  PLANS,  AND  COOPERATIVE  ACTION:  THE  FORMULA  FOR 
IMPROVED  LIBRARY  SERVICE:  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Harold  S.  Hacker  * 


"This  fall  of  1964  will  mark  the  20th  anniversary  of  New  York 
State's  first  venture  into  statewide  planning  for  improved  public 
library  services  to  the  people  of  our  State. 

* '  During  the  past  two  decades,  great  changes  have  taken  place  in  the 
organization,  financing,  and  growth  of  public  library  service.  Other 
major  developments  are  just  over  the  horizon.  The  result  is  that  the 
people  of  New  York  State  have  access  to  more  and  better  library  serv- 
ices and  are  responding  to  these  improvements  with  enthusiasm. 

"But  these  improvements  did  not  just  happen.  They  were  planned 
with  great  care;  they  were  studied  carefully;  they  were  fought  for; 
and,  once  realized,  they  have  been  evaluated  and  further  refined. 

"Their  achievement  has  been  the  result  of  teamwork  among  library 
trustees,  librarians,  government  and  education  officials,  the  Board  of 
Regents,  and  interested  citizens. 

"Here  is  the  New  York  library  story. 

THE  FIRST  STATE  LIBRARY  PLAN 

"It  all  began  at  the  September  1944  New  York  Library  Association 
Conference  in  Rochester.  The  Association  requested  the  State  Educa- 
tion Department  to  make  a  study  of  public  library  service  for  the 
purpose  of  improving  it. 

"The  Department,  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  library  serv- 
ice under  New  York's  Education  Law  but  notably  inconspicuous  in  its 
discharge,  accepted  the  invitation.  A  statewide  study  was  begun  in 
August  1945  by  the  Department's  Research  Division,  working  with  an 
NYLA  Advisory  Committee. 

"In  January  1946,  the  project  staff  made  a  preliminary  report  to 
the  Board  of  Regents,  advocating  the  establishment  of  regional  library 
systems  and  increased  state  financial  aid  to  local  libraries.  The  study 
continued  thereafter  with  the  aid  of  added  research  staff. 

"The  first  phase  of  the  study  reported  these  financial  statistics  for 
public  libraries: 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  INCOME  IN  1944:  $9.5  million  (70?S  per 
capita),  including  local  tax  support  of  $6.8  million  and  $62,185 
state  aid. 


Mr.  Hacker  has  served  as  Deputy  Director,  Erie  County  Public  Library,  and  as 
Director  of  the  Grosvenor  Library.  He  is  now  Director  of  the  Rochester  Public 
Library  and  also  Director  of  the  Monroe  County  Library  System,  which  is  part 
of  the  Pioneer  Library  System.  He  has  been  closely  associated  with  library 
legislation  in  New  York  State,  and  served  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Library 
Trustees  Foundation  of  New  York  State.  Mr.  Hacker  participated  in  two  earlier 
California  library  workshops.  He  was  Resource  Consultant  for  the  1959  work- 
shop, "Your  Library  and  the  Wight  Report,"  and  for  the  19  60  "Governor's  Con- 
ference on  Public  Library  Service." 
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''The  second  phase  of  the  study  was  completed  and  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  in  September  1947.  It  recommended  the  establishment 
of  14  regional  librarj^  service  centers  and  direct  state  aid  to  the  three 
New  York  City  Libraries.  The  regional  concept,  advocated  by  the  study 
team,  proposed : 

1)  State-operated  regional  service  centers  to  provide  'wholesale' 
services  to  participating  libraries,  including  substantial  loans  of 
books,  centralized  book  processing  and  advisory  services,  and 
other  aids  to  community  libraries.  Total  cost  to  the  State  for  14 
regional  centers  and  cash  payments  to  New  York  Citj'- — $7,000,000. 

2)  County  boards  for  library  development  in  each  county  to  be  con- 
cerned with  the  improvement  of  'retail'  services  to  the  public 
and  to  administer  county  funds  for  library  purposes. 

3)  Regional  librarj^  development  boards  to  advise  the  staff  of  the 
regional  centers. 

"The  study  team  also  investigated  the  use  of  school  districts  for 
developing  better  librarj^  service,  methods  of  financing  public  libraries 
and  the  role  of  libraries  in  adult  education. 

"While  this  study  was  in  process,  the  New  York  Library  Association, 
taking  its  cue  from  the  1946  preliminary  report,  sponsored  its  first 
state  aid  legislation,  proposing  payment  of  state  aid  to  all  public  li- 
braries at  the  rate  of  20%  of  the  previous  year's  expenditures.  This 
legislation  was  introduced  early  in  1947  and  failed  to  be  reported  out 
of  committee.  The  State  Education  Department  did  not  support  the  bill. 

"At  the  September  19,  1947  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  the 
Regents  adopted  the  regional  library  plan  in  principle  and  recom- 
mended that  a  three-year  experimental  regional  library  service  center 
be  established  in  the  rural  Watertown  area. 

"AVhen  Education  Commissioner  Francis  Spaulding  reported  this 
action  at  the  1947  NYLA  Conference  at  West  Point  on  that  same  night, 
the  R*egents'  action  was  viewed  glumly  by  the  conference  delegates.  It 
meant  that  for  three  years  libraries  in  New  York  City  and  the  other  13 
regions  could  expect  no  state  funds. 

"A  delegation  from  NYLA  sought  and  was  given  an  unprecedented 
hearing  before  the  Board  of  Regents  in  December  1947,  only  to  receive 
negative  responses  to  all  three  of  its  proposals :  the  first,  an  endorse- 
ment of  the  full  regional  program  at  a  cost  of  $7,000,000 ;  the  second, 
state  aid  for  county  library  systems ;  and  the  third,  an  endorsement  of 
the  principle  of  county  library  systems. 

"NYLA  returned  to  the  legislative  arena  in  1948  with  a  new  bill, 
providing  state  aid  to  county  library  systems  onty — instead  of  to  each 
community  library.  But  the  results  were  the  same  as  in  1947 — no  action 
at  all  and  no  support  from  the  Education  Department. 

' '  In  the  fall  of  1948,  the  Watertown  Regional  Library  Service  Center 
was  activated  for  its  three-year  experimental  trial  with  an  appropria- 
tion of  $100,000.  As  time  elapsed,  maiw  librarians  and  trustees  became 
disenchanted  with  the  regional  service  center  concept  for  these  reasons : 
its  accent  on  state  control,  rather  than  merely  on  state  assistance;  its 
failure  to  build  on  existing  strengths,  e.g.  the  Buffalo,  Rochester,  and 
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Syracuse  libraries  (although  these  strengths  were  recognized  in  New 
York  City)  ;  and  the  ultimate  failure  of  the  State  to  activate  county 
and  regional  boards  in  the  Watertown  regional  experiment.  Thus  the 
key  concept  of  the  State's  first  study  failed  to  rally  the  support  of  the 
library  leadership.  The  report  was  published  in  1949  by  the  Education 
Department  under  the  title :  Development  of  Library  Services  in  New 
York  State. 

"In  late  1948  the  NYLA  Council  invited  the  trustees  of  public  li- 
braries to  take  the  leadership  in  fighting  for  better  library  service  by 
forming  their  own  organization.  The  trustees,  under  the  leadership  of 
Thomas  McKaig,  an  engineer  from  Hamburg  (a  suburb  of  Buffalo), 
accepted,  and  formed  the  Library  Trustees  Foundation  of  New  York 
State,  which  was  chartered  by  the  Board  of  Regents.  This  organization 
became  a  keystone  to  future  library  development  in  the  State,  training 
as  it  did  many  able  trustees  for  sta.te  leadership  roles. 

"While  the  trustees  were  forming  their  own  organization,  the  state 
aid  for  county  libraries  legislation  was  introduced  in  the  1949  Legisla- 
ture. For  the  third  time,  we  lost.  The  bill  was  not  reported  out  of 
committee. ' ' 

THE  GOVERNOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON   LIBRARY  AID-STUDY   #2 

But  all  was  not  lost.  In  May  1949  Governor  Thomas  E.  Dewey  demon- 
strated his  interest  in  better  libraries  by  appointing  a  Committee  on 
Library  Aid  to  study  the  state  library  picture  and  recommend  ways  of 
improving  library  service.  He  appointed  a  15  man  committee  (ten  were 
recommended  by  the  Library  Trustees  Foundation)  which  worked  from 
June  until  December  on  a  do-it-yourself  basis — without  any  full-time 
staff. 

"In  its  study,  the  Governor's  Committee  reported  these  financial 
statistics : 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  INCOME  IN  1948:  $14.2  million  ($1.05  per 
capita)  including  local  tax  support  of  $10.5  million  and  $71,687 
state  aid.  Local  taxes  were  up  54  percent  from  1944,  state  aid 
amounted  only  to  0.5  percent  of  the  total. 

' '  The  key  recommendations  of  this  committee  were : 

1)  That  library  facilities  and  services  be  made  available  to  all  of  the 
people  in  New  York  State. 

2)  That  library  systems  be  formed  on  at  least  a  county-wide  basis 
to  extend  service  and  to  improve  the  standard  of  service.  It 
stressed  the  importance  of  local  initiative  and  responsibility,  but 
put  a  premium  on  inter-library  cooperation  and  the  centralization 
of  some  services — but  not  book  selection. 

3)  New  York's  first  state  aid  formula,  including  a  one-time  $10,000 
establishment  grant,  a  flat  $5,000  annual  grant  per  county 
(doubled  for  counties  in  multi-county  system),  50  percent  book 
expenditures  reimbursement  to  a  maximum  of  15^  per  capita, 
and  an  additional  25  percent  reimbursement  up  to  7^^  if  cen- 
tralized processing  were  provided. 
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4)  That  there  be  permitted  several  types  of  library  system  organiza- 
tions: consolidated,  federated,  and  association.  The  report  en- 
couraged multi-county  development,  but  required  a  minimum 
population  of  70,000  for  any  such  system. 

"Based  on  the  1940  population,  the  formula's  maximum  amounted 
to  $3.65  million.  The  bill  carried  a  $1  million  appropriation  for  1950-51. 
It  was  introduced  in  February  1950  with  the  unanimous  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  and  a  strong  message  of  endorsement  from  Gov- 
ernor Dewey  to  the  Legislature.  The  Legislature  passed  the  bill  unani- 
mously and  the  Governor  signed  it  on  March  30. 

"The  Governor's  Committee's  report  was  published  in  1950  under 
the  title  Library  Service  to  All. 


THE  COMMISSIONER'S  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICE-STUDY  #3 

"The  library  systems  that  received  state  aid  under  the  provisions  of 
the  1950  law  were  eight  in  number,  serving  13  of  the  State's  62  counties. 

"But  progress  under  the  law  wasn't  fast  enough  throughout  the 
State,  so  Commissioner  of  Education  James  E.  Allen,  Jr.,  a  member  of 
the  Governor's  Committee  in  1949,  appointed  a  Committee  on  Public 
Library  Service  in  1956  to  review  the  entire  library  situation.  The  21- 
man  committee,  including  five  hold-overs  from  the  Governor's  Com- 
mittee, went  to  work  with  the  able  staff  assistance  of  S.  Gilbert  Prentiss 
of  the  Library  Extension  Division  staff.  It  did  note  a  great  deal  of 
financial  progress  since  1948. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  EXPENSES  IN  1956 :  $31.0  million  ($2.09 
per  capita),  including  $22.5  in  local  tax  support  and  $1.8  in  state 
aid.  Local  taxes  were  up  114  percent  over  1948  and  state  aid  ac- 
counted for  6  percent  of  the  total  expenses,  contrasted  to  0.5  per- 
cent in  1948. 

"The  Commissioner's  Committee  spent  18  months  studying  and 
recommending  changes,  in  contrast  to  the  Governor's  Committee's  six 
months  on  a  strictly  blue-sky  mission.  It  had  plenty  to  study :  library 
system  operations;  the  status  of  independent  libraries  compared  to 
libraries  belonging  to  systems;  obstacles  to  planning  new  systems,  in- 
herent in  the  1950  law  and  in  local  conditions;  case  studies  in  system 
planning;  and  many  types  of  library  and  government  statistics. 

' '  The  chief  recommendations  of  the  Committee  were : 

1)  A  reaffirmation  of  the  system  concept,  state  aid  to  systems,  and 
local  initiative  and  responsibility. 

2)  A  commitment  to  the  multi-county  concept  by  requiring  a  mini- 
mum of  200,000  population  or  4,000  square  miles  of  served  ter- 
ritory. It  predicted  a  maximum  of  25  systems  for  the  state  (today 
there  are  actually  22).  Its  goals  were  100,000  volume  collections 
and  the  addition  of  at  least  5,000  titles  a  year  for  systems' 
central  libraries. 

3)  Inter-library  loan  service  as  a  matter  of  right  and  the  exception 
to  free  direct  borrowing  privileges  under  certain  circumstances. 
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4)  Special  state-aid  grants  to  the  New  York  Public  Library's  Ref- 
eranee  Department  and  the  end  of  special  treatment  of  the 
Watertown  area  -which  still  was  being  served  by  the  state- 
operated  Regional  Library  Service  Center.  The  committee  recom- 
mended that  that  operation  have  its  own  system  board  of  trustees 
and  operate  nnder  the  same  state  aid  formula  as  other  regions 
of  the  state.  The  committee  recommended  that  the  "Watertown 
system  board  be  authorized  to  contract  with  the  State  Education 
Department  for  services  if  it  so  desired.  (The  original  North 
Country  Library  System  board  in  Watertown  did  so  contract, 
but  later  discontinued  that  arrangement  and  now  engages  its 
own  staff) . 

5)  Key  recommendations  provided  for  greater  flexibility  in  system 
organization  and  for  gradualism  in  system  development  by  per- 
mitting lower  interim  standards  for  the  first  five  years.  The 
organization  flexibility  added  was  the  cooperative  library  system, 
to  be  formed  by  the  member  libraries,  rather  than  by  county 
boards  of  supervisors  as  required  under  the  1950  law. 

6)  A  liberalized  state  aid  formula  that  placed  a  greater  premium 
upon  multi-county  development  and  upon  a  form  of  equalization 
benefiting  the  less  densely  populated  areas  of  the  state.  The  com- 
mittee recommended  doubling  the  $10,000  establishment  grant 
per  county  and  an  annual  grant  increase  to  $15,000  per  county 
for  multi-county  systems.  The  formula  also  included  a  graduated 
annual  grant  per  square  mile  of  territory  served,  increasing  as 
the  number  of  counties  within  a  system  increased.  The  formula 
contained  per  capita  and  incentive  factors  too :  a  30^  per  capita 
minimum  annual  grant  increasing  to  a  maximum  of  50^,  match- 
ing library  materials  expenditures  of  system  libraries  to  that 
level.  A  $400,000  maximum  matching  grant  for  the  Reference 
Department  of  the  New  York  Public  Library  was  included. 

7)  Recognizing  the  importance  of  strong  central  libraries,  the  com- 
mittee recommended  a  special  4:1  state  matching  appropriation 
to  central  libraries  with  less  than  100,000  volumes — to  bring 
them  up  to  that  level  over  a  period  of  years. 

8)  Changes  in  the  organization  and  services  of  the  library  sections 
of  the  State  Education  Department  and  a  separate  study  of  the 
State's  research  library  needs  also  were  recommended. 

"Based  on  the  1950  population,  the  maximum  cost  of  the  state  aid 
formula  recommended  by  the  Commissioner's  Committee  amounted  to 
$10.3  million.  The  Board  of  Regents,  at  its  December  1957  meeting 
(exactly  a  decade  after  librarians'  ill-fated  first  appearance  before  that 
body),  unanimously  approved  the  Committee's  report,  which  was  later 
published  by  the  State  Education  Department  under  the  prosaic  title: 
Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education's  Committee  on  Futlic  Li- 
hrary  Service — 1957. 

"A  bill,  embodying  the  Committee's  recommendations,  was  intro- 
duced in  the  1958  Legislature  and  passed — but  not  without  a  com- 
promise in  the  formula,  for  it  was  a  'tight  money  year.'  It  took  two 
more  years  of  effort  to  persuade  the  Legislature  to  adopt  the  full 
formula  recommended  by  the  committee.  It  was  voted  in  March  1960. 
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"The  impact  of  the  1958  state  aid  law  Avas  unbelievable.  Libraries 
throughout  the  state  jumped  on  the  library  system  bandwagon.  In 
1958,  five  systems  were  formed;  in  1959,  five  more;  in  1960,  four  more; 
and  the  final  two  were  established  in  1961  and  1962.  So,  in  that  5-year 
period,  16  new  systems  were  formed  (two  old  ones  became  parts  of 
larger  new  ones)  to  serve  46  counties;  three  other  counties  joined 
two  of  the  older  systems.  All  16  new  systems  were  cooperative  systems, 
newl}^  authorized  by  the  1958  law. 

"On  June  30,  1963,  all  of  New  York  State's  62  counties  were  served 
by  22  library  systems.  These  systems  served  94.8  percent  of  the  State's 
population  and  96.9  percent  of  its  area;  and  89.7  percent  of  the  State's 
711  public  libraries  were  members  of  library  systems. 

"In  1962,  the  financial  picture  for  public  libraries  was: 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  EXPENDITURES  IN  1962:  $54.8  million 
($3.26  per  capita),  including  $35.3  million  in  local  tax  support 
and  $9.1  million  in  state  aid.  Local  taxes  were  up  57  percent  over 
1956  (419  percent  over  1944!)  ;  state  aid  accounted  for  16.6  per- 
cent of  the  1962  expenditures — in  contrast  to  the  6  percent  of  1956 
and  the  0.5  percent  of  1948. 

' '  The  remarkable  public  library  progress  in  New  York  State  was  the 
direct  bj^-product  of  teamwork  in  studying,  planning,  and  action,  in- 
cluding the  Library  Trustees  Foundation,  the  New  York  Library  As- 
sociation, the  Library  Extension  Division  of  the  State  Library,  top 
officials  of  the  State  Education  Department,  and  the  Board  of  Regents. 
I  doubt  that  any  of  our  50  states  has  been  so  blessed  with  such  co- 
operation among  its  various  leadership  groups ! 

"But  New  York  State  is  not  resting  on  its  laurels.  We  realize  that 
the  establishment  of  library  systems  is  merely  the  means  for  providing 
better  library  service — not  an  end  in  itself.  So  a  new  public  library 
study  is  about  to  start.  It  will  be  an  appraisal  of  our  library  systems, 
conducted  by  the  Research  Division  of  the  State  Education  Depart- 
ment, with  Dr.  Lowell  Martin  as  consultant. 

"Among  the  purposes  of  the  study  will  be  a  review  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Commissioner's  Committee  of  1956-57  to  determine 
how  many  of  its  goals  have  been  achieved,  which  have  not,  and  why 
not.  New  York's  public  libraries  will  be  measured  against  various 
national  standards  to  learn  how  much  more  progress  must  be  made. 
We  recognize  that  we  still  have  a  long  way  to  go ! 


THE  COMMISSIONER'S  COMMITTEE  ON  REFERENCE  AND 
RESEARCH   LIBRARY  RESOURCES-STUDY   #4 

"During  the  three  public  library  studies  that  I  have  described,  the 
area  of  library  service  to  research  personnel  was  omitted.  Upon  the 
recommendation  of  his  own  study  committee  on  public  library  service. 
Commissioner  Allen  in  March  1960  appointed  a  new  Commissioner's 
Committee — on  Reference  and  Library  Resources  (later  nick-named 
the  '3  Rs  Committee').  It  consisted  of  20  members  of  whom  five  had 
served  on  his  earlier  public  library  committee.  The  Committee  was 
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aided  by  four  consultants  from  other  state  departments  and  by  S.  Gil- 
bert Prentiss,  who  again  served  as  chief  staff  man  to  the  Committee. 
' '  The  Commissioner  charged  his  Committee  with  this  task : 

'1.  To  ascertain  the  character  and  source  of  existing  and  potential 
demands  for  library  information  services  of  a  more  advanced 
nature. 

2.  To  survey  the  existing  reference  and  research  library  facilities 
in  the  State,  including  the  depth  and  scope  of  collections,  their 
staffs,  the  policies  of  the  respective  institutions  regarding  use,  and 
a  summary  of  any  efforts  presently  being  made  in  the  direction 
of  formal  or  informal  cooperation. 

3.  To  analyze  the  ability  of  these  facilities  to  meet  the  needs. 

4.  To  review  technological  developments  and  other  administrative 
or  fiscal  devices  which  might  contribute  to  the  solution  of  refer- 
ence and  research  library  problems. ' 

''While  the  Committee  was  working  hard  in  the  summer  of  1960  at 
what  it  had  anticipated  would  be  an  18  month  study,  it  was  startled 
to  find  that  it  suddenly  had  acquired  two  new  objectives :  to  make  rec- 
ommendations for  the  improvement  of  library  service  to  undergraduate 
college  students  and  to  complete  its  recommendations  in  the  fall  of 
1960 — one  year  ahead  of  schedule !  The  reason  for  these  two  changes 
was  that  the  State's  Heald  Commission  for  Higher  Education  was  plan- 
ning to  submit  an  omnibus  report  to  the  Governor  and  legislative  lead- 
ers in  the  fall,  but  had  decided  to  omit  recommendations  for  improved 
college  and  university  library  service  since  the  Commissioner's  3  Rs 
Committee  was  wrestling  with  one  phase  of  the  problem. 

"The  3  Rs  Committee  accepted  the  challenge  and  completed  an 
interim  report  and  legislative  recommendations  that  got  nowhere  in 
the  1961  Legislature.  Neither  did  many  of  the  Heald  Commission's 
recommendations. 

"The  Committee  continued  its  work  through  1961,  revising  some  of 
the  legislative  proposals  in  its  interim  report.  It  grappled  with  such 
problems  as :  the  current  and  promised  future  growth  of  research 
activities  and  the  number  of  college  students;  the  'information  explo- 
sion,' automation  in  research  libraries;  the  high  cost  of  service  to  the 
research  community;  the  waste  of  research  staff  time  in  their  quest  for 
information;  and  the  growing  use  of  various  types  of  libraries  by  col- 
lege students  (so  ably  documented  by  a  then  current  New  York  City 
study).  The  Committee  learned  that  New  York  State  was  blessed  with 
170  college  and  university  libraries,  1,000  special  libraries,  over  700 
public  libraries,  and  its  State  Library  in  Albany. 

' '  Final  recommendations  of  the  Committee  included : 

1)  The  establishment  of  a  State  Reference  and  Research  Library 
Resources  Board,  reporting  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 
The  nine-man  board,  with  its  staff,  would  plan  and  direct  a  state- 
wide program  and  review  regional  plans,  programs,  and  budget 
requests.  The  state  agency  would  negotiate  agreements  for  the 
establishment  of  subject  centers  of  importance  to  the  people  of 
New  York  State.  It  would  be  concerned  with  statewide  services 
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to  the  regional  systems  and  their  member  libraries  from  the  sub- 
ject centers  and  from  the  state  agency  in  the  bibliographic  field 
and  in  locating  and  making  accessible  information  to  research 
workers  througout  the  state. 

2)  The  establishment  of  a  network  of  5  to  6  regional  reference  and 
research  systems,  to  be  formed  by  chartered  educational  institu- 
tions and  to  be  governed  by  Boards  of  Trustees,  elected  by  the 
institutions.  The  regional  systems  would  include  all  types  of 
libraries  serving  college  students  and  research  personnel — college, 
university,  special,  and  public.  The  regional  systems  would  be 
responsible  for  developing  plans  and  programs  to  coordinate  the 
collections  and  services  of  its  member  libraries;  to  collect  and 
make  available  information  on  the  holdings  and  acquisitions  of 
its  member  libraries;  to  provide  communication,  copying,  and 
delivery  service  within  the  region;  to  connect  the  region  with 
other  regions  of  the  state  through  rapid  communication  and  de- 
livery service;  to  develop  a  planned  approach  to  collecting  in 
special  subject  fields;  and  other  important  services. 

3)  A  state  aid  formula  that  would  be  determined  as  follows: 

a)  $10  annually  per  full-time  college  student  and  $5  per  part- 
time  student,  costing  approximately  $3  million,  according  to 
1961  college  enrollment  figures. 

b)  $5  annually  per  person  engaged  in  professional  work,  as  re- 
ported by  the  U.S.  Decennial  Census,  costing  approximately 
$5  million,  based  on  1960  figures. 

c)  Of  the  $8  million  recommended  total  state  aid,  regional  sys- 
tems would  be  guaranteed  a  minimum  of  $2.8  million,  with 
the  remaining  $5.2  million  being  available  for  both  state  and 
regional  programs  to  maintain  flexibility  for  the  future. 

d)  Establishment  grants  of  $25,000  per  regional  system. 

''The  Committee's  report  was  published  in  multilith  format  by  the 
Education  Department  in  December  1961,  again  with  an  unexciting 
title.  Report  of  the  Commissioner's  Committee  on  Reference  and  Re- 
search Library  Resources. 

''A  bill,  containing  changes  made  by  the  Committee  during  1961, 
was  introduced  in  the  1962  Legislature  upon  request  of  the  Education 
Department.  It  was  endorsed  by  the  Governor's  Advisory  Council  for 
the  Advancement  of  Industrial  Research  and  Development,  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Universities  of  New  York  State,  the  New  York 
Library  Association,  the  Library  Trustees  Foundation,  and  the  Special 
Libraries  Association's  Metropolitan  Chapter.  But  once  again  it  failed 
to  be  reported  out  of  Committee. 

"The  Education  Department  decided  upon  a  new  tack  for  the  1963^ 
Legislature,  recommending  $100,000  in  its  own  budget  for  a  modest 
beginning  at  the  state  level  and  one  or  possibly  two  original  establish- 
ment grants.  The  Department  did  not  request  the  introduction  of  the 
legislation  in  1963,  but  NYLA  and  the  Trustees  Foundation  did.  But, 
for  the  third  year,  it  failed  to  move. 

"Governor  Rockefeller  approved  the  Department's  1963-64  $100,000 
budget  request  for  the  3  Rs  program,  so  the  picture  looked  better  until 
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the  1963  Legislature  staged  its  famous  revolt  and  knocked  practically 
every  new  project  out  of  the  Governor's  Budget,  including  the  3  R's 
appropriation, 

"In  1964,  the  legislative  leaders  took  an  interest  in  the  3  Rs  program, 
thanks  to  the  advice  from  the  newly  established  Science  Advisory  Com- 
mittee to  the  Legislature.  The  Education  Department  switched  its  strat- 
egy again,  declining  to  request  funds  in  its  own  budget,  but  requesting 
the  introduction  of  the  3  Rs  bill.  There  was  another  legislative  revolt 
in  1964  over  school  aid  and  the  picture  looked  black  indeed.  But  in  the 
final  days  of  the  1964  session  the  legislative  leaders  offered  a  compro- 
mise with  a  $75,000  regional  pilot  project  proposal.  The  bill  was 
amended  to  be  limited  to  the  pilot  project  and  was  passed  by  the  Leg- 
islature. Then  Governor  Rockefeller  got  back  into  the  act  and  vetoed 
it  on  the  grounds  that  the  Legislature  failed  to  provide  the  $75,000  in 
the  1964-65  State  Budget.  So  we  are  back  where  we  started,  but  we 
will  be  fighting  again  in  1965.  Maybe  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature 
will  be  able  to  get  together  this  time. 


OTHER  REFERENCE  AND  RESEARCH  STUDY  PROJECTS 

"While  all  of  us  have  been  struggling  during  the  past  three  years 
to  win  legislative  approval  for  the  3  Rs  project,  a  number  of  studies 
have  been  made  in  this  same  area. 

"The  State  Education  Department  engaged  the  services  of  Nelson 
Associates,  a  firm  specializing  in  management  and  organization  prob- 
lems in  the  education  field,  to  do  a  detailed  study  on  what  services  a 
reference  and  research  regional  system  might  provide,  how  they  could 
be  provided,  and  how  much  they  would  cost.  The  Nelson  firm  con- 
ducted extensive  interviews  in  the  seven-county  Rochester  region  and, 
based  on  their  findings  and  a  one-day  conference  of  interested  parties, 
made  a  number  of  recommendations. 

' '  These  recommendations  dealt  with ;  the  organizational  structure  of 
the  regional  system;  reciprocal  loan  privileges;  enriched  resources; 
establishment  of  a  reference  center  at  the  Rochester  Public  Library  and 
a  research  center  at  the  University  of  Rochester;  quick  and  effective 
means  of  communication;  and  rapid  delivery  service. 

"Nelson  Associates  recommended  1st  and  2nd  priority  services  for 
the  Rochester  region  and  projected  regional  costs  for  the  first  two  years 
of  operation.  Their  report  was  published  in  1962  under  the  title:  A 
Reference  and  Research  Library  Resources  Plan  for  the  Rochester 
Area. 

"A  second  study  by  the  same  firm  was  directed  to  the  state- wide 
aspects  of  the  3  Rs  plan.  Their  recommendations  covered  such  areas  as 
state  agency  activities,  organization  and  finance,  and  the  implication  of 
automatic  data  processing  in  the  3  Rs  state  program.  It  was  published 
in  1963  as :  Strengthening  and  Coordinating  Reference  and  Research 
Library  Resources  in  New  York  State. 

"Nelson  Associates  have  published  two  other  reports  dealing  with  the 
same  problem  in  the  New  York  City  region.  One  is  entitled :  Prospects 
For  Library  Cooperation  in  New  York  City;  and  the  other :  Brooklyn — 
A  Center  of  Learning.  Both  were  released  in  1963.  One  other  study  of 
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Brooklyn  libraries  was  made  by  Rice  Estes,  librarian  of  Pratt  Institute, 
and  published  as :  A  Study  of  Seven  Academic  Libraries  and  their 
Cooperative  Potential. 

"The  State  Education  Department  engaged  Ralph  T.  Esterquest  of 
Harvard  University  libraries  to  make  a  special  study  of  the  medical 
library  conditions  in  New  York  State.  His  report  and  recommendations 
were  published  in  1962  under  the  title:  Strengthening  Medical  Library 
Resources  in  New  York  State. 

"For  information  on  the  availability  of  any  of  the  ten  study  reports 
that  I  have  mentioned,  I  suggest  that  you  write  to  the  Library  Exten- 
sion Division,  State  Library,  Albany  1,  New  York. 

"Other  studies  in  the  reference  and  research  library  field  are  still 
in  process.  One  key  study  is  the  future  acquisition  policy  of  the  State 
Library.  It  is  being  conducted  by  Nelson  Associates  under  the  direction 
of  a  three-man  Advisory  Committee,  appointed  by  Commissioner  Allen, 
S.  Gilbert  Prentiss,  now  State  Librarian,  and  his  standing  advisory 
committee,  the  five-man  Regents  Library  Advisory  Council,  are  await- 
ing the  results  of  .this  study  with  great  expectations.  Finally,  various 
regional  committees  of  librarians  are  working  on  plans  for  the  best 
utilization  of  state  funds  in  their  regions — once  the  3  Rs  bill  is  passed. 

CONCLUSION 

"Thus  ends  the  20  year  story  of  New  York's  studies,  plans  and 
action  programs.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  more  to  it  than  I  could 
tell  you  in  this  relatively  short  time.  I  have  omitted  much  of  the  more 
colorful  material,  dealing  with  our  unusual  legislative  experiences  and 
the  many  dedicated  individuals  who  worked  so  hard  for  better  library 
service.  But  that  is  a  better  story  to  tell  in  New  York  State,  rather 
than  in  California.  It  has  been  an  exciting  two  decades ! ' '

As  an  introductory  note  to  the  panel  discussion,  Dr.  Wight  presented 
a  definition  of  planning  agreed  upon  by  the  speakers :  developing  pro- 
grams of  operation,  both  long  and  short  range,  in  conformity  with  the 
purposes  of  the  institution. 


Mr.  Raymond  M.  Holt  :     TJie  Bole  of  the  Librarian 

"The  librarian's  role  in  the  planning  team  has  had  a  very  personal 
aspect  to  me  in  these  past  several  weeks,  as  Dr.  Rostvold  and  I  have 
been  planning  for  two  studies  of  libraries  in  Southern  California,  reach- 
ing across  the  east  edge  of  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  and  through  the 
Pomona  Valley,  taking  in,  roughly,  everything  from  the  Rose  Bowl 
and  the  Arroyo  Seco  to  the  fairgrounds  of  the  Los  Ageles  County  Fair 
in  Pomona.  This  has  meant  that  we  have  had  to  think  about  the  role 
of  the  librarian  as  well  as  of  the  role  of  the  nonlibrarian  on  the  team. 
No  matter  in  what  terms  I  analyzed  the  librarian's  role,  I  kept  trying 
to  find  some  sort  of  total  concept;  an  all  inclusive  phrase  which  would 
characterize  and  perhaps  generalize  the  real  planning  role  of  the 
librarian. 

' '  During  these  mental  meanderings  I  recalled  a  story  the  professor  of 
philosophy  used  to  tell  us  to  emphasize  a  certain  point.  It  seems  that 
in  the  far  north  country  there  were  two  Swedish  gentlemen  who 
worked  in  a  paper  factory.  Ollie  and  Sven  were  both  employed  in  the 
shipping  department  where  giant  rolls  of  paper  were  loaded  onto  wait- 
ing vans.  One  day,  just  as  Ollie  guided  the  last  roll  into  place,  the 
big  truck  began  moving  away,  dragging  Ollie  with  it,  as  he  clung  by 
his  bare  fingertips  to  the  lost  roll  of  paper.  As  the  truck  began  to  pick 
up  speed,  Ollie  hung  on  for  dear  life,  and  Sven,  typically,  began  to 
give  advice  from  the  receding  platform.  'Yump,  Ollie,'  he  cried,  'by 
yumpin  yiminy,  yump;  it's  going  to  be  too  late.  Yump!"  Poor  Ollie 
could  only  yell  back  as  he  dangled  from  the  truck,  '  How  in  heck  can  I 
yump  when  I  ain  't  got  no  place  to  stood ! '  I  submit  that,  without  the 
participation  of  a  librarian  on  the  planning  team,  the  other  planners 
may  often  lack  a  place  to  'stood.'

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"My  first  point,  then,  is  that  perhaps  the  chief  contribution  made  by 
the  librarian  is  to  provide  a  point  of  departure;  a  point  of  reference 
for  the  study.  In  so  doing,  he  assures  all  concerned  that  planning  is 
proceeding  in  the  proper  direction. 

"Second,  the  librarian  should,  obviously,  be  used  by  other  members 
of  the  planning  team  as  a  source  of  information.  He  can  clear  up  mis- 
understandings and  misinterpretations  of  library  services  and  facili- 
ties. He  provides  information  on  the  collections  and  operations.  We 
recognize  that  the  object  of  planning  is  to  chart  a  course  to  the  future. 
This  certainly  cannot  be  done  successfully,  however,  out  of  context  with 
the  present.  Those  of  you  who  have  been  planning  in  a  slightly  different 
area — that  of  planning  for  a  new  building — are  quite  aware  of  how 
important  and  sometimes  how  difficult  it  is  to  explain  clearly  some  of 
even  our  most  basic  statistics  and  operations  to  architects,  who  are 
themselves  kinds  of  professional  planners. 

"Third,  the  librarian  must  be  fully  conversant  with  and  able  to 
interpret  library  objectives  and  standards  to  the  other  members  of 
the  team.  This  includes  not  only  the  gross  interpretation  of  these  but 
in  many  cases  also  the  background  for  their  concepts,  their  achieve- 
ments. Although  many  of  these  have  been  embodied,  and  published, 
in  various  documents  such  as  the  ALA  and  the  California  standards, 
and  our  own  blaster  Plan,  they  must,  still,  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  other  team  members,  and  when  necessary,  explained.  Also,  there 
are  sometimes  local  statements  of  policy  and  objectives  which  need  to 
be  introduced  into  the  team's  thinking. 

"Fourth,  the  librarian  must  be  familiar  with  and  make  available  to 
other  members  of  the  team  such  other  studies  as  may  have  relevance  to 
the  planning  problem  being  solved.  Failing  to  do  so  may  well  mean  that 
much  hard-to-qualify-for  funds  may  be  used  to  obtain  results  which 
are  already  known  or  predicted.  To  fail  in  this  is  to  place  the  team  in 
the  same  untenable  situation  that  one  of  our  local  electronic  engineers 
found  himself  this  spring.  He  and  the  members  of  his  team  had  spent 
over  a  year  on  research  on  the  design  of  a  new  component.  They  had 
spent  tens  of  thousands  of  our  taxpayers  dollars  in  this  search  and 
finally  had  given  up  on  their  research  effort.  A  few  weeks  later  the 
engineer  was  in  the  library  doing  some  advance  work  on  another 
project,  and  he  ran  across  a  brief  statement  telling  that  the  same 
experiment  that  he  had  failed  on  had  been  undertaken  by  another  re- 
search firm  several  years  before,  with  the  same  experience.  Thousands 
of  dollars,  thousands  of  man-hours  had  gone  do"s^Ti  the  drain.  If  the 
engineer  had  had  this  simple  information  before  he  could  have  saved 
all  of  this  effort.  He  was  not  a  happy  man.  Neither  will  librarians  be 
happy  if  our  energies  go  into  those  aspects  of  planning  which  are  not 
productive.  The  librarian  may  often  be  in  the  best  position  to  recom- 
mend the  need  for  specialized  research,  studies  or  consultation  in  vari- 
ous specific  areas  such  as  automation,  data  processing,  and  other  tech- 
nologies. "Who  knows  better  than  he  how  much  help  it  would  be  to  have 
a  given  task  mechanized  and  what  areas  of  work  involve  extremely 
repetitious  tasks.  Other  members  of  the  team  may  come  upon  these 
facts  in  the  course  of  their  studies,  but  the  librarian  can  often  save 
time  and  assure  better  utilization  of  funds  by  pointing  them  out  at  the 
outset  of  the  project. 
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"Next,  when  serving  with  a  team  of  consultants  from  other  disci- 
plines, the  librarian  will  most  probably  find  himself  serving  as  the 
liaison  member  if  not  as  the  coordinator  of  the  project.  To  this  aspect 
of  his  role  he  must  bring  full  knowledge  of  library  organization  and 
administration,  and  must  whet  his  political  skills  to  the  keenest  edge. 
Tact,  understanding,  and  persuasiveness  must  be  his  tools. 

"Sixth,  in  all  probability,  the  librarian  may  find  that  while  the 
team's  other  members  can  best  describe,  analyze  and  project  such 
facets  of  planning  as  population,  governmental  relationships,  socio- 
economic profiles,  the  elements  of  finance,  automation,  personnel  utiliza- 
tion and  all  the  other  myriad  of  details,  certain  areas  will  remain  by 
right  the  librarian's  own  province.  These  obviously  include  such  prob- 
lems as  collection  evaluation  and  the  qualitative  analysis  of  service, 
particularly  in  the  areas  of  reference  and  information. 

"Finally,  the  librarian  has  a  major  responsibility  and  role  in  both 
the  structuring  of  the  original  study,  at  the  beginning,  and  the  report- 
ing of  the  findings  of  the  participants  at  the  conclusion.  As  members 
of  the  team  review  and  correlate  their  findings  it  will  be  largely  the 
responsibility  of  the  librarian  to  see  that  these  results  are  interpreted 
into  a  meaningful  program  of  action  which  will  prove  convincing, 
realistic,  compelling,  and  acceptable  to  the  personnel  of  the  library, 
the  membership  of  its  governing  boards,  and  all  others  who  are  vitally 
concerned  with  its  implementation.  Success  in  all  phases  of  a  planning 
program  is  meaningless  if  the  ramifications  of  the  findings  are  not  care- 
fully presented  in  an  understandable,  a  usable,  and  a  salable  report 
package.  If  the  librarian  succeeds  in  this  role  he  has  indeed  supplied 
a  place  for  Ollie  to  'stood'.  In  today's  parlance  the  librarian  on  the 
team  of  planners  is  the  launching  pad,  the  gantry  tower,  and,  hope- 
fully, the  ignition  spark  in  the  guidance  system  that  successfully 
launches  a  new  library  program  into  orbit. ' ' 


Mr.  "William  R.  Zion:  The  Bole  of  the  Governmental  Research  Con- 
sultant 

"All  of  the  members  of  this  panel  are  currently  working  on  library 
planning  studies  under  the  State  program,  and  perhaps  what  we  are 
all  saying  is  not  so  much  from  theory  as  from  a  working  experience  of 
what  a  planning  team  does  on  these  studies. 

"My  area  is  that  of  governmental  research.  To  try  to  explain  the 
contribution  that  this  discipline  can  make  to  library  studies  I'd  like  to 
note  first  that  libraries  are  many  things,  and  that  they  are,  among 
other  things,  a  part  of  the  system  of  local  government  in  California.  A 
planning  team  should  be  prepared  to  take  into  account  this  particular 
aspect  of  libraries  and  fit  it  in  with  the  other  sections  of  a  thorough 
study.  Because  libraries  are  a  part  of  the  local  governmental  structure 
they  are  subject  to  this  structure  in  such  areas  as  financing,  for  ex- 
ample, and  they  are  also  competing,  in  various  senses,  with  other  such 
public  services  as  police  and  fire  protection,  streets,  parks,  sanitation, 
water  supply  and  so  on. 

"When  we  think  of  libraries  at  this  level,  an  understanding  of  what 
they  are  and  what  a  plan  for  library  systems  might  be  in  the  future 
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should  take  into  account  what  local  government  is  and  what  it  might 
be.  As  a  general  note  I  would  like  to  observe  that  although  local  govern- 
ment has  many  and  well  known  defects,  it  is  still  one  of  our  country's 
original  contribution  to  Avorld  political  science  and  government.  Our 
local  government  is  unusual  not  only  in  its  infinite  variety  but  also  in 
that  there  is  constant  change  in  progress  within  our  various  units  and 
at  various  levels.  The  advances  in  recent  years  in  a  few  important 
areas:  for  example,  city  and  county  planning,  city  and  county  financ- 
ing, city-county  contracting  and  refinements  of  this  concept,  may  be 
of  great  assistance  in  the  establishment  and  the  administration  of  li- 
brary systems.  If  we  think  back  a  few  years  we  realize  we  would  not 
have  anticipated  all  these  developments  to  the  extent  and  with  the  con- 
tinuing promise  that  they  have  actually  occurred  as  of  today. 

' '  In  many  cases  these  advances  have  not  been  originated  by  academi- 
cians but  have  evolved,  rather,  from  the  hard  necessities  faced  by 
practitioners  of  local  government  in  the  field.  Again,  one  of  the  char- 
acteristics of  local  government  in  America  is  the  freedom  of  the  units 
and  their  administrators  and  elected  officials  to  experiment  and  to  use 
almost  any  solution  that  works.  This  is  one  reason  why  it  is  vital  for 
the  planning  team  to  have  people  who  are  familiar  with  what  is  going 
on  out  among  the  practitioners,  in  this  case,  of  local  government  gen- 
erally and  of  libraries  in  particular,  and  for  the  team  itself  it  move 
out  into  the  field  and  become  familiar  with  these  things  .  .  .  The  func- 
tion of  the  governmental  consultant  in  this  context  is  essentially  to 
cover  the  ways  in  which  local  government  impinges  on  libraries  and  to 
take  into  account  how  these  may  place  limitations  on  libraries  in  the 
plan  that  might  be  developed. 

"Here  I  would  like  to  emphasize  the  distinction  between  local  gov- 
ernment and  other  levels  of  government.  These  are  different  realms. 
One  of  the  more  fascinating  but  least  comprehensible  aspects  of  local 
government  has  to  do  with  its  politics.  As  implied  in  the  old  book  title 
County  Government,  the  'Dark  Continent'  of  American  Politics,  this 
level  of  government  has  its  jungle-like  aspects,  although  perhaps  less  so 
today  than  formerly,  and  less  so  in  California  than  in  most  other  parts 
of  the  country  ...  I  think  we  con  conclude  that  there  is  no  one  who 
can  claim  to  know  all  of  the  aspects  of  this  political  side  of  local  govern- 
ment with  any  of  the  sort  of  accuracy  we  might  associate  with  the 
natural  sciences.  There  are,  simply,  chronic  uncertainties  in  local  gov- 
ernment, and  trying  to  anticipate  what  politicians  are  going  to  do  or 
what  the  political  tides  may  be  is,  I  think  more  a  matter  of  delusion  for 
amateurs  than  an  illusion  of  professionals  in  this  field.  Although  much 
can  be  set  forth  in  terms  of  kno-^vn  things  and  knowable  things  about 
the  way  the  political  side  of  local  government  works,  it  of  course  varies 
a  great  deal  from  community  to  community  and  it  is  difficult  to  gen- 
eralize or  to  set  up  rules  that  might  be  applicable  throughout  the 
State. 

"To  move  into  the  area  between  politics  and  governmental  research 
and  planning,  I  would  like  to  quote  a  veteran  California  governmental 
consultant,  who  likes  to  say  that  in  government  the  facts  are  not  what 
they  are,  they  are  what  people  think  they  are.  I  think  we  might  para- 
phrase this  as:  in  local  government  there  are  two  forces,  facts,  and 
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human  beings,  that  are  involved  in  the  situation.  In  the  past  ten  or 
fifteen  years,  expert  administrators,  researchers,  and  planners  have 
pretty  much  mastered  the  tricks  and  mysteries  of  their  particular 
trades.  We  don't  talk  anymore  about  how  to  go  about  research  studies 
and  how  to  make  analyses  from  them  because  we  all  know  how  to  do 
these  things.  The  big  topic  now  at  conventions  of  governmental  research 
people  is :  how  do  you  get  the  results  of  these  studies  implemented  ? 
How  do  you  move  the  public,  or  the  politicians,  as  the  public's  repre- 
sentatives, to  adopt  the  recommended  plans  of  action  developed  in  these 
studies  ?  Sometimes  these  people  talk  of  '  selling  the  public '  and  '  selling 
political  representatives'  almost  to  the  point  of  manipulation.  I  would 
prefer  to  conceive  of  the  problem  more  as  one  of  compromise  between 
the  two  forces,  facts  and  human  beings.  The  answers  based  on  facts  are 
given  to  the  elected  officials  and,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  citizens. 
They,  then  take  these  facts  or  recommendations,  and  other  considera- 
tions, into  mind  in  making  their  final  decisions.  I  think  we  must  allow 
them  a  certain  latitude  here ;  otherwise  it  would  be  hard  to  see  what 
role  the  politicians  and  the  public  have  at  all  in  this  whole  process.  In 
addition,  there  have  been  many  instances  where  their  viewpoint  does 
make  a  positive  improvement  in  the  final  product.  Believe  it  or  not, 
we  sometimes  underestimate  what  the  public  and  their  elected  repre- 
sentatives will  buy  and  will  do. 

"By  anticipating  some  of  the  practical  or  'realistic'  problems  in- 
volved in  the  proposed  course  of  action,  the  planning  team  may  often 
be  able  to  come  up  with  a  more  effective  and  acceptable  course  of  action 
to  begin  with.  So,  the  governmental  consultant  member  provides  the 
team  and  indirectly  the  public  with  certain  facts  and  suggested  courses 
of  action.  The  choice  of  which  facts  and  which  suggestions  is  a  matter, 
I  think,  that  has  to  be  evolved  during  the  study. 

' '  We  might  start,  for  example,  at  the  beginning  of  one  of  these  plan- 
ning studies  with  a  brief  rundown  of  the  background  situation  regard- 
ing the  governmental  world,  State  and  local  laws,  administrative  and 
budgetary  procedures,  revenue  and  expenditure  trends,  general  polit- 
ical conditions  and  the  specific  situation  as  regards  public  and  elected 
boards'  attitudes  toward  financial  matters.  We  need  to  know  the  extent 
to  which  the  city  and  county  have  already  studied  the  library,  not 
only  because  we  wouldn't  want  to  duplicate  work  they  have  done  but 
also  because  they  will  have  developed  certain  conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations from  their  studies  and  we  must  be  aware  of  these.  Further, 
we  must  review  the  nature  of  the  relationship  between  the  library  and 
the  chief  administrative  officer  of  the  local  governmental  unit  and  the 
elected  board  of  the  unit.  Of  course  in  most  cases  here  we  are  talking 
about  city  managers  or  county  administrators  on  the  one  hand  and  city 
councils  or  county  boards  of  supervisors  on  the  other. 

"We  need  to  know  the  ways  in  which  recommendations  are  best 
presented  in  a  particular  public  agency^ — and  I  think  most  of  you 
who  have  worked  for  different  governmental  agencies  know  that  the 
best  route  of  a  recommendation  varies.  In  one  case  it  might  be  the 
manager,  in  others  the  mayor,  a  particular  member  of  the  council,  or 
the  librarian  herself.  We  have  to  be  familiar  with  these  situations, 
even  though  we  cannot  study  them  in  depth  in  these  studies  and  even 
though  they  are  facts  which  change  with  time. 
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"We  should  be  aware,  for  example,  that  a  given  city  council,  pre- 
sented a  given  set  of  recommendations,  might  adopt  them  when  another 
council  might  not.  This,  again,  involves  the  question  of  the  proper 
timing  and  consideration  of  the  fact  that  once  something  is  adopted 
by  a  council,  it  is  unlikely  that  members  of  a  later  council  will  rescind 
the  action.  For  example  a  library  system  might  be  put  into  operation 
by  a  fortuitous  situation  with  regard  to  the  various  city  councils  and 
boards  of  supervisors  then  involved.  There  would  then  be  little  hazard 
of  its  being  put  out  of  operation  later  on.  While  I  am  not  suggesting 
that  libraries  should  try  to  influence  local  elections,  a  sense  of  what 
it  means  to  get  into  and  to  stay  in  elected  office  would  go  a  long  way 
to  give  librarians  a  better  understanding  of  and  sympathy  for  the 
people  who  are  their  ultimate  bosses,  and  it  might  in  the  process  make 
librarians  more  effective  in  putting  across  their  proposals  before  coun- 
cils and  boards  of  supervisors. 

"Somewhere  in  the  study  process  we  would  also  want  to  take  a  very 
close  look  at  the  position  of  the  particular  library  in  relation  to  the 
central  administration  of  the  city,  to  the  city  council,  and  to  the  library 
board  if  there  is  one.  It  is  difficult  to  say  at  this  stage  if  we  will  be 
able  to  come  up  with  any  generalized  rules  that  would  be  applicable 
and  useful  statewide,  but  certainly  there  are  a  number  of  unresolved 
questions  about  what  would  be  the  most  effective  relationship  between 
the  library  and  the  central  administration,  not  only  in  relation  to 
administrative  authority  and  responsibility  but  also  in  connection  with 
all  the  auxiliary  services  that  we  have  in  modern  administrative  organ- 
izations: personnel  assistance,  purchasing,  property  management,  pro- 
gram planning  and  fiscal  planning  for  examples.  Some  of  these  questions 
might  in  fact  be  treated  as  separate  recommendations  in  the  ultimate 
library  plan,  even  though  what  we  are  looking  for  primarily  here  are 
ways  of  implementing  the  plan  rather  than  recommendations  for 
the  plan. 

"I  have  noted  often  in  my  own  work  in  city  government  the  distant 
and  somewhat  irregular  relationship  that  exists  between  the  library  and 
the  central  administration  .  .  .  Something  is  certainly  lost  in  a  situ- 
ation of  poor  communications.  Whether  or  not  our  planning  team  should 
get  into  this  kind  of  problem,  and  what  we  could  do  about  it  if  we  did, 
we  don't  yet  know.  I  would  guess  however  that  if  this  lack  of  what  I 
would  call  administrative  mutual  aid  is  widespread,  and  we  cannot  see 
any  firm  way  of  correcting  it,  since  a  few  recommendations  do  not  solve 
this  kind  of  a  problem,  one  alternative  we  might  consider  would  be  the 
provision  within  the  proposed  library  S3^stem  itself  of  these  kinds  of 
administrative  services  that  a  library  can  theoretically  obtain  from 
city  hall.  It  might  be  a  better  way  to  assist  libraries  than  to  talk  about 
putting  them  closer  to  the  city  manager's  office. 

"This,  then,  would  be  the  first  stage.  The  second  stage  of  the  govern- 
mental consultant's  assistance  to  the  planning  team  would  come  after 
the  other  members  of  the  team,  the  experts  in  libraries  and  physical 
planning  and  business  management,  have  begun  to  come  in  with  their 
tentative  findings  and  recommendations.  The  job  of  the  governmental 
member  would  be  to  go  to  work  on  the  implementation  of  these.  He 
would  consider  for  example  what  kind  of  intergovernmental  arrange- 
ments would  be  needed,  what  kinds  of  financing  arrangements,  and 
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what  sorts  of  geographic  areas  would  make  sense.  We  have  a  peculiar 
problem  here  in  that  since  you  are  a  part  of  a  city  or  a  county  in  most 
cases,  the  studies  conceivably  could  come  up  with  ideal  service  areas 
from  the  library  point  of  view  that  are  not  the  same  geographic  areas 
covered  by  your  jurisdictions.  We  might  want  to  work  out  some 
arrangements  to  cover  this  discrepancy. 

"Then,  in  connection  with  any  specific  proposals  such  as  we  have 
discussed  in  many  of  these  planning  studies :  processing  of  materials 
on  a  joint  basis  or  cooperative  reference  service  for  example,  we  would 
want  to  work  out  specific  arrangements  in  terms  of  what  kind  of  a 
contract  under  the  joint  exercise  of  powers  and  what  type  of  financial 
arrangement.  Here  we  try  to  anticipate  all  the  practical  problems ;  the 
relationships  with  city  managers  or  county  boards  of  supervisors  or 
other  people  who  may  have  prejudices  and  who  certainly  have  concerns 
in  this  field.  For  example,  many  city  managers  in  an  off-hand  way 
dislike  joint  operations  because  they  have  found  that  the  complications 
outweigh  the  theoretical  savings  or  improvements  that  some  of  these 
arrangements  are  supposed  to  provide.  This  would  indicate  that  if  joint 
operations  seem  desirable  in  any  of  these  library  systems,  the  structure 
should  be  made  as  simple  and  as  clear  cut  and  as  definite  as  possible, 
so  that  the  fears  will  be  allayed  from  the  beginning. 

"New  sources  of  revenue  should  be  studied  along  the  way,  as  well 
as  ways  to  tie  in  budgeting  and  capital  improvement  programming 
with  the  implementation  of  the  new  library  system  plan  ...  I  would 
like  to  say  briefly  that  while  state  aid  is  now  available — many  of  these 
studies  are  intended  to  take  advantage  of  the  state  establishment  and 
per  capita  grants — and  federal  aid  is  a  possibility,  and  both  these  types 
of  aid  can  be  advantageous  in  many  cases,  we  still  need  to  consider 
them  closely  in  our  studies.  We  all  know  of  cases  where,  in  the  end,  a 
governmental  agency  concluded  that  it  was  not  really  worth  the  trouble 
to  have  gone  into  an  aid  program,  particularly  a  federal  one.  This 
would  not  necessarily  be  true  for  libraries,  but  I  for  one  would  want 
to  take  a  very  close  look  at  any  program  which  was  intended  to  have 
state  or  federal  support  just  to  make  sure  that  it  was  being  done  as 
effectively  as  possible.  Among  other  things  we  sometimes  run  into 
tremendous  delays  in  federal  programs.  If  that  were  to  be  the  case, 
we  would  want  to  have  that  kind  of  a  calendar  built  into  the  plan. 

"In  summary,  I  would  say  that  the  job  of  the  governmental  con- 
sultant is  first  to  develop  in  a  general  way  what  this  governmental 
world  of  which  the  library  is  a  part  will  and  won't  permit  in  terms 
of  library  organization,  operation,  and  financing;  and  then  secondly, 
toward  the  end  of  the  study,  to  tailor  the  plan  so  that  it  can  best  fit 
the  library  system  that  is  proposed  into  this  governmental  world  in 
terms  both  of  acceptability  to  the  governmental  units  concerned  on  the 
one  hand  and  of  the  most  sound  operation  of  the  library  system  itself 
on  the  other." 
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Mr.  Howard  M.  Peek:     The  Bole  of  the  Management  Analyst 

"Fundamentally  a  management  analyst  concentrates  on  the  nse  of 
a  system's  economic  resources.  The  role  involves  inquiry,  comparison, 
and  evaluation  in  practically  every  phase  of  operations,  but  with  em- 
phasis on  the  financial  implications  of  the  major  decisions  as  to  goals 
and  means.  In  a  library  study  we  would  rely  very  heavily  on  the 
librarj^  consultant,  such  as  Mr.  Holt,  to  educate  us  in  the  background 
that  we  need  so  that  any  errors  such  as  I  may  make  here  in  a  theoretical 
situation  would  be  avoided  in  practice.  I  have  never  studied  a  library, 
although  I  am  about  to  now,  and  I  hope  you  will  forgive  me  for  any 
mistakes  and  arbitrary  assumptions  I  make  in  attempting  to  explain 
the  management  analyst  role  on  the  planning  team. 

' '  A  management  analyst  might  evaluate  libraries  as  industries.  Then, 
to  begin  with,  we  would  classify  libraries  as  retail  merchandising  activi- 
ties, akin  to  department  stores.  Further,  since  most  libraries  are  sup- 
ported by  all  taxpayers  rather  than  a  select  group,  they  should  be  high 
volume  merchants  serving  a  wide  range  of  needs  and  tastes.  Other- 
wise there  will  be  a  large  number  of  dissatisfied  customers,  ar,  even 
worse,  noncustomers  when  the  annual  budgets  are  presented,  and  they 
are  important  to  all  of  you.  Accordingly,  our  first  approach  would  be 
to  discover  how  the  well-proven  merchandising  operating  principles 
are  now  applied  in  libraries  and  how  these  could  be  better  adapted  to 
the  library  industry. 

"Successful  stores  begin  with  salable  marchandise,  and  good  pur- 
chasing depends  on  the  knowledge  and  perception  of  the  buyers.  Well 
run  stores  provide  daily  sales  figures  by  type  of  merchandise  to  assist 
in  the  selection  of  new  stock  coming  in.  Even  more  important,  stores 
control  their  investment  in  each  class  of  stock  in  proportion  to  the 
demand  for  that  class  of  stock,  and  they  do  this  quite  precisely.  Since 
you  do  not  sell  your  merchandise  but  merely  lease  it — for  free  it  is 
true,  but  it  is  a  lease,  with  the  condition  that  it  must  be  brought  back 
in  a  given  time  and  in  a  certain  condition — ^you  should  also  depreciate 
the  value  of  merchandise  on  your  shelves ;  not  so  much  for  the  physical 
wear  and  tear  but  because  most  of  it  becomes  obsolete  very  rapidly 
these  days.  Actually,  I  suggest  that  when  you  are  talking  about  stand- 
ards for  libraries  you  might  consider  using  the  depreciated  value  by 
class  of  material  right  along  with  the  number  of  titles,  because  that 
tells  whether  or  not  all  of  the  thousands  of  books  you  have  on  hand 
are  completely  passe  and  quite  useless  for  the  purpose.  At  first  it  is 
difficult  to  see,  but  if  you  follow  the  merchant's  principle  it  becomes 
quite  clear  that  if  you  have  not  been  replacing  in  a  given  line  of  knowl- 
edge, at  an  adequate  rate,  you  have  soon  gotten  down  to  a  point  where 
vou  have  no  recognizable  value  left  in  your  stock. 

"Consequently,  the  management  analyst  would  ask  if  libraries  base 
their  selection  oil  factual  records  of  materials  issued  and  on  hand.  He 
would  frown  on  any  selection  process  that  ignores  your  turnover  rates, 
and  suggest  that  it  might  be  necessary  to  carry  a  considerable  amount 
of  material  that  you  might  think  has  little  merit  in  order  to  increase 
the  total  number  of  library  customers— and  supporters.  The  merchant 
has  a  similar  problem ;  he  must  carry  many  marginal  items  m  order 
to  attract  customers  for  his  profitable  merchandise. 
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"Second,  the  analyst  would  ask  a  planner-economist  to  determine 
the  location  and  arrangement  characteristics  needed  to  attract  the 
maximum  library  patronage.  We  would  not  expect  the  specifications 
for  catching  book  shoppers  to  put  libraries  into  competition  with  big 
department  stores  for  prime  retail  locations;  however,  we  doubt  that 
libraries  automatically  belong  where  they  happen  to  be  at  the  moment, 
or  in  a  new  civic  center  just  because  there  is  going  to  be  one,  and  much 
less  on  just  any  piece  of  surplus  property. 

"Advertising  comes  just  after  merchandise  and  location  in  moving 
quantities  of  goods.  How  about  library  books?  Before  calling  in  an  ad- 
vertising counselor  to  plan  a  campaign,  we  would  project  the  direct 
financial  benefits  of  increased  sales.  Of  course,  this  would  show  that  we 
could  gain  much  good  will  in  libraries,  and  increased  expenses,  but 
practically  no  income.  Here  lies  the  essential  difference  between  the 
retail  theory  I  have  been  expounding  and  the  actual  realities  of  library 
operations.  Income  doesn't  increase  with  volume.  But  we  analysts  are 
stubborn.  We  would  still  say  libraries  need  all  the  good  will  and  public 
support  they  can  get  to  protect  their  basic  source  of  income,  so  why 
not  plan  a  low  pressure  advertising  and  public  relations  campaign  aimed 
at  this  limited  objective  at  least. 

"Then  we  would  analj^ze  the  sources  of  librarj^  income  and  question 
the  pricing  policies  that  prevail  in  the  industry.  Why  should  all  ma- 
terials and  services  be  free  ?  We  are  not  so  dollar  conscious  as  to  oppose 
the  concept  of  the  free  public  library  as  a  source  of  knowledge  and 
pleasure,  but  there  are  some  special  areas  where  libraries  might  reason- 
ably seek  to  recover  their  costs.  Current  best  sellers  and  the  latest  mys- 
tery fiction  certainly  are  not  basic  essentials,  so  why  not  let  them  pay 
their  own  way?  Some  businesses,  including  my  own,  would  be  happy 
to  pay  by  the  hour  or  day  for  professional  reference  work  of  value 
to  them.  Granted  that  we  pay  taxes  as  businesses,  we  can  still  hardly 
expect  to  have  those  taxes  cover  research  from  which  we  hope  to 
derive  income.  Also,  while  I  have  reservations  about  the  following, 
you  might  even  raise  some  capital  in  some  areas  by  obtaining  deposits 
for  your  library  cards :  $5  to  $10  per  adult  would  certainly  help  you 
to  add  titles.  In  those  areas  where  $5  means  less  than  a  nickel  did  25 
years  ago,  people  are  throwing  their  money  around  like  crazy,  and  you 
might  as  well  get  part  of  it.  Even  though  your  total  library  earnings 
might  cover  only  a  tiny  part  of  the  library  expenses,  your  budget 
authorities  should  respect  the  effort.  It  would  show  that  you  understand 
their  problem  of  trying  to  divide  the  money  that  they  have  so  it  will 
be  spent  in  the  public's  best  interests.  They  might  be  even  more  gener- 
ous with  you  if  you  showed  them  that  you  understand  that  they  have 
a  difficult  time  raising  money,  too. 

"We  management  analysts  are  most  unfavorably  known  for  our 
attitude  toward  expenses.  Sometimes  this  is  with  good  reason,  because 
of  the  pointless  petty  economies  exercised  and  imposed  by  some.  How- 
ever, since  most  libraries  are  on  what  amounts  to  a  fixed  income,  the  best 
hope  for  improvement  may  lie  in  a  shift  among  objects  of  expenditure. 
With  salaries  being  universally  the  largest  single  item  of  expense,  and 
the  materials  budget  usually  being  woefully  inadequate,  the  analyst 
would  concentrate  on  means  of  reducing  the  payroll  in  order  to  increase 
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the  inventory.  There  are  three  obvious  avenues  of  investigation:  a  re- 
duction in  library  hours,  which  I  believe  runs  counter  to  what  I  have 
heard;  proper  allocation  of  duties  among  different  classifications  of 
personnel ;  and  increased  self  service  by  library  users.  Stores  lengthen 
their  business  hours  in  the  hope  that  income  will  increase  more  rapidly 
than  expenses.  Libraries  can  have  no  such  illusions,  but  they  may  have 
gone  along  with  the  trend,  and  possibly  unwisely.  Libraries  of  any 
size,  with  different  classifications  of  personnel,  should  particularly  see 
to  it  that  their  higher  paid  personnel  avoid  the  tasks  that  the  lower 
categories  perform  satisfactorily.  They  can  probably  do  more  good  by 
helping  to  simplify  the  routine  duties  so  they  can  be  done  more  effi- 
ciently and  with  less  duplication. 

"On  the  subject  of  increased  self  service  by  library  users  there  is 
little  doubt  that  checkout  and  return  could  be  automated  for  savings 
in  both  costs  and  boredom,  and  could  then  provide  the  type  of  inventory 
turnover  statistics  that  I  think  you  need  to  manage  your  stocks.  Un- 
fortunately, no  one  of  the  present  planning  grants  that  I  know  of  is 
directed  toward  or  is  large  enough  to  pay  for  the  applied  research 
necessary  to  adapt  existing  business  machines  to  this  chore.  Perhaps 
this  common  problem  could  be  attacked  on  a  statewide  or  regional  basis. 

"Another  self  service  opportunity  may  lie  in  the  return  of  much 
material  to  the  shelves  by  the  borrowers,  as  improbable  as  it  may  seem 
to  you.  This  is  merely  a  filing  operation.  We  have  successfully  handled 
tremendously  large  scale  files,  with  completely  untrained  file  clerks, 
by  using  a  very  simple  number  and  color  coding  and  positioning  system, 
and  you  know  it  is  odd  but  we  can  sometimes  find  the  files.  Where 
perfection  isn't  essential,  and  I  don't  believe  it  is  in  most  library 
material,  this  might  work.  Anyone  who  is  looking  for  something  on  a 
topic  is  perfectly  accustomed  to  covering  a  span,  to  see  what  else  is 
in  the  grouping.  A  simple  numbering  and  color  coding  system  should 
enable  borrowers  to  return  most  of  the  bulk  material.  Further,  the 
borrower  is  probably  going  back  to  the  same  stack  location  for  his  next 
withdrawal,  and  he  might  as  well  save  you  a  trip. 

"Since  the  management  analyst  is  usually  an  industrial  or  methods 
engineer  or  a  specially  trained  accountant,  he  would  examine  all  the 
other  typical  library  operations  for  possible  improvements,  and  plan 
how  to  set  time  standards  for  determining  changes  in  staff  require- 
ments. 

' '  Finally,  the  management  analyst  would  search  for  means  of  measur- 
ing all  the  services  to  people  so  that  your  library  standards  could  be 
related  to  results  obtained  rather  than  to  the  means  used  as  they  appear 
to  be  now.  One  measure  obviously  would  correspond  to  the  merchants' 
accounts  receivable  records,  which  show:  how  many  customers,  how 
many  are  active,  what  are  their  pertinent  characteristics,  the  frequency 
with  which  they  are  served  and  the  intensity  of  each  use;  in  other 
words,  the  size  of  the  sale  and  often  the  type  of  material  sold.  These 
would  be  your  equivalent  of  the  merchant's  sales  figures." 
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Mr.  William  E.  Spangle  :     The  Bole  of  the  City  and  Regional  Planner 

"We  have  seen  that  the  previous  panelists  have  indicated  certain 
areas  of  specialization  which  are  necessary  in  library  system  planning. 
In  a  general  sense  planning  for  a  library  system  is  no  different  from 
planning  for  any  organization  or  activity.  All  of  this  planning  must 
involve  a  program  plan  in  deciding  what  is  to  be  accomplished,  and 
what  are  your  goals  and  policies.  In  this  part  of  the  planning  effort, 
I  think,  the  librarian  on  the  team  plays  the  key  role.  We  need  opera- 
tional planning  to  study  the  function  and  efficiency  of  the  organization, 
and  its  internal  working  relationships :  this  is  the  role  of  the  manage- 
ment analyst.  The  governmental  analyst  undertakes  the  fiscal  and 
organizational  planning.  One  of  the  unique  contributions  that  the  city 
and  regional  planner  can  make  to  the  library  system  planning  is  in  the 
area  of  physical  planning. 

' '  The  city  and  regional  planner  traditionally  has  been  concerned  with 
planning  the  physical  setting  for  facilities  and  activities.  This  kind  of 
planning  is  now  a  regular  activity  of  government  at  the  state,  regional, 
county  and  city  levels.  It  is  concerned  not  only  with  formulating  plans 
for  the  physical  setting  but  also  with  developing  programs  to  meet 
agreed-upon  goals.  Because  urban  development  now  takes  place  mainly 
in  metropolitan  areas  without  much  attention  being  paid  to  boundaries 
of  political  units,  we  find  that  there  are  growing  disparities  between 
political  boundaries  and  the  proper  service  areas  for  many  kinds  of 
facilities  and  activities  needed  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  people.  City 
and  regional  planners  have  long  recognized  and  anticipated  these  dis- 
parities, and  for  this  reason  are  accustomed  to  working  with  and 
thinking  about  different  levels  of  community  organization.  The  city 
planner  can  also  contribute  to  library  systems  planning  his  knowledge 
of  the  functional  workings  of  the  urban  area  and  its  political  organiza- 
tions. Planners  have  been  a  part  of  the  evolution  of  regional  and 
governmental  activities  that  we  now  see  manifested  in  many  places.  In 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  for  example,  I  would  mention  the  Associa- 
tion of  Bay  Area  Grovernments,  the  San  Francisco  Rapid  Transit  Dis- 
trict, the  Air  Pollution  Control  District,  the  movement  toward  regional 
parks,  and  other  intergovernmental  organizations. 

"Planners  have  also  been  working  on  the  outlining  of  natural  regions 
of  the  State,  analyzing  various  factors  that  must  be  identified  in 
determining  regions  for  different  kinds  of  activities.  These  factors 
usually  include  trade,  transportation,  communication;  physical  factors 
that  differentiate  one  region  of  California  from  another.  Some  studies 
of  this  have  been  made  in  conjunction  with  the  California  State  Devel- 
opment Plan,  and  will  be  continued  in  the  next  year  and  a  half. 

"The  focus  of  city  and  regional  planning  is  on  comprehensive  plan- 
ning ;  that  is,  looking  at  the  total  community  in  all  of  its  aspects,  with 
a  time  dimension.  We  are  concerned  with  the  future,  the  present,  and 
the  past;  primarily  in  that  order.  Out  first  concern  is  with  the  future, 
because  we  are  planning  to  meet  new  goals  for  higher  levels  or  different 
orders  of  services  than  now  exist.  In  California  we  are  also  greatly  con- 
cerned with  providing  the  facilities  and  services  needed  to  correct 
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existing  deficiencies  and  to  keep  up  witli  our  rapidly  growing  popula- 
tion. In  comprehensive  planning  for  communities,  regions,  state  and 
other  areas,  planners  are  developing  plans  for  systems  of  public  facili- 
ties such  as  school  systems,  road  systems,  park  systems,  and  so  forth,  so 
that  we  find  the  concept  of  a  library  system  and  even  of  a  hierarchy 
of  systems  of  libraries  a  natural  answer  to  provide  the  necessary 
facilities  and  services.  A  library  system  of  course  must  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  community  or  communities  it  serves,  and  it  must  therefore 
be  considered  in  relation  to  the  present  pattern  of  urban  development 
and  the  prospective  and  desired  future  pattern  of  urban  development 
and  organization. 

"In  preparing  a  comprehensive  general  plan  for  a  city,  county  or 
region,  it  is  necessary  to  know  how  the  community  functions  in  terms 
of  its  institutions,  its  economy,  and  the  political  and  decision  making 
process.  It  is  necessary  to  know  the  people;  their  numbers,  character- 
istics such  as  age,  occupation,  income,  probably  educational  attainment, 
and  so  on ;  and  above  all  their  aims  and  aspirations.  All  of  these  factors 
must  be  related  to  the  geography  of  the  community  and  its  present 
physical  plant.  This  will  give  us  an  indication  of  the  kind  and  extent 
of  development  likely  to  occur  in  the  future  and  then  plans  can  be 
shaped  to  give  this  development  positive  direction  to  achieve  agreed- 
upon  goals.  These  goals  must  be  practical  and  evaluated  in  relation  to 
the  resources  available.  We  must  be  aware  of  the  changing  technology 
and  its  effects  on  our  ability  to  achieve  our  goals. 

"The  goal  setting  process  in  library  system  planning  is,  I  feel,  prob- 
ably the  most  important  part  of  the  planning  program,  and  since  we  are 
concerned  with  public  libraries  in  our  systems  planning  studies,  estab- 
lishment of  goals  for  systems  of  libraries  has  to  involve  many  partici- 
pants, starting  with  the  citizenry,  the  professional  librarians,  other 
members  of  the  jDlanning  team,  administrators,  and  legislators.  Since 
goal  setting  in  this  context  is  the  establishment  of  policy,  the  ultimate 
responsibility  for  goals  in  representative  government  must  rest  with 
the  elected  officials. 

"City  and  regional  planners  are  accustomed  to  carrying  on  their 
work  in  the  political  arena,  as  they  develop  plans  and  programs  for 
cities,  counties  and  other  jurisdictions.  I  think  you  are  probably  all 
familiar  with  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  the  agenda  of  any  city 
council  or  board  of  supervisors  is  now  taken  up  with  planning  and 
development  matters,  and  it  is  in  this  context  that  the  city-regional 
planning  is  carried  on.  The  planners  are  accustomed  to  and  normally 
charged  with  responsibility  for  coordinating  the  work  and  synthesizing 
the  output  from  specialists  in  many  fields.  This  is  necessary  because  of 
the  broad  range  of  subject  matter  that  is  included  in  a  city-county 
general  plan;  a  plan  which  has  to  take  into  consideration  all  aspects 
of  development  of  the  area. 

"Other  specific  contributions  the  city  planner  can  make  to  library 
system  planning  include  inventory  and  analysis  of  the  existing  library 
buildings  and  sites  in  terms  of  their  accessibility  and  relationship  to 
present  and  prospective  service  areas;  second,  liaison  with  city  and 
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county  planners  serving  jurisdictions  within  the  area  of  the  prospec- 
tive system;  and  third,  preparation  of  a  library  facilities  plan  in  a 
form  to  be  incorporated  as  an  element  of  the  city  or  county  plans 
within  the  area  of  the  library  system. 

"Site  selection  for  many  public  and  community  facilities  is  a  part 
of  the  general  planning  process  for  a  community,  whether  large  or 
small.  Usually,  in  the  general  plan,  site  location  is  treated  in  terms  of 
principles  of  location  and  relationship,  standards  modifying  the  nature 
of  service.  The  planner  normally  becomes  involved  in  specific  site 
selection  when  steps  are  being  taken  to  acquire  a  site  for  a  particular 
facility  so  that  it  may  be  adjusted  to  its  surroundings.  This  is  the 
planner's  unique  contribution  in  site  selection — relating  the  facility 
to  the  present  and  probably  future  pattern  of  population  distribution 
and  other  facilities  and  services  that  are  needed  to  serve  people  in 
their  homes  and  places  of  work. 

"If  there  are  adequate  general  planning  programs  ongoing  in  the 
area  that  is  under  consideration  for  the  establishment  of  a  library 
system,  there  should  be  a  great  deal  of  information  available  from  the 
city  and  county  planning  offices.  However,  there  will  still  be  a  need  to 
reorganize  data  that  is  available,  synthesize  it,  and  relate  it  to  the 
area  covered  by  the  library  system.  There  will  also  be  a  need  to  look 
at  the  total  area  and  to  attempt  to  iron  out  any  disparities  that  may 
exist,  in  conflicts  between  or  among  plans  for  separate  jurisdictions. 
In  other  words,  we  need  an  evaluation  of  the  planning  effort  of  the 
separate  jurisdictions.  This  should  be  the  primary  job  of  the  city 
planning  on  the  library  system  planning  team. 

' '  I  think  the  library  consultant  has  an  orientation  toward  the  library, 
and  brings  from  the  library  to  the  planning  team,  while  the  city  and 
regional  planner's  orientation  is  more  outward  and  relates  the  com- 
munity to  the  librarj^,  and  helps  relate  the  library  to  the  community. 
In  other  words,  the  librarian  member  of  the  team  provides  primary 
liaison  back  to  the  library,  and  the  city  planner  can  provide  liaison 
to  others,  primarily  to  the  city  and  county  planners  working  in  the 
area,  and  to  other  parts  of  the  governmental  organization.  I  think  the 
essence  of  the  city  planner's  contribution  is  to  attempt  to  expose  the 
possible  and  to  give  some  vision  of  the  future  in  all  of  its  major 
aspects. ' ' 

Genera!  Discussion 

Mr.  Holt  had  given  his  view  of  the  role  of  the  librarian  consultant 
on  the  planning  team.  The  other,  nonlibrarian  panel  members  were 
then  requested  to  define  that  role  from  their  points  of  view.  They 
suggested  that  the  librarian  should  do  the  following :  supply  basic  facts 
and  standards ;  act  as  a  sounding  board  and  safeguard,  in  testing  ideas 
proposed  by  the  other  team  members;  review  the  work  of  the  others; 
and  ultimately,  keep  the  study  practical  in  terms  of  the  possible.  In 
an  associated  discussion  of  coordination  within  the  team,  it  was  sug- 
gested that  the  librarian  is  the  balance  wheel,  and  that  other  individual 
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members  would  logically  assume  the  role  of  coordinator  at  those  points 
of  the  study  process  which  emphasized  their  particular  specialties. 

Panelists  were  asked  to  treat  the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  form  of 
organization  at  more  length.  The  conclusion  was  that  that  instrumen- 
tality can  be  used  to  perform  any  desired  function,  so  long  as  it  is 
properly  drawn  upj  the  advice  was:  use  a  simple  form,  and  spell  out 
property  rights. 

Recommendations  were  offered  on  creating  the  right  climate  for 
public  acceptance  of  systems :  use  the  full  glare  of  publicity,  be  sure 
you  have  local  participation  through  all  stages  of  the  planning  process, 
and  introduce  controversial  issues  as  early  as  possible  so  that  there  is 
time  for  officials  and  the  public  to  study  them,  absorb  them  and  perhaps 
accept  them. 

Panelists  were  asked  if,  in  their  view,  it  was  possible  for  the  library 
to  state  its  broad  general  objectives  in  terms  of  specific  objectives  which 
are  amenable  to  a  sales  analysis  type  of  operation.  The  response: 
objectives  have  to  be  broken  down  for  analysis  and  evaluation;  other- 
wise they  are  merely  platitudes.  "With  much  work  and  study,  you  can 
work  out  a  meaningful  set  of  indices  which  will  tell  you  how  well 
you  are  accomplishing  what  you  set  out  to  do.  You  cannot  of  course 
measure  the  actual  value  but  you  can  measure  the  outward  evidences. 

Another  topic  discussed  was  the  function  of  the  library  board.  The 
useful  characteristics  of  boards — their  ability  to  absorb  community 
pressures  and  relieve  librarians  and  city  officials  of  certain  conflicts, 
in  particular — were  set  forth  in  opposition  to  the  contrary  view  that 
the  board  is  useful  only  where  there  is  a  policy  making  function.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  local  officials  will  continue  to  give  some  supervision 
to  the  library  operation  whether  there  is  a  board  or  not,  so  long  as  city 
and  county  government  levies  the  tax  support.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  the  development  of  systems  may  lead  to  closer  relations  between 
libraries  and  managers  and  administrators  of  cities  and  counties.  System 
development  will  lead  to  consequent  development  of  administrative 
services  to  libraries  along  such  lines  as  units  of  work  measurement, 
cost  analysis  and  reporting  techniques.  This  type  of  information  will 
be  of  value  to  managers  who  have  hitherto  found  it  difficult  to  analyze 
library  budgets  and  programs. 

Numerous  of  Mr.  Peek 's  proposals  were  explored  and  questioned  from 
the  point  of  view  of  book  selection,  quantity  versus  quality,  and  com- 
parative value  judgements  on  what  constitute  basic  services.  Mr,  Peek 
reemphasized  the  need  for  librarians  to  find  means  of  measuring  how 
much  service  is  given,  to  whom  it  is  given ;  then  to  give  careful  scrutiny 
to  their  findings  to  determine  if,  in  all  cases,  there  is  the  best  disposition 
of  resources. 


IF  YOU  DON'T  MIND  MY  SAYING  SO 
Br.  John  A.  Vieg  * 


"It  is  both  a  pleasure  and  an  honor  to  be  here  today,  but  let  it  be 
clear  from  the  outset  that  I  did  not  leave  that  stack  of  examination 
papers  in  Claremont  to  come  here  to  give  you  a  lot  of  pap.  We  have 
serious  business  to  consider  together:  namely,  how  you  in  your  local 
communities  can  best  translate  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries 
in  California  into  reasonably  early  fulfillment,  and  with  your  permission 
I  should  like  to  speak  in  the  manner  of  the  plain  spoken,  if  not  slightly 
acidulous,  mother  of  River  City's  librarian  in  Meredith  Willson's 
rollicking  show,  The  Music  Man. 

"If  you  don't  mind  my  saying  so,  you  are  not  going  to  translate 
your  fine  dreams  into  reality  unless :  one,  you  work  harder  and  more 
imaginatively  than  ever  to  cultivate  your  many  political  assets;  and 
two,  you  show  a  good  deal  more  'savvy'  and  courage  in  facing  up  to 
your  political  liabilities. 

"What  are  the  prime  assets  you  have,  as  major  trustees  of  public 
library  facilities  in  California  today?  It  seems  to  me  they  are  six. 

"First,  you  have  reached  agreement  on  a  broad-gauged  Master  Plan 
for  the  public  libraries  in  this  State,  and  within  the  past  year  you 
have  made  a  modest — but  I  think  only  a  modest — beginning  on  its 
implementation. 

"Second,  you  enjoy  a  potentially  close  and  vivid  identification  with 
one  of  the  most  wonderful  worlds  of  all — the  world  of  books,  of 
magazines,  of  films,  and  of  musical  recordings. 

"Third,  you  possess  the  key  on  which  a  majority  of  people  have  to 
rely  if  they  are  going  to  keep  abreast  of  the  surge  of  new  knowledge 
that  is  pouring  out  of  our  modern  laboratories  and  study  centers  in 
our  time,  for  by  the  book  purchases  you  make  and  the  buildings  over 
which  you  have  custody,  you  control  effective  access  to  a  growing 
storehouse  of  tested  information.  Knowledge,  as  we  all  know,  is  power, 
and  you  are  the  ones  who  can  put  this  kind  of  power  into  the  hands 
and  minds  of  our  people. 

"Next,  you  have  the  priceless  advantage  of  symbolizing  that  other, 
and  intrinsically  more  important,  of  the  two  kinds  of  education  every 
person  gets.  It  is  a  mistake  to  assume,  as,  regrettably,  many  do,  that 
education  consists  primarily  in  what  one  learns  in  school,  even  from 
well-prepared  teachers   in   formal   courses   of   instruction.    The   most 

*  Dr.  Vieg  is  Professor  of  Government,  Pomona  College  and  the  Claremont  Graduate

Hill,  1960,  1964,  and  has  published  many  articles  in  periodicals  in  the  political 
science  and  public  administration  field. 
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valuable  kind  of  education  a  person  receives  is  the  kind  he  gets  by 
himself,  and  a  well-stocked,  well-managed  public  library  is  clearly  his 
best  asset  for  this  purpose. 

' '  Fifth,  you  can  command  the  financial  support  of  an  affluent  society, 
probably  the  richest  in  the  world's  history,  which  needs  only  to  be 
alerted  to,  and  reminded  of,  the  woeful  relative  neglect  of  public  goods 
and  services  to  be  stimulated,  as  Professor  Galbraith  might  say,  to  bring 
things  up  to  somewhere  near  the  level  of  our  conspicuous  consumption 
of  many  luxurious  private  goods  and  services. 

"Sixth  and  last,  you  have,  both  locally  and  throughout  the  State, 
all  kinds  of  potential  allies  in  the  struggle  for  those  greatly  enlarged 
funds  which  would  be  required  to  translate  the  dream  of  good  library 
service  for  all  our  people  into  actuality. 

"To  elaborate  on  this  latter  point,  let  me  remind  you  first  that  right 
in  your  own  home  towns  there  are  always  likely  to  be  at  least  a  couple 
of  members  of  your  city  council  and  your  school  board  who  would  be 
glad  to  spend  some  of  their  prestige  on  your  behalf,  if  you  but  asked 
them.  And  let  me  not  forget  to  remind  you  that  your  city  manager  is 
likely  to  be,  in  many  cases,  quite  as  good  a  friend  as  your  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  for  example,  and  that  he  may  have  far  more  political 
savvy  as  well.  What  is  true  of  city  councilmen  and  school  trustees  will 
also  often  go  for  county  supervisors. 

"On  a  statewide  basis — and  this  I  emphasize  because  you  are  not 
likely  to  get  those  substantially  increased  funds  you  need  except  through 
more  state  aid — you  would  have  to  be  naive  indeed  not  to  realize  what 
splendid  natural  allies  you  have  in  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  in 
the  American  Association  of  University  Women,  and  in  the  Congress 
of  Parents  and  Teachers.  Incidentally,  speaking  of  teachers,  the  Cali- 
fornia Teachers  Association  should  also  be  in  your  corner, -for  even 
though  they  have  some  important  financial  problems  of  their  own  (on 
which,  parenthetically,  one  should  perhaps  observe  in  passing  they  have 
not  always  worked  with  the  best  of  insight),  they  also  have  a  very 
tangible  interest  in  first-class  library  service.  On  behalf  of  my  ov/n 
profession,  may  I  also  suggest  that  the  northern  and  southern  California 
sections  of  the  American  Association  of  University  Professors  should 
likewise  be  able  to  do  something  to  help  you  promote  your  good  cause. 

"Among  the  stronger  lobbies  at  Sacramento,  however,  there  are  sev- 
eral whose  friendship  you  would  be  particularly  well  advised  to  culti- 
vate. Let  me  say  in  passing  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  see  that  on  this 
score  you  have  to  some  extent  anticipated  me  by  inviting  a  couple  of 
their  spokesmen  to  participate  in  your  workshop.  Prominent  among 
them  are  the  League  of  California  Cities  and  the  County  Supervisors 
Association.  Historically,  of  course,  the  municipality  has  _  been^  our 
prime  unit  of  urban  government,  and  the  county  our  basic  unit  of 
rural  government.  During  the  past  generation,  however,  industrializa- 
tion and  the  technology  of  communication  and  transportation  have 
been  homogenizing  us  at  a  tremendous  rate  and  ours  has  already  be- 
come overwhelmingly  an  urban  society. 

"No  one  can  be  proud  of  a  community,  however,  or  regard  it  as 
being  a  really  good  place  to  live,  unless  along  with  its  other  assets  it 
has  a  fine  public  library.  This  is  well  understood  both  by  the  officers 
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and  the  staff  members  of  the  League  of  California  Cities  and  the 
County  Supervisors  Association.  My  guess  is  that  they  both  can  help 
you  and  that  they  would  be  glad  to  do  so  if  you  approach  them  in  the 
right  way. 

''So  it  is,  too,  with  regard  to  what  are  often  called  the  'Big  Three' 
among  interest  groups;  namely,  big  business,  big  labor,  and  big  agri- 
culture. With  respect  to  business,  chambers  of  commerce  may  not  have 
been  particularly  noted  in  the  past  for  their  concern  over  cultural 
services  such  as  libraries;  yet  there  is  no  doubt  whatever  but  that 
business  men  have,  within  the  past  thirty  years  or  so,  grown  enormously 
in  their  sense  of  social  responsibility,  and  the  State  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  California  Manufacturers'  Association  would,  without 
doubt,  be  worth  cultivating. 

"As  for  organized  labor,  unless  its  leaders  have  totally  forgotten 
the  magnificent  record  of  AF  of  L  locals  throughout  the  country  in 
supporting  the  whole  vast  movement  for  free  public  education,  not 
merely  through  the  grades  but  through  the  high  school  and  even  the 
junior  college,  they  comprise  another  asset  of  tremendous  value. 

"Because  of  the  transition  through  which  they  have  been  going,  it 
is  a  little  harder  to  appraise  groups  like  the  California  Farm  Bureau 
Federation;  yet  beyond  any  doubt  there  would  also  be  among  their 
leaders  many  who  would  want  to  do  their  full  part  in  assuring  good 
and  dependable  library  service  in  rural  areas. 

"Finally,  in  addition  to  all  of  these,  there  are  some  of  our  'senior 
citizen'  groups.  What  in  the  world  are  they  going  to  do  with  all  that 
leisure  time  if  they  don't  spend  a  lot  of  it  reading  good  books?  Then 
there  are  the  editors  and  reporters  of  many  of  the  fine  newspapers 
we  have  in  some  of  our  metropolitan  centers  and  in  quite  a  number 
of  our  middle-sized  cities.  Also,  there  are  not  a  few  among  our  movie 
stars  whose  intellectual  and  cultural  credentials  are  superb,  and  without 
doubt  they  would  be  glad  to  give  their  support.  Further,  California 
has  its  full  share  of  the  nation's  leading  authors,  and  they,  too,  would 
certainly  respond  in  most  cases  to  a  plea  for  help. 

"Having  identified  some  of  your  major  assets  and  natural  allies, 
let  us  now  take  a  hard  look  at  some  of  the  liabilities  you  will  have  to 
overcome  before  you  can  realize  your  hopes  and  dreams. 

"Historically,  libraries  have  had  a  low  priority  when  it  comes  to 
public  expenditures.  This  is  just  a  fact;  an  uncomfortable  one,  a  re- 
grettable one,  but  one  which,  I  think,  we  cannot  safely  ignore.  It  is 
nothing  less  than  a  shame  that  California,  with  her  18  million  people 
enjoying  per  capita  incomes  averaging  $3,000  a  year,  should  be  spend- 
ing less  than  a  measly  $3  per  capita  on  public  library  services — not 
even  a  penny  a  day! 

"Second,  library  service,  by  virtue  of  its  nature,  has  and  probably 
always  will  have  what  one  of  my  friends  in  the  Assembly  in  Sacra- 
mento calls  'low  visibility.'  There  has  been  little  sense  of  urgency 
about  it  even  since  the  first  Sputnik  soared  aloft  in  1957. 

"Third,  there  is  a  multiplicity  of  competing  demands  for  the  tax- 
payer's dollar,  and,  what  is  worse,  you  librarians  usually  come  into 
the  arena  of  such  competition  with  the  'embarrassment'  of  thinking 
that  you  have  to  act  like  refined  ladies  and  gentlemen.  It  seems  to  me 
you  have  to  do  a  little  howling  for  the  attention  you  may  need  at 
Sacramento,  and  elsewhere. 
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' '  Next,  although  you  have  lots  of  natural  political  allies,  your  friend- 
ship among  them  remains,  as  I  see  it,  more  or  less  undeveloped. 

"Fifth,  you  seem  to  have  been  indifferent  to  the  importance  of  con- 
triving for  yourselves  and  for  the  institution  you  represent  either  a 
set  of  appealing  symbols  or  effective  slogans. 

"Sixth  and  last  among  these  liabilities  is  one  related  to  that  I  have 
just  mentioned.  To  judge  from  the  heavy  and  bureaucratic  language 
in  which  your  Master  Plan  is  written,  and  the  dull  style  in  which  it  is 
printed,  you  are  guilty  at  the  very  least  of  neglect,  if  not  of  scorn, 
for  what  might  be  called  the  arts  of  Madison  Avenue.  If  you  don't 
mind  my  saying  so,  this  is  something  to  which  you  ought  promptly 
to  give  serious  attention,  for  there  is  not  only  nothing  wrong,  there 
is  everything  right,  with  using  the  techniques  of  Madison  Avenue  when 
you  have — as  you  do — a  quality  product  of  service  to  advertise. 

' '  Let  me  by  way  of  summary  and  conclusion  indicate  explicitly  what 
has  already  been  suggested  implicitly.  Success  in  your  effort  to  secure 
first  class  library  service  throughout  the  State  depends  upon  the  devel- 
opment and  prosecution  of  a  sound  strategy  embracing  these  main 
essential  elements : 

"First,  you  have  to  have,  and  you  are  by  way  of  having  it,  a  well- 
conceived  and  easily  understandable  Master  Plan  clearly  related  to 
the  growing  needs  for  library  service  in  California,  and  related,  too, 
to  the  possibilities  we  reasonably  have  for  financing  good  service.  The 
plan  should  clearly,  and  attractively,  identify  what  is  essential  in  terms 
of  buildings  and  equipment,  such  as  tables,  chairs,  lights,  and  probably 
even  carpets  and  air  conditioning,  and  in  terms  of  collections  such  as 
books  and  magazines,  films  and  records.  I  think  in  connection  with 
materials  you  ought  to  make  it  clear  that  books  become  obsolete.  It  is 
incredible  that  the  assumption  is  still  abroad,  among  a  people  who  are 
in  the  habit  of  thinking  or  who  have  been  conditioned  to  think  that 
one  of  our  marvelous  automobiles  becomes  obsolete  after  a  couple 
of  years,  that  a  book  once  manufactured  is  forever  valuable.  It  may 
be  out  of  date  in  a  few  years,  and  you  ought  to  be  able,  and  the  public 
ought  to  understand  that  you  must  be  able  to  buy  new  and  more 
up-to-date  books.  Further,  your  plan  should  identify  what  is  desirable 
organization,  particularly  from  the  standpoint  of  city-county-state 
cooperation;  what  you  need  for  professional  staff — and  here  you  must 
not  be  shy  with  regard  to  insisting  that  librarians  be  paid  in  propor- 
tion to  their  professional  training  just  as  are  specialists  in  other  lines 
of  work;  what  are  the  kinds  and  quality  of  library  services  that  are 
needed  nowadays. 

"Second,  you  would  want  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  retaining 
local  control.  This  should  be  carefully  spelled  out,  however,  so  that 
you  would  not  be  in  the  position  of  demanding  increasing  state  aid 
with  no  strings  of  any  kind  attached.  Should  the  State  be  disposed 
to  say,  for  example,  'Yes,  we  are  willing  to  contemplate  expanded  state 
aid,  but  only  if  we  can  be  assured  that  genuinely  competent  people  will 
be  available  locally  to  spend  the  money, '  let  us  hope  that  you  will  not 
be  so  naive  or  block  headed  as  to  decline  on  the  grounds  that  this 
would  mean  an  invasion  of  local  autonomy.  Local  control  must  never 
be  defined  to  mean  the  right  of  a  community  to  insist  on  stupid  libra- 
rians having  the  authority  to  spend  state  money  to  buy  worthless  books. 
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' '  Third,  in  this  strategy,  you  have  got  to  insist  on  adequate  state  aid 
on  the  basis  of  a  guarantee  of  a  fairly  high  minimum  that  local  libra- 
ries could  actually  depend  on  from  year  to  year.  Without  this  it  would 
be  impossible,  it  seems  to  me,  for  you  to  plan  your  library  service, 
wisely,  for  any  period  of  time.  Incidentally,  the  current  two  percent 
ratio  of  state  to  local  support  would  seem  to  be  rather  low  at  a  time 
when  local  school  districts  are — and  with  justification — demanding  that 
state  aid  be  increased  as  nearly  as  possible  to  a  50-50  basis. 

"Fourth  and  finally,  a  sound  strategy  would  include  a  willingness 
on  your  part  to  utilize  on  behalf  of  the  cause  of  public  libraries  the 
political  techniques  regarded  as  normal  both  at  the  city  hall  and  the 
State  Capitol.  This  would  definitely  include  some  appropriate  lobbying 
activity,  for  what  lobbies  amount  to,  in  effect,  is  a  system  of  informal 
representation  supplementing  the  formal  system  consisting  of  assembly- 
men and  senators. 

"Will  you  adopt  this  strategy?  I  hope  you  will,  because  the  quality 
of  the  culture  and  the  life  we  have  in  this  State  is  going  to  depend 
significantly  upon  what  you  do  on  behalf  not  surely  of  yourselves  but 
of  all  of  us.  In  sum,  if  you  don't  mind  my  saying  so,  why  not  give 
yourselves  a  practical  demonstration  that  'book  larnin'  '  actually  pays, 
and  go  back  to  your  several  communities  resolved  to  be  a  bit  more 
realistically  imaginative — or  imaginatively  realistic — about  the  politics 
of  promoting  the  enlightened  cause  of  genuinely  adequate  library 
service."

Public 
libraries  have  always  been  local,  and  support  problems  have  been  local. 
Now  that  we  have  state  aid  and  the  likelihood  of  federal  aid  in  sig- 
nificant sums,  we  are  beginning  to  discuss  financing  at  all  levels  .  .  . 
''Financing  the  Partnership  Program." 

Mr.  Jay  Michael:     The  City  in  the  Partnership  (Summary) 

Dr.  Vieg  brought  out  the  main  points  you  should  keep  in  mind.  You 
should  use  your  client  groups,  and  let  them  plead  your  case  to  elected 
officials.  You  are  competing  in  the  same  market  place  with  other  agen- 
cies and  departments.  It  takes  two  parties  to  make  a  partnership. 

As  library  development  proceeds,  there  may  be  changes  in  the  allo- 
cation of  the  decision  making  authority  involved.  Sometimes  coopera- 
tion is  a  vague  word.  Those  who  lose  decision  making  authority  want 
to  know  specifically  who  will  be  making  the  decisions.  Sometimes  there 
is  no  communication  at  all,  because  all  the  parties  concerned  are  com- 
ing in  on  different  wave  lengths. 

Cities  have  always  been  centers  of  culture,  and  the  cultural  oppor- 
tunities have  always  attracted  those  outside  the  city,  who  have  wanted 
to  share  use  of  them.  This  sharing  has  traditionally  been  encouraged 
by  cities.  With  new  patterns  of  transportation  and  new  urban-suburban 
developments,  commerce  today  is  moving  away  from  the  cities;  yet  the 
cities,  while  losing  some  of  the  tax  base,  are  still  expected  to  pay  for 
all  the  cultural  services. 


*  Mr.  Michael  is  now  City  Manager,  Claremont,  California. 
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Now  we  are  moving  in  part  to  the  superior  taxing  power  of  the 
higher  jurisdiction.  We  have  to  be  sure  that  state  aid  will  not  be  a  sub- 
stitute for  local  support,  and  that  the  State  will  not  control  the  service. 
This  is,  of  course,  written  into  the  Public  Library  Development  Act. 

A  recent  League  study  showed  that  56  cities  had  built  67  library 
buildings,  including  branches,  with  the  following  sources  of  capital: 
20  were  paid  for  out  of  the  capital  improvement  fund,  21  from  the 
General  Fund,  20  from  general  obligation  bonds,  five  with  lease-pur- 
chase financing,  and  one  was  jointly  financed  by  city  and  county  from 
general  funds. 

The  partnership,  city  and  state,  for  public  library  support  is  at 
present  only  two  percent  state  aid.  The  remainder  must  come  from 
local  support.  To  compete  for  local  funds  successfully,  you  must  analyze 
your  city  and  its  political  dynamics,  learn  who  are  the  decision  makers, 
and  be  a  part  of  the  management  team.  In  doing  this,  you  don't  need 
to  join  the  book  burner  pressure  groups  nor  go  into  partisan  politics. 
You  don't  need  to  be  politicians  rather  than  librarians,  but,  as  libra- 
rians, you  must  be  administrators,  concerned  with  and  aware  of  man- 
agement, cost  control,  efficiency,  work  measurement,  and  personnel 
recruitment  techniques.  You  must  make  plans  based  on  population 
projections,  economic  indices  and  statements  of  needs,  and  present  those 
plans  and  the  valid  evidence  to  your  officials.  Don't  wait  for  the  City 
Council  to  make  up  a  general  plan;  do  your  own  library  plan  firstj 
if  necessary. 

Unless  the  majority  of  you  are  already  accomplished  administrators, 
you  must  become  so  now.  First  class  administration  and  involvement 
in  the  management  process  are  the  keys  to  success,  and  will  be  yours. 

Mr.  Donald  Benninghoven  :  The  City  in  the  Partnership  (Summary) 
Some  degree  of  partnership  financing  has  always  been  with  us,  and 
today  it  is  out  in  full  public  view.  State  aid  means  the  cooperation  of 
cities,  counties  and  the  State.  Those  who  opposed  AB  590  were  not 
fully  aware  of  the  fact  these  interrelationships  have  existed  for  a  long 
time.  We  can  go  back  to  early  land  grants  to  schools  as  the  first  in- 
stances of  federal  aid  to  education. 

The  pattern  of  the  relationships  among  cities,  counties  and  other 
jurisdictions  and  the  State  resembles  a  marble  cake  rather  than  a  layer 
cake;  there  are  variations  and  differences  of  degree  from  one  program 
and  one  locality  to  another.  Cooperative  interrelationships  should  be  as 
evident  in  library  systems  as  in  other  public  services. 

The  League  of  California  Cities  believes  that  the  state  aid  to  public 
libraries  program  will  encourage  an  increase  in  local  support.  Local 
support  is  still  98  percent  of  the  total,  and  the  state  grants  will  entice 
communities  to  make  a  greater  local  effort.  There  are  of  course  financ- 
ing problems.  League  surveys  show  that  only  nine  percent  of  all  Cali- 
fornia municipal  libraries  are  financed  by  the  general  fund.  Only  those 
libraries,  which  have  broken  away  from  organization  under  the  Educa- 
tion Code  and  a  library  board  to  establishment  under  the  Government 
Code  and  city  council,  can  take  advantage  of  the  broader  revenue  base 
permitted  the  city,  and  even  then  they  are  restricted  by  the  $1  on  $100 
city  property  tax  levy  limit.

Librarians'  statements  on  the  obsolescence  of  library  buildings  and 
on  inadequacies  of  service  are  obvious  to  the  League,  but  may  not  be 
equally  obvious  to  city  officials  generally.  In  the  same  period  of  time 
that  library  expenditures  have  increased  $16  million,  recreation  depart- 
ments' expenditures  have  gone  up  $65  million.  Support  of  services  is 
dependent  on  acceptance  of  the  service,  and  recreation  people  have 
been  notably  good  administrators. 

Important  questions  to  ask  are :  to  what  extent  are  the  city  managers 
and  city  councils  part  of  your  operation;  to  what  extent  are  they  in- 
volved in  your  master  plans;  and  to  what  extent  are  they  involved 
in  day  to  day  planning  and  budget  processes  ?  Unless  they  participate, 
they  will  not  understand  nor  subscribe  to  your  concepts. 

City  engineers  have  requested  the  League  to  plan  conference  topics 
and  training  sessions  on  such  subjects  as  public  speaking,  administra- 
tion, community  relations.  The  engineers  realize  that  they  must  tell 
their  story  to  the  public,  must  understand  community  pressures,  and 
must  communicate  with  administrators.  This  is  important  for  you,  too. 
The  League  would  like  to  see  city  libraries  as  close  to  the  city  council 
and  the  management  team  as  possible.

370  NEWS  NOTES  OF   CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 

Mr.  Robert  T.  Andersen  :     The  County  in  the  Partnership  (Summary ) 

There  are  three  different  library  districts  and  a  city-county  library 
program  in  Riverside  County.  Under  our  organization,  the  county 
contracts  with  the  city  to  operate  and  administer  a  countywide  system 
of  service.  Recently  we  have  been  asked  to  establish  a  regional  library 
in  the  Indio  area. 

Dr.  Vieg  gave  us  all  many  good  ideas;  hopefully,  you  will  begin  to 
carry  some  of  them  out.  Here  are  some  suggestions  for  securing  more 
state  funds : 

Presently,  statewide,  there  are  average  public  library  expenditures 
of  $2.70  per  capita  from  local  sources  and  five  cents  from  the  State. 
This  is  not  much  of  a  partnership.  Riverside  County  alone  collects 
nine  million  dollars  in  sales  tax  which  goes  to  the  State.  Of  course 
we  realize  that  when  these  funds  arrive  in  Sacramento,  other  agencies 
in  addition  to  libraries — welfare,  education,  and  many  more — are  com- 
peting for  them.  Perhaps  the  State  Library  could  secure  some  funds 
through  the  rehabilitation  and  retraining  program ;  libraries  could  make 
a  useful  contribution  in  that  program.  In  seeking  citizen  support,  you 
may  be  overlooking  agricultural  interests.  The  study  of  library  services 
in  Riverside  County  found  that  many  agricultural  people  are  more 
concerned  with  good  library  service  than  are  some  urban  residents. 
In  this  county  most  cities  are  relatively  small.  The  farming  communities 
might  provide  significant  support,  and  libraries  could  work  with  them, 
and  through  them  with  the  State  Farm  Bureau. 

Law  libraries  receive  support  from  filing  fees.  Perhaps  public  libraries 
could  find  some  similar  source  of  funds.  A  further  suggestion  is  that 
libraries  cooperate  with  the  California  Teachers  Association  in  that 
organization's  attempts  to  have  the  sales  tax  raised  one  cent  for  school 
support.  Libraries  might  join  this  effort  on  the  understanding  that 
one-quarter  of  that  cent  be  reserved  for  library  support. 

New  means  of  financing  library  service  are  being  explored  in  River- 
side County,  and  one  suggestion  has  been  tripartite  support  through 
cities,  the  county,  and  school  districts.  Despite  the  objections  to  com- 
bining school  district  administration  with  that  of  public  libraries,  there 
may  yet  be  value  in  some  joint  arrangement  of  this  type,  with  the 
proper  safeguards. 


Mr.  Jack  M.  Merelman  :  The  County  in  the  Partnership  (Summary) 
The  basic  problem  of  every  subvention  program  is  the  determination 
of  the  balance  line.  Partnership  rests  on  a  delicate  seesaw.  Your  funda- 
mental approach  is  spelled  out  in  that  section  of  the  Master  Plan  for 
Public  Libraries  in  California  which  states  that  "A  state  subsidy 
granted  under  a  program  which  specifically  guards  against  loss  of  local 
control,  but  which  aims  toward  the  promotion  of  area-wide  library 
cooperation,  would  not  only  serve  to  better  distribute  the  costs  of 
library  service  but  would  provide  for  all  California  citizens  the  oppor- 
tunity to  have  comprehensive  library  service."  Legislative  intent  is 
spelled  out  in  the  preamble  to  AB  590. 
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The  counties  adopted  a  number  of  resolutions  in  support  of  AB  590, 
and  most  of  these  made  the  point  that  the  local  property  tax  has  about 
reached  its  limit.  Your  Master  Plan  notes  that  the  local  property  tax 
is  the  main  support  of  public  libraries.  After  the  aid  to  libraries  bill  had 
passed  and  was  on  the  Governor's  desk,  the  County  Supervisors  Associ- 
ation of  California  recommended  approval  to  the  Governor  and  at  the 
same  time  suggested  that  the  financial  partnership  might  require  some 
adjustment  in  the  future. 

We  can  draw  some  lessons  from  experience  with  the  Short-Doyle  Act. 
Before  this  Act  was  passed,  the  State  was  completely  responsible  for 
the  care  of  the  mentally  ill.  Then,  with  the  development  of  a  new  view 
on  the  care  of  the  mentally  ill,  and  the  consequent  development  of  a 
plan  for  community  programs  of  mental  health  services,  came  the 
state-local  partnership  in  financing.  The  ratio  of  the  State's  share  in 
the  original  program  did  not  prove  satisfactory,  and  an  improved, 
revised  plan  was  enacted  later  to  permit  a  higher  maximum  percent 
of  state  matching  funds.  In  brief,  it  was  possible,  after  some  years  of 
experience,  to  study  the  situation  and  to  devise  a  better  balance  of 
partnership  which  would  encourage  more  counties  to  participate. 

Counties  have  had  to  go  before  each  legislative  session  to  ask,  each 
time,  for  more  financial  assistance.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  while 
counties  are  for  all  practical  purposes  limited  to  property  tax  yield 
they  have,  since  World  War  II,  been  asked  to  assume  more  and  more 
programs  locally,  such  as  health,  rehabilitation,  alcohol  control  and 
increased  welfare.  When  the  county  share  in  all  these  programs  is 
totalled,  it  is  sizeable.  The  counties  might  be  able  to  carry  the  burden 
better  if  they  could  draw  upon  wider  sources  of  revenue.  There  are 
two  legislative  interim  committees  studying  this  problem  now,  and  we 
may,  eventually,  achieve  a  much  needed  flexibility  in  taxing  powers 
and  new  changes  in  state  and  local  financing  partnerships. 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  Library  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Government 
Operations  Committee  of  the  County  Supervisors  Association  met  to 
study  the  state  aid  to  public  libraries  program.  The  facts  presented 
indicated  that  AB  590  is  not  bringing  all  the  benefits  to  the  counties 
which  had  been  hoped  for.  Perhaps  we  need  adjustments  in  the  Act; 
for  example,  perhaps  the  eligibility  requirements  should  be  lowered, 
especially  for  sparsely  settled  northern  counties.  The  Government 
Operations  Committee  will  make  appropriate  recommendations  to  the 
Association. 

We  have  achieved,  after  experience  and  testing,  a  good  balance  of 
partnership  in  certain  fields.  We  hope  we  can  achieve  the  same  kind  of 
partnership  in  the  public  library  program. 

Mr.  Robert  L.  Harris:  Financing  a  Partnership  Program:  The  State 
in  the  Partnership 
"I  should  like  to  briefly  present  to  you  the  three  elements  which  I 
feel  must  be  included  in  any  program,  partnership  or  otherwise  which 
involves  the  State  and  other  governmental  jurisdictions.  I  will  draw 
my  examples,  if  I  may,  from  the  field  of  public  school  finance  with 
which  I  am  most  familiar,  which  as  a  field,  I  think,  will  amply  demon- 
strate the  points  which  I  would  like  to  leave  with  you. 
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'' Chapter  1802,  Statutes  of  1963,  the  Public  Library  Services  Act 
to  provide  assistauce  to  the  free  public  libraries  of  California.  Contained 
within  this  act  is  the  following  expression  of  legislative  policy: 

In  adopting  this  chapter,  the  Legislature  declares  that  its  policy 
shall  be : 

(a)  To  oppose  the  removal  of  the  government  and  administration 
of  public  libraries  from  local  control. 

(b)  To  encourage  adequate  financing  of  public  libraries  from  local 
sources  with  state  aid  to  be  furnished  on  a  limited  basis  only  as 
a  supplement  to  local  support. 

(c)  To  make  no  requirements,  as  a  condition  for  receiving  aid,  con- 
cerning library  equipment  non-book  services,  or  particular  book 
or  periodical  titles. 

Also  in  the  Blaster  Plan  for  PuNic  Libraries  in  California  the  following 
statement  is  made :  Local  control  must  be  correlated  to  local  responsi- 
bility for  fiscal  support.  Only  after  a  reasonable  effort  for  local  support 
has  been  made,  should  applications  for  state  grants  be  acceptable. 

' '  I  think  these  references  to  the  fiscal  relationship  which  should  exist 
between  the  state  and  local  jurisdictions,  lend  additional  weight  to  the 
three  points  that  I  would  like  to  have  you  consider  today. 

''I  believe  that  any  successful  proposal  made  to  the  Legislature  in 
the  future  for  the  implementation  of  your  Master  Plan  must  contain 
the  following  three  elements: 

(1)  A  definition  of  need  expressed  in  some  meaningful  and  measur- 
able unit. 

(2)  A  uniform  effort  in  relation  to  ability  on  the  part  of  local  juris- 
dictions as  it  relates  to  the  state's  interest. 

(3)  A  state  guarantee  of  a  realistic  program  level  expressed  in  the 
form  of  equalization  aid. 

"The  first  of  these  three  elements  is  referred  to  in  Public  School 
Finance  as  the  Foundation  or  Standard  Program.  This  is  an  expression 
of  an  amount  in  dollars  which  is  thought  to  be  necessary  to  provide 
a  minimum  educational  opportunity  to  each  child  in  California,  dis- 
regarding factors  of  local  wealth,  local  taxing  authority,  location  of 
the  student  geographically  or  many  of  the  other  factors  which  could 
infiuence  his  educational  opportunity.  From  the  previous  statement 
it  can  be  seen  that  no  single  foundation  program  will  satisfy  all  the 
possible  requirements;  therefore,  there  are  many  foundation  programs 
within  the  framework  of  Public  School  Finance  designed  to  meet  the 
many  needs  of  providing  an  equal  educational  opportunity. 

''The  measurable  unit  in  the  case  of  the  public  schools  is  A.D.A.  or 
average  daily  attendance.  For  each  unit  of  A.D.A.  developed,  the  state 
pays  one  unit  of  a  foundation  program  to  the  local  school  district.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  state  does  not  pay  on  the  basis  of  what  the 
local  jurisdiction  thinks  it  might  do  in  the  achievement  of  its  program, 
but  on  the  basis  of  what  it  actually  did — a  kind  of  performance  budget 
concept,  but  with  performance  required  before  the  payment  is  made. 

"How  does  this  relate  to  your  problem  of  developing  a  financial 
partnership  program  ? 
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"I  believe  it  relates  directly  because,  in  my  opinion,  the  most  press- 
ing task  before  you  today  is  the  translation  of  the  level  of  service 
described  in  your  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California  into  a 
definition  of  need  expressed  in  a  meaningful  and  measurable  unit.  I 
don't  think  the  comment  that  $2.70  is  inadequate  really  puts  anyone 
in  a  position  to  make  value  a  judgment. 

"To  this  day,  I  think  it  would  be  hard  to  find  two  educators  who 
will  agree  on  the  definition  of  an  adequate  foundation  program.  How- 
ever, you  do  have  a  very  definite  advantage  as  I  see  it,  in  that  you 
have  reached  some  agreement  as  to  what,  in  your  opinion,  represents 
adequate  library  service. 

"The  second  point,  that  of  a  uniform  effort  in  relation  to  ability  is 
also  very  important.  As  you  are  aware,  if  you  have  been  following  the 
progress  of  the  Legislature  this  year,  the  main  stumbling  block  to 
the  passage  of  a  bill  to  provide  additional  funds  for  the  public  schools 
revolved  around  the  question  of  the  types  of  financial  reform  which 
could  be  incorporated  into  a  bill  and  still  have  it  acceptable  to  both 
houses.  The  Legislature  is  very  much  aware  of  the  differences  in  effort 
presently  required  between  the  various  areas  of  the  state  to  finance 
a  given  level  of  program. 

"In  the  area  of  public  school  financing,  the  state  has  declared  its 
interests  to  relate  in  the  case  of  elementary  schools  to  the  first  60  cents 
of  an  authorized  90  cent  tax  rate.  The  rationale  here  is  that  local  dis- 
tricts must  be  left  with  or  provided  some  means  to  better  their  program 
over  the  standard  or  foundation  program. 

"Under  this  concept,  a  60  cent  tax  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation 
is  computed  for  the  district.  If  the  amount  so  computed  is  less  than 
that  of  the  foundation  program,  the  state  provides  the  difference  to 
guarantee  the  standard  or  foundation  program.  If  the  district  com- 
puted amount  exceeds  the  standard  program,  the  local  district  receives 
no  state  funds.  This  then  insures  that  for  the  first  60  cents  of  local 
effort  everyone  receives  the  same  benefits. 

' '  Again  how  does  this  relate  to  the  problems  of  the  libraries  ? 

"The  present  law  relating  to  the  qualification  of  libraries  or  library 
systems  for  grants  requires  only  a  minimum  expenditure  without  re- 
lating that  expenditure  to  ability. 

"Tax  rates  vary  among  library  districts  at  the  present  time  from  1.4 
cents  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation  to  40  cents,  a  difference  of  28 
times  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest.  It  is  conceivable  that  the  district 
making  28  times  the  effort  of  the  lowest,  still  might  not  be  able  to  offer 
an  acceptable  minimum  program  as  you  have  outlined  it  in  your  Master 
Plan.  I  believe  you  should  give  further  consideration  to  the  concept 
of  equal  programs  for  equal  effort  on  the  part  of  California  Libraries. 

"The  third  and  last  point  relates  to  the  equalization  aid  concept,  I 
think  you  should  consider  this  most  seriously,  principally  because  I 
believe  it  offers  the  greatest  hope  of  providing  the  best  library  service 
to  the  greatest  number  of  Californians.  Also,  the  Legislature  has  taken 
very  positive  action  in  relation  to  the  equalization  principle.  Almost 
all  the  money  added  to  the  State  School  Fund  over  the  past  five-year 
period  has  been  in  those  areas  directly  related  to  the  equalization  aid 
concept.  While  it  is  hard  to  reconcile  yourself  to  this  principle  in  some 
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cases  because  it  is  politically  difficult,  in  that  it  does  not  do  something 
for  everyone,  I  think  that  you  would  agree  that  in  the  long  run  it 
offers  the  best  hope  of  achieving  the  goals  you  have  set  for  yourself  in 
the  Master  Plan  for  Piihlic  Libraries  in  California." 


Mr.  Ronald  B.  Welch  :     The  Principle  of  Equalization  Aid:  The  State 
in  the  Partnership 

"A  grant-in-aid  is  a  means  of  financing  a  governmental  function 
that  is  to  be  administered  by  one  level  of  government  but  financed  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  another  level.  Ordinarily  the  grantor  government 
is  a  higher  level  than  the  grantees,  or  beneficiary,  governments.  It  is 
widely  believed  that  money  received  in  the  form  of  grants  is  less 
prudently  expended  than  money  raised  by  the  spending  government; 
it  is  therefore  customary  to  require  financial  participation  by  the  bene- 
ficiary governments  in  the  function  for  which  the  grant  is  given. 

"Grants-in-aid  take  many  forms.  Until  a  few  years  ago,  'matching 
grants'  were  very  popular;  the  granting  and  the  beneficiary  govern- 
ments contribute  equally  to  the  cost  of  the  function.  A  variation  on  the 
matching  grant  is  one  in  which  the  sharing  is  not  50-50  but  60-40 
or  some  other  uniform  proportion.  The  amount  to  be  expended  on  the 
aided  function  may  be  left  up  to  the  beneficiary  governments,  and  the 
open-end  grants  are  then  intended  to  encourage  such  expenditures. 

"Recently,  however,  so-called  equalization  grants  have  become  the 
vogue.  In  an  equalization  grant,  the  granting  government  establishes 
a  standard  (or  foundation)  program  and  finances  the  difference  be- 
tween (a)  the  cost  of  this  program  and  (b)  the  amounts  raised  by 
exertion  of  an  equal  tax  effort  in  each  of  the  beneficiary  governments; 
cost  of  standard  program  minus  local  tax  effort  equals  equalization  aid. 

"The  cost  of  the  standard  program  is  a  statement  of  the  need  of 
each  beneficiary  government.  The  amount  raised  by  the  equal  tax  effort 
is  a  statement  of  the  ability  of  each  beneficiary  government  to  finance 
this  need  out  of  its  own  tax  resources.  Equalization  aid  fills  the  gap 
between  ability  and  need.  It  is  particularly  appropriate  when  there  is 
not  a  high  positive  correlation  between  the  tax  resources  of  the  bene- 
ficiary governments  and  their  needs  for  the  aided  function.^ 

"The  exertion  of  the  equal  tax  effort  may  either  be  mandatory,  as 
when  a  state  government  demands  that  its  local  governments  levy  a 
tax  of  given  magnitude,  or  it  may  be  a  prerequisite  to  the  receipt  of 
aid,  as  when  the  Federal  Government  conditions  its  grants  upon  the 
willingness  of  the  states  to  expend  on  the  aided  function  equal  propor- 
tions of  their  respective  tax  capacities.  In  our  school  equalization  aid 
program — ^the  major  example  of  equalization  aid  in  California — the 
school  districts  are  not  required  to  exert  the  specified  tax  effort,  but 
they  must  do  so  if  they  want  to  participate  in  the  equalization  aid 
program. 

''■  Vast  differences  in  tax  resources  relative  to  needs  are  undesirable,  however,  since 
this  makes  complete  equalization  impossible  without  assumption  of  nearly  all  the 
cost  of  the  aided  program  by  the  grantor  government.   See  below. 
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"T/ie  Standard  program  must  be  defined  in  terms  that  are  relevant 
to  the  function  for  which  the  grant  is  made.  Social  workers  might 
establish  the  amount  of  aid  needed  to  provide  applicants  with  a  pre- 
scribed standard  of  living,  giving  effect  to  cost  of  living  in  the  com- 
munity and  other  financial  resources  of  the  applicants.  In  the  field  of 
public  education,  it  is  commonly  assumed  that  the  need  at  a  given 
level  of  schooling  is  directly  proportional  to  the  number  of  students, 
and  the  'foundation  program'  is  expressed  as  a  certain  number  of 
dollars  per  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance. 

"The  problem  of  defining  a  standard  program  is  a  dif&cult  one. 
Theoretically,  the  granting  government  decides  upon  a  minimum  ac- 
ceptable standard.  But  it  is  inherent  in  any  aid  program  that  the 
beneficiary  governments  are  permitted  to  finance  higher-than-standard 
programs  if  they  wish  to.^  Since  the  standard  program  usually  turns 
out  to  be  almost  the  lowest  actual  program,  the  average  program  is 
always  higher  than  the  standard  program.  Then  those  who  are  inter- 
ested in  expanding  the  aided  function  point  to  the  higher  average  as 
evidence  that  the  standard  program  is  too  low.  Those  who  do  not  listen 
sympathetically  to  the  requests  of  school  officials  for  more  state  aid 
sometimes  accuse  them  of  this  kind  of  a  boot-strapping  operation. 

"The  equal  tax  effort  that  is  to  be  exerted  by  the  beneficiary  gov- 
ernments should  be  measured  in  terms  of  the  tax  base  or  bases  avail- 
able to  these  governments.  If  the  governments  are  authorized  to  levy 
only  property  taxes,  as  our  California  school  districts  are,  the  equal 
tax  effort  should  be  the  proceeds  of  a  uniform  tax  rate  levied  on  as- 
sessed values  equalized  to  a  common  level.  Sometimes,  however,  the  tax 
bases  available  to  the  beneficiary  governments  are  so  varied  that  some 
general  index  of  ability  to  pay  taxes  must  be  resorted  to.  Federal  grants 
to  states  involving  equalization  principles  generally  use  personal  in- 
come in  the  several  states  as  the  test  of  ability  to  support  the  aided 
function.  A  state  is  expected  to  contribute,  say,  1  percent  of  the  per- 
sonal income  of  its  residents  as  its  share  of  the  cost  of  the  standard 
program.  Or  a  state  with  a  high  per  capita  income  may  be  required 
to  contribute  1  percent  of  its  personal  income  while  a  state  with  a  low 
per  capita  income  is  required  to  contribute  only  a  half  percent  of  its 
personal  income  on  the  assumption  that  the  latter  has  less  tax  resources 
than  the  former.^ 

"An  equalization  aid  program  is  said  to  be  most  'efficient'  when 
the  local  government  with  the  greatest  amount  of  ability  relative  to  its 
need  finances  its  total  need  from  its  own  tax  resources  and  all  other 
local  governments  receive  equalization  aid. 

2  Most  school  equalization  aid  programs  are  advocated  as  a  means  of  "equalizing  edu- 
cational opportunity."  This  is  an  inaccurate  euphonism.  As  long  as  local  school 
districts  are  permitted  to  enrich  their  programs  by  means  of  expenditures  in 
excess  of  the  cost  of  the  standard  program,  unequal  educational  opportunities  will 
persist.  What  is  equalized  is  not  the  educational  opportunity  but  the  tax  effort 
required  to  finance  the  standard  program. 

*  California  cities  and  counties  have  access  to  two  major  tax  sources :  the  general 
property  tax,  the  local  sales  and  use  tax.  The  legally  and  politically  feasible 
rates  at  which  the  two  bases  may  be  taxed  are  roughly  equal.  A  city's  tax  effort 
is  therefore  approximately  proportional  to  the  sum  of  its  taxable  sales  and  its 
equalized  assessed  value.  Measurement  of  a  county's  tax  effort,  as  it  relates  to 
library  financing,  is  somewhat  more  complicated. 
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"This  ideal  situation  can  be  illustrated  by  the  following  figure.  This 
illustration  depicts  a  school  equalization  aid  situation  in  which  the 
standard  (foundation)  program  is  priced  at  $200  per  a.d.a.  and  the 
wealthiest  school  district,  relative  to  needs,  has  $20,000  of  equalized 
assessed  value  per  a.d.a.  The  local  tax  effort  to  be  exerted  by  any 
district  that  wishes  to  participate  in  the  program  is  $1  per  $100  of 
equalized  assessed  value.  The  wealthiest  district  can  finance  the  whole 
standard  program  with  the  $1  tax.  A  district  with  $10,000  per  a.d.a. 
can  raise  only  $100  per  a.d.a.  with  a  $1  tax,  so  the  state  makes  up  the 
difference  between  this  and  the  cost  of  the  standard  program  by  sup- 
plying $100  of  equalization  aid. 
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"If  the  State  does  not  wish  to  supply  this  much  equalization  aid,  it 
can  do  either  of  two  things:  (1)  It  can  drop  the  standard  program, 
say  to  $150,  as  illustrated  in  Figure  2,  or  (2)  it  can  increase  the  local 
tax  effort,  say  to  $1.25,  as  illustrated  in  Figure  3.  Either  action  would 
probably  result  in  the  denial  of  equalization  aid  to  more  than  the  one 
wealthiest  district  in  the  State. ^ 
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*When  more  than  one  district  is  denied  equalization  aid,  there  is  less  than  perfect 
equalization  unless  all  such  nonparticipating  districts  have  precisely  equal  ability 
relative   to   needs. 
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"These  figures  illustrate  the  principles  of  equalization  aid,  not  the 
California  school  equalization  aid  program,  which  differs  in  a  number 
of  respects.  One  of  the  most  obvious  differences  is  the  fact  that  Cali- 
fornia school  districts  have  such  widely  varying  taxable  resources — 
ranging  all  the  way  from  $2,229  per  a.d.a.  in  China  Lake,  Kern  County, 
to  $1.5  million  per  a.d.a.  in  Bush  Bar,  Shasta  County — that  complete 
equalization  would  require  state  assumption  of  about  99*%oo  percent 
of  the  cost  of  elementary  schools.  This  anomaly  will  be  greatly  reduced 
when  the  full  fruits  of  the  1964  school  legislation  are  ripe,  but  even 
then  there  will  be  very  large  variations  in  the  assessed  values  per  a.d.a. 
of  the  richest  and  the  poorest  districts  and  complete  equalization  will 
probably  not  even  be  proposed.  There  are  other  very  important  differ- 
ences between  the  principles  illustrated  by  these  charts  and  California 
practice,  but  I  will  not  take  the  time  to  describe  them. 

"In  closing,  I  might  add — perhaps  gratuitously — that  the  California 
library  aid  program  adopted  but  only  partially  funded  in  1963  is  not 
an  equalization  aid  program.  The  annual  per  capita  grants  to  libraries 
look  like  equalization  grants  at  first  glance  because  a  local  government 
is  required  to  make  a  specified  tax  effort  to  qualify  for  state  aid.  The 
essential  characteristic  of  an  equalization  grant  is  missing,  however; 
the  state  grant  is  not  inversely  related  to  the  taxable  resources  of  the 
local  government,  as  an  equalization  grant  must  be.  The  essence  of  an 
equalization  grant  is  that  a  standard  level  of  service  is  to  be  provided 
with  equal  local  tax  effort.  But  the  per  capita  library  grants  assure  the 
wealthier  localities  a  higher  level  of  service  with  a  uniform  local  tax 
effort  as  we  move  up  the  scale  from  those  with  very  low  assessed  values 
per  capita  to  those  with  moderate  assessed  values  per  capita,  and  then 
it  permits  the  localities  with  assessed  values  in  excess  of  approximately 
$1,600  per  capita  to  provide  a  given  level  of  service  with  a  tax  effort 
that  decreases  as  the  per  capita  assessed  value  increases.  This  is  not 
said  in  disparagement  of  the  library  grant  law  but  for  expository 
purposes  only.  The  library  grant  now  on  the  statute  books  is  clearly 
what  is  known  as  a  "developmental  grant,"  which  is  often  a  prelude 
to  an  equalization  grant  program. 
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Dr.  Lowell  A.  Martin:     The  Federal  Government  in  the  Partnership 
(Summary) 

The  federal  role  in  the  partnership  should  be  fitted  into  the  overall 
picture.  Next  year  probably  seven  to  eight  percent  of  California  public 
library  support  will  be  derived  from  federal  money  as  contrasted  with 
only  two  percent  from  state  aid. 

The  first  fact  to  note  is  that  it  is  remarkable  that  we  have  federal 
assistance  at  all.  Education  is  a  state  responsibility,  and  public  library 
support  a  local  one.  It  is  especially  remarkable  to  find  the  national 
government  entering  this  field  when  we  stop  to  consider  all  the  other 
problems  it  faces  in  the  space  age. 

The  history  of  the  federal  partnership  begins  with  early  efforts  in 
which  public  library  assistance  was  incorporated  in  omnibus  aid-to- 
education  bills.  Each  time  the  school  aid  legislation  failed,  and  public 
libraries  failed  with  it.  Because  of  the  continuing  obstacles  to  passage 
of  school  aid — parochial  school  aid  and  segregation  issues,  for  example 
— we  decided  to  go  it  alone,  and  then  we  succeeded.  The  presumption 
is  that  after  a  period  of  time  and  study  the  Congress  decided  that 
public  library  service  is  significant  service.  It  has  never  been  a  partisan 
issue,  and  our  bills  have  had  record  numbers  of  sponsors.  Now,  with 
the  extension  and  expansion  of  federal  aid  under  the  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  of  1964,  we  have  promise  of  $55  million  nationally. 

The  federal  program  has  existed  for  several  years,  and  there  have 
been  no  instances  of  attempts  at  improper  control.  Programs  have  been 
developed  at  the  state  level,  and  there  has  been  a  wide  range  of  programs 
from  one  state  to  another.  There  are  lessons  for  state  aid  programs 
which  can  be  drawn  from  this  experience :  that  the  desired  legislation 
does  not  always  pass  at  the  first  or  second  try ;  that  the  program,  once 
adopted,  developed  without  undue  controls;  and  that  the  program 
appeals  to  those  very  legislators  and  elected  officials  whose  broad  respon- 
sibilities are  the  greatest.  It  is  notable  that  President  Johnson  has 
spoken  out  for  libraries. 

Commentary 

Mr.  Hacker  made  the  following  points  in  reference  to  the  state  and 
local  partnership : 

States  have  broader  taxing  powers  than  localities;  and  it  should  be 
remembered,  further,  in  respect  to  sharing  the  burden,  that  eYery  local 
taxpayer  is  simultaneously  a  state  taxpayer.  Methods  of  equalization 
or  of  determining  ability  to  pay  should  be  given  broad  study,  since 
rural  areas  may  not  need  as  much  as  other  areas,  and  cities  may  have 
to  pay  for  services  to  fringe  and  unincorporated  areas. 

The  state  should  assume  the  responsibility  of  financing  certain  types 
of  services  because  the  population  will  use  the  services  regionally, 
whatever  the  jurisdictions  involved.  The  state  should  be  concerned  with 
the  wise  use  of  tax  funds  at  the  local  level,  and  only  the  state  can  take 
leadership  in  discontinuing  duplicating  services. 

Library  directors  should  encourage  participation  of  city  managers 
and  officials  in  the  library  planning  process  from  the  beginning.  Co- 
operation and  communication  between  these  partners  is  vital. 
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General  Discussion 

Dr.  Wight  reemphasized  the  developmental  nature  of  the  present 
Public  Library  Development  program,  and  suggested  that  it  not  be 
treated  too  theoretically  from  the  standpoint  of  equalization  at  this 
stage.  However,  he  added,  an  equalization  program  based  on  only  one 
type  of  tax^the  property  tax — and  one  which  is  not  a  valid  indicator 
of  ability  to  pay  is  a  questionable  concept.  Some  panel  responses  to 
this  topic  were : 

The  goal  of  equalization  is  equalized  participation ;  the  rate  of  par- 
ticipation does  not  have  to  be  levied  on  any  one  specific  tax  source  such 
as  the  property  tax.  On  the  other  hand,  in  a  federal-state-local  partner- 
ship only  the  local  effort  will  be  based  on  property  taxes,  and  this  is 
perhaps  proper.  A  strong  case  can  be  made  for  drawing  local  support 
from  purely  local  resources.

Mr.  Jack  Merelman,  Legal  Counsel,  County  Supervisors  Association  of  California, 
who  participated  in  the  panel  discussion  on  "Financing  the  ^Partnership'  Program" 
at  the  Palo  Alto  Workshop,  with  Mrs.  Phyllis  I.  Dalton,  Assistant  State  Librarian. 

Other  discussion  centered  on  establishing  the  library  foundation 
program.  The  state,  in  an  equalization  program,  is  in  effect  a  guarantor 
rather  than  a  partner.  If  libraries  hope  to  develop  a  full  equalization 
program,  they  must  first  settle  upon  a  foundation  program  and  a 
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minimum  rate  of  participation.  There  must  be  a  measurement  of  need. 
This  would  not  necessarily  have  to  be  based  upon  per  capita  support ; 
a  factor  in  the  present  state  aid  program.  An  alternative  might  be  the 
number  of  people  served. 

In  a  discussion  of  equalization  applied  to  library  systems  which 
include  different  local  taxing  areas,  it  was  suggested  that  there  should 
be  intra-system  equivalence  of  support.  The  State  Legislature,  in  re- 
quiring a  minimum  support  rate  from  each  jurisdiction  participating 
in  a  system,  had  given  a  clear  indication  of  this  intent.  Above  the 
minimum  effort  level  there  may  still  be  variations  within  the  system 
from  one  member's  rate  to  another,  but  this  would  pose  no  insoluble 
problem  in  an  equalization  program,  even  when  grants  are  systemwide. 
Specific  formulas  can  be  developed  for  such  situations.  Again,  the 
elements  needed  are  a  definition  of  a  minimum  library  program  and  a 
price  tag  on  that  program. 

The  library  levy- — the  earmarked  tax  rate — was  discussed,  and  a 
number  of  the  arguments  which  may  be  marshalled  against  this  taxing 
method  were  presented:  Local  officials  should  have  the  freedom  to 
allocate  general  funds  as  need  dictates.  Every  advocate  of  a  specific 
public  service  urges  a  specific  levj-  for  that  service.  There  is  now  a 
jungle  of  duplicate  functions  among  California's  counties,  cities  and 
thousands  of  special  districts.  The  governmental  financing  situation 
is  in  a  state  of  flux,  and  there  may,  shortly,  be  dramatic  changes  in 
fiscal  policy,  possibly  through  extensions  of  income  or  sales  tax.  The 
trend  today  is  away  from  constricted  and  limited  forms  of  taxation. 


AB  590  IN  ACTION 

Presiding:  Mrs.  Phyllis  I.  Dalton 

Mrs.  Dalton  briefly  reviewed  the  legislative  history  of  AB  590,  now 
Chapter  1802,  Statutes  of  1963,  and  summarized  the  legislative  intent 
of  the  Act.  The  following  session,  at  Palm  Springs,  was  devoted  to  a 
series  of  reports  on  what  had  been  achieved  so  far  by  planning  groups 
and  systems  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State,  with  the  aid  of  plan- 
ning, establishment  and  per  capita  grants  made  available  to  them  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act.  A  similar  series 
of  reports,  on  achievements  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  was 
given  at  the  Palo  Alto  session  on  "AB  590  in  Action."  Precis  of  the 
reports  follow: 

Palm  Springs  Reports: 

Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System 

Mr.  Robert  Hart,  Librarian,  Lompoc  Public  Library 

The  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System  was  established  through 
Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  agreements,  with  authority  given  Ventura 
County  Library  to  expend  funds.  There  is  a  System  Executive  Board 
of  seven  librarians,  and  an  Administrative  Librarian  who  has  responsi- 
bility to  initiate  programs  approved  by  this  Board,  and  to  pay  bills. 
All  members  of  the  Board  and  the  Administrative  Librarian,  under 
present  plans,  are  to  serve  one-year,  rotating  terms.  Because  the  Ven- 
tura County  Library  has  been  authorized  to  handle  grant  funds,  the 
Ventura  County  Librarian  has  been,  logically,  selected  as  Administra- 
tive Librarian.  Legal  basis  for  the  organization  and  administration  is 
being  thoroughly  worked  out  by  the  Ventura  County  Counsel. 

State  grant  payments  are  made  to  Ventura  County  through  contrac- 
tual arrangement,  and  that  County  will  employ  personnel  according 
to  County  requirements.  Reimbursement  will  be  made  from  system 
funds. 

One  year  establishment  and  per  capita  grants  total  approximately 
$109,000.  The  budget  being  worked  out  includes  sums  for  such  system 
equipment  and  programs  as  the  processing  center,  book  catalog,  inter- 
library  delivery  service,  teletype,  and  administration. 

Regional  Planning  in  the  Los  Angeles  Area 
Mr.  Harold  L.  Hamill 

The  twenty  sponsoring  libraries  have  received  a  two-year,  $40,000 
planning  grant.  The  study  will  encompass  library  services  in  the  four- 
county  region  including  Los  Angeles,  Orange,  Riverside  and  San  Ber- 
nardino Counties,  although  no  planning  funds  were  applied  for  or 
granted  to  libraries  in  Orange  and  Riverside  Counties.  The  study  will 
take  in  the  broader  area  because  it  is  a  natural  region,  and  we  hope  to 
have  the  informal  cooperation  of  the  non-participating  libraries  in  the 
study  process. 
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The  study  will  be  undertaken  by  Dr.  Lowell  Martin,  Dr.  Martha 
Boaz,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Library  Science,  University  of  Southern 
California,  and  Dr.  Henry  Reining,  School  of  Government,  University 
of  Southern  California.  There  will  be  logical  coordination  with  Dr. 
Martin's  statewide  study. 

The  primary  areas  to  be  studied  are :  joint  acquisition,  data  on  area 
resources,  subject  collections,  an  areawide  interlibrary  loan  system, 
reference  and  information  service,  film  centers,  central  collection  pools 
on  subject  fields,  joint  reciprocal  borrowing  privileges,  coordination 
of  overdue  book  collection,  duplicate  exchange,  a  storage  center,  coordi- 
nated book  selection  and  central  purchasing  and  cataloging  services, 
joint  public  relations,  and  future  joint  planning  for  buildings,  school 
service,  and  service  to  special  groups. 

Although  the  study  will  not  attempt  to  survey  school  and  academic 
libraries  in  depth,  information  on  those  agencies'  resources  will  be 
sought  as  needed.  There  will  be  study  of  the  area  for  data  gathering 
and  program  development.  The  study  will  employ  projections  to  the 
year  1980. 

Orange  County  Planning 

Mrs.  Margaret  Morrison,  Orange  County  Librarian 

The  Orange  County  Library  and  the  Placentia  and  Yorba  Linda 
Library  District  Libraries  are  jointly  undertaking  a  planning  study, 
with  Miss  Barbara  Boyd,  UCLA  School  of  Library  Service,  serving 
as  consultant.  The  Advisory  Council,  the  three  head  librarians,  have 
agreed  upon  a  general  outline  for  study. 

The  district  libraries  will  offer  circulating  collections  to  county  resi- 
dents in  areas  close  to  the  districts  but  far  removed  from  the  County 
Library  headquarters,  while  the  Orange  County  Library  will  give  ref- 
erence and  circulating  services  to  district  library  patrons.  The  County 
Library  headquarters  is  now  an  adult  reference  center.  This  change  of 
function  has,  in  the  month  in  which  it  has  been  in  effect,  resulted  in 
greatly  increased  use. 

Resources  of  the  three  libraries  will  be  evaluated,  expanded  and  co- 
ordinated. Plans  also  include  study  of  the  possibilities  for  centralized 
acquisition  and  processing  through  computer  techniques. 

Planning  in  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  Area 

Miss  Marjorie  Donaldson,  Librarian,  Pasadena  Public  Library 

The  Altadena  District  Library  and  the  public  libraries  of  Sierra 
Madre,  Monrovia,  Pasadena  and  South  Pasadena  are  the  members  of 
this  planning  group,  with  the  Pasadena  Public  Library  authorized  to 
administer  the  funds.  Workshop  panelists  Dr.  G.  N.  Rostvold  and 
Raymond  Holt  are  the  planning  study  consultants.  If  it  proves  feasible, 
the  study  will  include  the  services  and  resources  of  four  neighboring 
libraries  not  part  of  the  planning  grant  group. 

Study  aims  are :  to  determine  regional  resources  and,  further,  to  de- 
termine if  the  libraries  form  a  practicable  region  for  cooperation;  to 
determine  the  areas  of  duplicate  services ;  to  develop  criteria  for  rea- 
sonable cooperation  to  correct  imbalance  of  services.  If  time  permits, 
school  services  will  also  be  surveyed. 
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The  East  Los  Angeles  County  Planning  Study 

Mr.  Raymond  M.  Holt,  Librarian,  Pomona  Public  Library 

"East  Los  Angeles  County"  has  been  selected  as  the  tentative  title 
for  the  planning  group,  which  includes  the  Glendora  and  Pomona 
Public  Libraries  and  the  West  Covina  Regional  Branch  of  the  Los 
Angeles  County  Public  Library.  Other  neighboring  libraries  were  not 
able  to  join  in  the  planning  grant  application,  but  because  they  are 
logically  part  of  the  area,  they  will  be  surveyed  also,  so  far  as  possible. 

The  study  will  go  into  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  cooperative 
system,  a  determination  of  the  areas  of  service  that  can  best  be  done 
cooperatively,  and  development  of  a  plan  of  action  to  form  a  system. 
Community  characteristics  of  the  present  and  projected  to  1980  will 
be  studied  as  data  basic  to  the  design  of  a  system.  A  socio-economic 
study,  including  questions  on  where  people  live,  shop,  visit,  and  use 
libraries,  and  on  the  age  and  educational  level  of  the  population,  is 
now  underway  under  Dr.  Rostvold's  direction.  This  will  be  prepared 
for  IBM  tabulation  at  UCLA.  Much  other  data  is  already  available 
from  the  Southern  California  Research  Council. 

The  study  will  be  concerned  with  interrelationships  with  neighboring 
areas,  and  in  several  directions:  toward  Pasadena  and  also  toward 
San  Bernardino  County. 

Planning  in  San  Bernardino  County 

Miss  Dorothy  Traver,  San  Bernardino  County  Librarian 

The  Planning  group  members  are  Colton,  Ontario,  Redlands,  San 
Bernardino  City,  and  County,  and  Upland  public  libraries.  The  study 
will  not  duplicate  other  efforts — the  four  county  regional  planning 
study — but  will  be  closely  coordinated  with  it. 

The  areas  to  be  studied  are  population,  library  resources  and  person- 
nel, interavailability  of  materials  and  methods  of  compensating  for  im- 
balances of  service,  cooperation  in  evaluation,  registration,  central  pur- 
chasing, rapid  communication,  and  augmented  reference  service.  Tele- 
type use  will  be  studied.  Educational  and  special  libraries  in  the  area 
will  be  included. 

San  Diego  Area  Planning 

Miss  Clara  Breed,  Library  Director,  San  Diego  Public  Library 

There  are  eight  libraries  in  San  Diego  County ;  of  these,  the  Carlsbad, 
Oceanside,  National  City,  and  San  Diego  Public  Libraries,  and  the 
San  Diego  County  Library  are  engaging  in  planning  under  Public 
Library  Development  Act  grants.  Although  the  other  three  municipal 
libraries  could  not  participate  in  the  grants,  they  hope  to  contribute 
ideas  to  the  planning  process.  Dr.  Joseph  Wheeler  is  study  consultant. 

San  Diego  County  is  more  or  less  isolated  from  the  other  metro- 
politan areas  of  Southern  California.  It  is  changing  rapidly  from  an 
agricultural  economy  to  a  research  and  education-oriented  one.  There 
have  been  major  changes  in  the  age  and  educational  levels.  The  popula- 
tion is  generally  youthful,  the  most  extreme  example  being  a  community 
boasting  an  average  age  level  of  eight. 

The  plan  of  study  will  of  course  follow  all  legal  requirements  under 
the  Act ;  beyond  that,  the  participants  have  no  preconceived  ideas  and 
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will  explore  possible  cooperation  in  many  aspects.  There  is  particular 
interest  in  improving  reference  resources  and  services.  The  Council 
consists  of  the  five  heads  of  the  participating  libraries. 

The  San  Diego  Public  Library  is  authorized  to  hold  grant  funds 
for  the  four  municipal  libraries,  and  the  San  Diego  County  Library  is 
handling  the  county  funds. 

Planning  in  the  Whittier  Area 

Mr.  Ro'hert  Ooodwell,  Assistant  County  Librarian,  Los  Angeles  County 
Public  Library 

The  Whittier  area  is  used  to  describe  the  portion  of  Los  Angeles 
County  centered  at  Norwalk  and  served  by  the  County  Library's  Los 
Cerritos  Regional  Branch.  The  municipal  libraries  in  the  area  are  Dow- 
ney, Santa  Fe  Springs  and  Whittier  public  libraries.  The  planning 
group  includes  the  latter  two  libraries  and  Los  Angeles  County  Public 
Library.  All  three  libraries  are  also  part  of  the  20-library,  four-county 
regional  planning  survey. 

Among  our  planning  proposals  are  extension  of  the  County  Library 
book  catalog  and  consideration  of  ways  to  make  materials  interavailable. 
The  study  will  be  concerned  with  areas  in  which  the  libraries  can  coop- 
erate and  with  review  of  the  resources  available.  Miss  Barbara  Boyd 
is  planning  consultant. 


Palo  Alto  Reports: 
Planning  in  the  East  Bay 

Mr.  Coit  Coolidge,  Librarian,  Richmond  Public  Library 

Libraries  in  the  East  Bay  have  been  working  on  planning  for  some 
time.  All  public  library  administrators  in  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa 
Counties  belong  to  the  East  Bay  Library  Council.  All  the  libraries  are 
participating  in  the  planning  study  being  carried  on  under  Public 
Library  Development  Act  provisions  and  financed  with  a  $19,448  plan- 
ning grant.  Freeman  and  Company  of  Palo  Alto  is  the  planning  con- 
sultant firm  undertaking  the  study,  and  John  Richards,  Librarian 
emeritus  of  the  Seattle  Public  Library,  is  the  librarian  consultant. 

The  Freeman  survey  will  include  a  door-to-door  public  opinion  study, 
and  development  of  cost  accounting  methods  to  be  applied  to  equaliza- 
tion formulas.  The  Freeman  company  has  been  given  freedom  to  investi- 
gate any  areas  which  seem  promising  and  of  interest.  Some  of  the  sub- 
jects which  are  being  explored  are  central  selection  and  acquisition, 
subject  specialties,  standardized  cataloging  and  classification,  the  book 
catalog,  reciprocal  borrowing  and  reference  service,  methods  of  rapid 
communication,  and  joint  publicity. 
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Planning  in  the  Mother  Lode 

Mrs.  Vera  Fitch,  El  Dorado  County  Librarian 

Five  participating  libraries,  the  Auburn,  Lincoln  and  Roseville  cities 
libraries  and  tlie  El  Dorado  and  Placer  County  libraries,  received  a 
planning-  grant  and  employed  the  Griffenhagen-Kroeger  firm  to  under- 
take the  planning  study.  This  has  already  been  completed  and  pub- 
lished. So  far,  the  libraries  have  not  been  able  to  take  the  next  step 
toward  system  establishment.  One  of  the  difficulties  involved  is  the  rela- 
tive geographical  isolation  of  El  Dorado  County  from  the  other  li- 
braries, and  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors  did  not  believe  sufficient 
benefits  would  accrue  to  the  El  Dorado  County  Library  from  system 
membership,  at  this  time. 

Since  the  planning  study  has  laid  the  groundwork,  there  is  hope  for 
future  development,  later. 

The  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System 
Mrs.  Edna  Frances  Hanna,  Administrator 

The  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System,  when  it  was  purely  a 
federal  funds  demonstration  project,  was  a  decentralized  federation  of 
sixteen  libraries  with  decentralized  services.  Now  that  state  aid  grant 
funds  are  being  made  available,  the  System  is  being  established  as  a 
separate  agency,  through  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  agreements  with  all 
members.  The  new  agency  has  its  own  Board  of  Directors,  and  Mr. 
David  Sabsay  is  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Board.  As  soon  as  a 
central  System  headquarters  can  be  located,  central  systems  services 
will  be  brought  together  under  the  one  roof,  for  economies  in  operation, 
money  and  staff. 

Other  plans  will  be  carried  out  as  system  development  proceeds. 
These  include  enrichment  of  several  of  the  member  libraries'  reference 
services  and  resources  so  that  there  will  be  a  pattern  of  Type  A,  primary 
strong  reference  centers,  and  Type  B,  secondary,  but  stronger  than 
local,  reference  centers  well  located  in  the  North  Bay.  Standards  of 
collections  and  staff  have  been  developed  for  the  two  types  of  reference 
service. 

The  Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  System 

Mr.  George  Farrier,  Santa  Clara  County  Librarian 

The  system  being  established  includes  two  libraries :  Santa  Clara 
County  Library  and  the  Gilroy  Public  Library.  It  will  be,  hopefully, 
a  testing  ground  for  a  future  larger  system.  Under  the  plan  of  service, 
the  smaller  library,  Gilroy,  is  being  strengthened  at  its  own  location; 
much  of  the  grant  funds  will  go  in  to  reference  works  for  that  collec- 
tion. At  the  same  time,  the  County  Library  will  use  much  of  its  share 
of  grant  funds  to  strengthen  the  headquarters  reference  collection. 

The  formal  organization  had  been  preceded  by  many  years  of  coopera- 
tion. Although  the  population  of  Gilroy  is  under  10,000,  the  city  is  a 
market  center  and  serves  as  a  natural  distribution  point  in  the  general 
area.  The  Gilroy  Public  Library  is  an  independent  municipal  agency 
not  affiliated  with  the  County  Library,  but  through  cooperation  it  has, 
earlier,   given  borrowing  privileges  to   county  residents  of  the  area. 
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Development  of  the  system  is  a  natural  outgrowth  of  this  cooperation, 
and  should  further  strengthen  library  service  in  southern  Santa  Clara 
Count3^ 

The  County  Library  will  also  attempt  to  assist  Gilroy  with  central 
processing  and  book  selection. 

Planning  in  Santa  Clara  County 

Mrs.  Geraldine  Nurney,  Librarian,  San  Jose  Pnllic  Library 

The  Gilroy  Public  and  Santa  Clara  County  libraries  have  also  joined 
four  other  libraries  in  the  county  in  a  planning  study.  Other  partici- 
pating members  are  the  Mountain  View,  Palo  Alto,  San  Jose  and 
Santa  Clara  public  libraries. 

Freeman  and  Company,  Palo  Alto,  are  planning  consultants  for  the 
study,  and  are  following  procedures  very  similar  to  those  being  used 
in  the  East  Bay  study. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System 

Mrs.  Alice  Reilly,  Fresno  County  Librarian 

Cooperative  planning  in  the  Valley  began  when  the  Public  Relations 
Committee,  Yosemite  District  was  organized  a  number  of  years  ago. 
Out  of  this  planning  came  the  proposals  for  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Information  Service,  later  organized  as  a  federal  funds  demonstration 
project,  and,  over  the  years,  various  proposals  for  the  use  of  state  funds, 
when  and  if  these  should  become  available.  When  AB  590  became 
reality,  the  planning  pace  quickened. 

Several  of  the  SJVIS  members  were  ineligible  to  apply  for  a  plan- 
ning grant  so  the  remaining  five  libraries  began  on  their  own.  These 
included  Hanford,  Kings  County,  Coalinga,  Fresno  County  and  Ma- 
dera County  libraries.  The  planning  was  completed,  and  applications 
for  establishment  and  per  capita  grants  were  made  and  approved.  The 
Coalinga  District  Library  chose  not  to  join  in  the  established  system. 

Sj^stem  plans  are :  to  continue  the  rapid  reference  service,  to  perform 
centralized  technical  services  for  members,  and  to  carry  on  inservice 
training.  Inservice  training  programs  had  been  begun  as  part  of  the 
SJVIS  project,  and  are  vital  in  a  geographic  area  served  by  many 
small  isolated  library  stations,  staffed  by  nonprofessional  personnel. 
Bookmobile  service  is  impractical  in  many  sections  of  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley. 

Book  catalog  plans  remain  in  the  future.  At  present,  union  listing 
will  be  accomplished  through  teletype,  and  books  made  available  through 
system  truck  delivery. 

Within  the  system,  each  member  library  participates  in  the  govern- 
ment and  has  one  vote. 

Planning  in  San  Mateo  County 

Mr.  Karl  Vollmayer,  Librarian,  Redwood  City  Public  Library 

All  the  libraries  in  the  county,  the  San  Mateo  County  Library  and 
seven  municipal  libraries,  are  included  in  the  planning  group.  The 
planning  proposal  was  largely  designed  to  meet  requirements  of  the 
regulations;  then,  after  approval  of  the  planning  application,  further 
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developed  as  a  14  point  prospectus.  William  Spangle  Associates,  Ked- 
wood  City,  was  hired  as  the  physical  planning  consultant  firm,  and 
John  Richards  was  engaged  as  librarian  consultant.  Mr.  Richards  has 
already  spent  three  weeks  in  the  county  and  submitted  a  tentative 
report  of  findings.  The  Spangle  firm  is  carrying  on  other  studies  on 
such  aspects  as  financing  and  the  location  of  county  branches. 

While  it  is  of  course  not  yet  known  what  form  a  possible  system 
organization  might  take,  it  has  been  suggested  that  there  might  be  a  gov- 
erning board,  and  a  full  time  director  with  coordinating  responsibilities. 

The  Alameda-Contra  Costa  County  Library  System 

Mrs.  Bertha  Helium,  County  Librarian,  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa 
Counties 

The  Alameda  County  Board  of  Supervisors  resolved  to  authorize  the 
county  librarian  to  apply  for  per  capita  grants  jointly  with  Contra 
Costa  County,  and  the  Contra  Costa  Board  approved  a  similar  reso- 
lution. The  Alameda  County  Board  also  approved  in  principle  the 
employment  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Librarian  as,  simultaneously, 
Alameda  County  Librarian,  and  have  since  taken  the  necessary  legal 
steps  to  carry  this  out.  The  action  of  the  Boards  has  not  merged  the 
two  county  libraries;  only  the  two  county  librarian  positions. 

Through  the  Public  Library  Development  Act,  the  State  has  offered 
incentives  to  these  two  boards  of  supervisors  to  work  together  coopera- 
tively. The  A/C  System  organization  should  be  particularly  helpful  as 
the  two  counties  work  to  find  reasonable  solutions  to  problems  of  financ- 
ing services  to  communities  which  straddle  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa 
County  boundary  line.  Many  other  advantages  to  both  counties  can  be 
expected  to  accrue  from  coordinated  administration  and  from  the  state 
assistance  funds. 


INTRODUCTION  TO 

"TIMETABLE  FOR  ACTION— A  SUMMARY  AND  CRITIQUE" 

Mrs.  Carma  B.  Leigh,  California  State  Librarian 

"As  I  have  felt  the  stimulation  and  the  spirit  of  people  actually 
working-  together  throughout  these  workshops,  I  have  come  to  the  happy- 
conclusion  that  lip  service  to  library  cooperation  is  now  nearly  out  the 
window.  Many  things  have  caused  this — the  experiences  of  cooperation 
in  action  and  the  necessities  of  time  and  money. 

"Recently  I  became  interested  in  the  book,  Nigerian  Images,  and  I 
was  particularly  intrigued  by  a  statement  in  it :  '  Since  wooden  sculpture 
in  Nigeria,  where  everything  wooden  is  eaten  by  white  ants  in  a  few 
decades,  has  to  be  recreated  by  every  generation,  the  art  remains  in- 
ventive and  flourishing.' 

"While  not  many  libraries  are  being  eaten  by  white  ants,  as  far  as 
I  know,  the  pressures  that  we  have  been  discussing  here  at  these  meet- 
ings have  as  surely,  perhaps  even  more  surely,  been  eating  away  at  the 
foundation  of  library  service.  And  while  we  have  long  had  libraries  in 
California,  and  have  been  proud  of  looking  back  at  a  fine  history  of 
library  services,  it  is  clear  that  you  leaders  in  this  generation  of  public 
librarians  are  building  new  images,  new  concepts  and  new  systems  of 
libraries  that  will  be  inventive  and  flourishing.  In  addition  to  inventive- 
ness we  now  have  some  money  from  state  and  federal  sources  outside 
the  sources  of  local  support,  and  this  stimulates  inventiveness  in  a 
remarkable  way.  I  think  you  might  agree  as  you  hear  people  discuss 
their  plans  that  these  have  been  launched  with  the  aid  of  what  is  really 
a  very  small  amount  of  outside  money.  I  am  reminded  of  my  favorite 
quotation  from  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson :  '  Money,  which  represents  the 
prose  of  life  and  which  is  hardly  spoken  of  in  parlors  without  an 
apology,  is,  in  its  effects  and  laws,  as  beautiful  as  roses.'  Some  people 
have  likened  this  small  bit  of  money  we  have  wrested  from  the  State's 
General  Fund  to  seed  money;  and  all  sorts  of  things  are  sprouting, 
budding  and  blossoming  from  it.  To  me  they  are  as  beautiful  as  roses. 

"Mrs.  Dalton  remarked  on  what  a  good  time  this  is  to  be  a  librarian 
in  California,  and  I  quite  agree  with  her.  We  might  quote  Mr.  Emerson 
again :  '  This  time  like  all  times  is  a  very  good  one  if  we  but  know  what 
to  do  with  it.'  There  are  many  ways  in  which  we  are  seeking  to  find 
what  to  do  with  this  good  time  for  libraries,  to  make  the  best  use  of 
this  time  and  its  resources,  and  to  remain  inventive  and  flourishing 
in  our  public  library  system. 

"We  are  about  to  engage  in  some  research.  As  I  announced  earlier. 
Dr.  Lowell  Martin  will  conduct  a  one  year  study  of  the  California 
public  library  system.  I  know  he  will  be  aided  in  this  project  by  your 
deliberations  at  these  workshops.  He  has  reviewed  the  reports  of  the 
small  group  work  sessions,  with  their  recommendations,  and  will  now 
present  a  ' '  Timetable  for  Action — A  Summary  and  Critique. ' ' 
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TIMETABLE  FOR  ACTION— A  SUMMARY  AND  A  CRITIQUE 
Dr.  Lowell  A.  Martin  * 

"First  of  all,  as  a  visitor  coining  to  you,  getting  acquainted  with 
you,  and  beginning  to  work  with  you,  I  am  struck  by  the  good  planning 
in  these  workshops.  Both  have  been  well  designed  and  well  carried 
through.  All  of  the  material  here  will  be  useful  to  me,  and  some  parts 
of  it  certainly  must  be  useful  to  you. 

"In  fact,  in  becoming  acquainted  with  the  development  of  libraries 
in  California,  I  have  found  this  series  of  summaries  of  workshops  held 
over  the  past  decade  or  so  very  useful.  You  are  building  up  a  remark- 
able body  of  literature  in  these  reports.  They  probably  cover  topics 
that  you  can  find  in  the  literature  in  general,  but  the  very  nature  of 
the  reports  shows  what  different  groups  and  different  individuals  have 
been  thinking  about  these  topics. 

"I  am  impressed  with  the  way  that  a  whole  group  of  nonlibrarians 
have  been  brought  into  the  proceedings  in  Palm  Springs  and  Palo  Alto. 
There  have  been  twelve  individuals  from  outside  the  library  field,  and 
every  one  contributed.  There  have  been  some  very  useful  exchanges 
between  the  librarians  and  nonlibrarians. 

"There  was  not,  of  course,  complete  agreement  with  the  speakers 
in  all  cases  .  .  .  here  are  a  few  of  the  questions  I  wish  we  could  have 
had  a  little  more  time  to  discuss  with  our  outside  visitors.  With  Dr. 
Dyckman,  I  would  like  to  have  further  discussion  on  the  place  of  the 
book  in  the  'Era  of  Abundance.'  The  book  seems  to  be  fading  out  in 
some  of  these  presentations,  and  from  the  particular  spot  that  I  sit 
in  in  the  book  world  this  doesn't  seem  to  be  checked  by  the  facts,  but, 
rather,  the  book  seems  to  be  here  with  us  to  stay  for  a  little  bit  longer. 
I  would  respect  Dr.  Dyckman 's  further  comments  on  that.  For  Dr. 
Jenkin  the  question  I  would  raise  is  where  are  the  student  readers 
coming  from  if  all  the  changes  in  curriculum  are  in  nonlibrary  subjects 
.  .  .  but  I  found  his  remarks  very  helpful.  I  am  concerned  about  the 
equalization  principle  as  presented  by  Mr.  Harris,  if  my  interpretation 
of  his  comments  is  correct.  The  principle  is  a  fine  and  important  one, 
and  I  think  one  that  has  to  be  taken  into  account  in  any  program  of 
aid  from  one  level  of  government  to  another.  But  if  this  becomes  the 
overwhelming  principle — the  first  and  last  thing  that  one  seeks  to 
achieve — it  seems  to  me  that  the  state  then  gets  into  the  position  of 
only  helping  the  poor;  and  someone  who  helps  only  the  poor  strikes 
me  as  more  a  welfare  agency  than  a  partner  in  an  enterprise. 

*  Dr.  Martin  has  been  Editorial  Director  of  Grolier,  Inc.,  New  York  City,  since  1959. 
He  has  also  served  as  Assistant  Professor,  tJniversity  of  Chicago,  Executive 
Assistant  to  the  Librarian,  Chicago  Public  Library,  and  Professor  of  Library 
Service  and  Associate  Dean  of  the  School  of  Library  Service,  Columbia  Univer- 
sity. He  was  the  first  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Library  Service  at  Rutgers 
University.  In  addition  Dr.  Martin  is  author  of  several  books  and  library  surveys 
and  has  contributed  to  library  and  other  periodicals.  He  was  Chairman  of  the 
Coordinating  Committee  of  the  American  Library  Association  which  developed 
Public  Library  Service,  the  national  minimum  standards,  in  1956,  and  assisted  in 
the  preparation  of  and  was  author  of  the  final  draft  of  Standards  for  Library 
Functions  at  the  State  Level  of  the  American  Association  of  State  Libraries, 
published  by  ALA,  1963. 
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"Now  I  will  try  to  give  you  the  substance  of  the  group  discussions. 
Here  is  the  point  at  which  your  participation  became  direct  and  specific. 
I  have  gone  through  the  group  reports  carefully,  and  they  are  most 
clearly  organized.  They  are  going  to  be  useful  for  other  purposes. 

Palm  Springs 

"Three  major  topics  clearly  come  out;  three  sources  of  concern  and 
interest  and  reaching  out  for  new  possibilities  and  new  developments. 

"The  first  is,  let  us  go  back  and  re-examine  our  state  standards. 
Eight  of  the  nine  groups  in  one  way  or  another  proposed  that  a  fresh 
and  positive  look  be  taken  at  the  standards  which  exist  for  libraries 
in  the  State  of  California.  .  . 

"Second,  most  frequently,  we  need  to  define  and  clarify  just  what 
we  are  speaking  of  and  seeking  to  do  under  the  systems  idea,  at  every 
level  .  .  .  this  is  mentioned  in  six  of  the  nine  reports  and  is  implied 
in  some  of  the  others. 

' '  Then  there  is  a  topic  which  didn  't  happen  to  come  up  in  the  general 
discussions.  Four  of  the  nine  reports  said:  let  us  do  something  about 
certification. 

"You  clearly  are  looking  very  hopefully  toward  the  systems  idea. 
There  are  questions,  it  is  true,  but  there  is  a  basic  recognition  of  the 
hopes  of  the  system  idea,  and  this  recognition  clearly  enough  comes 
from  individuals  who  also  have  experience  with  local  affiliation  and  the 
significance  of  the  local  community  library.  This  is  not  a  group  of 
people  without  local  ties,  talking  about  the  beauties  of  cooperation 
between  libraries.  So  this  is  a  realistic  position  and  a  realistic  hope. 

"On  the  question  of  standards,  I  was  interested  in  the  effort  of  one 
group  not  to  question  the  concept  of  standards  but  to  seek  to  move 
forward  beyond  standards  as  we  have  normally  used  them.  This  group 
was  seeking  to  get  at  measurement  and  evaluation  .  .  .  they  are  begin- 
ning to  add  a  functional  aspect  to  standards  rather  than  treating  them 
simply  as  a  document  and  a  certain  number  of  specifics  and  general- 
ities. 

"Beyond  these  three  major  concerns  which  turned  up  with  great 
frequency,  there  was  a  great  scattering.  Once  you  have  said  standards, 
systems,  certification,  you  have  the  concentration  that  came  out  of 
these  discussions.  Some  of  the  points  in  the  wide  scattering  of  other 
ideas  were  very  broad  and  challenging,  sometimes  startlingly  so.  For 
example,  mandatory  law  for  public  libraries  in  California  was  sug- 
gested, as  was  also  universal  free  access  in  the  State  to  all  libraries, 
and  thorough-going  application  of  automation  to  libraries  wherever 
possible.  One  recommendation  to  "re-examine  the  basic  functions  of 
the  public  library  in  our  age"  shows  that  there  was  thinking  big  as 
well  as  thinking  specifically. 

"Most  of  the  groups  carried  their  reporting  forward  to  the  point 
of  proposing  some  lines  of  action,  and  often  these  lines  led  to  Cali- 
fornia Library  Association  committees  of  one  kind  or  another.  There 
is  evidently  great  faith  in  these  committees.  They  are  the  profession 
but  they  also  contribute  to  the  profession. 

"Now  I  should  like  to  return  a  little  to  the  first  two  of  your  major 
concerns,  standards  and  systems.  I  was  truly  pleased  to  see  this  em- 
phasis on  standards  ...  to  see  that  in  the  heart  of  the  discussions

there  was  a  holding  to  the  standards  and  the  need  to  consider  them 
and  to  re-examine  them,  probably  to  increase  them,  because  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  heart  of  the  problem  is  not  yet  'how  do  we  do  it'  but 
how  high  a  level  of  library  service  do  we  want  to  reach.  .  .  Here  are 
some  of  the  things  the  various  groups  suggested  need  to  be  done  with 
or  about  the  standards.  Several  believe  they  should  be  higher  in  those 
elements  which  are  specific,  and  that  more  of  the  standards  should  be 
specific.  For  instance,  one  thought  was :  what  should  the  standards  be 
for  the  length  of  time  required  to  get  a  book  on  interlibrary  loan.  This 
is  getting  pretty  exact  at  that  particular  point,  but  you  can  see  what 
is  behind  the  thought. 

''There  are  recommendations  that  the  standards  should  be  more 
flexible,  that  they  should  be  applicable  to  more  types  and  levels  of 
libraries.  I  assure  you  this  is  a  very  difficult  thing  to  put  into  stand- 
ards, but  a  highly  important  and  desirable  one.  Several  groups  said 
the  standards  should  be  clearer.  These  people  find  ambiguity  at  certain 
points,  and  they  want  definitions.  Further,  the  standards  should  be 
documented  with  supporting  evidence.  Others  urged  that  the  standards 
be  related  more  closely  to  your  master  plan. 

"For  my  comments  on  the  question  of  library  systems  let  me  go 
back  first  to  your  reports.  The  people  in  this  group  are  seeking  clarifi- 
cation and  guidance  in  the  development  of  systems.  They  would  wel- 
come this  from  the  State  Library  and  from  the  library  consultants, 
and  they  would  welcome  this  from  nonlibrary  consultants.  They  are 
asking  just  what  a  sj^stem  is :  are  they  all  the  same  or  are  there  differ- 
ent kinds  and  if  so,  what  are  the  possible  variations?  Further,  what 
size  and  kind  of  an  area  should  a  system  serve  and  what  are  the  pos- 
sible variations  in  this?  There  are  questions  about  the  legal  and  organ- 
izational structure.  I  was  happy  to  hear  Dr.  Wheeler  express  the  view 
earlier  that  the  organizational  structure  of  a  system  should  be  as 
simple  as  possible  so  that  most  of  the  effort  goes  directly  into  services 
and  does  not  get  lost  in  organizational  overhead.  There  is  the  question : 
what  is  a  central  library?  There  is  uncertainty  as  to  the  role  of  the 
state  level  regional  centers.  There  is  a  feeling  that  the  program  of  the 
State  Library  must  change  and  develop  over  the  period  ahead  to  meet 
the  level  in  the  partnership  to  which  you  are  referring. 

"Some  of  the  groups  were  concerned  with  terminology.  One  asked 
why  might  we  not  limit  use  of  the  term  'system'  solely  to  consolidated 
libraries,  in  the  sense  in  which  we  speak  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public 
Library  as  a  system.  The  phrase,  'the  system  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public 
Library'  is  a  familiar  one.  'The  system  of  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Public  Library'  is  a  little  more  complicated  concept  but  it  suggests  a 
unity  and  a  meaning.  The  group  report  suggests  that  since  'system' 
has  been  used  to  describe  unified  programs  of  the  Los  Angeles  type, 
we  might  instead  use  the  term  'partnership'  for  this  other  organiza- 
tion, the  cooperating  groups  of  libraries.  .  . 
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Palo  Alto 

''There  is  a  common  pattern  in  the  group  reports.  It  is  not  surpris- 
ing that  there  is  this  common  pattern.  There  is  also  a  very  rich  variety. 

"The  three  conclusions  that  all  of  the  groups  in  one  way  or  another 
touched  upon  and  usually  touched  upon  rather  directly  were : 

"First,  let  us  go  back  a  little  bit  and  re-examine  our  standards  with 
a  fresh  look. 

"Second,  we  need  to  define  and  clarify  the  systems  idea  at  every 
level.  We  need  to  define  it,  clarify  it,  and  make  it  as  realistically  prac- 
tical as  we  can. 

"Third,  we  should  seek  to  develop  more  citizen  information  and 
more  citizen  participation  in  the  planning  and  in  the  carrying  out  of 
the  total  library  program  in  the  State  of  California. 

"Now  I  repeat  that  there  were  many  variations  on  these,  and  in  a 
few  moments  I  want  to  try  to  give  you  at  least  a  few  of  the  variations. 
There  were  also  some  single  specifics  that  I  hope  can  be  referred,  as 
the  conferees  suggested  to  difi'erent  committees  of  the  California  Li- 
brary Association. 

"I  watched  in  the  material  as  I  read  it  through  and  I  listened  in  the 
discussion  groups  I  attended  to  see  if  there  was  basic  scepticism  about 
the  systems  concept.  I  do  not  mean  questioning  of  or  about  it,  which 
is  natural,  but  basic  scepticism.  I  don't  think  I  have  found  any  and 
indeed  there  is  none  in  the  written  reports.  I  did  hear  some  fairly  basic 
question  of  the  concept  in  the  discussion  groups;  and  I  believe  a 
realistic  statement  would  be  that  some  of  the  participants  are  fully 
convinced  that  system  development  is  the  direction  in  which  we  should 
move;  others  are  still  somewhat  uncertain  and  are  still  considering 
this.  I  noticed  a  realism  in  the  discussions  and  the  reports.  Most  of  you 
seem  to  be  reaching  forward  to  the  systems  idea  not  out  of  some  vague 
notion  that  cooperation  would  be  a  nice  thing,  which  would  not  involve 
much  pain  of  any  kind  along  the  way,  but  rather  with  realistic  atten- 
tion to  some  of  the  problems  that  will  confront  you  as  you  go  forward. 
I  notice  that  some  of  the  reports  refer  to  the  problem  of  getting  weaker 
libraries  into  systems;  then  immediately  shift  over  to  raise  the  ques- 
tion of  how  we  can  convince  the  strong  library  that  it  has  something 
to  gain  in  moving  into  these  systems  groupings.  There  was  naturally 
more  concern  in  this  part  of  the  State  than  there  was  in  the  southern 
part  about  just  how  the  systems  idea  can  be  extended  to  low  density, 
low  population  areas,  particularly  in  the  very  northern  sections. 

"Some  of  the  groups  report  that  the  standards  should  be  higher, 
more  precise,  and  clearer.  There  was  mention  of  the  need  to  present 
them  in  the  way  that  citizens  in  general  would  find  more  interesting, 
and  would  consequently  encourage  citizens  to  want  to  follow  them. 

"To  return  to  the  subject  of  systems,  it  seems  to  me  the  questions 
that  were  raised  in  your  discussion  groups  were  those  that  also  came 
out  in  the  general  discussions.  Those  are :  that  we  need  to  have  a  better 
definition  of  what  a  local  system  is  and  of  what  a  regional  library 
system  is;  and  that  within  the  local  systems  concept  we  need  to  have 
a  clearer  definition  of  the  function  of  branches  in  other  units.  Further, 
in  the  discussions  in  the  groups,  another  difficulty  was  raised;  one 
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that  also  came  up  in  our  general  discussion  on  financing.  This  is  the 
difficulty  of  describing  the  floor  or  foundation  program  of  library- 
service  that  we  are  talking  about.  There  is  recognition  that  per  capita 
and  assessed  valuation  measures  are  not  sufficient. 

"There  was  strong  recommendation  in  the  summary  reports  from 
your  groups  that  there  be  flexibility  and  adaptability  of  any  systems 
program  to  the  varied  conditions  in  this  state.  I  trust  that  you  mean 
this  because  I  do  not  think  any  of  us  can  or  should  work  out  a  single, 
neat,  complete  and  subdivided  pattern  that  will  fit  equally  in  the 
Los  Angeles  and  in  the  Shasta  areas. 

"One  of  the  discussion  groups  made  the  interesting  suggestion  that 
perhaps  we  need  a  master  plan  for  library  service  in  California;  that 
is,  a  total  library  plan  rather  than  a  public  library  plan. 

"In  summary,  your  discussions  evidently  focussed  on  the  need  for 
higher  goals  and  for  a  practical  action  program.  I  hope  very  much 
that  these  will  be  reflected  in  the  statewide  study. 


"I  was  pleased  to  see  the  first  and  primary  attention  (in  both  work- 
shops) to  this  matter  of  standards,  because  I  really  think  that  we  con- 
jfront  a  double  problem.  We  confront  a  problem  of  just  how,  exactly, 
we  are  going  to  move  from  where  we  are  and  I  think  we  also  confront 
|a  problem  of  how  high  or  how  far  we  are  going  to  seek  to  move.  I  am 
|again  and  again  impressed  with  the  standards  of  living  in  California, 
jwhich  strikes  me  as  very  high.  The  question  in  my  mind  is  how  high 
ishould  the  standards  be  for  libraries  to  serve  this  particular  society. 
I  point  out  to  you  in  relation  to  the  standards  that  one  of  the  final 
sentences  of  Dr.  Dyckman's  speech  contained  the  phrase  'possible 
idemise  of  our  institution.'  I  have  not  seen  many  signs  of  the  demise 
jOf  the  California  libraries  but  I  know  the  speaker  was  looking  ahead 
(Over  a  considerable  period.  This  is  something  we  have  to  think  about  in 
jmaking  our  standards  because  we  have,  for  example,  the  information 
jfunction  to  perform,  and  we  consider  it  important ;  yet  we  observe  new 
jmethods  of  storing  and  retrieving  information.  "We  have  the  educa- 
jtional  function;  and  Dr.  Dyckman  was  telling  us  that  there  will  be 
[new  and  markedly  different  methods  of  presenting  material  to  students 
fin  formal  education  in  the  future.  I  listened  to  him  as  he  discussed  his 
fown  view,  with  which  I  certainly  agree,  that  there  will  be  more  cul- 
'tural  and  leisure  time  activity  in  the  future.  I  wondered  if  he  was  going 
to  present  some  substitute  for  reading  as  one  of  the  leisure  time  activi- 
ties but  he  did  not,  and  perhaps  that  indicates  that  our  institution  will 
not  disappear. 

' '  The  basic  point  I  am  trying  to  make  is  that,  as  we  go  forward  with 
the  next  step  in  library  development  and  as  I  go  forward  with  the 
statewide  study,  we  must  be  realistic  but  we  must  also  try  to  reach  out  a 
little  bit,  where  we  possibly  can.  If  you  can  achieve  only  a  part  of  the 
ikind  of  improvement  of  standards  you  have  suggested,  I  assure  you  you 
.will  have  far  and  away  the  best  standards  statements  for  libraries  in 
|the  nation.  I  am  sure  that  the  national  standards  do  not  come  up  to 
every  one  of  the  specific  points  you  have  recommended. 
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''I  want  to  add  here  a  couple  of  comments  of  my  own  on  standards. 
These  remarks  are  directed  more  at  the  national  standards  but  I  think 
possibly  they  would  apply  to  your  state  standards  in  part. 

"First  of  all  I  have  a  feeling  that  we  are  slipping  rapidly  into  a 
habit  of  using,  as  though  they  were  current,  standards  that  are  now 
ten  years  old;  and  this  has  been  a  very  active  ten  years.  We  are  plan- 
ning in  relation  to  standards  that  were  set  before  certain  of  the  changes 
that  our  speakers  have  been  emphasizing  throughout  this  week  had 
occurred.  ...  I  am  increasingly  concerned  that  standards  which  were 
pretty  good  for  the  yesterday  of  that  time  are  still  being  used  and  seem 
to  be  our  guide,  still,  a  considerable  time  later.  The  work  on  the  national 
standards  was  done  in  1955.  The  standards  came  out  in  1956;  they 
were  based  in  good  part  on  data  for  1954.  I  don't  have  to  tell  the  people 
in  this  state  what  kind  of  changes  have  occurred  in  the  decade,  but  just 
let  me  give  you  a  few  indicative  statistics. 

"In  1954,  19  percent  of  the  young  people  of  college  age  in  this 
country  were  attending  a  college  of  some  kind,  including  business  and 
evening  colleges.  Contrast  that  19  percent  enrollment  in  1954,  the 
period  on  which  the  standards  are  based,  to  the  current  estimate,  42 
percent.  This  is  a  remarkable  difference.  This  comparison  involves  only 
one  segment  of  the  population,  one  indicator  of  education. 

"In  1954  there  was  expended  for  basic  and  applied  research  in  this 
country  a  little  over  5  billion  dollars.  Undoubtedly  that  sum  expended 
in  1954  contributed  to  the  accelerations  of  changes  that  have  taken 
place  in  the  interval  since.  The  investment  expenditure  for  research 
today  is  estimated  at  23  billion  dollars.  This,  again,  is  feeding  back 
into  things  which,  one  way  or  another,  will  lead  to  new  and  increased 
acceleration  of  change  and  will  make  further  substantial  differences  in 
our  lives. 

"I  tried  to  find  an  indicator  of  leisure  time  activities  and  was  not 
very  successful.  Perhaps  sales  of  books  could  be  used ;  but  books  are  not 
used  solely  for  leisure.  The  best  I  could  do  was  to  pick  gardening 
expenditures.  In  1954  the  average  expenditure  by  a  family  owning  a 
home  was  about  $18  and  today  they  are  almost  $80. 

' '  The  point  I  am  making  is  perfectly  obvious :  let  us  be  very  careful 
about  these  ten  year  old  standards.  I  have  the  feeling  that  when  we 
develop  standards  we  are  probably  making  them  for  yesterday,  any- 
way— for  conditions  that  we  have  known — so  that  even  when  they  are 
published  they  are  not  meeting  present  conditions.  .  .  .  Those  earlier 
standards  were  compromises  even  when  they  were  done.  We  so  often 
set  out  to  make  standards  that  say  what  we  really  need  to  achieve  our 
objective ;  then  we  begin  to  look  at  the  reality  of  the  situation,  and  we 
compromise  between  where  we  are  now  and  where  we  would  like  to  be. 

' '  These  are  relevant  points  in  the  case  of  the  school  standards.  These 
were  issued  in  1960,  and  they  made  quite  an  impact.  Many  of  them  are 
rather  high  standards,  and  at  first,  in  1960  and  1961  both  librarians 
and  school  administrators  frequently  said  that  they  could  never  be 
achieved.  Now,  in  1964,  the  standards  do  not  look  so  ideal.  They  are 
still  useful,  and  if  the  school  libraries  throughout  the  country  all  meas- 
ured up  to  them,  there  would  be  better  sharing  of  service  to  students; 
but  they  are  no  longer  impressively  high  and  they  will  need  revision 
very  shortly. 
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"During  our  proceedings  here  Harold  Hamill  made  the  comment 
that  nobody  told  us  that  the  students  were  coming.  I  think  the  answer 
is,  yes,  and  no.  "We  know  about  the  war  babies,  and  we  were  also  being 
told  constantly  about  the  changes  in  curriculum.  You  know  that  what 
sometimes  happens  in  these  situations  is  that  we  are  told  about  changes ; 
then  the  change  does  not  come  about  the  next  year,  and  we  tend  to 
relax  our  guard.  Then  when  our  guard  is  down,  the  changes  do  come 
rapidly  with  enormous  impact. 

"I  remember  Dr.  Rostvold's  statement  that  in  this  state  in  the  year 
1980  there  will  be  as  many  students  to  serve  as  there  was  total  popula- 
tion in  1950.  I  have  a  feeling  that  even  as  the  very  heavy  student  use 
was  just  around  the  corner  but  not  easy  for  us  to  see,  there  may  be  just 
as  great  potential  leisure  time  use  of  libraries  almost  upon  us.  I  don't 
predict  this  this  year,  but  again  I  think  we  would  make  a  mistake  if 
we  relax  efforts,  because  a  few  years  hence  this  may  be  affecting  us, 
strongly.  .  .  . 

"Let  me  make  a  few  comments  about  the  statewide  study.  I  have 
noticed  that  when  Carma  Leigh  refers  to  the  study  that  I  have  asked 
to  do,  she  does  not  say  state  study,  or  State  Library  study,  but  state- 
wide study.  I  think  this  ought  to  he  its  title  and  its  concept,  because 
certainly  that  has  been  the  thinking  about  it  up  to  this  time.  It  will  be 
an  effort  to  give  attention  to  the  southern  part  and  the  central  part, 
and  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  It  will  also  be  an  effort  to  give  con- 
sideration to  the  small  library  as  well  as  the  big  library.  It  will  be  an 
effort  to  draw  upon  the  resources  of  the  large  library,  to  see  that  the 
large  library  is  compensated  for  use  of  its  resources,  and  also  to  keep 
the  large  library  in  its  place. 

"There  are  differing  views  in  your  groups  as  to  whether  the  state- 
wide study  should  seek  to  draw  boundaries  over  the  State,  and  there 
are  questions  in  my  mind  as  to  how  far  and  how  exactly  a  statewide 
study,  even  if  it  seems  to  stay  in  tune  with  local  development,  can  and 
should  draw  boundaries.  Boundaries  have  an  awful  way  of  bringing 
the  whole  process  to  a  stop.  They  just  impose  a  pattern;  and  what  I  see 
going  on  here  is  a  remarkable  ferment  of  planning,  of  potential  co- 
operation which  gives  promise  of  resulting  in  library  development.  My 
own  approach  lies  more  in  the  direction  of  seeking,  honestly  and  deeply 
as  possible,  to  understand  the  planning  that  you  are  doing  and  to  see  if 
out  of  it  a  statewide  program  and  plan  can  be  developed  that  would 
be  useful,  not  in  some  separate  sense,  but  in  contributing  to  this  local 
(planning.  In  this  study  process  there  will  be  enormous  contributions 
I  that  will  come  out  of  the  work  that  Dr.  Rostvold  is  doing,  and  the 
Spangle  group  is  carrying  on,  and  many  others  concerned  with  local 
(studies.  We  would  not  have  the  time  or  resources  to  undertake  all  this 
[work.  These  local  study  findings  can  feed  into  the  statewide  study ;  but, 
jl  emphasize  again,  the  study  will  be  a  statewide  project. 

"My  own  view  is  that  California  has  often  led  the  way  in  libraries 
in  the  past  and  I  honestly  think  you  have  a  chance  of  leading  the  way 
in  the  future.  I  say  chance  because  there  is  an  element  in  California 
j society  which  we  haven't  discussed  very  much,  but  which  I  detect. 
It  is  a  competitive  society,  in  which  one  has  to  be  quite  active  to  get 
what  he  is  after.  I  think  that  there  are  some  agencies  and  institutions 
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that  are  going  to  move  forward  on  the  basis  of  the  resources  of  your 
State.  I  think  there  may  be  other  activities  which,  unless  they  go  out 
and  compete  for  resources,  will  not  move  forward.  My  hope  and  prayer, 
and  I  am  sure  yours  too,  is  that  the  libraries  will  seek  to  reach  out. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  you  are  starting  not  from  weakness  but  from 
strength,  even  though  you  are  all  highly  conscious  of  your  shortcom- 
ings. We  come  together  in  a  meeting  of  this  kind  to  discuss  problems 
which  almost  by  definition  grow  out  of  some  of  our  weaker  points ;  but 
as  far  as  I  can  judge  you  are  starting  out  well  ahead  of  where  New 
York  State  started  ten  or  twenty  years  ago  according  to  Harold 
Hacker's  report.  It  could  be,  and  we  hope  it  is,  the  beginning  of  a  new 
period  for  libraries  in  the  State. 

"Here  are  a  few  of  the  questions  that  I  think  might  be  asked.  The 
answers,  it  seems  to  me,  will  determine  whether  you  are  going  to  move 
forward  rapidly  in  the  development  of  libraries, 

"First  of  all,  will  you  actually  work  together  at  the  local  level? 
You  are  doing  so  now,  but  the  first  miles  are  always  the  easiest.  Will 
you  be  able  to  develop  a  new  and  effective  balance  of  state  and  local 
contributions  to  the  library  program  in  planning,  in  money  and  in 
service  1  To  illustrate  what  I  mean  in  terms  of  money,  one  of  the  things 
that  occurs  to  me  is  the  possible  danger  that  you  have  set  yourselves 
a  fine  program  but  that  you  have  gotten  too  few  dollars  in  state  aid 
to  move  the  program  forward  very  far.  This  could  create  a  situation 
after  a  period  of  time  when  the  very  concept  behind  the  program  would 
get  a  bad  name.  I  am  not  predicting  that  this  will  happen,  and  I  realize 
this  is  a  developmental  program  that  you  are  just  getting  started,  but 
the  danger  exists.  It  has  happened  in  other  states :  a  good  idea,  too  few 
dollars,  and  five  years  later  the  idea  is  not  worth  ten  cents. 

"Will  you  go  forward  continuing  to  be  flexible,  adaptable,  with  a 
variety  of  programs,  rather  than  falling  into  one  or  another  pattern 
advocated  by  one  or  another  group  within  the  State?  I  have  detected 
for  example  some  concern  about  the  regulations  even  as  they  exist  at 
this  time  for  state  aid.  The  whole  question  of  flexibility  will  have  to 
be  watched.  I  think,  even,  that  part  of  the  quality  of  the  future  pro- 
gram may  depend  on  the  extent  to  which  you  can  break  down  the 
mental  wall  around  the  concept  of  the  public  library,  and  can  think 
of  the  total  library  program. 

"To  me  California  represents  in  a  very  real  way  the  new  America. 
I  think  it  is  something  we  have  not  had  on  the  face  of  the  earth  before ; 
this  kind  of  growing,  urban,  dynamic,  affluent  and  educated  society. 
...  I  truly  believe  California  is  probably  going  to  represent  what  will 
come,  nationally.  I  don't  necessarily  know  that  I  mean  that  it  will  be 
a  wonderful  America ;  it  might  be.  In  any  ease  what  is  developing  here 
is  what  is  new  in  this  country,  and  it  certainly  offers  many  opportuni- 
ties. These  include  opportunities  for  library  development.  Where  will 
this  begin  and  what  will  determine  the  start  of  this  sort  of  develop- 
ment? I  am  sure  that  it  will  come  back  to  the  quality  of  the  librarians, 
because  they  are  the  people  who  will  have  to  get  this  planned  and 
moving.  If  this  group  represents  the  abilities,  and  the  friendliness  of 
California  librarians,  I  know  that  you  are  going  to  make  it." 


REPORTS  OF  SMALL  GROUP  WORK  SESSIONS:  Selected  Findings 

The  following  are  resumes  of  some  representative  reports  from  the 
small  working  groups,  including  identifications  of  problems,  recommen- 
dations for  their  solutions,  and  first  steps  toward  implementation  of 
these  solutions.  Those  which  were  common  concerns  to  most  groups 
have  been  treated  at  some  length  in  Dr.  Martin 's  paper ;  here,  simply, 
more  specific  detail  is  given  than  was  possible  in  the  time  permitted 
for  his  summary.  Specific  examples  are  given  also  of  the  problems  and 
solutions  mentioned  by  relatively  few  groups,  but,  by  them,  at  some 
length  and  depth. 

The  solution  proposed  to  meet  the  broad,  comprehensive  need  to  re- 
examine the  basic  functions  of  the  public  library  in  our  age  was  a 
determination  of  the  socio-economic  future  of  the  State  and  of  future 
responsibilities  for  public  library  service,  with  agreement  upon  rela- 
tionships with  formal  educational  institutions.  As  the  first  step  toward 
this,  it  was  recommended  that  exploration  of  present-day  socio  eco- 
nomic, recreation,  and  educational  patterns  be  included  within  the  scope 
of  the  statewide  survey. 

Major  points  made  about  the  Public  Library  Service  Standards  for 
California  were  that  they  were  out-of-date  and  needed  revision  even 
within  their  present  scope;  that  they  were  inadequate  in  lacking  cor- 
relation with  the  Master  Plan  and  its  "Network  of  Services",  inade- 
quate in  lacking  specifics  on  quantitative  measures  and  on  qualitative 
ones,  and  therefore  inadequate  in  criteria  by  which  libraries  might 
evaluate  their  level  of  service;  that  they  were  insufficiently  flexible  to 
usefully  apply  in  widely  varying  situations;  for  example,  in  small 
libraries  in  areas  of  low  density  population. 

Some  groups  felt  there  should  be  fewer  but  more  measureable  stand- 
ards ;  others  recommended  many  more  detailed  and  specific  quantative 
criteria.  Some  of  the  areas  in  which  the  latter  groups  wished  to  have 
the  standards  developed  further  were  buildings  and  equipment,  staffing, 
hours  of  operation,  weeding,  programs  such  as  adult  illiteracy,  senior 
citizens  services,  all  types  of  communications  in  addition  to  books  and 
periodicals,  films  and  records.  They  urged  new  standards  for  library 
functions  carried  on  in  new  ways,  through  technological  developments. 
Standards  were  suggested  for  young  adult  services,  for  clerical-profes- 
sional staff  ratios,  and  for  branch  operations.  Definitions  should  be 
standardized,  and  methods  of  statistics  collection,  so  that  all  libraries 
would  be  measuring  the  same  things  in  the  same  way. 

On  the  other  hand,  another  group  felt  that  quantitative  standards 
may  prove  to  limit  rather  than  stimulate  growth,  and  preferred  more 
emphasis  on  qualitative  standards.  All  were  in  agreement,  however, 
that  where  quantitative  standards  were  set  forth,  they  should  be  re- 
vised on  a  continuing  basis,  at  regular  intervals,  and  with  attention 
to  economic  and  other  factors.  One  suggestion  was  made  that  quantita- 
tive standards  should  be  expressed  as  ratios  or  proportions  rather  than 
as  absolute  numbers.  The  standard  number  of  titles  to  be  acquired 
annually,  for  example,  might  be  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  all  titles 
published  in  a  year. 
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Keeommendations  all  led  to  study  and  action  although  a  variety  of 
methods  were  proposed.  Some  of  the  major  suggestions  for  referral 
were :  complete  revision  by  Dr.  Martin  in  a  study  separate  from  but 
correlated  with  the  statewide  survey;  study  and  revision  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Library  Association  Library  Development  and  Standards  Com- 
mittee and  the  Public  Library  Development  Board,  with  coordination 
by  Dr.  Martin;  study  and  revision  by  the  CLA  and  the  State  Library, 
to  be  based  upon  the  research  and  findings  of  the  statewide  survey ;  by 
an  outside  planning  consultant  or  management  analyst  in  conjunction 
with  CLA.  The  last  proposal  was  aimed  specifically  at  developing  stand- 
ards for  the  intangible  and  unmeasureable  items.  Another  suggested  a 
tally  of  quantitative  achievement  in  the  best  libraries. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  priorities  might  be  established  on  achiev- 
ing standards,  and  that  more  cost  formula  were  needed.  Each  function 
of  service  to  one  patron  might  be  identified  and  priced,  on  a  cost 
accounting  basis. 

There  was  general  agreement  that  standards  must  be  clearly  differ- 
entiated from  goals,  but  that  standards  must  be  high  level. 

Several  groups  recommended  improvements  in  the  format  and  style 
of  the  standards.  They  suggested  either  an  introductory  statement  for 
general  use,  or  several  distinct  versions  of  the  standards,  each  prepared 
for  specific  public  groups.  It  was  suggested  that  the  Library  Associa- 
tion's Legislative  Committee  prepare  versions  for  the  use  of  governing 
boards  and  legislators,  as  that  Committee  would  be  most  familiar  with 
that  audience.  It  was  recommended  that  a  professional  commercial 
service  be  engaged  to  produce  a  popular  version.  Along  somewhat  simi- 
lar lines,  it  was  suggested  that  revised  standards  be  submitted  to  the 
statewide  Friends  of  the  Library  organization  for  review. 

The  Master  Plan,  systems  organization,  and  equalized  financial  sup-  ■ 
port  received  much  attention.  There  were  recommendations  that  Dr. 
Martin,  within  his  study,  should  update,  expand  and  redefine  the 
Plan;  that  the  Plan  should  contain  a  blueprint  for  continuing  study 
and  research  and  for  the  translation  of  findings  into  a  public  infor- 
mation and  legislative  program.  A  frequent  and  major  recommenda- 
tion was  that  the  levels  of  service  in  the  "Network"  above  the  local 
library,  and  in  particular,  the  regional  service  centers  and  the  State 
Library  levels,  should  be  clarified,  with  detailed  explanation  of  re- 
sources, services  and  financing.  Various  groups  felt  that,  at  the  re- 
gional service  level,  all  types  of  libraries  should  be  utilized,  and  one 
group  recommended  that  public  libraries  should  take  initiative  in 
coordinating  services  with  other  libraries  of  all  kinds,  wherever  they 
existed — all  over  the  world,  eventually.  It  was  suggested  that  a  defini- 
tion of  resources  centers  be  included  in  the  statewide  survey ;  that  spe- 
cific and  simple  definitions  of  systems  be  developed.  Among  the  ques- 
tions raised  about  the  latter  were:  should  a  system  be  defined  by  area 
limits?  population  limits?  nature  of  organization?  Can  it  cross  state 
lines?  Several  felt  that  a  system  should  be  defined  in  terms  other 
than  single  jurisdiction  libraries. 

Many  recommendations  were  made  to  find  solutions  to  problems  of 
equalizing  support.  One  suggestion  was  for  development  of  a  formula 
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for  local  support,  plus  state  and  federal  contributions,  perhaps  pat- 
jterned  after  the  state  school  support  program.  Another  urged  revi- 
sion of  state  aid  eligibility  requirements  for  areas  of  low  density  popu- 
lation. Several  pointed  out  that  present  methods  of  determining  ability 
to  pay  on  the  basis  of  rates  on  assessed  valuation  or  per  capita  ex- 
penditures were  inadequate.  As  a  beginning  to  the  solution  of  this 
problem,  it  was  recommended  that  study  be  made  of  the  number  of 
jurisdictions  not  eligible  for  state  aid  and  with  little  potential  for 
achieving  eligibility;  the  study  to  be  undertaken  possibly  within  the 
statewide  survey.  Another  proposal  treated  the  other  side  of  the  ques- 
tion. The  problem  was  presented:  that  well  supported  and  high  level 
libraries  question  the  need  for  system  participation.  The  solution  pro- 
posed was  a  study  of  ways  in  which  system  membership  benefits  might 
be  identified,  on  the  theory  that  a  system  does  offer  advantages  no 
single  library  can  secure  alone.  It  was  recommended  that  a  study  of 
' '  Systems — Are  They  Valid  ? "  be  included  in  Dr.  Martin 's  survey. 

Other  proposals  dealing  with  the  problem  of  imbalance  suggested 
that  agreement  be  reached  on  the  limits  of  intrasystem  service,  to  avoid 
unequal  demand  and  supply. 

Suggestions  were  made  that  state  aid  regulations  be  revised  tempo- 
rarily, during  the  period  that  funds  are  not  provided  in  sufficient  quan- 
tity to  permit  systems  to  put  all  of  the  services  required  into  eifect, 
so  that  system  members  might  choose  the  most  important  on  a  pri- 
ority basis.  It  was  suggested  that  unit  cost  studies  be  made  of  service 
in  the  local  library  as  compared  with  service  that  might  be  performed 
in  a  regional  center,  because  there  was  a  concern,  and  a  suspicion  that 
funds  might  be  provided  out  of  proportion  to  usefulness,  to  the  larger 
area  service  center. 

Many  groups  wrestled  with  the  subject  of  service  in  isolated  and  low 
population  density  areas.  They  suggested  study  of  the  problems  in 
jthe  statewide  survey  as  well  as  recommending  revised  standards  to 
'stake  care  of  these  special  cases.  One  proposal  was  for  services  in  these 
jareas  to  bypass  the  system  level,  so  that  the  network  would  lead  directly 
[from  the  community  library  to  the  regional  resource  center.  It  was 
jsuggested  that  federal  funds  might  be  used  to  establish  such  a  service 
I  center  in  an  appropriate  area  of  the  State.  A  different  proposal  was 
smade  for  the  development  of  strong  local  collections  through  system 
(funds  and  the  encouragement  of  system  establishment.  Problems  of 
(recruiting  professional  staff  in  rural  areas  were  brought  up.  Suggested 
.solutions  were  selective  scholarship  programs,  realignment  of  library 

duties,  and  system  development,  which,  it  was  felt,  would  encourage 
:good  programs  and  attract  and  keep  high  level  staff. 

Several  recommendations  were  made  in  the  areas  of  personnel  and 

certification.  There  was  felt  a  need  for  standards  in  terms  of  job 
j responsibilities,  for  recognition  of  specialist  training,  and  for  certifi- 
j  cation.  The  statewide  survey  might  include  review  of  task  lists  and 
;the  separation  of  clerical  and  professional  functions.  For  this,  Dr. 
jMartin  might  secure  the  cooperation  of  library  schools,  the  appropri- 
tate   CLA   committee   and   outside   personnel   consultants.    One   group 

recommended  establishment  of  an  Administrative  Certificate;  another, 
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urging  general  certification,  recommended  against  the  grandfather 
clause.  Action  proposals  led  to  the  CLA  Committee  on  Certification 
or  the  Personnel  Administration  Committee.  They  included  proposals 
that  certification  be  done  by  title  rather  than  job,  that  study  be  made 
of  the  possible  benefits  of  certifying  those  librarians  with  experience 
but  without  accredited  training,  through  examination.  Another  recom- 
mendation was  for  a  public  information  program  to  explain  and  gather 
support  for  a  certification  program. 

Improved  public  information  programs  were  recommended  as 
methods  to  secure  greater  local  support,  and  to  secure  public  acceptance 
of  the  system  concept  and  the  "Network  of  Services"  concept.  It  was 
suggested  that  CLA  should  pursue  such  a  program  actively  and  at- 
tempt to  enlist  the  help  of  Friends  of  the  Libraries  groups,  Parent- 
Teachers  associations,  and  other  interested  groups.  Attractive  and  pop- 
ular versions  of  the  Master  Plan  and  the  standards  should  be  distrib- 
uted to  local  governing  bodies.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  re-establish 
the  Library  Section  in  the  structure  of  the  League  of  California  Cities. 
Efforts  should  be  made  to  produce  articles  interpretating  the  Master 
Plan  and  the  state  aid  program  for  publication  in  the  periodicals  read 
by  local  officials,  such  as  Weste^^n  City,  and  such  articles  should  empha- 
size examples  of  successful  library  management. 

Student  use  received  attention.  One  proposal  was  for  study  of  pos- 
sible sources  of  funds  to  support  the  educational  function  of  the  li- 
brary. It  was  recommended  that  the  statewide  survey  include  particular 
attention  to  the  public  library's  role  as  an  educational  supplement. 
Cooperative  discussion  with  school  administrators  should  be  pursued, 
and  greater  efforts  should  be  made  by  librarians  to  learn  about  cur- 
riculum changes.  The  statewide  school  library  survey  should,  in  some 
way,  be  related  to  the  planning  going  on  for  public  libraries.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  CLA  Library  Development  and  Standards  Com- 
mittee might  act  here  in  a  liaison  capacity. 

On  the  subject  of  legislation,  it  was  proposed  that  the  California 
Library  Association  employ  a  full  time  legislative  advocate,  not  a  li- 
brarian, to  ensure  that  the  legislative  program  of  the  libraries  might 
be  presented  effectively  and  continuously.  Immediate  study  to  find 
sources  of  financing  for  such  a  program  was  recommended. 

One  group  proposed  that  the  State  Library  be  given  responsibility  ^ 
to  gather  information  on  new  technological  developments  suitable  for 
library  use,  as  a  part  of  its  research  and  planning  function.  It  wasi 
suggested  that  the  State  Library  or  the  library  schools  might  organize  i 
research  and  development  centers.  One  group  recommended  that  ai 
committee  be  organized  to  study  and  recommend  to  the  Library  Tech- 
nology Project  a  proposal  that  the  Project  look  into  possible  methods 
for  automatic  self-charging  and  discharging  systems.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

Public  Library  Development  Act 
1963-64 

The  passage  of  A.B.  590,  the  Public  Library  Development  Act,  by 
the  1963  legislature  marks  a  milestone  in  the  history  of  California  pub- 
lic library  service.  Not  since  the  passage  of  the  County  Library  laws 
in  1909  and  1911  have  the  citizens,  governing  agencies,  and  libraries  of 
the  state  had  the  opportunity  to  fashion  patterns  of  improved  library 
services  within  such  a  framework  as  is  offered  here.  By  utilizing  this 
legislation,  small  libraries  and  large  libraries  can  work  together,  plan 
across  city  and  county  lines,  modernize  services,  and  develop  meaning- 
ful, practical  and  improved  library  systems  without  excessive  expendi- 
tures. 

The  Public  Library  Development  Act  became  law  on  September  20, 
1963.  By  October  16,  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  law  had  been  drafted  and  adopted  as  emergency  regula- 
tions. On  October  16,  the  governor  named  the  first  Public  Library  De- 
velopment Board.  The  first  meeting  of  this  Board  was  called  by  Mrs. 
Carma  R.  Leigh,  State  Librarian,  and  was  held  in  Sacramento,  Novem- 
ber 18,  1963. 

IMPLEMENTATION  OF  LAW 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  law  to  assist  public  libraries  ' '  in  establishing, 
improving  and  extending  library  services"  and  to  encourage  the  estab- 
lishment of  "systems  in  areas  where  such  cooperation  would  facilitate 
improved  library  services. ' ' 

The  State  Legislature  appropriated  $850,000  for  the  1963-64  fiscal 
year  to  implement  the  act.  Of  this  total,  $50,000  was  designated  for 
administration  of  the  act  by  the  State  Library. 

Three  types  of  grants  are  available  to  qualifying  libraries :  planning 
grants,  establishment  grants  and  per  capita  grants.  Following  the 
intent  and  purpose  of  the  law,  priorities  were  established  to  allow  first, 
planning  grants,  then  establishment,  and  finally,  per  capita  grants. 

In  the  original  programming  for  operation  the  deadlines  set  for  filing 
applications  for  grants  were : 

For  Planning  grants November  30,  1963 

For  Establishment  grants December  31, 1963 

For  Per  Capita  grants January  31, 1964 

As  the  program  proceeded,  the  dates  for  filing  were  extended  as  fol- 
lows, to  give  libraries  additional  time  for  preparation  of  applications : 

Planning  grants December  16, 1963 

Establishment  grants March  31, 1964 

Per  Capita  grants April  30, 1964 
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It  was  mid-December  before  all  of  tbe  instructions  and  forms  neces- 
sary for  applications  were  available  to  libraries.  Between  the  end  of 
October  1963,  when  the  first  forms  were  released  by  the  State  Library, 
and  the  end  of  April  1964,  the  closing  date  for  filing,  a  total  of  38  ap- 
plications had  been  received  and  acted  upon  by  the  Board.  Of  these 
applications,  30  were  approved;  16  of  these  were  for  planning  grants, 
5  were  for  establishment,  and  9  for  per  capita  grants,  with  89  different 
public  library  jurisdictions  being  involved.  A  summary  is  shown  in 
Table  I.  The  $50,000  allocated  for  administration  by  the  State  Library 
is  not  included  in  the  table.

Planning  Grants: — During  the  1963-64  fiscal  year,  a  total  of  18  re- 
quests, involving  93  individual  libraries,  was  received.  Approval  was* 
given  to  16  of  these,  involving  74  libraries  (35%  of  California's  213 
public  libraries),  and  $165,961  was  allocated. 

From  this  group,  two  systems  were  established  during  the  year — the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  library  system,  centering  on  Fresno,  and  the  Black 
Gold  Cooperative  library  system,  centering  on  Ventura  County  and  > 
City  Librar}-. 

Proposed  plans  of  service  from  the  remaining  prospective  systems 
will  be  received  during  1964-65,  and  additional  planning  grant  requests 
are  to  be  expected  during  the  1965-66  year. 

EstahlisJiment  Grants: — Applications  were  made  on  behalf  of  39  li- 
braries for  $324,907  in  establishment  grants.  Grants  totalling  $247,561 
were  paid,  involving  31  libraries  in  five  cooperative  library  systems. 
Two  of  these  also  received  planning  grants,  but  three,  because  of  pre- 
vious cooperative  planning  experience,  were  able  to  move  directly  into  \ 
approved  system  operations.  It  is  estimated  that  20  libraries  will  apply ! 
for  new  establishment  grants  during  1964-65,  and  25  in  fiscal  1966. 
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From  the  plans  of  service  it  seems  apparent  that  libraries  are  trying 
to  strengthen  their  operations  through  modernization  of  book  selec- 
tion and  technical  processing  activities,  simplifying  circulation  meth- 
ods, development  of  better  reference  and  research  services,  and  mu- 
tual utilization  of  professional  staff.  The  patterns  which  are  outlined 
for  the  realization  of  these  objectives  vary  in  kind  and  in  extent. 

Experience  with  these  new  patterns  and  methods,  which  the  grants 
make  possible,  can  result  in  a  renascence  of  public  library  service  in 
California.  It  appears  that  cities  and  counties  can  work  together  to 
improve  both  the  quality  and  the  quantity  of  public  library  resources 
and  services. 

Per  Capita  Grants: — Following  the  policy  of  giving  priority  to  plan- 
ning grants,  then  to  establishment,  and  finally  to  per  capita  grants, 
five  library  systems  which  received  establishment  grants  also  received 
per  capita  grants.  In  awarding  per  capita  grant  funds,  first  priority 
was  given  to  multi-library  systems  formed  in  1963-64  under  the  Public 
Library  Development  Act,  and  second  priority  to  single-library  systems. 

Twelve  applications  were  received,  totaling  $600,207,  and  involving 
38  individual  libraries.  Only  $386,478  could  be  granted,  involving  35 
libraries,  since  enough  funds  were  not  available  to  meet  all  of  the  ap- 
proved applications.  In  the  two  largest  metropolitan  jurisdictions, 
funds  were  available  for  only  half  of  the  amount  for  which  one  of 
these  libraries  was  eligible  and  approved  and,  for  the  other,  also  eligible 
and  approved,  none.  The  total  deficiency  in  the  1963-64  appropriation 
for  libraries  applying,  eligible,  and  approved  was  $295,255. 

Two  additional  applications  were  denied  because  they  were  either 
incomplete  or  ineligible.  Many  eligible  libraries  did  not  apply  because 
they  knew  funds  were  not  available. 


EFFECTS  OF  GRANT  PROGRAM 

Considering  the  time  available  for  filing,  the  shortage  of  planning 
consultants  experienced  in  public  library  planning,  and  the  relatively 
small  amount  of  money  involved  (a  maximum  of  $2,000  per  library), 
the  filing  of  applications  for  planning  grants  by  44%  of  the  library 
jurisdictions  in  the  State  was  rather  remarkable.  IT  SEEMS  DOUBT- 
FUL THAT  ANY  PREVIOUS  EXPENDITURE  BY  THE  STATE 
IN  ANY  FIELD  OF  PLANNING  HAS  PRODUCED  SO  MUCH 
ACTIVITY  AS  HAVE  THE  PLANNING  GRANTS  FOR  PUBLIC 
LIBRARIES. 

Per  capita  grants  are  made  only  after  other  grants  have  been  made, 
and  the  remaining  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  fiscal  1964  was 
not  sufficient  to  cover  per  capita  grants  requested  by  libraries  serving 
almost  3  million  persons  residing  in  qualified  public  library  service 
areas. 

It  should  be  noted  that  per  capita  grants  in  1964  went  to  libraries 
located  in  relatively  high-density  of  population  jurisdictions,  or  ad- 
jacent to  such  areas.  It  is  clear  that  libraries  in  the  low-population- 
density  counties  have  received  no  grants.  The  chief  reason  for  this 
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situation  seems  to  be  that  although  the  majority  of  existing  munici- 
pal and  county  libraries  in  low -population-density  areas  (generally  in 
northern  California)  now  make  the  individual  local  financial  support 
effort  required  by  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  and  its  regula- 
tions, their  locations  are  scattered  geographically.  The  transportation, 
communication,  and  other  factors  that  should  underlie  the  formation 
and  determine  the  "shape"  of  the  most  effective  systems  that  might 
be  formed  is  unclear.  It  is  known  that  a  considerable  number  of  the 
library  officials  in  the  northern  area  were  and  are  eager  to  participate 
in  this  program,  but  they  lack  sufficient  detailed  facts,  on  which  to 
base  the  formation  of  library  systems,  to  present  to  governing  officials. 
The  coming  survey  of  California  public  libraries  announced  by 
the  State  Librarian,  to  be  directed  by  Dr.  Lowell  Martin,  should  help 
to  suggest  solutions  to  this  difficulty. 


APPROPRIATION  REQUIREMENTS 

The  present  legislation  limits  the  total  appropriation  to  two  per 
cent  of  the  total  operating  expenditure  of  the  public  libraries  from  local 
sources  for  the  previous  completed  fiscal  year.  Table  II  shows  these 
data:  operating  expenditures  for  fiscal  years  1959  through  1963,  the 
percentage  increase  over  each  previous  year,  and  the  average  annual 
increase  of  10.16  per  cent.  It  is  estimated  that  the  1964  expenditure, 
not  yet  reported,  will  be  approximately  $50,000,000.  Two  per  cent  of 
this  total  will  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  estimated  amount  of  applica- 
tions for  fiscal  1965,  as  shown  in  Table  III.  It  is  estimated  that  approxi- 
mately $1,000,000  could  be  appropriated  in  fiscal  1965  and  $1,100,000 
in  fiscal  1966,  assuming  the  average  rate  of  increase  of  10.16  per  cent 
continues.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 

At  the  time  this  report  was  prepared,  the  grant  program  had  been 
in  operation  less  than  one  fiscal  year.  While  the  enabling  legislation  is 
not  perfect,  it  has  proved  workable.  A  major  handicap,  however,  is  the 
limitation  of  the  total  appropriation  to  not  over  two  per  cent  of  the 
total  operating  expenditures  of  all  California  public  libraries  combined. 

IT  IS  RECOMMENDED :  That  the  overall  limitation  be  increased 
by  amendment  of  the  law  in  the  1965  Legislative  Session,  from  2  to 
5  per  cent :  and 

That  the  per  capita  rate  formula  also  be  revised  upward. 

(Recommendations  for  the  exact  rate  revision  will  be  made  prior 
to  January  1,  1965.) 

Reasons: — Table  III  shows  that  $1,680,012  are  needed  to  cover  the 
continuation  of  the  present  program  and  the  funding  of  the  programs 
which  are  expected  to  develop  from  planning  studies  being  currently 
conducted  with  1963-64  planning  grants. 

In  addition,  (1)  establishment  grant  funds  for  systems  run  for  only 
two  years,  and  the  present  per  capita  grant  rate  formula  in  the  law 
is  insufficient  to  cover  a  reasonable  state  continuing  share  of  the  cost  of 
the  systemwide  services  that  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  law,  namely 
the  improvement  and  extension  of  library  services,  and  (2)  a  con- 
siderable number  of  libraries  not  now  participating  in  the  program 
are  only  provisionally  eligible  under  the  law. 

While  these  libraries  could  legally  begin  now  to  participate,  the  law 
requires  that  they  must  reach  full  eligibility  in  two  years.  This  means, 
primarily,  that  they  must  raise  their  local  library  operating  expendi- 
tures to  the  equivalent  of  a  15  cent  tax  rate,  or  $2.25  per  capita,  which- 
ever is  less.  Still  other  libraries  not  now  participating  are  below  the 
threshold  of  provisional  eligibility  with  respect  to  present  local  tax 
rate  or  per  capita  support.  The  present  low  per  capita  rate  formula 
for  continuing  state  assistance  provides  little  or  no  incentive  for  both 
groups  of  local  public  agencies  to  raise  their  local  support. 

This  will,  of  course,  require  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  total  ap- 
propriation for  fiscal  year  1965-66. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS,  DECEMBER,  1964 

Following  further  study  and  evaluation  of  the  present  program  and 
situation  in  California,  two  weaknesses  are  quite  apparent  in  opera- 
tion: 

1.  The  per  capita  grant  program  is  too  low  to  serve  as  an  incentive 
in  the  areas  where  the  benefits  of  a  library  system  operation  are 
most  needed. 

2.  The  minimum  population  requirement  for  a  system  is  needed  if 
improA'ed  library  services  are  to  be  obtained.  Basic  library  service 
costs  become  higher  as  the  population  served  lessens.  It  is  both 
more  effective  and  more  economic  to  spread  the  costs  and  benefits 
in  a  system  serving  a  large  population  base. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  following  recommendations  are  made : 

First,  that  the  per  capita  grant  program  be  revised  upward  as  fol- 
lows: 

Revised  Foemula 
Density  -  Per  Capita  Grants 

100  or  more  persons  per  square  mile 16  cents 

Less  than  100  but  more  than  50  per  square  mile 32  cents 

50  or  less  per  square  mile 80  cents 

Secondly,  that  any  system  formed  will  serve  200,000  population, 
except  that  where  population  density  is  50  or  fewer  persons  per  square 
mile,  100,000  population  will  be  the  minimum.  When  an  official  popu- 
lation projection  indicates  that  population  within  the  area  to  be  served 
will  be  200,000  (or  100,000  in  areas  with  density  of  50  or  under)  in 
two  years,  grants  for  such  systems  otherwise  eligible  may  be  approved.

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CONCLUSIONS 

The  members  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Board  wish  to  ex- 
press their  deep  appreciation  to  the  Governor  and  to  the  Legislature 
for  their  support  of  legislation  to  begin  this  modest  state  financed  as- 
sistance in  the  improvement  of  local  public  librarj^  service.  The  public 
libraries  of  the  state  are  making  a  significant  contribution  to  the  educa- 
tion of  the  increasing  millions  of  students  and  adults;  and  further 
state  support  of  the  public  library  program  will  be  needed  in  the  future. 

Thanks  are  also  expressed  to  the  State  Librarian  and  her  staff  for 
their  effective  administration,  and  for  cooperation  with  the  Board.

THE  ROLES  OF  FEDERAL  AND  STATE  FUNDS 
IN  LIBRARY  DEVELOPMENT

The  increasing  cost  of  public  library  service,  the  need  for  new  li- 
brary development  for  unserved  populations,  and  the  inadequacies  of 
many  present  services  highlight  the  need  for  consideration  of  public  li- 
brary finances.  State  and  local  expenditures  for  public  library  opera- 
tions have  increased  over  the  past  two  decades,  but  they  have  held  at 
an  almost  constant  level  as  a  percentage  of  all  government  operating 
expenditures  during  that  time  span.  Over  the  last  20  years  the  local 
percentage  of  support  has  shifted  downward  from  86.7  percent.  State 
support  (nationwide)  has  increased  from  the  1.9  percent  over  the  same 
period.  In  fiscal  1964/65,  federal  support  increased  dramatically  as  a 
percentage  of  the  total  support  for  public  libraries. 

Carleton  Joeckel,  in  A  National  Plan  for  Public  Library  Service,  rec- 
ommended the  following  division  of  shares  for  all  public  library  sup- 
port :  federal,  15  percent ;  state,  25  percent ;  local,  60  percent.  This  part- 
nership sharing  has  never  been  achieved,  but  the  present  trend  is  highly 
encouraging.  However,  it  does  not  begin  to  approach  the  recommended 
percentages.  It  has  been  suggested  that  a  better  formula  in  terms  of 
present  tax  income  would  be  40  percent  local,  40  percent  from  the  state, 
and  20  percent  at  the  national  level ;  or  perhaps  50  percent  local,  30  per- 
cent state,  20  percent  federal;  or,  as  another  alternative,  $3.00  per 
capita  local,  $2.00  from  the  state,  and  $1.00  federal.  It  may  well  be 
that  there  is  no  single  correct  formula  for  allocating  responsibility  for 
library  support  over  the  various  levels  of  government.  In  any  case,  a 
comparison  of  the  sources  of  public  library  support  with  the  sources 
of  public  education  support  shows  that  we  are  placing  proportionately 
too  great  a  burden  of  financing  public  libraries  on  the  already  strug- 
gling local  community — a  burden  of  between  80  and  90  percent  of 
total  public  library  support.  Such  a  situation  is  both  inequitable  and 
unrealistic. 

State  and  federal  support  for  public  library  service  do  not  diminish 
the  duties,  responsibilities  and  autonomy  of  local  libraries.  Public  li- 
brary service  is  so  important,  and  the  financial  problems  facing  li- 
braries are  so  serious,  that  it  will  require  the  best  efforts  of  all  levels 
of  government  to  achieve  the  public  library  development  needed  in 
California  and  elsewhere.  In  California,  total  public  library  support 
from  local  sources  is  about  $50,000,000,  the  present  ceiling  on  state 
support  is  $1,000,000,  and  federal  support,  including  construction 
funds,  is  about  $4,000,000,  It  is  of  utmost  importance  that  we  all  work 
together  toward  the  common  goal  of  good  public  library  service  for 
every  Calif  ornian.  We  must  have  leadership  on  all  levels  of  government, 
and  enlightened  intergovernmental  cooperation. 

( 427  ) 
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The  Library  Services  Act  has  been  successful  in  helping  to  bring  li- 
brary services  to  millions  of  Americans  in  rural  areas  who  were  with- 
out public  library  service.  Under  the  program  in  California,  many  li- 
brary services  were  provided  for  the  first  time,  and  present  library  serv- 
ices were  more  fully  developed.  The  new  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act  can  provide  assistance  to  no  less  great  an  extent,  and  to 
urban  and  metropolitan  areas  as  well  as  to  rural.  Total  progress  over 
the  nation,  however,  has  not  been  very  rapid  because  of  the  extreme 
differences  among  specific  local  jurisdictions  in  the  ability  to  pay,  and 
the  inadequacies  of  the  real  property  tax  as  the  chief  source  of  local 
revenue.  The  state,  with  its  richer  variety  of  revenue  sources,  can  do 
much  to  equalize  the  cash  burden  of  local  government.  In  the  future 
a  larger  proportional  share  of  the  costs  will  probably  come  from  the 
state  and  federal  level. 

State  grants-in-aid  are  significant  factors  in  motivating  a  desire  for 
library  improvement,  in  that  they  make  action  toward  library  goals 
possible.  Such  grants,  state  or  federal,  are  tools — tools  which,  when 
properly  used,  can  help  build  toward  public  library  services  of  higher 
quality. 

It  may  be  said  that  these  elements — grant  programs  and  standards 
of  quality — go  hand  in  hand.  Without  financial  incentive,  qualitative 
standards  could  not  be  widely  implemented.  "Without  some  criteria  for 
eligibility,  grants  could  not  be  allocated  with  maximum  effectiveness. 
There  is  also  a  danger  in  these  standards.  Our  standards  are  only  min- 
imum; as  one  librarian  said  to  me,  "We  shall  always  be  pursuing  the 
minimum."  Another  danger  is  that  our  standards  are  outdated — we 
are  constantly  comparing  our  libraries  against  standards  adopted  last 
week,  two  years  ago,  ten  years  ago — and  minimum  ones  at  that!  I 
do  not  intend  to  minimize  the  value  of  standards;  only  to  ensure  that 
we  take  a  realistic  look  at  them  as  we  use  them. 

States  do  not  always  use  their  grant  programs  to  the  fullest  and  best 
extent.  The  most  common  purpose  of  state  grants  seems  to  be  to  sup- 
lement  the  amounts  available  from  locally  collected  tax  revenues,  and 
to  help  equalize  the  local  tax  burden  among  communities  with  differing 
abilities  to  support  library  programs  of  even  minimum  adequacy.  It 
seems  desirable  that  more  effective  use  of  grants  should  be  made  to 
stimulate  additional  library  services;  to  encourage  experimentation  or 
pilot  projects  relating  to  new  types  of  services;  to  promote  the  estab- 
lishment of  larger  or  more  efficient  library  service  areas;  and  to  moti- 
vate continuing  local  effort  toward  services  of  improved  quality. 

As  you  will  remember,  the  National  Plan  for  Public  Library  Service 
recommended  federal  grants-in-aid  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  public 
library  service  so  that  a  high,  nationwide  level  of  library  service  would 
exist;  grants  for  "maximum"  library  service  to  twenty  or  more  metro- 
politan libraries  for  regional  service  to  libraries  and  readers  in  their 
geographic  regions;  and  grants  for  construction  of  library  buildings. 
The  federal  government  should  not  direct  and  control  local  library 
activities.  The  same  plan  also  recommended  state  grants,  state  certifi- 
cation, larger  units  of  service,  and  a  close  relationship  among  all  these 
three  elements. 
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A  composite  formula  of  state  aid  would  include  equalization,  popula- 
tion and  large  service  units. 

It  is  important  that  state  and  federal  support  for  public  library  serv- 
ices does  not  diminish  the  duties,  responsibilities,  and  autonomy  of  local 
governments.  It  is  important  that  the  total  government  support  be  suffi- 
cient. It  is  important  that  we  do  not  compromise  when  we  present  the 
cost  of  library  service.  We  must  not  be  timid  in  our  approach.  We  may 
have  to  compromise,  and  achieve  our  needed  library  service  gradually ; 
but  we  should  indicate  the  total  need  at  the  outset.  If  adequate  public 
library  service  today  costs  $5  to  $6  per  capita,  we  must  make  this  need 
known.  Other  public  services  cost  as  much  per  capita  and  are  receiving 
adequate  support.  We  must  accept  the  responsibility  for  achieving  this 
support  and  for  hitting  that  ever  advancing  target — adequate  library 
service.  As  you  know,  this  talk  was  entitled  ' '  The  Roles  of  Federal  and 
State  Funds  in  Library  Development."  For  purposes  of  this  program, 
I  have  restricted  the  talk  to  public  library  service;  but  this  is  a  path 
that  we  must  not  follow  in  our  planning.  We  must  plan  for  library  serv- 
ice— total  library  service — implementing  a  total  statewide  library  pro- 
gram supported  by  funds  from  three  levels  of  government ;  but  that 
is  a  subject  for  another  panel. 

We  are  now  at  the  place  in  library  development  where  we  are  no 
longer  saying ' '  Do  we  need  state  aid  ? ' '  We  are  asking,  rather,  what  kind 
of  a  state  aid  program  will  most  effectively  and  economically  give  all 
the  residents  of  our  state  and  nation  library  service  of  a  high  quality.

Background  for  Planning 

Interest  in  the  development  of  library  cooperation  on  a  regional 
basis  in  the  Southern  California  area  goes  back  at  least  a  quarter  of  a 
century  and  very  probably  for  a  longer  time  than  that.  The  Public  Li- 
brary Executives  Association  of  Southern  California,  which  started  life 
as  a  Los  Angeles  County  group,  took  the  lead  in  the  early  1940 's  in  de- 
veloping a  program  of  reciprocal  service  agreements  among  the  several 
public  libraries  in  the  area,  particularly  between  libraries  whose  city 
boundaries  were  contiguous.  Although  some  of  the  original  agreements 
have  fallen  by  the  wayside  or  been  modified,  others  have  come  to  life 
during  the  years,  and  there  is  at  present  a  reasonably  healthy  pattern 
of  reciprocal  service. 

In  1950,  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  survey,  in  the  volume  en- 
titled Library  Relationships  in  the  Los  Angeles  Metropolitan  Area, 
made,  among  other  recommendations,  one  which  in  a  sense  is  only  now 
coming  to  fruition.  The  survey  recommended  that : 

The  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  actively  cooperate  with  repre- 
sentatives of  libraries  of  all  types  in  the  Los  Angeles  area  to  the 
end  that  each  library  will  render  the  best  practicable  service  to  its 
own  constituents. 

Several  of  the  other  recommendations  dealt  with  specific  phases  of 
suggested  cooperation:  Development  of  a  main  catalog  of  holdings,  es- 
tablishment of  a  selected  reservoir  collection  of  duplicate  and  replace- 
ment material,  a  central  collection  of  usable  discards,  contracts  for  co- 
operative activities  such  as  the  direct  purchase  of  books  and  the  provid- 
ing of  cataloging  and  binding  services,  etc. 

Through  the  years  the  librarians  of  Southern  California  have  been 
active  participants  in  developing  a  state-wide  library  program.  They 
took  part,  for  example,  in  the  1953  Standards  Workshop,  when  the 
State  Library  and  California  Library  Association  prepared  a  statement 
of  standards  which,  with  little  change,  still  expresses  minimum  service 
standards  for  public  libraries  in  California  and  which  served  as  a 
springboard  for  the  development  of  standards  which  were  published  as 
the  American  Library  Association  statement.  Public  Li'brary  Service. 
Southern  California  librarians  have  also  been  active  in  promoting  state 
legislation  for  public  library  development.  They  have  given  testimony 
before  legislative  committees  studying  California  libraries.  They  have 
rallied  citizen  support  for  specific  bills  sponsored  by  the  California 
Library  Association,  including  the  successful  survey  bill  in  1957  and 
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the  state  aid  bills  which  were  twice  defeated  but  finally  succeeded  in 
1963.  They  have  attended  and  taken  part  in  the  long  and  stimulating 
series  of  workshops  sponsored  by  the  California  State  Library. 

Planning  particnlarized  to  Southern  California  was  foreshadowed  in 
the  document  which  came  to  be  known  as  the  Glaser  Plan,  first  pre- 
sented at  the  CLA  Conference  in  Pasadena  in  1960.  Its  twin  ideas  of  a 
bibliographic  center  and  a  system  of  regional  reference  libraries  in 
Southern  California  were  further  developed  at  a  two-day  institute  spon- 
sored by  the  USC  School  of  Librarj^  Science  in  the  winter  of  1961.  Im- 
mediate attempts  to  follow  up  with  action  the  thoroughgoing  exchange 
of  opinion  and  facts  brought  out  during  the  institute  came  up 
squarely  against  the  unhappy  fact  that  it  was  virtually  impossible 
to  make  specific  plans  on  any  kind  of  a  scientific  basis  without  the 
money  for  a  thoroughgoing  survey  of  the  area  and  its  library  needs. 

The  next  j^ear  Southern  California  librarians  again  were  active  in 
the  formulation  of  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California, 
adopted  by  the  California  Library  Association  at  Coronaclo  in  1962. 
Meanwhile,  the  thinking  and  enthusiasm  engendered  by  the  Glaser 
Plan  and  the  USC  Institute  continued  to  stimulate  discussion  whenever 
the  occasion  was  propitious.  Not  until  AB  590  became  law  in  the  late 
spring  of  1963,  however,  was  it  possible  to  pinpoint  a  definite  proposal 
for  the  badly  needed  survey  of  libraries  in  this  part  of  the  state. 

During  the  summer  of  1963,  with  the  prospect  of  state  aid  at  last  a 
reality,  it  became  evident  that  in  spite  of  all  the  conversation  which 
had  taken  place  during  the  years,  librarians  in  Southern  California, 
particularly  in  the  metropolitan  region  immediately  surrounding  Los 
Angeles  to  the  east  and  south,  did  not  have  a  specific  program  to  pre- 
sent in  their  applications  for  planning  grants.  At  this  point  the  Public 
Librarj^  Executives  Association  of  Southern  California  voted  to  employ 
Barbara  G.  Boyd,  of  the  School  of  Library  Service,  UCLA,  to  make  "A 
Brief  Inquiry  into  the  Present  State  of  Public  Library  Service  in  the 
Los  Angeles  Area."  Although  done  under  great  pressure  of  time,  this 
"quickie"  survey,  as  it  was  dubbed,  did  furnish  guidelines  which  en- 
abled groups  of  libraries  in  the  Southern  California  area  to  make  ap- 
plication for  planning  grants. 


The  Planning  Proposal 

The  largest  group  making  application  consisted  of  twenty  libraries 
which  named  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  as  the  library  to  which 
the  grant  was  to  be  paid.  (A  number  of  other  libraries  which  would 
have  liked  to  participate  were  unable  for  one  reason  or  another  to 
make  application.)  With  the  planning  proposal,  wherein  the  twenty 
libraries  expressed  their  justification  for  a  grant  of  $40,000,  went  a 
statement  to  the  effect  that  the  governing  bodies  and  administrators  of 
these  libraries  believed  that  the  study  financed  by  this  proposed  grant 
would  produce  a  sound  plan  for  the  organization,  operation,  and  de- 
velopment of  a  regional  system  of  improved  library  services  through 
cooperative  effort.  The  application  proposed  the  formation  of  an  Ad- 
visory Council  consisting  of  the  chief  librarian  and  one  member  of 
the  governing  body  of  each  participating  library.   From  this  group 
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would  be  elected  an  Administrative  Committee  of  five  librarians, 
with  the  chief  librarian  of  the  library  authorized  to  receive  the  grant 
as  chairman.  As  soon  as  the  grant  was  approved  and  the  receipt  of 
$40,000  assured,  this  machinery  was  set  into  motion. 


The  Survey  Plan 

Although  only  twenty  libraries  in  the  area  were  participating  in 
the  grant,  it  was  generally  agreed  that  it  would  be  highly  desirable 
to  develop  a  scheme  of  service  which  covered  the  entire  area.  After 
considerable  discussion  the  Administrative  Committee  decided  that  the 
survey  should  cover  the  counties  of  Los  Angeles,  Orange,  Riverside, 
and  San  Bernardino.  Although  it  might  have  seem.ed  logical  to  include 
also  the  counties  immediately  to  the  north,  particularly  Ventura 
County,  which  adjoins  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  on  its  western  bound- 
ary, the  fact  that  a  planning  grant  had  been  received  by  the  libraries 
in  the  "Black  Gold"  area  and  would  be  expended  for  system  develop- 
ment in  that  area,  made  it  unnecessary  to  include  Ventura  or  Kern  in 
the  larger  survey.  To  the  south,  also,  system  development  was  to  be 
planned  by  a  group  of  libraries  in  the  San  Diego  area,  making  it  un- 
necessary to  include  that  county  in  the  Los  Angeles  County  oriented 
survey. 

The  first  duty  of  the  Administrative  Committee,  after  deciding  the 
general  area  to  be  covered,  was  the  selection  of  a  survey  team.  Nu- 
merous possibilities  and  combinations  were  discussed,  and  it  was  con- 
cluded that  to  get  the  best  possible  approach  to  the  complicated  metro- 
politan area,  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  a  team  composed  of  a  local 
surveyor  from  the  library  field,  an  expert  in  governmental  service, 
and  a  library  consultant  with  wide  experience  in  other  parts  of  the 
country.  The  team  eventually  selected  consisted  of  Dr.  Martha  Boaz, 
Dean  of  the  USC  School  of  Public  Administration;  and  Dr.  Lowell 
Martin,  Vice  President  of  the  Grolier  Society  and  author  of  numerous 
library  surveys. 

The  Administrative  Committee  met  with  the  surveyors  just  prior  to 
the  State  Library's  Workshop  at  Palm  Springs  early  in  June.  At  this 
time  an  outline  of  general  objectives  was  prepared  which  amplified  an 
earlier,  briefer  list  approved  by  the  Advisor}^  Council.  Specific  objec- 
tives, limitations  of  the  study,  and  the  respective  responsibilities  of 
the  surveyors  and  the  participating  libraries  were  also  described.  Meth- 
odology was  outlined  as  to  data  needed,  sources  of  data,  and  methods 
of  study.  The  budget  developed  for  the  survey  not  only  provides  com- 
pensation for  the  surveying  team,  but  also  permits  the  employment  of 
technical  specialists  where  required. 

The  general  objectives  of  the  survey  are  as  follows : 

1.  To  explore  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  cooperative  library 
system  or  systems  under  the  Public  Library  Development  Act, 
which  would  include  the  public  libraries  and  other  libraries  of 
Los  Angeles,  Orange,  Riverside,  and  San  Bernardino  counties. 

2.  To  recommend  the  organization  and  services  which  will  make 
modern  library  resources  fully  available  to  all  the  citizens  of 
the  area. 
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3.  To  supply  data  about  the  present  situation,  with  documentation 
about  major  needs,  to  be  used  as  a  basis  for  continued  planning 
and  improvement  of  library  services  through  cooperative  effort 
in  the  period  ahead. 

4.  To  identify  geographic  areas  which  might  reasonably  affiliate  in 
a  plan  for  coordination  of  library  resources  among  all  types 
of  libraries. 

5.  To  relate  a  regional  cooperative  program  in  the  area  to  the  State 
Library  and  to  statewide  plans  for  California. 

6.  To  assess  the  cost  of  operation  for  a  proposed  regional  system 
and  to  study  the  financing  formula  of  state  and  local  support. 

7.  To  secure  maximum  use  of  public  money  by  avoiding  unneces- 
saxy  duplication  of  effort,  facilities,  materials,  and  service. 

8.  To  obtain  the  widest  possible  use  of  all  materials  and  services 
within  the  library  system. 

9.  To  establish  principles  of  equitable  compensation  or  adjustment 
for  any  library  giving  library  services  to  persons  not  living 
within  the  tax  districts  which  support  the  library. 

10.  To  establish  priorities  among  the  proposed  services  in  relation  to 
the  urgency  of  need  for  them. 

11.  To  indicate  how  the  services  should  be  established  and  how  they 
would  operate  to  meet  the  needs  of  library  users. 

12.  To  investigate  and  evaluate  the  practical  use  of  automated  in- 
formation retrieval  systems  in  a  library  system. 

Careful  coordination  is  planned  with  the  several  planning  studies 
going  on  concurrently  both  on  a  statewide  basis  and  on  a  smaller  scale 
in  the  Southern  California  area.  (The  statewide  survey  is,  of  course, 
headed  by  Dr.  Martin,  who  is  one  member  of  the  four  county  study 
team. ) 

The  survey  report  will  be  a  statement  of  desirable  principles,  ob- 
jectives, and  standards  to  help  guide  more  specific  actions  to  be  taken 
by  the  libraries  individually  and  as  a  group.  The  scope  of  the  study 
will  involve  cooperation  with  special  and  academic  libraries  insofar  as 
they  affect  public  library  service  in  the  area.  Suggestions  for  libraries 
will  be  directed  toward  what  seem  to  be  the  most  needed  and  feasible 
activities  within  the  next  two  to  three  years. 

The  surveyors  will  be  responsible  for  developing  plans  and  methods 
for  conducting  the  survey,  for  compiling  data,  and  for  presenting  the 
final  report.  The  participating  libraries  and  their  staffs  will  be  respons- 
ible for  providing  facts  and  statistics  about  their  libraries,  for  checking 
holdings,  and  for  being  available  for  interviews.  Although  all  the  public 
libraries  in  the  four  counties  are  invited  to  participate  in  the  collection 
of  data,  it  is  realized  that  some  who  are  not  participating  in  the  grant 
will  not  respond  for  requests  for  more  extensive  data  than  can  be 
gathered  from  existing  printed  sources,  such  as  News  Notes  of  Cali- 
fornia Libraries.  Nevertheless,  it  is  hoped  that  the  response  will  be 
sufficient  to  assure  a  geographically  comprehensive  report  of  the  four 
county  area. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  questionnaires  and  checklists  of  books 
have  been  distributed  to  all  public  libraries  in  the  four  counties,  and 
interviews  between  the  surveyors  and  librarians  are  being  scheduled. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  collection  and  analysis  of  data  and  the  writing 
of  the  report  will  be  completed  by  May  1,  1965,  and  that  the  report 
will  be  available  by  June  1.  Copies  of  the  survey  report  will  be  made 
available  to  the  twenty  participating  libraries,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  additional  copies  can  be  made  available  for  sale  to  library  schools 
and  governmental  agencies. 

It  is  too  early  to  predict  the  detail  of  any  cooperative  library  system 
or  systems  which  may  be  organized  as  a  result  of  this  survey  or  to 
make  even  a  tentative  formulation  of  the  plan  of  service  which  may 
justify  application  for  a  state  establishment  grant  or  grants. 

The  librarians  of  the  twenty  participating  libraries  feel  that  this 
study  represents  a  culmination  of  long  hopes  for  the  development  of 
a  comprehensive  and  logical  program  for  library  development  in  the 
Los  Angeles  metropolitan  area  and  the  areas  adjacent  to  it.  It  goes 
without  sajdng  that  without  the  benefit  of  state  funds,  such  a  survey 
would  have  waited  many  more  years  for  achievement. 
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THE  SAN  GABRIEL  VALLEY  PLANNING  GRANT

In  the  fall  of  1963  librarians  from  the  public  libraries  in  the  San 
Gabriel  Valley  began  exploring  the  possiblities  for  obtaining  a  plan- 
ning grant  under  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  the  State 
of  California.  Although  some  of  these  libraries  had  discussed  a  grant 
for  planning  in  the  larger  metropolitan  area,  it  was  generally  felt  that 
a  local  plan  would  be  most  essential.  The  libraries  represented  were  for 
the  most  part  from  the  western  part  of  the  Valley  described  as  region 
eight  in  the  Boyd  Eeport.* 

' '  Eegion  8  has  a  strong  resource  in  the  Pasadena  Public  Library, 
and,  secondarily,  in  the  Alhambra  Public  Library.  The  demands 
here  will  run  very  high  because  of  the  proportion  of  professional 
people,  the  development  of  industries  with  a  high  proportion  of 
trained  employees,  and  the  number  of  colleges.  Other  library  juris- 
dictions included  are  Altadena,  Arcadia,  Irwindale,  Monterey 
Park,  San  Marino,  Sierra  Madre,  South  Pasadena,  the  Los  Angeles 
City  Regional  Library  at  Highland,  and  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Regional  Branch  at  El  Monte. ' ' 

Librarians  from  all  these  libraries  were  invited  to  a  meeting  at  the 
Pasadena  Public  Library.  Mrs.  Phyllis  I.  Dalton,  Assistant  Libraria]i 
of  the  California  State  Library,  was  there  to  counsel  and  answer  ques- 
tions. It  appeared  that  most  of  the  librarians  were  enthusiastic  about 
this  opportunity  for  planning,  a  long-held  dream  of  some  of  those  pres- 
ent. The  next  step  would  be  gaining  the  approval  of  the  respective  li- 
brary boards  and  commissions.  It  was  felt  that  a  minimum  of  five  li- 
braries would  be  necessary  in  order  to  secure  adequate  funds  for  a 
study  of  this  area.  In  December  five  libraries,  including  Altadena,  Mon- 
rovia, Pasadena,  Sierra  Madre  and  South  Pasadena,  formally  requested 
a  grant. 

After  approval  of  the  grant  application  was  made  by  the  California 
Library  Development  Board,  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  available  for  this 
study.  A  number  of  brain-storming  sessions  were  held  at  which  all  the 
interested  librarians,  not  only  those  applying  for  the  grant,  were  in- 
vited to  contribute  their  ideas.  Topics  discussed  included  means  of 
determining  regional  resources,  the  possibility  of  a  union  catalog,  a 
regional  reference  system,  cooperation  with  the  schools,  financial 
savings  to  be  effected,  and  who  should  conduct  the  survey.

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It  was  generally  felt  that  the  librarians  involved  in  the  planning 
grant  were  familiar  with  the  geographical  complexities  of  the  area  as 
well  as  with  the  professional  techniques  and  resources  needed  to  form 
systems  and  to  provide  basis  for  cooperation,  but  that,  since  no  actual 
studies  have  been  made  for  the  libraries,  a  qualified  planner  would 
have  to  be  secured.  This  person  would  need  to  make  his  findings  accept- 
able to  the  layman  as  well  as  the  librarian.  It  was  also  recognized  that 
much  data  and  research  findings  are  already  available  for  the  planner 
to  use.  The  planner  would  need  to  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  area 
as  well  as  with  the  needs  of  public  libraries. 

In  order  to  make  clear  the  dilemma  facing  the  committee,  it  is  nec- 
essary to  describe  the  San  Gabriel  Valley.  Originally  this  area  was 
composed  of  Kanchos,  a  garden  spot  comprising  mostly  citrus  groves. 
Since  the  turn  of  the  century  the  valley  has  turned  into  an  urban  area. 
The  foothill  towns  are  almost  entirely  suburban.  The  absence  of  heavy 
industry  and  manufacture  has  produced  an  army  of  commuters  whose 
paths  follow  the  entire  map  of  Southern  California.  This  pattern, 
along  with  the  rapid  rate  of  population  growth,  has  created  a  complex 
socio-economic  pattern. 

Since  the  Pasadena  area  has  long  been  known  as  a  cultural  center, 
I  the  people  attracted  to  the  valley  have  always  demanded  good  library 
!  service.  One  important  characteristic  of  the  valley  is  the  existence  of 
i  multiple   political   jurisdictions   which   independently   or   jointly   by 
formal  contracts  are  providing  governmental  services  for  the  people 
of  this  area.  The  pattern  of  library  use  has  been  influenced  by  this 
melange.  The  public  libraries  represented  are  governed  by  independent 
I  cities,  a  library  district  and  a  county  library  system.  Because  it  is  un- 
natural to  subsist  within  local  boundaries,  jurisdictional  lines  are  vio- 
lated. People  expect  to  receive  library  service  from  the  most  convenient 
library  even  though  it  may  not  be  within  their  tax  area.  Many  resi- 
dents are  surprised  to  find  that  all  library  service  is  not  provided  by 
the  County  of  Los  Angeles.  Thus,  the  library  planner  is  faced  with 
the  task  of  suggesting  a  scheme  that  will  have  practical  application  in 
an  area  where  the  human  and  economic  patterns  are  gigantically  com- 
plex. 

After  several  meetings,  exchanges  of  correspondence  and  interviews 
with  planning  consultants  and  much  discussion  the  committee  acted  to 
engage  Raymond  M.  Holt,  City  Librarian  of  the  Pomona  Public  Li- 
brary and  Gerhard  N.  Rostvold,  Professor  of  Economics,  Pomona  Col- 
lege to  act  as  a  planning  team  for  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  Planning 
Grant.  These  men,  highly  qualified,  and  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
valley,  would,  it  was  agreed,  provide  the  best  type  of  study  for  this 
area. 

Dr.  Rostvold  was  educated  at  Stanford  and  received  his  Ph.D.  in 
Economics  in  1955.  During  the  war  he  served  with  the  U.S.A.A.F.  His 
notable  positions  include  research  consultant  for  the  Southern  Cali- 
fornia Research  Council;  a  member  of  the  National  Advisory  Board, 
Council  of  Public  Lands ;  a  member  of  the  Los  Angeles  Labor-Manage- 
ment Commission;  research  advisor  on  the  Commission  of  Economic 
Development,  Los  Angeles  as  well  as  serving  on  the  faculty  of  several 
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colleges.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Pomona  College  in  1952  and  be- 
came Professor,  Department  of  Economics  in  1961.  In  1962  Dr.  Rost- 
vold  received  the  distinguished  service  award  of  Pomona  College.  More 
details  concerning  his  outstanding  career  may  be  found  in  the  Who's 
Who  in  America  and  the  American  Men  of  Science.  Dr.  Rostvold 
is  the  author  of  many  article  and  books.  Librarians  were  aware  of  his 
brilliant  academic  achievements ;  in  addition,  they  were  able  to  discover 
the  deep  feeling  for  libraries  which  he  revealed  while  speaking  at  the 
Public  Library  Development  Workshop  in  Palm  Springs. 

Raymond  M.  Holt  is  well  known  to  librarians  of  California  who 
serve  with  him  in  professional  organizations.  A  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Redlands  and  the  University  of  Southern  California,  he 
served  as  part  time  assisitant  in  the  FuUerton  Public  Library  before 
coming  the  chief  librarian  of  Pomona  in  1950.  Mr.  Holt  has  been  ac- 
tive in  civic  affairs.  He  served  as  president  of  the  Civic  Music  Associa- 
tion and  the  Pomona  Valley  Art  Association.  In  1953  he  was  awarded 
the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  Distinguished  Service  Award.  An- 
other facet  of  his  career  includes  work  with  the  Mutual  Orange  Grow- 
er 's  By-Product  Plant  in  FuUerton,  as  well  as  his  being  an  experienced 
citrus  grower. 

At  the  same  time  the  committee  of  librarians  selected  the  planning 
team,  the  Pasadena  Librarian  was  also  designated  as  the  permanent 
chairman  of  the  committee  since  the  Pasadena  Library  was  named  as 
the  library  applying  for  the  grant.  The  committee  formulated  the  fol- 
lowing plan  which  was  submitted  to  the  State  Library: 

1.  Survey  to  include  San  Gabriel  Valley  Libraries  but  to  concentrate 
on  five  libraries  requesting  survey. 

2.  Survey  to  cover  these  subjects,  listed  in  order  of  their  importance: 
feasibility  of  a  cooperative  system  of  library  service  in  this  area, 
regional  resources,  establishment  of  criteria  for  compensation 
for  services  rendered,  determination  of  financial  savings  which 
could  be  effected,  possibility  of  a  union  catalog,  definition  of 
areas  of  responsibility  of  public  school  libraries  with  cooperation 
possibilities.  These  general  areas  to  consider  such  problems  as : 
serving  increasing  student  demands,  considering  overlapping  jur- 
isdictions and  library  use  patterns,  inter-availability  of  library 
service  within  the  area,  direct  telephone  service  for  specialized 
reference  requests,  development  of  acceptable  recommendations 
for  cooperation  of  libraries  in  the  area. 

3.  Survey  to  be  cooperatively  made  by  a  representative  of  Clare- 
mont  Colleges  and  a  librarian  coordinator;  two  people  were  se- 
lected to  discuss  availability  and  survey  terms  with : 

Gerhard  N.  Rostvold,  Professor  of  Economics,  Pomona  Uni- 
versity 

Raymond  Holt,  City  Librarian,  Pomona  Public  Library 
They  are  to  be  responsible  for  collecting  data  pertinent  to  solving 
the  problems  presented. 

4.  A  printed  report  to  be  available  on  the  planning  survey  by  the  end 
of  1964. 
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5.  The  final  report  shall  be  presented  by  the  survey  team  at  a  meet- 
ing to  be  held  of  the  library  boards  and  the  librarians  of  the  five 
libraries. 

Prior  to  being  accepted,  the  planning  team  submitted  a  four-page  out- 
line to  the  librarians  concerning  exactly  what  the  study  would  entail. 
The  scope  of  the  plan  can  be  summarized  by  an  extract  from  the  out- 
line presented : 

1.  A  socio-economic  review  of  the  area ; 

2.  A  profile  of  today's  borrower  and  library  user ; 

3.  A  profile  of  the  general  public  to  identify  the  non-library  user ; 

4.  A  study  of  the  current  resources  and  services  offered  by  the  area's 
libraries ; 

5.  A  study  of  areas  of  possible  cooperation  in  the  development  of 
both  services  and  collections  ; 

6.  An  analysis  of  the  legal  and  financial  problems  arising  from  pos- 
sible areas  of  cooperation ; 

7.  A  series  of  recommendations  including  a  plan  for  future  action. 

The  contract  was  formally  executed  in  June  and  the  planning  team 
immediately  began  their  study.  Two  questionnaires  were  sent  to  the 
participating  libraries  and,  as  well,  to  the  Arcadia  and  San  Marino 
libraries,  which  agreed  to  contribute  to  the  statistical  studies  even 
though  they  had  not  applied  for  the  grant.  These  questionnaires  were 
designed  to  aid  in  a  statistical  analysis  of  the  libraries  in  order  to 
create  a  profile  of  the  existing  library  services.  Mr.  Holt,  along  with 
clerical  assistants,  visited  the  libraries  and  made  some  spot  checks  in 
the  card  catalogs  and  checked  periodical  holdings.  At  the  same  time 
Dr.  Rostvold  continued  his  research  on  the  socio-economic  profile,  in- 
eluding  the  preparation  of  questionnaires,  one  for  the  library  patrons, 
and  one  for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  These  will  be  distributed 
in  the  fall.  Another  important  effort  of  the  team  has  been  to  correlate 
the  study  with  the  Los  Angeles  Metropolitan  Area  grant  and  other 
studies  in  the  area,  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort  and  to  give  greater 
value  to  all  of  the  studies  being  conducted. 

So  far  as  the  financial  arrangements  are  concerned,  it  should  be 
noted  that  of  the  $10,000  grant,  a  sum  of  $2,000  was  held  aside  by  the 
committee  to  be  used  as  follows:  $1,000  for  a  contingency  fund  to  be 
used  to  cover  unforeseen  areas  in  need  of  study,  and  $1,000  for  the  final 
printing  of  the  document  as  edited  by  the  committee  and  approved  by 
the  survey  team.  Thus,  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  Planning  Grant  study 
is  well  under  way.  One  cannot  help  but  feel  optimistic  about  the  re- 
sults which  can  be  expected  to  follow  the  diligent  work  being  under- 
taken by  the  planning  team  and  the  committee  of  librarians,  with  the 
cooperation  of  governing  trustees,  city  officials,  subject  specialists,  and 
library  staffs. 
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PLANNING  IN  THE  EAST  LOS  ANGELES  COUNTY  AREA

Interlibrary  cooperation  in  the  East  Los  Angeles  County  area  has 
occurred  in  varied,  and  limited,  forms  for  more  than  half  a  century; 
for  in  this  area,  many  years  ago,  was  fou.nded  the  San  Antonio  Library 
Club.  Although  primarily  an  informal  organization  for  sharing  prob- 
lems and  ideas,  inspiration  and  stimulation,  various  projects  of  a 
cooperative  nature  have  been  carried  out. 

Thus,  it  was  natural  that  the  same  libraries  joined  together  to  con- 
sider a  proposal  for  a  planning  grant  under  the  Public  Library  De- 
velopment Act  of  1963.  After  a  series  of  meetings  and  considerable 
correspondence,  each  librarian  was  left  to  gain  the  consent  of  his  or 
her  Library  Board.  In  the  end  only  three  were  successful — Glendora, 
Los  Angeles  County  (represented  by  the  Regional  Branch  No.  8  in 
West  Covina),  and  Pomona. 

The  planning  proposal  was  to  embrace  a  study  of  the  resources  and 
services  of  the  libraries  in  the  area  and  to  equate  them  in  terms  of  the 
future.  It  was  decided  that  the  stud}^  should  cover  all  of  the  libraries 
in  the  area,  even  if  some  (as  later  proved  to  be  the  case)  were  unable 
to  participate  in  the  actual  grant.  The  planning  proposal  included,  as 
a  part  of  the  program,  studies  of  population,  library  collections,  serv- . 
ices,  and  personnel.  The  proposal  also  called  for  the  formulation  of  a 
method  of  achieving  equal  interavailability  of  materials  and  informa- 
tion to  library  users  in  the  area  and  of  methods  of  effecting  coopera- 
tive selection  and  processing  of  library  materials,  and  for  a  deter- 
mination of  the  need  for  facilities  and  costs  involved  in  providing 
centralized  storage  for  little  used  materials. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  study  should  be  made  by  a  team  composed  of 
a  socio-economist  and  a  librarian,  and  since  such  a  team  had  already 
been  formed  to  make  a  similar  study  in  the  neighboring  San  Gabriel 
Valley,  it  was  agreed  that  the  same  personnel — Dr.  Gerhard  N.  Rost- 
vold.  Professor  of  Economics  at  Pomona  College,  and  Raymond  M. 
Holt,  City  Library,  Pomona  Public  Library — should  be  used  for  the 
East  Los  Angeles  County  study. 

In  making  the  study,  the  team  has  employed  several  questionnaires. 
These  include  one  to  school  districts,  a  library-user  questionnaire, 
and  two  forms  designed  to  secure  specific  information  from  the  librar- 
ies under  study.  Additional  information  has  been  gathered  on  collec- 
tions. Use  of  the  same  forms  and  same  kinds  of  data  in  both  the  Bast 
Los  Angeles  County  and  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  areas  provides  an  op- 
portunity to  relate  these  two  and,  in  essence,  to  study  library  service 
in  a  total  area  that  includes  more  than  one  million  people. 

The  report  for  the  East  Los  Angeles  County  study  is  tentatively'- 
scheduled  to  be  submitted  to  the  member  libraries  in  February,  1965. 
This  report  will  indicate  steps  to  be  taken  in  the  formation  of  a  library 
system  in  the  East  Los  Angeles  County  area,  as  well  as  set  forth 
guidelines  for  future  development.

Tentative  proposals  for  a  library  system  to  be  established  in  that 
area  of  the  Los  Angeles  Metropolitan  Region  now  served  by  the  Santa 
Fe  Springs  and  Whittier  Public  Libraries  and  the  Los  Cerritos  Region 
of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library  are  being  studied  at  pres- 
ent with  a  $6,000  planning  grant  from  the  Public  Library  Development 
Act  program.  The  proposals  outlining  the  potential  cooperative  library 
system  were  prepared  by  Barbara  Boyd. 

These  proposals  were  approved  by  Oscar  Smaalders,  Librarian,  Santa 
Fe  Springs  Public  Library,  Mrs.  Elton  Terry,  Chief  of  Professional 
Services,  and  Robert  Goodwell,  Assistant  County  Librarian,  repre- 
senting "William  Geller,  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library,  and  Mar- 
garet Fulmer,  Librarian,  AVhittier  Public  Library,  at  a  meeting  in 
Whittier  March  31,  1964.  The  Whittier  Public  Library  was  named  as 
the  library  to  handle  the  negotiations  with  the  State,  and  the  funds 
received  and  disbursed. 

Earlier,  the  librarians  involved  had  met  to  review  provisions  of  the 
Act,  to  discuss  what  needs  to  be  done  in  the  area,  and  to  appoint  and 
plan  with  Miss  Boyd.  It  was  decided  that  the  planning  grant  money 
would  be  spent  in  two  stages. 

The  first  stage  was  Miss  Boyd's  preparation  of  the  tentative  pro- 
posals, and  of  an  outline  of  the  research  that  will  be  needed  to  de- 
termine the  organization  of  the  proposed  system.  In  working  on  the 
first  stage,  Miss  Boyd  considered  the  following  points: 

1.  The  tax  base  and  present  level  of  support  for  each  participating 
library ; 

2.  The  ways  in  which  selection  and  acquisition  of  materials  could  be 
coordinated  to  provide  for  a  degree  of  specialization  in  each  book 
collection  and  to  eliminate  unnecessary  duplication  in  order  to 
increase  the  number  of  titles  available ; 

3.  Methods  of  coordinating  the  organization  and  processing  of  li- 
brary materials  with  special  attention  to  the  possibility  of  in- 
cluding the  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library's  centralized  cata- 
loging and  book  catalog ; 

4.  Development  of  adequate  reference  and  research  centers  in  the 
Whittier  Public  Library  and  the  Los  Cerritos  Regional  Center  of 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library ; 

5.  Ways  and  means  of  achieving  inter  availability  of  library  materials 
and  reference  and  research  centers  through  union  lists,  direct 
telephone  lines,  union  catalogs,  etc. ; 

6.  The  place  of  the  Whittier  area  library  system  in  the  complex  of 
library  systems  in  Southern  California. 


442  NEWS  NOTES  OF   CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 

The  second  stage  involves  the  necessary  research  completing  the 
organizational  pattern  of  the  system,  and  the  preparation  of  a  proposal 
to  be  presented  to  the  Public  Library  Development  Board  for  an  estab- 
lishment grant.  The  proposal  includes  the  following  improvements  in 
library  service  to  be  undertaken  cooperatively  among  the  three  library 
jurisdictions : 

1.  Home  use  of  books 

Borrower 's  card  honored  at  any  library  within  three  library  juris- 
dictions. 

2.  Professional  services  to  the  public  through  librarians  working  with 
children,  young  adults  and  adults. 

3.  Keference  services 

Improvement  of  reference,  information  and  advisory  services 
through  development  of  union  lists  of  holdings,  checked  indexes, 
photocopy  service,  communication  and  development  of  a  formal 
program  for  the  comparison  and  improvement  of  collections. 

4.  Processing  materials 

Definite  development  here  depends  upon  the  Los  Angeles 
County  Public  Library's  policy.  It  is  hoped  that  acquisitions  for- 
the  public  libraries  in  the  system  can  be  handled  by  the  County 
Library  with  direct  billing,  and  cataloging,  done  by  the  County 
Library;  other  materials  to  be  received  and  processed  by  each 
library  jurisdiction. 

5.  Improvement  of  collections 
Begun  in  August,  this  includes : 

checking  reference  collections 
checking  subject  collections  in  selected  fields 
checking  fiction  and  children's  books  in  selected  categories 
determining  the  availability  of  important  works  by  spot  check- 
ing for  several  months 
This  work  has  been  accomplished  by  Miss  Ruth  Mohler,  retired 
librarian,  and  by  Mrs.  Mollie  Owen,  a  member  of  the  Whittier 
Public  Library  staff  working  on  her  own  time. 

The  approach  is  firmly  based  on  needs,  and  on  working  from  needs 
to  solutions.  The  basic  elements  of  public  library  service  are  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  tentative  proposal.  They  guided  the  setting  of  pri- 
orities for  the  improvements  to  be  made;  in  particular,  the  determina- 
tion of  the  need  for  many  more  books,  as  adequate  book  collections  are 
the  basis  for  the  success  of  any  library  system. 

Coordination  with  the  planning  for  Riverside,  San  Bernardino, 
Orange  and  Los  Angeles  Counties  under  the  direction  of  the  Advisory 
Council  for  Southern  California  will  be  important  to  the  area  of  Santa 
Fe  Springs-Whittier-Los  Cerritos  Region  of  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Public  Library. 

"When  the  collections  are  checked.  Miss  Boyd  will  examine  the  hold- 
ings of  each  library  and  note  the  strengths,  important  gaps,  and  gen- 
eral weaknesses  of  the  area 's  collections.  Miss  Boyd  will  be  on  the  watch 
for  duplications  and  poor  coverage  in  subject  fields  in  all  the  materials 
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checked.  For  periodicals,  she  will  take  special  note  of  missing  back 
files ;  for  anthologies  and  collections,  of  titles  in  print  not  held  in  the 
area;  for  subject  fields,  of  weak  coverage  of  periods  or  events. 

As  the  work  is  completed,  Miss  Boyd  will  meet  with  the  heads  of 
reference  services  and  seek  their  advice  on  the  most  effective  methods 
for  strengthening  area  holdings  to  meet  current  and  future  needs, 
and  for  determining  a  practical  division  of  responsibilities  for  the 
future. 

Finally,  Miss  Boyd  will  develop  and  present  to  the  heads  of  the 
three  library  jurisdictions  a  proposal  from  which  can  be  outlined  a 
program  for  the  development  and  efficient  utilization  of  library  re- 
sources within  the  area.

The  San  Bernardino  County  Public  Library  Survey  Group  is  com- 
prised of  six  independent  Library  units :  Upland  Public  Library,  On- 
tario Public  Library,  Colton  Public  Library,  A.  K.  Smiley  Library, 
Redlands,  San  Bernardino  County  Library,  and  the  San  Bernardino 
Public  Library.  The  latter  serves  as  the  administrative  Library  for  the 
group.  One  of  these  units,  the  Colton  Public  Library,  is  an  affiliate  of 
the  County  Library  system. 

The  western  portion  of  the  County  is  within  the  periphery  of  the 
Los  Angeles  metropolitan  complex,  while  the  eastern  portion  stretches 
to  the  California- Arizona  border  through  high  and  low  desert  country. 
There  is  low  density  population  in  the  eastern  portion  as  compared 
with  the  western  end  of  the  County :  approximately  eighty  per  cent  of 
the  County  population  is  located  within  a  forty  mile  radius  of  the  City 
of  San  Bernardino,  the  County  seat.  The  size  of  the  County  makes  a 
modern,  rapid  communication  system  a  paramount  need  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  cooperative  library  system  within  its  boundaries. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Upland  Public  Library,  all  of  the  public 
libraries  within  the  County  are  also  members  of  the  Los  Angeles  Metro- 
politan area  20-library  survey  group,  for  which  the  Los  Angeles  Public 
Library  serves  as  the  Administrative  Library.  This  larger  geographic 
survey  is  now  underway  with  Dr.  Martha  Boaz,  Dr.  Henry  Reining, 
and  Dr.  Lowell  Martin  as  the  survey  team.  The  San  Bernardino  group 
felt  that  the  larger  survey  should  be  largely  completed  before  the  local 
survey  got  underway.  In  this  way,  duplication  of  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  survey  teams  could  be  avoided.  The  first  series  of  meetings  held  by 
the  librarians  from  the  participating  libraries  within  San  Bernardino 
County  were  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  the  widest  possible  range  of 
subjects  relating  to  methods  of  improving  library  service  within  the 
County.  Some  basic  decisions  had  to  be  reached.  One  such  decision  re- 
lates to  the  geographic  location  of  two  of  the  libraries.  Ontario  and 
Upland  are  geographically  and  socio-economically  more  related  to  the 
City  of  Pomona  than  to  San  Bernardino.  However,  the  governing 
bodies  of  these  cities  preferred  to  keep  their  libraries  within  the  County 
group  in  forming  a  single  cooperative  system,  and  to  rely  on  later  con- 
tractual relations  with  the  Pomona  Public  Library,  should  such  rela- 
tionships be  considered  desirable  and  feasible. 

The  group  developed  the  following  objectives  of  the  survey,  which 
would  in  turn  serve  as  guide-lines  for  the  survey  team : 

Proposed  objectives 

To  propose  a  program  of  joint  cooperative  activities  among  the  Pub- 
lic Libraries  of  San  Bernardino  County  with  the  following  purposes 
in  mind : 
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1.  To  improve  library  resources  and  services  throughout  the  area  to 
permit  the  libraries  to  meet  the  needs  and  demands  of  the  public 
for  educational,  recreational,  and  cultural  materials. 

Areas  requiring  study 

a.  Analj^sis  of  population  and  other  demographic  data  pertinent 
to  library  development  in  terms  of  types  and  levels  of  service, 
and  for  projection  of  a  growth  pattern. 

b.  Analysis  of  the  current  holdings  of  the  libraries  in  relation  to 
some  acceptable  standard. 

c.  Analysis  of  patron  use,  to  discover  the  feasibility  of  a  policy 
of  personal  free  access  to  all  public  library  resources  in  the 
area,  subject  to  the  establishment  of  equitable  compensation  or 
adjustment  for  any  library  carrying  a  share  of  total  program 
for  persons  not  living  within  the  tax  district  which  supports 
the  Library. 

d.  Analysis  of  library  organization  to  determine  the  optimum 
size  of  the  administrative  structure  of  cooperative  ser-vdce  areas. 

e.  Analysis  of  present  procedures,  to  determine  methods  of  achiev- 
ing equitable  interavailability  of  materials  and  information 
among  all  service  outlets  on  the  same  basis  for  all  users.  This 
concerns  the  improvement  of  rapid  transmission  of  selected 
materials  through  electronics  or  physical  equipment  through- 
out the  system. 

f.  Analysis  of  possible  areas  of  cooperation  between  public  li- 
braries and  certain  academic  and  special  libraries  in  the  area. 

g.  Analysis  of  the  need  for  centralized  storage  centers  of  less  used 
materials  and  last  copies. 

h.  Analysis  of  the  need  and  methods  for  bibliographical  control 
(Union  catalogs)  for  the  system. 

2.  To  eliminate  unnecessary  duplication  of  effort,  services,  and  facil- 
ities in  order  to  achieve  the  greatest  economies  in  operation. 

Areas  requiring  study 

a.  Analysis  of  library  personnel  in  terms  of  number,  characteris- 
tics, and  utilization. 

b.  Analysis  of  procedures  involving  book  selection;  book  ac- 
quisition, book  processing  to  secure  financial  advantages  through 
cooperation  in  these  areas. 

From  this  survey  recommendations  should  be  made  covering  the 
following : 
(This  list  is  not  exhaustive) 

1.  Joint  acquisition  plans  and  methods  of  sharing  acquisition  re- 
sponsibility for  building  resources  in  the  County. 

2.  A  system  for  rapid  information  about  location  of  resources  ex- 
isting in  Libraries  in  the  County. 

3.  A  countywide  interlibrary  loan  system  which  will  facilitate  rapid 
communication  and  speed  up  time  in  filling  requests. 

4.  A   countywide   interlibrary   information    and   reference   service 
utilizing   rapid   communication   between   Libraries. 
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5.  A  coordinated  plan  and  machinery  for  collection  of  overdue 
books,  to  accompany  provisions  for  joint  borrowing  privileges. 

6.  A  plan  of  gift  book  and  serials  exchange  programs. 

7.  A  plan  for  centralized  purchasing  of  books,  centralized  catalog- 
ing. 

8.  A  plan  for  the  use  of  electronic  equipment  in  coordinated  record 
keeping  for  order,  registration,  circulation,  and  other  records. 

9.  A  plan  for  joint  public  information  and  publicity  projects  to 
develop  understanding  of  library  needs  and  knowledge  about 
library  service  in  the  area. 

10.  A  plan  for  developing  an  organizational  structure  or  pattern  for 
the  countywide  program  to  carr}^  the  program  forward  and  to 
maintain  relations  with  local  library  systems  and  statewide 
program. 

Dr.  Eugene  Hart,  Professor  of  Library  Science,  University  of  South- 
ern California,  and  Dr.  Gerhard  N.  Rostvold,  Professor  of  Economics, 
Pomona  College,  have  agreed  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  conducting 
the  survey  for  the  San  Bernardino  County  Libraries  group.  Contrac- 
tual agreements  are  yet  to  be  completed. 

In  the  meantime,  an  interesting  development  has  taken  place.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Bernardino  County  is  anxious  to  take 
over  the  County  Library  Headquarters  building  for  another  county 
service.  There  is  a  possibility  that  a  new  County  Library  Headquarters 
building  may  be  constructed  on  city-owned  land  adjacent  to  the  exist- 
ing San  Bernardino  Public  Library.  If  the  governing  bodies  of  the 
City  and  County  agree  to  the  construction  of  the  County  Library  in 
this  location,  there  can  be  interesting  developments  in  the  physical 
relationships  between  the  two  institutions,  and  administrative,  me- 
chanical, and  cooperative  service  procedures  might  be  developed 
within  the  structures.  At  the  moment,  outright  consolidation  of  the 
two  units  appears  impracticable  until  a  more  equitable  tax  base  can 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  two  governmental  bodies.  However,  joint 
powers  agreements  and  cooperative  measures  may  prove  the  more  prac- 
tical in  moving  ahead  at  this  time  to  improve  and  expand  library  serv- 
ice in  the  County  of  San  Bernardino.  The  actual  turn  of  events  will 
depend,  no  doubt,  on  the  findings  of  the  survey. 
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PLANNING  IN  ORANGE  COUNTY

Have  you  heard  the  story  of  the  Giant  and  the  Lilliputians  who 
decided  to  try  to  help  each  other?  True,  we  can  imagine  many  ways 
in  which  a  Giant  might  help  a  Lilliputian,  but  how  could  the  favor 
be  returned  ? 

This  is  the  task  which  has  been  set  by  three  libraries  of  Orange 
County.  The  Giant?  Hereinafter,  it  will  be  called  the  Orange  County 
Free  Library,  the  largest  library  in  Orange  County.  The  Lilliputians  are 
the  two  smallest  libraries — Placentia  District  Library  and  Yorba  Linda 
District  Library.  These  libraries  have  asked  for  and  received  a  Plan- 
ning Grant  for  the  purposes  of  mutual  cooperation  for  better  serving 
the  public. 

The  proposed  planning  will  be  for  a,  survey  which  will  enable  them 
to  explore  the  possibilities  of  mutually  beneficial  cooperative  proj- 
ects, with  recommendations  for  possible  ways  in  which  to  accomplish 
them,  in  order  that  the  total  resources  of  the  libraries  in  Orange 
County  will  be  increased  and  coordinated,  making  improved  and  ex- 
panded library  service  available  to  patrons  of  the  libraries. 

The  survey  or  study  will  be  made  in  the  following  areas : 

1.  Collection  of  data  pertinent  to  library  expansion  and  development 
needs,  i.e.,  population  projections  and  library  needs  including 
book  collections,  documents,  periodicals,  audio-visual  material,  etc. 

2.  Study  of  developments  for  cooperative  services  in  the  areas  in- 
volved. 

3.  Methods  of  achieving  equitable  exchange  of  materials  and  infor- 
mation in  libraries  concerned  with  the  study. 

4.  Study  the  need  for  development  of  augmented  regional  reference 
resources  and  services,  including  possible  areas  of  cooperation 
between  public  libraries  and  certain  academic  and  special  li- 
braries in  the  area. 

An  Advisory  Council  consisting  of  the  chief  librarian  of  each  par- 
ticipating library  was  set  up,  with  the  chief  librarian  of  Orange 
County  Free  Library  acting  as  chairman.  The  Council's  first  act,  after 
approval  of  the  Plan,  was  to  select  the  consultant  responsible  for  the 
survey. 

Miss  Barbara  Boyd  of  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  and  former  lec- 
turer at  the  School  of  Library  Service,  University  of  California,  was 
selected.  Miss  Boyd  and  the  Council  have  held  several  meetings  to 
approve  the  methods,  and  to  get  the  work  started. 

The  first  step  approved  by  the  Council  was  to  evaluate  the  col- 
lections of  the  three  libraries  participating  in  the  study.  Bibliogra- 
phies were  chosen  which  would  give  a  practical  check  on  the  holdings 
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and  clearly  show  weaknesses  in  the  three  collections.  Published  indexes 
to  books  and  periodicals  will  be  used  as  general  guides.  When  these 
have  been  cheeked,  specific  subject  areas  will  be  studied. 

Cards  have  been  typed  for  each  periodical,  and  holdings  in  the  three 
libraries  have  been  checked  against  these  cards.  This  step  in  the  study 
is  well  on  its  way  for  review  by  Miss  Boyd  and  the  Advisory  Council. 

Cards  are  being  typed  from  bibliographies  and  indexes  for  book 
collections.  These,  too,  will  be  checked  against  each  library's  holdings. 
When  both  the  periodical  and  book  collections  have  been  checked,  we 
will  be  able  to  trace  the  patterns  of  strengths  and  weaknesses  in  each. 

Examination  of  subject  areas  will  begin  with  typing  cards  and  check- 
ing holdings  of  titles  listed  in  Hoffman's  Readers'  Advisor  in  the 
several  chapters  on  American  Literature  and  on  European  novels.  It 
wUl  soon  be  decided  as  to  what  sections  on  American  History  in  the 
Guide  to  the  Study  of  the  TJ.  S.  will  be  checked.  Other  subject  areas, 
perhaps  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  will  be  examined  in  some  detail. 
Parts  of  the  children's  collections  will  also  be  included  in  the  survey. 

When  the  initial  stage  of  the  study  has  been  completed,  practical 
plans  for  the  cooperative  development  of  the  region's  book  collections 
will  be  studied.  The  cards  used  can  be  developed  into  union  lists  if 
so  desired  by  the  three  libraries. 

Other  features  such  as  library  systems,  and  teletype  communication 
will  be  discussed  in  the  future. 

While  this  particular  plan  or  set  of  working  steps  may  not  be  unique 
in  scope,  it  will  enable  the  libraries  involved  to  fulfill  the  needs  of 
their  own  areas  and  to  give  better  and  more  complete  service  in  the 
public  libraries  of  Orange  County.  With  the  mutual  cooperation  of 
the  Giant  and  the  Lilliputians,  patrons  of  the  libraries  will  find  their 
needs  fulfilled. 
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REGIONAL  PLANNING  FOR  THE  CARLSBAD,  OCEANSIDE, 
NATIONAL  CITY,  AND  SAN  DIEGO  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 
AND  THE  SAN  DIEGO  COUNTY  LIBRARY

San  Diego  area  librarians  have  joined  together  in  a  regional  plan- 
ning grant  proposal.  The  participating  libraries  include  San  Diego 
Public  Library,  San  Diego  County  Library,  and  the  public  libraries 
of  Carlsbad,  National  City  and  Oceanside.  For  various  reasons,  the 
other  three  independent  city  libraries  in  the  County :  Coronado,  Chula 
Vista,  and  Escondido,  were  unable  to  participate  formally.  They  are, 
however,  interested  in  cooperating,  and  therefore  they  have  been  in- 
cluded, informally,  in  the  general  study. 

The  libraries  range  in  size  from  the  San  Diego  Public  Library, 
which  circulates  over  three  million  books  annually  and  serves  a  pop- 
ulation of  over  600,000,  to  Carlsbad,  which  circulates  less  than  100,000 
and  serves  10,000  people.  The  County  is  a  large  one,  with  a  cluster 
of  cities  around  San  Diego  Bay  and  another  cluster  around  Oceanside 
in  the  northwest  part.  The  sparsely  populated  inland  area  includes 
both  mountains  and  desert.  The  diversity  of  libraries  and  terrain  cre- 
ates problems  in  transportation  of  both  readers  and  books. 

The  planning  proposal  included  the  following : 

1.  The  hiring  of  a  qualified  consultant  who  will  work  with  all  the 
cooperating  libraries.  A  detailed,  written  report  of  present  li- 
brary service  and  the  methods  and  materials  recommended  to 
improve  and  extend  this  service  is  anticipated  at  the  completion 
of  this  study. 

2.  Strengthening  the  book  and  periodical  collections  by  enrichment 
and  depth  in  the  San  Diego  Public  Library;  strengthening  the 
reference  and  periodical  holdings  in  all  the  cooperating  libraries. 

3.  Investigating  the  possibility  of  coordinating  book  selection,  or- 
dering and  cataloging. 

4.  The  improvement  of  reference  and  information  service  through 
the  establishment  of  a  regional  reference  center. 

5.  Through  the  use  of  union  catalogs,  microfilm,  and  other  tech- 
nological processes,  making  library  material  more  freely  and 
easily  available  to  all. 

Dr.  Joseph  L.  Wheeler,  retired  librarian  of  the  Enoch  Pratt  Free 
Library,  was  hired  as  consultant  to  work  with  the  public  libraries  in 
the  San  Diego  Metropolitan  Area,  to  plan  ways  of  improving  or  ex- 
tending library  service  through  closer  cooperation  among  libraries. 

Dr.  Wheeler  arrived  in  California  May  24  and  attended  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Library  and  California  Library  Association  sponsored 
workshop  in  Palm  Springs,  May  24-27.  The  head  librarians  of  each  of 
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the  libraries  participating  in  the  planning  grant  attended  this  work- 
shop, as  did  also  the  city  librarian  of  Chnla  Vista.  All  attended  a  con- 
ference with  Dr.  Wheeler,  held  on  a  free  evening  during  the  workshop 
sessions. 

Dr.  Wheeler  was  in  San  Diego  May  27-June  27  to  make  a  detailed 
study  of  existing  library  service.  He  visited  all  participating  libraries 
and  met  each  week  with  the  heads  of  these  libraries,  to  discuss  progress 
of  his  study  and  to  exchange  information  and  ideas.  The  heads  of  the 
three  independent  libraries  not  participating  in  the  planning  grant 
also  attended,  and  contributed  their  ideas. 

Information  about  special,  school,  and  college  and  university  li- 
braries, population  trends,  educational  levels,  etc.,  as  well  as  a  great 
deal  of  material  about  cooperative  library  systems  elsewhere  in  the 
United  States,  was  collected  from  many  sources.  Dr.  Wheeler  attended 
the  American  Library  Association  convention  in  St.  Louis  June  28- 
July  3,  and  gathered  other  information  there. 

A  written  report  of  present  library  service,  and  of  the  methods  and 
materials  recommended  to  improve  and  extend  this  ser^dce  will  be 
published  at  the  completion  of  Dr.  Wheeler's  study.  A  map  of  the  pub- 
lic libraries  of  the  region  will  be  part  of  the  report.  The  preliminary 
draft  of  the  survey  report  is  expected  by  October  15 ;  the  completed 
report  by  December  15. 

It  is  too  soon  to  know  what  the  results  of  this  planning  will  be,  or 
what  kind,  of  library  system  may  be  formed  in  the  San  Diego  area.  The 
opportunity  to  work  together  has  been  rewarding  by  itself,  and  is  sure 
to  have  lasting  benefits  in  improved  library  service  to  the  entire  area. 
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SYSTEM  PLANNING  FOR  THE  SAN  DIEGO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY

The  San  Diego  Public  Library  and  the  San  Diego  County  Library 
are  working  together  under  a  Public  Library  Development  Act  plan- 
ning grant,  to  discover  ways  of  improving  library  service  to  readers 
through  closer  cooperation  between  the  two  libraries.  Since,  at  this 
writing,  the  planning  funds  have  not  yet  been  received  by  the  County 
Library,  only  preliminary  planning  has  been  done  to  date.  More  inten- 
sive planning  will  begin  when  the  funds  are  in  hand  and  when  Dr. 
Wheeler's  report,  being  prepared  in  connection  with  the  regional, 
five-library  planning  grant  proposal,  has  been  completed. 

The  County  Library  has  been  carrying  on  a  preliminary  investiga- 
tion of  practical  methods,  and  costs,  of  producing  a  book  catalog 
for  use  in  all  branches  of  the  county  library  system.  There  is  a  possi- 
bility that  such  a  catalog  would  also  prove  useful  to  the  San  Diego 
Public  Library,  and  to  the  independent  city  libraries  throughout  the 
county.

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PLANNING  FOR  BETTER  LIBRARIES  IN  THE 
SAN  FRANCISCO  EAST  BAY  AREA

The  eastern  shore  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  is  one  of  the  most 
densely  populated  regions  in  the  state  of  California,  indeed  in  the 
nation.  The  responsibility  for  providing  adequate  library  service  to 
the  some  1,500,000  people  living  in  the  cities  and  rural  areas  of  Ala- 
meda and  Contra  Costa  Counties  has  fallen  primarily  upon  the  eight 
city  and  two  county  public  library  systems  within  this  region.  Some 
of  these  libraries  (i.e.  Oakland,  Berkeley)  are  old,  well-established  in- 
stitutions whose  present  rate  of  growth  is  relatively  slow;  others,  such 
as  the  Contra  Costa  County  Library,  are  largely  characterized  by  the 
newness  of  both  their  book  collections  and  their  buildings.  All  are 
faced  with  the  basic  problems  of  population  and  usage  growing  at  a 
more  rapid  rate  than  budgets  and  services. 

The  passage  in  1963  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  (a  vic- 
tory achieved  in  no  little  measure  through  the  efforts  of  a  number  of 
librarians  in  the  East  Bay)  held  promise  of  providing  at  least  a  first 
step  towards  a  realistic  attempt  to  solve,  or  at  least  ameliorate,  these 
problems.  It  was  perhaps  easier  for  the  libraries  in  the  East  Bay  than 
for  some  other  groups  to  undertake  immediate  action  insofar  as  As- 
sembly Bill  590  was  concerned  since  an  informal  "East  Bay  Library 
Council",  comprised  of  the  heads  of  the  ten  libraries,  had  been  in 
existence  and  meeting  regularly  for  some  years.  In  August  of  1963, 
following  several  rather  hurried  preliminary  conferences,  six  of  the 
ten  East  Bay  public  libraries  (Alameda  City,  Alameda  County,  Berke- 
ley, Contra  Costa  County,  Livermore,  and  Richmond)  decided  to  submit 
an  application  for  a  Planning  Grant  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Library  Act,  and  drafted,  after  what  seemed  to  all  interminable  dis- 
cussions regarding  phraseology,  wording  etc.,  the  required  Planning 
Proposal.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Berkeley  Public  Library  would  act  as 
recipient  and  disburser  of  any  approved  State  funds,  under  a  joint 
exercise  of  powers  agreement.  This  document  was  drawn  up  by  the 
Berkeley  City  Attorney  and  copies  sent  to  the  several  jurisdictions  for 
approval  by  the  appropriate  governing  bodies. 

Optimistic  about  approval  of  their  application,  the  six  libraries  pro- 
ceeded at  once  to  appoint  a  special  three-man  committee  among  their 
own  m^embers  to  locate,  interview  and  ultimately,  recommend  to  the 
group  as  a  whole,  management  consultants  or  library  experts 
qualified  to  undertake  a  study  of  the  magnitude  envisioned.  A  letter 
was  also  dispatched  to  ALA's  Library  Technology  Project  explain- 
ing the  project  and  requesting  a  list  of  suggested  candidates  or  firms. 
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Many  provocative  areas  of  possible  study  were  considered,  incorpo- 
rated in  the  proposal,  or  rejected  by  the  six  libraries  involved.  The 
final  specific  points  agreed  upon,  and  included  in  the  Planning  Pro- 
posal for  investigation  were  these : 

1.  Centralized  selection  and  ordering  of  materials,  including  pos- 
sible subject  specialization  by  particular  libraries. 

2.  Standardization  and  centralization  of  cataloging,  classification 
and  processing  practices,  with  special  attention  given  to  the  es- 
tablishing of  integrated  catalog  information  through  a  book  form, 
or  some  other  catalog. 

3.  Lending  of  certain  classes  of  materials  among  member  libraries 
for  patron  home  use  and  for  library  use,  and  the  most  efficient 
methods  of  rapid  movement  and  exchange  of  such  materials  among 
the  libraries. 

4.  Reciprocal  borrowing,  return,  and  reference  privileges  for  patrons 
of  member  libraries. 

5.  Rapid  inter-communication  facilities  among  member  libraries  by 
teletype  or  other  media. 

6.  Joint  publicity  and  public  relations  activities  by  member  libraries 
utilizing  radio,  television  or  other  media. 

7.  Methods  by  which  particular  cooperative  undertakings  by  mem- 
ber libraries  might  later  be  integrated  with  other  libraries  or 
"systems". 

Some  time  after  the  six  libraries  had  sent  in  their  application  to  the 
State  for  a  planning  grant,  the  libraries  of  Albany,  Oakland,  Hayward, 
and  San  Leandro,  originally  not  interested  or  unable  to  participate, 
reconsidered  the  situation  and  asked  to  be  included  in  the  proposed 
study.  The  addition  of  these  four  libraries  now  meant  100  per  cent  par- 
ticipation on  the  part  of  East  Bay  Library  council  members,  and  in- 
creased the  amount  for  which  the  group  was  eligible  to  nearly  $20,000. 
The  study  would  now  truly  be  areawide,  with  no  large  or  important 
public  libraries  omitted. 

The  Selection  Committee  recommended,  and  the  group  approved,  the 
selection  of  Freeman  &  Associates,  Management  Consultant  Engi- 
neers, of  Palo  Alto,  California.  Mr.  Freeman  had  been  interviewed  "in 
depth"  by  the  Selection  Committee  before  any  recommendation  was 
made,  and  his  reactions  and  possible  approach  to  the  individual  points 
of  the  Planning  Proposal  evaluated.  Although  it  was  not  a  major  cri- 
terion in  Freeman  &  Associates'  selection,  the  fact  that  this  same  firm 
had  been  chosen  to  undertake  a  parallel  study  for  six  libraries  in  Santa 
Clara  County  gave,  it  was  felt,  an  element  of  continuity  to  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  planning  as  a  whole. 

The  East  Bay  librarians  decided  they  would  require  a  preliminary 
"Progress  Report",  one-half  or  tw^o-thirds  of  the  way  through  the 
study,  as  well  as  a  Final  Report  which  would,  of  course,  cover  in  depth 
the  specific  items  in  the  Planning  Proposal.  This  Progress  Report 
would  enable  the  ten  libraries  to  determine  if  the  study  were  moving 
in  the  desired  direction,  and  to  suggest  possible  shifts  of  emphases  on 
the  part  of  the  consultant  before  the  Final  Report  was  submitted — - 
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an  arrangement  wMeli  ultimately  proved  most  satisfactory.  Addition- 
ally, it  was  decided  to  ask  Mr.  John  Richards,  former  Librarian  of 
the  Seattle  Public  Library,  to  act  as  Library  Consultant  to  evaluate 
and  comment  upon  the  completed  survey  before  the  member  libraries, 
either  collectively  or  individually,  might  make  specific  recommenda- 
tions to  the  various  local  boards  and  commissions  involved.  The  group 
would  thus  benefit  from  two,  rather  than  one,  fresh  approaches  to 
problems  with  which  they  had  been  grappling  at  close  quarters  for 
years. 

Mr.  Freeman  commenced  his  study  with  lengthy,  informal  discus- 
sions with  the  heads  of  the  ten  libraries  involved  and  moved  on  to  in- 
terviews with  a  number  of  their  major  department  or  division  heads. 
In  some  cases  he  talked  also  with  City  or  County  officials  not  directly 
connected  to  the  library. 

His  interest  was  to  determine  the  "library  philosophy"  of  these  key 
persons,  and  to  become  acquainted  with  the  existing  strengths,  weak- 
nesses, prognoses  and  goals  of  the  institutions.  Others  in  his  organ- 
ization interviewed  junior  librarj^  staff  members,  and  polled  samples  of 
the  public  in  each  jurisdiction  to  gauge  the  general  attitudes  of  the 
local  populations  towards  their  libraries. 

In  addition  to  the  Progress  and  Final  Reports  actually  required  by 
the  contract  (drawn  up  between  Freeman  &  Associates  and  the  City 
of  Berkeley  upon  approval  of  grant) — reports  which  would  concern 
the  Planning  Proposal  and  be  concerned  primarily  with  a  look  at  the 
total  East  Bay  public  library  picture — Mr.  Freeman  planned  to  prepare 
individually-tailored  reports  for  each  of  the  ten  libraries  involved,  con- 
taining observation  and  recommendations  about  internal  matters. 
Needless  to  say,  these  were  awaited  with  as  keen  an  interest  as  was 
the  areawide  report. 

As  of  this  writing,  it  is  not  possible  to  say  what  may  come  of  this 
study.  The  possibilities  could  be  staggering,  but  hopes  must  always  be 
tempered  with  the  realities  of  budgets  and  boards.  No  one  is  going 
to  "cooperate"  just  for  the  fun  of  it  or  because  it's  a  nice  thing  to 
do.  The  individual  libraries  and  their  governing  bodies  must  be  con- 
vinced that  any  joint  activity  proposed  will  really  pay  off  from  either 
an  economic  or  service  standpoint,  or  both.  On  the  other  hand,  arti- 
ficial geographic  or  other  barriers  which  produce  "lopsided"  library 
service  and  senseless  duplication  of  effort  have  become  luxuries  which 
can  no  longer  be  afforded  or  tolerated.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Freeman 
Report  will  provide  the  necessary  current  and  supportive  data  which 
will  enable  East  Bay  Library  leaders  to  make  thoughtful  and  far 
reaching  decisions  leading  towards  improved  library  service  for  all.

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SAN  MATEO  COUNTY  SYSTEM  PLANNING  STUDY

The  seven  city  libraries  and  the  County  Library  of  San  Mateo  County 
have  a  long  history  of  cooperative  projects  undertaken  informally.  In 
addition,  a  number  of  formally  contracted  agreements  between  certain 
of  the  libraries  were  already  in  existence  when  the  Library  Develop- 
ment Act  became  law.  As  a  result,  we  had  already  held  many  discus- 
sions as  to  our  common  (and  differing)  needs,  over  a  period  of  several 
years. 

When  funds  to  implement  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  be- 
came available,  meetings  were  scheduled  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mrs.  Pauline  Coleman  of  the  San  Mateo  Public  Library.  Several  of 
these  were  held  in  conjunction  with  representatives  from  neighboring 
Santa  Clara  County  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  At  the 
meetings  the  possible  extent  and  form  of  a  system  under  the  require- 
ments of  the  new  State  law  was  explored.  We  determined  to  request  a 
planning  study  on  the  basis  of  a  system  for  libraries  of  San  Mateo 
County,  not  precluding  certain  specific  areas  where  close  cooperation 
with  neighboring  counties  seemed  desirable. 

Because  of  other  heavy  demands  upon  Mrs.  Coleman's  time  the  chair- 
manship of  the  group  passed  to  Mr.  Karl  Vollmeyer  of  Redwood  Cit}^ 
Public  Library.  From  further  meetings  developed  our  planning  pro- 
posal document,  and  a  resolution  form  which  was  adopted  by  the  li- 
brary boards  and  councils  of  the  seven  cities,  and  by  the  County  Board 
of  Supervisors.  The  planning  proposal  indicated  five  areas  for  study : 

1.  Selection  and  acquisition  of  materials;  cost  factors;  and  whether 
consolidation  or  coordination  would  be  practical  or  desirable. 

2.  A  study  of  organization  of  materials,  including  cataloging,  classi- 
fication and  physical  preparation,  and  to  what  extent  consolida- 
tion or  coordination  would  be  practical  and  desirable. 

3.  A  study  of  lending  of  materials  on  a  reciprocal  basis,  with  return 
unrestricted  as  to  outlet. 

4.  A  study  of  requirements  for  reference  and  research,  coordination 
and   means   of   sharing   costs   for   interchange   of  such   services. 

5.  A  study  of  interavailability  of  materials  and  information  among 
all  service  outlets,  and  methods  and  costs  of  ascertaining  hold- 
ings of  other  libraries. 

It  was  proposed  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  person  or  firm  to 
study  these  and  other  particulars  which  were  of  interest  and  concern 
to  the  participating  libraries.  This  planning  proposal  was  approved 
by  the  Library  Development  Board  with  San  Mateo  County  Library 
designated  as  the  contracting  agent. 
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Several  lively  sessions,  including  one  in  which  we  sought  advice  from 
a  faculty  member  at  the  University  of  California,  a  specialist  in  plan- 
ning, on  how  to  select  a  planning  expert  or  team,  resulted  in  prepara- 
tion of  an  expanded  prospectus.  This  was  mailed  early  in  December  to 
a  number  of  individuals  and  firms.  By  this  time,  we  had  determined 
that  we  desired  a  library  specialist  to  analyze  our  current  operations, 
and  to  indicate  the  form  a  system  might  take,  as  well  as  a  physical 
planner  to  survey  the  broad  scope  of  community  pattern,  growth,  and 
physical  plant.  Those  specialists  who  were  interested  were  invited  to 
an  interview.  We  were  happy  to  have  representatives  of  both  Santa 
Clara  and  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Counties  present  as  observers.  As  a 
result  of  the  interviews,  the  firm  of  William  Spangle  and  Associates, 
city  and  regional  planners,  with  offices  in  Redwood  City,  was  selected 
to  carry  out  the  San  Mateo  County  study,  and  Mr.  John  Richards, 
Librarian  Emeritus  of  Seattle  Public  Library,  became  associated  with 
the  project  as  the  library  specialist. 

In  addition  to  the  five  basic  areas  of  the  original  planning  proposal, 
we  had  indicated  other  areas  of  study  which  deeplj^  concerned  us: 
among  them  annexation  patterns  and  growth,  zoning  codes,  character- 
istics, distribution,  and  projections  of  population,  variations  in  fiscal 
support  of  the  various  libraries;  location  and  evaluation  of  existing 
library  facilities  and  location  of  future  facilities;  development  of 
audio-visual  resources,  etc. 

Mr.  George  Mader  of  Spangle  Associates  was  appointed  Project  Di- 
rector. Interviews  with  each  member  librarian,  with  an  end  to  deter- 
mining prime  objectives  and  scope  of  the  study,  resulted  in  a  revised 
nine-point  program  proposal  issued  on  March  16,  1964.  Each  librarian 
was  invited  to  comment  and  ask  questions.  These  suggestions  were  con- 
sidered and  then  unanimously  approved  by  the  librarians.  A  "team" 
was  assembled  by  ]\Ir.  Mader  which  included  Mr.  William  Zion,  Gov- 
ernmental Research  Consultant,  Mr.  Howard  Peek  of  Ernst  and  Ernst, 
Management  Analyst,  with  Mr.  Richards  as  Library  Consultant. 

In  the  months  that  followed,  these  gentlemen  carried  out  research 
and  interviews  with  each  librarian  of  the  County;  Mr.  Zion  talked  as 
well  with  City  and  County  Managers  and  other  selected  officials.  The 
librarians  supplied  detailed  data  sheets  for  an  inventory  of  existing  or 
proposed  physical  facilities,  including  sites;  analyses  of  their  present 
book  selection  and  ordering  procedures;  circulation  procedures;  and 
other  operational  data. 

All  these  activities  by  the  Study  Team  and  the  Librarians  resulted 

in  the  issuance  of  a  series  of  preliminary  studies  and  charts,  as  follows: 

March  31,  1964 — For  study,  a  report  on  how  a  system  for  San 

Mateo  County  libraries  might  be  organized  and  operated,  together 

with  a  two-year  budget. 

June  8,  1964 — Tentative  outline  of  plan  and  report,  with  infor- 
mation indicating  scope  and  work,  including  library  system,  research 
and  analysis,  financing  and  budget,  standards,  and  a  plan. 

June  11  1964 — Preliminary  population  projections  for  San  Ma- 
teo County,  1960-1980.  This  report  distinguished  six  districts  and 
described  probable  developmental  factors  for  each,  (with  graphs). 
Table  11  issued  July  1,  set  statistical  figures  in  Support. 
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June  26,  1964 — A  report  presenting  description  and  analysis  of 
State  laws  and  administrative  regulations  applying  to  local  public 
libraries. 

June  27,  1964 — A  report  on  the  characteristics  of  the  population 
communities  of  San  Mateo  County,  based  on  a  report  prepared  by 
William  Spangle  and  Associates  in  1960,  with  age,  education,  income 
and  occupation  factors  drawn  from  the  U.S.  Census,  was  mailed  to 
participating  libraries. 

July  13,  1964 — An  analysis  of  the  existing  financial  framework  of 
our  libraries,  prepared  by  Mr.  Zion,  was  presented.  It  included  tables 
of  tax  bases,  library  rates,  revenue  resources,  and  trends. 

Late  July  brought  a  whole  series  of  additional  publications,  as  the 
project  accelerated  toward  the  deadline  for  the  preliminary  report. 
They  consisted  of : 

1.  A  comprehensive  analj^sis  of  library  facilities  and  operations  in  the 
eight  libraries  in  1962-1963,  summarized  from  annual  reports  to 
the  State  Library,  prepared  by  the  individual  libraries,  and  from 
a  special  report  of  the  County  Library,  arranged  in  ten  tables 
for  easy  comparison,  prepared  by  Mr.  Peek. 

2.  An  analysis  of  local  charters,  ordinances,  administration  condi- 
tions, and  inter-governmental  arrangements  relating  to  libraries, 
prepared  by  Mr.  Zion. 

3.  A  report  on  potential  alternative  inter-governmental  arrangements 
prepared  by  Mr.  Zion. 

4.  A  report  on  selection  of  library  materials,  by  Mr.  Richards. 

5.  A  compilation  of  principles  and  standards  for  public  libraries 
covering  location,  service,  population,  and  size. 

Meetings  between  the  planning  team  and  the  librarians  were  held  at 
intervals  to  consider  the  information  presented,  and  its  implications. 
These  meetings  provided  an  opportunity  for  correcting  possible  inac- 
curacies or  misunderstandings,  as  well  as  testing  concepts. 

Then,  on  August  27,  came  the  draft  of  the  Library  Planning  Study 
Report  including  Summary,  and  the  librarians  met  once  more  with  Mr. 
Mader  for  discussions. 

The  final  report  will  be  published  on  or  about  September  30.^  Ar- 
rangements have  already  been  made  for  a  presentation  on  the  report 
by  the  planning  team  to  library  board  members,  the  city  and  county 
managers,  eouncilmen  and  supervisors  in  the  San  Mateo  City  Council 
Chambers  on  the  evening  of  October  21st.  This  is  the  last  lap  of  a 
project  that  has  taken  many  months  of  intensive  study,  by  many  in- 
dividuals. 

This  study  has  flowed  directly  from  our  problems.  Our  frequent  con- 
ferences have  served  to  highlight  areas  of  concern.  We  have  suffered 
surprises,  felt  encouragement,  experienced  disillusionment,  expanded 
horizons,  reinforced  convictions.  It  has  been,  at  times,  an  emotional 
as  well  as  an  intellectual  exercise.  We  know  considerably  more  about 
ourselves,  our  libraries,  our  communities,  and  our  neighbors  than  before.

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PUBLIC  LIBRARY  DEVELOPMENT  ACT:  Participation  by  Libraries

Background 

The  head  librarians  of  the  eight  separate  public  libraries  in  the 
County  of  Santa  Clara  have  always  maintained  a  friendly  spirit  of  co- 
operation, but  the  areas  of  cooperation  have  been  on  familiar  ground 
such  as  interlibrary  loan,  meetings,  etc.  The  persistence  of  the  officers 
and  the  members  of  the  California  Library  Association  in  seeking  state 
legislation  to  aid  public  libraries  to  explore  other  areas  of  library  co- 
operation, and  the  assistance  received  from  the  California  State  Library 
in  developing  a  better  understanding  of  cooperative  methods,  encour- 
aged the  head  librarians  of  the  public  libraries  of  Gilroy,  Los  G-atos, 
Mountain  View,  Palo  Alto,  San  Jose,  Santa  Clara,  Sunnyvale,  and 
Santa  Clara  County  to  hold  a  number  of  meetings,  beginning  in  1959. 
On  November  30,  1959  the  Santa  Clara  County  Library  Commission 
hosted  a  special  meeting  for  open  discussion  on  matters  of  library  co- 
operation, at  which  representatives  from  the  staffs,  trustees,  commis- 
sions, and  management  offices  of  the  eight  libraries  participated.  Sub- 
sequent meetings,  held  over  the  next  several  years,  helped  to  create  a 
climate  for  mutual  understanding  and  respect  for  the  problems  of  each 
library. 

Public  Library  Development  Act 

The  passage  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  brought  the 
librarians  together  again.  A  proposal  prepared  by  Mr.  Hugh  Monahan 
of  the  Santa  Clara  County  Library  Commission  was  revised  and  pre- 
sented to  the  proper  authorities  of  each  of  the  eight  library  jurisdic- 
tions. The  advisory,  management,  and  legislative  authorities  of  the 
Cities  of  Gilroy,  Mountain  View,  Palo  Alto,  San  Jose,  Santa  Clara,  and 
Santa  Clara  County  approved  the  proposal,  and  joint  application  for 
a  Planning  Grant  was  made  to  the  State  of  California  by  these  six 
governmental  jurisdictions.  The  Cities  of  Los  Gatos  and  Sunnyvale  de- 
cided not  to  participate.  The  County  of  Santa  Clara  was  designated 
as  the  custodian  of  the  Planning  Grant  and  each  of  the  six  govern- 
mental jurisdictions  appointed  a  person  to  serve  on  a  steering  com- 
mittee. 


Planning  Grant 

The  application  for  a  Planning  Grant  was  approved  by  the  State  of 
California  and  $10,891.00  was  awarded.  The  Steering  Committee,  after 
reviewing  the  applications  of  eight  planning  or  management  consulting 
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firms,  selected  J.  Freeman  &  Company,  Palo  Alto,  Management  Con- 
sulting Engineers,  to  do  the  Planning  Study.  A  contract  with  the  firm 
was  agreed  to  in  March,  1964,  and  work  was  begun.  Subsequently,  a 
group  of  ten  public  libraries  in  the  Counties  of  Alameda  and  Contra 
Costa  also  contracted  with  J.  Freeman  and  Company  for  a  somewhat 
similar  Planning  Study;  there  is  reason  to  expect,  therefore,  that  the 
planning  studies  of  these  two  contiguous  groups  will  introduce  further 
possible  areas  of  cooperation,  on  wider  scales. 

Publication  of  these  reports  is  expected  shortly. 
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PROGRESS  REPORT  ON   PROSPECTIVE  MOTHER  LODE 
COOPERATIVE  LIBRARY  SYSTEM

The  librarians  of  the  prospective  Mother  Lode  Cooperative  Library 
System  began  meeting  and  planning  cooperative  activities  several 
months  before  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963  became 
law.  By  the  time  AB  590  was  passed  we  were  ready  to  invite  members 
of  our  governing  bodies  and  advisory  boards  to  a  combined  meeting 
at  which  we  could  take  some  direct  action. 

Five  libraries  were  involved  in  the  plans:  two  county  libraries,  El 
Dorado  and  Placer,  and  three  independent  city  libraries  located  in 
Placer  County :  Eoseville,  Lincoln,  and  Auburn.  These  five  participants 
were  housing  a  total  collection  of  167,564  volumes,  were  serving  a  pop- 
ulation of  99,000,  with  a  total  circulation  of  522,239  and  were  offering 
library  service  in  25  locations.  The  stationary  outlets  were  supplemented 
by  two  bookmobiles. 

Both  counties  in  geographic  outline  are  long  and  narrow,  running 
side  by  side  from  the  Sacramento  county  line  up  the  Sierra  Range  to 
Lake  Tahoe  and  the  state  line.  In  both  counties  the  population  is  con- 
centrated in  the  lake  area  at  the  extreme  east  and  in  the  gentle  foot- 
hills in  the  western  end.  The  territory  in  between  rises  gradually  at 
first,  and  then  quickly,  into  high  altitudes  and  rugged  terrain  and 
is  thinly  populated. 

The  Placer  County  Library  at  the  county  seat  of  Auburn  is  conven- 
iently located  about  30  miles  from  the  City  of  Sacramento  on  Inter- 
state 80.  The  three  city  libraries  are  within  a  few  miles  of  Auburn.  El 
Dorado  County  Main  Library  at  Placerville  is  some  45  miles  from 
Sacramento,  half  way  up  Highway  50  on  the  way  to  Lake  Tahoe.  It  is 
well  into  the  higher  foothills  and  is  often  considered  in  the  Sierra 
weather  region.  There  are  two  routes  from  Placerville  to  Auburn — ■ 
and  Auburn  is  the  logical  place  for  any  centralized  activities  of  the 
cooperative  group.  The  short  way  is  28  miles  over  a  small  mountain 
range  with  many  hairpin  turns  and  a  narrow,  two-lane  highway.  This 
is  scenic  in  clear  weather,  although  slow  driving;  in  the  fog,  snow,  or 
rain  it  is  hazardous.  The  longer,  safer  way  is  down  highway  50  half 
way  to  Sacramento,  then  across  the  Folsom  cut-off,  through  the  town 
of  Folsom  and  on  for  some  miles  into  Auburn  by  a  back  road.  This 
geography  is  significant  because  it  constitutes  a  barrier  to  be  overcome 
between  the  El  Dorado  County  Library  and  the  rest  of  the  group. 

At  our  first  combined  meeting  of  librarians  and  officials,  explanations 
of  the  new  bill  were  made  and  advantages  of  cooperation  were 
pointed  out.  Finally,  it  was  resolved  unanimously  by  those  officials 
present  to  authorize  the  librarians  to  prepare  a  plan  of  service  and  to 
request  a  planning  grant  as  the  first  stage  of  participating  in  state  aid. 
It  was  also  agreed  by  all  that,  rather  than  the  libraries'  making  the 
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request  individually,  Placer  County  should  request  and  receive  it  on 
behalf  of  the  participating  libraries.  Placer  County  would  then  make 
an  accounting  thereof  to  all  concerned. 

In  our  planning  proposal,  in  explanation  of  how  the  proposed  plan- 
ning would  lead  toward  accomplishment  of  purposes  of  the  Public 
Library  Development  Act,  we  said : 

The  following  elements  of  a  library  system  already  exist  for  these 
libraries  through  participation  in  the  State  Library  Processing  Center. 

1.  The  acquisition  of  materials  in  a  consolidated  or  coordinated 
manner. 

2.  The  organization  of  materials  in  a  consolidated  or  coordinated 
manner. 

In  order  to  facilitate  improved  library  service  a  Planning  Grant  is 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  survey  made  which  will  be  a 
basis  for  establishing  a  cooperative  library  system  in  the  areas  of  the 
libraries  applying. 

The  survey  would : 

1.  Determine  desirable  relationships  between  the  various  jurisdic- 
tions responsible  for  public  library  service  in  the  areas  served, 
in  order  to  make  maximum  use  of  funds  spent  for  library  service. 

2.  Recommend  the  location  and  scope  of  service  outlets  throughout 
the  area,  based  on  population  projections. 

The  survey  would  be  made  by  private  consultant  firm  under  con- 
tract with  the  placer  County  Library  for  the  participating  libraries. 

This  plan  met  with  the  approval  of  our  five  governing  bodies  and 
they  passed  resolutions  authorizing  their  librarians  to  make  request 
to  the  state  for  a  planning  grant.  We  took  pride  in  the  fact  that,  up 
to  this  point,  we  had  been  pioneering  the  way  and  we  were  one  of  the 
first  groups  to  apply  for  a  planning  grant.  The  application  was  ap- 
proved and  the  firm  of  Griffenhagen-Kroeger,  Inc.,  Consultants  in 
Public  Administration  and  Finance,  was  contracted  to  make  the  survey. 

The  resulting  report,  A  Proposed  Mother  Lode  Library  System,  sub- 
mitted by  Griffenhagen-Kroeger,  has  already  proved  itself  valuable 
as  an  aid  in  the  planning  of  each  individual  library.  For  instance,  with 
the  support  of  a  survey  recommendation.  El  Dorado  County  Library 
has  recently  closed  one  small  station,  and  is  serving  that  location  with 
a  bookmobile.  The  money  thus  saved  has  been  used  to  lengthen  the 
hours  and  strengthen  the  staff  at  a  more  heavily  used  branch.  Since 
the  publication  of  the  survey.  Placer  County  Library  has  closed  a  small 
station  or  tAvo  and  is  opening  a  much  needed  station  at  the  lake.  The 
information  contained  in  the  report:  statistics,  population  projections, 
comments  on  location  and  accessibility  of  outlets,  etc.,  give  valuable 
background  facts  for  future  planning  for  the  system  as  a  whole  and 
for  the  units  contained  in  the  system.  The  report  will  be  consulted 
frequently  in  the  future  for  factual  information  and  reliable  forecasts. 

The  timing  of  the  submission  of  the  Griffenhagen-Kroeger  Report, 
however,  was  such  that  a  decision  had  to  be  made  by  the  five  govern- 
ing bodies  on  requesting  the  second  stage  of  the  State  Aid — The  Estab- 
lishment Grant — immediately,  before  the  report  could  be  studied  and 
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agreed  on  by  the  librarians  and  jurisdictions  concerned.  If  the  report 
had  been  accepted,  and  tlie  system  established,  it  would  have  been 
eligible  to  receive  its  first  year's  Establishment  Grant  under  the  Library 
Development  Act  during  the  1963-64  Fiscal  Year — the  first  fiscal  year 
of  the  act.  In  order  to  provide  for  this  possibility,  a  tentative  applica- 
tion for  an  establishment  grant  was  prepared,  somewhat  hastily,  and 
filed. 

Certain  points  in  the  Grriffenhagen-Kroeger  Report  and  in  the  Plan 
of  Service  for  the  Establishment  Grant  proved  not  to  be  immediately 
acceptable,  and  so  further  study  and  alternative  proposals  seemed 
to  be  the  next  step.  A  part  of  the  Planning  Grant  had  been  reserved 
for  the  consultation  and  help  of  a  professional  librarian  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  group.  Such  consultation  had  not  been  used  during  the 
survey.  "We  next  contracted  with  Miss  Dorothy  Sinclair,  of  the  Enoch 
Pratt  Free  Library,  to  come  to  California  and  make  a  critique  of  the 
Griffenhagen-Kroeger  Report  with  commentary  and  additional  recom- 
mendations. Miss  Sinclair  had  previously  been  a  library  consultant 
at  the  California  State  Library  and  she  was  well  acquainted  with 
the  Mother  Lode  country.  With  the  help,  now,  of  both  the  report  and 
the  critique,  it  is  hoped  that  an  acceptable  plan  of  service  can  be  made 
for  the  establishment  of  the  cooperative  system  in  the  second  fiscal  year 
of  the  State  Aid  Program. 

Whereas  the  Griffenhagen-Kroeger  Report  recommends  that  the  pro- 
posed cooperative  system  be  an  interim  arrangement,  pending  the  de- 
velopment of  a  consolidated  system  under  a  single  administration,  and 
strong  arguments  are  presented  for  consolidation,  the  critique  recom- 
mends that  a  cooperative  system  be  formed  in  which  each  jurisdiction 
continues  to  maintain  and  support  its  own  public  library  as  at  present, 
adding,  however,  certain  cooperative  features.  The  rejected  plan  of 
service  in  the  request  for  establishment  grant  proposed  the  creation 
of  a  union  catalog  of  the  holdings  of  all  the  participating  libraries  so 
that  materials  would  be  available  on  the  same  basis  to  all  residents  in 
the  area  of  the  system.  The  union  list  was  to  be  kept  in  Auburn.  This 
was  not  acceptable  to  the  one  county  library  isolated  from  the  rest  of 
the  group.  The  critique  suggests  the  possibility  of  making  four  copies 
of  all  catalog  cards,  so  four  union  catalogs  may  be  set  up.  One  would  be 
kept  at  Placer  County  Library,  one  at  El  Dorado  County  Library,  one 
at  Roseville,  and  one  at  Lake  Tahoe.  This  is  a  sampling  of  the  adjust- 
ments we  are  making.  We  are  encouraged  by  a  remark  made  by  an 
El  Dorado  County  Supervisor.  ''The  librarian  will  please  pursue  the 
matter  further,"  he  said.  We  are.

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THE  BLACK  GOLD  COOPERATIVE  LIBRARY  SYSTEM

The  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System  is  a  formal  organiza- 
tion of  seven  public  libraries  in  three  coastal  counties,  now  operating 
Tinder  grants  provided  from  Public  Library  Development  Act  funds. 
The  member  libraries  are:  Dean  Hobbs  Blanchard  Memorial  Library 
(Santa  Paula),  Lompoc  Public  Library,  San  Luis  Obispo  County  Free 
Library,  San  Luis  Obispo  Public  Library,  Santa  Barbara  Public  Li- 
brary, Santa  Maria  Public  Library,  and  Ventura  County  and  City  Free 
Library. 

The  System  had  its  inception  at  an  informal  meeting  of  the  public 
library  executives  of  the  Black  Gold  District,  California  Library  As- 
sociation, on  August  16,  1963  at  New  Cuyama.  That  meeting  was  called 
by  District  President  Dorothea  D.  Nelson  to  discuss  what  mutual  bene- 
fits might  accrue  under  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963. 
It  was  decided  that  the  public  libraries  in  the  District,  which  includes 
Ventura,  Santa  Barbara,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Kern,  Inyo  and  Mono 
Counties,  should  combine  to  seek  a  planning  grant  under  the  new  legis- 
lation. During  the  ensuing  months,  several  meetings  were  held,  at 
which  various  projects  were  discussed,  often  with  the  assistance  of 
representatives  of  the  State  Library.  All  of  the  eleven  public  libraries 
in  the  District  were  represented  at  some  time  during  the  discussions, 
frequently  by  members  of  governing  bodies  and  city  or  county  admin- 
istrators as  well  as  by  the  librarians. 

On  November  22,  1963  at  Ventura  the  name  Black  Gold  Cooperative 
System  was  formally  adopted.  Also  accepted  was  a  proposal  for  a 
planning  grant,  which  included  the  hiring  of  a  consultant  to  direct  and 
coordinate  the  planning  necessary  to  produce  a  detailed  plan  of  service. 
The  major  projects  enumerated  in  the  proposal  were:  cooperative  cata- 
loging by  means  of  a  printed  book  catalog;  development  of  one  or 
more  reference  centers ;  development  of  centralized  processing ;  coopera- 
tive book  selection  for  more  effective  interlibrary  use  of  materials ;  and 
improved  communications  among  the  member  libraries,  possibly  through 
the  use  of  teletype.  Also  included  were  administrative  details  and  the 
proviso  that  Ventura  County  and  City  Library  be  the  agent  for  the 
System. 

Early  in  December  an  application  for  a  planning  grant  was  filed 
with  the  Public  Library  Development  Board,  on  behalf  of  eight  li- 
braries: Ventura  City  and  County  Library,  Santa  Barbara  Public  Li- 
brary, Lompoc  Public  Library,  Santa  Maria  Public  Library,  Dean 
Hobbs  Blanchard  Memorial  Library  (Santa  Paula),  Kern  County  Free 
Library,  San  Luis  Obispo  County  Free  Library  and  San  Luis  Obispo 
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Public  Library.  The  amount  requested  was  $10,000,  less  than  the  max- 
imum amount  for  which  the  group  would  have  been  eligible. 

Shortly  thereafter,  Dr.  Eugene  D.  Hart,  Associate  Professor,  School  of 
Library  Science,  University  of  Southern  California,  was  engaged  as 
consultant,  and  work  began  in  earnest.  The  bulk  of  the  planning  was 
conducted  during  December,  January  and  February,  in  order  to  ac- 
commodate Dr.  Hart's  academic  schedule  and  to  meet  the  deadlines 
for  establishment  and  per  capita  grant  applications.  In  early  January 
the  group  was  notified  that  a  planning  grant,  as  requested,  had  been 
awarded. 

In  January  1964,  Robert  A.  Hart,  Librarian  of  the  Lompoc  Public 
Library,  became  chairman  of  the  Executive  Board,  which  by  that  time 
had  changed  from  the  original  five  members  to  eight,  representing  all 
members  of  the  System.  A  tv\^o-day  workshop  was  held  in  Santa  Maria 
in  February,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  the  first  decisions  were  for- 
mally adopted  in  regard  to  a  plan  of  service  for  submission  as  part 
of  applications  for  establishment  and  per  capita  grants.  All  partici- 
pants in  the  planning  grant  application,  except  Kern  County,  joined 
in  these  requests.  The  maximum  amounts  for  which  the  member  libraries 
would  be  eligible  were  requested,  $70,000  for  the  establishment  grant 
and  $39,083  for  the  per  capita  grant,  based  on  a  population  of  488,534. 
Both  applications  were  approved. 

The  key  item  in  the  plan  of  service  is  a  book  catalog,  the  product 
of  centralized  cataloging  for  all  member  libraries.  This  is  to  be  pro- 
duced by  Econolist  and  will  be  very  similar  to  that  done  currently  for 
Los  Angeles  County  Library.  The  book  catalog  will  include  an  esti- 
mated 5,500  new  titles  added  annually,  and  will  be  cumulative  and  on 
an  "on-going"  basis  only,  i.e.,  only  titles  added  to  the  collections  of  the 
member  libraries  after  the  initial  date,  without  regard  to  prior  hold- 
ings. The  book  catalog  is  to  be  keyed  with  locator  symbols  to  indicate 
where  individual  titles  may  be  found.  This  catalog  will  be  the  basis 
of  anticipated  extensive  interlibrary  borrowing,  in  order  to  make  the 
total  resources  of  the  System  equally  available  to  the  residents  of  the 
three  counties  involved. 

Closely  allied  to  the  centralized  cataloging  feature  is  the  processing 
center,  to  be  established  at  the  Ventura  County  and  City  Library  head- 
quarters and  to  serve  five  of  the  seven  member  libraries.  Members  of 
the  processing  center  will  coordinate  their  book  orders  by  means  of  a 
common  selection  tool  (Virginia  Kirkus  Service  for  adult  titles),  a 
deadline  system  and  use  of  a  common  multiple-part  order  form.  Book 
deliveries  are  to  be  made  directly  to  the  processing  center  by  vendors 
whenever  possible,  but  gift  and  other  special  materials  may  be  sent  to 
the  center  from  the  member  libraries.  The  processing  center  will  co- 
ordinate order  information  and  will  forward  the  necessary  data  to 
the  cataloging  personnel  at  Econolist,  with  the  books  retained  at  the 
processing  center  for  physical  preparation.  In  order  to  facilitate  de- 
livery of  processed  materials,  book  catalogs  provided  by  Econolist, 
and  interlibrary  loans,  a  panel  truck  is  to  be  purchased  and  a  schedule 
of  frequent  deliveries  from  the  A'^entura  headquarters  to  the  member 
libraries  established. 

Each  library  is  responsible  for  selecting  and  ordering  its  own  mate- 
rials, according  to  its  individual  needs  and  policies.  A  general  book 
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selection  policy  was  adopted  as  part  of  the  plan  of  service,  approval  of 
whicli  was  included  with  authorization  by  local  governing  bodies  at 
the  time  of  application  for  the  grants. 

Another  important  feature  of  the  plan  is  the  employment  of  a  refer- 
ence coordinator  to  survey  and  coordinate  the  existing  reference  and 
research  facilities  of  the  area,  assist  in  difficult  research  questions  and 
advise  in  regard  to  subject  specialization  of  the  member  libraries.  The 
development  of  union  lists  of  periodical  and  reference  holdings,  and  in- 
ventories of  special  collections  and  indexes  (especially  manuscript 
indexes),  are  envisioned.  The  possibility  of  establishing  one  or  more 
reference    centers    is    also    provided. 

Closely  allied  with  the  reference  and  interlibrary  loan  features  of 
the  plan  is  the  use  of  a  teletype  circuit  for  rapid  communication  amonc 
member  libraries.  The  possibility  of  having  the  State  Library  included 
in  such  a  circuit  was  also  considered,  but  could  not  be  included  in  the 
initial  budget  projection. 

A  System-wide  storage  center  for  last  copies  is  to  be  established  at 
the  Ventura  County  and  City  library,  which  will  also  provide  space  for 
a  periodical  storage  center.  It  is  planned  that  much  of  the  latter  will  be 
in  the  form  of  microfilm. 

Additional  activities  contemplated  by  the  System,  which  would  be 
possible  with  little  or  no  expenditure  of  funds,  are :  coordination  of 
work  with  children  and  young  people,  workshops  in  the  field  of  pub- 
licity and  public  relations,  coordinated  or  joint  in-service  training  pro- 
grams, and  the  establishment  of  an  intra-System  film  circuit. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  the  System  is  the  retention 
of  control  by  local  library  governing  bodies,  through  the  legal  struc- 
ture provided  hy  a,  contractual  agreement.  Each  library  is  represented 
on  the  Executive  Board  by  its  head  librarian,  and  safeguards  have  been 
taken  to  prevent  control  by  any  one  geographical  area  within  the 
System. 

Free  access  to  the  facilities  of  all  member  libraries  is  guaranteed  to 
residents  of  the  area  served  by  the  System.  Usage  and  lending  of  mate- 
rials is  subject  always  to  local  regulations,  but  uniform  regulations  are 
to  be  encouraged,  although  not  mandatory.  Non-resident  fees  may  not 
be  charged  by  a  member  library  to  a  bona  fide  resident  of  any  commu- 
nity which  is  a  member  of  the  System. 

Provisions  for  interlibrary  loan  will  make  available  to  the  residents 
of  three  counties  the  total  resources  of  the  System  (631,428  volumes), 
of  which  ninety-five  percent  is  estimated  to  be  currently  useful.  There 
is  to  be,  initially,  no  financial  reimbursement  to  any  member  library 
which  provides  materials  and  services  in  excess  of  those  given  to  that 
member,  but  provision  is  made  in  the  plan  of  service  for  such  adjust- 
ment as  it  may  become  necessary.  It  is  expected  that  each  member 
library  will  become  responsible  for  the  housing  and/or  development 
of  some  phase  of  the  Sj^stem's  program,  depending  on  its  staff  and  re- 
sources. It  was  possible  to  keep  the  System's  first  and  second-year 
budgets  within  the  anticipated  income  figures  (establishment  and  per 
capita  grants)  without  requiring  any  financial  contributions  by  the 
member  libraries.  Provision  is  made,  howeA'er,  for  contributions  on  a 
proportionate  "ability  to  pay"  scale  when  such  become  necessary. 


466  NEWS  NOTES  OF   CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 

Since  November  1963  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  have  been 
held  at  least  monthly,  sometimes  much  more  frequently,  interspersed 
with  committee  meetings  to  handle  specific  problems. 

Late  developments  at  Econolist  made  it  possible  for  the  System  to 
contract  with  that  firm  directly  for  cataloging  service,  as  well  as  for 
the  printed  book  catalogs.  This  required  revision  of  the  budget  in  the 
light  of  new  cost  factors.  A  contract  embodying  mutually  beneficial 
provisions  has  been  executed,  and  provision  has  been  made  for  future 
cost  reductions  based  upon  an  anticipated  larger  volume  of  cataloging 
to  be  done  by  Econolist  for  other  systems  as  well  as  for  Black  Gold. 

Mrs.  Catherine  S.  Chadwick,  Director  of  Library  Service,  Ventura 
County  and  City  Free  Library,  has  been  named  Administrative  Co- 
ordinating Librarian  of  the  Black  Gold  System. 

The  processing  center  was  established  July  1,  1964,  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  coordinators  of  technical  processes  in  the  member  libra- 
ries. The  processing  center  staff  currently  consists  of  one  supervising 
clerk,  one  intermediate  clerk  and  one  intermediate  typist-clerk.  The 
System  also  has  one  account  clerk  (who  spends  half-time  on  the  process- 
ing center)  and  an  additional  intermediate  clerk  who  acts  as  driver 
for  the  System's  vehicle.  At  this  writing,  the  System  is  in  the  process 
of  purchasing  a  van. 

A  schedule  for  coordinating  book  selection  and  orders  has  been 
established,  and  Virginia  Kirkus  Service  is  being  received  by  air  mail 
at  all  member  libraries,  the  cost  of  the  subscriptions  being  borne  by 
the  System.  Shipments  of  new  purchases  are  being  delivered  regularly 
to  the  processing  center.  Multiple-part  order  and  other  forms  have 
been  printed  and  distributed.  The  first  book  catalog  was  printed  in 
mid-August,  covering  the  July- August  period,  and  processed  and  cata- 
loged books  have  begun  to  arrive  at  member  libraries. 

The  next  program  to  be  activated  will  be  the  establishment  of  a 
16mm  film  circuit.  This  program  was  selected  in  preference  to  other 
possibilities  because  it  can  be  handled  with  very  little  expense  and  is 
expected  to  be  a  valuable  public  relations  feature,  showing  the  residents 
of  the  Black  Gold  area  what  can  be  done  through  cooperation.  Some 
used  inspection,  rewinding  and  splicing  equipment  has  been  obtained, 
and  new  equipment  is  on  order,  so  that  all  member  libraries  will  have 
at  least  inspection  and  rewinding  facilities.  Splicing  and  repair  equip- 
ment will  be  available  at  four  locations.  Free  films  will  be  used  to  start 
the  circuit  collection,  and  purchases  will  be  made  as  funds  become 
available. 

A  union  list  of  periodical  holdings  has  already  been  compiled,  and 
the  matter  of  subject  specialization  by  member  libraries  has  been  given 
priority  for  early  decision.  As  yet  no  reference  co-ordinator  has  been 
hired,  but  it  is  expected  that  this  will  happen  during  the  first  year 
of  operation.  A  decision  on  details  of  the  teletype  circuit  has  been 
postponed,  pending  more  extensive  investigation  of  possible  systems. 

At  present  deliberations  are  being  conducted  regarding  the  legal 
structure  of  the  System.  A  contractual  agreement  is  in  effect  among 
the  members,  but  the  instrument  is  not  entirely  satisfactory  and  a  better 
one  is  being  developed.  It  will  be  necessary  for  this  proposed  new  con- 
tract to  be  approved  by  the  governing  bodies  of  all  member  libraries 
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before  it  can  become  effective.  If  and  when  it  is  approved,  it  will  super- 
sede the  present  agreement. 

An  elaboration  of  the  System's  book  selection  methods  has  been  de- 
veloped. Standards  for  branches  are  in  the  process  of  being  developed 
by  a  committee,  with  early  adoption  expected. 

One  very  substantial  gain  already  realized  has  been  the  adoption  of 
a  proposal  by  a  major  publisher  to  provide  examination  copies  of  all 
current  publications,  both  adult  and  juvenile,  which  are  to  be  available 
for  inspection  by  all  member  libraries  and  which  need  not  be  returned 
to  the  publisher.  It  was  decided  that  San  Luis  Obispo  County  Free 
Library  should  be  the  recipient  of  this  "fringe  benefit"  for  the  first 
year  of  the  arrangement,  with  receipt  of  these  books  rotated  in  suceed- 
ing  years.  In  addition,  a  very  attractive  discount  schedule  has  been 
offered  to  the  member  libraries,  which  amounts  to  a  quantity  discount 
based  on  the  potential  of  the  seven  member  libraries'  purchases,  even 
though  the  seven  libraries  still  buy  as  individuals.  It  is  hoped  that 
other  publishers  and  jobbers  may  follow  this  example,  and  some  in- 
dications have  been  received  that  they  will. 

This  brief  summary  will  serve  to  explain  what  is  being  done  with  a 
comparatively  small  sum  of  money,  a  total  of  $121,312  received  from 
the  combined  planniiio',  establishment  and  per  capita  grants  from  the 
State  of  California.  It  is  hoped  that  the  establishment  grant  will 
be  approved  for  a  second  year,  and  that  the  per  capita  grants  will 
continue,  subject  to  upward  revision  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  rapidly- 
growing  area.  It  is  also  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  continue 
for  the  second  year  without  requiring  contributions  from  the  member 
libraries.  Current  plans  call  for  minimal  increases  in  expenditures  for 
the  second  year,  so  that  financial  contributions  would  be  kept  low  in 
any  case.  Investigation  of  the  possibility  of  obtaining  federal  funds 
under  the  new  approprations  is  also  under  way. 
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SAN  JOAQUIN  VALLEY  LIBRARY  SYSTEM

The  libraries  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  were  fortunate  in  that  they 
had  a  head  start  in  planning  for  a  library  system.  The  establishment, 
under  the  Library  Services  Act,  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Information 
Service  in  the  Fresno  County  Free  Library  had  been  the  result  of  care- 
ful study  and  planning,  and  the  work  of  the  Project  Director  from 
the  State  Library  had  helped  create  a  favorable  climate  for  further 
development.  In  the  fall  of  1962,  when  we  were  still  only  hoping  for 
state  aid,  a  general  statement  of  a  plan  for  a  system  was  prepared  by 
the  Public  Relations :  Yosemite  District  as  the  basis  for  further  dis- 
cussion at  the  county  librarians'  meeting.  These  plans  were,  of  course, 
built  upon  the  work  already  done  in  organizing  the  Information  Service, 
and  a  vital  part  of  the  new  system  was  to  be  a  continuation  of  its 
reference  functions. 

Unfortunately,  some  of  the  libraries  which  had  been  most  interested 
in  the  prospects  for  a  system  were  ineligible  for  state  aid,  as  they  did 
not  meet  the  local  support  requirements  included  in  the  legislation 
enacting  the  State  Aid  program.  After  the  regulations  implementing 
the  program  were  issued,  there  were  only  five  libraries  able  and  ready 
to  file  an  application  for  a  planning  grant :  Coalinga  Union  High 
School  District  Library,  Fresno  County  Free  Library,  Hanford  Pub- 
lic Library,  Kings  County  Library,  and  Madera  County  Free  Library. 

Because  so  much  cooperative  activity  and  planning  had  been  ac- 
complished in  connection  with  the  Information  Service,  it  was  not  felt 
necessary  to  include  a  request  for  money  for  preliminary  studies  of 
the  area,  its  resources,  etc.  in  the  planning  grant  application.  The 
planning  grant  was,  rather,  to  be  used  to  defray  the  expenses  of  pre- 
paring concrete  plans  for  the  services  to  be  provided  by  the  system. 
It  is  also  hoped  that  part  of  the  planning  grant  will  be  used  eventually 
for  reevaluation  and  readjustment  of  the  various  facets  of  the  sys- 
tem ;  at  a  point  when  it  has  been  in  operation  for  some  time  but  before 
the  expiration  of  the  two-year  period  for  which  the  grant  was  made. 

Although  originally  we  had  not  expected  we  should  be  able  to  pre- 
pare an  application  for  an  establishment  grant  before  the  beginning 
of  another  fiscal  year,  extension  of  the  deadline  for  applications  per- 
mitted the  group  of  participating  libraries  to  do  so.  Part  of  the  plan- 
ning funds  were  used  to  employ  an  outside  consultant,  Arlene  Hope, 
to  write  the  Plan  of  Service,  and  to  incorporate  in  it  the  general  plans 
developed  in  the  series  of  conferences  carried  on  through  the  fall  of 
1963.  Miss  Hope  was  a  fortunate  choice,  as  she  not  only  knew  the 
libraries  in  the  area  and  had  worked  with  the  LSA  projects  in  Cali- 
fornia as  a  consultant  from  the  State  Library,  but  she  had  just  spent 
the  previous  year  as  Director  of  the  Central  Massachusetts  Regional 
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Library  System.  Her  experience  there  provided  the  answer  to  many 
of  our  problems.  The  services  provided  for  in  the  Plan  were  largely 
the  same  of  course,  as  those  which  had  been  in  the  Plan  prepared  in 
1962,  but  others  were  added  as  well  as  designed  to  meet  specific  re- 
quirements of  the  regulations. 

The  one  element  vv^hich  was  most  desired  within  the  system,  (now  to 
be  called  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System)  was  continuation 
of  the  Information  Service.  This  was  to  have  some  local  financial  sup- 
port from  the  SJVLS  members,  full  payment  of  their  shares  from  non- 
members,  and  a  portion  of  the  State  funds.  Grant  money  was  to  be 
used  to  pay  the  difference  between  members'  local  contributions  and 
their  full  shares.  Another  priority  was  a  centralized  processing  service. 
It  was  decided  that  this  could  best  be  done  by  arranging  for  Fresno 
County  Library,  by  far  the  largest  in  SJVLS,  to  order  and  process 
books  for  the  system  in  its  existing  Technical  Services  Division,  rather 
than  by  establishing  a  new,  separate  center. 

Another  part  of  the  Plan  of  Service  provided  for  a  teletype  network, 
connecting  all  central  libraries  and  providing  the  means  for  rapid 
location  of  materials,  transmission  of  reference  questions,  and  admin- 
istrative communication.  Along  with  this,  there  were  to  be  regular 
truck  deliveries  of  inter-library  loans,  processed  books,  and  other  mate- 
rials. 

Of  course,  as  all  libraries  must  do  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  estab- 
lishment grant,  each  library  had  to  agree  to  make  available  all  of  its 
materials  and  services  on  the  same  basis  to  all  residents  of  the  SJVLS 
service  area. 

The  Plan  of  Service  was  approved  by  all  the  libraries  participating 
in  the  planning,  except  Coalinga,  and  was  filed  along  with  our  applica- 
tion for  an  establishment  grant  on  March  27,  1964.  We  received  word 
on  April  30  that  the  grant  had  been  approved  for  the  full  amount  of 
$40,000.  By  then  we  had  already  filed  the  applications  for  the  per 
capita  grant,  and  we  were  notified  on  May  20  that  these  too  had  been 
approved  for  the  full  amount  of  $39,061.  We  were  thus  assured  of  a 
total  budget  for  SJVLS  of  $79,061,  plus  the  local  contributions  to  the 
Information  Service.  These  local  contributions  will  bring  the  available 
funds  up  to  $89,268. 

There  were  some  difficulties  encountered  in  budgeting  for  a  new 
system  such  as  this,  and  several  problems  to  be  overcome.  Most  had  to 
do  with  the  obviously  necessary  deadlines,  but  they  came  from  a  variety 
of  sources.  First,  of  course,  there  is  inherent  difficulty  in  planning  the 
beginning  of  a  library  system  with  the  prospect  that  the  available 
funds  will  be  cut  to  about  half  at  the  end  of  the  first  two  years,  when 
establishment  grant  funds  are  no  longer  received.  We  tried  to  estab- 
lish a  basic  operating  budget  approximately  equal  to  the  sum  of  the 
eventual  per  capita  grant.  Other  funds  were  allocated  to  the  processing 
service,  and  when  the  establishment  grant  moneys  are  no  longer  avail- 
able, other  sources  of  support  will  have  to  be  found,  or  the  service  will 
have  to  be  discontinued. 

Plans  and  budgets  were  presented  to  the  various  boards  of  super- 
visors and  trustees ;  therefore  the  budget  had  to  include  total  available 
funds  for  all  prospective  members.  As  Coalinga  did  not  join,  the  budget 
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had  to  be  cut  and  resubmitted  to  all  other  boards  for  approval.  Al- 
though this  is  no  great  problem,  normally,  it  is  difficult  when  working 
against  a  deadline. 

Until  continuing  participation  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Informa- 
tion Service  had  been  approved  by  the  various  libraries  which  had 
previously  used  this  service,  it  was  impossible  to  tell  what  local  support 
funds  would  be  available.  Therefore,  the  budgeted  income  had  to  be  re- 
stricted to  those  funds  which  were  certain,  at  the  time.  There  was 
hope  it  might  be  revised  later. 

By  the  time  we  knew  that  the  last  of  the  applications,  that  for  the 
per  capita  grant,  had  been  approved,  preparation  of  the  Fresno  County 
budget  was  well  under  way,  and  a  new  section  had  to  be  prepared  and 
included  on  a  rush  basis.  The  organization  of  the  County  budget  is 
entirely  different,  of  course,  from  the  budget  outline  necessary  for 
clarification  of  our  Plan  of  Service. 

However,  preparations  were  completed  by  July  1,  and  although  funds 
had  not  actually  been  received,  the  SJVLS  was  in  the  County  budget, 
and  we  could  begin  work.  At  the  time  of  this  writing  we  have  put  the 
following  parts  of  the  system  into  operation: 

1.  Inter  availability  of  materials.  This  does  not  involve  a  uniform 
borrower's  card.  Each  patron  registers  according  to  the  system 
in  effect  at  the  library  he  wishes  to  use,  with  no  other  requirement 
than  that  he  present  a  "Sponsor  Card"  from  his  home  library. 
With  only  four  libraries  participating,  it  was  not  felt  neces- 
sary that  we  have  the  uniform  borrower's  card  arrangement. 

2.  Processing  Service.  Books  for  all  members  are  ordered  through 
and  processed  by  Fresno  County  Free  Library. 

3.  Teletype  System.  Each  central  library  has  a  teletype  outlet  from 
our  "leased  line"  system. 

4.  Delivery  Service.  A  driver-clerk  covers  a  regular  route  to  each 
central  library  to  deliver  processed  books  and  interlibrary  loans. 

5.  Information  Service.  This  was  already  in  operation,  of  course, 
and  has  continued  to  be  heavily  used.  Merced  and  Mariposa  Coun- 
ties, and  Coalinga  still  use  this  particular  service,  paying  their 
full  share  of  the  costs,  as  they  are  not  eligible  for  State  funds. 

Our  trainee  program  is  still  in  the  process  of  development;  we 
hope  to  begin  that  by  January  1965.  Just  beginning  are  our  plans  for 
a  film  circuit,  with  projectors  as  well  as  films  to  be  suppled  by  SJVLS. 

We  have  been  somewhat  surprised  to  find  that  beginning  actual  op- 
erations moved  much  easier  than  planning.  A  small  group  of  libraries, 
each  enthusiastic  about  the  work,  we  have  been  able  to  work  closely 
together  and  solve  problems  as  they  arose.  Although  we  have  just  begun, 
we  have  great  hope  and  confidence  that  the  coming  years  of  develop- 
ment will  prove  successful. 
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THE  NORTH  BAY  COOPERATIVE  LIBRARY  SYSTEM

Even  before  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  was  or- 
ganized in  1960,  the  librarians  of  the  area  had  been  planning  cooper- 
tively  to  raise  the  level  of  library  service  of  the  region.  In  addition 
to  the  support  provided  the  System  from  federal  Library  Services  Act 
funds,  the  budget  was  augmented,  the  first  two  years,  by  System  pro- 
cessing center  fees,  and  during  the  past  two  years  by  local  member- 
ship fees,  based  on  a  sliding  scale  ranging  from  a  per  capita  rate  of  $.09 
for  libraries  serving  75,001-100,000  people,  to  $.14  for  libraries  serving 
up  to  25,000.  When  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  presented 
the  opportunity  to  secure  money  for  capital  outlay  for  buildings,  the 
System  Plan  of  Service  for  qualification  under  the  new  law  was  ready 
for  implementation  with  establishment  grant  funds. 

Through  an  agreement  in  1960,  the  libraries  had  already  contracted 
for  a  processing  center  in  Sonoma  County  Library,  had  secured  the 
services  of  a  consultant  in  children's  services,  and  had  instituted  a  co- 
operative film  collection  administered  by  Solano  County  Library.  A 
deposit  center  for  surplus  books  was  maintained  by  Petaluma  Public 
Library  and  the  contract  for  teletype  was  maintained  by  Vallejo  Pub- 
lic Library.  Santa  Rosa  Public  Library  was  responsible  for  the  ad- 
ministrative services.  Cooperative  evaluation  and  selection  of  books 
was  carried  on  by  the  librarians,  and  in-service  training  was  underway. 

The  consolidation  of  services  was  impossible  since  no  single  library 
could  accommodate  the  entire  operation  in  one  building,  or  spare  staff 
time  to  administer  it.  However,  a  processing  center  head,  a  consultant 
in  adult  services,  and  an  administrator  were  secured  in  1963  in  the 
hope  that  the  day  would  come  when  a  central  building  could  be  ac- 
quired. The  establishment  grant  afforded  the  opportunity.  On  May  13, 
1964,  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  was  reorganized  as 
a  separate  public  agency  under  the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Act,  by 
a  contract  approved  by  the  sixteen  member  libraries  and  their  respec- 
tive county  boards  of  supervisors  or  city  councils. 

Set  up  as  an  educational  institution  Avithin  the  meaning  of  state 
and  federal  laws,  the  agency  is  to  be  conducted  and  operated  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  eligible  for  the  benefits  of  such  legislation  as  the 
federal  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Federal  Property  and 
Administrative  Services  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  and  the  California 
Public  Library  Development  Act.  It  may  make  and  enter  contracts,  em- 
ploy agents  and  employees,  acquire,  construct,  manage,  maintain  or 
operate  buildings,  works  or  improvements,  acquire,  hold  or  dispose  of 
property,  incur  debts,  liabilities  or  obligations  which  do  not  constitute 
the  debt,  liability  or  obligations  of  any  of  the  parties  to  the  instrument, 
and  may  sue  or  be  sued. 
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The  Board  of  Directors,  or  Council,  is  composed  of  one  representa- 
tive appointed  bj^  each,  library.  In  each  case  the  head  librarian  has 
been  selected.  A  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  are  the  presiding  of- 
ficers. The  secretar}^  of  the  Administrative  Office  is  the  appointed  Clerk 
and  maintains  official  files  of  the  minutes,  agendas,  resolutions  and 
bj^-laws.  Meetings  are  held  monthly,  or  as  often  as  is  necessary  to  ac- 
complish the  business  of  the  System.  The  Council  is  empowered  to 
acquire  property  and  to  engage  such  employees,  agents  and  consultants 
as  are  necesary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  System  within  the 
limits  of  its  financial  resources  and  within  the  limits  of  its  authoriza- 
tion in  law.  It  is  expressly'-  directed  to  adopt,  and  to  amend  from  time 
to  time,  a  plan  of  service  to  comply  with  Section  27126  of  the  Educa- 
tion Code  and  regulations  adopted  to  implement  the  Act. 

The  Council  has  adopted  a  classification  and  pay  plan,  secured  lia- 
bility insurance,  and  negotiated  for  contracts  with  the  State  Employees 
Retirement  System,  Blue  Cross  Health  Insurance  Plan,  and  Workmen 's 
Compensation  Fund.  On  January  1,  1965,  staff  now  employed  by 
individual  libraries  for  System  projects  will  be  transferred  to  the  pay- 
roll of  the  new  agency. 

Consolidation  will  not  be  completed  until  a  building  is  secured.  If  it 
is  necessary  to  purchase  property  and  build  a  new  structure,  the  an- 
ticipated establishment  grant  funds  will  cover  minimal  facilities.  Ap- 
proximately five  thousand  square  feet  will  be  necessary  to  accomodate 
the  administrative  office,  consultant  services,  film  unit  and  processing 
center. 

Pending  these  developments,  the  1963-64  establishment  grant  funds 
have  been  allocated  to  improved  reference  service,  the  area  in  which 
there  has  been  least  opportunitj^  for  expansion.  The  plan  is  outlined 
in  a  recent  article  in  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES.^ 
Orders  are  being  placed  for  purchase  of  nonfiction  titles  and  period- 
icals to  help  bring  two  collections,  those  in  Santa  Rosa  and  Vallejo 
Public  Libraries,  up  to  the  interim  standards  established  by  the  Sys- 
tem. For  convenience,  these  are  termed  Type  A  Reference  Centers. 
Type  B  Centers  in  Marin,  Solano  and  Sonoma  County  Libraries,  in 
Napa  City-County  Public  Library,  and  in  JMill  Valley,  Petaluma,  and 
Ukiah  Public  Libraries  are  also  increasing  their  nonfiction  and  pe- 
riodical resources  as  rapidly  as  funds  permit.  Mendocino  County  Li- 
brary, established  in  1964,  is  being  strengthened  through  establishment 
grant  funds  since  there  has  been  little  time  to  establish  basic  service. 

Referral  of  those  questions  which  cannot  be  answered  locally  to  pro- 
gressively stronger  reference  centers  in  the  System,  to  special  subject 
centers,  or  to  the  State  Library,  make  the  resources  of  the  area  com- 
pletely available  to  any  patron.  Improved  telephone  service  is  being 
made  available  to  the  smaller  libraries  which  are  not  part  of  the 
private  line  teletype  circuit.  Further  coordination  of  periodical  runs 
and  transfer  of  some  files  to  microfilm  will  be  facilitated  by  pur- 
chase of  microfilm  readers  for  those  libraries  not  so  equipped,  and  of 
reader-printers  in  the  two  Type  A  libraries  and  Marin  County  Library.

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Much  remains  to  be  done  to  enable  the  processing  center  to  reach  a 
production  level  consistent  with  expanding  collections.  It  is  now  obvious 
that  a  more  fully  automated  system  will  not  only  contribute  to  the 
solution  of  this  problem  but  could,  also,  eventually  bring  about  area- 
wide  circulation  control,  expedite  bibliographic  projects,  and  furnish 
a  systemwide  book  catalog. 

The  film  collection  is  being  enriched  and  the  purchase  of  nine  new 
projectors  with  replacement  of  six  others  badly  worn  by  constant  travel 
from  library  to  library,  together  with  new  screens,  will  greatly  im- 
prove this  constantly  growing  service. 

Per  capita  grant  funds  at  the  present  rate  will  not  replace  the  fed- 
eral Library  Services  Act  funds.  Those  are  now  being  phased  out  of 
the  System  in  an  orderly  diminishing  of  federal  support. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  plan  of  service  toward  which  the  System 
strives  can  be  fulfilled,  and  augmented,  to  meet  the  wave  of  students  of 
all  ages  which  is  bearing  down  upon  the  libraries  in  the  area.  Local 
funds  support  alone  cannot  attain  it.  State  funds  in  adequate  amounts 
will  assist  materially;  federal  funds  will  complete  the  financial  triad 
necessary  to  bring  the  public  library  system  to  fruition. 
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ALAMEDA/CONTRA  COSTA  COUNTY  COOPERATIVE 
LIBRARY  SYSTEM:  PROGRESS  REPORT

The  Plan  of  Service  formulated  under  the  Public  Library  Develop- 
ment Act  by  Dorothy  Roberts  (recently  retired  Alameda  County  Li- 
barian)  and  Bertha  Helium  (Contra  Costa  County  Librarian)  was  ap- 
proved by  each  of  the  two  county  Board  of  Supervisors  in  April,  1964. 
Approval  by  the  State  of  California  of  the  establishment  and  per  capita 
grants  was  received  in  June.  Officials  of  the  two  counties  signed  con- 
tracts to  implement  the  Plan  of  Service:  1)  to  share  the  services  of  the 
same  county  librarian,  2)  to  reimburse  Contra  Costa  County  for  the 
expenditures  of  preparation  for  cooperative  book  selection,  for  ordering, 
cataloging,  processing,  and  making  of  subject  book  lists. 

Contra  Costa  County  officials  signed  an  18-month  contract  with 
Econolist,  Inc.,  for  cataloging  and  furnishing  of  printed  bookform 
catalogs  of  current  books,  beginning  with  the  August  acquisitions.  These 
bookform  catalogs  indicate  book  location  by  ''Aco"  for  Alameda 
County  Library  and  "Ceo"  for  Contra  Costa  County  Library  hold- 
ings. Adult  author,  title,  and  fiction  catalogs  are  published  monthly 
in  cumulated  form;  adult  subject  catalogs  and  the  children's  catalogs 
containing  author,  title,  and  subject  listings  are  published  bi-monthly 
in  cumulated  form.  Thus  far  we  have  received  catalogs  for  September, 
October,  November,  and  December,  125  of  each  kind,  for  distribution 
in  multiple  sets  to  twelve  locations  in  Alameda  County  and  to  24  loca- 
tions in  Conta  Costa  County.  In  addition,  several  sets  are  at  each  head- 
quarters for  staff  use  and  on  the  four  bookmobiles. 

TWX  has  been  installed  at  the  Hayward  office  of  Alameda  County 
Library  and  the  Pleasant  Hill  office  of  Contra  Costa  County  Library. 
A  private  line  teletype  system  has  been  installed  in  eight  Contra  Costa 
County  branch  libraries  to  link  with  the  Pleasant  Hill  office.  A  monitor 
at  Pleasant  Hill  will  enable  us  to  evaluate  the  usefulness  of  this  com- 
munication method  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Improvements  in  Alameda  County  Library  operation  during  the  first 
five  months  of  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  County  Cooperative  Library 
System  are  outlined  as  follows : 

1)  Buildings.  Newark  Branch  Library  has  been  remodeled  and  re- 
lighted; shelving  has  been  added  in  Fremont  (Irvington),  Center- 
ville  (in  Fremont),  Niles  (in  Fremont)  and  Newark  branches;  new 
branch  quarters  are  under  negotation  for  Union  City  and  Dublin; 
a  Library  Service  Area  has  been  established  to  provide  a  new  library 
building  for  San  Lorenzo ;  search  continues  for  more  adequate  space 
in  rented  quarters  in  Fremont;  relighting  and  reheating  contracts 
for  Nile  branch  have  been  allocated ;  the  City  of  Newark  has  allotted 
a  site  in  a  civic  center  complex  for  a  proposed  library  building. 
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2)  Books.  Number  of  books  to  be  added  for  Alameda  Coimty  Library 
was  increased  from  25,000  to  50,000  per  annum,  with,  the  impact  of 
five  months'  acquisitions  apparent  by  11,056  processed  for  Alameda 
County  Library  and  20,327  for  Contra  Costa  County  Library.  Three 
large  replacement  orders  have  been  placed  for  children's  and  adult 
books  and  for  reference  works ;  cooperative  selection  has  resulted  in 
reading  and  staff  review  instead  of  reliance  on  publishers'  an- 
nouncements ;  all  new  books  and  most  mended  books  have  been  pro- 
vided with  plastic  jackets. 

3)  Personnel.  Former  catalog  personnel  have  been  reassigned  to  pub- 
lic service ;  six  full-time  and  six  half-time  persons  have  been  added ; 
temporary  reassignment  of  staff  has  been  made  for  in-service  train- 
ing purposes,  and  formal  training  programs  have  been  undertaken 
for  personnel  of  both  library  systems. 

4)  Services.  The  services  of  trained  children's  librarians  have  been 
made  available  in  seven  branches  instead  of  three;  increased  fre- 
quency of  messenger  service  from  one  day  to  four  days  weekly,  and 
teletype  communications  have  speeded  up  and  increased  book  bor- 
rowing from  one  branch  to  another,  from  Contra  Costa  County  Li- 
brary, and  from  the  State  Library;  headquarters  have  been  reor- 
ganized and  streamlined,  with  shelving  for  30,000  books  installed; 
book  ordering,  cataloging  and  processing  have  been  transferred 
from  Hayward  to  Pleasant  Hill;  hours  of  public  service  have  been 
been  increased  in  seven  branches,  with  kinds  of  schedules  reduced 
from  nine  to  four,  and  morning  and  Saturday  hours  added. 

The  Alameda  County  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  in  July  a  writ- 
ten book  selection  policy  and  a  written  list  of  goals  which  had  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Alamecla  County  Library  Advisory  Commission.  The 
Fremont  Friends  of  the  Library  group  has  sponsored  a  program  of 
public  education  on  public  library  services  available  through  the  county 
library.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  in  San  Lorenzo  Area,  Inc.  led 
citizen  interest  in  the  need  for  improved  library  facilities  in  San 
Lorenzo  which  resulted  in  establishment  December  8  by  the  Alameda 
County  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  San  Lorenzo  County  Library 
Service  Area.  A  Newark  Friends  of  the  Library  has  been  organized, 
with  a  membership  drive  under  way. 

A  title  inventory  of  72,586  Contra  Costa  County  Library  holdings 
was  completed  at  a  personnel  cost  of  8  cents  per  title.  Book  inventory 
of  all  copies  will  continue  next  fiscal  year.  Title  losses  numbered  7,813 
(first  inventory  in  51  years).  No  funds  are  available  for  an  Alameda 
County  Library  inventory. 

Some  of  the  advantages  realized  in  the  cooperative  system  by  both 
county  libraries,  in  addition  to  those  derived  from  cooperative  book 
selection,  cataloging,  and  processing  and  from  installation  of  TWX 
and  teletype  communication,  are  access  to  book  resources  of  nearly 
700,000  volumes  of  both  county  library  collections  for  interbranch  bor- 
rowing and  by  individual  borrowers  who  may  use  their  library  cards 
in  any  outlet  served  by  the  two  county  libraries ;  cooperative  printing 
of  subject  book  lists ;  a  coordinated  monthly  newsletter ;  and  centralized 
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press  releases  submitted  to  newspapers  in  both  counties.  The  staffs  of 
both  county  libraries  have  been  stimulated  by  the  professional  associa- 
tion and  sharing  of  ideas  and  plans. 

Although  most  of  the  improvements  listed  are  physical  results  of  a 
boost  in  each  county  library  budget  of  approximately  $200,000,  the 
most  significant  qualitative  improvements  are  direct  results  of  the  state 
funds'  requiring  a  cooperative  plan  of  service:  upgrading  of  staff, 
upgrading  of  the  book  collection,  and  free  loan  of  book  collections  in 
large  quantities. 

The  biggest  problem  remains :  insufficient  state  funds  to  compensate 
the  member  library  having  the  largest  staff  and  the  largest  collection 
of  books  for  a  vary  large  inequity  in  support  of  the  ideal  of  equalized 
service.  We  need  a  further  shot  in  the  arm;  we  have  had  a  shot  in 
the  finger,  only. 
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ESTABLISHMENT  AND  PER  CAPITA  GRANTS, 
Giiroy  Public  Library  and  Santa  Clara  County  Library

Background 

The  public  libraries  of  the  City  of  Giiroy  and  the  County  of  Santa 
Clara  have  worked  together  informally  for  many  years.  Records  have 
not  been  searched,  but  it  is  probable  that  informal  cooperation  began  in 
1914  when  the  Santa  Clara  County  Free  Library  opened  its  doors.  The 
Giiroy  Public  Library  had  already  been  in  operation  since  1907.  Giiroy 
is  a  residential  and  commercial  center  located  near  the  southern  part 
of  the  County  of  Santa  Clara,  in  the  heart  of  a  farming  area.  It  is  30 
miles  from  the  county  seat,  and  now  enjoys  a  population  of  over  8,400. 
The  nearest  County  Library  branch  is  at  Morgan  Hill,  10  miles  away. 
Rather  than  establish  another  separate,  branch,  library  in  Gilroj",  the 
County  supplied  books  to  the  Giiroy  Public  Library.  In  1961-62  the 
County  books  circulated  more  than  did  the  Giiroy  books,  but  in  sub- 
sequent years  increased  financial  support  by  Giiroy  has  revised  this 
trend. 

Public  Library  Development  Act 

It  was  natural  for  Giiroy  and  the  County  of  Santa  Clara  to  seek 
establishment  of  a  library  system  under  the  provisions  of  the  new  Pub- 
lic Library  DcA^elopment  Act.  A  Plan  of  Service  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Hugh  Monahan  of  the  Santa  Clara  County  Library  Commission,  and 
after  thorough  study  and  revision  this  was  approved  by  the  proper 
authorities  of  Giiroy  and  the  County  of  Santa  Clara.  Application  was 
then  made  to  the  State  of  California  for  both  an  Establishment  Grant 
and  a  Per  Capita  Grant.  These  Grant  applications  were  approved  and 
the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  System  was  formed.  The  System  was 
awarded  $10,000  because  of  the  membership  of  the  County  of  Santa 
Clara  and  $4,450  because  of  the  membership  of  the  City  of  Giiroy. 

In  addition,  the  State  awarded  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  Sys- 
tem $20,324  as  a  Per  Capita  Grant  for  the  membership  of  the  County 
of  Santa  Clara  and  $672  as  a  Per  Capita  Grant  for  the  membership 
of  the  City  of  Giiroy. 

The  Plan  of  Service  of  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  System  in- 
cludes the  provisions  required  by  the  Public  Library  Development  Act 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  administration  of  the  Act. 
In  addition,  an  agreement  has  been  approved  by  the  City  of  Giiroy  and 
the  County  of  Santa  Clara  that  provides  for  the  coordination  between 
them  of  such  library  services  as  the  selection  of  materials,  acquisition 
of  materials,  organization  and  preparation  of  materials  at  a  cost  of 
$1.24  per  volume,  delivery  of  materials,  handling  of  materials,  use  of 
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reference  and  research  services,  interavailability  of  materials  and  in- 
formation, and  services  access.  The  agreement  also  provides  for  a  for- 
mula for  the  equalizing  of  services  furnished,  annual  cost  studies,  arbi- 
tration and  termination. 

The  Grant  money  will  be  used  to  add  books  to  the  collections  of  both 
libraries,  and  to  improve  procedures  whereby  all  the  public  can  know 
what  books  are  available  in  both  libraries.

Background 

The  Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  the  largest  public  library  west  of 
the  Mississippi,  is  a  department  of  the  city  government  of  Los  Angeles. 
It  has  been  in  existence  since  1872  and  became  a  completely  tax-sup- 
ported institution  in  1878.  It  receives  a  charter  tax  appropriation  of 
seven  cents  on  each  $100  of  assessed  value  of  all  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty of  the  city.  This  sum  now  constitutes  approximately  one-half 
the  Library's  total  revenue.  The  remaining  amount  is  derived  from  an 
annual  appropriation  made  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  from  the 
general  funds  of  the  city,  and  from  such  miscellaneous  receipts  as  fines, 
fees,  etc.  The  legal  head  of  the  Library  is  the  Board  of  Library  Com- 
missioners, and  its  general  manager  is  the  City  Librarian.  Service  to 
the  public  is  given  from  ten  subject  departments  in  the  Rufus  B.  von 
KleinSmid  Central  Library  and  from  seven  regional  branch  libraries 
and  54  community  branches  scattered  throughout  the  city.  Four  book- 
mobiles go  to  areas  of  the  city  where  branch  library  service  is  not 
readily  accessible.  Three  Municipal  Reference  Library  units  give  spe- 
cialized service  to  government  officials  and  public  employees  in  the 
civic  center. 

In  company  with  every  other  library  in  the  area  the  Los  Angeles 
Public  Library  has  been  severely  subjected  to  the  strains  and  stresses 
engendered  by  rapid  growth  of  population  and  the  recent  influx  of 
students.  Its  problems  are  further  complicated  by  the  vast  area  of 
the  city — 458  square  miles — and  its  almost  unbelievable  configuration, 
marked  by  islands  consisting  of  other  incorporated  cities  or  unincorpo- 
rated bits  and  pieces  of  county  territory,  by  shoestring  strips  to  the 
harbor  and  airport  areas,  and,  as  a  result  of  these  phenomena,  by  what 
is  possibly  the  longest  boundary  line  of  any  city  in  the  world.  Although 
great  commercial  and  industrial  growth  has  taken  place  in  all  the  areas 
immediately  surrounding  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  the  financial  and 
mercantile  hub  of  Southern  California  activity  is  still  within  the  city. 
The  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  has,  therefore,  through  a  good  part  of 
its  history  increasingly  taken  on  a  metropolitan  role  and  has  come 
to  be  regarded  as  a  regional  resource  center  by  the  many  Southern 
Calif ornians  who  seek  its  services. 

Within  the  past  fifteen  years,  the  Library  has  been  able  to  remedy 
some  of  the  most  glaring  of  the  deficiencies  which  were  the  inevitable 
heritage  of  the  depression  and  war  years.  For  example,  the  branch 
system,  which  until  the  1950 's  was  still  largely  geared  to  the  popula- 
tion pattern  of  the  1920 's,  has  been  brought  reasonably  up  to  date 
through  a  $6,400,000  bond  issue  which  financed  the  building  of  28 
branch  libraries.  Some  gaps  in  outlying  areas  still  remain,  and  further 
relocation  of  existing  facilities  in  the  central  part  of  the  city  would  be 
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desirable.  Even  more  serious  than  physical  deficiencies  was  the  fact 
that  the  book  collections  were  inadequate  to  give  a  full  measure  of  serv- 
ice, particularly  in  duplication  of  titles  for  circulation  and  interlibrary 
loaji  both  within  the  system  and  to  libraries  outside.  Some  improve- 
ment in  this  situation  has  been  made  through  recent  increases  in  book 
funds.  The  Library's  two  major  aspects  of  public  service  are  the  ref- 
erence and  information  services  given  in  the  library  and  the  circula- 
tion of  books  for  home  use.  Children  and  young  adults  receive  further 
service  through  visits  by  librarians  to  the  schools.  Because  many 
other  agencies  in  the  city  offer  a  wide  variety  of  adult  education  op- 
portunities, the  library  has  never  felt  obliged  to  develop  an  adult  edu- 
cation program  of  its  own  in  terms  of  group  activities.  It  has  no  hos- 
pital or  institutional  service,  but  has  not  regarded  this  as  a  serious 
lack.  An  area  of  real  deficiency  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  Library's  fairly 
extensive  collection  of  musical  and  literary  recordings  cannot  circulate 
and  can  be  used  only  in  the  library  through  listening  facilities  located 
in  the  Audio- Visual  Department. 

Beginning  in  November,  1963,  an  extensive  systems  study  was  set 
in  motion  throughout  all  the  technical  services  departments  of  the  Li- 
brary, including  book  and  serials  ordering,  cataloging,  binding,  and 
circulation.  This  survey,  which  is  directed  by  a  consultant  who  is  a 
specialist  in  systems  analysis,  will  result  in  the  design  of  systems 
which  will  take  fullest  possible  advantage  of  the  automatic  data  pro- 
cessing facilities  located  in  the  Data  Service  Bureau  of  the  City  of  Los 
Angeles. 

The  Plan  of  Service  and  Its  Implementation 

In  view  of  its  admitted  deficiencies  in  book  collections,  the  Los  An- 
geles Public  Library  particularly  welcomed  the  prospect  of  a  state 
grant-in-aid  to  build  up  the  resources  for  its  reference  and  research 
service.  Such  a  strengthening  was  the  keystone  of  the  plan  presented 
in  its  application  for  a  per  capita  grant.  All  questions  in  the  form 
distributed  by  the  State  Library  for  presentation  of  the  plan  of  serv- 
ice could  be  answered  in  terms  of  a  full-fledged  system  already  in 
existence  so  far  as  centralized  and  coordinated  selection,  acquisition, 
organization  and  physical  preparation,  lending  and  inter-availability 
of  materials  were  concerned.  Therefore,  the  application  for  grant  was 
made  entirely  upon  the  basis  of  a  proposal  to  strengthen  the  reference 
and  research  materials  and  services.  Specifically  the  plans  were  pro- 
posed to  include:  1.  Addition  of  materials  on  new  subjects  or  subjects 
with  new  emphases  (for  example,  Africa,  astronautics,  and  race  rela- 
tions). 2.  Duplication  of  titles  in  such  fields  as  data  processing,  infor- 
mation retrieval,  and  electronics.  3.  Expansion  and  updating  of  refer- 
ence collections  for  both  adults  and  children  in  the  seven  regional 
libraries. 

Under  law,  the  total  amount  for  which  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Li- 
brary system  was  eligible  was  $211,008.  Because  first  year  funds  were 
limited,  the  total  amount  could  not  be  made  available,  and  the  Library 
received  notice  that  the  grant  would  be  $105,130.  In  conformance  with 
the  submitted  plan  of  service,  the  entire  amount  is  to  be  devoted  to 
the  enrichment  and  extension  of  the  reference  and  research  services 
as  expressed  through  the  book  collections.  The  funds  wiU  be  divided 
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roughly  on  the  basis  of  45  per  cent  to  the  Central  Library  departments 
and  55  per  cent  to  the  seven  regional  branches. 

In  the  Central  Library  a  considerable  portion  of  the  funds  will 
go  the  the  acquisition  of  important  bibliographic  tools  and  reference 
sets.  Some  specific  titles  already  approved  for  purchase  are  the  Ca- 
nadian Index  to  Periodicals  and  Documentary  Films,  twelve  year  ac- 
cumulation; the  Bancroft  Lihrary  Catalog;  the  Nation  on  microfilm; 
a  long  run  of  the  English  Historical  Review;   Chamber's  Interna- 
tional Encyclopaedia,  1963  edition.  An  extremely  important  purchase 
will  be  the  National  Catalog  of  Patents,  which  will  be  a  further  index 
to  the  very  complete  and  heavily-used  patents  collection  in  the  Science 
and  Technology  Department.  Two  other  expensive  but  much  needed 
and  useful  purchases  will  be  the  Biilio graphic  der  Sozialwissenschaf- 
ten  and  Hoffman's  Reports  of  Land  Cases  for  Northern  California. 
In  the  seven  regional  branches  state  funds  will  be  used  to  duplicate 
reference  materials  which  are  in  the  Central  Library  but  which  have 
I  heretofore  not  been  available  elsewhere  in  the  system.  In  view  of  the 
I  great  area  served  by  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  it  is  essential 
I  that  extensive  reference  resources  be  made  more  easily  available  than 
j  is  possible  through  a  single  centralized  collection.  The  books  will  be 
1  selected  by  the  Regional  Librarians  and  regional  branch  staff  in  con- 
i  sultation  with  the  Branch  Adult  Book  Coordinator  and  Central  Li- 
i  brary  Subject  Department  Librarians.  Various  sources  will  be  used 
I  to  locate  specialized  materials,  including  Winchell's  Guide  to  Refer en€.e 
j  Books,   special  bibliographies,   and   department   collections.    Regional 
I  branch  staff  will  also  recommend  duplication  of  standard  works,  if 
their  addition  will  improve  reference  service.  A  list  of  reference  books 
I  recommended  for  the  juvenile  collection  of  regional  branches  has  al- 
]  ready  been  developed  by  the  Coordinator  of  Children's  Services.  Du- 
j  plication  of  these  general  titles  to  be  housed  in  the  children's  rooms  in 
j  the  regional  branches  should  help  to  equalize  the  reference  load  be- 
tween adult  and  juvenile. 

Furiber  Plans 

The  direction  which  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  will  take  toward 
fuller  realization  of  its  metropolitan  role  will  be  described,  it  is  hoped, 
by  the  four-county  library  planning  survey  now  in  process  and  de- 
scribed elsewhere  in  this  issue.  Because  Los  Angeles  has  the  largest 
public  library  in  the  area  and  is  a  possible  center  which  may  be 
utilized  by  other  libraries  in  achieving  a  regional  system  of  reference 
and  circulation,  the  survey  of  technical  services  now  underway  and 
described  briefly  above  is  giving  attention  to  evolving  a  workable  plan 

1  by  which  the  greater  community  of  the  metropolitan  area  of  Southern 

:  California  may  benefit. 
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THE  OAKLAND  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AND 
THE  PER  CAPITA  GRANT

Oakland,  California 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963 
and  the  Administrative  Code  regulations  implementing  this  Act,  the 
Oakland  Public  Library  applied  for,  was  found  qualified  to  receive, 
and  was  awarded  a  per  capita  grant  for  1964—65  in  the  amount  of 
$29,404.  Receipt  of  this  fiscal  assistance  from  the  State  is  a  landmark 
in  the  Library's  long  existence  of  eighty -six  years;  heretofore,  sup- 
port has  been  entirely  on  the  local  level. 

How  the  Oakland  Public  Library,  one  of  the  largest  and  oldest  in 
the  State,  will  use  this  grant  will  be  of  interest  to  other  libraries  not 
now  eligible  for  state  money  but  which  later,  through  the  development 
of  systems,  may  meet  the  standards  of  qualification.  It  seems  well  to 
present  this  discussion  under  three  major  topics:  (1)  the  philosophy 
under  which  the  per  capita  grant  was  applied  for  and  received;  (2) 
local  legal  requirements;  and  (3)  plan  of  expenditure  or  objectives  of 
proposed  disbursement. 

Philosophy  of  the  Per  Capita  Grant 

Enactment  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963  is  a  recog- 
nition by  the  State  of  California  of  its  interest  in  and  partial  responsi- 
bility for  public  libraries.  In  this  connection,  it  is  relevant  to  review 
the  history  of  state  aid  to  public  schools.  Although  earlier  provision 
was  made  for  the  California  public  school  system,  and  some  funds 
were  provided,  it  was  not  until  1864  that  the  State  as  a  permanent 
policy  levied  taxes  for  the  schools.^  State  taxation  for  schools  invoked 
generally  an  equalization  principle  in  that  the  center  of  wealth — -in 
1864,  San  Francisco — would  help  support  schools  in  the  remote  and 
poorer  areas.^  A  review  of  the  history  of  education  in  California  shows 
that  without  assistance  from  the  State  many  areas  were  too  poor  to 
maintain  good  schools.  This  poverty  in  the  remote  rural  and  mountain 
areas  was  so  great  that  until  the  establishment  of  the  State  High 
School  Fund,  1905,  high  schools  flourished  only  in  the  larger  cities,  or 
in  those  sections  where  there  was  a  concentration  of  wealth.

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Behind  the  enactment  of  state  aid  to  schools  lay  a  philosophy  that 
education  is  needed  for  the  enlightened  functioning  of  a  democracy; 
a  philanthropic  interest  in  extending  to  all  the  benefits  of  schools ;  and 
a  benevolent  feeling  of  concern  for  the  welfare  of  all  men.  Histori- 
cally and  basically  state  aid  to  the  public  schools  of  California  came 
not  as  a  means  of  enabling*  them  to  do  something  spectacular  or  un- 
usual, but  rather  as  a  supplementation  making  it  possible  for  them  to 
render  adequate  service.  This  same  sentiment  is  noted  in  the  legis- 
lative policy  set  forth  in  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  .  .  . 
' '  To  encourage  adequate  financing  of  public  libraries  from  local  sources 
with  state  aid  to  be  furnished  on  a  limited  basis  only  as  a  supplement 
to  local  support. ' '  ^ 

It  was  in  adherence  to  this  philosophy — that  the  State  was  seeking  to 
augment  the  fiscal  support  of  qualified  public  libraries — that  the  Oak- 
land Public  Library,  finding  itself  eligible,  applied  for  a  per  capita 
grant.  The  Library  has  been  and  is  relatively  well  supported.  It  has, 
however,  a  high  percentage  of  its  budget  devoted  to  personnel,  a  per- 
centage that  appears  to  be  in  excess  of  standards.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  salary  increases,  granted  the  past  several  years  in  all  depart- 
ments, citywide,  have  resulted  in  the  attraction  and/or  retention  of 
adequate  personnel.  However,  at  the  same  time,  these  increases  have 
been  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  lower  rate  of  increase — in  some 
cases,  decrease — in  the  budget  allocations  for  other  major  categories, 
namely  capital  outlay  and  operation  and  maintenance.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  seemed  most  logical  to  use  the  additional  support 
from  the  State  in  those  portions  of  the  budget  where  the  allowances 
were  weak. 


Local  Legal  Requirements 

Under  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Oakland  all  revenue  accruing  from 
whatever  sources  to  the  Oakland  Public  Library  becomes  part  of  the 
Library  Fund,  which  is  under  the  exclusive  control  and  management 
of  the  Library  Commission.  That  body  has  the  sole  power  to  order 
disbursement  from  the  Fund.*  Accordingly,  the  $29,404  per  capita  grant 
has  been  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Library  Fund.  The  Library 
Commission  must  legislate  it  for  current  use,  and  on  September  24, 
1964,  it  did  so,  by  resolution,  allocating  the  funds  to  the  following 
categories :  Capital  Outlay,  $12,200 ;  Operation  and  Maintenance, 
$17,204. 

Plan  of  Expenditure  or  Objectives  of  Proposed  Disbursement 

This  allocation  was  not  an  arbitrar}^  decision  b}^  the  Library  Com- 
mission, but  followed  a  recommendation  made  by  the  Librarian,  after 
he  had  discussed  the  use  of  the  money  at  a  conference  with  the  eight 
department  heads  and  the  Assistant  Librarian.  The  proceedings  of 
this  meeting  are  described  in  the  Librarian's  Keport  to  the  Commis- 
sion:

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"The  objects  for  which  the  state  money  should  be  used  were 
discussed  at  length  by  the  Assistant  Librarian  and  myself,  and 
on  September  16,  I  called  in  the  Department  Heads  and  presented 
the  matter  to  them.  All  of  them  were  present,  and  when  I  an- 
nounced the  purpose  of  the  meeting  as  a  discussion  of  the  ques- 
tion, "How  shall  the  state  aid  be  spent?"  they  universally,  almost 
by  spontaneous  exclamation,  said,  'For  more  books,  binding  and 
shelving. '  "  ^ 

The  Soroptimist  Club  of  Oakland  recently  gave  the  library  an  econo- 
line  which  will  be  used  in  children's  work  in  branch  libraries  and 
schools.  Part  of  the  state  money  will  be  used  to  shelve  and  outfit  the 
machine,  for  which  $2,000  was  donated  by  the  Club.  Oakland  has  de- 
veloped six  regional  branches  which  are  headquarters  for  satellite 
branches.  State  money  will  be  expended  to  build  stronger  reference 
collections  in  these  centers.  For  a  long  time  the  Library  has  been  be- 
hind in  its  binding  program,  and  $5,000  from  the  funds  will  be  em- 
ployed to  expedite  this.  As  the  book  collections  both  of  the  main  library 
and  of  the  branches  has  grown,  shelves  have  filled  up :  hence,  the  De- 
partment Heads  have  suggested  shelving  throughout  the  system.  For 
this  purpose,  $10,000  has  been  earmarked.  Some  smaller  items,  includ- 
ing an  IBM  typewriter  and  the  furnishings  for  an  archive  room,  are 
planned,  also.  The  general  breakdown  of  the  allocations  made  by  the 
Commission  are :

The  first  state  aid  money  flowing  into  the  Library  Fund  of  the  City 
of  Oakland  will  facilitate,  expedite,  implement  and  augment  the  cur- 
rent budget.  The  objects  for  which  the  money  has  been  appropriated 
are  the  fundamentals,  not  the  spectacular.  It  is  expected  that  a  decided 
improvement  in  basic  operations,  holdings,  and  both  quality  and 
physical  condition  of  these  resources  will  follow.  This  advance  indeed 
and  truly  will  be  material.  Great  results,  of  course,  cannot  be  expected 
until  the  program  has  been  in  effect  for  several  years.  For  this  reason 
Oakland  Public  Library  relies  with  great  hope  on  Administrative  Code 
Section  20302  and  reading  as  to  per  capita  grants  as  follows:  "It  shall 
be  the  policy  of  the  State  Librarian  to  renew  annually  the  per  capita 
grant  made  for  a  system,  provided  said  system  continues  to  qualify 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963 
and  this  subchapter,  unless  sufficient  funds  are  unavailable."

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THE  SAN  DIEGO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  PER  CAPITA  GRANT

The  San  Diego  Public  Library  applied  for  a  per  capita  grant  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963,  pro- 
posing to  use  the  funds  for : 

1.  Strengthening  book  and  periodical  collections  by  purchase  of  ad- 
ditional materials,  either  duplicates  or  new  titles,  as  needed; 

2.  Improving  reference  and  information  services  of  the  library; 

3.  Increasing  the  interavailability  of  books  and  other  library  mate- 
rial among  all  agencies  of  our  library,  through  more  frequent 
deliveries  from  the  central  library  to  branches. 

Formal  notification  that  our  application  for  a  per  capita  grant  had 
been  approved  was  received  in  June,  so  planning  has  gone  forward. 
The  grant  is  for  the  sum  of  $50,256. 

To  comply  with  the  state  law,  we  must  permit  borrowers  to  return 
books  to  any  agency  without  penalty;  therefore  we  can  no  longer 
charge  a  10  cent  fee  for  each  book  returned  to  a  different  agency  than 
the  one  from  which  it  was  borrowed.  On  the  basis  of  experience  in 
the  past,  before  the  fee  charge  was  begun,  we  estimate  that  removal  of 
the  fee  will  double  delivery  loads  between  branches.  The  cost  of  this 
increase  is  estimated  at  $8,885.  Since  there  will  also  be  an  estimated 
loss  of  $4,500  in  revenue  from  fees,  the  total  cost  of  compliance  will 
be  $13,385. 

We  hope  to  improve  our  telephone  information  service  to  our  bor- 
rowers, our  branches  and  other  libraries  in  San  Diego  County.  The 
City  of  San  Diego,  including  the  Library,  will  install  Centrex  tele- 
phones this  fall.  Our  telephone  operators  will  no  longer  have  to  man- 
age switchboard  operations,  and  we  plan  to  add  2.44  library  assistants 
to  the  telephone  service.  We  plan  to  handle  at  the  ' '  Information  Only ' ' 
telephone  certain  types  of  questions  which  are  now  switched  to  the 
reference  desks.  Questions  of  these  types  can  be  answered  by  sub- 
professional  staff.  They  include  director}^  questions  which  can  be  an- 
swered from  telephone  directories  or  city  directories  of  other  cities, 
questions  about  hours  the  library  agencies  are  open,  and  branch  library 
and  bookmobile  locations.  The  directories,  used  frequently  by  patrons, 
will  have  to  be  placed  in  a  spot  easily  accessible  to  both  readers  and 
telephone  information  staff.  A  small  collection  of  duplicate  reference 
books  will  be  purchased — an  encyclopedia,  dictionary,  World  Almanac, 
etc. — and  a  card  file  of  frequently  asked  questions  and  answers  will 
be  placed  near  the  telephone.  We  hope  to  be  able,  even  with  so  small  a 
staff,  to  answer  many  questions  at  the  "Information  Only"  telephone, 
thereby  freeing  our  reference  librarians  for  the  more  difficult  telephone 
inquiries  and  for  more  assistance  to  patrons  in  the  library.  Reference 
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work  increased  27  percent  at  the  central  library  in  1963/64  over  the 
previous  year ;  the  saving  of  reference  staff  time  is  badly  needed. 

Estimated  costs,  to  be  paid  from  per  capita  grant  funds,  are :

We  hope,  also,  to  purchase  improved  photoduplication  equipment. 
We  now  have  coin-operated  Docustats  for  public  use,  a  photocopy  ma- 
chine, and  Verifax.  We  hope  to  acquire  a  microfilm  reader-printer 
for  use  with  our  extensive  collection  of  newspapers  on  microfilm  and 
with  Atomic  Energy  Commission  publications  on  microfiche.  Another 
possible  addition  will  be  Xerox  equipment,  which  would  be  useful  for 
many  purposes.  Improved  photoduplication  equipment  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  library  to  give  better  service  to  other  libraries  as 
well  as  to  local  industries  which  often  need  copies  of  reference  mate- 
rial or  government  publications,  quickly. 

If  any  money  is  left  after  these  three  major  projects  have  been  set 
in  motion,  it  will  be  spent  for  inservice  training  or  for  further  ex- 
pansion of  the  reference  collection.  Somehow  the  money  does  not  seem 
likely  to  stretch  far  enough  to  cover  all  our  needs  for  improved  service.

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THE  SAN  JOSE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  PER  CAPITA  GRANT

San  Jose  Public  Library  bas  received  a  $23,104  per  capita  grant 
under  tbe  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963.  This  award  is 
to  be  spent  entirely  on  the  collection.  Due  to  heavy  population  growth 
and  rapid  expansion  of  the  system  in  the  past  six  years  without  an  ac- 
companying, proportionate  increase  in  funds  for  library  materials,  the 
general  collection  has  suffered  and  declined. 

The  population  of  San  Jose  has  increased  from  148,200  in  1958  to 
307,600  currently.  Library  use  has  increased  at  the  same  100  percent 
rate  as  shown  in  circulation  statistics:  874,718  in  1958  to  1,949,029  in 
1964.  The  system  is  now  composed  of  a  main  library,  six  branches 
and  a  bookmobile.  The  bookmobile  and  three  new  branches  under  the 
Capital  Improvements  Program  have  been  added  since  1960,  and  a 
fourth  branch  is  under  construction.  After  the  initial  collection  for 
a  new  branch  is  purchased,  there  is  no  addition  to  the  general  ma- 
terials fund  to  help  build  and  maintain  the  branch  collections.  Con- 
sequently, the  main  library  collection  also  suffers. 

Given  these  heavy  demands  upon  the  available  funds  for  materials 
and  the  equally  serious  need  to  build  a  strong  central  collection  for  a 
new  main  library  building,  anticipated  in  1966-67,  priority  for  the  use 
of  the  per  capita  grant  was  predetermined. 

Further,  in  order  that  the  grant  be  expended  most  efficiently,  certain 
priorities  of  areas  of  concentration  have  been  determined.  As  might  be 
expected,  first  consideration,  systemwide,  is  being  given  the  needed  re- 
placement titles.  All  divisions  are  involved  in  making  replacement 
requests  at  this  time.  The  emphasis  in  juvenile  replacements  is  on  pic- 
ture books. 

Another  need  that  can  now  be  filled  is  for  the  addition  of  many 
standard  bibliographic  tools.  Branches  that  had  not  previously  had 
them  will  receive  Books  in  Print,  Book  Eeview  Digest,  the  Standard 
and  Fiction  Catalogs,  Short  Story  Index,  Poetry  Index,  etc.  The  Ref- 
erence Division  will  receive  back  years  of  the  New  York  Times  Index 
and  the  Lihrary  Literature  Index.  The  Catalog  Division  is  to  begin  to 
secure  the  National  Union  Catalog. 

Next  by  order  of  priority  will  be  the  binding  or  microfilming  of 
back  files  of  periodicals.  There  is  a  backlog  of  titles  waiting  to  be  done, 
due  to  insufficient  funds.  This  work  can  now  be  completed,  and  the 
periodical  retention  program  formulated  and  developed  under  the  Plan 
of  Service  of  San  Jose  Public  Library. 

The  Music  Division  will  concentrate  on  audio-visual  materials.  In 
the  selection  of  films,  we  have  attempted  to  supplement  the  Northern 
California  Film  Circuit  (of  w^hich  we  are  a  member)  collection.  Such 
quality  children's  films  as  The  Red  Balloon  and  The  Golden  Fish  have 
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been  added.  Film  resources  in  the  area  of  music  appreciation  and 
education  are  also  being  developed  by  the  addition  of  titles  in  the  Irv- 
ing Lesser  series  of  performing  artists;  e.g.  Marian  Anderson,  Pablo 
Casals,  and  Andres  Segovia.  Other  plans  for  the  Music  Division  in- 
clude the  addition  of  bibliographic  tools  in  the  audio-visual  field  and  of 
complete  sets  of  composers'  works  in  print. 

If  all  the  objectives  mentioned  can  be  attained  with  this  first  per 
capita  grant,  the  condition  of  the  central  collection,  in  particular, 
will  be  appreciably  improved  in  basic  areas.  If  further  assistance  from 
state  funds  is  possible  next  year,  the  concentration  will  then  be  on  the 
development  of  subject  areas.

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READER  SERVICES 

During  fiscal  year  1963/64  the  following  programs  were  developed 
in  the  Eeader  Services  Bureau : 

1.  The  Book  Selection  Committee  formed  in  May  of  1963  continued 
to  be  active  and  to  provide:  (1)  better  coordination  in  book  selec- 
tion, (2)  better  understanding  of  the  process  and  significance  of 
book  selection,  (3)  stronger  overall  book  acquisition  program,  (4) 
the  pooling  of  the  expert  knowledge  of  all  of  the  librarians  in- 
volved to  achieve  a  higher  level  of  book  selection,  (5)  expanded 
overall  and  detailed  knowledge  of  all  of  those  involved  in  the  book 
selection  process  of  the  collections  as  a  whole.  During  the  past 
year  the  Committee  has  developed  the  draft  of  a  Book  Selectioji 
Policy  to  accompany  the  already  existing  Book  Acquisition 
Policy. 

2.  In  July  of  1963  the  Bureau  started  a  series  of  memoranda  en- 
titled California  State  Library  Inierlihrary  Loan  Policy  amd 
Procedure  Memos  for  distribution  to  libraries  in  California.  Four 
memoranda  have  been  issued  in  this  series.  Its  purpose  is  to  pro- 
vide a  working  manual  for  borrowing  libraries  on  the  policies 
and  procedures  involving  State  Library  supplementary  library 
service  in  California. 

3.  The  Weeding  Project  for  the  collections  of  the  Library  was  com- 
pleted during  fiscal  year  1963/64.  Subject  specialists  were  em- 
ployed from  the  teaching  faculties  of  colleges  and  universities,  to 
recommend  materials  for  weeding  and  to  write  reports  evaluating 
the  collection  in  their  fields  of  specialty.  These  evaluation  re- 
ports are  being  used  by  the  State  Library  as  guides  in  a  pro- 
gram to  broaden  and  strengthen  the  collections.  The  project  was 
valuable  both  in  weeding  unneeded  and  outdated  materials  from 
the  collections  as  well  as  in  providing  guidelines  for  the  future 
strengthening  and  building  of  the  collections. 

4.  The  sections  in  the  Bureau  made  much  progress  with  their 
preparation  of  individual  service  policy  statements  covering  the 
public  services  provided.  The  present  plan  is  to  complete  this 
project  during  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  aim  of  this  project  is  to 
develop  service  policy  statements  for  each  section  for  inclusion 
in  the  State  Library  staff  operating  manual.  Subsequently  the  j 
sections  will  adapt  these  statements  in  a  form  for  use  by  the  |1 
public,  to  assist  in  orienting  patrons  to  the  services  offered  by  the 
the  State  Library. 

5.  A  Vicomatic  Automatic  Copier  was  installed  in  the  main  Public 
Catalog  area  of  the  Library  in  July  of  1964.  It  is  owned  and 
operated  by  the  State  Library  and  available  for  use  by  the 
public  at  a  cost  of  lOfS  per  copy. 
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Administrative  Legislative  Reference  Section 

During  the  1963/64  fiscal  year  the  Administrative  Legislative  Ref- 
erence Section  handled  more  requests  than  in  the  previous  peak  year, 
1960/61.  The  number  of  requests  received  from  the  Assembly  Legisla- 
tive Reference  Service  was  nearly  double  the  1962/63  figure,  and  more 
of  the  current  requests  involved  literature  searches  and  preparation 
of  bibliographies. 

On  August  27  a  move  to  the  west  end  of  James  L.  Gillis  Hall  neces- 
sitated adjustments  in  procedures  before  the  business  of  the  Section 
could  be  handled  smoothly  again. 

A  new  development  in  service  to  State  agencies  was  the  increase  in 
J  the  number  of  requests  for  library  consultant  services  to  departmental 
libraries.  The  Department  of  Agriculture,  Department  of  Mental  Hy- 
giene, and  the  Colorado  River  Board  were  among  the  several  State 
agencies  that  requested  consultant  services  in  dealing  with  departmental 
library  problems.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Section  had  finished 
compiling  the  first  issue  of  a  new  quarterly  bibliography,  Cultural  Dif- 
ferences, to  be  issued  by  the  State  Personnel  Board. 

The  year  saw  changes  relating  to  the  indexing  program  for  Cali- 
fornia legislative  hearings  and  reports.  The  indexer  completed  the  cata- 
loging of  gift  material  that  had  been  received  during  the  past  two 
years.  In  January  the  Section  began  duplication  of  catalog  cards  by 
multilith,  and  began  supplying  the  Government  Publications  Section 
with  catalog  cards  for  legislative  hearings.  This  change  in  procedures 
resulted  in  the  adoption  of  descriptive  cataloging  rules  to  conform  with 
Library  of  Congress  and  Government  Publications  Section  standards. 

In  1963  the  supervisors  of  departmental  libraries  resumed  informal 
meetings  which  the  Administrative  Legislative  Reference  Section  super- 
visor has  attended. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Section 

Circulation  of  books  to  blind  readers  has  continued  to  increase  by 
about  2,000  per  month  during  this  fiscal  year.  The  Section  has  continued 
cooperation  with  the  classes  in  the  public  schools  for  blind  children  and 
has  tried  to  stimulate  the  blind  children  to  read  more  for  pleasure  as 
well  as  for  their  studies.  One  special  project  was  the  help  given  to  the 
San  Francisco  State  College  Demonstration  School  for  four  blind  stu- 
dents during  the  summer  session,  June  24  through  July  30.  Braille 
books  were  sent  to  be  kept  at  the  school  during  this  period.  Books 
were  selected  to  supplement  materials  used  for  studies  and  others  were 
sent  to  be  used  for  pleasure  reading. 

The  Supervising  Librarian  attended  the  annual  institute  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Children's  Librarians  of  Northern  California  in  Redwood 
City  on  March  12,  and  spoke  as  a  member  of  a  panel,  on  ''The  State 
Library  Serves  Blind  Readers".  On  December  1  she  spoke  to  the  Capitol 
Chapter  of  the  California  Council  of  the  Blind  on  new  developments 
in  the  field  of  library  service  for  the  blind.  She  attended  the  annual 
meeting  of  California  Braille  Transcribers  and  Educators  held  at  the 
Hacienda  Motel  in  Fresno  March  20-21.  On  the  evening  of  March  19 
she  attended  the  banquet  of  the  National  Braille  Club  in  Fresno. 
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A  number  of  contributions  to  the  Books  for  tbe  Blind  Trust  Fund 
were  received.  A  total  of  $150  was  received  as  a  memorial  to  one  of  our 
deceased  readers.  These  memorial  funds  were  used  to  purchase  a 
number  of  Shakespeare's  plays  which  had  been  recorded  by  well-known 
actors.  There  has  been  a  very  enthusiastic  response  to  our  notice  that 
these  plays  are  available. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Library  of  Congress  to  take  over 
the  service  which  we  have  been  giving  to  readers  of  Moon  type.  There 
were  only  13  active  Moon  readers  left  and  the  Moon  volumes  were  taking 
up  a  great  deal  of  shelf  space.  With  this  transfer,  we  could  discard 
the  remaining  Moon  volumes. 

The  weeding  program  has  continued  and  many  surplus  talking  book 
records  and  braille  books  were  discarded. 

The  Supervising  Librarian  attended  the  bimonthly  meetings  of  the 
Coordinating  Committee  on  State  Services  for  the  Blind.  She  con- 
tinued her  quarterly  articles  for  ABC  Digest  (published  by  the  Asso- 
ciated Blind  of  California)  and  prepared  special  copy  for  the  quarterly 
issues  of  News  Notes  for  the  Blind  and  irregular  issues  of  Books  for 
the  Blind  Newsletter.  Quarterly  reports  on  circulation  and  an  annual 
report  on  borrowers  were  compiled  and  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress. 

California  Section 

The  California  Section  set  up  and  manned  an  exhibit  of  California 
Civil  "War  material  at  the  State  Fair  on  Admission  Day,  1963,  as  part 
of  a  program  put  on  by  the  California  Civil  War  Centennials  Com- 
mission and  the  Sacramento  Civil  War  Round  Table. 

On  December  5,  1963,  a  general  shift  was  made  in  the  furniture  ar- 
rangement and  in  the  operation  of  the  Section  to  give  it  a  central  con- 
trol desk,  at  which  patrons  make  their  inquiries,  telephone  calls  are 
received,  and  books  for  home  and  room  use  are  checked  out.  Separate 
staff  and  patron  working  areas  were  established  in  the  move. 

On  February  17,  1964,  Robert  Klassen  was  promoted  from  Librarian 
II  to  Librarian  III  and  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  work  of  the  Section  as  Assistant  Supervising  Librarian.  He 
also  served  with  the  American  Library  Association  library  demon- 
stration exhibit  at  the  New  York  World's  Fair  in  1964. 

Because  a  need  has  been  expressed  for  a  chronological  listing  of 
significant  California  events,  the  California  Section  newspaper  indexer 
has  started  a  limited  chronology  of  some  of  the  major  California  events. 
Also  started  in  the  fall  of  1963  was  a  quarterly  listing  of  California 
Section  new  acquisitions  entitled  New  Arrivals  in  Calif orniana  for  dis- 
tribution to  libraries  and  California  historical  societies. 

Among  notable  acquisitions  by  the  California  Section  was  the  pur- 
chase of  2,455  photographic  negatives  of  California  views  in  the  files 
of  the  McCurry  Photo  Company,  Sacramento,  for  the  period  1908 
to  1950.  Two  historical  consultants  assisted  in  selecting  from  some 
available  40,000  negatives. 

Circulation  Section 

During  this  fiscal  year  the  Supervisor  of  the  Circulation  Section,  as 
a  part  of  the  State  Library  Specialized  Training,  attended  the  Library 
Methods  Analysis  course  conducted  by  Miss  Jewel  Hardkopf,  Librarian- 
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Management  Consultant,  at  the  University  of  California.  Much  of 
the  material  used  in  this  course  has  been  put  into  practice  in  the  Sec- 
tion. The  training  program  in  the  Section  m^s  revised  to  some  degree 
and  patterned  more  closely  after  the  techniques  learned  in  the  class. 

Government  Publications  Section 

Eequests  for  reference  service  and  the  circulation  of  publications,  and 
also  for  consultative  services,  continued  to  increase.  The  number  of 
publications  received  for  addition  to  the  collections  increased  also,  due 
to  the  expansion  of  the  federal  depository  program  and  the  efforts  of  the 
California  State  Publications  Librarian  to  make  state  agencies  aware 
of  their  responsibilities  under  the  California  depository  program.  To 
partially  offset  this  increased  workload,  work  simplification  measures 
were  adopted,  but  backlogs  continued  to  grow  nevertheless. 

Work  Simplification:  The  furniture  in  the  reading  room  and  work 
rooms  was  rearranged  to  provide  better  access  to  files  by  the  staff  and 
the  public,  and  better  defined  service  and  working  areas. 

The  transfer  of  all  California  circulating  copies  to  stack  7  and  of 
all  U.S.  publications  to  stack  11  was  completed,  thus  facilitating  paging 
and  shelving. 

A  cooperative  arrangement  was  worked  out  with  the  Administrative 
Legislative  Reference  Service  for  the  latter  to  supply  the  Government 
Publications  Section  with  cards  for  California  legislative  hearings. 

Mechanical  reproduction  of  cards  for  the  checklists  was  studied  and 
will  be  given  further  consideration  during  fiscal  year  1964/65. 
j    Special  Programs:  The  three-year  weeding  project  was  completed 
|;with  the  review  during  the  1963/64  fiscal  year  of  state  publications  other 
jthan  California  and  of  U.S.  government  publications. 

U.S.  Depository  Program:  The  staff  of  the  Section  was  augmented  by 
appointments  to  the  two  new  positions  (Librarian  III  and  Senior  Typist 
jClerk)  created  as  a  result  of  the  Library's  designation  as  a  regional 
idepository  for  U.S.  government  publications.  In  addition  to  the  review 
of  applications  of  libraries  wishing  to  become  federal  depositories,  and 
{the  provision  of  assistance  to  libraries  wishing  to  dispose  of  federal 
jdocuments,  a  study  was  made  of  the  distribution  of  the  existing  deposi- 
Itories  and  of  the  districts  where  additional  depositories  might  be  au- 
thorized. 

J  California  Depository  Program:  Location  standards  for  depositories 
for  California  state  publications  were  revised  to  allow  waiving,  under 
certain  conditions,  the  requirement  that  depositories  must  be  at  least 
|50  miles  apart  in  districts  where  the  population  is  less  than  500  per- 
isons  per  square  mile,  thus  enabling  new  depositories  to  be  desig- 
inated.  A  revision  of  the  disposal  policies  for  depositories  was  drafted 
[and  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  program 
ito  aid  a  small  county  depository  through  consultation  between  the  head 
librarian  and  the  California  State  Publications  Librarian  was  con- 
jtinued,  with  encouraging  results. 

The  Organization  and  Cost  Control  Division  of  the  State  Dept.  of 
jFinance,  at  the  request  of  the  State  Library,  conducted  a  study  to  de- 
jtermine  the  methods  of  compiling  and  reproducing  California  State 
Publications  and  concluded  that  the  present  methods  should  be  con- 
itinued. 
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Reference  Section 

The  long  contemplated  shift  and  relocation  of  the  furniture  and  ref- 
erence collections  in  Gillis  Hall  was  completed.  The  effect  for  the  Ref- 
erence Section  has  been  to  place  the  Reference  staff  in  a  much  more 
compact  and  efficient  area.  Another  advantage  has  been  to  separate  the 
Reading  Room  area  from  the  work  areas. 

The  Weeding  Project  was  completed  in  June  1964.  The  evaluation 
reports  submitted  by  the  subject  specialists  employed  as  consultants  to 
review  the  collections  will  be  analyzed  extensively  by  the  Reference 
Section  staff  during  the  coming  year.  Also  completed  by  the  staff  of  the 
Reference  Section  was  the  weeding  of  the  Reference  collection. 

In  February  1964  the  Reference  Section  commenced  a  new  acquisi- 
tions list.  This  is  to  be  issued  quarterly  and  will  be  a  listing  of  foreign 
language  acquisitions.  It  is  to  be  supplemented  by  several  retrospec- 
tive bibliographies  covering  various  languages.  The  overall  plan  is  to 
achieve  a  reasonably  complete  listing  of  all  foreign  language  books 
added  to  the  State  Library  since  January  1961.  The  lists  do  not  in- 
clude dictionaries,  grammars,  or  readers. 

Sutro  Library 

Highlights  of  the  fiscal  year  1963/64  were  a  number  of  special,  co- 
operative bibliographical  projects  in  which  Sutro  Library  participated. 
First  in  point  of  time  was  the  filming  of  the  special  chronological  card 
file  of  English  pamphlet  titles  (c. 30, 000)  for  the  University  of  California 
at  Los  Angeles  and  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  libraries. 
Second  was  the  filming  of  the  WPA-Sutro  Project  Catalog  Books  and  \ 
Pamphlets    of   the   Protestant   Reformation    for    the    Foundation    of  • 
Reformation  Research,  St.  Louis,  and  the  start  of  the  process  of  filming  i| 
the  various  works,  as  particular  titles  were  requested.  In  the  spring! 
the  Shakespeare  folios  M'^ere  displayed  on  Dr.  Frank  Baxter's  nation- j 
wide  Shakespeare  series  on  television,  then  were  made  available  to  Stan- ! 
ford  University  for  exhibit  during  the  summer.  As  the  fiscal  year  ended,  j 
Sutro  Library  began  a  project  of  photocopying  the  catalog  cards  repre-| 
senting  the  Library's  collection  of  rare  16th  Century  Lutheran  tracts! 
for  the  Center  for  Reformation  and  Renaissance  Studies,  Victoria  Col- 
lege, Toronto,  prior  to  copying  the  full  individual  works  as  requested 
by  the  Center. 

LAW  LIBRARY 

All  phases  of  work  showed  the  same  persistent  increase  exhibited  in, 
previous  years.  This  included  reference  inquiries,  circulation  (in  spite i 
of  the  revision  of  the  loan  period  and  discontinuance  of  renewals),! 
photo  copying,  books  shelved  and  books  cataloged,  classed  and  bound. 
The  revision  and  rehabilitation  of  the  public  card  catalog  was  com- 
pleted. Classification  by  the  new  international  law  scheme  (KJ) — a; 
joint  Los  Angeles  County  Law  Library-California  State  Law  Libraryl 
undertaking — was  commenced.  I

Depository  contracts  were  made  for  four  count}''  law  libraries  and 
five  county  law  libraries  were  visited  and  surveyed.  A  Handbook  for 
a  California  County  Laiv  Liljrary  Basic  Collection  was  issued  with 
the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Else  Richards,  law  librarian  of  the  Kern 
County  Law  Library.  In-service  training  was  given  to  three  county  law 
library  employees. 

The  sending  of  California  enrolled  bills  to  the  American  Bar  Founda- 
tion's Current  Legislative  Index  Project  continued.  The  California 
Attorney  General  checklist  of  reports  and  opinions  was  prepared,  and 
and  the  California  session  law  and  statutes  checklist  updated  for  the 
American  Association  of  Law  Libraries'  ChecJclist  of  Basic  American 
Legal  Pndlications. 

The  1964  edition  of  the  California  Law  Library  Basic  List  was 
issued  as  was  the  quarterly  Selected  Publications  Added  to  the  Law 
Library.  A  series  of  law  library  papers  was  started  as  a  preliminary 
portion  of  a  planned  California  legal  research  guide.  A  quarterly 
Index  to  California  Legal  Periodicals  and  Documents  was  begun  in 
February  1964. 

Bibliographies  were  prepared  on  the  ''Colorado  River  Dispute", 
"California  Constitutions  and  Constitutional  Conventions",  "Discrim- 
ination in  Housing",  "Grand  Jury  in  California",  "New  Aspects  of 
Real  Estate  Law",  and  "California  Administrative  Law."  Previously 
issued  bibliographies  on  reapportionment,  public  tort  liability  and 
capital  punishment  were  revised.  A  bibliography  on  insurance  law 
was  prepared  for  the  Continuing  Education  of  the  Bar  publication 
handbook. 

TECHNICAL  SERVICES  BUREAU 

Fiscal  1963-64  saw  'the  successful  termination  of  the  three-year 
weeding  project,  which  ended  June  30,  1964.  Another  project  com- 
pleted during  the  fiscal  year  was  the  physical  consolidation  of  certain 
Dewey  classification  books  and  periodicals  with  Library  of  Congress 
items.  The  project  of  recataloging  periodicals  and  continuations  was 
continued. 

The    Processing    Center    completed    its    sixth    year    of    operation, 

with  an  expanded  service  to  twenty-one  contracting  libraries  through- 

1  out  the  State. 

!     Regular  monthly  Bureau  meetings  were  continued,  as  well  as  the 

'weekly  meetings  between  the  Section  Supervisors  and  the  Principal 

Librarian.

Catalog  Section 

A  total  of  8,200  titles  were  cataloged,  including  183  new  periodical 
'titles  and  203  continuations.  The  State  Library's  weeding  project  was 

concluded  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Catalog  records  for  2,582  dis- 
;  carded  titles  were  processed  during  1963/64.  Other  continuing  projects 
iwere  the  recataloging  of  periodicals  (436  titles)  and  continuations  (202 
I  titles).  The  section  assumed  the  duty  of  cataloging  all  new  acquisitions 

of  the  Sutro  Library  on  January  2, 1964. 
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Order  Section 

The  continuing  program  of  purchasing  expensive  bibliographic  ref- 
erence sets  tended  to  reduce  the  number  of  titles  ordered  and  received 
in  1963/64,  despite  the  increased  book  budget.  A  result  of  this  was  to 
hny  the  list  of  titles  to  be  ordered  out  of  the  1964/65  funds. 

The  program  of  increased  Sutro  Library  acquisitions,  both  by  pur- 
chase and  by  exchange,  was  continued  for  the  third  consecutive  fiscal 
year.  General  and  California  gifts  increased  from  879  titles  in  1962/63 
to  1,118  titles  in  1963/64. 

Periodicals  Section 

The  Periodicals  Reading  Room  continued  to  increase  in  use  by  the 
public,  as  shown  in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  assistance 
and  information  from  5646  in  1962/63  to  7923  in  1963/64.  In  the  proc- 
essing area  the  requests  for  information  on  serials  increased  from  6220 
in  1962/63  to  7805  in  1963/64.  Requests  for  assistance  in  the  Microfilm 
Reading  Room  totaled  662  for  its  first  full  year  as  a  Periodicals  Sec- 
tion service.  There  has  been  an  increase  for  microfilm  interlibrary  loan 
requests  and  for  projection  prints. 

Reclassification  of  periodical  titles  and  the  central  serial  record  of 
periodicals  continued  with  holdings  of  760  titles  recorded.  University 
series  transfers  were  examined  and  recorded.  Several  internal  section 
procedures  were  reviewed  and  streamlined  for  more  efficient  production. 

Processing  Center 

Twenty-one  member  libraries  contracted  to  send  56,800  volumes 
through  the  Processing  Center  at  a  cost  of  $1.40  per  volume,  and  the 
Center  became  supporting  during  1963/64.  Approximately  53,400  vol- 
umes were  processed  and  shipped  during  this  period. 

The  Advisory  Committee  met  on  April  2,  1964  to  discuss  cataloging 
questions  and  met  again  on  June  5  to  elect  a  chairman  and  discuss 
Processing  Center  problems.  Mrs.  Alice  Mathisen,  County  Librarian 
of  Tehama  County,  was  elected  chairman. 

Property  and  Shipping  Section 

Incoming  shipments  rose  from  177,032  in  1962/63  to  201,011  in 
1963/64.  Outgoing  shipments  went  from  a  1962/63  figure  of  174,758  to 
a  1963/64  196,069. 

The  consolidation  of  the  Dewey  classification  was  completed  during 
the  fiscal  year.  364  titles  (6559  volumes)  of  periodicals  were  removed 
from  the  shelves,  processed  and  refiled.  96  titles  (2539  volumes)  of 
continuations  were  removed  from  the  shelves,  processed  and  refiled  un- 
der the  Library  of  Congress  classification. 

Furniture  was  moved  and  rearranged  in  the  California  Section,  the 
Government  Publications  Section  and  the  Library  Consultant  Bureau. 
The  entire  Reading  Room  furniture  and  book  collection,  including  Ad- 
ministrative-Legislative Reference,  was  shifted  and  rearranged. 

A  new  Drive-Up  Book  Return  was  acquired  and  placed  near  the  old 
one. 
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Union  Catalog  Unit 

During  fiscal  1963/64  the  Unit  maintained  its  schedule  of  making  in- 
formation sent  in  available  within  a  few  v/eeks  of  receipt.  Among  the 
197,626  cards  received  for  processing,  160,382  cards  for  new  titles  and 
editions  were  filed.  34,382  of  these  were  titles  new  to  the  Union  Catalog. 
833  further  new  titles  were  added  through  the  List  of  Unlocated  Books, 
making  a  total  of  35,300  new  titles  and  editions.  At  the  same  time  2299 
new  titles  were  added  to  the  Childrens'  File,  and  140  to  the  News- 
paper File.  There  are  now  about  1,664,000  cards  in  the  main  file  of  the 
Union  Catalog. 

The  procedure  of  making  added  entries  is  now  fully  established,  and 
nearly  16,000  added  entry  cards  were  made  during  the  year.  Added 
entries  of  various  kinds,  mainly  title  references,  are  made  for  all  new 
titles  where  they  are  judged  needful.  Added  entries  are  also  being  made 
for  entries  already  in  the  Union  Catalog  in  a  project  that  is  expected 
to  last  several  years.  During  1963/64,  449  of  the  3270  trays  were 
edited  this  way. 

Book  Repair  Section 

During  the  fiscal  year  2133  books  and  4495  pamphlets  were  bound 
and  6021  items  were  repaired.  Over  40  pictures  were  mended  and  270 
maps  were  mounted.  As  part  of  the  periodical  reclassification  project 
7984  volumes  were  renumbered,  84  volumes  of  newspapers  were  col- 
lated and  bound. 

.  Photo  Services  Section 

This  year  pointed  noticeably  to  an  increased  use  of  photography, 
particularly  on  individual  requests  and  orders  for  multiple  negatives 
and  enlarged  prints.  The  488  negatives  and  300  enlargements  made 
exceeded  last  year's  total.  The  211  requests  for  microfilm  projection 
prints  was  twice  last  year's  figure.  The  total  of  hard  copy  instant  prints 
was  14,636,  also  doubling  the  previous  year's  production  figure.  The 
newspaper  microfilming  program  closed  with  15,917  feet  added  to  the 
collection. 

Other  accomplishments  included  the  following :  Photostats ;  649 
prints,  newspaper  collation ;  164  volumes,  cleaning  and  maintenance  of 
microfilm  in  the  collection;  1,378  rolls. 

LIBRARY  CONSULTANT  SERVICES 

Personnel  changes  and  the  added  responsibility  for  administering  the 
Public  Library  Development  Act  program  necessitated  a  revision  of 
the  consultant  library  assignments:  the  workload  was  redistributed, 
and  the  consultants  in  charge  of  the  state  and  federal  grants-in-aid 
programs  were  assigned  fewer  libraries.  Although  there  continue  to  be 
professional  staff  vacancies,  the  consultants  increased  the  number  of 
meetings  attended,  libraries  visited,  and  special  studies  completed  for 
fiscal  1963-64  as  compared  with  the  previous  fiscal  year's  totals. 

A  Supervising  Clerk,  with  the  working  title  of  Research  Assistant, 
was  added  to  the  clerical  staff  in  order  to  assist  in  the  compilation  and 
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preparation  of  statistical  and  other  reports  and  to  assume  additional 
duties  of  a  sub-professional  nature. 

Extensive  office  remodeling  was  undertaken  to  give  some  degree  of 
privacy  to  the  professional  staff.  In  addition,  the  room  housing  the  pro- 
fessional reading  collection  was  converted  into  a  receptionist's  office  as 
the  increasing  number  of  visitors  and  phone  calls  made  such  an  arrange- 
ment necessary. 

Travel  Sfafistics  and  Visifors  to  ihe  Consultant  Services 

The  consultants,  in  the  course  of  visiting  101  libraries  during  the 
fiscal  year,  made  a  total  of  178  visits.  Several  libraries  received  recur- 
ring visits  as  the  consultants  collected  statistics  and  background  in- 
formation for  prospective  reports  or  did  follow-up  work  on  the  imple- 
mentation of  recommendations  made  in  previously  published  studies. 
In  addition,  there  were  95  visits  made  to  the  Consultant  Services  office 
by  librarians,  governing  officials,  foreign  visitors  and  others  interested 
in  public  libraries. 

Special  Studies  and  Publications 

Six  special  studies  were  completed  and  published  during  fiscal 
1963-64 :

Expanded,  library  services  for  Orange,  a  study  with  recommenda- 
tions, by  Margaret  Ward. 

A  proposed  public  library  development  program  for  Tuoluomne 
County,  A  report  with  recommendations,  by  Florence  E.  Biller. 

The  Albany  Library,  its  function  and  its  future,  by  Esther  L.  Mardon. 

Additional  studies  were  in  varying  degrees  of  completion  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

Bureau  publications  included  the  bimonthly  Up  and  Down  the  State 
With  the  Library  Consultants,  the  Salary  Information  Service  compila- 
tions, and  the  quarterly  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries.  The  Fall, 
1963,  issue  of  News  Notes  included  several  articles  on  the  current  pro- 
grams and  services  of  the  California  State  Library. 

Meetings  and  Workshops 

Staff  members  attended  a  total  of  80  meetings  concerned  with  public 
library  development  or  with  planning,  economic  and  governmental 
patterns  in  the  state.  The  increase,  almost  double  the  previous  year's 
total,  was  due  in  part  to  the  increased  number  of  multi-library  sys-j 
tems:  25  sj'stem  meetings  were  attended.  Consultant  services  person- 
nel also  participated  in  regional  meetings  held  by  the  Library  Services 
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Branch  of  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  and  by  the  American  Library 
Association  Statistics   Coordinating  Project  Committee. 

The  State  Library's  annual  workshop  was  co-sponsored  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Library  Association  and  was  on  the  subject  ''Your  Library  in 
the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California."  Total  attendance 
numbered  almost  200  as  ninety-one  librarians  and  governing  officials 
attended  the  section  held  in  Palm  Springs  and  100  participated  in  the 
Palo  Alto  section. 

Federal  Projects 

Forty-five  years  of  effort  by  residents  of  Mendocino  County  culmi- 
nated in  the  June  2,  1964,  election  when  county  voters  approved  the 
establishment  of  the  Mendocino  County  Library,  the  first  new  county 
library  established  in  California  since  1949.  Since  June,  1962,  county- 
wide  library  service  had  been  provided  by  the  Mendocino  County 
Library  Demonstration  Project,  which  was  financed  by  Library  Services 
Act  funds  and  supervised  by  the  California  State  Library.  At  the  end 
of  the  demonstration  period  in  June,  1964,  the  State  turned  the  com- 
plete demonstration  project  over  to  the  County;  the  project  repre- 
sented an  investment  of  $235,000  of  federal  funds  and  included :  2 
bookmobiles ;  20,000  processed  and  cataloged  volumes ;  office  and  library 
equipment;  collections  of  Ip  records,  college  catalogs,  state  publica- 
tions, statutes  and  codes.  In  addition,  NBC  membership  had  provided 
county  residents  with  access  to  the  system's  total  of  900,000  volumes  and 
other  services.  Thus,  the  Mendocino  County  Library  Demonstration 
Project  joins  its  sister  projects  of  previous  years  which  were  founded 
with  federal  funds  and  continued,  after  the  demonstration  period,  with 
local  support:  San  Joaquin  Valley  Information  Service,  Processing 
Center,  Butte  and  San  Diego  bookmobiles. 

Establishment  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  as  an 

independent  public  agency  was  the  outstanding   event  for  NBC   in 

1963-64,  and  was  effected  under  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  agreement 

by  the  sixteen  jurisdictions.  The  new  formation  was  a  necessity  pre- 

j  paratory  to  NBC's  consolidating  within  a  single  building  those  projects 

presently  housed  and  administered  by  various  libraries  of  the  system. 

Development  of  a  plan  of  service  in  order  to  qualify  as  a  system  under 

the  Public  Library  Development  Act  was  a  major  project;  NBC  quali- 

;  fied  for  establishment  and  per  capita  grants  for  a  total  of  $130,453, 

which  will  finance  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  reference  centers 

i  of  graduated  levels  of  strength.  For  the  first  time  in  NBC's  lifetime, 

I  all  of  the  system's  professional  positions  were  filled  and  the  impetus 

I  given  to  the  system's  program  by  the  full  staff  was  evidenced  by  an 

I  increase   in   systemwide    activities   and   projects:    a   union   reference 

;  catalog,  revised  juvenile  replacement  lists,  and  subject  lists  for  young 

I  adults  were  published  and  distributed  to  member  libraries ;  workshops 

\  on  reference  referral  and  use  of  the  teletype,  and  on  reference  service 

'  to  young  adults  were  conducted;  the  childrens'  collections  of  several 

j  member  libraries  were  evaluated;  classification  and  salary  schedules 

1  for  system  personnel  were  studied;  and  the  teletype  study  was  up- 

!  <iated. 
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Public  Library  Development  Act 

A  new  era  in  California  public  library  service  began  when  the  first 
California  State  grants-in-aid  were  made  in  fiscal  1963-64.  Although 
the  sum  appropriated  to  implement  the  Public  Library  Development 
Act  was  only  $850,000,  interest  and  participation  in  the  program  were 
remarkably  high :  grants  were  made  to  46  percent  of  the  public  libraries 
which  were  financially  eligible  to  apply;  and  35  percent  of  the  state's 
total  population  is  served  by  the  nine  library  systems  formed  under  the 
act.  Sixteen  joint  planning  grants  (involving  74  individual  libraries) 
were  approved  for  a  total  of  $165,961 ;  5  multi-library  systems  were 
awarded  $247,561  in  establishment  grants;  9  per  capita  grants 
amounted  to  $386,478.  Of  the  five  multi-library  systems  awarded 
establishment  grants,  two  were  able  to  capitalize  on  foundations  fi- 
nanced by  the  Library  Services  Act  funds :  the  North  Bay  Cooperative 
Library  System,  and  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System,  whose 
members  had  prior  cooperative  experience  in  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Information  Service.  The  other  m.ulti-library  systems  established  under 
PLDA  are  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Library  System,  the  Black  Gold 
Cooperative  Library  System,  and  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  Sys- 
tem. Several  of  the  planning  groups  intend  to  publish  reports.  One 
issued  during  the  fiscal  year,  A  Proposed  Mother  Lode  Library  System 
by  Griffenhagen-Kroeger,  Inc.  (March,  1964),  concerned  the  feasibility 
of  combining  the  public  libraries  of  the  counties  of  Placer  and  El 
Dorado  and  of  the  cities  of  Auburn,  Lincoln,  and  Roseville  into  a 
single  library  system  under  the  Public  Library  Development  Act. 
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CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 
ANNUAL  STATISTICS 

California  library  law  specifies  that  the  State  Librarian  shall  "col- 
lect and  preserve  statistics  and  other  information  pertaining  to  librar- 
ies, which  shall  be  made  available  to  other  public  libraries  within 
the  State  applying  for  the  information. 

Such  statistics  are  supplied,  in  tabular  form,  in  the  pages  immedi- 
ately following.  Permanent  files  of  the  annual  reports  from  which  the 
statistics  are  compiled  are  maintained  in  the  State  Library's  Consultant 
Services  Bureau. 

Definitions 

A  library  system  includes  a  central  library  or  libraries  with  branches 
and/or  co-operating  libraries,  and  with  smaller  library  service  points 
jointly  providing  the  public  library  facilities  of  the  area. 

The  term  puMic  library  is  used  in  the  broad  sense,  to  include  city, 
county,  and  district  libraries  which  have  been  legally  established  by 
public  officials,  are  supported  by  income  from  taxation  or  other  public 
funds,  and  have  their  own  trustee  or  other  civil  governing  body. 

An  agency  is  any  service  point,  such  as  a  central  library,  affiliated 
library,  branch  station,  or  bookmobile  station,  that,  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  public  library  system,  distributes  books  or  otherwise  renders 
library  service  to  the  public. 

An  affiliated  public  library  is  a  regularly  established  city  or  district 
library  which  has  joined  the  county  library  for  supplementary  service. 
The  city  or  district  library  retains  its  own  trustees  or  other  governing 
body,  and  the  city  makes  an  appropriation  for  this  local  public  library 
in  addition  to  paying  the  county  library  tax. 

A  branch  (according  to  California  Public  Library  Service  Stand- 
ards) is  a  basic  library  unit  operating  as  part  of  a  library  system  and 
with  its  services  available  to  the  public  some  part  of  five  days  a  week. 
It  is  located  in  quarters  with  floor  area  of  not  less  than  1,400  square 
feet,  housing  a  general  collection  of  at  least  7,000  voh^mes.  It  has  a  staff 
equivalent  to  at  least  one  professional  and  one  nonprofessional  em- 
ployee on  duty  during  time  the  branch  is  open  to  the  public. 

A  station  is  a  library  unit  smaller  than  a  branch  and  operating  as 
part  of  a  library  system.  A  school  which  is  served  by  a  public  library 
and  has  not  a  central  library  room  meeting  the  conditions  of  a  branch 
is  a  school  station.  It  is  counted  as  one  agency  even  though  the  books 
may  be  divided  into  a  number  of  classroom  collections.  A  branch  housed 
in  a  school  but  giving  service  to  the  whole  community  is  counted  as  a 
communit}^  agency;  a  school  agency  affiliated  for  school  service,  as  a 
school  agency. 

Circulation  represents  statistics  kept  of  actual  count  according  to  an 
established  system.  Total  circulation  of  book  m^aterials  is  the  count  of 
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one  for  each  bound  volume,  pamphlet  or  periodical  lent  for  home  use, 
from  the  central  library  and  its  agencies,  and  the  count  of  each  re- 
newal. A  public  library  includes  in  its  total  circulation  the  count  of 
books  lent  from  schools  for  home  use.  A  county  library  also  includes  the 
circulation  of  county  library  books  from  all  its  agencies,  including 
affiliated  libraries,  which  do  not  include  such  count  in  their  own  annual 
report  totals. 

The  collection  and  circulation  of  nonbook  m^aterials  is  counted  sepa- 
rately from  that  of  book  materials.  The  unit  count  of  all  types  of 
sound  recording  is  by  disc  or  reel,  of  films  by  title.  Circulation  of  all 
such  miscellaneous  materials  is  one  for  each  unit  lent.  For  example,  the 
count  of  recordings  is  by  disc,  regardless  of  record  speed  or  numbers 
of  titles  on  a  recording.  The  count  of  films  is  by  title,  and  circulation 
is  equivalent  to  the  number  of  times  a  film  title  is  in  use  for  showings, 
regardless  of  the  number  of  persons  in  the  audience  for  such  showings. 

InterWbrary  loans  are  loans  between  libraries  which  do  not  form 
part  of  a  system.  (Such  intersystem  loans  are  included  under  Ship- 
ments). Circulation  by  the  borrowing  library  of  a  book  borrowed  on 
interlibrary  loan  is  included  in  circulation;  the  interlibrary  loan  itself 
is  not. 

A  shipment  from  the  central  library  is  a  group  of  items  sent  to  one 
agency  at  one  time. 

The  count  of  employees  is  by  total  number  and  by  full-time  equiva- 
lent of  part-time  and  other  emploj^ees.  Professional  emploj^ees  are  de- 
fined as  those  who  are  college  or  university  and  library  school  grad- 
uates, and  those  who  have  attained  professional  status  through  library 
experience  and/or  examination.  The}^  perform  work  of  professional 
grade  which  requires  training  and  skill  in  the  theoretical  or  scientific 
parts  of  library  work  (as  distinguished  from  its  merely  mechanical 
parts).  If  paid  from  the  library  budget,  janitors  and  building  force 
are  included  in  the  total  count  of  employees. 

Operating  expenses  are  divided  into  three  categories :  salaries,  library 
materials,  service  and  supplies. 

Capital  expenses  include  only  such  major  outlay  items  as  buildings, 
additions  and  remodeling,  sites,  furniture  and  equipment,  motor  vehi- 
cles. Expenditures  for  books  and  other  "library  materials"  are  listed 
under  operating  expenses,

Payments  for  establishment  and  per  capita  grants  are  made  on  a  quarterly  basis  during  the  year  fol- 
lowing approval  of  grants.  Funds  for  these  grants  were  encumbered  by  the  State  prior  to  the  close  of 
fiscal  1963-64,  and  first  quarterly  payments  made  to  grantees  whose  applications  were  approved  in  1963-64 
on  or  about  the  end  of  fiscal  li963-64  and  the  beginning  of  fiscal  1964-65,  with  the  following  three 
quarterly  payments  to  be  made  during  fiscal  1964-65.  Therefore  local  expenditures  from  these  funds  are 
being  made  in  the  year  1964-65.  Accounting  of  these  funds  will  be  reported  as  local  expenditures  for 
the  year  1964-65.

CALIFORNIA  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS  GROUPED  BY 
POPULATION  OF  AREA  TAXED  AND  SERVED 

Grouping  of  public  libraries  on  the  basis  of  population  served  follows 
to  some  extent  the  classification  of  libraries  employed  in  tbe  Public 
Library  Inquiry  and  specifications  in  the  Public  Library  Service  Stand- 
ards for  California. 

This  listing  of  all  public  libraries  runs  together  county,  district,  and 
municipal  libraries  within  the  five  groups  of  population  they  serve. 

It  should  be  noted,  therefore,  that  the  statistics  for  an  individual 
library  affiliated  with  a  larger  library  will  appear  only  under  the 
larger  population  group  of  the  entire  library  system  (i.e.,  the  total 
population  served  by  all  affiliated  library  units  in  one  system,  such  as 
a  county  library  and  several  affiliated  municipal  or  district  libraries,  or 
such  as  two  county  libraries. 

Since  population  figures  are  for  area  taxed  and  served,  the  population 
listed  for  a  county  library  does  not  include  population  of  cities  or 
districts  (in  that  county)  operating  independent  and  unaffiliated  pub- 
lic libraries.  Population  figures  of  affiliated  libraries  are,  therefore, 
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listed  iu  parentheses  to  indicate  that  they  have  been  included  in  the 
population  figure  for  the  larger  service  unit  or  library  system. 

The  population  figure  for  each  library  jurisdiction  is  based  on  the 
1960  U.S.  Census,  a  special  census  taken  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce,  or  an  estimate  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Finance  of 
the  State  of  California,  v^hichever  v^^as  the  most  recent  at  the  close  of 
fiscal  year  1963-64.

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CLASS  TITLES 

In  the  attempt  to  use  a  fairly  uniform  terminology  for  professional 
library  classes,  we  define  class  titles  in  common  use  in  terms  of  the 
following  general  duty  statements  that  suggest  the  various  levels  of 
personnel  classification : 

Professional  Employee — An  employee  in  a  position  which  requires  col- 
lege or  university  education  and  library  school  graduation,  and  per- 
formance of  work  of  a  grade  which  necessitates  training  and  skill  in 
the  theoretical  or  scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as  distinguished 
from  its  mechanical  parts).  Applies  to  all  classes  in  this  list. 

Assistant  Librarian — Professional  employee  who  co-ordinates  the  work 
of  section  supervisors  or  principal  librarians,  assuming  a  major  por- 
tion of  planning  and  policymaking  for  the  library  as  a  whole. 

Branch  Librarian — Professional  employee  in  charge  of  an  auxiliary 
library  agency  which  has  separate  quarters,  a  permanent  staff,  a 
regular  schedule  and  a  permanent  basic  collection  of  library  mate- 
rials. 

Chief  Librarian — Librarian  who  assumes  responsibility  for  operation  of 
the  entire  library,  integrating  its  work  with  that  of  other  city  ov\ 
county  departments,  university  or  college  departments,  or  other  ma- 
jor parts  of  the  larger  organization;  makes  final  decisions  on  policies, 
plans  and  programs. 

Department  Head — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  the  staff  of  a  major  section  or  department  of  the 
library;  reviews  work  and  passes  on  difficult  problems,  and  does 
highly  skilled  professional  work. 

Junior  Librarian  (Librarian  I) — Beginning  professional  position,  re- 
quiring a  college  or  university  education,  plus  a  degree  from  an 
accredited  library  school.  This  is  the  trainee  grade,  for  which  no 
professional  experience  is  required. 

Principal  Librarian — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  several  sections  or  departments  or  a  particular 
kind  of  work  (e.g.,  children's  work)  in  the  library  system;  makes 
recommendations  on  policy  organization  and  procedures;  develops 
programs  of  service. 

Senior  Librarian  (Librarian  II) — Professional  employee  doing  varied 
and  difficult  professional  library  work  under  general  supervision; 
may  also  be  responsible  for  a  subordinate  function,  and  exercise  su- 
pervisory responsibility  over  a  small  staff  or  act  as  assistant  super- 
visor of  a  large  staff. 

Nonprofessional  Employee — Employee  in  a  position,  the  duties  of  which 
are  of  a  mechanical  and/or  routine  nature,  not  requiring  professional 
library  education.

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1965  COSTS 

Public  Library  Service  Standards  for  California,  revised,  1958,  were 
published  in  the  Spring,  1963,  issue  of  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALI- 
FORNIA LIBRARIES  with  an  accompanying  section  of  1963  costs. 
These  cost  figures  were  ranges  and  averages  of  unit  costs  which  were 
translations  of  the  standards  of  basic  services  into  then  current  costs 
for  a  library  system  serving  100,000  population  and  performing  such 
basic  services  only. 

In  order  to  provide  useful  and  up-to-date  figures  for  librarians  and 
others  making  budget  estimates  and  plans  for  library  development,  the 
California  State  Library  has  continued  to  study  costs  annually,  since 

1963.  Revised  unit  cost  ranges  for  1964  were  published  in  the  Winter, 

1964,  issue  of  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES.  New 
figures  have  been  developed  for  1965,  and  are  printed  below.  The  State 
Library  will  publish  information  on  any  and  all  yearly  changes  in 
the  levels  of  unit  cost  ranges  in  each  subsequent  edition  of  the  Winter, 
statistical  issue. 

In  applying  the  1965  costs  data  in  studies  of  local  library  budgets, 
librarians  and  governing  officials  should  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  the 
figures  have  been  determined  for  library  systems  serving  populations 
of  approximately  100,000  and  meeting  the  minimum  standards,  only, 
and  should  estimate  adjustments  in  the  figures  on  the  basis  of  the  size 
of  population  served  by  their  libraries  and  the  extent  to  which  services 
are  developed  beyond  the  minimum  standards,  in  each  category.  Within 
these  limits  the  cost  figures  may  serve  as  useful  guides  to  libraries 
generally,  by  providing  current  bench  marks.  To  reflect  the  many 
variable  local  factors,  unit  costs  have  been  expressed  not  only  as 
standard  averages  but  also  as  average  ranges  which  will  suggest  rea- 
sonable spreads  of  budget  expenditures. 

The  following  ranges  and  averages  of  unit  costs  are  translations  of 
the  standards  of  basic  service  into  1965  costs  for  a  library  system  serv- 
ing 100,000  population  and  performing  such  basic  services  only: 


Personnel 


For  beginning  Junior  Librarian  (Librarian  I)  with  graduate 
professional  education,  $6,500  minimum  annual  salary,  and  in- 
crements so  that  the  maximum  is  20  percent  above  the  minimum. 
For  professional  classes  of  positions  above  Junior  Librarian,  it 
is  recommended  that  there  should  be  at  least  four  higher  classes, 
with  the  minimum  of  each  higher  class  beginning  at  or  just  above 
the  maximum  of  the  next  lower  class  of  position.  In  such  a  pay 
plan,  the  fifth  professional  class,  that  of  head  of  the  library 
system  serving  a  population  of  approximately  100,000,  will  have 
a  range  of  $13,500-$16,200. 

For  nonprofessional  classes  of  positions  salary  ranges  should  be 
equated  to  approximate  those  of  the  supporting  jurisdiction  and 
should  be  competitive  with  those  of  private  employment.

14.  The  total  project  cost,  exclusive  of  site  and  parking,  will  range 
on  the  average  between  $22.50-$29  per  square  foot. 

Bookmobiles 

A  small  bookmobile  to  hold  1,200-1,800  volumes  will  cost  $7,570- 
$11,900.  A  medium  sized  bookmobile  to  hold  1,800-2,700  volumes 
will  cost  $12,980-$15,140.  A  large  bookmobile  to  hold  2,700-5,500 
volumes  will  cost  $16,225-$24,875.  Prices  for  all  sizes  will  vary 
depending  on  design,  volume  capacity,  and  optional  equipment. 
As  more  types  of  accessory  equipment,  such  as  air  conditioning 
and  other  conveniences,  are  offered  now  than  were  available 
earlier,  the  total  final  costs  of  fully  equipped  bookmobiles  may  be 
proportionately  higher  in  the  ranges  suggested,  each  year. 


*  Although  book  prices  have  increased,  as  shown  by  the  "Index  of  Prices  of  Hard- 
cover Books,  by  Category,  1957—59  through  1964,"  compiled  by  the  Cost  of  Ma- 
terials Index  Committee  of  the  ALA's  Resources  and  Technical  Division  (for 
1957-59),  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  (1960-63),  and  by  the  Booklisting 
Department,  Publishers'  Weekly  (for  1964),  and  published  in  Publishers'  Weekly, 
Jan.  18,  1965,  p.  82,  the  California  public  libraries  sampled  for  unit  costs  of 
library  materials  do  not  report  an  overall  average  rise  in  unit  costs  for  books. 
Some  of  the  reasons  these  libraries  have  managed  to  hold  the  line  on  costs  may 
be  presumed  to  be  (1)  extensive  pubic  library  purchase  of  paperback  editions, 
government  documents  and  other  less  expensive  volumes,  not  included  in  the 
Publishers'  Weekly  study;  (2)  extensive  purchasing  in  specific  categories  of 
books  which  Publishers'  Weekly  reports  as  having  declined  in  price — most  nota- 
bly adult  fiction  and  science. 
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Total  Costs 

The  current  total  operating  costs  for  a  library  system  serving  100,000 
population  and  offering  only  the  basic  library  services  defined  by  the 
standards,  in  terms  of  1965  costs,  will  range  from  $435,000-$49C),000. 
Expenditures  will  be  divided  according  to  the  following  ranges  of  pro- 
portions ;  in  round  figures : 

Salaries    65-76   (70.5%,  average) 

Library  materials 12-17   (14.5%,  average) 

Other  expenses 11-19   (15%,  average) 

The, current  total  capital  costs  for  building  and  equipping  a  library 
system  vary  so  much  with  local  conditions  and  organization  of  branch 
or  affiliated  library  units  that  no  uniformly  applicable  figures  can  be 
established.

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INDEX  TO  NAMES  OF  LIBRARIES 

The  Index  to  Names  of  Libraries  has  been  prepared  to  guide  users 
to  the  place  of  entry  in  the  main  directory  of  special,  university, 
college,  junior  college,  law,  and  public  libraries  not  otherwise  easily 
located.  In  general,  each  library  in  those  categories  which  bears  a 
proper,  memorial  or  technical  name  and  is  not  clearly  identified  with 
the  community  in  which  it  is  located  is  entered  here  under  the  first 
word  of  the  name.  Place  of  entry  in  the  directory  is  italicized. 

All  municipal  libraries  with  memorial  names  have  been  indexed. 
For  quick  reference,  all  county  free  libraries  and  county  law  libraries 
are  indexed,  unless  the  county  seat  and  county  have  the  same  name. 

A  few  libraries  with  geographical  names,  which  are  actually  located 
in  and  entered  in  the  directory  under  a  different  place,  are  indexed 
(i.e.,  Los  Angeles  Pierce  College  Library,  Woodland  Hills). 

Distinctively^  named  departmental  branches  of  university  and  college 
libraries  are  included,  but  the  index  does  not  cover  special  collections 
as  such. 

While  the  index  does  not  attempt  subject  approach,  a  few  general 
finding  references  are  used.  Armed  forces  installation  libraries  are 
listed  together  under  U.S.  Armed  Forces,  and  are  individually  in- 
dexed by  memorial  name,  if  needed. 

The  use  of  inverted  headings  is  limited.  Colleges  and  universities, 
other  than  the  University  of  California  and  the  University  of  South- 
ern California,  have  been  entered  under  the  significant  word  (i.e., 
Siskiyous,  College  of  the).  Punctuation  will  indicate  inversion;  the 
entry  word  in  the  main  directory  follows  the  semicolon.  Multiple  en- 
tries have  been  made  for  a  few  libraries  with  proper  or  memorial  names, 
when  usage  seemed  to  warrant  this  (i.e.,  Henry  E.  Huntington  and 
Huntington;  Henry  E.).

This  issue  of  NEAYS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES  is 
devoted  to  publication  of  the  State  Plans  adopted  in  connection  with 
the  federal  program  of  assistance  to  public  libraries,  the  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act  of  1964.  The  California  State  Plan  for 
Further  Extension  of  Public  Library  Services  is  the  basis  for  the  opera- 
tion and  administration  of  Title  I,  Services;  the  California  State  Plan 
for  Public  Library  Construction,  for  Title  II,  Construction. 

The  plans  as  printed  here  are  current  as  of  September  15,  1965,  and 
incorporate  amendments  made  to  the  plans  as  first  approved  by  the 
U.S.  Commissioner  of  Education  July  1,  1964.  These  amendments  have 
also  been  approved  by  the  commissioner  subsequent  to  that  date. 

Only  the  basic  portions  of  the  two  plans  are  published  here.  Omitted 
are  those  sections  which  are  descriptive  of  specific  projects  planned  for 
or  ongoing  in  the  current  fiscal  year.  As  each  project  is  developed,  a 
description  of  the  program,  budget,  and  source  of  funds  is  submitted 
to  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education.  Upon  federal  approval,  the  project 
description  is  added  to  the  official  State  Plan  involved — services  or 
construction — as  an  amendment,  until  such  time  as  the  project  is 
completed,  revised,  or  discontinued.  As  these  descriptive  sections  do 
not  constitute  the  permanent,  basic  plan,  they  have  been  omitted  in 
this  publication.  A  line  of  periods  has  been  inserted  at  each  point  in 
the  official  text  where  such  omissions  occur. 

Certain  portions  of  the  basic  State  Plan  for  Title  II,  Construction, 
have  also  been  omitted  here  since  they  repeat,  verbatim,  portions  of 
the  text  for  Title  I. 

The  contents  and  format  of  the  State  Plans  follow  the  specifications 
of  the  federal  government  as  outlined  on  form  OE-DSR  358.  The  fed- 
eral government  also  requires  that  supporting  data  and  documents  be 
appended  to  the  official  plans,  when  such  documents,  statutes,  stand- 
ards, etc.,  are  cited  in  the  text  to  substantiate  elements  of  the  plans. 
Because  these  documents  are  available  elsewhere  in  printed  form,  and 
are,  manj^  of  them,  lengthy,  their  texts  are  not  reprinted  here.  Cer- 
tain sections  dealing  with  formal  administrative  details  are  also 
omitted;  these  omissions  are  indicated  by  a  line  of  periods.

The  state  library  administrative  agency  of  California  hereby  sub- 
mits its  State  Plan  for  the  further  extension  of  public  library  services 
to  areas  without  such  services  or  with  inadequate  services,  as  provided 
for  in  Public  Law  597,  84th  Congress,  2nd  Session,  as  amended. 

1 .0  The  State  Agency 

1.1  Name  of  State  Agency.  The  legal  name  of  the  state  library  ad- 
ministrative agency,  defined  in  section  304(b)  of  the  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act,  is :  Division  of  Libraries,  Department 
of  Education.  This  agency  is  also  referred  to  as  the  California 
State  Library,  which  is  the  name  used  in  the  State  Plan. 

1.2  Official  Title  of  Officer.  The  official  titles  of  the  officer  of  the  state 
agency  authorized  to  submit  plan  material  are: 

State  Librarian  and 

Chief,  Division  of  Libraries. 

1.3  Authority.  Following  is  a  a  brief  description  (with  pertinent 
state  laws  and  opinions  attached  or  cited)  of  the  legal  authority 
of  the  state  agency  to  carry  out  the  State  Plan  with  particular 
reference  to: 

(a)  The  authority  of  the  Division  of  Libraries  to  extend  and 
develop  public  library  service  throughout  California,  and, 
therefore,  to  carry  out  the  program  described  in  this  plan,  is 
contained  in  two  letters,  dated  December  26,  1956,  and  Febru- 
ary 27,  1964,  from  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

(b)  The  authority  of  the  California  Department  of  Education  to 
receive  and  spend  the  funds  allocated  to  California  under  the 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  is  contained  in  the 
Education  Code,  Section  27053,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  State  Department  of  Education  is  hereb}^  named 
and  designated  as  the  proper  state  agency  to  accept,  receive 
and  administer  any  and  all  funds,  moneys  or  library  ma- 
terials, granted,  furnished,  provided,  appropriated,  dedicated 
or  made  available  by  the  United  States  or  any  of  its  depart- 
ments, commissions,  boards,  bureaus  or  agencies  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  aid  to  public  libraries  in  the  State  of  California." 
(California  Stats.  1945:376,  Ch.  61) 

The  California  State  Library  has  been  designated  as  tte 
agency  and  the  State  Librarian  as  the  officer  to  administer 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  funds  for  California. 

Reference  is  made  to  that  designation  in  the  letters  from 
the  Attorney  General  of  California,  dated  December  26,  1956 
and  February  27,  1964. 

(263) 
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(c)  The  appropriation  of  funds  for  the  fiscal  year  ...  for  the 
State  Department  of  Education  is  contained  in  the  Budget  Act 
of  ...  ,  Assembly  Bill  No.  .  .  .  ,  California  Legislature,  .  .  . 
Session.  The  appropriation  for  the  Division  of  Libraries  ap- 
pears as  Item  .  .  . ;  the  appropriation  for  assistance  to  public 
libraries  appears  as  Item  .... 

(d)  Certain  parts  of  the  California  program  under  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act  will  be  carried  out  by  county 
libraries.  Authority  for  the  supervision  of  those  libraries  is 
contained  in  California  Education  Code,  Section  27260,  which 
reads : 

"The  county  free  libraries  are  under  the  general  super- 
vision  of  the  State  Librarian,  who  shall  from  time  to  time, 
either  personally  or  by  one  of  his  assistants,  visit  the  county 
free  libraries  and  inquire  into  their  condition.  The  actual  and 
necessary  expenses  of  the  visits  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Division  of  Libraries." 

Contracts  will  be  made  with  county,  district,  and  municipal 
libraries  carrying  out  some  part  of  the  California  program. 
Copies  of  these  contracts  will  be  furnished  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  as  thej^  are  made.  Authority  for  the  state 
to  enter  into  contracts  with  local  jurisdictions  is  contained  in 
the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Act,  California  Government 
Code,  Title  1,  Division  7,  Chapter  5,  Article  1.  Such  contracts 
will  contain  provision  for  supervision  of  the  local  agencies  con- 
cerned by  the  State  Librarian. 

1.4  Organization  and  BesponsiMlity  of  the  State  Agency 

(a)  Following  are  the  units  of  the  State  Library  agency  involved 
in  the  library  extension  program,  and  their  pertinent  func- 
tions: 

Every  unit  of  the  State  Library  is  involved,  directly  or  in- 
directly in  the  library  extension  program.  The  five  major  divi- 
sions of  the  Library  are  Administration,  Reader  Services,  Tech- 
nical Services,  Library  Consultant  Services,  and  the  Law 
Library.  Pertinent  functions  of  each  with  regard  to  the  exten- 
sion program  are  as  follows: 

Administration:  Management  and  administration  of  the 
entire  State  Library  are  the  responsibility  of  the  State  Librar- 
ian, assisted  by  the  Assistant  State  Librarian.  Stenographic 
services  for  the  organization,  including  maintenance  of 
certain  personnel  and  business  records  are  concentrated  in 
the  stenographic  and  clerical  staff  under  the  direction  of  the 
Assistant  State  Librarian.  As  the  organization  chart  furnished 
as  1.4(b)  of  this  plan  indicates,  the  time  of  all  administrative 
personnel  is  distributed  over  the  entire  library  and  contributes 
directly  to  the  total  extension  program  of  the  California  State 
Library, 
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Reader  Services :  The  purpose  of  this  State  Library  activity 
is  to  supplement  the  resources  of  local  libraries  rather  than  to 
serve  as  a  primary  source  of  library  materials.  Thus,  the  State 
Library  purchases  m^aterial  of  permanent  value,  rare  and 
expensive  volumes,  and  important  reference  volumes  that  may 
be  needed  urgently  upon  occasion,  but  not  needed  often  in 
most  libraries.  Material  from  the  California  State  Library  is 
available  to  everyone  in  the  state.  A  fundamental  point  in  the 
service  is  that,  in  a  community  where  there  is  a  library,  all 
requests  must  be  handled  by  the  local  library.  However,  in  a 
community  where  there  is  no  library,  an  individual  may  apply 
directly  to  the  State  Library  and  receive  service. 

Each  of  the  Reader  Services  sections  (Reference,  California, 
Government  Publications  Sections,  Administrative-Legislative 
Reference  Section  and  the  Sutro  Library)  provides  loan  and 
reference  services  in  its  field  to  residents  of  the  entire  state. 
The  lending  policy  of  the  library  is  unusually  broad  and 
permits  loan  of  many  types  of  materials  not  usually  available 
for  circulation  in  libraries,  such  as  newspapers  on  film,  bound 
periodicals,  reproductions  of  art  works,  genealogy  and  local 
history  materials  (a  major  proportion  of  the  collection  of  the 
Sutro  Library),  government  publications,  books  for  the  blind 
(including  talking  books  and  record  players),  and  many  books 
frequently  classified  as  reference  volumes.  In  addition,  a  num- 
ber of  bibliographies  are  published  by  the  Reference  Section 
and  the  Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section,  an 
annual  listing  of  California  documents  by  the  Government 
Publications  Section,  a  bibliography  of  New  Arrivals  in  Ameri- 
can Local  History  and  Genealogy  by  the  Sutro  Library,  and  a 
quarterly  listing  of  new  aequistions  by  the  California  Section. 
Each  of  these  bibliographic  services  is  extensively  used  by 
local  libraries  and  their  readers.  Proportionally,  the  Adminis- 
trative-Legislative Reference  Section  and  the  Sutro  Library 
are  less  concerned  with  extension  services  than  are  other  sec- 
tions of  the  Reader  Services  Bureau,  but  each  provides  a 
considerable  amount.  The  Circulation  Section  and  Interlibrary 
Shipments  perform  the  functions  indicated  by  their  titles. 

The  Books  for  the  Blind  Section,  also  part  of  the  Reader 
Services  Bureau,  is  one  of  the  regional  centers  designated  by 
the  Library  of  Congress  for  distribution  of  embossed  type 
books  and  talking  book  records  to  blind  readers  throughout 
California  and  Nevada.  Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  the  area  upon  application. 
The  section  also  lends  writing  appliances  and  games  to  the 
blind.  Two  publications  are  issued  by  the  Section :  Books  for 
the  Blind  Newsletter  is  sent  to  all  Talking  Book  readers ; 
News  Notes  for  the  Blind  is  sent  to  all  braille  readers. 

Technical  Services:  The  Technical  Services  Bureau  is  com- 
posed of  the  Order  Section,  the  Periodicals  Section,  the  Catalog 
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Section,  the  Book  Repair  Section,  the  Property  and  Shipping 
Section,  the  Union  Catalog  Unit,  the  Photo  Services  Section 
and  the  Processing  Center.  The  Principal  Librarian  in  charge 
of  Technical  Services,  plans,  organizes  and  coordinates  the 
work  of  the  sections  in  the  bureau  and  collaborates  with  the 
State  Librarian  and  the  Assistant  State  Librarian  in  the 
clarification  of  the  library's  long-range  objectives  for  library 
development  within  the  state. 

The  Order  Section  places  orders  for  all  books,  periodicals 
and  other  publications  purchased  by  the  State  Library,  re- 
ceives these  materials  (except  for  periodicals  and  continua- 
tions), forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Section,  maintains  a 
permanent  record  of  all  titles  added  to  the  library  by  either 
purchase  or  gift,  and  processes  bills  for  payment. 

The  Periodicals  Section  handles  all  newspapers,  serials  and 
continuations  received  by  the  State  Library  (with  the  ex- 
ception of  government  publications  and  law  serials)  and 
maintains  a  centralized  serials  record. 

The  Catalog  Section  does  the  classifying  and  cataloging  of 
the  new  material  acquired  by  the  library  and  maintains  the 
main    catalog,    the    California    Section    catalog,    the    official  i 
catalog  and  shelf  list. 

The  Book  Repair  Section  is  responsible  for  the  repair  and  ! 
preservation    of   books    and    other    librarj^    materials    in    the 
collection.    In    addition   to    repairing   books   when    they    are  | 
damaged    in    circulation,    making    slip    covers    for    valuable  i 
books,  binding  certain  newspapers  and  ephemeral  materials, 
mounting   and   framing  pictures,   and   the  like,   this   section 
does  the  necessary  physical  processing  before  the  books  can 
be  shelved  or  circulated. 

The  Property  and  Shipping  Section  controls  all  State  Li-  I 
brary  equipment  and  supplies,  and  prints  forms  for  use  not 
only  in  the  State  Library  but  throughout  the  state.  This  sec-  j 
tion  prints  and  distributes  to  other  libraries  the  forms  to  be  j 
used  for  renewal  of  books  received  on  interlibrary  loan  from  j 
the  State  Library  and  the  forms  to  be  used  for  subject  re-  , 
quests  to  the  State  Library.  Also,  this  section  is  responsible 
for  the  actual  shipment  of  books  and  other  library  materials 
on  interlibrary  loan  and  the  mailing  of  State  Library  pub- 
lications. 

The  Union  Catalog  Unit  is  responsible  for  the  day-to-day 
maintenance  of  the  union  catalog.  All  requests  to  the  State 
Library  for  interlibrary  loans,  where  the  titles  are  not  found 
to  be  in  the  State  Library  collection,  are  searched  through 
the  union  catalog  for  location  elsewhere  within  the  state.  This 
catalog  represents  the  accessions  of  67  libraries  throughout 
the  state,  since  1909.  Books  not  found  in  the  union  catalog  are 
listed  by  this  section  on  a  monthly  list  of  unlocated  books 
which  is  circularized  to  approximately  130  libraries  throughout  , 
the  state,  and  locations  of  titles  found  are  subsequently  listed 
in  the  union  catalog. 
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The  Photo  Services  Section  makes  photostatic  copies  and 
copy  photographs  of  materials  held  by  the  State  Library  for 
patrons  tliroughout  the  state.  In  addition,  this  nnit  microfilms 
136  California  newspapers  and  the  resultant  microfilm  rolls 
are  available  for  circulation  to  other  libraries  when  requested. 

The  Processing-  Center  catalogs  and  processes  books  for 
participating  public  libraries.  Processing  includes  the  follow- 
ing operations :  sending  the  typed  order  forms  to  the  vendor, 
checking  on  the  books,  running  the  catalog  cards  on  a  multilith, 
spinewriting,  typing  labels,  labeling,  stamping,  pasting  in  book 
pockets,  adding  plastic  covers,  and  shipping  the  books,  invoices 
and  copies  of  orders  to  the  member  libraries. 

Library  Consultant  Services:  This  unit  is  charged  with  the 
primary  responsibility  for  the  advisory  part  of  the  extension 
program.  Its  professional  staff  includes  eight  Library  Con- 
sultants, one  Editorial  Librarian,  one  Projects  Librarian,  and 
one  Reference  Librarian  who  are  directly  supervised  by  the 
Assistant  State  Librarian.  The  work  of  the  consultants  is 
chiefly  advisory;  they  serve  the  public  libraries  of  the  state 
through  field  visits,  correspondence,  and  workshop-type  pro- 
grams, dealing  with  all  aspects  of  public  library  administra- 
tion. The  Editorial  Librarian  collects  statistical  and  other  in- 
formation about  public  libraries  in  the  state,  making  it  avail- 
able through  the  library's  official  quarterly  publication  and 
through  other  means.  The  Projects  Librarian  works  on  the 
federal  and  state  programs  of  aid  to  public  libraries,  and 
assists  the  two  consultants  who  are  responsible  for  the  general 
coordination  of  the  respective  programs.  The  Reference  Li- 
brarian is  responsible  for  the  bureau's  research  and  reference 
work.  There  are  six  full-time  clerical  workers  in  the  office.  Pri- 
mary responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  projects  initiated 
under  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  will  fall  on 
this  unit. 

Law  Library:  The  Law  Library,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Law  Librarian,  provides  direct  and  interlibrary  loan 
service  to  the  legislature,  state  personnel,  the  bench  and  bar, 
law  students,  federal  and  state  prisons,  libraries  and  citizens 
of  the  state. 

Other  state  agencies  or  offices  involved  in  the  administration 
of  a  plan  for  construction  under  Title  II  are : 

Department  of  Education,  Fiscal  Office:  Handles  contracts, 
accounting  and  disbursing  of  funds  through  the  services  of 
staff  accountants. 

Department  of  Education,  Office  of  Administrative  Adviser: 
Provides  through  the  services  of  its  legal  staff  legal  advice  in 
developing  contracts  to  the  Department  of  Education  and  to 
the  State  Library. 

Department  of  Finance,  Budget  Division:  Reviews  budgets 
prepared  under  the  State  Plan. 
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Department  of  General  Services,  Office  of  Architecture  and 
Construction:  Provides  advisory  services  in  the  field  of 
^  architecture  by  state-employed  architects;  provides  for  re- 
view of  plans  for  construction;  provides  supervisory  fun& 
tion  during  construction  by  on-site  inspection;  provides  pa; 
roll  review. 

Department  of  General  Services,  Legal  Services:  Eevie-ws 
and  approves  all  contracts  made  to  carry  out  State  Plan. 

(b)  Appended  is  an  outline  of  the  organizational  structure  of  the 
units  of  the  state  agency  involved  in  the  library  extension  pro- 
gram, indicating  the  lines  of  authority  within  the  agency  and 
tracing  the  authority  of  the  agency  back  to  the  highest  level 
of  state  authority. 

(c)  Local  agencies  which  will  administer  some  or  all  of  the  state 
plan,  are  described  as  follows  including  the  manner  in  which 
local  agency  administration  will  be  supervised  by  the  state 
agency : 

It  is  probable  that  some  projects  in  the  program  will  be 
administered  by  local  agencies.  Yfhere  those  local  agencies  are 
county  free  libraries,  supervision  will  always  be  exercised  by 
the  State  Librarian  acting  under  the  provisions  of  Education 
Code,  Section  27260,  which  places  county  free  libraries  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Librarian.  Such  super- 
vision will  be  exercised  through  frequent  visits  to  the  libraries 
concerned.  In  all  cases  the  projects  will  be  supervised  by  the 
State  Librarian  under  contracts  between  the  state  and  the 
local  agencies.  Those  contracts,  copies  of  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  will  provide  for 
supervision  of  the  projects  by  the  State  Librarian  or  her 
designated  representative,  including  but  not  limited  to  visits, 
correspondence,  and  reports. 


2.0  Fiscal  Provisions 

2.1  As  indicated  above,  the  State  Librarian  of  the  State  of  California 
is  the  officer  of  the  state  charged  with  receiving  funds  from  the 
United  States  Government  under  the  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act.  However,  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  16371  j 
and  16372  of  the  Government  Code,  those  funds  will  be  deposited  j 
in  a  trust  account  known  as  the  Special  Deposit  Fund,  maintained  | 
by  the  State  Treasurer,  and  they  may  be  withdrawn  to  fulfill  the  | 
purposes  of  the  trust.  Such  funds  will  be  received  by  the  State  < 
Treasurer,  and  they  may  be  withdrawn  to  fulfill  the  purposes  of ' 
the  trust.  Such  funds  will  be  received  by  the  State  Treasurer  at 
the  State  Capitol,  Sacramento,  California. 

2.2  Legal  authority  for  the  State  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse 
federal  funds  is  cited  in  2.1,  above. 
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2.3  State  law  and  practice  provide  as  follows  for  the  receipt,  safeguard- 
ing, and  accounting  for  federal  funds  which  are  received  by  the 
state : 

Federal  funds  received  by  California  are  deposited  in  the  State 
Treasury  to  an  account  in  the  Special  Deposit  Fund.  The  State 
Controller  is  furnished  with  a  summary  by  the  agency  responsible 
for  the  use  of  the  funds,  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  funds  are 
given  to  the  state,  and  as  claims  are  made  against  the  money,  the 
Controller  reviews  them  as  to  the  propriety  of  charging  them  against 
the  account.  The  Controller,  upon  finding  that  a  claim  is  proper, 
issues  a  warrant  or  draft  on  the  Treasury.  Summary  records  of 
transactions  are  maintained  by  the  Controller ;  detailed  accounts  are 
kept  by  the  state  agency  responsible  for  the  use  of  the  money.  The 
duties  of  the  Treasurer  are  set  forth  in  the  California  Government 
Code,  Sections  12320-12331;  those  of  the  Controller  in  Sections 
12410  to  12478.  The  Administrative  Manual  issued  by  the  Califor- 
nia Department  of  General  Services,  Sections  6000-9999,  prescribes 
fiscal  procedures  to  be  followed  by  state  agencies. 

2.4  Federal  funds  received  by  the  state  will  be  deposited  as  follows: 

As  indicated  above,  federal  funds  received  by  California  under 
the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  will  be  deposited  with 
the  State  Treasurer  in  two  accounts  (one  for  services  and  the  other 
for  construction)  which  will  be  maintained  separately  in  the 
Special  Deposit  Fund.  Interest  will  not  be  earned  on  those  funds. 

2.5  The  State  Librarian  will  determine  the  use  to  be  made  of  any  funds 
approved  under  the  State  Plan.  Because  the  accounting  for  the 
Division  of  Libraries  is  done  by  the  Fiscal  Office  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  and  contracts  must  be  approved  by  the  Fiscal 
Officer,  the  latter  will  have  the  authority  to  approve  the  actual 
expenditure  of  funds  under  an  approved  State  Plan  for  California. 

2.6  The  officers  in  the  state  who  will  certify  the  payment  of  any  funds 
under  the  plan  prior  to  disbursement  are :  The  Fiscal  Officer  or 
Assistant  Fiscal  Officer,  Department  of  Education. 

2.7  The  extent  to  which  local  officials  will  be  responsible  for  the  dis- 
bursement of  funds  under  the  approved  plan  is  as  follows : 

In  certain  instances  it  will  be  deemed  advisable  to  contract  with 
local  jurisdictions  for  the  performance  of  services  under  the  State 
Plan.  In  those  cases,  local  units  will  be  responsible  for  the  dis- 
bursement of  funds  from  their  own  resources  for  which  periodic 
reimbursement  will  be  made  hy  the  state.  The  state's  normal  fiscal 
procedures  will  be  followed  in  such  reimbursement  and  state  con- 
trol will  be  exercised  in  the  manner  usual  to  expenditure  of  statei 
moneys.  Any  federal  funds  and  local  matching  funds  expendedj 
by  local  jurisdictions  will  be  expended  under  contracts.  Disburse-! 
ments  of  federal  funds  will  be  made  upon  receipt  of  invoices  ap-j 
proved  by  the  State  Librarian. 

AYhere  the  local  agencies  are  county  free  libraries,  supervision! 
will  always  be  exercised  by  the  State  Librarian  acting  under  the! 
provisions  of  Education  Code,  Section  27260,  which  places  county 
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free  libraries  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Librarian, 
Such  supervision  will  be  exercised  through  frequent  visits  to  the 
libraries  concerned. 

2.8  The  following  fiscal  terms  if  used  in  state  fiscal  regulations  and 
practice  are  defined  and  interpreted  as  follows : 

Encumbrance  means :  An  approved  expenditure,  not  yet  paid. 

Obligation  means :  Same  as  encumbrance. 

Disbursement :  Not  used. 

Expenditure  means :  That  a  claim  has  been  filed  against  an  ap- 
propriation, or  fund  in  the  State  Treasury,  and  paid  through 
issuance  of  a  state  warrant. 

2.9  The   fiscal  years   for   state   and   local  units   participating   in  the 
plan  are  as  follows : 

State:  July  1-June  30 

Participating  local  units:  July  1-June  30 

2.10  State  law  or  regulation  provides  as  follows  with  regard  to  alloca- 
tion of  expenditures  to  different  fiscal  years  when  obligations 
carry  from  one  fiscal  year  to  another: 

In  the  California  state  government,  expenditures  are  allocated 
to  that  fiscal  year  in  which  the  encumbrances  are  made.  Califor- 
nia Government  Code,  Section  16304,  states  in  part: 

"An  appropriation  shall  be  available  for  encumbrance  during 
the  period  specified  therein,  or,  if  not  otherwise  limited  by  law, 
for  three  years  after  the  date  upon  which  it  first  became  available 
for  encumbrance.  An  appropriation  containing  the  term  'without 
regard  to  fiscal  years'  shall  be  available  for  encumbrance  from 
year  to  year  until  expended." 

"An  appropriation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  encumbered  at  the 
time  and  to  the  extent  that  a  valid  obligation  against  the  ap- 
propriation is  created." 

State  accounts  are  on:  An  obligation  basis  (encumbrance). 

2.11  The  official  state  accounts  showing  receipts  and  disbursements 
under  the  approved  state  plan  will  be  maintained  by  the  follow- 
ing agency: 

The  Fiscal  Office  of  the  California  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, 721  Capitol  Avenue,  Sacramento,  California.  (These  accounts 
will  be  available  for  federal  audit.) 

2.12  The  various  fiscal  documents  which  will  verify  the  information 
shown  in  the  official  state  accou.nts  will  be  located  as  follows : 

Fiscal  Office,  California  State  Department  of  Education,  721 
Capitol  Avenue,  Sacramento,  California.  The  State  Controller  also 
maintains  files  of  these  materials. 

2.13  Expenditures  bj^  the  state  agency  under  the  approved  State 
Plan  will  be  audited  by  state  auditors  as  follows : 

An  audit  is  performed  at  least  every  two  years  for  all  accounts 
by  the  California  State  Department  of  Finance  and  the  Auditor 
General, 
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2.14  Local  agencies  participating  in  the  State  Plan  will  be  subject  to 
audit  or  review  as  follows: 

The  California  State  Government  does  not  conduct  audits  of 
local  jurisdictions.  Local  participating  libraries  report  annually 
to  the  State  Librarian  as  required  by  Education  Code,  Sections 
27262  (county  libraries)  ;  27368  (municipal  libraries)  ;  27859, 
27564,  28259  (district  libraries).  The  winter  issues  of  News  Notes 
of  California  Litraries  show  statistical  tables  compiled  from  these 
reports.  Moreover,  where  any  portion  of  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act  State  Plan  funds  are  spent  by  local  units,  the 
State  Librarian  will  review  the  projects  for  compliance  with  the 
contracts  before  authorizing  the  reimbursement.  In  addition,  the 
contracts  made  with  local  jurisdictions  which  will  expend  federal 
funds  will  specify  that  the  State  Librarian  is  empowered  to  make 
such  a  review.  A  local  independent  audit  will  be  accepted  and  a 
copy  forwarded  to  the  State  Librarian. 


3.0  Policies  and  Methods  of  Administration 

3.1  General  Aims  and  Policies  of  the  Plan.  Following  are  the  general 
aims  and  policies  which  will  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Library 
administrative  agency  assure  the  use  of  funds  under  the  State 
Plan  to  maximum  advantage  in  the  further  extension  of  public 
library  services  to  areas  without  such  services  or  with  inadequate 
services;  included  are  the  criteria  used  to  determine  which  areas 
are  "without  public  library  service"  or  have  "inadequate  service." 

The  California  State  Plan  has  as  its  general  aims  and  purposes : 

1.  Contributing  to  the  improvement  of  library  service  from  a  state- 
wide point  of  view,  by  developing  projects  which  will  help  to 
extend  and  upgrade  California  public  libraries  not  only  during 
the  period  of  federal  aid  but  for  many  years  into  the  future. 
The  Public  Library  Service  Standards  for  California,  the  Ameri- 
can Library  Association  standards  published  in  Public  Library 
Services,  A  Guide  to  Evaluation  with  Minimum  Standards, 
and  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California  will  be 
the  guides  in  accomplishing  these  aims. 

2.  Serving  as  a  testing  ground  through  demonstrations  and  studies 
and  exploring  new  patterns  of  service  which  may  be  profitably 
followed  by  other  libraries. 

3.  Developing  further  the  long-range  objective  of  State  Library 
policy,  which  encourages  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  library  units  which  grow  toward  maturity :  which  fosters  rea- 
sonable self-sufficiency  within  a  library  system,  balanced  by 
wise  cooperation  with  other  libraries  and  the  use  of  regional  and 
statewide  resources ;  and  which  stimulates  intellectual  and  finan- 
cial support  by  the  communities  the  public  libraries  exist  to 
serve. 

4.  Awakening  in  the  people  the  realization  of  the  value  of  public 
libraries  in  their  daily  lives  and  work. 
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The  policies  under  which  the  state  agency  will  administer  the  plan : 

1.  A  variety  of  plans  for  different  types  of  projects  will  best  serve 
California's  varied  needs. 

2.  Areas  for  demonstrations  will  '  be  selected  where  it  appears 
stimulation  will  create  an  ongoing  program.  Plans  should  get 
results,  and  money  should  not  be  spread  too  thinly  to  achieve 
permanent   improvement. 

3.  A  definite  attempt  will  be  made  to  enrich  existing  services,  to 
bring  them  up  to  minimum  standards,  in  addition  to  demon- 
strations in  unserved  areas. 

4.  The  duration  of  the  demonstrations  will  depend  upon  the  type 
of  project  being  developed.  It  is  planned  to  have  a  demonstra- 
tion last  not  less  than  one  year  and  not  longer  than  two  years. 

5.  Existing  libraries  will  be  utilized  to  the  fullest  extent  possible, 
in  addition  to  developments  in  unserved  areas,  to  the  end  that 
improved  and  enriched  service  will  spread  throughout  the  state. 

6.  It  is  anticipated  that  local  communities  will  contribute  toward 
the  demonstration  from  the  beginning,  in  some  measure,  ac- 
cording to  abilit^f,  so  that  upon  the  withdrawal  of  federal  funds, 
service  can  be  continued  without  interruption  or  reduction. 

7.  Projects  may  include  studies  and  research  designed  to  result 
in  information  and  recommendations  which  can  be  used  in  im- 
proving and  enriching  service  within  regions  and  throughout 
the  state. 

The  criteria  used  in  determining  which  areas  are  "without  pub- 
lic library  service"  are: 

1.  Do  all  people  living  in  a  given  area  have  public  library  service 
easily  accessible  ?  ^ 

Five  counties  in  California  have  no  countywide  library  serv- 
ice. In  some  of  these  counties  there  are  city  libraries  which  serve 
their  own  residents,  but  give  only  limited  service  to  county 
residents  who  seek  help.  Many  cities  have  grown  far  beyond 
the  periphery  of  the  service  areas  of  existing  central  libraries 
and  branches.  In  m^etropolitan  areas,  fringe  cities  outside  the 
boundaries  of  the  central  cities  have  not  been  able  to  furnish 
library  service  outlets  in  proportion  to  population  growth. 

2.  Where  there  is  a  library  system  established,  does  this  library 
system  have  sufficient  budget,  facilities,  materials  and  staff 
to  provide  total  geographic  coverage ;  has  the  service  of  this  li- 
brary  system   kept   pace   with   population   growth? 

Many  areas  with  a  library  service  are  virtually  "unserved" 
because  the  libraries  have  not  been  able  to  fulfill  these  require- 
ments.

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The  criteria  used  in  determining  which  areas  are  "inadequately 
served"  are : 

Does  the  public  library  service  to  which  the  people  have  access 
provide  minimum  service  when  checked  against  the  PuUic  Li- 
Irary  Service  Standards  for  California,  the  American  Library 
Association's  PuUic  Library  Service,  and  the  Master  Plan  for 
PuUic  Libraries  in  California?  For  example,  (a)  does  the  library 
system  add  at  least  5,000  titles  per  year,  (b)  does  a  library  sys- 
tem include  200-300  periodicals  currently  purchased  and  retain 
at  least  50  percent  in  back  files,  (c)  does  the  library  system  pro- 
vide librarians  with  professional  training  and  specialized  experi- 
ence in  administration,  technical  processes,  adult  reference  and 
reader's  advisory  work,  and  children's  reference  and  reader's 
advisory  work,  and  library  extension? 

Do  the  residents  in  this  area  have  access  to  library  service  be- 
yond the  limits  of  the  local  library?  Do  they  have  access  to  a  j 
collection  of  100,000  books?  (1)  Do  they  have  the  benefit  of  spe-  ' 
cialized  professional  reference  staff  to  help  them  use  these  books? 
(2)  Do  they  have  indexes  which  help  them  locate  these  materials 
both  in  the  local  library  and  in  other  libraries,  and  the  benefit 
of  rapid  communication  and  delivery  service  for  bringing  the 
materials  to  them? 

When  annual  reports  submitted  to  the  State  Library  were 
checked  against  these  standards,  no  library  was  found  to  meet 
all  of  them.  Libraries  inadequate  in  any  respect  will  be  consid- 
ered eligible  to  be  served  under  the  plan.  A  demonstration  of 
standard  service  might  most  easily  be  given  through  a  library 
or  system  which  is  now  approaching  standards. 

Criteria  used  in  selecting,  from  unserved  or  inadequately  served 
areas,  those  places  in  which  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act  projects  might  be  carried  on  are  as  follows : 

1.  Lack,  or  inadequacy,  of  service. 

2.  Possibilities  for  interlibrary  cooperation. 

3.  Willingness  of  the  librarians  concerned  to  undertake  a  new  phase 
of  work,  and  their  ability  and  professional  qualifications. 

4.  Evidence  of  public  interest. 

5.  Ability  of  the  residents  to  support. 

6.  Intention  of  the  locality  to  continue  the  service  later,  if  suc- 
cessful. 

7.  General  estimate  of  the  feasibility  of  the  project. 

8.  Value  of  the  project  within  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries 
in  California. 

3.2  Methods  of  Administering  the  Plan  for  Services.  The  following 
is  a  description  of  the  types  of  extension  activities  and  services 
to  be  undertaken  by  the  state  agency  and  the  methods  to  be  used 
in  carrying  them  out : 

The  California  State  Plan  includes  six  different  types  of  projects 
for  which  development  is  planned  over  a  two-year  period.  These 
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include  (a)  enrichment  of  existing  services,  (b)  encouragement 
of  the  establishment  of  libraries  in  presently  unserved  areas,  (c) 
strengthening  the  State  Library,  (d)  research  and  planning  for 
statewide  implementation  of  the  Blaster  Plan  for  Public  Libraries 
i7i  California,  (e)  establishment  of  at  least  one  service  center  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  State  Library,  and  (f)  strengthening  of 
the  staffs  of  the  libraries  in  the  state  through  recruitment  and 
training  activities. 

It  is  probable  that  some  of  the  projects  developed  under  the 
California  Plan  will  involve  two  or  more  of  the  types  of  services 
described  below : 

(a)  Enrichment  of  the  services  of  already  existing  libraries,  which 
is  one  of  the  major  aims  of  the  California  plan,  can  be  ac- 
complished with  the  aid  of  the  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act.  Encouragement  is  being  given  to  bring  about 
the  combination  of  present  resources  of  books  and  personnel 
in  areas  where  this  will  result  in  improved  service.  Federal 
funds  can  supplement  local  and  state  funds,  help  to  pur- 
chase needed  equipment  for  cooperative  systems,  contribute 
to  additional  book  stock,  assist  in  extending  reference  and 
readers'  advisory  services  to  larger  areas,  and  aid  in  publiciz- 
ing new  and  enlarged  services. 

(b)  Encouragement  of  the  establishment  of  libraries  in  presently 
unserved  areas  is  a  second  type  of  project.  Where  no  library 
service  exists,  and  where  local  interest  has  been  expressed, 
a  demonstration  will  help  to  show  the  value  of  such  service. 
Such  a  demonstration  may  involve  the  establishment  of  a  new 
demonstration  county  library  or  may  involve  an  agreement 
with  an  existing  library  to  give  service  to  the  unserved  county 
or  region. 

During  the  demonstration,  service  points  will  be  set  up,  book 
stock  and  staff  provided,  and  suitable  means  of  most  effective 
service  will  be  developed.  The  demonstration  period  will  pro- 
vide opportunity  to  test  library  station  and  branch  sites,  book- 
mobile routes,  and  possibilities  of  cooperation  with  neighboring 
existing  facilities.  Extensive  publicity  will  be  developed 
through  local  newspapers,  printed  materials,  radio,  television, 
and  personal  talks  before  groups.  The  federal  funds  will  sup- 
port the  organization  of  the  service  and  will  provide  the  per- 
sonnel and  book  stock  for  the  demonstration.  Agreement  will 
be  made  with  the  local  jurisdiction  as  to  the  items  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  library  if  continued  under  local  support  and  a 
further  program  of  adidsing  and  encouraging  the  new  library 
will  be  carried  on  through  the  State  Library  Consultant  Serv- 
ices after  the  demonstration  is  over. 

(c)  The  State  Library  will  be  strengthened  through  the  enrich- 
ment of  its  overall  services,  resources  and  collections  as  they 
apply  to  public  libraries,  and  through  the  enlargement  of  the 
resources  of  the  Library  Consultant  Services  in  both  personnel 
and  materials. 
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(d)  Federal  funds  will  be  used  to  support  research  and  planning 
for  statewide  implementation  of  the  Master  Plan  for  PuMic 
Libraries  in  California.  This  type  of  project  will  be  done  on 
a  statewide,  geographical  area,  and/or  local  jurisdiction  basis. 

(e)  A  Service  Center,  with  headquarters  at  the  State  Library,  de- 
signed to  help  coordinate  the  technical  processes  of  some  of 
the  smaller  libraries  in  the  state,  has  already  been  established 
with  the  assistance  of  federal  funds.  Approximately  20  li- 
braries now  participate  in  this  program  and  more  have  ex- 
pressed interest  in  joining.  In  addition  to  centralized  ordering, 
cataloging,  and  book  preparation,  advisory  and  consultative 
service  is  offered  as  needed.  The  time  released  to  staff  members 
in  the  participating  libraries  is  used  in  enriching  and  im- 
proving their  services.  The  center  is  now  supported  entirely 
^J  payments  from  the  member  libraries.  However,  federal 
funds  will  still  be  used,  on  a  full  reimbursable  basis,  to  finance 
the  project  during  the  first  part  of  each  year,  before  sufficient 
moneys  from  the  membership  have  been  received  at  the  center. 

(f)  Strengthening  the  staffs  of  libraries  in  the  state  through 
recruitment  and  training  activities  is  another  type  of  enrich- 
ment program  which  the  State  Library  has  carried  on  in 
the  past  and  which  can  be  enlarged  through  the  assistance 
of  federal  funds.  A  scholarship  program  supported  by  federal 
funds,  designed  to  recruit  j^oung  people  into  library  work 
in  California,  was  carried  on  during  the  years  1959  to  1962, 
but  was  discontinued.  An  internship  or  work-study  program 
and  a  graduate  study  grant  program  will  be  undertaken.  The 
internship  or  work-study  program  will  be  designed  to  give 
to  young  people  interested  in  librarianship  the  opportunity 
to  work  in  a  library  while  attending  library  school.  Both  pro- 
grams are  intended  to  recruit  good  candidates  for  library 
school  and  help  libraries  by  supplementing  their  regular  staffs. 
Workshops  for  librarians  in  the  state  have  been  partially  sup- 
ported by  federal  funds,  and  this  type  of  activity  will  continue. 
Federal  funds  thus  used  will  increase  the  administrative  knowl- 
edge and  skills  of  librarians  throughout  the  state  so  that  they 
will  be  better  equipped  to  extend  the  services  of  their  libraries. 

3.3  Methods  of  Administering  the  State  Plan  for  Public  Library  Con- 
struction. The  following  is  a  description  of  the  methods  to  be 
used  by  the  State  Library  in  administering  the  plan  for  construc- 
tion : 

(a)  Review  and  action  on  local  applications  for  construction 
projects : 

(1)  Applications  and  schematic  drawings  of  the  proposed  con- 
struction shall  be  submitted  on  a  form  provided  by  the 
State  Librarian.  The  application  shall  contain  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  present  services  of  the  librarj^  or  library  sys- 
tem, a  description  of  the  enriched  services  which  would 
result  from  construction,  and  such  statistics  that  are  nec- 
essary to  show  that  services  at  present  are  nonexistent  or 
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inadequate  and  that  proposed  service  will  meet  tlie  criteria 
established  in  the  California  State  Plan  for  Public  Li- 
brary Construction. 

(2)  OfSce  of  Architecture  and  Construction,  Department  of 
General  Services,  shall  review  schematic  drawings  of  the 
proposed  construction. 

(3)  The  State  Librarian  shall  submit  each  complete  applica- 
tion to  the  Public  Library  Construction  Advisory  Commit- 
tee which  shall  consist  of  three  members  appointed  by  the 
State  Librarian. 

(4)  The  Public  Library  Construction  Advisory  Committee 
shall  submit,  in  writing,  to  the  State  Librarian  its  recom- 
mendations with  respect  to  the  application  within  30  days 
from  the  date  the  application  is  so  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee, including  its  reasons  therefor  in  the  event  the 
committee  recommends  the  application  be  denied. 

(5)  The  State  Librarian  shall  notify  the  applicant  in  writing 
within  60  days  after  the  filing  deadline  for  construction 
applications,  whether  such  application  is  approved  or  de- 
nied. An  application  dependent  upon  a  future  bond  elec- 
tion for  local  matching  funds  can  be  approved  only  on  a 
contingency  basis  for  a  period  of  time  sufficient  to  allow 
for  the  bond  election.  Should  the  bond  issue  be  defeated, 
approval  of  the  application  shall  be  automatically  with- 
drawn, and  the  federal  funds  will  be  reallocated. 

(6)  If  the  application  is  approved,  the  local  or  public  agency 
shall  submit  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  which 
the  Office  of  Architecture  and  Construction,  Department 
of  General  Services,  shall  review. 

(7)  The  local  or  public  agency  shall  submit  the  working  draw- 
ings which  the  Office  of  Architecture  and  Construction, 
Department  of  General  Services,  shall  review. 

(b)  Provisions  for  review  of  denial  of  application : 

(1)  In  the  event  the  application  is  denied,  a  written  notice 
shall  be  served  upon  the  applicant  personally  or  by  mail 
stating  the  reasons  or  causes  therefor  and  advising  the 
applicant  of  his  right  to  appeal,  including  the  time  within 
which  he  may  appeal. 

(2)  Within  15  days  after  service  of  the  notice  of  denial  of 
application  the  applicant  may  file  with  the  State  Librarian 
a  written  answer  to  the  notice  stating  that  the  applicant 
appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  State  Librarian  and  re- 
quests a  hearing.  If  the  applicant  fails  to  answer  within 
the  time  specified  the  decision  of  the  State  Librarian  shall 
be  final. 

(3)  "Whenever  an  answer  is  filed  to  a  denial  of  application, 
the  State  Librarian  shall  hold  a  hearing  within  a  reason- 
able time.  Failure  of  the  applicant  to  appear  at  the  hear- 
ing shall  be  deemed  a  withdrawal  of  the  applicant 's  answer 
and  the  decision  of  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  final. 
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(4)  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  he  given 
the  applicant  at  least  15  days  before  the  hearing. 

(5)  The  applicant  shall  be  given  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing. 

(6)  At  the  hearing,  criteria  and  priorities  for  the  selection  of 
applicants  which  are  listed  in  the  State  Plan  will  be  nsed 
in  making  a  final  decision. 

(7)  The  State  Librarian  shall  render  a  decision  within  a  rea- 
sonable time  after  the  hearing.  The  decision  shall  be  in 
writing  and  shall  contain  the  reasons  or  causes  therefor 
and  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  the  applicant.  Copies 
of  the  decision  shall  be  delivered  to  the  applicant  person- 
ally or  by  mail. 

(c)  Securing  compliance  with  the  Davis-Bacon  Act,  as  amended, 
(40  U.S.C.  276a-276c-5)  the  Contract  Work  Hours  Standards 
Act  (Public  Law  87-581).  and  the  Co-peland  Act  (Reorganiza- 
tion Plan  Numbered  14  of  1950  [15  F.R.  3176;  5  U.S.C.  133z- 
15]  and  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  June  13,  1934,  as  amended  [40 
U.S.C.  276c]).  The  State  Library  assumes  the  responsibility 
of  securing  compliance  with  the  Davis-Bacon  Act,  the  Contract 
Work  Hours  Standards  Act,  and  the  Copeland  Act  but  dele- 
gates the  verification  of  such  compliance  to  the  Office  of  Archi- 
tecture and  Construction  in  the  Department  of  General  Serv- 
ices. 

The  standard  agreement  for  the  awarding  of  a  librar^^  con- 
struction grant  by  the  State  Librarv  to  a  local  agency  includes 
the  following  provision:  "6.  That  PUBLIC  AGENCY  in  their 
agreements  with  contractors  and  others  entered  into  to  carry 
out  the  purpose  of  this  agreement  shall  require  those  contrac- 
tors and  others  to  comply  with  the  following  Federal  Statutes, 
Regulations,  and  Orders :

(d)  Securing  reports  on  progress  of  construction : 

The  State  Library  will  require  of  libraries  and  librarj^  sys- 
tems receiving  construction  grants  that  they  submit  on 
forms  provided  by  the  State  Library  regular  reports  on  the 
progress  of  construction. 

(e)  Securing  needed  fiscal  reports : 

The  State  Library  will  require  of  libraries  and  library  sys- 
tems receiving  construction  grants  that  they  submit  regular 
fiscal  reports  annually  and  at  the  end  of  the  project. 

(f)  Personnel  in  the  State  Library  assigned  to  duties  connected 
with  the  administration  of  the  construction  program  of  the 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  will,  in  general,  be  as 
follows :

One  Library  Consultant  assigned  to  general  coordination 
of  the  program.  Other  Library  Consultants  will  assist  through 
the  gathering  of  information  during  regular  visits  to  those 
of  their  assigned  libraries  which  are  involved  in  federal 
projects  and  through  participation  in  planning  and  evaluation 
meetings  with  the  Assistant  State  Librarian. 

A  Projects  Librarian  will  assist  the  Library  Consultant 
assigned  to  coordination  of  the  federal  program.  Duties  of  the 
Projects  Librarian  will  include  the  preparation  of  statistical 
and  narrative  reports,  general  supervision  and  review  of  the 
procedures  and  management  aspects  of  the  federal  funds  pro- 
gram, and  the  drafting  of  contracts. 

One  Supervising  Typist-Clerk,  who  is  assigned  to  statistical 
work,  and  to  preliminary  work  on  applications  and  reports, 
and  to  other  miscellaneous  duties  involving  the  program. 

Intermediate  Clerk  Tj^pists. 

Other  costs  involved  in  the  administration  of  the  construc- 
tion program  are  the  costs  of  desks,  typewriters,  and  supplies 
for  the  personnel  listed  above  and  travel  costs  for  the  Library 
Consultants  in  visiting  the  projects  and  for  the  Projects 
Librarian  when  assigned  to  gather  facts  from  projects  for 
use  in  reports  and  studies. 

Personnel  from  other  state  agenices,  the  costs  of  which  are 
attributable  to  the  construction  program  are : 

An  Architect  and  a  Construction  Inspector  in  the  Office  of 
Architecture  and  Construction. 

In  accordance  with  Section  130.2  (a)  (1)  of  the  Regulations,^ 
costs  of  administering  the  plan  for  construction  are  included 
in  the  budget  for  Title  I,  Services. 

No  state  agency  is  available  for  local  audit.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary to  have  auditing  accomplished  by  local  independent 
auditors. 


4.0  Reports,  etc. 

4.1  Reports.  It  is  agreed  that  the  State  Library  administrative  agency 
will  make  such  reports  as  to  categories  of  expenditures  as  the  com- 
missioner may  from  time  to  time  reasonably  require. 

4.2  Promise  to  Repay.  It  is  agreed  that  the  funds  paid  under  the  Act 
shall  be  expended  solely  for  the  purpose  for  which  paid  and  the

paid  under  the  Act  to  repay  to  the  state  any  funds  which  have  been

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4.3  Free  Public  Library  Services.  All  library  services  furnished  under 
the  plan  are  required,  by  regulation  of  the  state  agency,  to  be 
available  free  of  charge  and  without  discrimination  to  all  members 
of  the  community,  district,  or  region  served. 

5.3  Allocation  between  the  Reimbiir sable  and  Non-Reimbursable  Ex- 
penditure. Allocations  of  expenditures  are  explained  as  follows : 

State  Funds: 

The  State  Library's  budget  for  extension  service  is  obtained  by 
subtracting  the  Law  and  Administrative-Legislative  Reference 
Services,  and  by  including  the  Public  Library  Development  funds. 

Local  Funds: 

The  total  official  budget  is  obtained  from  public  libraries  in 
California  which  receive  direct  benefits  from  funds  available 
under  Title  I,  Services,  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act. 
This  includes  every  county  library,  and  those  municipal  and  dis- 
trict libraries  which  participate,  by  contract,  in  projects  under 
Title  I,  Services,  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  From 
each  budget  is  subtracted  any  capital  outlay  for  buildings,  any 
expenditures  for  equipment,  and  any  expenditures  for  school 
services. 

Federal  Funds: 

Federal  funds  are  used  for  public  library  service  to  areas  with- 
out library  services  or  with  inadequate  services  and  are  therefore 
100  percent  reimbursable. 


STATE  PLAN  FOR  PUBLiC  LIBRARY  CONSTRUCTION 

The  state  library  administrative  agency  of  California  hereby  sub- 
mits its  State  Plan  for  the  construction  of  public  libraries,  as  provided 
for  in  Public  Law  597,  84th  Congress,  as  amended. 

1.0  The  State  Agency 

1.1  Name  of  State  Agency.  The  legal  name  of  the  state  library 
administrative  agency,  as  defined  in  section  304(b)  of  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act,  is:  Division  of  Libraries,  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  This  agency  is  also  referred  to  as  the  California 
State  Library,  which  is  the  name  used  in  the  State  Plan. 

1.2  Official  Title  of  Officer.  The  Official  titles  of  the  officer  of  the  state 
agency  authorized  to  submit  plan  material  are : 

State  Librarian  and 
Chief,  Division  of  Libraries. 

1.3  Authority.  Following  is  a  brief  description  (with  pertinent 
state  laws  or  opinions  attached)  of  the  legal  authority  of  the  State 
agency  to  carry  out  the  State  Plan  with  particular  reference  to : 

(a)  The  authority  of  the  California  Department  of  Education 
to  receive  and  spend  the  federal  grant  for  the  purpose  of 
construction  of  public  library  facilities  to  California  under 
the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  is  contained  in 
the  Education  Code,  Section  27053,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"The  State  Department  of  Education  is  hereby  named  and 
designated  as  the  proper  state  agency  to  accept,  receive  and 
and  administer  any  and  all  funds,  moneys  or  library  mate- 
rials, granted,  furnished,  provided,  appropriated,  dedicated 
or  made  available  by  the  United  States  or  any  of  its  depart- 
ments, commissions,  boards,  bureaus  or  agencies  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  aid  to  public  libraries  in  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia." (California  Stats.  1945:376,  Ch.  61). 

The  California  State  Library  has  been  designated  as  the 
agency  and  the  State  Librarian  as  the  officer  to  administer 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  funds  for  California. 
Reference  is  made  to  that  designation  in  the  letters  from  the 
Attorney  General  of  California,  dated  December  26,  1956  and 
February  27, 1964. 

(b)  No  state  funds  have  been  appropriated  for  expenditure  under 
the  plan. 

(c)  The  authority  of  the  state  agency  to  supervise  the  administra- 
tion by  local  agencies  of  construction  projects  included  in  the 
plan. 

Certain  parts  of  the  California  program  under  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act  will  be  carried  out  by  county 
libraries. 

(281) 
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Authority  for  the  supervision  of  those  libraries  is  contained 
in  California  Education  Code,  Section  27260,  which  reads : 

"The  county  free  libraries  are  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  State  Librarian,  who  shall  from  time  to  time, 
either  personally  or  by  one  of  his  assistants,  visit  the  county 
free  libraries  and  inquire  into  their  condition.  The  actual  and 
necessary  expenses  of  the  visits  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Division  of  Libraries." 

Contracts  will  be  made  with  county,  district  and  municipal 
libraries  carrying  out  some  part  of  the  California  program. 
Copies  of  these  contracts  will  be  furnished  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  as  they  are  made.  Authority  for  the  state 
to  enter  into  contracts  with  local  jurisdictions  is  contained  in 
the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Act,  California  Government 
Code,  Title  1,  Division  7,  Chapter  5,  Article  1.  Such  contracts 
will  contain  provision  for  supervision  of  the  local  agencies 
concerned  by  the  State  Librarian. 

1.4  Organization  and  responsihility  of  the  State  Agency 

(a)  Following  are  the  units  of  the  state  invob/ed  in  the  library 
construction  program^  including  the  State  Library  agency  and 
other  units  with  pertinent  functions. 

State  Library 

Administration:  Management  and  administration  of  the  en- 
tire State  Library  are  the  responsibility  of  the  State  Librarian, 
assisted  by  the  Assistant  State  Librarian.  Stenographic  serv- 
ices for  the  organization,  including  maintenance  of  certain 
personnel  and  business  records  are  concentrated  in  the  steno- 
graphic and  clerical  staff  under  the  direction  of  the  Assistant 
State  Librarian.  As  the  organization  chart  indicates,  the 
time  of  all  administrative  personnel  is  distributed  over  the 
entire  Library  and  contributes  directly  to  the  total  extension 
program  of  the  California  State  Library. 

Library  Consultant  Services:  This  unit  is  charged  with  the 
primary  responsibility  for  the  advisory  part  of  the  exten- 
sion program.  Its  professional  staff  includes  eight  Library 
Consultants,  one  Editorial  Librarian,  one  Projects  Librarian, 
and  one  Reference  Librarian  who  are  directly  supervised  by 
the  Assistant  State  Librarian.  The  work  of  the  Consultants 
is  chiefly  advisory;  they  serve  the  public  libraries  of  the  State 
through  field  visits,  correspondence,  and  workshop-type  pro- 
grams, dealing  with  all  aspects  of  public  library  administra- 
tion. The  Editorial  Librarian  collects  statistical  and  other  in- 
formation about  public  libraries  in  the  state,  making  it  avail- 
able through  the  library's  official  quarterly  publications  and 
through  other  means.  The  Projects  Librarian  works  on  the 
federal  and  state  programs  of  aid  to  public  libraries,  and 
assists  the  two  Consultants  who  are  responsible  for  the  general 
coordination  of  the  respective  programs.  The  Reference  Li- 
brarian is  responsible  for  the  Bureau's  research  and  reference 
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work.  There  are  six  full-time  clerical  workers  in  the  office. 
Primary  responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  projects  initi- 
ated under  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  will 
fall  on  this  unit. 

Other  state  agencies  involved  in  library  construction  program. 

Department  of  Education,  Fiscal  Office:  Handles  contracts, 
accounting  and  disbursing  of  funds  through  the  services  of 
staff  accountants. 

Department  of  Education,  Office  of  Administrative  Adviser: 
Provides  through  the  services  of  its  legal  staff  legal  advice  in 
developing  contracts  to  the  Department  of  Education  and  to 
the  State  Library. 

Department  of  Finance,  Budget  Division:  Reviews  budgets 
prepared  under  the  State  Plan. 

Department  of  General  Services,  Office  of  Architecture  and 
Construction:  Provides  advisory  services  in  the  field  of  archi- 
tecture by  state-employed  architects;  provides  for  review  of 
plans  for  construction;  provides  supervisory  function  during 
construction  by  on-site  inspection;  provides  payroll  review. 

Department  of  General  Services,  Legal  Services:  Reviews 
and  approves  all  contracts  made  to  carry  out  State  Plan. 

(b)  Local  agencies  which  will  administer  construction  projects  as 
described  are  as  follows  including  method  by  which  local  agency 
administration  will  be  supervised  by  the  state  agency.  It  is 
probable  that  some  projects  in  the  program  will  be  admini- 
stered by  local  agencies.  Where  those  local  agencies  are  county 
free  libraries,  supervision  will  always  be  exercised  by  the  State 
Librarian  acting  under  the  provisions  of  Education  Code,  Sec- 
tion 27260,  which  places  county  free  libraries  under  the  gen- 
eral supervision  of  the  State  Librarian.  Such  supervision  will 
be  exercised  through  frequent  visits  to  the  libraries  concerned. 
In  all  cases,  the  projects  will  be  fully  controlled  by  the  State 
Librarian  under  contracts  between  the  state  and  the  local 
agencies.  Those  contracts,  copies  of  which  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Commissioner  of  Education,  will  provide  for  supervision 
of  the  projects  by  the  State  Librarian  or  her  designated  rep- 
resentative, including  but  not  limited  to  visits,  correspondence, 
and  reports. 

2.0  Fiscal  Provisions 

2.1  As  indicated  above,  the  State  Librarian  of  the  State  of  California, 
is  the  officer  of  the  state  charged  with  receiving  funds  from  the 
United  States  Government  under  the  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act.  However,  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  16371 
and  16372  of  the  Government  Code,  those  funds  will  be  deposited 
in  a  trust  account  known  as  the  Special  Deposit  Fund,  maintained 
by  the  State  Treasurer,  and  they  may  be  withdrawn  to  fulfill  the 
purposes  of  the  trust.  Such  funds  will  be  received  by  the  State 
Treasurer  at  the  State  Capitol,  Sacramento,  California. 
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2.2  Legal  authority  for  the  State  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse 
federal  funds  is  cited  in  2.1,  above. 

2.3  State  law  and  practice  provide  as  follows  for  the  receipt,  safe- 
guarding, and  accounting  of  federal  funds  which  are  received  by 
the  state : 

Federal  funds  received  by  California  are  deposited  in  the  State 
Treasury  to  two  accounts  in  the  Special  Deposit  Fund;  a  separate 
account  will  be  maintained  for  funds  received  under  Title  I,  and 
a  second  account  for  funds  received  under  Title  II.  The  State  Con- 
troller is  furnished  with  a  summary  by  the  agency  responsible  for 
the  use  of  the  funds,  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  funds  are 
given  to  the  state,  and  as  claims  are  made  against  the  money,  the 
Controller  reviews  them  as  to  the  propriety  of  charging  them  against 
the  account.  The  Controller,  upon  finding  that  a  claim  is  proper, 
issues  a  warrant  or  draft  on  the  Treasury.  Summary  records  of 
transactions  are  maintained  by  the  Controller;  detailed  accounts 
are  kept  by  the  state  agency  responsible  for  the  use  of  the  money. 
The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  are  set  forth  in  the  California  Gov- 
ernment Code,  Sections  12320-12331 ;  those  of  the  Controller  in 
Sections  12410  to  12478.  The  Administrative  Manual  issued  by  the 
California  Department  of  General  Services,  Sections  6000-9999, 
prescribes  fiscal  procedures  to  be  followed  by  state  agencies. 

2.4  Interest  will  not  be  earned  on  those  funds. 

2.5  The  State  Librarian  will  determine  the  use  to  be  made  of  any 
funds  approved  under  the  State  Plan.  Because  the  accounting  for 
the  Division  of  Libraries  is  done  by  the  Fiscal  Office  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education,  and  contracts  must  be  approved  by  the 
Fiscal  Ofiicer,  the  latter  will  have  the  authority  to  approve  the 
actual  expenditure  of  funds  under  an  approved  State  Plan  for 
California. 

2.6  The  officers  in  the  state  who  will  certify  the  payment  of  any  funds 
under  the  plan  prior  to  disbursement  are : 

The  Fiscal  Officer  or  Assistant  Fiscal  Officer,  California  State 
Department  of  Education. 

2.7  The  extent  to  which  local  officials  will  be  responsible  for  the  dis- 
bursement of  funds  under  the  approved  plan  is  as  follows : 

In  certain  instances  it  will  be  deemed  advisable  to  contract  with 
local  jurisdictions  for  the  performance  of  services  under  the  State 
Plan.  In  those  cases,  local  units  will  be  responsible  for  the  disburse- 
ment of  funds  from  their  own  resources  for  which  periodic  reim- 
bursement will  be  made  by  the  state.  The  state's  normal  fiscal  pro- 
cedures will  be  followed  in  such  reimbursement  and  state  control 
will  be  exercised  in  the  manner  usual  to  expenditure  of  state 
moneys.  Any  federal  funds  and  local  matching  funds  expended  by 
local  jurisdictions  will  be  expended  under  contracts.  Disburse- 
ments of  federal  funds  will  be  made  upon  receipt  of  invoices  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Librarian. 
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Where  the  local  agencies  are  county  free  libraries,  supervision 
will  always  be  exercised  by  the  State  Librarian  acting  under  the 
provisions  of  Education  Code  Section  27260,  which  places  county 
free  libraries  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Librarian. 
Such  supervision  will  be  exercised  through  frequent  visits  to  the 
libraries  concerned. 

2.8  The  following  fiscal  terms  if  used  in  state  fiscal  regulations  and 
practice  are  defined  and  interpreted  as  follows : 

Encumbrance  :  An  approved  expenditure,  not  yet  paid. 
Obligation :  Definition  same  as  encumbrance. 
Disbursement :  Not  used. 

Expenditure :  That  a  claim  has  been  filed  against  an  appropria- 
tion, or  fund  in  the  State  Treasury,  and  paid  through  issuance 
of  a  state  warrant. 

2.9  The  fiscal  years  for  state  and  local  units  participating  in  the  plan 
are  as  follows : 

State :  July  1-June  30. 

Participating  local  units :  July  1-June  30. 

2.10  State  law  or  regulation  provides  as  follows  with  regard  to  alloca- 
tion of  expenditures  to  different  fiscal  years  when  obligations  carry 
from  one  fiscal  year  to  another : 

In  the  California  State  Government,  expenditures  are  allocated 
to  that  fiscal  year  in  which  the  encumbrances  are  made.  Califor- 
nia Government  Code,  Section  16304,  states,  in  part : 

"An  appropriation  shall  be  available  for  encumbrance  during 
the  period  specified  therein,  or,  if  not  otherwise  limited  by 
law,  for  three  years  after  the  date  upon  which  it  first  became 
available  for  encumbrance.  An  appropriation  containing  the  term 
'without  regard  to  fiscal  years'  shall  be  available  for  encumbrance 
from  year  to  year  until  expended." 

"An  appropriation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  encumbered  at  the 
time  and  to  the  extent  that  a  valid  obligation  against  the  appro- 
priation is  created. ' ' 

State  accounts  are  on :  An  obligation  (encumbrance)  basis. 

2.11  Local  law  or  regulation  provides  as  follows  with  regard  to  allo- 
cation of  expenditures  for  construction  to  different  fiscal  years 
when  obligations  carry  from  one  fiscal  year  to  another : 

Such  information  will  be  provided  for  each  approved  project 
and  will  be  submitted  as  amendments  to  the  State  Plan. 

2.12  The  official  state  accounts  showing  receipts  and  disbursements  un- 
der the  approved  California  State  Plan  for  Construction  will  be 
maintained  by  the  following  agency : 

Fiscal  Office,  California  State  Department  of  Education,  721 
Capitol  Avenue,  Sacramento,  California.  (The  State  Controller 
also  maintains  files  of  these  materials. ) 
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2.13  Expenditures  by  the  state  agency  under  the  approved  State  Plan 
will  be  audited  by  state  auditors  as  follows : 

An  audit  is  performed  at  least  every  two  years  for  all  accounts 
by  the  California  State  Department  of  Finance  and  the  Auditor 
General. 

2.14  Local  agencies  with  construction  projects  under  the  State  Plan 
will  be  subject  to  audit  or  the  review  of  audits  of  expenditures  by 
state  auditors  or  examiners  as  follows : 

The  California  state  government  does  not  conduct  audits  of  local 
jurisdictions.  Local  participating  libraries  report  annually  to  the 
State  Librarian  as  required  by  Education  Code,  Sections  27262 
(county  libraries)  ;  27368  (mu.nicipal  libraries)  ;  27859,  27564, 
28259  (district  libraries).  The  winter  issues  of  News  Notes  of 
California  Libraries  show  statistical  tables  compiled  from  these 
reports.  Moreover,  where  any  portion  of  the  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  State  Plan  funds  are  spent  by  local 
units,  the  State  Librarian  will  review  the  projects  for  compliance 
with  the  contracts  before  authorizing  the  reimbursement.  In  addi- 
tion, the  contracts  made  with  local  jurisdictions  which  will  expend 
federal  funds  will  specify  that  the  State  Librarian  is  empowered 
to  make  such  a  review.  A  local  independent  audit  will  be  re- 
quired on  all  construction  projects  and  a  copy  forwarded  to  the 
State  Librarian. 


3.0  Policies  and  Methods  of  Administration 

3.1  General  Aims  and  Policies  of  the  Plan. 

Following  is  a  brief  description  (with  pertinent  documents  at- 
tached or  cited)  of  the  general  aims  and  policies  of  the  State 
Plan  and  the  policies  under  which  the  California  State  Library 
will  administer  the  plan.  Included  are  the  criteria  to  be  used  by 
the  State  Library  in  determining  which  areas  are  without  the 
library  facilities  necessary  to  develop  library  services : 

The  California  State  Plan  has  as  its  general  aims  and  pur- 
poses : 

1.  Contributing  to  the  improvement  of  library  facilities  from  a 
statewide  point  of  view,  by  developing  projects  which  will  help 
to  extend  and  upgrade  California  public  libraries  not  only  dur- 
ing the  period  of  federal  aid  but  for  many  years  into  the  future. 
Public  Library  Service  Standards  for  California,  the  American 
Library  Association  standards  published  in  Public  Library  Serv- 
ice, A  Guide  to  Evaluation  with  Minimum  Standards,  and  the 
Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California  will  be  the  guides 
in  accomplishing  these  aims. 

2.  Serving  as  a  testing  ground  through  demonstrations  and  ex- 
ploring new  patterns  of  library  facilities  which  may  be  profit- 
ably followed  by  other  California  libraries. 
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3.  Developing  further  the  long-range  objectives  of  State  Library 
policy,  which  encourages  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
library  units  which  grow  toward  maturity ;  which  fosters  reason- 
able self-sufficiency  within  a  library  system,  balanced  by  wise 
cooperation  with  other  libraries  and  the  use  of  regional  and 
statewide  resources;  and  which  stimulates  intellectual  and  fi- 
nancial support  by  the  communities  the  public  libraries  exist 
to  serve. 

4.  Awakening  in  the  people  the  realization  of  the  value  of  public 
libraries  in  their  daily  lives  and  work. 

The  policies  under  which  the  State  Library  will  administer  the 
State  Plan  for  Construction  are: 

1.  The  maximum  amount  of  federal  funds  that  will  be  available 
for  any  single  construction  project  will  be  $1,000,000  (one  mil- 
lion dollars). 

2.  A  variety  of  plans  for  different  types  of  buildings  will  best 
serve  California's  needs. 

3.  A  definite  attempt  will  be  made  to  enable  existing  libraries  and 
library  systems  to  reach  minimum  standards  as  stated  in  Fiihlic 
Library  Services  for  California;  Puhlic  lAhrary  Services,  a 
Guide  to  Evaluation  with  Minimum  Standards,  and  the  Master 
Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California. 

4.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  buildings  which  will  contribute  to 
extension  of  services  beyond  local  jurisdictional  lines,  and  will 
contribute  to  services  within  regions  and  throughout  the  state. 

5.  Areas  for  construction  projects  will  be  selected  where  there  is 
assurance  that  stimulation  will  create  an  ongoing  program. 
Projects  will  be  selected  where  there  is  assurance  that  there 
will  be  the  most  permanent  results. 

The  criteria  used  in  determining  which  areas  are  ''without  public 
library  service"  are 

1.  Do  all  people  living  in  a  given  area  have  public  library  serv- 
ice easily  accessible  ?  ^ 

Five  counties  in  California  have  no  countywide  library 
service.  In  some  of  these  counties  there  are  city  libraries  which 
serve  their  own  residents,  but  give  only  limited  service  to  county 
residents  who  seek  help.  Many  cities  have  grown  far  beyond 
the  periphery  of  the  services  areas  of  existing  central  libraries 
and  branches.  In  metropolitan  areas,  fringe  cities  outside  the 
boundaries  of  the  central  cities  have  not  been  able  to  furnish 
library  service  outlets  in  proportion  to  population  growth. 

2.  Where  there  is  a  library  system  established,  does  this  library 
system  have  sufficient  budget,  facilities,  materials  and  staff  to 
provide  total  geographic  coverage;  has  the  service  of  this  li- 
brary system  kept  pace  with  population  growth  ?

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Many  areas  with  a  library  service  are  virtually  "unserved" 
because  the  libraries  have  not  been  able  to  fulfill  these  require- 
ments. 

The  criteria  used  in  determining  which  areas  are  without  library 
facilities  are  stated  in 

Master  Plan  for  PuMic  Libraries  in  California^  as  quoted 
below : 

Community  Libraries  (Local  Level). 

"Importance  of  Accessihility.  Of  immediate  importance,  be- 
cause of  its  easy  availability  to  individual  readers,  is  the  li- 
brary service  outlet  in  the  community.  It  may  be  a  small  or 
medium-size  town  or  city  library,  a  branch  of  a  larger  city  or 
county  library,  or  a  bookmobile. 

The  community  library  should  be  able  to  satisfy  the  majority 
of  the  demands  made  upon  it,  and  have  rapid  and  reliable  access 
to  larger  resources  from  its  own  or  other  library  systems. ' ' 

"Limitations  of  Community  Libraries.  It  is  not  possible  for 
any  library  service  outlet  independently  to  own  all  the  mate- 
rials or  to  employ  all  the  specialized  staif  required  to  serve  the 
complete  library  needs  of  all  the  people  nearby. 

Libraiy  materials  and  library  staffs  can  be  organized  to  serve 
large  numbers  of  people.  Modern,  rapid  communication  and 
transportation,  so  far  not  fully  utilized  in  library  service,  can 
bring  more  complete  materials  to  the  individual  in  the  commu- 
nity. These  facilities  can  also  make  it  possible  for  even  the  reader 
in  a  rural  area,  by  traveling  not  more  than  a  half -day  round  trip 
from  home,  to  use  circulating  and  reference  collections  larger 
and  more  complete  than  can  possibly  be  provided  in  the  com- 
munity library.  This  can  be  done,  however,  only  if  the  commu- 
nity library  service  outlet  is  affiliated  with,  or  an  actual  unit  of, 
a  larger  system  of  libraries. ' ' 

The  criteria  used  in  determining  which  areas  are  "inadequately 

served"  are: 

1.  Does  the  public  library  service  to  which  the  people  have  access 
provide  minimum  service  when  checked  against  the  PuMic  Li- 
brary Service  Standards  for  California?  The  American  Library 
Association's  PuMic  Lil)rary  Service,  and  the  Master  Plan  for 
PuMic  Library  Service  in  California?  For  example,  (a)  does  the 
library  system  add  at  least  5,000  titles  per  year,  (b)  does  a  li- 
brary system  include  200-300  periodicals  currently  purchased 
and  retain  at  least  50  percent  in  back  files,  (c)  does  the  library 
sj^stem  provide  librarians  with  professional  training  and  special- 
ized experience  in  administration,  technical  processes,  adult  ref- 
erence and  readers'  advisory  work,  and  children's  reference  and 
readers'  advisory  work,  and  library  extension?

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2.  Do  the  residents  in  this  area  have  access  to  library  service  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  local  library  1  Do  they  have  access  to  a  collection 
of  100,000  books?  (1)  Do  they  have  the  benefit  of  specialized  pro- 
fessional reference  staff  to  help  them  use  these  books?  (2)  Do 
they  have  indexes  which  help  them  locate  these  materials  both 
in  the  local  library  and  in  other  libraries,  and  the  benefit  of 
rapid  communication  and  delivery  service  for  bringing  the  ma- 
terials to  them  ? 

When  annual  reports  submitted  to  the  State  Library  were 
checked  against  these  standards,  no  library  was  found  to  meet 
all  of  them.  Libraries  inadequate  in  any  respect  will  be  consid- 
ered eligible  to  be  served  under  the  Plan.  A  demonstration  of 
standard  service  might  most  easily  be  given  through  a  library 
or  system  which  is  now  approaching  standards. 

Criteria  used  in  determining  which  areas  have  inadequate  facil- 
ities are : 

Does  the  building  or  buildings  housing  the  library  services  for 
the  area  provide  adequate  physical  facilities  as  described  in  the 
California  Library  Association's  Pidjlic  LPorary  Service  Stand- 
ards for  California,  "Standards  of  Buildings  and  Equipment",^ 
the  American  Library  Association's  PuMic  Lihrary  Service,  a 
Guide  to  Evaluation  ivith  Minimum  Standards,  "Physical  Fa- 
cilities";* and  Blaster  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California, 
"Buildings  and  Equipment"?  ^  (Copies  attached.) 

(Note  :  Copies  of  the  Standards  cited  as  criteria  and  referred  to  atove  as  attach- 
ments are  not  included  in  this  printed  version  of  the  text  of  the  State  Plan.  For 
exact  citations,  see  footnotes  3,  4>  owd  5.) 

Service  is  considered  inadequate  it  it  fails  to  meet  any  one  set 
of  standards. 

3.2  Methods  of  Administering  the  Plan  for  Construction. 

The  criteria  to  be  applied,  and  the  procedures  to  be  followed  in 

applying  them,  for  the  approval  by  the  State  Library  of  projects 

for  construction  of  public  library  facilities  are  described  below. 
Criteria  to  be  applied  in  evaluating  applications  for  construction 

grants  are  as  follows : 

1.  The  building  must  provide  facilities  for  the  enrichment  of  serv- 
ice in  an  area,  through  coordination  of  the  resources  and/or  serv- 
ices of  two  or  more  libraries  or  a  library  system  as  established 
under  the  Public  Library  Development  Act.

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2.  Each  library  in  the  system,  in  order  to  qualify,  shall  provide 
current  local  support  for  operating  expenditures  excluding  cap- 
ital expenditures,  for  library  service  equal  to  a  tax  rate  of  fifteen 
cents  ($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  area  served,  or  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents 
($2.25),  annually,  per  capita  in  the  area  served,  whichever  is 
less.  LSCA  funds  will  not  replace  local  funds. 

3.  The  library  must  have  a  long-range  program  for  development, 
including  data  on  the  present  status  of  the  library,  population 
projections  for  20  years  ahead,  and  specific  plans  for  the  next 
10  years. 

4.  A  California-registered  architect  shall  be  employed  for  the 
project. 

5.  A  professional  librarian  shall  function  as  consultant  to  the 
architect  throughout  the  planning  and  construction  of  the  build- 
ing. This  librarian  may  be  a  consultant  from  outside  the  library 
system  or  he  may  be  the  head  of  the  library  or  one  of  the  head 
librarians  in  the  library  system  for  which  the  building  is  being 
constructed. 

6.  There  must  be  a  written  program  prepared  by  the  librarian  prior 
to  the  designing  of  the  building  by  the  architect. 

7.  The  building  program  must  be  in  keeping  with  the  library's 
service  program:  that  is,  the  building  must  provide  physical 
facilities  for  the  ser\dces  which  the  library  will  offer,  but  should 
not  include  extravagant  facilities ;  on  the  other  hand  it  must  pro- 
vide facilities  adequate  for  the  implementation  of  the  library's 
service  program. 

8.  The  building  must  conform  to  ALA  standards  or  California  li- 
brary standards  for  buildings,  as  described  in  the  statements  cited 
in  Section  3.1,  or  to  local  library  standards  in  cases  where  local 
standards  are  based  on  ALA  or  CLA  standards  but  are  more 
specific. 

9.  The  square  footage  cost  must  be  in  keeping  with  the  standard 
cost  in  the  area  for  similar  buildings. 

10.  The  project  must  appear  feasible  in  that  local  support  will  be 
sufficient  to  maintain  the  program  for  which  the  building  is  con- 
structed. 

11.  The  project  must  fit  into  the  total  Blaster  Plan  for  PuMic  Li- 
traries  in  California^  as  contributing  to  a  local  or  regional  sys- 
tem. 

^  Priorities  recognized  in  determining  projects  selected  will  be  as 
follows : 
1.  Priority  will  be  given  to  buildings  devoted  exclusively  to  library 

services. 


The  maximum  amount  of  federal  funds  that  will  be  available  for  any  single  con- 
struction project  will  be  $1,000,000  (one  million  dollars)  regardless  of  the 
project's  priority  and  percentages  of  matching   funds. 
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2.  Priority  will  be  given  to  types  of  libraries  in  the  following  order : 
First   priority:    Two    or   more   formerly   independent   libraries 

which  consolidate  under  a  single  administration  subsequent  to 
the  approval  of  the  plan  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 
For  a  building  to  house  this  type  of  organization,  federal 
funds  will  be  granted  on  a  matching  basis  of  38.37  percent 
federal  funds  and  61.63  percent  local  funds. 

Second  priority :  Two  or  more  independent  libraries  which  coop- 
eratively share  the  same  building.  For  a  building  of  this  type, 
federal  funds  will  be  granted  on  a  matching  basis  of  33^  per- 
cent federal  funds  to  66f  percent  local  funds. 

Third  priority :  A  headquarters  building  for  an  existing  system, 
or  a  headquarters  building  for  a  community  library  which  is 
part  of  a  system  serving  a  minimum  population  of  100,000  and 
meeting  the  criteria  required  of  systems  in  the  Public  Library 
Development  Act.  For  this  type  of  building,  federal  funds  will 
be  granted  on  a  matching  basis  of  25  percent  federal  funds 
to  75  percent  local  funds. 

Fourth  priority:  Branch  buildings  for  existing  systems  serving 
a  minimum  population  of  100,000  and  meeting  the  criteria  re- 
quired of  systems  in  the  Pul3lic  Library  Development  Act.'^ 
A  public  agency  applying  for  a  grant  for  branch  buildings 
must  have  adopted  a  program  of  library  service  with  stand- 
ards for  branch  buildings  stating  the  geographical  area  served 
by  a  branch,  the  population  served,  and  the  relationship  of  the 
branches  to  central  library  services.  For  branch  buildings 
which  meet  these  criteria,  federal  funds  will  be  granted  on  a 
matching  basis  of  25  percent  federal  funds  to  75  percent  local 
funds. 

3.  Priority  will  be  given  to  new  construction  over  remodeling  of  an 
existing  building. 

4.  The  specific  ratio  between  federal  and  local  matching  funds  ac- 
cording to  priorities  set  forth  in  this  State  Plan  will  be  required 
for  the  total  budget  of  a  "partial  project."  The  State  Library 
will  report  local  matching  funds  for  each  of  a  "partial  proj- 
ect's" two  phases  in  amounts  sufficient  to  meet  federal  require- 
ments but  not  necessarily  in  the  specific  ratio  determined  by  the 
project's  priority. 


'Public  Library  Development  Act,  Article  6,  Grants  in  General,  Section  27131  (a) 
through  (d).  To  qualify  for  grants  under  this  chapter,  a  library  system,  once 
established,  must : 

(a)  Provide  equal  access  to  all  participating  libraries  to  all  residents  of  the  area 
served  by  the  system. 

(b)  Provide  for  the  annual  addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book  titles. 

(c)  Provide  for  the  purchase  annually  of  at  least  300  adult  and  juvenile 
periodical  titles  and  for  the  adoption  of  a  program  for  the  maintenance  of 
back  files  and  indexes  for  reference  use  of  periodicals. 

(d)  Expend  funds  from  local  sources  for  total  operating  expenses,  excluding 
capital  expenditures  for  each  library  within  the  system,  equivalent  to  the 
minimum  specified  in  this  subdivision.  Tliat  minimum  shall  be  either  ( 1 )  A 
tax  rate  of  fifteen  cents  ($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the 
total  assessed  valuation  of  the  area  served,  or  to  be  served,  by  the  library 
system,  as  shown  by  tlie  equalized  assessment  roll,  or  rolls,  of  such  area,  for 
the  preceding  year,  or  (2)  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  ($2.25)  annually, 
per  capita  in  the  area  to  be  served  by  the  library  system,  whichever  is  less. 
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3.3  Methods  of  Administering  Fair  Hearings. 

The  method  and  procedures  to  be  followed  in  providing  every 
local  or  other  public  agency  whose  application  for  funds  under 
Title  II  is  denied  with  the  opportunity  for  a  fair  hearing  be- 
fore the  California  State  Library  are  as  follows : 

1.  In  the  event  the  application  is  denied,  a  written  notice  shall  be 
served  upon  the  applicant  personally  or  by  mail  stating  the 
reasons  or  causes  therefor  and  advising  the  applicant  of  his 
right  to  appeal,  including  the  time  within  which  he  may  appeal. 

2.  Within  15  days  after  service  of  the  notice  of  denial  of  applica- 
tion the  applicant  may  file  with  the  State  Librarian  a  written 
answer  to  the  notice,  stating  that  the  applicant  appeals  from 
the  decision  of  the  State  Librarian  and  requests  a  hearing.  If 
the  applicant  fails  to  answer  within  the  time  specified  the 
decision  of  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  final. 

3.  Whenever  an  answer  is  filed  to  a  denial  of  application,  the 
State  Librarian  shall  hold  a  hearing  within  a  reasonable  time. 
Failure  of  the  applicant  to  appear  at  the  hearing  shall  be 
deemed  a  withdrawal  of  the  applicant's  answer  and  the  deci- 
sion of  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  final. 

4.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  given  the 
applicant  at  least  15  days  before  the  hearing. 

5.  The  applicant  shall  be  given  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing. 

6.  At  the  hearing,  criteria  and  priorities  for  the  selection  of  ap- 
plicants which  are  listed  in  the  State  Plan  will  be  used  in  mak- 
ing a  final  decision. 

7.  The  State  Librarian  shall  render  a  decision  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  hearing.  The  decision  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  contain  the  reasons  or  causes  therefor  and  shall  be  final 
and  binding  upon  the  applicant.  Copies  of  the  decision  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  applicant  personally  or  by  mail. 

3.4  Methods  of  Administering  Wage  Payments. 

Following  are  the  procedures  for  assuring  fuU  compliance  with 
the  requirement  that  all  laborers  and  mechanics  employed  by  con- 
tractors or  subcontractors  on  all  construction  projects  shall  be  paid 
at  not  less  than  prevailing  rates  as  determined  by  the  Secretary  of 
Labor  in  accordance  with  the  Contract  Work  Hours  Standards 
Act,  and  that  contractors  and  subcontractors  will  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  29  CFR  part  3  and  abide  by  the  contract  clauses 
required  by  29  CFR  5.5  (a)  and  (c)  : 

The  Office  of  Architecture  and  Construction,  Department  of 
General  Services,  shall  provide  on-site  inspection  at  the  appro- 
priate stages  of  construction,  and  shall  assure  compliance  with 
the  Davis-Bacon  Act,  as  amended,  and  the  Copeland  Act  in 
accordance  with  procedures  already  established  by  the  office  in 
its  work  with  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Wel- 
fare projects.  The  California  State  Library  will  negotiate  a 
service  agreement  with  the  Office  of  Architecture  and  Construc- 
tion which  will  provide  for  these  services. 
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4.0  Reports,  etc. 

4.1  Reports.  It  is  agreed  that  the  California  State  Library  will  make 
such  reports  of  expenditures  by  categories  and  such  other  reports 
as  the  commissioner  may  from  time  to  time  reasonably  require,  and 
that  the  California  State  Library  will  comply  with  such  require- 
ments as  he  may  prescribe  to  assure  the  correctness  and  verification 
of  such  reports. 

4.2  Promise  to  Bepay.  It  is  agreed  that  the  funds  paid  under  the  Act 
shall  be  expended  solely  for  the  purpose  for  which  paid  and  the 
state  will  veji&y  to  the  United  States  any  funds  which  have  been 
lost  or  diverted  from  the  purposes  for  which  paid. 

4.3  Change  of  Status  of  Library  Facility.  It  is  agreed  that  any  public 
library  facilities  constructed  with  funds  provided  under  the  Act 
shall  be  devoted  to  public  library  purposes  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  20  years,  unless  their  use  for  another  purpose  is  approved  hj 
the  State  Librarian. 

4.4  Free  PuMic  Library  Services.  It  is  agreed  that  all  library  services 
provided  in  buildings  constructed,  expanded,  remodeled,  or  altered 
under  the  plan  are  required,  by  regulation  of  the  California  State 
Library,  to  be  available  free  of  charge  and  without  discrimination 
to  all  members  of  the  community,  district,  or  region  served.

Metropolitan  and  urban  public  library  services  have  come  to  be  em- 
phasized more  definitely  than  ever  before,  with  the  passage  of 
the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  In  this  metropolitan  and 
urban  world  the  rapid  expansion  of  cities  and  of  areas  undergoing 
urbanization  has  transcended  political  boundaries.  Metropolitan  areas 
are  filled  with  libraries — public,  school,  college,  university  and  special. 
But  how  complete  is  the  library  service  offered?  Barriers  of  many 
kinds  exist:  geographic,  governmental,  jurisdictional.  How  can  joint 
action,  and  cooperation,  be  provided  among  these  many  libraries? 

The  services  offered  by  consultants  working  out  of  state  library 
agencies  are  vital  in  developing  plans  and  their  implementation  for 
total  library  service.  The  metropolitan  and  urban  problems  require  new 
knowledge,  a  sharpening  of  skills,  and  a  development  of  the  present 
skills  of  consultants  to  meet  the  present  demands  and  needs,  and  to 
1  provide  a  foundation  for  future  development. 

;      In  library  service  as  in  other  services  in  metropolitan  and  urban 
'  areas,  trial  solutions  for  provision  of  service  must  be  developed.  Deci- 
sions are  demanded  every  day ;  they  must  be  made,  and  not  postponed 
j  pending    final    solutions.    There    is    little    prospect    that    population 
I  trends  will  be  so  altered  that  the  problems  peculiar  to  the  metropolitan 
I  situation  will  automatically  level  off,  thereby  solving  themselves.   Li- 
1  brary  services  in  the  urban  setting  have  become  djaiamic. 
I      The  American  Association  of  State  Libraries,  at  the  St.  Louis  con- 
ference of  the  American  Library  Association,  considered  whether  state 
i  library  agencies  are  geared  to  meet  this  challenge  of  metropolitan  and 
i  urban  library  service.  The  Executive  Board  of  the  American  Associa- 
!  tion  of  State  Libraries  recognized  the  need  of  the  new  emphasis  by 
■f  approving  a  proposal  by  the  ASL  Planning  Committee  to  hold  regional 
1  seminars  on  metropolitan  and  urban  library  service,  focusing  on  the 
specific  needs  of  state  library  consultants. 
Three  seminars  were  planned : 

{Eastern  Seminar:  Connecticut,  Florida,  Delaware,  Georgia,  Maine, 
Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
North  Carolina,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  West  Vir- 
ginia, Virginia,  South  Carolina.

Western:  Alaska,  Arizona,  Arkansas,  California,  Colorado,  Hawaii, 
Idaho,  Kansas,  Montana,  Nebraska,  Nevada,  New  Mexico,  North 
Dakota,  Oklahoma,  Oregon,  South  Dakota,  Texas,  Utah,  Washington, 
Wyoming. 
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The  overall  purpose  of  the  seminars  was  to  provide  rapid  and  iu- 
depth  training  for  state  library  consultants  who  work  in  libraries  in 
metropolitan,  and  urban  areas.  The  September  4,  1961,  memorandum 
announcing  the  Western  Seminar  stated  as  its  purpose,  "to  enable 
state  library  consultants  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  improve  their  skills 
for  studying,  analj^zing,  and  assisting  with  solutions  to  metropolitan- 
urban  public  library  problems  particularly  in  connection  with  the  use 
of  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  funds  in  metropolitan-urban 
areas  of  all  states."  The  population  definition  of  "metropolitan- 
urban"  for  purposes  of  these  seminars  was:  not  fcAver  than  50,000  and 
usually  much  larger.  The  seminars  were  planned  to  enable  state  library 
agencies  to  understand  problems  of  metropolitan  and  urban  areas 
and  thus  to  work  more  creatively  with  libraries  of  these  areas,  to 
sharpen  the  awareness  of  state  library  personnel  of  the  trends  in 
metropolitan  areas  and  in  library  development,  and  to  enable  state 
library  consultants  to  acc{uire  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  for 
participating  in  the  solution  to  these  problems.  Mrs.  Carma  R.  Leigli, 
California  State  Librarian,  was  chairman  of  the  ASL  Planning  Com- 
mittee. Committee  members  were  :  Miss  Jean  Connor ;  Mrs.  John  Frantz ; 
Mr.  Ealph  Funk;  Miss  Ernestine  Grafton;  Mr.  David  C.  Palmer;  Miss 
Nettie  B.  Tajdor,  and  Dr.  Dorman  Winfrey. 

The  Western  Seminar  on  "Problems  of  Library  Service  in  Urban 
and  Metropolitan  Areas,"  described  in  the  following  article,  was  the 
first  to  be  held. 

The  Central-Southeastern  Seminar  on  "Problems  of  Library 
Service  in  Metropolitan  Areas,"  Miss  Genevieve  M.  Casey,  Michigan 
State  Librarian,  Chairman,  was  the  second  to  be  held,  November  3-4, 
1965,  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  Urbana.  The  Allerton  Park  Insti-  • 
tute  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Monticello,  Illinois, 
October  31-Novenjber  3,  is  concerned  specifically  with  metropolitan 
library  problems.  The  Institute  as  a  background  for  the  Consultant 
Seminar  allowed  the  group  to  apply  the  theory  developed  during  the 
Allerton  Institute  to  the  practical  problems  of  state  library  consultants 
in  the  November  3-4  seminar. 

The  third  seminar,  November  10-12,  1965,  on  "Understanding  the 
Problems  of  Library  Service  in  Metropolitan  Areas, ' '  completed  the  pro- 
gram for  regional  seminars.  Miss  Nettie  B.  Tajdor,  Director,  Division  of 
Library  Extension,  ]Maryiand,  was  chairman.  Drexel  Institute  of  Tech- ; 
nology,  Graduate  School  of  Library  Science,  was  chosen  as  the  library 
school   for  the   seminar,   with   Miss   Dorothy   Bendix,    Associate   Pro- 
fessor, as  Director  of  the  Seminar.  Seminar  topics  include :  problems  i 
and  trends  in  urbanization,  problems  of  metropolitan  library  service, ' 
implication  for  state  library  agencies,  coordinated  approach  to  metro- 
politan library  development. 

The  three  regional  seminars  provided  an  opportunity  for  each  state 
library  agency  to  participate  in  a  regional  seminar  on  metropolitan 
problems  related  to  library  service  and  specifically  related  to  state 
library  agencies  and  state  library  consultants.

Preliminary  Planning 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Dalton  and  Mrs.  Carma  Leigh,  President  of  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  State  Libraries,  and  Chairman  of  its  Seminar  Com- 
mittee, respectively,  held  a  conference  with  Dean  Raynard  Swank,  and 
later  with  Professor  Edward  A.  Wight,  about  the  possibility  of  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley,  School  of  Librarianship 's  conduct- 
ing a  seminar  for  state  library  consultants  of  the  western  states.  In- 
formal agreement  was  secured  for  Dr.  Wight  to  direct  the  seminar 
during  Easter  Week,  and  plans  were  made  for  Continuing  Education 
in  Librarianship,  University  Extension,  to  handle  the  details  of  regis- 
tration, housing,  and  so  on. 

Informal  agreement  was  reached  by  Mrs.  Dalton,  Mrs.  Leigh,  and 
Dr.  Wight  on  the  chief  topics  to  be  considered,  with  final  responsibility 
for  subjects  and  speakers  left  to  the  latter.  The  availability  of  seminar 
speakers,  within  the  low  budget  available,  made  it  almost  essential  to 
secure  local  interested  persons.  It  was  at  first  hoped  that  during  the 
seminar  each  consultant  would  work  on  a  problem  selected  from  one 
;  of  the  many  public  libraries  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  and  would 
report  back  to  the  group.  This  proved  impractical  within  the  available 
time  and  given  the  widely  different  backgrounds  of  the  potential  mem- 
bers of  the  group. 

Final  content  consisted  primarily  of  topics  thought  hy  the  director 
to  be  related  to  some  of  the  recurring  problems  of  public  libraries  in 
metropolitan  areas,  though  not  limited  to  libraries  in  such  areas.  Em- 
phasis was  placed  on  the  type  of  management  problem  about  which 
a  point  of  view  could  be  expounded  by  the  lecturer  in  a  period  of 
1  one  or  two  hours.  In  general,  no  attention  was  given  to  specific  detailed 
I  problems  such  as  book  selection,  circulation,  public  services,  recruiting 
jand  training  personnel,  public  relations,  finance,  and  building.  The  sub- 
iject  for  discussion  on  the  last  morning  was  a  report  by  a  management 
'consultant  of  a  study  of  16  public  libraries  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
jArea,  and  it  was  hoped  that  this  would  provide  an  opportunity  for 
!  integrating  and  applying  some  of  the  topics  discussed  earlier  in  the 
iweek.  Finally,  it  was  assumed  by  the  director  that  most  of  the  subject 
iareas  selected  for  discussion  represent  aspects  of  library  management 
jin  which  current  performance  is  rather  general^  at  a  mediocre  level, 
iand  that  public  library  consultants  through  their  advisory  contacts 
jmight  exert  a  significant  influence  in  the  improvement  of  the  level  of 
iquality  of  public  library  service.

304  NEWS  NOTES  OP  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES 

Background  Information 

The  director  opened  the  seminar  on  Monday  morning  with  a  brief 
summary  of  some  background  information.  The  states  which  supplied 
preliminary  information  at  the  request  of  the  director  vary  widely  in 
the  functions,  size,  and  administrative  organization  of  the  state  library 
agencies.  The  common  functions  are  library  extension  and  responsibil- 
ity for  the  federal  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  The  num- 
ber of  professional  library  positions  in  the  responding  agencies  ranges 
from  4  to  50,  and  the  number  of  consultants  from  2  to  8. 

Similarly,  the  distribution  of  consultant  time  in  those  positions  varies 
widely,  both  with  the  number  of  consultants  and  with  the  number  and 
nature  of  problems  in  the  various  states.  A  composite  profile  shows 
about  39  percent  of  consultant  working-time  devoted  to  field  consulta- 
tion work  with  public  libraries  and  24  percent  at  headquarters  doing 
reporting  and  paper  work.  Traveling  requires  about  12  percent  of  total 
time,  and  consulting  at  headquarters  about  public  libraries  approxi- 
mately 9  percent.  The  remaining  16  percent  is  primarily  used  in  con- 
ferences, etc.:  with  other  agencies  (4  percent),  field  and  headquarters 
consultations  about  other  than  public  libraries  (7  percent),  and  other 
related  activities.  Among  the  states  there  are  wide  variations  in  dis- 
tribution of  total  time  spent  in  field  consultations,  illustrated  by  a 
range  of  from  11  percent  to  70  percent.  Less  than  one  day  is  given  to 
over  half  of  the  consultations. 

The  average  number  of  years  of  consultant  experience  of  those  re- 
porting is  almost  six  years,  practically  all  of  which  have  been  in  the 
present  position.  Specific  areas  in  which  it  was  reported  that  additional 
training  would  be  helpful  can  be  summarized  under  three  broad  head- 
ings: 1)  management  skills  (such  as  budget  and  finance,  administra- 
tive organization,  personnel,  analysis  of  data  and  reporting,  building 
problems,  cooperative,  activities,  and  communication  and  group  dy- 
namics) ;  2)  legal  problems;  and  3)  personal  skills  (as  public  speaking, 
personality,  ability  to  listen,  and  ability  to  present  material  dramat- 
ically.) 

These  background  data  are  given  to  illustrate  the  diversity  of  the 
states  and  of  their  consultants  and  the  problems  with  which  they  deal.^ 

The  introduction  was  closed  by  the  suggestion  that  the  pioneer 
movement  of  bringing  some  sort  of  public  library  service  to  most  of 
the  population  of  the  western  states  of  the  United  States  is  over,  and 
that  the  contemporary  pioneer  is  probably  the  person  who  works  to 
attain  quality  and  depth  of  public  library  service  by  defining  goals  in 
specific  measurable  terms  and  searching  out  and  testing  the  appropriate 
means  of  reaching  these  goals. 

State  and  Local  Responsibilities  for  Public  Library  Deve/opmenf  ^ 

Following  the  introductory  remarks,  Mrs.  Leigh,  California  State 
Librarian  and  Chairman  of  the  American  Association  of  State  Li- 
braries Planning  Committee,  spoke  on  state  library  responsibilities  for

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public  library  development.  This  responsibility  includes  updating  and 
modernizing  the  basic  public  library  law,  developing  clear  and  equit- 
able administrative  regulations  (where  such  are  required),  seeking  fa- 
vorable legal  interpretation  within  the  intent  of  the  law  and  the  social 
purposes  of  libraries,  cooperating  with  and  working  for  strong  profes- 
sional associations,  particularly  in  the  direction  of  statewide  planning 
for  library  needs,  and  encouraging  vigorous  leadership  throughout 
the  state. 

Mrs.  Leigh  noted  the  increase  of  direct  responsibility  of  state  li- 
braries to  assist  with  public  library  problems  in  metropolitan  and 
urban,  as  well  as  rural,  areas,  required  by  the  expanded  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act  of  1964.  The  recently  accelerated  movement 
toward  reapportionment  of  state  legislatures  for  greater  representa- 
tion of  metropolitan  and  urban  areas,  and  the  expected  creation  of  a 
high-level  agency  for  urban  affairs  in  the  executive  department  of  the 
federal  government,  also  suggest  that  state  libraries  as  well  as  other 
state  and  federal  agencies  may  be  given  greater  responsibility  to  assist 
with  metropolitan  and  urban  public  library  problems. 

As  background  for  public  library  programs  Dr.  Wight  spoke  on  the 
legal  responsibilities  for  local  public  library  service.  He  pointed  out 
that  in  spite  of  the  typical  position  put  forth  in  library  literature — 
that  the  board  is  primarily  policy-making  and  the  head  librarian  is 
administrative — the  typical  state  legislation  about  public  libraries 
states  that  the  board  has  the  power  to  manage  the  library,  and  the 
duties  of  the  head  librarian  are  usually  not  mentioned.  A  basic  and 
difficult  problem  is  the  delineation  and  codification  of  their  respective 
powers  and  duties. 

Professor  Donald  Koepp,  Assistant  Professor  of  Librarianship,  Uni- 
versity of  California,  Berkeley,  reported  that  his  study  of  decision- 
making for  the  public  library  function  in  a  group  of  public  libraries 
in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Metropolitan  Area,  in  which  he  reviewed 
the  pertinent  official  documents  and  interviewed  head  librarians  and 
most  members  of  library  boards  and  city  councils,  indicated  that  for 
the  most  common  major  problems  studied  most  policy  decisions  were 
made  by  the  appropriating  group — the  city  council — in  spite  of  the 
dominant  professional  theory  or  the  provisions  of  legislation;  and 
that  these  decisions  usually  involve  marginal  (relatively  small)  amounts 
I  of  the  municipal  expenditures  and  are  more  closely  related  to  main- 
taining a  balance  (or  "fair  share")  of  a  general  increase  in  munici- 
pal revenue  rather  than  being  based  on  knowledge  of  library  programs 
and  needs. 

Administrative  Organization  and  Management 

In  the  second  day  Professor  Wight  spoke  on  a  series  of  interrelated 
administrative  topics  related  to  the  concept  of  efficiency.  He  defined 
efficiency  as  the  attainment  at  a  specified  level  of  the  accepted  objec- 
tives, with  the  least  input  of  resources  of  manpower,  materials,  and 
other  assets,  while  maintaining  acceptable  standards  for  the  use  and 
conservation  of  human  and  other  resources.  Since  the  public  library  is 
primarily  a  service  of  a  local  governmental  jurisdiction,  and  juris- 
dictions may  vary  tremendously  in  the  composition  of  their  population 
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and  in  standards  of  general  local  services,  specific  public  library  ob- 
jectives should  be  locally  determined  and  must  be  locally  accepted,  if 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  library  management  to  attain  the  accepted 
objectives.  The  logical  steps  discussed  were  (1)  determine  general  and 
specific  program  objectives,  (2)  determine  activities  selected  to  meet 
objectives,  and  group  these  into  one  or  more  organizational  units,  (3) 
determine  the  position  classification  plan  and  the  number  of  employees 
required  by  the  work  program,  and  (4)  adopt  a  pay  plan  and  the  ad- 
ministrative policies  and  rules  required.  He  especially  emphasized 
the  importance  of  organizational  units  large  enough  to  provide  a  series 
of  promotional  classes  of  positions,  including  high-level  non-professional 
positions  for  supervisor  of  groups  of  non-professional  personnel. 

Library  Clienfele 

The  third  day  was  devoted  primarily  to  discussion  of  the  actual  and 
potential  library  clientele,  and  to  methods  for  studying  these.  Professor 
Charles  Glock,  Professor  of  Sociology  and  Director  of  the  Survey  Ee- 
search  Center,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  led  the  discussion  of 
the  importance  of  knowing  what  the  public  thinks  are  the  values  of 
libraries  and  the  public  image  of  librarians,  and  the  reading  motiva- 
tions of  each  group.  He  distinguished  between  qualitative  and  quanti- 
tative studies,  and  their  methods.  After  an  afternoon  of  visiting  in 
public  libraries  in  the  area,  the  members  of  the  group  met  in  the  eve- 
ning to  discuss  their  observations.  Differences  in  the  things  looked 
for  and  observed  by  librarians  and  sociologists  were  commented  upon. 

Managemeni  Studies 

On  the  morning  of  the  fourth  day  Professor  Wight  spoke  of  the  use 
of  quantitative  data  in  interlibrary  comparisons  and  for  management 
purposes  in  a  single  library.  He  again  stressed  some  of  the  wide  dif- 
ferences among  individual  jurisdictions  having  comparable  total  popu- 
lations, ^  and  decried  the  small  use  made  of  performance  data  for  cur- 
rent and  long-range  management  purposes.  The  need  for  quantitative 
work-load  data  to  determine  current  personnel  needs  and  to  plan 
for  future  growth  was  stressed. 

Following  the  only  scheduled  group  luncheon  Mr.  J.  P.  McBrien, 
County  Administrator  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Board  of  Super- 
visors, spoke  on  ''the  use  of  national  professional  standards  by  local 
governments."  The  speaker  cited  quantitative  standards  in  several 
fields  and  concluded  that  standards  are  useful  devices  to  promote  im- 
provements in  services  but  that  they  are  less  important  to  manage- 
ment than  are  certain  other  management  techniques. 

After  the  luncheon  paper,  three  officials  of  a  city  where  a  state  library 
had  published  a  consultant's  report  of  a  library  survey  discussed  "using 
the  consultant's  report."  Mimeographed  copies  of  the  consultant's 
recommendations  had  been  distributed  previously  to  the  seminar 
group.  The  officials  were  the  Assistant  City  Manager,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees,  and  the  City  Librarian.

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The  final  morning  was  devoted  to  "techniques,  findings,  and  rec- 
ommendations" of  a  report  of  a  study  of  sixteen  Bay  Area  public 
libraries  by  Jack  Freeman,  a  management  consultant.  His  approach 
to  libraries  was  two-fold :  what  librarians  thought  they  were  provid- 
ing and  what  the  general  public  expected  and  thought  it  was  getting. 
He  made  wide  use  of  interviews  with  residents  and  of  nonconven- 
tional  library  measurements,  and  explored  some  of  the  possibilities  of 
cooperative  use  of  computer  techniques.  He  seemed  to  conclude  that 
libraries  are  accomplishing  much  good  work,  but  not  necessarily  what 
they  traditionally  say  or  think  they  are  attempting  to  do. 

Some  General  Comments 

The  program  was  planned  to  include  a  final  afternoon  session  titled 
"round-up  of  problems  and  procedures."  However,  the  group  decided 
to  forego  this  meeting  because  the  time  included  Good  Friday  aft- 
ernoon observance  and  because  the  week  had  been  a  full  one.  No  dis- 
cussion of  an  evaluative  nature  took  place.  However,  Continuing  Edu- 
cation for  Librarianship  made  a  follow-up  by  requesting  return  of  a 
mailed  "evaluation  sheet."  The  respondents  expressed  general  satisfac- 
tion with  the  physical  facilities,  but  would  have  liked  greater  variety 
in  format.  About  one  fourth  thought  the  scheduling  was  "too  tight." 
Most  did  not  think  that  "the  overall  objectives  of  the  seminar  were 
fulfilled,"^  although  they  learned  something  "of  practical  value"  in 
their  work.  While  all  of  the  lecturers  were  rated  high  in  subject  com- 
petence, ratings  were  successively  lower  in  "organization"  and  "effec- 
tive presentation ' '  of  material. 

With  respect  to  his  role,  the  director  makes  the  following  comments. 
1)  The  announced  plan  of  having  a  panel  begin  the  discussion  imme- 
diately after  each  presentation  was  not  successful  and  was  not  fol- 
lowed. The  names  of  relatively  few  enrollees  were  suggested  as  being 
interested  in  and  informed  about  the  topics  listed  in  the  "tentative 
outline  of  topics"  mailed  in  advance  to  the  state  agencies.  The  small 
membership  and  informality  of  the  group,  the  lack  of  skill  of  the  di- 
rector in  promoting  discussion,  and  the  full  schedule  of  subjects  were 
also  factors  that  probably  should  have  led  to  the  decision  not  to  plan 
panels  to  lead  discussion.  2)  A  small  group  for  a  period  of  only  five 
days  should  probably  be  housed  centrally  where  meal  and  other  facili- 
!  ties  for  group  and  informal  discussion  are  provided,  so  as  to  facilitate 
both  group  and  informal  discussion  among  enrollees  and  lecturers.  3) 
Program  activities  were  planned  for  only  two  evenings.  The  seminar 
period  should  be  long  enough  to  provide  time  when  consultants  from 
each  state  would  attempt  to  apply  at  least  some  of  the  subject  content 
to  public  library  problems  in  their  respective  states,  and  to  discuss 
■  these  proposals  with  the  seminar  staff.  Seminar  staff  and  physical  fa- 
•;  cilities  were  not  adequate  for  such  activities.  4)  While  mimeographed 
materials  were  distributed,  these  were  not  systematically  referred  to 
or  discussed  by  the  director,  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  whether  they

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contributed  to  the  learning  situation.  In  retrospect,  the  director  is  in- 
clined to  the  opinion  that  materials  organized  as  a  text  to  be  studied  by 
each  enrollee  as  a  basis  for  application  to  local  problems,  and  some 
systematic  discussion  (partly  by  individuals  and  partly  by  small 
groups),  would  provide  a  learning  situation  superior  to  that  used.  The 
preparation  and  distribution  in  advance  of  study  materials,  or  "work- 
ing papers,"  could  clarify  the  general  objectives,  and  provide  a  fac- 
tual basis  for  members  of  the  group  to  engage  in  discussion  of  relevant 
problems. 


THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  CALIFORNIA  INSTITUTE  OF 
LIBRARY  RESEARCH— Berkeley  and  Los  Angeles 

The  following  article  is  reprinted  in  its  entirety  from  CU  News, 
the  newsletter  of  the  General  Library,  University  of  California, 
Berkeley,  the  issue  of  April  15,  1965,  vol.  20,  no.  15,  with  the  kind 
permission  of  Dean  Raynard  C.  Swank,  School  of  Lihrarianship, 
University  of  California,  Berkeley.  It  is  an  excellent  description  of 
the  University's  important  new  undertaking  in  the  library  field. 

The  Institute  of  Library  Research  is  a  University-wide  organization, 
with  a  Director  at  Berkeley   (Dean  Raynard  C.  Swank  of  the  UCB 
School  of  Lihrarianship)    and  an  Associate  Director  at  Los  Angeles 
(Professor  Robert  M.  Hayes  of  the  UCLA  School  of  Library  Service). 
Its  purposes  are  to  conduct  research  into  library  and  information  prob- 
j  lems,  develop  methods  for  the  improvement  of  the  UC  and  other  library 
I  and  information  systems,  and  advance  education  for  lihrarianship. 
j      The  long-term  program  of  the  Institute  will  be  concerned  with  re- 
search into  the  basic  problems  of  libraries  and  other  information  sys- 
jtems.  Concurrently,  short-term  task  studies  will  be  made  of  the  immedi- 
ate, pragmatic  issues  of  the  UC  library  system.  In  cooperation  with  the 
!|UC  schools  of  lihrarianship,  the  Institute  will  provide  opportunities  for 
faculty  and  student  research  and  for  advanced  or  specialized  post-grad- 
uate training  for  practicing  librarians. 

Much  of  the  initial  impetus  for  establishment  of  the  Institute  of 
Library  Research  arose  from  a  recognition  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
! operational  problems  faced  by  the  Libraries  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
jfornia — nine  campuses,  numerous  branch  libraries,  proliferating  special 
I  information  centers,  needs  for  equal  access  by  all  campuses  to  the  total 
jresources  of  the  University.  It  was  evident  that  solution  of  these  prob- 
jlems  required  fundamental  research  and  not  simply  fragmented  imple- 
(mentation  of  make-shift  answers  to  isolated  local  problems.  It  was  also 
evident  that  the  problems  faced  by  the  University  of  California  were 
jthe  epidemic  ones  in  the  nation's  libraries  and  information  systems. 
iFurthermore,  it  seemed  likely  that,  because  of  its  size  and  diversity,  the 
University  of  California  represented  an  ideal  experimental  vehicle  for 
(Study  of  solutions  to  national  problems  as  well  as  its  own. 

The  intent  of  the  research  program  of  the  Institute  of  Library  Re- 
search can  be  summarized  in  a  single  statement :  To  understand  and  to 
\solve  the  problems  in  better  library  service.  Within  this  very  broad 
(statement,  however,  there  are  specifics  which  represent,  on  the  one  hand, 
knowledge  of  those  problems  which  are  most  evident  today  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  knowledge  of  the  methods  and  techniques  which  seem  to  be 
'applicable.  The  Institute  of  Library  Research  represents  the  crystaliza- 
{tion  of  a  wide  variety  of  concepts  about  these  problems  and  techniques 
jwhich  have  been  gradually  taking  shape  over  the  last  several  years : 
|the  evolution  of  new  methods  of  recording  and  disseminating  knowl- 
jSdge;  the  mechanization  of  processes  in  the  library,  both  clerical  and 
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intellectual ;  the  utilization  of  capabilities  of  equipment,  appropriately 
and  economically ;  the  increasing  volume  and  variety  of  literature  in 
the  humanities  and  the  sciences  and  the  resulting  needs  for  better  serv- 
ices ;  the  growing  complexity  of  research  itself  combined  with  the  chang- 
ing nature  of  research  objectives  and  methods;  the  continuing  exam- 
ination by  the  research  library  of  its  own  roles  and  functions  _  with 
emphasis  on  the  extension  in  scope  of  its  services  and  methods;  the 
integration  of  individual  research  libraries  into  larger  systems;  the 
proliferation  of  research  projects  in  information  handling  and  com- 
munication; the  development  of  methodologies  for  solution  of  specific 
information  problems ;  the  education  of  appropriate  research  and  pro- 
fessional personnel.  These  represent  the  immediate  concern  of  the  In- 
stitute of  Librar}^  Research. 

Unfortunately,  the  research  done  to  date  on  these  problems  has  been 
fragmented  and  too  much  of  it  has  been  oriented  toward  a  single  aspect 
of  the  larger  issue.  The  tendency  has  been  to  ask  the  question,  "How 
can  equipment  be  used  in  the  librarj^?"  rather  than  the  more  funda- 
mental question,  "How  can  needs  for  library  service  better  be  met?" 

A  crucial  issue  in  the  proposed  research  program  therefore  is  the 
philosophy  on  which  it  is  based.  It  can  be  summarized  in  a  few  state- 
ments : 

(1)  The  approach  is  based  on  study  of  the  needs  for  better  library 
and  information  services,  not  just  on  the  question  of  how  specific 
techniques,  such  the  computer,  can  be  used. 

(2)  The  approach  is  based  on  a  total,  integrated  study  of  all  aspects 
of  library  services,  not  just  on  fragmented  studies  of  isolated 
aspects,  such  as  new  classification  schemes,  or  comparative  evalu- 
ation of  systems,  or  man-machine  communication  through  con- 
soles— although  such  studies  are  integral  parts  of  the  program. 

(3)  The  approach  is  based  on  the  integration  of  needed  new  services 
with  existing  ones,  and  specifically  with  those  of  the  research  li- 
brary, not  on  development  of  parallel,  unrelated,  and  experi- 
mental services  which  must  later  be   put   into   an   operational  , 
status. 

(4)  The  approach  is  based  on  the  view  of  library  services  as  a  system 
problem,  encompassing  a  variety  of  individual  libraries  and  in- 
formation centers  into  a  unified  whole. 

To  emphasize  the  underlying  philosophy:  Although  research  and  ex- 
perimentation in  "information  science"  are  essential  to  the  funda- 
mental aim  of  the  research  program  of  the  Institute  of  Library  Re- 
search, by  themselves  they  cannot  satisfy  that  aim — better  library  serv- 
ice. In  fact,  many  of  the  problems  in  modern  libraries  are,  by  their 
very  nature,  essentially  pragmatic  and  solvable  only  in  an  operational 
environment.  Unfortunately,  many  experimental  programs  will  obscure 
this  fact  because  of  the  willing,  even  avid,  cooperation  in  the  experi- 
ments of  the  scholars  being  served.  Yet,  when  the  intrigue  and  interest 
associated  with  a  glamorous  experiment  in  "automated  information  re- 
trieval" has  faded,  and  the  experiment  is  terminated  because  "the 
results  have  been  obtained,"  what  becomes  of  the  service?  How  is  it 
to  be  continued?  Who  will  perform  the  routine,  mundane  functions. 
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on  a  day-to-day  basis,  that  were  so  admirably  demonstrated  in  the  ex- 
periment ?  We  ask  these  questions  because  it  is  then,  aifid  only  then,  that 
the  problems  which  have  always  plagued  libraries  and  information  serv- 
ices of  all  kinds  begin  to  appear.  This,  then,  is  also  fundamental  to  the 
proposed  research  program — to  understand,  to  study  and  to  solve  the 
problems  in  better  library  service  as  they  occur  in  an  operating  environ- 
ment. It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  Institute  of  Library  Research  is  con- 
cerned with  active  task  solution  as  well  as  fundamental  research — both 
analytical  and  experimental — in  the  information  sciences.  It  is  for  this 
reason  that  extensions  in  service  are  conceived  from  the  beginning  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  library,  rather  than  as  isolated  experimental 
facilities  which  must  later  be  put,  in  some  undetermined  way,  on  an 
operational  basis.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  University  is  establishing 
a  group  within  the  Institute  of  Library  Research  to  be  concerned  specif- 
ically with  the  operational  problems  in  the  University's  Libraries  and 
to  assure  that  theoretical  and  experimental  results  are  translated  into 
improved  practice. 


CONTINUING  EDUCATION  IN  LIBRARIANSHiP 
PROGRAM,  UNIVERSITY  OF  CALIFORNIA 
EXTENSION,  BERKELEY

The  program  in  continuing  education  for  librarians  had  been  in  for- 
mal operation  a  little  less  than  eight  months  when  it  was  described 
in  the  article  appearing  in  NEWS  NOTES  OP  CALIFORNIA  LI- 
BRARIES last  year.^  One  course  had  been  concluded;  ahead  were  the 
lecture  series  on  Californiana,  a  summer  short  course,  and  planning 
for  the  fall,  1964,  offerings. 

The  lectures:  " Calif orniana :  Selecting  and  Collecting  the  Litera- 
ture" were  delivered  at  the  Berkeley  and  at  the  Davis  campuses  of 
the  University  of  California.  Lawrence  Clark  Powell,  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Library  Service,  University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles, 
opened  the  series  with  "The  Lure  of  Calif orniana. "  He  was  followed 
by  J.  S.  HoUiday,  Assistant  Professor  of  History  at  San  Francisco 
State  College,  on  "Bibliographies  and  Libraries  of  Calif  orniana, " 
and  Allen  R.  Ottley,  Supervising  Librarian,  California  Section,  Cali- 
fornia State  Library,  on  "Collecting  Calif  orniana. "  Dr.  Powell's  and 
Mr.  Ottley 's  lectures  were  subsequently  published  in  both  the  Califor- 
nia Librarian  ^  and  The  Quarterly  News  Letter  of  the  Book  Club  of 
California.^  Nearly  two  hundred  people  attended  the  three  lectures, 
with  some  attendees  traveling  a  round  trip  distance  of  240  miles  to 
hear  each  of  the  three  speakers. 

The  summer  short  course,  "Library  Methods  Analysis  in  Technical 
Processes,"  was  enthusiastically  received  by  the  seventeen  enroUees, 
who  represented  eleven  schools,  four  colleges  or  universities,  one  public 
library  and  one  special  library.  The  coordinator  for  this  course  was 
Barbara  J.  Campbell,  Librarian,  West  Berkeley  Branch,  Berkeley  Pub- 
lic Library.  She  was  ably  assisted  by  Louis  E.  Davis,  Professor  of  In- 
dustrial Engineering,  who  gave  the  lectures  on  theory  and  demonstra- 
tion of  analysis  and  work  simplification  procedures.  Carl  Hamilton, 
Librarian,  Alameda  Free  Library,  Lawrence  Solomon,  Technical  Serv- 
ices Librarian,  Contra  Costa  County  Library,  and  Margaret  D.  Uridge, 
Head,  Interlibrary  Borrowing  Service,  The  General  Library,  Univer- 
sity of  California,  Berkeley,  were  consultants.  The  course  was  repeated

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in  the  summer  of  1965,  with  Mrs.  Uridge  as  coordinator  and  Professor 
Davis  as  lecturer.  The  attendees  were  again  most  enthusiastic,  but  only 
eleven  in  number,  representing  one  public  library,  three  academic  li- 
braries, four  school  libraries,  and  three  special  libraries. 

The  planning  for  the  fall  resulted  in  the  one  course  for  non-librar- 
ians on  ' '  The  Use  of  the  Library ' '  being  given  for  only  a  few  enroUees. 
An  attempt  to  repeat  it  in  the  spring  found  even  fewer  enrollees,  and 
the  class  was  cancelled. 

The  conference  planned  and  staged  in  San  Francisco  on  October 
16,  17,  and  18,  1964,  was  the  first  attempt  at  an  inter-disciplinary  ap- 
proach to  library  problems  in  conference  format.  (The  course,  "Library 
Methods  Analysis  in  Technical  Processes,"  had  brought  in  the  in- 
dustrial engineer.)  "Libraries  and  the  Law,"  this  October  conference, 
utilized  the  services  of  members  of  the  staffs  of  the  State  Attorney 
General's  Office,  San  Francisco  District  Attorney's  Office,  Legislative 
Counsel  Bureau,  State  Department  of  Finance,  California  Tax  Payers 
Association,  California  County  Supervisors  Association,  a  city  manager, 
two  members  of  the  State  Assembly,  two  faculty  members  of  the 
University  of  California,  and,  as  well,  the  services  of  five  librarians,  for 
the  presentation  and  discussion  of  pertinent  material.  Five  other  li- 
brarians were  kind  enough  to  act  as  chairmen  of  specific  segments  of 
the  conference.  Li  addition  to  the  twenty-two  people  who  took  part  in 
the  presentations,  about  fifty  librarians,  city  and  county  counsels,  and 
board  members  or  trustees  of  public  libraries  attended,  from  Ingle- 
wood  and  Los  Angeles  on  the  south  to  Chico  and  Oroville  on  the  north. 
Of  the  twenty  who  returned  the  evaluation  sheet  no  one  stated  that 
the  program  was  poor.  The  majority  rated  it  good;  five  thought  it 
excellent.  Much  was  learned  from  specific  criticisms,  and  an  attempt 
made  to  incorporate  suggestions  and  to  watch  for  pitfalls  when  plan- 
ning the  next  conference. 

Much  time  from  summer  through  fall  was  spent  planning  for  the 
spring,  1965,  offerings.  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  Chapter  of 
Special  Libraries  Association  was  anxious  to  sponsor  not  only  a 
course  on  mechanization  but  also  something  which  would  make  a  start 
toward  filling  a  need  for  an  administrative-management  series.  The 
course,  ' '  Library  Use  of  Computers :  an  Introduction, ' '  was  developed 
to  cover  fifteen  weeks.  Robert  Meyer,  Head  Librarian,  Lawrence  Radia- 
tion Laboratory,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  and  Gloria 
Smith,  Technical  Information  Specialist  at  Lawrence,  were  the  co- 
ordinators. The  course  budget  was  worked  out  on  an  anticipated 
enrollment  of  fifty  students.  One  hundred  and  two  people,  including 
two  from  Los  Angeles,  signed  up  for  the  course.  Several  made  round 
trips  of  over  100  miles  each  week  to  attend. 

Seminars  in  "Library  Personnel  Administration"  were  given  in 
three  all-day  sessions,  one  each  in  March,  April,  and  May.  Boynton  S. 
Kaiser,  Associate  Personnel  Director  at  Stanford  University,  was 
the  instructor.  Panels  of  librarians  and  personnel  people  took  part  in 
each  session.  Over  fifty  people,  coming  from  as  far  as  Los  Angeles  in 
the  south  and  Chico  in  the  north  attended  all  three  of  the  sessions. 
Another  thirty-four  attended  one  or  two.  Most  attendees  who  an- 
swered the  evaluation  questionnaire  were  enthusiastic  about  the  series

both-  from  a  subject  matter  point  of  view  and  from  tlie  manner  and 
competence  of  presentation.  This  series  will  be  repeated  in  Los  Angeles, 
sponsored  by  the  School  of  Library  Service  and  Arts  and  Human- 
ities Extension  Department,  University  of  California,  with  Mr.  Kaiser 
as  instructor,  and  panels  of  librarians,  et  al,  from  that  immediate  area. 

Another  course  offered  was  the  first  in  the  proposed  Law  Librarian- 
ship  series:  "Legal  Bibliography."  Seventeen  people  took  this  course. 
The  American  Association  of  Law  Libraries  passed  a  resolution  in 
support  of  courses  such  as  this  offered  in  formal  programs  of  educa- 
tional institutions.  The  second  course  in  the  sequence :  ' '  Law  Library 
Administration,"  will  be  offered  this  fall  in  San  Francisco.  Dan  F. 
Henke,  Law  Librarian  and  Professor  of  Law  at  the  UC  Berkeley 
campus,  who  taught  Legal  Bibliography,  will  be  in  charge  of  the  fall 
course ;  guest  lecturers  will  also  participate. 

"Science  Materials:  Selection  and  Evaluation"  was  planned  for  two 
locations,  Eedwood  City  with  Mark  Baer.  Manager,  Technical  Li- 
brary Department,  Ampex  Corporation,  Redwood  City,  as  instructor, 
and  Davis,  with  Dan  T.  Bedsole,  then  Manager,  Technical  Library, 
Aerojet  General,  Sacramento,  as  instructor.  Only  Mr.  Baer's  class 
survived  with  sufficient  enrollment — and  even  it  was  low.  Reasons  of- 
fered by  several  people  were  the  more  immediate  need  for  the  computer 
course  and  the  competition  of  other  offerings:  e.g.,  seminars  in  "Li- 
brary Personnel  Administration"  and  state  college  programs  and 
classes  less  costly  in  tuition.  Indications  are,  however,  that  if  the  course 
were  offered  in  Berkeley  or  San  Francisco,  later,  there  would  be  more 
interest. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  you  will  read  a  full  report  on  the  "Western 
Seminar  on  Problems  of  Library  Service  in  L^rban  and  Metropolitan 
Areas ' '  ^  for  state  library  consultants  sponsored  by  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  State  Libraries.  This  was  the  first  of  three  regional  seminars 
that  the  Association  is  sponsoring  with  educational  institutions  across 
the  nation. 

The  conference:  "Challenges  and  Obligations  of  the  E.O.A.  (Eco- 
nomic Opportunity  Act)  for  California  Libraries"  was  held  in  San 
Francisco  on  June  18,  1965.  The  Public  Library  Executives  of  Central 
California  was  the  sponsoring  organization.  In  this  conference,  as  had 
been  the  case  in  "Libraries  and  the  Law,"  emphasis  was  placed  on 
getting  information  from  authoritative  sources  outside  the  library  pro- 
fession which  the  librarians  who  were  participating  could  relate  to  the 
library  situation,  if  the  outside  speakers  had  not  already  done  so. 
In  this  instance  the  groups  and  individuals  participating  made  their 
points  vividly  and  concretely  in  the  library  frame  of  reference.  Again, 
the  audience  came  from  as  far  away  as  Red  Bluff  in  the  north  and  Los 
Angeles  in  the  south.  There  were  forty-eight  attendees  in  addition  to 
the  participants. 

The  lecture  series :  ' '  An  American  View  of  Libraries  and  Librarian- 
ship  Abroad, ' '  initiated  this  summer  with  Frederic  J.  Mosher,  Associate 
Professor,  School  of  Librarianship,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,

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speaking  on  Denmark,  and  J.  Richard  Blanehard,  University  Li- 
brarian, University  of  California,  Davis,  speaking  on  Japan,  was  poorly 
attended.  This  is  surely  no  reflection  on  the  men  and  their  subjects, 
as  the  speakers  gave  interesting  and  lively  descriptions  of  the  libraries 
and  librarianship  as  they  had  seen  them  in  the  respective  countries. 

Between  spring  of  1964  and  summer  of  1965,  continuing  Education 
in  Librarianship  has  attracted  approximately  five  hundred  people  to 
its  courses,  lecture  series,  seminars  and  conferences.  Sixteen  percent  of 
these  people  have  attended  miore  than  one  of  the  offerings. 

It  may  be  recalled  from  the  previous  article,^  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee, ACTUEL,  which  has  been  manned  by  the  same  personnel 
throughout,  had  decided  upon  a  minimum  program  which  called  for 
a  course  for  school  librarians  in  the  summer,  a  one-day  meeting  for 
librarians  and  a  one-day  meeting  for  library  patrons,  government 
officials,  et  al.,  in  the  fall,  and  a  professional  credit  evening  course 
for  updating  or  specialization  for  practicing  librarians  in  the  spring. 
The  above  review  of  the  offerings  since  the  spring  of  1964  shows  that 
this  minimum  has  been  met. 

The  School  of  Librarianship  faculty  committee  had  a  change  of  per- 
sonnel when  Russell  Shank,  then  Assistant  Librarian  and  Lecturer, 
School  of  Librarianship,  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  resigned 
to  go  to  Columbia  University.  Acting  Assistant  Professor  Donald  Koepp 
was  named  in  his  stead  as  chairman.  Under  his  guidance,  the  faculty 
committee,  the  coordinator,  and  University  Extension  developed  the 
following  policy  statement,  which  was  approved  by  the  entire  School 
of  Librarianship  faculty  on  October  20,  1964 : 

The  Objectives  of  Continuing  Education  in  Librarianship,  Univer- 
sity of  California  Extension,  are  to  develop  courses  and  special  pro- 
grams which : 

A.  Provide  an  opportunity  for  librarians  to  keep  their  professional 
knowledge  up  to  date. 

B.  Provide  an  opportunity  for  librarians  to  develop  competence  in 
specialized  fields  of  librarianship. 

C.  Provide  an  opportunity  for  librarians  to  increase  their  knowledge 
of  management  principles  and  techniques,  and  to  increase  their 
skills  in  the  training  of  non-professional  library  employees. 

D.  Provide  an  opportunity  for  librarians  and  the  general  public  to 
discuss  the  use,  functions,  and  social  objectives  of  the  library. 

In  light  of  these  objectives,  it  may  be  well  to  recapitulate  from  the 
above  review  of  the  offerings,  and  to  state  specifically  which  fulfill 
which  objectives.  The  courses :  "Acquisition  of  Special  Materials,"  "Li- 
brary Methods  Analysis  in  Technical  Processes, "  "  Legal  Bibliography, ' ' 
"Library  Use  of  Computers,"  and  "Science  Materials:  Selection  and 
Evaluation,"  all  fulfill  objectives  A  and  B.  The  course,  "Use  of 
the  Library,"  was  an  attempt  to  satisfy  part  of  objective  D.  The  con- 
ferences, "Libraries  and  the  Law,"  and  "Challenges  and  Obligations 
of  the  E.O.A.  for  California  Libraries,"  satisfied  A,  _C,  and  D.  The 
seminars  in  "Library  Personnel  Administration"  satisfied  A  and  C, 

s  Alexander,  op.  cit. 
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as  did  the  "Western  Seminar  on  Problems  of  Library  Service  in  Urban 
and  Metropolitan  Areas."  The  lecture  series,  " Calif orniana :  Selecting 
and  Collecting  the  Literature,"  satisfied  A,  B,  and  D,  and  ''An  Ameri- 
can View  of  Libraries  and  Librarianship  Abroad, ' '  with  the  two  lectures 
given  so  far,  satisfied  A  and  B. 

The  classes  which  are  to  be  offered  this  fall :  ' '  Law  Library  Admin- 
istration" and  "Advanced  Systems  Analysis  for  Librarians,"  satisfy 
A  and  B.  "Law  Library  Administration"  is  the  second  in  the  proposed 
sequence  of  four  or  five  courses  in  law  librarianship.  "Advanced  Sys- 
tems Analysis  for  Librarians"  is  the  second  in  a  proposed  sequence  of 
courses  in  data  processing  techniques.  The  first  was  the  introductory 
computer  course.  Subsequent  courses  in  this  series  are  to  be  considered 
by  an  ad  hoc  committee  composed  of  Charles  Bourne  of  Stanford  Re- 
search Institute,  I.  A.  Warheit  and  Marjorie  Griffin  of  IBM,  Robert 
Hayes  of  the  School  of  Library  Service,  UCLA,  and  Robert  Meyer 
of  Lawrence  Radiation  Laboratory,  Berkeley.  A  University  Extension 
certificate  in  recognition  of  completion  of  the  full  sequence  is  under 
consideration. 

The  two  lecture  series  this  fall,  "Fine  Printers  and  the  Book  Col- 
lector," and  the  continuation  of  "An  American  View  of  Libraries  and 
Librarianship  Abroad,"  were  designed  to  fulfill  objectives  A,  B,  and  D. 

"The  Computer,  the  Child,  and  Literature"  will  be  a  one-day  pro- 
gram in  the  fall.  It  is  for  the  teacher,  parent,  and  librarian,  and  fulfills 
objective  D.  Organized  by  Arts  and  Humanities  Department,  Uni- 
versity of  California  Extension,  Los  Angeles,  this  program  is  sponsored 
by  the  Institute  of  Library  Research  of  the  University. 

Further  plans  have  included  ideas  for  other  course  sequences  to  ful- 
fill A  and  B,  a  number  of  subjects  for  consideration  in  the  manage- 
ment field,  and  workshops  and  courses  in  training  techniques  to  sat- 
isfy objective  C  more  fully. 

This  phase  of  Continuing  Education  in  Librarianship  has  been  ac- 
complished on  one  half  time  for  the  coordinatior  and  one  half  time  for 
the  secretary,  plus  more  than  generous  amounts  of  time  on  the  part 
of  ACTUEL  merubers.  Special  Libraries  Association  members,  Cali- 
fornia Library  Association  members,  members  of  Public  Library  Exec- 
utives of  Central  California,  and  School  of  Librarianship  faculty. 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  Chapter  of  SLA  has  sponsored 
courses  each  year  and  has  obligingly  sent  out  notices  of  all  Continuing 
Education  in  Librarianship  courses  and  programs  with  the  Chapter 
Bulletin.  The  Chapter's  Education  Committee  has  stood  by  ready  to 
help  defray  the  transportation 'cost  of  an  important  speaker  from  afar 
or  to  guarantee  the  cost  of  lunches  if  a  program  or  class  revenue  did 
not  cover  these  costs  in  the  specific  budget.  Public  Library  Executives 
of  Central  California  sponsored  and  stands  to  cover  one-half  the  net 
costs,  not  to  exceed  $1,000,  of  the  "Challenges  and  Obligations  of  the 
E.O.A.  for  California  Libraries"  conference.  The  American  Associa- 
tion of  Law  Libraries  is  willing  to  give  credit  toward  its  own  certifica- 
tion program  to  those  who  complete  courses  in  law  librarianship.  The 
American  Association  of  State  Libraries  saw  fit  to  sponsor  the  Western 
Seminar  for  state  library  consultants  through  Continuing  Education  in 
Librarianship.  The  California  Library  Association  has  carried  notes  of 
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Continuing  Education  in  Librarianship  offerings  and  has  attached  an- 
nouncement sheets  to  the  CLA  Neivsletter  in  order  that  members  might 
be  informed.  The  Association,  by  executive  board  action,  has  referred 
a  proposal  for  more  positive  action  in  continuing  education  for  all 
California  librarians  through  the  CLA  districts  to  its  Professional  Ed- 
ucation Committee. 

For  all  this  support  and  cooperation  the  School  of  Librarianship  and 
Continuing  Education  in  Librarianship  are  grateful,  and  hope  that 
they  can  count  on  even  more  assistance.  Phase  one  has  come  to  an  end. 

As  reported  in  the  CLA  Newsletter  and  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Re- 
gion, SLA,  Chapter  Bulletin  ^  the  Department  of  Continuing  Educa- 
tion in  Librarianship  was  discontinued  effective  August  31,  1965,  as  a 
function  of  University  of  California  Extension,  Berkeley,  for  budget- 
ary reasons.  However,  in  response  to  the  letters  of  protest  written  by 
the  representatives  of  many  professional  library  organizations  and  in- 
dividual librarians.  University  of  California  Extension  administration  is 
taking  a  second  look  at  the  situation.  If  funding  can  be  found  there  is 
hope  that  the  future  may  bring  an  expanded  program. 

In  the  meantime  the  programs  and  classes  planned  and  scheduled 
for  the  fall,  as  noted  above,  and  as  listed  in  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia Extension,  Berkeley,  Fall,  1965,  Catalog,'^  and  as  listed  on  the 
goldenrod  sheets  distributed  to  CLA  and  SLA  San  Francisco  Bay 
Region  Chapter  members,  will  be  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Letters  and  Sciences  Department.

CALIFORNIA  STATE  LIBRARY  GRADUATE  STUDY 
GRANT  AND  SUMMER  INTERNSHIP  PROGRAMS

"Library  Adds  a  'Living  Doll'  to  Staff,"  shouts  a  headline  in  half- 
inch  type.  "I've  liked  my  summer  job  in  the  library  so  much  that  I've 
recruited  two  of  my  friends  to  library  work,"  confides  a  sparkling 
college  junior.  "I  have  gained  a  great  respect  for  reference  librarians, 
for  their  knowledge  of  books  and  their  knowledge  of  the  community," 
says  a  serious  sociology  major.  "Now  that  I  have  seen  the  kind  of 
service  large  public  libraries  give  to  their  patrons,  I  know  I  want  to 
be  a  public  librarian,"  announces  a  young  lady  pretty  enough  to  be  a 
beauty-contest  winner. 

From  a  head  librarian :  ' '  The  staff  say  that  she  has  done  such  a  good 
job  that  they  all  hope  she'll  return  to  work  here  when  she  finishes 
library  school."  From  a  department  head:  "Our  intern  has  given  us 
just  the  extra  help  we  have  needed  to  get  some  long-neglected  projects 
finished."  From  an  older  staff  member:  "These  young  people  have 
added  '  freshness '  to  the  library  this  summer ;  their  interest  and  enthu- 
siasm have  inspired  the  whole  staff  and  revived  our  own  pride  in  our 
profession." 

These  quotes  are  not  the  dreams  of  a  publicity  writer ;  they  are  real. 
These,  and  many  others  of  a  similar  tone,  were  gathered  during  the 
course  of  visits  to  the  libraries  participating  in  the  1965  Summer  In- 
ternship Program  sponsored  by  the  California  State  Library  with  funds 
provided  by  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act. 

During  the  planning  stages  it  had  been  hoped  that  the  results  of  a 
summer  internship  program  would  be  these :  creating  in  well-qualified 
young  people  an  interest  in  librarianship  as  a  profession ;  offering  them 
work  experience  which  would  show  them  the  variety  and  challenge  of 
professional  work  in  a  public  librarj^;  giving  libraries  an  opportunity 
to  train  and  use  alert  young  staff  to  accomplish  needed  tasks  now  and 
to  become  potential  for  future  permanent  employment. 

The  first  of  its  kind  in  California,  and  probably  unique  in  the  na- 
tion in  its  method  of  organization,  the  1965  Summer  Internship  Pro- 
gram and  the  companion  G-raduate  Study  Grant  Program  were  out- 
growths of  the  former  Scholarship  Program.  Under  the  rural  Library 
Services  Act,  scholarships  were  awarded  for  the  academic  years  1960- 
61,  1961-62,  and  1962-63.  In  1963  the  program  was  discontinued  be- 
cause of  a,  dearth  of  rural  opportunities  in  growing  California,  where 
few  communities  had  the  stipulated  population  of  less  than  10,000. 
When,  in  1964,  the  Library  Services  Act  was  amended  to  become  the 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  and  the  population  restrictions 
were  removed,  the  program  was  revived.  Essentially  the  new  graduate 
grant  program  is  the  same  as  the  scholarship  program,  offering  a>  grant 
of  money  to  be  used  in  achieving  a  master 's  degree  from  an  accredited 
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library  school.  Since  there  were  some  differences  in  the  qualifications 
required  of  candidates  and  the  amount  of  money  in  each  grant,  the 
1965-66  program  was  given  a  new  name — the  Graduate  Study  Grant 
Program. 

Because  of  a  rise  in  the  cost  of  attending  graduate  school,  the  amount 
of  the  grant  was  increased  from  $2,000  to  $2,500.  As  in  the  past,  appli- 
cants were  required  to  possess  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  four-year 
college  or  university  and  the  intention  of  becoming  a  librarian.  In 
addition,  this  year  each  applicant  was  required  to  have  the  recom- 
mendation of  his  local  librarian  and  tentative  acceptance  by  a  library 
school  accredited  by  the  American  Library  Association.  These  two  re- 
quirements were  added  in  order  to  have  built-in  initial  screening,  a 
factor  which  apparently  did  create  a  group  of  applicants  of  excellent 
calibre.  A  further  requirement  was  made :  that  each  applicant  signify 
the  intention  to  return  to  work  in  his  own  community.  This  stipulation 
was  made  with  the  idea  that  persons  recommended  by  their  local  li- 
brarians and  intending  to  return  to  their  own  communities  to  work 
would  be  most  likely  to  be  stable  future  employees.  In  order  to  keep 
this  criterion  from  being  too  restrictive,  the  term  "own  community" 
was  defined  as  the  city  or  county  in  which  the  applicant  resided  or  a 
city  or  county  in  the  same  geographical  region. 

The  Graduate  Study  Grants  are  intended  to  assist  young  people  who 
have  already  decided  to  be  librarians.  The  summer  Internships  have 
been  added  to  attract  young  people  as  yet  uncommitted  to  a  specific 
career,  college  students  who  are  considering  librarianship  as  a  possi- 
bility but  who  have  not,  as  yet,  made  a  definite  choice.  The  aim  is  to 
interest  these  potential,  librarians  enough  so  that  they  will  decide  it 
worthwhile  to  spend  the  time  and  money  to  attend  graduate  library 
school. 

The  1965  internships  were  offered  to  students  who  had  completed  the 
sophomore  or  junior  year  in  college  and  who  signified  an  interest  in 
learning  more  about  librarianship  as  a  career.  Each  award-winner  was 
to  work  for  two  months  in  a  California  public  library.  He  was  to  be 
paid  a  salary  of  approximately  $300  a  month,  adjusted  to  the  employ- 
ing library's  salary  scale.  The  employing  library  was  to  pay  half  the 
salary  and  the  other  half  was  to  be  paid  by  the  State  out  of  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act  funds. 

Libraries,  as  well  as  interns,  were  asked  to  apply  for  participation 
in  the  program.  An  invitation  to  participate  was  sent  by  the  State  Li- 
brarian, Mrs.  Carma  R.  Leigh,  to  every  public  library  in  California. 
Certain  standards  were  required  in  the  local  programs  if  they  were  to 
be  considered.  The  person  responsible  for  the  program  in  the  local  li- 
brary was  to  be  a  professional  librarian.  The  intern  was  to  be  assigned 
to  functions  or  departments  which  are  typical  of  a  library  as  contrasted 
with  "those  which  may  occur  in  any  organization.  The  assignment  was 
to  have  variety  in  order  that  the  intern  would  get  a  picture  of  the  scope 
of  library  work.  Duties  assigned  to  the  intern  were  to  be  on  a  high 
pre-prof  essional  level  involving  training  in  the  use  of  technical  library 
knowledge  and  procedures.  They  were  to  be  duties  which  would  be  an 
introduction  to  those  performed  by  a  graduate  librarian.  For  example, 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  professional,  the  intern  could  be  as- 
signed to  work  on  the  less  complex  questions  at  a  reference  desk,  assist 
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patrons  in  using  the  catalog,  tell  stories  to  children,  or  do  preliminary 
cataloging. 

In  addition  to  the  person  in  charge  of  the  internship  program,  it  was 
asked  that  there  be  enough  professional  staff  in  the  library  to  allow 
for  supervision  of  specific  assignments  by  professional  librarians.  In 
order  to  make  it  possible  for  small  libraries  to  apply,  this  requirement 
was  minimized  to  the  extent  that  a  library  was  considered  eligible  if  it 
had  at  least  one  professional  librarian  on  the  staff  in  addition  to  the 
head  librarian.  The  training  program,  to  meet  standards,  was  to  include 
orientation,  on-the-job  training,  observation  of  the  work  of  professional 
librarians,  conferences  with  the  supervisor  of  the  program  and  with 
supervisors  of  specific  assignments,  and  professional  reading. 

In  addition  to  letters  about  the  internship  program  from  the  State 
Librarian  to  heads  of  public  libraries,  flyers  and  posters  describing  both 
the  grant  and  the  internship  programs  were  sent  to  every  public  library 
in  the  state  and  to  the  librarians  of  all  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
state.  Special  mailings  went  to  the  members  of  the  American  Library 
Association  Grassroots  Recruiting  Committee,  the  California  Library 
Association  Personnel  Administration  Committee,  the  CLA  Profes- 
sional Education  Committee,  and  to  all  accredited  library  schools,  both 
inside  California  and  in  other  states. 

The  response  to  the  publicity,  from  libraries  and  from  college  stu- 
dents, was  far  greater  and  more  enthusiastic  than  had  been  expected, 
considering  the  fact  that  this  was  a  first  year  for  the  internships  and  a 
revival  after  discontinuance  for  the  grants.  Not  only  was  the  quantity 
of  the  applications  larger  than  in  any  previous  year,  but  the  quality 
of  the  applicants  was  so  high  that  the  greatest  problem  became  that  of 
trying  to  separate  the  top  candidates  from  the  runners-up.  Altogether 
there  were  forty-four  applicants  for  the  Graduate  Study  Grant  and 
sixty-one  applicants  for  the  Summer  Internships. 

It  was  obvious  that  most  of  the  recruiting  of  applicants  had  been 
done  by  librarians.  More  than  ninety  percent  of  the  applicants  had 
been  told  about  the  awards  by  their  local  public  librarians  or  by  their 
college  librarians ;  and,  of  the  interns,  about  ninety  percent  were  work- 
ing or  had  worked  as  pages  or  clerks  or  student  assistants  in  libraries 
and  had  already  tentatively  decided  on  librarianship  as  a  career. 

This  changed  the  complexion  of  the  internship  program  somewhat; 
instead  of  recruiting  young  people  who  had  not  had  a  chance  to  work  in 
a  library  and  did  not  realize  how  fascinating  library  work  can  be,  the 
goal  of  the  program  changed  to  strengthening  the  desire  of  those  already 
interested. 

Libraries  applying  for  participation  numbered  more  than  the  ten 
which  could  be  accepted.  All  applications  submitted  had  enough  merit 
so  that,  if  time  and  budget  had  permitted  counseling  with  the  libraries 
and  increasing  the  number  of  awards,  the  number  of  libraries  participat- 
ing could  probably  have  been  doubled.  As  it  was,  the  budget  was 
stretched  to  increase  the  Graduate  Study  Grants  from  three  to  five  and 
the  Summer  Internships  from  ten  to  thirteen.  Because  those  selected 
numbered  thirteen  interns  and  only  ten  libraries,  three  of  the  larger 
libraries  willingly  complied  with  the  request  that  they  accept  two  in- 
terns each. 
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The  job  of  placing  the  interns  in  the  libraries  was,  as  in  any  person- 
nel placement  program,  a  process  of  matching  candidates'  special  qual- 
ifications with  position  requirements.  Each  library,  though  following 
the  general  outline  suggested  in  the  standards  established  by  the  State 
Library,  had  its  own  unique  program,  and  each  intern  had  her  own 
unique  qualifications.  (The  feminine  pronoun  applies  because,  as  it  hap- 
pened— not  by  intention  but  through  the  application  of  a  scholarship 
yardstick  to  the  applications — all  the  interns  selected  were  young 
women.)  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  qualifications  and  the  job  re- 
quirements dovetailed.  For  instance,  one  library  planned,  as  part  of 
the  intern's  program,  to  have  the  student  conduct  interviews  in  a  house- 
to-house  community  survey  in  two  of  the  city 's  neighborhoods  where  the 
citizens  are  of  a  fairly  low  economic  and  educational  level.  One  of  the 
interns,  having  grown  up  as  the  daughter  of  a  Red  Cross  staff  member 
and  having  herself  been  a  summer  camp  counselor,  had  expressed  a 
special  interest  in  community  service.  Another  library  planned  to  as- 
sign the  intern  to  the  promotion  of  children's  activities,  especially  read- 
ing clubs.  The  intern  who  fit  this  position  best  had  experience  during  her 
college  years  as  a  camp  counselor,  a  playground  director,  and  a  room 
aid  or  yard  teacher.  One  of  the  libraries  accepted  for  the  program  is 
in  a  rural  county.  One  of  the  interns  expressed  a  special  desire  to  get 
experience  in  rural  library  work. 

The  majority  of  the  larger  libraries  offered  a  rounded  program,  with 
experience  offered  in  all  phases  of  library  work  and  no  special  empha- 
sis, and  the  majority  of  interns  wished  general  experience.  As  it  turned 
out,  some  of  the  largest  libraries,  after  becoming  acquainted  with  their 
interns,  assigned  them  for  longer  periods  to  those  departments  or  func- 
tions best  fitted  to  their  special  academic  and  interest  backgrounds,  such 
as  a  literature  department  for  a  literature  major  and  work  with  the 
Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  for  a  sociology  major. 

Most  of  the  interns  requested  an  assignment  near  home  so  that  they 
would  not  have  to  pay  board  and  room,  and  luckily,  this  was  accom- 
plished rather  easily.  Each  of  the  few  who  requested  an  opportunity 
to  work  away  from  home  was  placed  in  a  community  chosen  because  it 
was  different  in  character  from  the  intern 's  own. 

As  the  program  got  underway,  visits  were  made  to  all  the  libraries 
by  the  State  Library  Consultant  responsible  for  the  program.  During 
these  visits  she  talked  with  the  head  librarians,  the  immediate  super- 
visors, and  the  interns.  Because  of  the  competence  of  the  participants, 
very  little  counseling  was  needed.  Here  and  there,  however,  a  suggestion 
could  be  made,  designed  to  enlarge  the  program  so  that  the  intern  would 
see  some  phase  of  librarianship  which  she  had  not  seen  before. 

Near  the  end  of  the  internship  program  the  State  Library  invited  the 
libraries  participating  in  the  program  to  send  staff  who  had  been  in 
charge  of  the  program  to  a  one-day  workshop,  in  which  they  could  ex- 
change experiences  and  assist  the  State  Library  in  planning  for  the 
1966  program.  Held  at  the  Orange  County  Library  on  August  20,  the  i 
workshop  had  as  its  keynote  speaker  and  resource  person  Boynton 
Kaiser,  Associate  Director  of  Personnel  at  Stanford  University.  Bar- 
bara Boyd,  Chairman  of  the  Professional  Education  Committee  of  the 
California  Library  Association,  was  moderator  of  the  reporting  session. 
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In  attendance  were  eighteen  representatives  from  the  participating  li- 
braries, and,  from  the  State  Library,  Mrs.  Leigh,  Mrs.  Phyllis  Dalton, 
Assistant  State  Librarian,  Florence  Biller,  Library  Consultant  in 
charge  of  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  program,  and 
Margaret  Ward,  Library  Consultant  in  charge  of  the  grant  and  intern- 
ship programs. 

The  concensus  of  the  group  was  that  the  program  was  definitely  use- 
ful and  should  be  continued.  A  number  of  participants  expressed  the 
wish  that  they  could  have  talked  with  each  other  earlier  in  the  program, 
because  each  one  had,  in  the  reporting  session,  described  some  indi- 
vidual type  of  assignment  or  training  which  could  well  have  been  used 
by  the  others.  However,  it  was  evident  that  each  library  had  planned 
its  program  to  express  its  own  particular  philosophy  of  librarianship 
and  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  own  particular  intern  or  interns.  It  was 
interesting  to  note  how  often  the  person  reporting  said,  "Our  intern 
is  unusually  alert  and  intelligent;"  the  word  "our"  echoing  the  posses- 
sive consistently  used  by  the  interns  during  the  field  visit  interviews: 
"Our  library  has  an  unusually  good  book  collection  and  the  most  won- 
derful staff ! " 

One  of  the  workshop  participants  said,  "This  is  a  love  feast."  In  the 
glow  of  enthusiasm  at  the  end  of  a  stimulating  project,  this  was  prob- 
ably to  be  expected.  It  is  too  early  to  make  a  valid  evaluation  of  the 
results  of  the  program  as  a  recruiting  device.  Marriage,  migration  to 
other  parts  of  the  country,  changes  of  plans  due  to  financial  problems — 
any  one  may  prevent  the  interns  from  becoming  practicing  librarians 
in  California  within  the  next  few  years.  But,  as  of  now,  all  but  two 
have  definitely  committed  themselves  to  going  to  library  school.  Of 
these  two,  one  still  thinks  of  library  work  as  a  permanent  career  after 
she  has  had  experience  in  the  Peace  Corps,  and  the  other  intends  to 
continue  work  in  a  library  as  a  non-professional  while  she  obtains  her 
graduate  degree  in  another  profession. 

The  Graduate  Study  Grant  winners  are  only  just  beginning  their 
year  of  schooling,  so  their  future  can  be  predicted  only  by  reference 
to  the  scholarship  winners  of  years  past,  at  least  half  of  whom  are 
now  in  supervisory  positions  in  California  libraries.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  new  requirements  of  local  references  and  the  intention  to  go 
back  home  to  work  will  increase  the  returns  on  this  investment.  In  the 
meantime  California  librarians  will  have  the  opportunity  of  following 
up  with  those  young  people  who  have  expressed  interest  in  librarian- 
ship  through  their  applications  and  who  have  proved  their  qualifica- 
tions through  their  letters  of  reference.  The  names  of  non-winners, 
many  of  whom  were  close  runners-up  to  those  who  received  the  awards, 
are  being  sent  to  their  local  public  and  school  librarians  so  that  the 
recruiting  can  continue  through  personal  encouragement.  Librarians  in 
the  state  will  also  have  the  opportunity  of  alerting  young  people  of 
the  possibilities  for  applying  for  and  winning  internships  and  graduate 
study  grants  in  the  future. 

It  is  planned  to  have  another  Summer  Internship  Program  in  the 
summer  of  1966.  If  Congress  appropriates  funds  for  the  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act  in  fiscal  1966-67,  there  will  also  be  a  Grad- 
uate Study  Grant  program. 
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With  siicli  a  reservoir  of  outstanding  young  candidates  and  such  an- 
other of  enthusiastic  and  capable  grassroots  recruiters,  all  that  is  needed 
are  funds  and  coordination  to  channel  them  together.  The  result  should 
be  a  steady  flow  of  new  librarians  into  California  libraries.  Some  of 
the  libraries  which  have  participated  in  the  1965  program  already  had 
similar  training  programs  of  their  own,  and  others  are  starting  new 
ones ;  all  have  said  that  they  had  learned  a  great  deal  from  this  ex- 
perience in  the  State  Library's  Summer  Internship  Program.  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act  funds  have,  thus,  furnished  the  means 
for  an  expanded  program  for  next  year  and  the  impetus  for  more  ex- 
tensive programs  sponsored  by  local  jurisdictions.  In  this  way,  the  pro- 
gram is  serving  the  purpose  of  the  federal  aid  program — to  expand 
and  improve  library  service  within  the  state.

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TRAINING  IN  SUPERVISORY  PRACTICES  FOR  CLERICAL 
SUPERVISORS  AT  THE  CALIFORNIA  STATE  LIBRARY

"Exciting,"  "stimulating,"  "most  helpful,"  "learned  valuable 
things, "  "  useful, "  "  generated  interest  and  enthusiasm "  :  all  these 
terms  were  applied  to  a  Training  Course  in  Supervisory  Practices  given 
to  the  clerical  supervisors  at  the  California  State  Library  in  the  spring 
of  this  year.  Although  these  are  terms  not  infrequently  used  to  describe 
training  courses  and  conferences,  they  seemed  to  have  special  meaning 
in  this  case  for  all  participants,  trainees  and  trainers  alike. 

One  important  factor  which  made  the  course  unusual  was  that  every 
one  participating  was  at  times  a  trainee  and  also,  at  other  times,  in 
some  capacity,  a  trainer.  Also,  all  levels  of  the  organization  were  in- 
volved in  a  free  discussion,  in  which  position  in  the  organization  meant 
nothing,  nor  was  thought  of.  The  most  important  factor,  however,  was 
that  the  course  was  our  very  own,  tailored  to  our  own  needs,  and  con- 
ceived, planned  and  executed  by  our  own  staff — with  the  excellent,  much 
needed,  and  appreciated  help  of  outside  consultants,  to  be  sure — but 
still  under  the  direction  of  our  staff.  These  factors  generated  a  coopera- 
tive enthusiasm  which  kept  building  and  regenerating,  infusing  the 
whole  affair  with  a  special  excitement,  interest,  and  satisfaction. 

We  had  for  some  time  wanted  to  institute  some  sort  of  formal  train- 
ing opportunity  at  the  State  Library,  for  supervisors,  tailored  to  the 
special  problems  each  faces  at  his  particular  level  in  the  organization — - 
clerical  supervisors  at  the  operating  level,  section  supervisors  at  the  so- 
called  "middle  management  level,"  bureau  chiefs  at  the  next  level  of 
"middle  management."  Formal  courses  in  supervisory  practices  are  of- 
fered to  state  employees  and  agencies  by  the  Training  Division  of  the 
State  Personnel  Board  and  also  by  an  organization  of  state  employees 
called  Supervisors  Forum.  The  State  Library  administration  had  been 
pursuing  a  policy  of  encouraging  all  supervisors  to  participate  in  the 
Supervisors  Forum  courses  and  had  made  the  State  Personnel  Board 
course  available  to  the  bureau  chief  level  of  middle  management.  These 
courses  proved  excellent,  but  something  more  seemed  needed;  some- 
thing tailored  to  the  special  problems  of  a  library  and  of  the  State 
Library  in  particular.  Still,  a  structured  course  was  wanted;  a  course 
that  would  provide  for  intelligent  discussion  of  problems,  in  general, 
impersonal  terms,  and  would  give  the  participants  some  concrete  prin- 
ciples to  apply,  to  help  solve  the  problems.  From  this  need,  the  course 
was  born. 

Objectives 

We  had  available  to  us  as  a  consultant  a  training  officer  from  the 
Training  Division  of  the  State  Personnel  Board.  We  had  had  previous 
training  courses  designed  especially  for  State  Library  staff.  Although 
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these  had  been  organized  and  planned  by  our  staff,  they  had  never  been 
conducted  or  taught  by  us.  It  was  the  SPB  Training  Officer  who  en- 
couraged us  to  make  this  new  course  totally  a  State  Library  venture — 
trainees,  trainers,  and  all.  This  turned  out  to  be  the  most  important 
feature. 

From  this  point  ideas  evolved  naturally.  'We  decided  the  first  course 
would  be  designed  for  clerical  supervisors  at  the  operating  level,  where, 
to  our  waj-  of  thinking,  the  greatest  impact  would  be  felt  on  the  organ- 
ization. Bureau  chiefs  and  section  supervisors  would  be  used  for  train- 
ers. It  remained  then  only  to  solve  the  last  problem:  how  to  train  the 
trainers.  Here  again  our  SPB  Training  Officer  came  to  the  rescue.  He 
would  provide  training  experts  from  other  state  agencies  as  consultants 
in  each  of  the  subject  areas  we  wished  to  include  in  the  course.  The  offer 
Avas  more  than  we  had  hoped  for.  A  specific  subject  was  then  assigned 
to  each  State  Library  trainer.  An  outside  consultant  was  assigned  to 
work  with  each  trainer,  to  help  him  or  her  develop  the  structure  of  the 
sessions  on  his  subject,  to  advise  in  the  use  of  training  devices  to  illus- 
trate principles,  and  to  sit  in  on  sessions  as  a  consultant. 

Only  one  initial  meeting  was  held  at  which  all  of  the  training  con- 
sultants were  present.  The  last  concept  in  the  overall  structure  of  the 
course  v.-as  an  outgrowth  of  discussions  at  this  meeting.  It  was  a  recom- 
mendation that  each  trainer  would,  within  three  days  after  presenting 
his  subject  session  to  the  trainees,  present  it  again  for  the  other  trainers, 
in  order  to  cement  the  training  experience  in  his  mind.  Thus  the 
trainers,  as  well  as  the  trainees,  took  the  complete  course.  A  portion 
of  each  of  the  sessions  for  the  trainers  was  spent  in  evaluating  the 
training  techniques  used  in  the  regular  sessions ;  those  for  the  trainees. 
The  evaluation  process  helped  all  the  trainers  to  learn  a  maximum  from 
the  experience. 

In  summary,  the  objectives  of  the  course  as  finally  decided  upon 
were:  (1)  to  present  a  course  in  supervisory  practices  to  the  clerical  su- 
pervisors on  the  staff;  (2)  to  place  emphasis  only  on  those  subjects  of 
particular  interest  and  pertinence  to  the  clerical  supervisors  in  the  State 
Library  and  to  go  into  these  subjects  in  depth;  (3)  to  present  a  struc- 
tured course,  combining  both  modified  lecture  presentation  and  discus- 
sion, and  based  on  impersonal  principles  of  supervision;  (4)  to  plan 
each  session  so  that  there  could  be  a  maximum  of  learning  by  participa- 
tion, with  no  use  of  homework  assignments ;  and  ( 5 )  to  develop  a  corps 
of  trainers  on  the  State  Library  staff  as  a  nucleus  for  a  program  of  con- 
tinued supervisory  training  Avithin  the  organization. 

Planning 

Preliminary  planning  for  the  course  was  performed  by  the  State  Li- 
brary's Training  Committee,  a  couimittee  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility for  revievs^ing  the  total  training  program — formal  and  informal — 
of  the  State  Librar}^  and  for  making  recommendations  to  the  admini- 
stration as  to  areas  of  needed  training.  The  Assistant  State  Librarian 
sits  on  this  committee  as  an  advisor  and  as  a  link  with  the  top  admin- 
istration. 

This  phase  of  planning  was  very  general  in  nature,  consisting  in  a 
determination  of  overall  concepts  and  intent.  In  this  particular  case,  it 
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was  decided  to  assign  responsibility  for  planning  and  executing  the 
course  to  one  of  tlie  members  of  the  Training  Committee,  although  this 
would  not  be  the  regular  practice  for  the  committee. 

The  next  stage  in  planning  was  undertaken  by  the  "Course  Chair- 
man, ' '  the  assigned  committee  member,  and  by  the  outside  training  con- 
sultants— five  in  all.  Once  this  group  had  formulated  the  overall  struc- 
ture of  the  course  and  had  reviewed  the  choice  of  trainers,  selected  from 
the  State  Library  staff,  no  further  group  meetings  with  the  consultants 
were  held. 

Each  training  consultant  was  then  paired  off  with  a  State  Library 
trainer;  together  each  pair  worked  up  the  assigned  subject  sessions  pro- 
grams. What  overall  coordination  was  needed  was  provided  by  the 
Course  Chairman  and  also  through  informal  meetings  with  the  Chair- 
man and  the  State  Library  trainers.  This  may  appear  to  be  a  rather 
fluid  method  of  working  out  planning  for  the  course :  in  practice  it 
proved  excellent,  and  each  step  led  smoothly  into  the  next. 

Course  Organization 

The  final  course  outline  and  schedule  is  summarized  below.  The  course 
was  opened  by  the  Course  Chairman  and  closed  by  the  Asistant  State 
Librarian.  For  four  weeks  sessions  were  held  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays 
from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon,  in  the  Conference  Eoom  of  the  State  Library. 
Some  subjects  were  covered  in  one  session,  others  in  two.  There  were 
approximately  twenty  trainees  scheduled  to  attend  the  course.

As  noted  earlier,  each  of  these  sessions  was  presented  again,  no  later 
than  three  days  after  the  regular  session,  by  the  State  Library  Trainer 
for  the  other  State  Library  trainers.  Neither  the  outside  training  ad- 
visors nor  the  clerical  supervisors  were  present  at  these  repeat  presenta- 
tions. The  "Reinforcement  Sessions,"  as  they  were  called,  gave  oppor- 
tunities for  mutual  discussion  on  overall  problems  as  well  as  on  the 
effectiveness  of  specific  techniques  and  approaches  used  in  the  training 
sessions. 

The  names  and  titles  of  the  State  Library  trainers  have  been  included 
to  provide  an  idea  of  the  structure  of  the  training  staff.  As  one  can  see, 
the  group  comprised  bureau  chiefs  from  three  of  the  four  bureaus  of  the 
Library  plus  a  consultant  representing  the  Library  Consultant  Services 
Bureau.  This  particular  consultant  was  chosen  because  of  her  extensive 
experience  in  personnel  work  and  training.  The  four  remaining  train- 
ers were  two  section  supervisors  from  the  Technical  Services  Bureau 
and  two  section  supervisors  from  the  Reader  Services  Bureau.  Selection 
of  this  particular  group  of  eight  was  made  on  the  basis  of  the  following 
criteria:  (1)  the  bureau  chiefs  were  included  because  it  was  felt  that 
they  should  be  well  informed  on  the  principles  of  the  course ;  the  course 
would,  hopefully,  have  a  post-course  influence  on  the  organization,  as 
the  principles  learned  were  put  into  practice;  (2)  sufficient  subjects 
were  not  covered  in  the  course  to  enable  all  section  supervisors,  at  the 
next  lower  level  of  middle  management,  to  serve  as  trainers,  although 
it  was  felt  that  the  same  principle  held  as  to  participation  by  this  group 
as  applied  to  participation  by  the  bureau  chiefs.  It  was  decided  to  util- 
ize, first,  those  section  supervisors  who  had  expressed  most  interest  in 
the  training  program.  As  further  courses  in  supervisory  practices  are 
given  in  the  Library,  the  other  section  supervisors  will  also  be  included ; 
in  the  beginning  perhaps  as  trainees;  eventually,  also,  as  trainers. 

As  was  mentioned  earlier,  each  trainer  planned  the  details  of  his  own 
session  with  his  training  consultant.  No  group  meetings  were  held  dur- 
ing this  preliminary  period.  Thus,  many  individual  differences  devel- 
oped in  the  method  of  presentation  of  subject  matter  for  the  course  and 
in  the  extent  of  involvement  of  the  training  consultants  in  the  presenta- 
tion. This  resulted  in  much  interesting  variety,  and  provided  excellent 
opportunities  for  discussion  among  the  trainers  of  different  methods  of 
approach. 
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I*.,  One  might  wonder  if  the  trainees  did  not  find  it  dismaying  to  have 
such  a  rapid  turnover  in  instructors,  with  no  continuity  of  chairman- 
ship or  approach  at  each  meeting.  In  practice,  this  system  worked  excel- 
lently. The  group  of  trainees  took  over  the  role  of  group  coordinator. 
Trainees  felt  a  group  unity  of  common  experience  and  an  interest  in 
seeing  how  the  various  State  Library  trainers  fared.  They  knew  that  we, 
the  trainers,  were  going  through  a  learning  experience  too,  and  they 
were  desirous  of  helping  us  by  letting  us  know  what  was  most  effective 
in  the  teaching  methods.  This  instruction  on  their  part  did  not  come  in 
a  formal  fashion  but  in  comment  or  discussion,  as  often  outside  the 
sessions  as  within.  Nevertheless  it  was  an  important  training  factor  in 
the  course. 

Cohesiveness  was  thus  strongly  built  up  among  the  trainees,  each  of 
whom  was  going  through  the  same  experience  as  the  others.  At  the 
same  time  the"  trainers  built  up  a  tremendous  comradeship  through 
their  own  training  sessions  and  evakiations.  Unity  of  the  entire  group 
was  then  built  through  the  informal  exchange  between  the  trainers  and 
the  trainees.  A  measure  of  the  degree  to  which  an  atmosphere  of  free 
discussion  was  achieved  is  given  in  a  comment  offered  by  one  of  the 
trainees.  The  trainee  remarked  that  it  was  wonderful  to  have  an  oppor- 
tunity for  open  discussion  in  a  situation  where  none  of  the  supervi- 
sors were  present.  Of  course,  in  point  of  fact,  there  was  no  one  hut 
supervisors  present  among  the  trainers,  and  one  of  the  trainers  was  the 
supervisor  of  the  trainee  who  made  the  comment. 

Evaluation 

The  outside  training  consultants  wisely  left  all  appraisal  of  the  course 
to  the  State  Library  staff,  as  they  felt  that  the  best  learning  would  come 
through  self-evaluation.  Much  of  the  evaluation  was  done  informally, 
by  the  methods  already  described — in  informal  discussions  held  both  in 
the  sessions  and  outside  them.  However,  it  was  felt  a  formal  method  of 
evaluation  would  also  be  desirable.  Forms  were  issued  to  all  partici- 
pants— trainees  and  trainers — asking  them  to  appraise  the  course  as  a 
whole  and  each  individual  session,  and  to  evaluate  the  various  aspects 
of  the  course.  Each  participant  judged  (1)  physical  arrangements;  (2) 
instructors;  (3)  subject  matter;  (4)  timing;  (5)  training  methods ;  (6) 
value  of  training;  and  (7)  general  factors. 

The  group  seemed  to  reject  the  two  extremes  of  training  methods — • 
the  completely  non-directive  type  on  the  one  hand  and  the  over-struc- 
tured all-lecture  method  on  the  other.  They  preferred  something  in  be- 
tween, in  which  values  and  evaluated  materials  were  presented  but  suf- 
ficient discussion  was  allowed  also.  No  one  seems  to  like  the  completely 
non-directive  method  in  which  the  group  is  forced  to  supply  its  own 
values.  Trainees  wanted  to  have  the  trainers  offer  some  values,  and  they 
wanted  to  have  a  chance  to  discuss  these  values  and  an  opportunity  to 
develop  their  own  values  within  this  framework,  so  far  as  desirable. 

In  general  there  was  acceptance  of  all  the  various  teaching  devices 
used — films,  short  lectures,  flip  charts,  games,  case  studies,  etc. — but 
only  if  (1)  these  were  library  related  or  discussion  was  stimulated  to 
show  how  they  could  be  library  related,  and  (2)  they  were  used  as  a 
basis  for  general  discussion  and  not  as  ends  in  themselves.  The  trainers, 
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aware  of  this  reaction  toward  more  library  related  teaching  aids,  felt  of 
two  minds.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  the  desire  for  more  library  re- 
lated problems  and  studies  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  future 
courses.  However,  it  was  noted  that  training  films  showing  supervisory 
practices  in  a  library  related  situation  are  nonexistent.  A  point  was 
made  also  on  the  value  of  using  the  general  approach  in  training.  The 
trainers  felt  that  recognizing  likenesses  and  making  comparisons  in  sit- 
uations which  differ  from  each  other  in  some  details  are  sophisticated 
activities;  activities  which  should  be  encouraged  because  they  help 
trainees  to  broaden  their  outlooks  and  to  see  beyond  their  own  daily 
routines. 

Comments  in  respect  to  physical  arrangements  were  not  length5^ 
Trainees  in  general  liked  best  a  "  V  formation ' '  of  tables,  so  that  every- 
one could  see  each  other  and  at  the  same  time  the  opening  in  the  V 
could  be  used  for  presenting  the  group  such  visual  aids  as  films  and  flip 
charts. 

Frequency,  timing,  sequence,  and  content  of  sessions  were  evaluated. 
The  group  thought  that  the  overall  length  of  the  course  was  about 
right,  but  that  time  devoted  to  the  various  subjects  might  have  been 
arranged  or  allocated  somewhat  differently.  There  was  one  interesting 
and  unexpected  reaction  to  the  scheduling  of  the  sessions  on  "Meet- 
ings" at  the  beginning  of  the  course.  The  session  had  been  placed  there 
simply  because  the  date  was  the  only  one  available  to  the  outside  train- 
ing consultant.  As  it  turned  out,  however,  this  was  a  happy  accident. 
The  trainees  expressed  the  view  strongly  that  this  arrangement  set  the 
climate  for  the  course  very  successfully  and  helped  to  create  a  good 
"conference  attitude"  and  "atmosphere."  Content  of  the  courses  was 
generally  felt  to  be  very  good,  but  it  was  agreed  that  the  trainers  would 
benefit  by  added  experience  in  their  abilities  to  handle  the  subject 
matter. 

It  was  the  common  view  that  the  State  Library  trainers  had  done  a 
very  creditable  job  for  a  first  effort  and  that,  with  added  experience 
and  training,  they  could  become  a  first  rate  group  of  trainers.  It 
was  recommended  that  every  supervisor  should  serve  as  a  trainer  at 
least  once — in  some  future  course — regardless  of  whether  he  had  or 
lacked  natural  skills  and  interest  in  the  training  process,  but  that  be- 
yond this  the  training  role  be  kept  voluntary  so  far  as  possible.  The 
"reinforcement  sessions"  among  the  trainers  were  found  to  be  ex- 
tremely valuable,  and  it  was  noted  that  a  high  degree  of  esprit  de 
corps  had  developed  in  them.  The  reaction  of  the  group  to  the  out- 
side trainers  was  also  favorable.  They  were  thought  to  have  been  help- 
ful both  in  assisting  the  State  Library  trainers  in  the  learning  proc- 
ess and  in  giving  assistance  in  sessions  where  they  might  contribute 
from  their  broader  knowledge  of  training.  In  general,  participants  pre- 
ferred the  training  advisors  who  participated  and  became  a  part  of  the 
group  to  those  who  sat  back  and  observed.  Participants  agreed  that  all 
the  outside  consultants  contributed  greatly  to  the  program  and  were 
definite  assets.  Further,  it  was  recommended  that  use  of  outside  train- 
ers be  continued  in  future  courses,  while  the  State  Library  staff  gains 
more  experience  in  training. 
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The  group  asked  for  long  range  evaluation  as  well  as  short  range. 
It  was  suggested  that  a  meeting  of  the  participants — trainers  and 
trainees — be  held  at  a  later  time  to  discuss  how  effective  the  course 
had  been  in  providing  for  practical  application,  on  the  job,  of  the 
principles  and  practices  learned. 

Overall  comments  on  general  factors,  given  both  in  writing  and 
verbally,  showed  that  the  course  had  already  resulted  in  benefits  and 
values.  It  stimulated  much  healthy  and  more  objective  thinking  about 
problems.  It  had  an  excellent  effect  on  the  morale  of  participants, 
generating  feelings  in  the  trainees  of  increased  dignity  because  the 
administration  had  shown  enough  concern  about  them  to  invest  time 
and  money.  A  feeling  of  greater  rapport  was  stimulated  among  the 
trainees;  this  led  as  a  consequence  to  a  broader  and  more  impersonal 
approach  to  problem  solving.  On  the  part  of  middle  management  su- 
pervisors there  were  general  feelings  of  appreciation.  The  members  of 
this  group  felt  they  were  being  helped  in  their  jobs,  as  section  su- 
pervisors, by  the  interest  shown  by  the  administration  in  assisting  them 
to  train  their  clerical  supervisors  for  more  effective  job  performance. 

Future  Sessions 

As  a  result  of  this  course  a  tremendous  interest  was  aroused  in  con- 
tinuing and  expanding  programs  in  supervisory  training.  Types  of 
programs  recommended  were:  (1)  Continiied  supervisory  training  for 
clerical  supervisors.  This  would  include  more  in-depth  training  for 
those  who  had  taken  the  original  course,  and  also  repetition  of  the 
original  course  for  new  clerical  supervisors.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
primary  courses  might  eventually  be  taught  by  those  of  the  clerical 
supervisors  who  had  already  participated  in  the  courses  and  who  showed 
interest  and  aptitude  for  training;  (2)  It  was  also  thought  desirable 
that  provision  be  made  for  giving  the  basic  courses  for  clerical  supervi- 
sors also  to  middle  management  supervisors,  with  such  special  tailoring 
to  the  latter  group 's  interests  and  needs  as  would  be  desirable.  The  next 
step  will  be  f 05  the  Training  Committee,  taking  this  well  laid  foundation 
as  the  starting  point,  to  plan  a  course  of  action  which  will  expedite  the 
planning  of  these  various  courses  for  the  future. 

There  is  an  overall  conclusion :  the  State  Library  proved  to  itself  by 
the  results  of  this  course  that  the  training  activity  of  an  organization — 
too  often  put  aside  or  minimized- — can,  with  the  right  approach  and 
generous  attention,  become  a  vital  asset  to  the  effective  functioning  of 
the  organization;  vital  to  the  point  that  the  organization  simply  can 
not  get  along  without  it.  For  us,  supervisory  training  proved  an  excel- 
lent opportunity  to  point  this  up.

The  purpose  of  the  workshops  was  to  acquaint  librarians  with  basic 
information  about  California  legislative  publications.  The  subject  was 
originally  suggested  by  a  number  of  public  librarians,  aware  of  the  in- 
creased demand  by  citizen  groups  for  this  material. 

We  believe  that  the  information  presented  by  the  participants  in  the 
workshops  will  assist  librarians  in  making  appropriate  California  legis- 
lative documents  available  to  the  public.

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LEGISLATIVE  PUBLICATIONS  AND  THE 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

MRS.  PHYLLIS  I.  DALTON 

(Presented  at  both  the  Northern  and  Southern  Workshops, 
at  San  Rafael  and  Burbank) 

State  legislatures  today  are  required  to  pass  upon  public  policies 
and  programs  of  a  magnitude,  variety,  complexity  and  importance  un- 
known and  undreamed  of  a  generation  ago.  Many  factors  have  con- 
tributed to  the  increasing  activities  of  the  states :  the  population  ex- 
plosion since  1940 ;  the  rapid  growth  of  metropolitan  areas  with  their 
pressing  problems  and  needs;  the  spectacular  developments  in  science 
and  industry  that  are  rapidly  changing  almost  every  aspect  of  society ; 
the  increased  involvement  of  this  country  in  international  affairs  and 
in  the  role  of  leadership  of  the  "free  world"  thrust  upon  it  since  the 
end  of  World  War  II ;  and  the  growing  social  and  economic  problems 
arising  in  a  period  of  rapid  change.  The  activities  of  state  and  local 
governments  have  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds,  especially  since  the 
second  World  War  ended. 

In  this  dynamic  world,  public  library  services  are  important;  as  are 
college  and  university  and  school  and  special  libraries.  Perhaps  the 
better  phrase  is :  vital  in  the  life  of  our  country.  The  aspect  I  can  talk 
about  most  enthusiastically  is  reference  service,  and  book  selection  and 
materials  within  reference  service.  I  can  speak  enthusiastically  about 
government  publications  because  they  are  invaluable  in  reference  serv- 
ice and  in  providing  information  to  the  citizen.  Among  government 
publications  the  truly  indispensable  ones  are  legislative  publications^ 
and  they  are  perhaps  the  least  known  and  understood.  This  I  know 
through  actual  experience.  Therefore  I  was  easily  convinced  that  such 
a  workshop  as  this  was  desirable  and  needed.  To  this  day,  even  though 
I  have  had  much  experience  with  legislative  publications  on  many 
levels,  I  still  do  not  know  and  understand  all  of  them.  Much  I  have 
learned  from  the  experts  (present  and  past  State  Library  staff  mem- 
bers) you  have  here  today:  Constance  Lee,  Mary  Schell,  Ruth  El- 
wonger  and  (at  Burbank)  Evelyn  Huston. 

When  the  Survey  and  Standards  Committee  was  developing  the 
Standards  for  Library  Functions  at  the  State  Level,  government  pub- 
lications were  very  prominent  in  our  thinking,  both  as  to  acquiring 
of  them  and  in  respect  to  making  them  available.  This  was  true  for 
the  state  level  agency  and  for  the  local  public  library.  In  discussing 
the  state-wide  library  resources — remembering  that  these  standards 
were  being  written  from  the  statewide  point  of  view  with  people  in 
mind — we  said : 

"1.  Each  state  should  have  a  plan  for  developing  the  total  subject 
and  reference  resources  which  affect  the  economic,  political,  in- 
tellectual and  cultural  life  of  the  state. ' ' 
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"24.  The  state  library  agency  should  participate  in  the  development 
of  state-wide  plans  for  all  types  of  library  service  within  the 
state,  should  conduct  research  to  determine  library  needs  and 
possibilities,  and  where  planning  groups  do  not  exist  should 
take  the  initiative  in  marshaling  qualified  individuals,  groups, 
and  agencies  to  engage  in  such  planning. ' ' 
*'7.  Each  state  should  maintain  a  complete  collection  of  the  docu- 
ments of  its  own  government  and  of  current  documents  of  com- 
parable states,  plus  a  strong  central  collection  of  both  local  and 
federal  documents. "  ^ 

Collections  of  government  documents  are  of  prime  importance  for 
historical  research,  public  affairs,  and  for  meeting  particular  informa- 
tional needs.  The  full  collection  for  each  state  would  normally  be  main- 
tained by  the  state  library  agency,  and  a  checklist  of  state  documents 
should  be  published  periodically  by  the  state.  Regional  centers  for  state 
documents  should  also  be  developed  within  the  state  in  existing  libraries, 
and  the  agencies  administering  these  encouraged  to  collect  local  publi- 
cations and  official  reports  for  their  areas  as  well.  The  regional  docu- 
ment centers  would  logically  be  the  libraries  serving  as  regional  ref- 
erence centers  (c.f.  Standard  6).  Regional  depositories  for  federal  docu- 
ments are  also  important  in  building  document  resources. 

Public  Library  Service  includes  the  following  relevant  standards: 

''37.  The  state  library  agency  should  collect  local  government  pub- 
lications. ' ' 

''46.  The  federal  government  should  distribute  an  adequate  supply 
of  government  publications  free  to  public  libraries. ' ' 

"92.  Nonbook  materials  should  be  an  integral  part  of  the  collection 
and,  within  limits  of  availability  and  usefulness,  should  be  pro- 
vided to  the  same  degree  of  range  and  inclusiveness  as  books. 
Nonbook  materials  may  be  acquired  to  supplement  book  re- 
sources and  to  substitute  for  books  when  such  are  not  available 
on  a  given  topic.  Sometimes  new  groups  can  be  reached  by  going 
beyond  the  printed  page  bound  in  hard  covers.  Nonbook  re- 
sources include  not  only  slides,  films,  and  recordings,  but  also 
printed  material  issued  as  magazines  and  reports  by  organiza- 
tions and  governments,  printed  material  in  the  form  of  maps 
and  music  scores,  and  microfilm  and  microprint.  Joint  acquisi- 
tion among  several  libraries  of  the  more  expensive  forms  of  non- 
book  materials  is  recommended  as  a  means  of  increasing  avail- 
ability of  these  resources. ' '  ^ 

Other'  standards  refer  to  government  publications.  The  affairs  of 
state  are  complex  as  the  20th  century  and  have  no  limit  to  their  range, 
for  the  operation  of  a  government  reflects  the  problems,  fears,  hopes 
and  needs  of  its  citizens;  therefore  the  citizen  must  be  informed  about 
his  government,  its  services,  public  policies,  and  other  aspects.

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Each  of  US  participates  in  governinent  each  day.  We  especially  par- 
ticipate in  government  when  we  exercise  our  right  to  vote.  We  select 
senators  and  assemblymen;  and  they  come  to  Sacramento;  and  we 
praise  their  activities  or  we  criticize  or  we  wonder  at  what  is  being 
done.  Too  often  we  do  not  understand :  and  no  wonder — the  legislature 
has  its  own  rules  for  conducting  its  business  and  its  own  publication. 
It  is  not  unusual  not  to  understand.  The  business  that  it  conducts  is 
our  business  and  its  publication  a  record  of  its  operation.  The  legisla- 
ture makes  the  laws  under  which  we  live;  therefore  we  as  librarians 
must  understand  its  procedures.  We  must  know  and  understand  its 
publications ;  we  must  know  and  understand  how  to  acquire  them  and 
to  make  them  available  to  the  public.  Many  libraries,  because  their  col- 
lections are  small,  will  not  m^aintain  files  of  legislative  publications ; 
but  the  librarians  must  know  what  exists,  where  to  acquire  the  publi- 
cations or  where  to  refer  the  library  user.  Perhaps  you  librarians  who 
are  in  systems  would  like  to  hold  a  system  workshop  on  government 
publications  and  include  California  legislative  publications.  To  know 
them  is  to  understand  them. 

I  have  always  found  the  legislature,  its  members,  and  its  activities 
and  procedures  most  interesting,  no  matter  in  which  one  of  the  50 
States  I  happen  to  be.  My  first  experience  with  a  state  legislature,  long 
years  ago,  was  a  most  happy  one — -in  the  state  of  Kansas.  My  father 
announced  one  day,  to  the  surprise  of  all  of  us,  that  he  was  going  to 
run  for  the  legislature.  I  found  the  campaign  most  exciting — inci- 
dentally, he  won  it !  I  thoroughly  enjoyed  visiting  the  legislature  and 
watching  the  legislators  at  work  and  wondering  about  the  light  attitude 
that  always  manifests  itself  in  legislatures  at  times.  I  envied  my  brother 
who  had  the  privilege  of  being  a  page  in  the  legislature,  with  the  op- 
portunity for  daily  contact. 

Probably  my  most  interesting  legislative  work  was  with  the  uni- 
cameral legislature  in  Nebraska.  To  this  day  at  any  National  Legis- 
lative Conference,  Hugo  Srb,  Clerk  of  the  Legislature  in  Nebraska, 
makes  a  speech  on  the  great  merits  of  a  unicameral  legislature.  The 
members  of  the  conference,  legislators  and  legislative  staff  members, 
hear  him  through  but  in  their  own  minds  say,  I  am  sure,  "but  that's 
not  for  us."  The  reapportionment  mandate  may  have  changed  their 
thinking  somewhat,  but  I  doubt  that  strongly. 

I  believe  that  there  is  an  unlimited  future  for  all  government  publi- 
cations and  for  legislative  publications  in  particular.  The  interest  is 
growing  every  day.  In  the  time  I  have  been  in  California — several 
years  now — government  publications  have  acquired  a  new  image.  Cer- 
tainly they  are  regarded  differently  than  they  were  at  the  time  I  was 
in  library  school.  I  fell  in  love  with  government  publications  in  library 
school  at  the  Denver  Public  Library,  and  was  not  prepared  for  the 
attitude  I  so  often  encountered  later  on  in  my  work  when  government 
publications  were  mentioned.  I  don't  hear  it  any  more — now,  when  I 
recruit,  people  want  to  work  in  government  publications.  I  was  so 
pleased  when,  during  my  talk  to  a  library  school  class  about  the  legis- 
lative analyst  report,  one  student  produced  a  copy.  Government  Pub- 
lications has  become  truly  the  most  dynamic  section  in  the  State  Li- 
brary. Every  American  Library  Association  Conference  has  committee 
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meetings  and  programs  on  government  publications,  and  they  are  some 
of  the  most  scholarly  programs  given,  and  some  of  the  best  attended. 

Bnt  it  is  an  almost  overwhelming  program.  It  is  one  that  must  keep 
moving  at  all  times ;  it  is  dynamic ;  it  never  lets  you  rest ;  one  you 
must  keep  up  with.  The  documents  section  of  any  library  always  re- 
minds me  of  the  Sorcerer's  Apprentice — as  fast  as  you  process  docu- 
ments, as  many  or  more  come  in.  It  is  never  ending. 

I  commend  you  for  your  interest  in  coming  to  this  workshop,  and  I 
hope  that  you  will  enjoy  it  and  profit  from  its  activities  today. 


A  LEGISLATIVE  ADVOCATE'S  DAY 

MRS.  JOHN  C.  EGAN 
[Mrs.  Egan's  extemporaneous  talk  describing  her  activities  as  legis- 
lative secretary  and  advocate  unfortunately  was  not  recorded  and  con- 
not  he  given  here.  The  following  is  a  hrief  summary  of  her  presenta- 
tion.] 

Speaking  from  an  outline,  I  gave  a  brief  description  of  the  three 
types  of  legislative  sessions  (general,  budget,  and  special)  and  the 
various  kinds  of  legislation  (bills  and  resolutions,  with  the  latter  in- 
cluding constitutional  amendments,  concurrent  resolutions,  joint  reso- 
lutions and  house  resolutions). 

I  summarized  the  general  legislative  process  by  telling  how  I  fol- 
low legislation  in  my  work  as  Legislative  Secretary  for  the  League  of 
Women  Voters  of  California.  This  process  includes :  introduction  and 
referral  of  a  measure  to  committee;  consideration  by  committee  at  a 
hearing  or  hearings;  committee  recommendation;  floor  discussion  and 
vote  upon  those  measures  which  have  received  favorable  committee 
recommendations. 

If  passed  by  its  house  of  origin,  a  measure  must  then  go  through 
a  similar  process  in  the  other  house.  If  passed  by  both  houses,  a  bill 
is  then  sent  to  the  Governor  for  his  signature.  (Resolutions  are  not 
sent  to  the  Governor.) 

Watching  legislation  is  often  like  watching  an  iceberg,  I  noted,  since 
many  factors  are  at  work  at  the  surface  and  behind  the  scenes.  Influ- 
ences include  the  local  interests  of  the  authors  of  legislation,  more  gen- 
eral political  and  economic  factors,  public  sentiment,  and  sectional 
interests. 

Samples  of  a  bill  in  its  original  and  its  amended  forms  were  shown, 
and  also  excerpts  from  the  budget  bill,  the  Journals,  Histories,  and 
Files.

"No  bill  shall  be  introduced  unless  it  is  contained  in  a  cover 
attached  by  the  Legislative  Counsel  and  unless  it  is  accompa- 
nied by  a  digest,  prepared  and  attached  to  the  bill  by  the  Leg- 
islative Counsel,  showing  the  changes  in  the  existing  laws 
which  are  proposed  by  the  bill. ' '

Extraordinary  sessions  are  used  to  extend  a  general  session  or 
budget  session.  In  the  budget  session  only  the  budget  bill,  rev- 
enue acts  necessary  therefor,  local  charter  changes,  expenses  of 
the  session  are  considered.  The  budget  session  is  30  days,  plus  a 
recess  of  not  more  than  30  days. 

In  the  Governor's  first  "special  call"  session  in  1964,  42  subjects 
were  listed  for  consideration.  (Publications  of  the  first  extra  ses- 
sion were  printed  in  brown  ink ;  publications  of  the  second  extra

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AFTER  ENACTMENT:  STATUTES  AND 
RELATED  PUBLICATIONS 

Mrs.  Jean  Day 

In  our  group  discussion  we  tried  to  view  the  various  publications 
according  to  probable  questions  asked  at  the  reference  desk.  Most  pa- 
trons who  come  to  a  public  library  are  interested  in  the  present  law 
on  a  specific  topic ;  e.g.,  prohibitions  on  political  activity  of  state  em- 
ployees. 

Larmac  Consolidated  Index  to  Constitution  and  Laws  of  California 
This  would  probably  be  the  first  volume  consulted.  This  is  a  subject 
index  covering  all  topics,  and  refers  one  to  the  particular  codes  and 
sections  on  the  desired  subject. 

California  codes 

These  are  issued  biennially  after  the  regular  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  incorporate  the  new  laws.  These  codes  cover  topics  such 
as  education,  government,  public  resources,  water,  etc.  In  addition, 
excerpts  are  issued  on  more  specialized  subjects;  e.g.,  laws  on  air 
pollution  taken  from  the  Health  and  Safety  Code. 

The  materials  found  in  the  codes  will  prove  satisfactory  for  most 
casual  patrons.  However,  persons  desiring  additional  or  historical  in- 
formation about  a  law  may  wish  to  consult : 

Deering's  or  West's  Annotated  Codes  of  California 

These  are  commercial  publications  and  rather  expensive  to  keep 
up-to-date.  However,  they  contain  historical  information  and  ref- 
erences to  other  sources  of  information. 

California  Administrative  Code 

This  publication  is  kept  quite  up-to-date  by  inserts,  continuous  re- 
visions issued  by  the  Office  of  Administrative  Procedure.  The  in- 
formation is  arranged  by  titles,  each  covering  one  aspect  of  gov- 
ernment such  as  education,  public  health  and  containing  regula- 
tions of  the  State  agencies.  Therefore,  someone  wishing  informa- 
tion or  clarification  on  teacher  credentials  should  consult  not  only 
the  Education  Code  but  the  Administrative  Code,  title  5,  which 
will  tell  him  how  the  Department  of  Education  interprets  and  ad- 
ministers the  present  law. 

For  the  patron  who  is  interested  in  a  particular  bill,  one  would  prob- 
ably start  with : 

Final  Calendar  of  Legislative  Business 

This  publication  issued  by  the  Legislature  comes  out  after  both 
general  and  budget  sessions.  It  is  arranged  in  roughly  three  major 
sections : 
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(1)  List  of  Senate  bills,  constitutional  amendments  and  resolutions 
arranged  by  number  and  giving  complete  history  of  each  bill, 
including  date  of  introduction,  who  introduced  it,  what  com- 
mittee it  was  referred  to  and  all  action.  If  approved  by  the 
Governor,  the  chapter  number  of  the  Statutes  is  included. 

(2)  Assembly  bills  arranged  in  same  manner  as  Senate  material. 

(3)  Legislative  index  to  bills,  constitutional  amendments,  and  res- 
olutions arranged  by  subjects  and  referring  to  number  of  bill. 

In  addition,  it  contains  a  table  of  sections  of  the  codes  affected  by 
new  laws,  the  numbers  of  the  bills  introduced  by  each  legislator,  names 
and  members  of  standing  committees,  etc. 

Summary  Digest  of  Statutes  Enacted 

This  is  another  source  of  information  issued  by  the  Legislative 
Counsel  after  the  regular  session  of  the  Legislature.  Arranged  by 
bill  number,  it  contains  a  rather  good  digest,  much  more  complete 
than  the  brief  sentence  or  two  in  the  Final  Calendar.  However,  it 
includes  material  on  legislation  enacted  only.  There  is  a  subject 
index  in  each  volume. 

Digest  of  Legislation 

This  publication,  also  issued  by  the  Legislative  Counsel,  comes  out 
after  the  budget  session.  It  is  very  similar  in  arrangement  to  the 
Summary  Digest  but  covers  all  legislation  introduced  during  ses- 
sion as  well  as  measures  passed. 

Statutes  of  California  and  Amendments  to  the  Codes 

For  a  final  look  at  legislation  after  amendment  and  signature  of 
Governor.  Issued  biennially  after  end  of  general  legislative  session, 
and  includes  statutes  of  preceding  budget  and  extra  sessions.  Ar- 
ranged by  chapter  number  according  to  order  of  receipt  in  Secre- 
tary of  State's  Office.  Subject  index. 


THE  SENATE  AND  ASSEMBLY  JOURNALS 

Mrs.  Constance  Ashby 

The  Senate  and  Assembly  Journals  are  the  official  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Legislature.  They  are  published  daily  and,  after 
adjournment,  are  indexed  and  bound.  The  texts  of  bills  are  not  in- 
cluded; the  only  texts  included  are  those  of  House  and  Senate  resolu- 
tions and  amendments  to  all  measures.  Action  taken  on  each  measure  is 
given,  including  votes  and  roll  calls.  Messages  from  the  Governor,  the 
other  house,  and  state  agencies  are  printed.  Debates  are  not  included. 

The  Appendixes  to  the  Journals  contain  important  reference  mate- 
rial. Those  published  through  1943  contained  administrative  reports 
of  the  departments  and  some  reports  of  legislative  committees.  During 
this  period,  the  Journal  of  the  AssemMy  contained  reports  of  joint  com- 
mittees. The  Journal  of  the  Senate  contained  these  reports  also  until 
1947,  when  the  joint  committee  reports  and  Senate  interim  committee 
reports  began  to  be  published  in  an  Appendix  to  the  Senate  Journal. 
In  1957  the  Assembly  began  to  publish  its  interim  committee  reports 
in  an  Appendix  to  the  Assembly  Journal. 

Legislative  interim  committee  reports  are  very  useful  in  reference 
work  for  information  concerning  research  in  leading  California  prob- 
lem areas.  Typical  examples  of  subjects  covered  in  a  single  volume  of 
the  Appendix  to  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  are :  abolishment  of  the 
death  penalty,  adoption  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  automobile 
accident  litigation,  farm  labor  problems,  housing  and  recreational  needs 
of  elderly  citizens,  water  development  problems.  Libraries  which  do  not 
receive  the  Journals  may  obtain  these  reports  as  separates.  Many  li- 
braries may  wish  to  receive  all  or  selected  reports  in  addition  to  the 
Journals,  since  the  former  may  be  handled  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Indexes 
of  the  Senate  and  AssemMy  Journals  do  not  cover  the  Appendixes. 
California  State  Puhlications  and  special  indexes  may  be  used.  Refer- 
ence desks  may  find  it  rewarding  to  index  more  fully  in  a  reference 
information  file,  selective  document  subject  catalog,  or  similar  tool. 

APPROACHES  TO  THE  JOURNALS 
I.  Early  Sessions

At  the  meeting  of  Group  III,  I  mentioned  such  journals  as  the 
California  Historical  Society  Quarterly  and  the  Pacific  Historical 
Review.  Any  California  historical  bibliography  should  also  in- 
clude such  standard  bibliographies  as  "A  Commentary  on  Cali- 
fornia" in  Caughey's  California,  and  such  standard  titles  on 
California  government  as  those  by  Crouch  and  McHenry;  Turner 
and  Vieg ;  Hyink,  Brown  and  Thacker. 

II.  Current  Sessions 

Local  newspapers  along  with  such  papers  as  the  Sacramento  Bee, 
Los  Angeles  Times,  and  San  Francisco  Chronicle  may  be  clipped 
or  selectively  indexed  for  actions  of  the  Legislature  or  issues  be- 
fore the  Legislature  in  areas  known  to  be  important  in  reference 
work. 

The  State  Library  maintains  a  comprehensive  index  of  Cali- 
fornia items  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  and  a  selective 
index  to  other  California  newspapers. 

Since  such  standard  indexes  as  Readers  Guide  to  Periodical  Lit- 
erature, International  Index,  Ptiblic  Affairs  Information  Service, 
and  Education  Index  provide  only  scanty  references  to  the  work 
of  the  California  Legislature,  a  reference  desk  may  m.aintain  a  list 
of  serials  which  will  be  useful  in  varying  degrees,  even  though  they 
are  not  indexed.

EARLY  CALIFORNIA  NEWSPAPERS 
A  SUPPLEMENT  TO  THE  DAILY  JOURNALS 

Robert  Klassen 

The  sparse  information  contained  in  the  Journals  can  be  supple- 
mented by  some  excellent  coverage  in  the  early-day  California  news- 
papers. One  of  the  monarchs  of  the  early-day  newspaper  scene,  the 
Sacramento  Union,  provides  ns  with  excellent  coverage  of  the  Assem- 
bly and  Senate  during  the  19th  century. 

The  Union  began  publishing  March  19,  1851.  It  immediately  began 
covering  the  activities  of  the  Legislature  as  they  transpired  in  San  Jose. 
This  coverage  included  an  accou.nt  of  the  daily  activities  similar  to  the 
treatment  found  in  the  Journals.  Beginning  with  the  eighth  legislative 
session  in  1857,  the  Union  increased  its  coverage  to  include  verbatim  ac- 
counts of  some  of  the  debates  in  the  Assembly  and  the  Senate.  AVith  the 
meeting  of  the  14th  legislative  session  in  1863,  the  Union  officially  de- 
scribed its  special  section  of  legislative  coverage  as  "  phonographically 
reported."  Here  we  find  most  of  the  legislative  debate  recorded  with 
such  cryptic  interpolations  in  the  verbatim  accounts  as  "laughter,"  "ap- 
plause," "merrim_ent"  and  "renewed  laughter  and  applause."  The 
coverage  is  similar  to  the  Congressional  Record  at  this  point.  The  Union 
continued  its  coverage — "phonographically  reported" — through  the 
23rd  legislative  session,  January  5  through  April  16,  1880.  However, 
verbatim  accounts  of  the  legislative  action  and  debate  continued  with 
decreasing  frequency  until  the  turn  of  the  century,  when  increasing 
emphasis  was  placed  on  interpretive  reporting  of  the  happenings  in  the 
Legislature.  For  example,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  no  ver- 
batim account  of  the  daily  prayer  appeared  in  the  Union  after  1895, 
there  is  much  information  concerning  the  legislative  debates,  which  do 
not  appear  in  the  Journals.  About  this  time,  the  Union  covered  some  of 
the  Assembly  and  Senate  committee  hearings,  and  included  a  summary 
of  the  testimony  of  various  individuals  before  committees. 

After  1920  the  coverage  of  the  Union  became  more  like  the  current 
newspaper  accounts  of  legislative  activites,  such  as  appear  in  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle  or  the  Sacramento  Bee.  For  instance,  a  "box  score" 
was  kept  for  bills  introduced  in  the  daily  sessions. 

The  Union  should  be  considered  a  major  research  tool  in  the  study  of 
California  legislative  history,  particularly  from  1857  until  the  turn  of 
the  century. 

There  are  other  early-day  California  newspapers  which  contain  ex- 
cellent accounts  of  legislative  activities,  such  as  the  San  Francisco  Daily 
Alta  California,  which  began  coverage  with  the  first  legislative  session 
in  San  Jose,  December  1849-April  1850,  through  the  1891  session,  when 
the  Alta  ceased  publication.  There  were  other  short-lived  Sacramento 
newspapers  which  recorded  the  legislative  debate  in  much  the  same 
manner  as  the  Union.  Such  newspapers  as  the  Sacramento  Daily  Demo- 
cratic Standard,  Sacramento  Daily  Democratic  State  Journal  and  the 
Sacramento  California  Statesmen  provided  verbatim  accounts  of  the 
legislative  debate  during  the  1850  's  and  1860  's. 
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PUBLICATIONS  ABOUT  THE  LEGISLATURE 

Mrs.  Ellen  Covey 

In  Group  IV  we  discussed  sources  of  information  about  the  Legisla- 
ture to  be  found  in  various  types  of  State  publications;  In  terms  of  ref- 
erence use  made  of  the  titles,  the  publications  seem  to  fall  into  the 
following  four  divisions:  1)  directories;  2)  general  works,  including 
pamphlets;  3)  laws,  statutes,  rules  and  regulations;  and  4)  miscellane- 
ous publications. 

However,  there  is  overlapping  of  the  groups.  For  esample,  the  Hand- 
iook,  published  biennially  during  the  general  session  of  the  Legislature, 
is  a  very  compact  and  useful  directory  of  members,  officers,  and  com- 
mittees, including  pictures  and  biographies.  It  also  contains  the  stand- 
ing rules  of  both  houses  as  well  as  the  joint  rules. 

Besides  the  biennial  Handbook,  which  is  basic,  there  are  annual  pub- 
lications which  serve  to  update  information  about  the  membership  of 
the  Legislature.  There  is  the  annual  Roster,  published  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  which  has  a  directory  of  the  legislative  department.  This  does 
not  list  committees  and  their  memberships,  but  there  is  a  folder  pub- 
lished annually  by  the  Legislature  which  has  the  weekly  committee 
meeting  schedule  for  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  as  well  as  the  committee 
membership. 

Now,  the  directories  we  have  been  considering  so  far  are  fine — but 
they  are  for  the  1963  general  session  and  the  1964  budget  session,  and 
we  are  now  two  months  into  the  1965  general  session.  The  first  listing 
of  members  of  the  current  Legislature  which  includes  home  addresses, 
districts,  party  affiliations,  occupations,  as  well  as  Sacramento  office 
numbers  and  telephone  numbers,  appears  in  the  Weekly  Histories  of  the 
Senate  and  of  the  Assembly.  The  committee  memberships  of  the  current 
general  session  appear  here  also.  So,  we  see  that  the  Histories  have 
reference  value  as  current  directories  as  well  as  a  means  of  following 
the  progress  of  legislation.  The  Daily  Journals  for  the  first  day's  ses- 
sions also  include  a  list  of  members  of  the  Legislature  but  give  less 
information  than  appears  later  in  the  Weekly  Histories.  The  Daily 
Journals  also  list  members  of  committees  upon  appointment. 

So  much  for  the  directories.  As  for  the  general  works  on  the  organ- 
ization and  functioning  of  the  legislative  department,  we  considered 
this  morning  the  Blue  Book;  the  Proceedings  of  the  Fourth  Legislators' 
Orientation  Conference,  held  in  January  1961 ;  the  California  Legisla- 
ture, by  Joseph  Beek;  and  the  Legislature  of  California,  by  Arthur 
Ohnimus.  The  section  on  the  Legislative  department  in  the  Blue  Book 
has  pictures  and  biographies  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature ;  how- 
ever, it  is  published  only  every  four  years,  limiting  its  usefulness  for 
information  on  the  Legislature.  It  also  lists  the  names  of  the  Joint 
Legislative  Audit  Committee  and  Auditor  General,  the  Joint  Legisla- 
tive Budget  Committee  and  Legislative  Analyst,  the  Legislative  Coun- 
sel, their  staffs  and  addresses,  with  a  brief  discussion  of  their  functions. 
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The  Proceedings  of  the  Legislators'  Orientation  Conference  goes  into 
greater  depth  about  various  officers  such  as  the  Auditor  General,  Leg- 
islative Analyst,  and  Legislative  Counsel,  describing  in  detail  the  func- 
tions of  their  positions.  Also  described  in  detail  at  this  Conference  are 
other  services  to  the  Legislature  such  as  those  provided  by  the  State 
Library,  the  State  Archives,  the  Legislative  Bill  Room  and  a  good  many 
others.  The  Proceedings  of  later  Conferences  have  not  been  published, 
but  the  1961  edition  is  still  useful  if  you  have  a  copy  in  your  library. 

The  California  Legislature,  by  Mr.  Beek,  is  an  informal  discussion 
of  the  practices  and  procedures  of  the  legislative  department  written 
for  the  average  citizen.  Mr.  Ohnimus's  booklet  on  the  Legislature  is 
basic  and  useful  both  as  ready  reference  and  as  circulating  library 
material.  It  falls  into  the  category  of  educational  material  on  the  State 
government  which  the  Legislature  has  issued  for  the  use  of  school  chil- 
dren and  students  of  government.  Other  pamphlets  give  up-to-date, 
concise  information  about  California  State  government,  the  Legislature, 
the  Capitol,  and  the  State  emblems — useful  in  the  library  as  extra 
circulating  material  about  the  state  government. 

Among  the  publications  which  provide  the  legal  framework  for  the 
functioning  of  the  Legislature  are  the  Constitution;  the  Government 
Code  (State  Government  volume)  ;  the  portion  of  the  Handbook  which 
contains  the  rules  of  both  houses  and  the  joint  rules;  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  Governing  Senate  Office  and  Committee  Expenditures;  and 
Mason's  Manual  of  Legislative  Procedure.  I  think  the  legal  background 
for  the  organization  and  procedure  of  the  California  Legislature  is 
simply  described  in  Mr.  Beek's  book : 

"The  houses  of  the  California  Legislature  are  governed  in  their  pro- 
cedure by  the  Constitution,  such  laws  as  pertain  to  the  Legislature; 
joint  rules  of  the  two  houses ;  and  the  standing  rules  of  each  house.  The 
standing  rules  of  both  houses  provide  that  in  cases  not  otherwise  cov- 
ered, the  authority  shall  be  Mason's  Manual  of  Legislative  Procedure. 
The  joint  rules  also  provide  that  all  relations  between  the  two  houses 
which  are  not  otherwise  covered  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  author- 
ity." 

We  are  now  down  to  miscellaneous  publications.  These  include  pub- 
lications such  as  the  Report  of  the  Assembly  Interim  Committee  on 
Elections  and  Reapportionment  following  the  decennial  census  of  1960 
and  the  reapportionment  of  1961,  and  the  California  Political  Subdi- 
vision Maps,  Census  of  1960,  Reapportionment  of  1961,  showing  the 
Assembly,  Senatorial,  and  Congressional  districts.  One  last  example  of 
a  State  publication  giving  information  (in  this  case  historical)  about 
the  Legislature  is  the  Source  Booh  on  the  California  Legislature,  1849- 
1962,  which  contains  a  "Complete  List  of  Members  of  the  California 
Legislature,  Senate  and  Assembly,  1849-1962,  arranged  by  district." 
This  publication,  first  compiled  by  the  State  Library,  was  enlarged  and 
reissued  by  the  Legislature  in  1963.  A  new  enlarged  edition  will  be 
published  soon. 

I  trust  that  this  resume  of  publications  providing  information  about 
the  Legislature  will  encourage  you  to  look  more  closely  at  the  material 
in  your  own  libraries  and  provide  copies  for  those  you  serve  in  adequate 
numbers  and  in  up-to-date  revisions. 
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THE  LEGISLATIVE  BILL  ROOM

In  California,  all  laws  are  enacted  through  the  medium  of  bills.  Gen- 
erally speaking,  a  bill  may  be  defined  as  a  draft  of  a  proposed  law.  It 
either  proposes  new  legislation  or  amends  or  repeals  existing  law. 

Section  9790  of  the  Government  Code  provides : 

"The  Department  of  Finance  shall  maintain  a  bill  filing  room  for 
the  Senate  and  Assembly,  and  file  all  bills,  resolutions,  journals  and 
other  documents  ordered  by  the  Senate  or  Assembly.  It  shall  also 
place  all  such  bills,  resolutions,  journals  and  other  documents  in  binders 
for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature  and  perform  such  other 
duties  in  connection  with  their  distribution  and  filing  as  may  be 
required  by  the  rules  or  special  orders  of  either  house.  "^ 

Those  few  words  in  the  Government  Code  cover  a  considerable 
amount  of  detail  and  effort,  which  I  will  try  to  cover  briefly. 

The  main  office  of  the  Legislative  Bill  Eoom  is  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  State  Capitol.  There  are  three  permanent  employees,  and  during 
sessions,  temporary  employees  are  hired  to  help  with  the  additional 
workload. 

All  legislative  bills  as  introduced,  and  subsequently  amended,  en- 
rolled and  chaptered,  are  stored  in  the  Bill  Room.  Over  7,000  honey- 
combed metal  bins  are  used  for  the  numerical  storage  of  Senate  and 
Assembly  bills.  Each  bin  holds  approximately  500  single-page  bills 
and  a  corresponding  lesser  number  of  multiple-page  bills.  The  surplus 
is  stored  in  the  Capitol  basement  in  some  5,000  larger  size  bins. 

Down  in  a  basement  room,  five  men  from  the  Bill  Room  counter  crew 
insert  the  Daily  Journals  and  Daily  Histories  of  each  house  in  the 
legislators'  desk  binders.  These  hard-covered,  laced  binders  are  in 
different  colors.  The  Senate  Histories  are  in  red  binders,  the  Senate 
Journals  are  in  blue  binders,  the  Assembly  Histories  are  in  green 
binders  and  the  Assembly  Journals  are  in  gray  binders.  This  daily 
morning  operation  requires  upward  of  two  hours,  and  the  completed 
binders  are  then  placed  on  the  members'  desks  prior  to  the  start  of  each 
dailj^  session.  The  binders  are  picked  up  after  the  adjournment  of  each 
daily  session  for  handling  the  next  morning. 

The  Legislative  Bill  Room  counter  crew  has  been  built  up,  during 
this  session,  to  a  maximum  complement  of  eight  temporary  employees 
to  handle  the  many  requests  for  legislative  bills  and  publications.  It 
is  not  uncommon  for  as  many  as  250  requests  to  be  filled  in  a  day. 
Young  men  are  preferable  as  employees,  since  the  hours  are  usually 
long  and  strenuous  and  there  is  considerable  weight  to  be  handled.

Many  of  the  requests  for  bills  contain  long  lists  pertaining  to  certain 
subjects  such  as  education,  transportation,  welfare,  etc.  These  lists  are 
filled  during  slack  moments,  but  ordinary  small  requests  are  filled  while 
the  person  waits  at  the  counter. 

Also  available  from  the  counter  service  are  copies  of  several  hundred 
current  Assembly,  Senate  and  joint  interim  committee  reports  as  well 
as  the  chaptered  laws  and  miscellaneous  publications  on  the  Legislature. 

The  Bill  Room  acts  as  the  intermediary  for  the  receipt  and  dispatch 
of  all  legislative  printing  orders  and  copy  from  both  houses  to  the 
Office  of  State  Printing.  During  the  session  many  amended  bills  are 
handled  on  rush  orders  by  each  house.  Bills  amended  during  any 
given  legislative  day  are  taken  to  the  printing  plant  where  they  are 
printed  and  returned,  usually  before  8  a.m.  the  next  day.  The  printing 
plant  makes  as  many  as  200  pickups  and  deliveries  a  day  to  the  Bill 
Room  during  a  session. 

The  Legislative  Bill  Room  ladies  crew  is  composed  of  six  women 
who  process  the  "Daily  File  binder"  which  is  the  agenda  of  each 
daily  legislative  session.  As  the  amended  bills  are  received  from  the 
printing  plant,  they  are  placed  in  their  respective  numerical  sequences 
and  assembled  into  uniform  sets  for  insertion  into  the  "bill  books" 
and  the  "Daily  File  binder".  Any  bill  on  file  must  also  include  copies 
of  all  amendments  so  that  the  bill  in  its  entirety  will  be  available  to 
the  membership  for  inspection  before  passage.  No  member  is  allowed  to 
remove  a  bill  from  the  binder  but  may  have  the  Sergeant  at  Arms  or 
an  aide  secure  copies  of  any  bill  from  the  Bill  Room.  Bills  are  filed  in 
sets  of  500  to  a  binder.  In  a  regular  session,  there  are  approximately 
20  volumes  to  a  complete  bill  set. 

The  legislative  bill  service  is  a  package  deal  which  covers  copies  of 
Journals,  Histories,  Weeldy  Histories  and  all  bills  as  introduced  and 
amended.  This  service  is  sold  for  $225.00.  Several  hundred  services  are 
sold  during  each  general  session. 

Any  person,  office  or  organization  may  have,  without  charge,  2  copies 
of  any  bill  or  other  legislative  publication  as  long  as  the  combined  total 
is  not  over  100  copies  during  a  session.  Additional  copies  may  be 
purchased  for  a  small  fee  depending  on  the  number  of  pages  involved. 

The  Bill  Room  requisitions  the  publications  sold  by  the  Documents 
Section  which  are  ordered  by  the  legislators.  Several  trips  a  day  are 
made  to  the  Capitol  to  deliver  the  various  codes  and  general  publica- 
tions that  are  requested  by  the  members. 

Both  the  Bill  Room  and  Documents  Section  sell  legislative  publica- 
tions. Those  sold  by  the  Documents  Section  include  the  Statues,  bound 
Journals,  the  California  Blue  Book,  Mason's  Manual  of  Legislative 
Procedures,  The  California  Legislature  by  Joseph  Beek,  and  the  re- 
apportionment maps.  Like  the  Bill  Room,  we  strive  to  give  the  Legisla- 
ture as  well  as  the  general  public  the  best  service  possible. 

If  you  are  in  Sacramento  and  would  like  to  visit  either  the  Bill  Room 
or  the  Documents  Section,  Mr.  Paul  Swenson,  who  is  the  supervisor 
of  the  Bill  Room  and  I  will  be  happy  to  show  you  our  offices  and 
answer  any  questions  you  may  have. 


DETERMINING  LEGISLATIVE  INTENT 

Victor  B,  Levit 

[Mr.  Levit 's  extemporaneous  closing  talk  on  legislative  intent  at  the 
Marin  County  workshop  unfortunately  was  not  recorded  and  cannot 
he  reproduced  here.  Following  is  a  summary  of  the  factual  material 
which  Mr.  Levit  presented.  For  further  information  his  articles  in  the 
Stanford  Law  Eeview  (April  1952),  p. 367-80,  and  the  American  Bar 
Association  Journal  (June  1963),  p. 597-98,  should  te  consulted.  Mr. 
Levit' s  statement  hefore  the  Assembly  Interim  SuTjcom.mittee  on  Legis- 
lative Intent,  of  the  Assembly  Interim  Rules  Committee,  San  Francisco, 
November  29,  1962,  is  given  on  p.3-14  of  the  Transcript  of  Proceed- 
ings.] 

Mr.  Levit  began  his  discussion  by  commenting  on  the  feasibility  and 
desirability  of  providing  means  whereby  the  Legislature  can  preserve  its 
intent  with  respect  to  its  legislative  enactments.  If  the  statute  is  clear 
and  unambiguous  on  its  face  so  that  it  has  a  ''plain  meaning,"  the 
court  may  not  allow  any  extrinsic  materials  because  interpretations 
may  not  be  necessary. 

However,  Mr.  Levit  pointed  out  that  a  great  deal  of  the  court's  time, 
both  at  the  trial  and  appellate  levels,  is  concerned  with  the  interpreta- 
tion of  the  California  statutes,  and  that  the  courts  of  California  have 
shown  a  great  willingness  to  seek  out  the  Legislature's  intent  as  mani- 
fested in  the  statutes.  The  legislative  history  of  a  particular  statute  is 
often  examined  to  see  what  evils  the  Legislature  had  in  mind  to  cor- 
rect. Opinions  of  the  Attorney  G-eneral  on  pending  legislation,  and  in 
other  cases  even  the  history  of  the  times  have  been  utilized  to  arrive 
at  the  legislative  intent. 

The  California  courts  have  often  used  committee  reports  to  discover 
legislative  intent.  These  are  generally  interim  committee  reports,  since 
the  standing  committees,  which  handle  most  legislation  in  California, 
do  not  make  detailed  reports  to  accompany  their  recommended  legisla- 
tion. 

Other  material  used  in  California  cases  have  been  a  sum^mary  report 
of  the  California  Tax  Research  Bureau  printed  in  the  appendix  of  the 
Legislative  Journal;  a  report  of  the  Judicial  Council  which  was  drafted 
at  the  request  of  the  Legislature;  and  reports  of  the  California  Law 
Revision  Commission  which  contained  extensive  studies  of  particular 
statutory  provisions. 

Amendments  in  a  bill  itself  prior  to  its  enactment  into  a  statute  are 
sometimes  pertinent  to  legislative  intent.  Each  time  a  bill  is  amended 
a  new  one  is  printed,  with  deletions  shown  in  strikeout  type  and  the 
additions  in  italics.  Arranging  the  bills  in  chronological  order  will  show 
both  what  was  rejected  and  what  was  added. 

Even  the  Governor's  intent  in  signing  a  bill  may  be  important.  Oc- 
casionally the  Governor  will  make  public  the  reports  given  him  by  the 
Legislative  Counsel,  the  Attorney  General,  and  department  heads  on 
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pending  legislation.  Generally,  however,  they  are  kept  secret.  In  a  Cali- 
fornia Supreme  Court  case,  the  dissenting  judges  relied  on  aji  opinion 
of  the  Legislative  Counsel  to  the  Governor  on  a  pending  bill. 

And  when  the  intent  of  the  voters  is  important  in  connection  with 
the  adoption  of  a  statute  by  initiative  or  referendum,  the  printed  argu- 
ments may  be  important  as  a  circumstance  surrounding  the  passage  of 
the  act  by  the  voters,  and  the  California  courts  have  used  this  material. 

In  California,  as  is  true  in  most  states,  the  court's  willingness  to  use 
legislative  materials  is  limited  to  a  great  extent  by  the  availability  of 
such  materials. 

In  the  case  of  important  federal  legislation  the  process  of  enactment 
is  usually  well  documented.  The  situation  in  the  states  is  quite  differ- 
ent, since  committee  reports  are  not  ordinarily  published  and  few  state 
legislatures  have  journals  comparable  to  the  Congressional  Record. 

Is  there  anything  that  can  be  done  to  make  the  task  of  the  courts 
easier  in  determining  the  legislative  intent  as  manifested  in  a  specific 
statute  ?  It  has  been  suggested  that  when  the  Legislative  Counsel  renders 
an  opinion  to  the  author  of  a  bill  or  to  a  committee  drafting  a  bill,  and 
this  opinion  in  fact  sets  forth  the  intention  of  the  legislator  in  the  mat- 
ter, that  opinion  could  be  incorporated  directly  in  the  AssernMy  or 
Senate  Journal  as  a  guide  to  the  intention  of  the  Legislature.  This  has 
been  done  on  occasion,  but  it  has  not  been  done  with  sufficient  fre- 
quency to  be  of  any  great  use.  Since  the  opinions  of  the  Legislative 
Counsel  are  confidential  unless  released  by  the  particular  legislator  or 
committee  to  which  the  opinion  is  given,  the  burden  of  placing  such 
opinions  in  the  public  records  rests  on  the  individual  legislator  or  leg- 
islative committee  concerned.  More  could  be  done  to  make  these  opin- 
ions an  important  source  of  ascertaining  the  legislative  intent. 

Perhaps  the  best  single  document  for  persuading  the  court  to  a  par- 
ticular view  is  the  formal  committee  report.  Serious  consideration  should 
be  given  to  preparing  written  committee  reports  by  the  standing  com- 
mittees to  accompany  their  recommended  legislation.  At  the  very  least, 
these  reports  could  contain  pertinent  materials  presented  by  the  pro- 
ponents or  authors  of  the  particular  bill  in  question  dealing  with  the 
purposes  and  intentions  of  the  bill.  As  is  well  known,  the  federal  prac- 
tice is  to  print  standing  committee  reports,  and  these  reports  are  an 
important  source  of  ascertaining  congressional  intention.  It  is  in  com- 
mittee that  the  meaning  of  a  bill  is  thrashed  out  fully,  and  the  findings 
of  the  committee  are  likely  to  be  persuasive  when  the  bill  comes  before 
the  house.  In  any  event,  a  written  committee  report  would  probably 
have  a  significant  influence  on  the  Legislature  in  passing  on  a  particular 
bill,  making  it  useful  for  ascertaining  legislative  intent.  The  widespread 
use  of  interim  committee  reports  (the  only  type  of  report  now  avail- 
able in  California)  by  the  California  courts  shows  that  written  standing 
committee  reports  would  be  welcomed  as  a  clue  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Legislature. 

Normally,  hearings  before  committees  are  not  utilized  as  a  source  of 
ascertaining  legislative  intent,  although  when  they  are  incorporated  in 
the  committee  report  itself,  they  may  be  of  some  value  as  an  indica- 
tion that  the  committee  is  behind  a  particular  view  presented. 
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It  is  doubtful  that  the  legislative  debates  on  the  floor  would  be  of 
great  value  in  determining  legislative  intent,  althougli  at  least  two 
states  (Pennsylvania  and  Maine)  and  the  Federal  government  do  keep 
a  record  of  debates  in  their  legislatures.  In  California  the  debates 
are  not  recorded.  There  are  conflicting  statements  in  the  California 
cases  as  to  whether  the  legislative  debates  are  a  proper  source  of  ascer- 
taining legislative  intent. 

These  legislative  materials  which  we  have  discussed  vary  in  their 
degree  of  usefulness  for  the  purposes  of  statutory  interpretation  in 
California.  The  best  criterion  for  determining  the  weight  to  be  given 
a  particular  legislative  material  is  the  probabilities  of  legislative  aware- 
ness. Therefore,  the  material  appearing  in  the  Journals  is  most  rele- 
vant, for  these  are  presumably  read  by  the  legislators.  Reports  of 
non-legislators  become  relevant  if  circumstances  are  such  that  they 
probably  influenced  legislation. 

It  is  clear  that,  although  the  interpretation  of  the  statues  is  a  con- 
stant problem  before  the  courts,  very  little  consideration  has  been  given 
to  the  practical  problems  involved  in  making  legislative  materials  more 
accessible  for  this  purpose.  The  fact  that  the  California  Legislature 
requested  one  of  its  subcommittees  in  1962  to  make  a  study  of  the 
matter  is  a  significant  step.  The  existing  network  of  depository  libraries 
in  the  State  provides  the  framework  for  preserving  the  existing  legis- 
lative materials,  and  in  recent  years  legislative  committees  have  been 
sending  their  publications  in  increasing  numbers  to  these  libraries ;  but 
greater  quantity  and  quality  of  legislative  materials  themselves  are 
needed  if  legislative  intent  is  to  be  more  readily  ascertainable. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  Mr.  Levit  's  opinion  that  if  more  legislative  mate- 
rials are  available,  a  great  many  of  the  questions  that  the  courts  are 
concerning  themselves  with  will  be  answered  by  those  additional  legis- 
lative materials ;  because  such  questions  concern  matters  that  have  been 
considered  but  that  now  are  completely  undocumented. 
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INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  CALIFORNIA  LEGISLATURE, 
AND  THE  LEGISLATIVE  PROCESS,  A  DIALOG

' '  The  purpose  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  is  to  promote  political 
responsibility  through  informed  and  active  participation  of  citizens  in 
government.  Membership  in  the  League  is  open  to  all  women  of  voting 
age. ' ' 

If  citizens  are  to  participate  effectively  in  democratic  government, 
it  is  essential  that  they  know  something  about  the  structure  of  govern- 
ment, what  services  it  provides,  what  costs  it  entails,  and  how  citizens 
may  control  government  through  the  electoral  process.  The  League  of 
Women  Voters  of  California  has  been  applying  such  knowledge  to  poli- 
tics for  over  forty  years. 

At  its  State  convention  in  April  1963,  the  League  selected  the  Cali- 
fornia Legislature  as  the  subject  for  a  two-year  study.  Scope  of  the 
study  was  defined  as  the  evaluation  of  factors  that  affect  the  responsive- 
ness and  responsibility  of  the  State  Legislature ;  election,  term  of  office, 
compensation,  frequency  and  length  of  session,  legislative  duties.  Be- 
sides examining  the  first  step  by  which  the  California  voter  selects  his 
legislator — the  election,  the  League  is  examining  what  constitutes  leg- 
islative duties ;  the  nature  and  number  of  committee  assignments  during 
and  between  sessions ;  responsibilities  spelled  out  by  law  or  in  the  Con- 
stitution, and  others  which  are  equally  real,  such  as  the  need  of  re- 
sponding to  the  varied  interests  and  pressures  that  converge  on  all 
legislators  in  the  conduct  of  their  duties.  In  the  past  the  California 
League  has  studied  various  aspects  of  the  Legislature,  such  as  the  com- 
mittee system,  expenses,  salaries,  and  length  of  sessions.  The  current 
study  aims  at  a  new  and  expanded  idea  of  these  and  other  factors. 
The  League  is  examining  the  task  we  ask  our  legislators  to  perform 
and  the  framework  within  which  it  is  performed  to  see  what  effect  some 
aspects  of  the  framework  have  on  performance.  The  study  has  been 
made  deliberately  narrow  in  scope  to  make  it  as  manageable  as  possible. 
The  first  year's  subject  matter  is  background  essential  to  the  League's 
arriving  at  decisions  on  consensus  questions  pertaining  to  the  rest  of 
the  subject  matter.  The  League  wants  to  be  informed  and  prepared  to 
act  when  and  if  changes  in  the  legislative  process  are  formally  proposed 
by  the  Legislature  itself. 

Underlying  all  of  the  considerations  is  the  question :  Do  we,  or  do  we 
not,  want  to  continue  having  part-time  legislators  ?  That  is,  do  we  want 
each  legislator  to  have  some  other  occupation  part-time,  from  which  he 
derives  a  portion  of  his  living  1  The  present  framework  of  the  California 
Legislature  is  based  on  the  concept  of  part-time  service.  The  study  will 
give  some  idea  as  to  whether  in  the  1960 's  this  is  a  realistic  concept. 
If  we  want  to  retain  a  citizen  Legislature,  then  this  decision  affects  any 
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and  all  other  decisions  we  may  make  on  the  five  factors  spelled  out  in 
our  state  item.  If  we  want  a  citizen  Legislature,  what  working  condi- 
tions do  we  supply  to  make  it  possible?  What  kind  of  compensation?. 
How  long  and  how  frequent  should  sessions  be?  How  long  the  term  of 
office  ?  What  about  duties  and  conflict  of  interest  ?  Do  we  purposely  vote 
against  a  "professional  legislator"  in  the  primary?  Is  a  part-time  leg- 
islator more  responsive  or  less  responsive  to  the  electorate?  The  ques- 
tion of  part-time  vs.  full-time  legislators  is  basic  to  all  other  considera- 
tions. 

The  League's  California  Legislature  Kit  includes  a  description  of  the 
study,  an  outline  of  the  plan  for  the  two  years,  and  valuable  informa- 
tion to  be  used  in  each  of  the  study  units.  The  Kit  will  be  most  valuable 
to  librarians  and  their  patrons  because  of  an  extensive  bibliography 
and  references  to  many  sources  of  information.  In  July  1964,  a  supple- 
ment to  the  Kit  was  published  containing  additional  information  on  the 
study,  additional  references,  and  reports  of  some  surveys  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  study.

Purpose  of  the  Conference :  to  acquaint  the  State  legislators,  espe- 
cially the  new  members,  with  the  procedures,  rules,  services  and 
governmental  programs  of  the  State  government. 
Pattern:  Legislative  leaders,  heads  of  staff  agencies  and  key  em- 
ployees of  the  Legislature  are  customarily  invited  to  appear  before 
such  conferences  for  the  purpose  of  summarizing  briefly  the  tech- 
nical and  professional  responsibilities  which  they  carry. 

At  the  conference  in  1961,  some  of  the  following  subjects  were  cov- 
ered: functions  of  the  Legislative  Analyst,  the  Legislative  Auditor, 
and  the  Legislative  Counsel ;  the  services  rendered  by  the  State  Library, 
the  Legislative  Bill  Room,  and  the  State  Archives;  organization  of 
the  Senate  and  Assembly. 

MRS.  CLOUSE:  Members  of  the  Legislature 

The  Senate  is  composed  of  40  members,  one  from  each  senatorial 
district,  divided  by  geographic  areas  which  may  not  be  composed  of 
more  than  three  counties  nor  less  than  one.  Senators  are  elected  for 
four  years.  Half  are  elected  every  two  years. 

The  Assembly  has  80  members  elected  for  two-year  terms  from  dis- 
tricts which  are  based  on  as  nearly  equal  populations  as  possible. 

Districts  of  each  house  must  be  reapportioned  every  10  years  after 
the  federal  census. 

The  Governor  as  the  chief  administrative  officer  of  the  State,  recom- 
mends to  the  Legislature,  submits  budget,  approves  or  vetoes  bills 
enacted  by  Legislature. 
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Sessions: 

The  Legislature  meets  annually:  general  sessions  in  odd-numbered 
years ;  budget  sessions  in  even-numbered  years. 

General  sessions  meet  on  the  first  Monday  after  the  first  day  of 
January  and  continue  for  120  days,  excluding  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 
There  are  no  restrictions  on  the  subjects  that  may  be  considered. 

Budget  sessions  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  February  in  even- 
numbered  years,  for  not  more  than  30  days,  exclusive  of  a  recess  of 
not  more  than  30  days  after  introduction  of  the  budget. 

Extraordinary  sessions  may  be  called  by  the  Governor,  usually  to 
run  concurrently  with  the  budget  session.  They  may  consider  only 
subjects  specified  by  the  Governor  with  no  limit  on  length  of  session. 
As  soon  as  each  house  of  the  Legislature  meets,  new  members  take 
the  oath  of  office,  and  the  first  item  of  business  is  the  nomination  and 
election  of  officers. 

Committees,  Standing  and  Interim: 

In  1965,  there  are.  26  standing  committees  in  the  Assembly  and  21 
in  the  Senate.  The  Speaker  appoints  chairmen  and  members  of  all 
Assembly  standing  committees  with  the  exception  of  the  Rules  Com- 
mittee, whose  members  are  elected  by  the  Assembly.  Members  of  Senate 
Committee  on  Rules  are  elected  by  Senators.  This  committee  appoints 
the  chairmen  and  members  of  other  Senate  committees.  Standing  com- 
mittees consider  and  act  upon  all  bills,  either  returning  them,  or  re- 
taining them  in  event  they  feel  they  are  not  of  sufficient  merit  to 
warrant  discussion  by  the  entire  membership  of  the  house.  The  com- 
mittee may  recommend  amendments  to  the  bill  under  consideration. 
The  committee  may  also  recommend  referral  of  a  bill  to  an  interim 
committee  for  further  study;  and  if  the  recommendation  is  approved, 
the  subject  matter  is  then  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  for 
assignment.^ 

Interim  and  special  committees  may  be  appointed  by  resolution  by 
either  house  of  the  Legislature  to  ascertain  facts  and  make  recommenda- 
tions as  to  any  subject  within  the  scope  of  legislative  regulation.  Joint 
committees  may  be  created  by  both  houses  and  consist  of  members  from 
both. 

Rules : 

The  organization  of  the  Legislature  is  completed  by  the  adoption  of 
standing  rules  which  regulate  the  procedure  of  each  house  and  joint 
rules  which  govern  the  procedure  between  the  houses.  The  Constitu- 
tion states  that  each  house  may  provide  the  rules  of  its  procedure. 

*  *  * 

MISS  DI  SANTO : 

Once  the  organization  of  the  Assembly  and  Senate  has  been  com- 
pleted, the  two  houses  begin  the  consideration  of  legislation. 

MEASURES  considered  by  the  Legislature  fall  into  five  classes : 

Bills  constitute  the  major  part  of  the  work  of  the  Legislature. 
They  are  amendments  to  the  codes  and  general  laws,  or  new 
acts.  Indicated  by  the  initials  SB  or  AB. 


lAt  the  close  of  the  1965  session,  over  1,700  items  were  ready  for  assignment  to  23 
Assembly  interim  conmiittees. 
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Constitutional  Amendments  if  passed  are  submitted  to  the  vote 
of  the  people.  Indicated  by  initials  SCA  or  AC  A. 

Concurrent  Resolutions  relate  to  matters  treated  by  both  houses 
of  the  Legislature,  such  as  approving  amendments  to  city  or 
county  charters,  adopting  joint  rules,  etc.  Indicated  by  initials 
SCR  or  ACR. 

Joint  Resolutions  relate  to  matters  connected  with  the  Federal 
Government  and  are  used  to  express  approval  or  disapproval 
of  legislation  pending  or  proposed  in  Congress.  Indicated  b; 
initials  S JR  or  AJR. 

House  Resolutions  relate  to  independent  actions  of  the  house  to 
which  they  pertain.  Usually  of  no  concern  to  the  other  house. 
Employed  for  adoption  of  rules,  selection  of  committees,  dis- 
bursing of  funds,  etc.  Indicated  by  initials  HR  or  SR. 

A  digest  prepared  by  the  Legislative  Counsel  appears  at  the  bottom 
of  the  first  page  of  each  original  bill,  but  not  on  amended 
versions.^ 


MRS.  CLOUSE :  Legislative  Process 

Bills  may  be  introduced  in  either  hoiise.  The  budget  bill  is  intro- 
duced simultaneously  in  both  houses. 

These  are  the  steps  by  which  a  bill  becomes  a  law : 

1.  Introduction,  first  reading  and  referral  to  standing  committee. 
A  bill  must  be  introduced  in  prescribed  form  and  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  digest  prepared  by  the  Legislative  Counsel,  setting  forth 
its  main  provisions.  All  bills  begin:  "The  people  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia do  enact  as  follows  .  .  .  "  At  the  time  of  introduction,  the  bill 
is  read  for  the  first  time,  given  a  number,  assigned  to  committee  and 
sent  to  the  Office  of  State  Printing  where  copies  are  made  for  legisla- 
tors and  other  interested  persons.  A  bill  is  not  read  at  length,  but  is 
deemed  read  when  the  title  is  read  aloud  by  the  clerk. 

2.  Hearing  by  standing  committee. 

Committee  holds  an  open  hearing  as  soon  after  a  30-day  waiting 
period  as  possible.  In  reporting  a  bill  to  the  house,  it  merely  recom- 
mends "do  pass,"  "do  pass  as  amended,"  or  "amend  and  re-refer" 
to  the  reporting  committee  or  some  other  committee,  e.g.,  "Ways  and 
Means,  or  Finance.  Amending  is  not  done  in  committee  but  is  recom- 
mended in  its  report. 

3.  Second  reading,  accomplished  by  simply  reading  the  number 
of  bill  in  the  house.  Consideration  of  amendments,  if  any  and  possible 
re-referral  to  committee  occur  at  this  time.  A  bill  without  amendment 
is  next  sent  in  the  Assembly  to  the  Committee  on  Engrossment  and 
Enrollment,  in  the  Senate  to  the  Rules  Committee,  where  it  is  checked 
with  the  original  bill  and  any  errors  or  discrepancies  corrected.  If  there 

2  By  action  of  the  2nd  Extraordinary  Session,  1965  California  State  Legislature,  this 
policy  has  been  changed.  The  digest  is  now  to  be  carried  on  amended  versions 
of  bills  as  well  as  on  the  original  bills. 
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axe  committee  amendments  or  amendments  from  the  floor,  they  are 
adopted  on  second  reading,  usually  without  discussion.  The  amended 
bill  is  then  reprinted  and  again  placed  on  second  reading  file.  Pro- 
posed amendments  are  printed  in  the  Daily  Journal. 

4.  Third  reading,  debate  and  final  passage.  Haying  been  read  a  sec- 
ond time,  bill  moves  to  third  reading,  debate  and  final  passage.  Again 
title  is  read  by  Clerk.  This  is  the  point  at  which  the  bill  is  debated  by 
the  house,  unless  it  has  been  placed  on  the  consent  calendar.  Amend- 
ments may  be  offered  from  the  floor,  and  if  supported  by  a  majority  of 
those  present,  the  bill  must  be  reprinted,  re-engrossed,  and  returned  to 
third  reading  file.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  debate,  a  roll  call  vote  is 
taken.  A  simple  majoritj^  is  required  for  passage,  except  for  Constitu- 
tional or  urgency  measures,  which  require  two-third  vote. 

MISS  DI  SANTO  : 

In  order  to  keep  abreast  of  the  legislation  being  considered,  the  leg- 
islators and  interested  citizens  have  access  to  certain  publications  which 
appear  periodically  while  the  Legislature  is  in  session. 

Daily  File 

Printed  each  day  for  each  house ;  early  in  session  may  be  combined 
with  Daily  History. 

Basically,  it  is  a  program  of  proposed  activities  for  that  day.  It 
contains  the  titles  of  all  measures  which  have  been  reported  out  of 
committee  and  are  to  be  considered  by  the  house  for  which  the  File 
is  printed:  the  second  reading  file,  third  reading  file,  consent  calen- 
dar, inactive  file,  and  unfinished  business.  This  order  of  business 
must  be  followed  unless  special  permission  is  granted  to  take  up  an 
item  out  of  order. 

The  File  also  contains  a  schedule  of  committee  meetings  setting 
forth  the  date,  place,  and  time  various  bills  are  to  be  heard.  The  con- 
sent calendar  was  devised  to  conserve  time.  It  permits  non-contro- 
versial bills  to  be  brought  before  the  house  and  voted  upon  without 
debate.  If  there  is  no  opposition  to  a  particular  bill  while  it  is  being 
considered  in  committee,  the  committee  may  recommend  that  it  be 
placed  on  the  consent  calendar.  The  author  must  request  this,  and 
the  committee  must  give  its  unanimous  consent. 
Daily  Journal 

Printed  each  day  for  each  house. 

The  Minute  Clerk  records  the  day's  activities  in  chronological 
order. 

He  then  prepares  the  material  for  publication  without  editorial 
comment. 

The  Journal  contains  a  brief  account  of  the  proceedings  of  each 
house,  the  titles  of  all  measures  introduced,  considered,  or  acted  upon ; 
the  full  text  of  amendments  to  any  such  measures,  the  text  of  all 
house  resolutions,  roll  calls  upon  actions  requiring  a  recorded  vote, 
messages  from  the  Governor  and  the  other  house,  committee  reports, 
motions  and  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  communications,  etc. 
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A  word  of  explanation  is  needed  concerning  the  standing  commit- 
tee reports.  They  usually  consist  of  only  a  few  words : 
Do  pass 

Do  pass,  as  amended 
Be  amended,  and  referred 
At  this  point,  it  might  be  interesting  to  compare  the  legislative 
resources  available  on  a  Federal  and  State  level. 

Federal  practice : 

Verbatim  debates  on  floor  of  Congress  are  published  in  the  Con- 
gressional Record. 

Complete  transcripts  of  legislative  hearings  are  printed  for  wide 
distribution. 

Standing  committees  issue  full  reports  on  legislation  they  have  con- 
sidered. 
California  practice : 

California  publishes  no  verbatim  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  its 
Legislature. 

Standing  committees  limit  their  reports  to  brief  statements  of  "do 
pass  "  or  "  do  pass,  as  amended ' ',  etc. 

Transcripts  of  hearings  of  standing  committees  are  only  occasion- 
ally reproduced,  and  are  available  only  in  the  most  uncertain  fashion. 

Daily  and  Weekly  Histories 

Printed  for  each  house. 

The  Histories  include  the  titles  of  all  measures  introduced  during 
the  session,  list  actions  taken  on  the  bills  and  give  dates  upon  which 
such  actions  were  taken.  The  measures  are  listed  in  numerical  order, 
by  number  of  the  measure. 

Weekly  Histories  are  usually  published  on  Mondays  and  are  cumu- 
lative from  the  beginning  of  the  session.  The  Daily  Histories  which 
are  published  on  succeeding  days  show  actions  which  were  taken  on 
that  day  as  well  as  the  preceding  days  of  the  week. 

A  legislator  wishing  to  determine  how  far  a  bill  has  traveled  in  the 
legislative  process  should  therefore  consult  the  latest  Weekly  His- 
tory and  the  latest  Daily  History. 

The  Weekly  Histories  also  include  the  names  of  the  members  of 
each  house,  their  committee  assignments,  and  the  regular  schedule 
for  committee  meetings. 

MRS.  CLOUSE  : 

After  passing  one  house,  the  bill  then  goes : 

5.  To  second  house,  where  same  procedures  are  followed. 

6.  If  second  house  amends  a  bill,  it  is  returned  to  the  house  of  ori- 
gin for  concurrence.  If  house  of  origin  refuses  to  concur,  bill  goes  to 
Conference  Committee. 

7.  Conference  committees,  composed  of  representatives  from  both 
houses,  try  to  resolve  the  differences  between  the  two  versions  of  the 
bill  and  report  to  both  houses. 
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8.  After  a  bill  lias  been  approved  by  both  houses,  it  is  sent  back  to 
the  house  of  origin  Tvhere  it  is  enrolled,  that  is,  carefully  checked  by 
engrossment  committees  and  signed  by  heads  of  both  houses. 


MISS  PI  SANTO  : 

To  answer  the  question  of  what  bills  have  been  introduced  on  a  cer- 
tain subject,  one  may  consult : 

Legislative  Index 

Issued  biweekly. 

The  Legislative  Index  consists  of  two  parts :  the  index,  and  the 
table  of  sections  affected. 

The  Index  is  an  alphabetical  index  of  subjects.  Under  each  subject 
heading  is  listed  all  bills,  constitutional  amendments,  and  joint  and 
concurrent  resolutions  which  relate  to  that  subject  and  which  have 
been  introduced,  in  either  house,  from  the  beginning  of  the  session. 

The  table  of  sections  affected  shows  each  section  of  the  codes,  the 
Constitution,  and  the  uncodified  laws  which  will  be  affected  by  the 
measures  introduced. 

Issued  every  two  weeks  while  the  Legislature  is  in  session,  the  In- 
dex is  cumulative. 

To  find  out  what  a  particular  measure  is  about,  one  may  consult : 
Legislative  Digest 

Issued  biweekly  for  each  house. 

Digest  contains  a  short,  descriptive,  non-editorial  paragraph  ex- 
plaining the  contents  of  a  bill  and  how  it  changes  existing  law. 

This  digest  is  basically  a  reprint  of  the  Legislative  Counsel's  di- 
gest which  appears  on  the  face  of  each  measure  when  it  is  introduced. 
These  measures  are  listed  in  the  digest  in  numerical  order  according 
to  the  number  of  the  measure.

SIRS.  CLOUSE  : 

9.  As  the  final  step  in  the  legislative  process,  the  bill  then  goes  to 
the  Governor. 

If  the  Legislature  is  in  session  the  Governor  has  ten  days  to  act.  He 
may  sign  the  bill,  making  it  a  law,  or  return  it  to  the  house  of  origin 
with  a  veto  message.  If  he  takes  no  action,  within  the  ten-day  period,  the 
measure  becomes  a  law  without  his  signature. 

If  the  Governor  receives  a  bill  less  than  10  days  before  adjournment, 
he  is  allowed  thirty  days  in  which  to  consider  it.  Any  bill  which  is  not 
signed  by  the  end  of  this  period  does  not  become  a  law  and  is  said 
to  have  been  pocket-vetoed.

POST-SESSION  LEGISLATIVE  PUBLICATIONS : 

Final  Calendar  of  Legislative  Business 

Published  after  the  end  of  each  session. 
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It  contains  the  Senate  Final  History  and  the  Assembly  Final  His- 
tory. 

The  main  portion  of  each  Final  History  consists  of  a  numerical 
list  of  bills  (Senate  bills  in  the  Senate  Final  History,  Assembly  bills 
in  the  Assembly  Final  History).  Under  each  bill  is  entered  the  actions 
taken  on  the  bill  and  the  dates  of  the  actions. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  a  single  index  to  the  Final  Calendar 
which  covers  the  entries  in  both  the  Senate  and  Assembly  Final 
Histories. 

This  is  the  final  Legislative  Index. 

The  final  disposition  of  each  measure  can  be  ascertained  from 
the  Final  Calendar.  If  a  bill  has  become  a  law,  the  chapter  number 
is  shown  in  the  Final  Calendar. 
Summary  Digest  of  Statutes  Enacted 

Published  at  the  end  of  each  general  session. 

The  main  portion  of  each  digest  consists  of  a  list  of  Senate  bills  and 
Senate  constitutional  amendments  adopted  by  the  Legislature  and  a 
separate  list  of  Assembly  bills  and  Assembly  constitutional  amend- 
ments. 

The  measures  are  listed  in  numerical  order  by  bill  number  and 
constitutional  amendment  numbers.  For  each  measure  there  is  a 
short  summary  of  the  effect  of  the  law  or  constitutional  amendment. 

An  index  by  subject  matter  is  included. 

Digest  of  Legislation 

Published  at  the  end  of  each  budget  and  special  session. 

Substantially  the  same  as  the  Summary  Digest  published  after  each 
general  session,  except  that  the  Digest  includes  all  bills,  whether 
enacted  or  not. 

Chapters 

After  the  Governor  has  signed  a  bill,  it  is  filed  in  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.  Bills  are  chaptered  consecutively  as  they  are 
filed.  Joint  and  concurrent  resolutions  and  constitutional  amend- 
ments are  chaptered  according  to  a  separate  series  of  numbers.  Each 
measure  is  then  reprinted  with  its  chapter  number.  These  chapters 
become  the  statutes  of  the  sessions. 

Statutes  and  Amendments  to  the  Codes 

The  bound  volumes  of  the  statutes  are  published  after  each  gen- 
eral session  (in  the  odd-numbered  years).  They  cover  the  latest 
general  session,  the  preceding  budget  session,  and  any  special  ses- 
sions held  in  the  interim. 

Bach  set  of  the  statutes  generally  consists  of  two  volumes  con- 
taining the  text  of  the  laws,  resolutions  and  proposed  constitutional 
amendments  adopted  at  the  sessions  covered.  The  resolutions  and 
constitutional  amendments  adopted  at  the  session  appear  as  "reso- 
lution chapters,"  in  a  separate  section  from  the  bill  chapters. 

Each  set  of  statutes  contains  an  alphabetical  index  of  subjects  as 
well  as  a  table  of  code  and  statute  sections  affected. 

At  the  front  of  each  set  of  statutes  is  a  table  of  laws  enacted.  The 
table  lists  in  numerical  order  the  chapters  and  resolution  chapters) 
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contained  in  the  set  of  statutes.  The  table  shows  for  each  such 
chapter  or  resolution  chapter,  the  author  of  the  measure,  and  the 
number  of  the  Senate  or  Assembly  bill  from  which  the  chapter 
originated. 

Codes 

Most  of  the  body  of  California  law  is  codified  according  to  subject 
matter  into  26  codes. ^  For  instance,  all  laws  relating  to  streets  and 
highwajss  are  in  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code. 

The  State  publishes  some  of  the  codes  (See  Price  List  No.  1  of 
Documents  Section) .

Complete  sets  of  the  codes  are  published  by  the  commercial  legal 
publishers,  West  and  Deering. 

Part  of  the  uncodified  law  can  be  found  in  the  commercially  pub- 
lished editions ;  the  remainder  appears  only  in  the  Statutes. 

Note  :  The  Statutes  are  consulted  for  laws  passed  during  a  particular 
session.  The  Codes  are  consulted  for  the  laws  in  effect,  regardless  of 
date  of  passage. 

Journals  of  Senate  and  AssemMy 

At  the  end  of  the  session  the  Daily  Journals  are  re-published  in 
bound  form.  The  arrangement  is  chronological. 

The  Journal  for  each  session  includes  a  subject  matter  index, 
reports  of  expenditures  of  legislative  representatives  and  an  ap- 
pendix consisting  of  the  reports  of  interim  committees.

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HOW  TO  FOLLOW  A  BILL  IN  A 
LEGISLATIVE  SESSION 

Katherine  Laich 

[As  leader  of  Group  I,  Miss  Laich  descrihed  the  procedure  in  terms  of 
SB  7^9  (1961  session),  AB  590  (1963  session)  and  AB  1622  (1965  ses- 
sion) relating  to  grants  to  public  libraries.  The  following  outline  of 
her  informal  presentation  to  the  group  includes  page  references  to  the 
1965  printing  of  The  Legislature  of  California,  by  Arthur  A.  Ohnimus.] 

BILLS  (p.  71) 

Usually  the  term  "bills"  refers  to  proposed  laws,  although  some- 
times it  may  be  used  to  include  concurrent  and  joint  resolutions,  and 
constitutional  amendments. 

On  introduction,  a  bill  is  referred  to  a  standing  committee. 

After  consideration  by  the  committee,  the  bill  is  returned  to  the 
house  of  origin  where  it  is  read  for  the  second  and  third  time. 

It  is  then  sent  to  the  other  house  where  the  same  procedure  is  fol- 
lowed. 

If  amendments  are  added  by  the  second  house,  the  bill  is  returned 
to  the  house  of  origin. 

If  the  house  of  origin  does  not  accept  the  amendments,  a  confer- 
ence committee  is  appointed  to  consider  the  bill  further. 

An  urgency  clause  makes  it  possible  for  bills  to  go  into  effect  after 
passage  by  the  Legislature  and  approval  by  the  Governor. 

A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Legislature  can  override  the  Governor's 
veto  of  a  bill. 

RESOLUTIONS  (p.  75) 

There  are  three  kinds  of  resolutions:  house,  joint,  and  concur- 
rent. 

House  resolutions  are  adopted  by  one  house  only  and  are  printed 
only  in  the  Journals  of  that  house.  They  are  usually  congratulatory 
but  are  also  used  to  adopt  and  amend  the  house  rules,  and  assign 
subjects  to  committees  for  study. 

Joint  resolutions  are  adopted  by  both  houses  and  take  effect  imme- 
diately. They  are  printed  in  the  Statutes,  and  deal  almost  exclu- 
sively with  matters  relating  to  the  federal  government. 

Concurrent  resolutions  also  are  adopted  by  both  houses,  take  effect 
immediately,  and  are  printed  in  the  Statutes.  They  are  used  to  ap- 
prove amendments  to  city  and  county  charters ;  to  congratulate  or- 
ganizations, persons,  or  other  states ;  to  create  joint  committees  and 
adopt  joint  rules,  and  for  a  variety  of  other  purposes. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS  (p.  75) 
I  Require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  both  houses  and  a  majority  vote  of 

the  people.

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DAILY  FILE  (p.  105) 

One  of  three  daily  publications  issued  during  a  legislative  session. 
(The  other  two  are  the  Journal  and  History.) 

The  Daily  File  is  the  agenda  for  each  house.  It  includes  the  titles 
of  all  measures  reported  out  of  committee  and  to  be  considered  by 
the  house,  a  table  of  all  the  bills  and  constitutional  amendments 
that  have  been  introduced,  and  schedules  of  committee  hearings. 

DAILY  AND  WEEKLY  HISTOEY  ^  (p.  106) 

History  of  all  legislation  introduced. 

The  Daily  History  gives  the  action  on  all  measures  considered 
each  day,  and  the  cumulative  action  for  each  succeeding  day  until 
the  end  of  the  week.  Arrangement  is  according  to  number  of  bill, 
concurrent  or  joint  resolution,  or  constitutional  amendment. 

The  Weekly  History  gives  the  titles  of  all  measures  introduced 
during  the  session,  together  with  actions  and  dates,  and  contains 
much  other  information.  The  last  Weekly  History  of  the  Senate  may 
contain  as  many  as  500  pages,  the  Assembly  over  1,000. 

FINAL  CALENDAR  (p.  109) 

Is  really  the  final  Weekly  History  of  both  houses,  together  with 
index  and  table  of  code  and  general  law  sections  affected. 

DAILY  JOURNALS  (p.  104) 

Are  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislature. 

Include  the  titles  of  all  measures  introduced,  considered,  or  acted 
upon.  Give  the  full  text  of  all  amendments  and  the  text  of  house 
resolutions. 

Include  roll  calls,  messages  from  the  Governor  and  the  other  house, 
committee  reports. 

Like  a  daily  newspaper,  it  must  be  printed  in  time  for  the  next 
day's  session. 

LEGISLATIVE  INDEX  ^  (p.  109) 

Published  every  two  weeks  during  a  general  session  alternating 
with  the  Legislative  Digest. 

Is  a  cumulative  listing  by  subject  matter  of  all  measures  introduced,  ■ 
together  with  table  of  sections  of  the  Constitution  and  the  codes  af-^ 
f  ected  by  the  bills  and  constitutional  amendments. 

LEGISLATIVE  DIGEST  i  (p.  108) 

Published  every  two  weeks  during  a  general  session. 
Prepared  by  the  Legislative  Counsel. 

Contains  synopsis  of  each  measure  introduced  during  the  preceed- 
ins'  two  weeks.

AFTER  ENACTMENT:  STATUTES  AND 
RELATED  PUBLICATIONS 

Mart  J.  Ryan 

Group  II  began  its  discussion  with  a  consideration  of  the  publications 
issued  after  the  Legislature  has  completed  its  work.  We  noted  that, 
after  a  bill  is  passed  by  both  houses  and  enrolled,  it  then  goes  to  the 
Governor  and,  after  this,  if  he  signs  it,  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  Joint 
and  concurrent  resolutions  go  directly  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  In 
that  office,  measures  are  numbered  consecutively  as  bill  chapters  and 
resolution  chapters  respectively  and  are  individually  printed  as  soon 
as  practicable.  Later,  they  are  stapled  together  in  chapter  number  order 
and  are  issued  in  a  stapled  edition,  usually  in  multiples  of  100  ap- 
proximately one  inch  thick — this,  of  course,  varies  with  the  size  of 
the  individual  bills.  Except  in  very  short  sessions,  separate  stapled 
bill  and  resolution  chapters  are  issued. 

Biennially,  following  the  general  sessions  held  in  odd-numbered 
years,  these  chapter  laws  are  arranged  chronologically  bj^  session  and 
consecutively  by  chapter  number.  They  are  indexed,  certain  tables  are 
added,  and  the  resulting  publication  appears  as  the  Statues  and  Amend- 
ments to  the  Codes.  The  statutes  or  session  laws  thus  consist  of  a 
comprehensive  chronologically  arranged  collection  of  all  individual 
chapter  laws,  including  both  permanent  laws  of  general  applicability 
and  temporary  or  special  laws.  There  is  no  cumulated  index  to  the 
entire  period,  although  there  is  an  index  covering  1850-1920,  with  a 
supplement  for  1921-1932. 

The  statutes  are  of  great  importance  in  making  available  the  orig- 
inal texts  of  all  laws,  but  laws  are  changing,  not  static.  Laws  can  be- 
come obsolete,  are  repeatedly  amended,  or  are  repealed.  To  discover 
the  current  law  on  a  given  subject,  therefore,  we  must  turn  to  another 
set,  the  codes.  Codes  may  be  defined  as  compilations  by  subject  matter 
of  the  general  and  public  acts  in  force  at  the  time  of  publication.  Early 
codification  efforts  had  resulted  in  four  California  codes  in  1872 — 
Civil,  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  Penal  and  Political — but  Califor- 
nia's extensive  codification  program  did  not  take  place  till  the  creation 
of  the  California  Code  Commission,  which  worked  from  1929  to  1953.  The 
Commission  had  as  raw  materials  the  five  then  existing  codes  (a  School 
Code  had  been  enacted  in  1929)  and  some  21,000  laws  in  about  50 
volumes  of  sessions  laws.  Their  completed  program,  a  truly  monumental 
one,  resulted  in  a  system  of  25  codes  which  they  belicA^ed  contained 
''all  of  the  'live'  laws  of  general  interest."  A  twenty-sixth  code,  the 
Uniform  Commercial  Code,  was  added  in  1963.  Not  all  existing  laws 
are  actually  in  the  codes,  but  time  does  not  permit  a  detailed  discus- 
sion of  this  point. 

The  State  publishes  some  but  not  all  of  the  codes,  and  depositories 
must  therefore  be  aware  that  they  will  not  automatically  receive  every 
code.   The   State  does  not  publish  the  four  so-called  practice  codes, 
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Civil,  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  Penal,  or  Prolate;  nor  does  it  publish 
the  Business  and  Professions  Code,  nor  the  Harhors  and  Navigation 
Codes  as  a  whole,  although  separates  of  these  latter  two  are  officially 
published.  Codes  and  pamphlet  (or  subject)  laws  available  from  the 
State  are  listed  in  Price  Lis^  No.  1,  issued  by  the  Documents  Section 
of  the  Department  of  General  Services.  State-published  codes  are  usually 
issued  in  revised  editions  biennially  in  odd-numbered  years.  The  State- 
published  codes  are  useful  and  inexpensive,  but  they  are  not  annotated 
and  are  therefore  of  limited  usefulness  to  lawyers  as  compared  to  the 
commercially-published  codes. 

Annotations  vary  with  the  individual  publishers  but  include  such 
information  as  source  of  laws,  history,  commentary,  citations  to  and 
excerpts  from  court  decisions,  opinions  of  the  Attorney  General  and  so 
forth.  Two  publishers  currently  issue  complete  annotated  sets  of  Cali- 
fornia codes;  these  sets  are  Deering's  codes,  published  by  Bancroft 
Whitney,  and  West's  codes.  Each  set  is  useful,  but  each  is  different. 
Each  is  kept  current  by  means  of  pocket  parts  and  each  publisher 
offers  certain  special  features.  The  question  as  to  which  is  better  is  a 
matter  for  individual  decision,  and  the  answer  will  vary  with  one's 
individual  needs. 

Each  publisher  issues  a  general  index  covering  the  codes,  the  Cali- 
fornia Constitution,  and  court  rules ;  again,  these  are  supplemented  by 
pocket  parts.  These  indexes  can  be  purchased  separately.  There  is  also 
a  third  general  index,  Larmac  Consolidated  Index  to  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  California.  Instead  of  being  kept  up  to  date  by  pocket  parts, 
Larmac  is  published  biennially.  Once  again,  the  question  ''which  index 
is  best"  will  vary  with  your  own  needs,  but  you  should  have  one  if 
you  possibly  can. 

In  addition  to  West's  and  Deering's  annotated  editions  of  the  four 
practice  codes  which  are  not  published  by  the  State,  both  publishers 
also  issue  unannotated  editions  of  the  four  codes,  kept  up  to  date  by 
pocket  parts.  A  third  publisher,  Hanna,  publishes  an  edition  of 
these  four  codes  with  some  annotations;  this  is  reissued  biennially 
rather  than  being  kept  up  by  pocket  parts.  Unannotated  pamphlet  laws, 
dealing  with  certain  subjects — boxing  or  air  pollution,  for  example — 
are  issued  by  the  State.  Some  are  sold  by  the  Documents  Section, 
Department  of  General  Services;  others  are  available  free  from  the 
issuing  agency. 

A  useful  aid  in  conjunction  with  both  the  statutes  and  the  codes  is 
the  Statutory  Record,  published  in  three  separate  volumes  covering 
1850-1958.  Changes  since  1958  appear  in  a  cumulative  table  contained 
in  the  biennial  Statutes.  By  use  of  this  table,  one  can  identify  any 
later  statutes  affecting  a  particular  code  section  or  law  in  which  one 
is  interested. 

The  next  two  publications  considered  by  Group  II  were  the  Leg- 
islative Counsel's  Summary  Digest  and  his  Digest  of  Legislation.  Be- 
cause of  their  similarities  of  arrangement  and  content,  many  people 
tend  to  confuse  these  publications,  but  they  are  actually  quite  different 
in  certain  important  ways.  Each  gives  short  summaries  of  measures 
covered,  each  is  arranged  by  bill  number,  and  each  is  published 
biennially;  each  has  a  subject  index  and  a  table  of  sections  affected  by 
the  measures  summarized  in  the  publication.  However,  the  Summary 
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Digest  of  Statutes  Enacted  appears  in  odd-numbered  years  following 
a  general  session;  it  includes  only  statutes  actually  enacted  and  pro- 
posed constitutional  amendments  which  were  approved  by  both 
houses.  The  Digest  of  Legislation,  on  the  other  hand,  appears  in  even- 
numbered  years  following  budget  (and  extraordinary)  sessions;  it 
includes  all  proposed  legislation,  whether  or  not  the  measures  actually 
pass.  The  Digest  of  Legislation  is  issued  before  the  Governor's  bill 
signing  period  is  over  and  a  supplement  is  therefor  issued  in  order 
to  update  the  Digest  after  he  has  completed  his  work. 

The  California  Constitution  of  1879,  as  amended — the  current  Cali- 
fornia Constitution — was  the  next  publication  our  group  considered.  We 
noted  particularly  the  length  of  the  Constitution,  ten  times  as  long  as 
the  Federal  Constitution,  and  the  fact  that  the  California  Constitution 
includes  much  material  that  would  more  customarily  be  contained  in 
the  statutes.  Between  1880-1940,  the  Constitution  was  amended  343 
times;  it  could  have  been  m^uch  worse,  of  course,  since  733  amend- 
ments were  actually  put  to  the  voters,  who  rejected  390  of  them.  This 
process  has  been  truly  called  "amendomania."  There  are  two  com- 
monly used  annotated  commercial  editions.  Mason's  (published  by 
Bancroft  Whitney)  and  West's;  both  are  kept  up  to  date  by  pocket 
parts.  The  State  issues  an  unannotated  edition  in  odd-numbered  years, 
or,  more  precisely,  two  editions — one  published  by  the  Senate  and  one 
by  the  Assembly.  Each  edition  contains  certain  other  relevant  docu- 
ments. 

We  also  discussed  one  group  of  publications  which  were  not  included 
on  the  printed  lists — publications  which  include  what  is  usually  called 
"Administrative  law"  or  regulations  made  by  agencies  under  author- 
ization of  the  Legislature  which,  in  effect,  have  the  force  and  author- 
ity of  law.  California  has  one  of  the  better  state  systems  for  providing 
a  comprehensive  code  of  all  administrative  regulations;  this  system 
provides  a  basic  Administrative  Code  consisting  of  24  major  su'bject 
parts  called  "titles"  published  in  16  loose-leaf  volumes.  It  is  supple- 
mented at  frequent  intervals  by  the  Administrative  Register  which 
is  designed  to  be  interfiled  in  the  Code. 


DISCUSSION 

Reported  by  Cornelius  J.  Crisley 

Discussion  concerning  the  suitability  of  Group  II 's  materials  for 
various  types  of  public  libraries  led  to  the  following  conclusions.  For 
a  small  library  with  a  tight  budget,  a  collection  of  pamphlet  (or  subject) 
laws  seemed  to  be  most  suitable,  since  these  are  inexpensive  and  can  be 
geared  easily  to  the  interests  of  the  community.  For  progressively 
larger  libraries,  requiring  a  more  sophisticated  level  of  information, 
the  logical  direction  of  expansion  seemed  to  be  the  acquisition  of  the 
codes  published  by  the  State,  including,  if  possible,  the  California 
Administrative  Code.  The  next  step  up  from  libraries  having  com- 
plete sets  of  these  codes  would  be  to  have  the  Larmac  Index  to  enhance 
their  usefulness.  For  large  libraries  with  clients  involved  in  advanced 
research,  either  West's  codes  or  Deering's  codes  or  both,  if  possible,  and 
the  California  Administrative  Code  were  deemed  essential. 


JOURNALS  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA  LEGISLATURE 

EVELYN  HUSTON 

After  forty-five  minutes  of  study  in  depth  of  the  Journals  of  the 
Senate  and  Assembly,  the  group  submits  the  following  reports  of  its 
findings : 

The  Journals  of  the  California  Legislature,  like  those  of  every  other 
state  except  Pennsylvania  and  Maine,  are  in  no  way  a  junior  Congres- 
sional Record.  They  are  not  a  verbatim  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Legislature.  California  produces  no  such  record,  let  alone  publishes 
such  a  record.  Standing  committees  do  not  make  reports  comparable 
to  Congressional  committees.  Their  output  is  limited  to  such  statements 
as  "do  pass,"  "do  pass  as  amended."  Such  feats  as  22  pages  of  proceed- 
ings for  a  session  lasting  11  minutes  as  recorded  in  the  Congressional 
Record  for  January  5th  of  this  year  have  no  parallel  in  California.  The 
attorney,  familiar  with  Federal  legislative  tools,  is  unprepared  for  the 
dearth  of  information  available  to  him  in  attempting  to  establish  legis- 
lative intent  in  California. 

The  Journal  is  nevertheless  the  official  record  of  the  business  trans- 
acted. It  shows  the  titles  of  measures  acted  upon,  provides  the  full 
text  of  amendments  offered  and  records  all  roll  calls.  Governor's  mes- 
sages and  messages  from  the  other  house  are  included.  In  a  few  in- 
stances, it  contains  speeches  made,  or  communications  received,  when 
they  are  "deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  publication,"  in 
the  words  of  the  veteran,  Joseph  A.  Beek,  Secretary  of  the  Senate  for 
as  long  as  most  of  us  can  remember.  Abbreviated  mention  of  petitions 
received  appears  in  the  Journal,  frequently  containing  the  names  of 
signers.  Texts  of  bills  or  of  laws  are  never  printed  in  the  Journals. 
The  Daily  Journal  has  been  described  as  a  daily  paper  making  its 
appearance  the  morning  following  the  day  to  which  it  pertains.  It  must 
be  corrected  and  attested  by  the  officers  of  the  house  of  origin  and  filed 
with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

What  does  the  Journal  contain  that  is  of  special  importance  for  ref- 
erence service  in  libraries'?  Although  it  contains  the  number  and  title 
of  each  bill  introduced,  the  group  found  that  it  was  not  as  efficient 
a  source  as  the  Final  Calendar  in  tracing  legislation.  The  paper-bound 
format  of  the  Final  Calendar  should  not  cause  librarians  to  assume 
that  it  is  of  less  importance  than  the  Journal  with  its  imposing  binding 
and  bulk.  The  Final  Calendar  is  comparable  to  the  History  of  Bills  and 
Resolutions  which  forms  one  volume  of  the  bound  Congressional  Record 
for  each  session.  Although  published  separately,  it  is  an  integral  part 
of  a  permanent  set  of  legislative  materials  in  California. 

The  Journals  contain  the  full  text  of  all  house  resolutions,  which  are 
not  to  be  confused  with  Joint  or  Concurrent  Resolutions,  which  must  be 
acted  upon  by  both  houses.  A  house  resolution  is  the  vehicle  for  han- 
dling interim  committee  authorizations  along  with  such  other  matters 
as  memorials  to  prominent  Californians,  commendations  of  various  in- 
dividuals or  groups,  and  certain  disbursements  of  funds. 
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The  report  of  the  Legislative  Analyst  pertaining  to  the  legislative  ad- 
vocates is  printed  in  the  bound  Journal.  It  is  made  up  of  reproductions 
of  the  expense  accounts  filed.  Unfortunately,  they  are  listed  alphabeti- 
cally by  surname  with  no  index  by  organization  represented.  (Lists  of 
legislative  representatives  may  also  be  published  separately  by  the  com- 
mittees on  legislative  representation,  and  may  include  listing  by  organ- 
ization.) Opinions  of  the  Legislative  Counsel  are  occasionally  printed  in 
the  Journal,  but  on  a  highly  selected  basis.  In  1963  there  were  19.  The 
standing  rules  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  and  the  joint  rules  are  con- 
tained in  the  Journals. 

We  found  that  the  Journals  were  useful  in  keeping  abreast  of  interim 
reports  and  publications  of  administrative  agencies  because  the  letters 
of  transmittal,  often  with  the  title  of  the  documents,  are  contained  in  the 
daily  Journals.  Acts  of  executive  clemency  are  first  published  in  the 
Journal  and  then  reprinted  in  a  separate  publication. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  feature  of  the  Journals  is  the  roll  call 
vote  on  all  the  measures  which  require  a  recorded  vote.  The  index  of 
the  Journal  is  useful  in  following  the  activites  of  a  single  legislator, 
although  the  Final  Calendar  must  also  be  used  in  such  a  study.  The 
index  of  the  Journal  shows  the  standing  committees  on  which  he  serves 
and  the  fact-finding  or  interim  committees  of  which  he  is  a  member.  It 
shows  requests  for  leaves  of  absence,  various  motions,  and  parliamen- 
tary enquiries  made,  resolutions  offered,  reports  transmitted,  guests  in- 
troduced. 

Probably  more  important  than  the  bare-bones  Journals  are  the  Ap- 
pendixes to  the  Journals.  For  almost  a  hundred  years  they  contained 
the  collected  reports  of  the  administrative  departments  and  sometimes 
reports  of  special  investigating  committees.  But  like  so  many  other 
states,  California  in  1943  gave  up  the  practice  of  collecting  the  reports 
of  its  State  departments,  offices  and  commissions  in  volumes  appended 
to  the  Journals.  The  best  clue  to  the  material  contained  in  these  volumes 
is  in  Adelaide  Hasse's  Index  of  Economic  Materials  in  Documents  of 
the  States.  The  California  volume,  published  in  1908,  contained  an  in- 
dex covering  fifty  some  years  beginning  with  1849  through  1904.  After 
1904  there  are  no  comprehensive  indexes  except  for  a  list  of  reports 
issued  by  special  committees  and  commissions,  arranged  by  legislative 
session,  compiled  as  part  of  a  Ph.D.  thesis  by  Christian  L.  Larsen, 
covering  1850-1936.  This  is  continued  by  lists  issued  by  the  Legislative 
Analyst 's  Office.

The  Government  Code  provides  that  the  manual  must  be  uniform 
in  size  and  style  with  similar  publications  of  previous  sessions,  and 
must  include  a  list  of  State  officers,  members  and  officers  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  Assembly,  lists  of  committees,  the  rules  of  each  house,  the 
joint  rules,  and  any  other  information  deemed  by  the  Secretary  and 
the  Chief  Clerk  to  be  of  use  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 

Some  of  the  helpful  items  which  are  included  are  maps  of  Sena- 
torial and  Assembly  districts,  primary  and  general  election  statistics, 
State  capitols  and  governors,  classification  of  California  counties  ac- 
cording to  population,  directory  of  State  officers.

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LEGISLATIVE  HEARINGS  AND  REPORTS 

Mrs.  Bertha  R.  White 

Legislative  hearings  and  reports,  the  materials  we  are  to  discuss  to- 
day, are  important  because  they  reflect  the  background  of  the  legisla- 
tion and  give  the  intent  of  the  Legislature.  In  cases  where  the  language 
of  a  statute  is  too  general  or  is  ambiguous,  it  is  sometimes  helpful  to 
study  the  hearings  and  reports  to  determine  why  the  law  came  into 
being.  Attorneys  and  judges  often  go  into  the  background  of  a  law  to 
find  its  intent  and  put  it  into  effect — attorneys  to  persuade  the  court  to 
accept  their  interpretation,  and  the  courts  because  of  section  1859  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  which  says  that  the  intent  of  the  Legisla- 
ture is  to  be  carried  out  whenever  possible. 

As  you  very  possibly  have  already  discovered,  and  as  some  attorneys 
discover  every  day — judging  by  my  experience  in  legal  reference  work 
— the  search  for  legislative  history  of  California  statutes,  especially  for 
those  more  than  a  few  years  old,  is  frustrating  and  unrewarding,  com- 
pared with  the  wealth  of  Federal  material  that  is  readily  available, 
where  citations  to  the  history  are  now  appended  to  the  slip  law. 

In  1961,  the  California  Legislature  passed  House  Resolution  No.  24  to 
assign  to  a  committee  the  study  of  the  feasibility  and  desirability  of 
providing  means  by  which  the  legislators  may  define  and  preserve  per- 
manently their  intent  in  enacting  legislation.  In  1962,  this  Subcommit- 
tee on  Legislative  Intent  of  the  Assembly  Committee  on  Rules  published 
a  transcript  of  its  proceedings  and  also  a  final  report,  which  is  number  1 
in  volume  28  of  the  AssemMy  Interim  Committee  Beyorts  for  1961-63. 

There  are  two  types  of  committees  in  the  Legislature,  standing  com- 
mittees and  interim  committees.  In  the  hearings  of  the  standing  com- 
mittees, which  function  during  the  regular  sessions  of  the  Legislature, 
the  intent  of  the  bills  is  discussed — in  fact,  nearly  all  of  the  legislation 
of  the  session  is  considered  in  these  meetings.  Standing  committee  re- 
ports are  printed  in  the  Journal  and  indexed  in  the  Appendixes  to  the 
Journals;  they  are  brief  statements  giving  the  recommendations  of  the 
committees.  The  hearings  of  the  standing  committee  are  not  usually 
published  or  made  available  for  general  use. 

It  is  the  Assembly  interim  committee  hearings  and  reports  and  the 
Senate  fact  finding  committee  hearings  and  reports  that  are  our  chief 
concern  today.  These  committees  are  appointed  to  hold  hearings  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  State  between  the  regular  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  to 
investigate  problems  and  proposals  for  legislation  by  interviewing  key 
people  and  recording  their  testimony.  One  specific  piece  of  legislation 
is  usually  not  the  subject  of  the  inquiry,  but  hearings  may  occasionally 
contain  the  text  of  a  bill  if  it  is  the  basis  of  discussion.  Recent  examples 
of  timely  hearings  are  the  1964  hearings  of  the  Assembly  Interim  Com- 
mittee on  Criminal  Procedure  on  defense  of  the  indigent  in  criminal 
proceedings,  reflecting  the  trend  given  impetus  by  the  Dorado  decision 
in  the  California  Supreme  Court  and  Gideon  v.  Wainwright  in  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  and  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice 
investigations  on  the  subject. 
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A  transcript  may  or  may  not  be  made  of  interim  committee  hearings. 
If  a  transcript  is  made,  it  may  or  may  not  be  reproduced,  although  more 
are  reproduced  now  than  formerly  and  are  being  given  limited  distribu- 
tion. At  times,  excerpts  from  the  hearings  are  printed  in  the  committee's 
reports.

The  last-mentioned,  California  State  Publications,  provides  a  fairlj^ 
current  list  of  the  published  interim  committee  hearings,  insofar  as  they 
are  received  at  the  State  Library. 

The  interim  committee  reports  are  studied  during  the  following  ses- 
sion as  background  for  desired  legislation.  Since  1947,  final  reports  of 
Senate  interim  committees  have  been  published  in  the  Appendixes  to 
the  Journals.  The  Assembly  began  publishing  its  interim  committee  re- 
ports in  the  Appendixes  in  1957.  In  most  cases,  they  are  now  also  pub- 
lished as  separates.  Progress  reports  are  usually  published  in  the  Jour- 
nals as  part  of  the  regular  text.  Some  are  issued  in  processed  form  only, 
and  a  few  are  not  available  to  the  public.  In  earlier  years,  interim  re- 
ports appeared  in  the  text  of  the  Journals. 

The  following  are  the  special  indexes  for  the  reports  of  interim  com- 
mittees :

From  1937  to  1955  the  index  was  prepared  by  the  Legislative 
Auditor  and  from  1957  on  by  the  Legislative  Analyst.

West's  Annotated  California  Codes 

Since  1955,  West's  Annotated  Calif or^iiu  Codes  have  contained 
references  to  the  reports  to  be  found  in  the  Appendixes  to  the 
Journals.  For  material  after  this  date,  it  "is  easiest  to  check  the 
code  citation  first  to  see  if  there  is  a  printed  committee  report. 
An  example  of  an  interesting  report  on  prepaid  service  contracts 
of  health  and  dance  studios  is  cited  in  legislation  limiting  these 
contracts  to  two  years  {West's  Annotated  Civil  Code  1812.84). 

Group  II  is  studying  Legislative  Counsel  materials,  but  it  might  be 
well  to  mention  these  briefly,  since  they  are  important  to  legislative 
history,  as  are  the  publications  of  the  Law  Revision  Commission  and 
the  Judicial  Council. 

The  Office  of  the  Legislative  Counsel  drafts  many  of  the  bills  which 
are  introduced,  and  prepares  opinions  and  digests  for  the  legislators 
or  committees  as  requested.  Such  an  opinion  is  confidential  unless  re- 
leased by  the  person  who  requested  it.  Although  the  opinion  is  written 
for  one  member  or  a  committee,  the  Legislature  as  a  whole  usually 
accepts  it  as  an  interpretation  of  what  the  bill  would  do  if  it  became 
a  "law.  Naturally,  this  is  more  nearly  a  reflection  of  legislative  intent, 
when  considered  by  the  entire  lawmaking  body.  Very  often  these  opin- 
ions are  not  made  public  or  preserved.  One  has  to  depend  upon  the 
author  of  the  bill  in  order  to  find  this  material. 

The  Legislative  Counsel  also  prepares  a  digest  of  amendments  when 
a  bill  that  has  been  passed  by  one  house  is  amended  by  the  other 
and  goes  back  to  the  originating  house  for  concurrence.  This  digest 
of  amendments  appears  only  in  the  Daily  File,  is  not  reprinted  in 
permanent  form,  and  so  is  lost.  One  solution  to  this  would  be  to  print 
it  with  the  final  form  of  the  bill. 

The  Law  Revision  Commission,  which  replaced  the  Code  Commission 
in  1953,  publishes  annual  reports  and  recommendations  and  research 
on  needed  legislation.  These  are  issued  as  separate  pamphlets  and  later 
in  bound  volumes.  These  volumes  contain  tables  of  legislation  affected 
by  Commission  recommendations,  tables  of  cases  and  a  cumulative  sub- 
ject index  in  volume  3  for  volumes  1-3,  and  separate  indexes  for  vol- 
umes 4-6.  The  publications  of  the  Law  Revision  Commission  are  cited 
in  both  editions  of  the  annotated  codes.  The  Muskopf  case  which  al- 
tered the  doctrine  of  governmental  tort  immunity  helped  to  generate 
the  Commission's  study  of  sovereign  immunity  which  resulted  in  ex- 
tensive changes  in  the  law. 

Since  1926  the  Judicial  Council  has  published  biennial  reports  con- 
taining recommendations  for  changes  in  the  laws.  Since  1927  the  Com- 
mission on  Uniform  State  Laws  has  made  suggestions  for  uniform 
laws,  which  are  published  in  its  biennial  reports. 

For  the  period  from  1955  through  1964,  the  California  State  Bar's 
Journal  included  an  annual  "Review  of  Current  Legislation"  which 
is  a  good  source  for  locating  background  material  on  the  laws.  The 
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Committee  on  Continuing  Education  of  the  Bar  at  the  University  of 
California  Extension,  Berkeley,  will  publish  a  review  of  code  legis- 
lation similar  to  this  if  enough  advance  orders  are  received. 

In  a  recent  article  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Law  Review,^ 
Roger  J.  Traynor  discusses  the  correlation  of  the  work  of  legal  scholars 
with  that  of  the  legislatures  in  various  states,  listing  their  law  revi- 
sion commissions,  judicial  councils,  legislative  counsels,  etc.  He  stated 
that  California  has  all  of  the  necessary  machinery  to  do  outstanding 
work  in  this  field;  in  fact,  that  California  is  among  the  two  or  three 
leaders.  He  praised  especially  the  work  of  the  Law  Revision  Commis- 
sion, which  in  1964  drafted  57  bills  and  two  constitutional  amend- 
ments, of  which  39  bills  and  one  constitutional  amendment  were  adopted 
by  the  Legislature.  This  shows  how  influential  such  a  commission  is, 
and  why  its  reports  are  so  important  in  determining  the  legislative 
intent  of  enactments.  Its  latest  work,  on  a  code  of  evidence,  will  be 
considered  by  the  1965  Legislature  as  Senate  Bill  110. 

Thus,  we  in  California  are  in  a  position  to  be  well-informed  as  to 
why  certain  laws  are  passed  and  what  they  will  do ;  and,  as  reference 
librarians,  we  can  help  inform  the  patrons  who  come  to  our  libraries.

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PUBLICATION   NOTE 

This  issue  of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  is  devoted  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  California  pertaining  to,  and  of  interest  to,  public  libraries.  The  main 
portion  of  the  contents  is  a  compilation  of  these  laws,  including  legislation  enacted 
during  the  1965  (Regular)  Session  of  the  California  State  Legislature.  This  new 
edition  supersedes  the  1962  edition  published  as  the  Fall,  1962,  issue  of  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries,  vol.  57,  no.  4.  The  contents  also  include  an  intro- 
ductory review  article  by  Carleton  Kenyon,  "1965  California  Legislation  Relating 
to  Libraries." 

This  new,  1965,  edition  of  the  library  laws  is  being  issued  in  a  looseleaf,  punched 
format  so  that  later  revisions  of  and  additions  to  present  sections  of  codes  in- 
cluded here,  and  any  relevant  new  legislation  may  be  interfiled,  and  the  volume 
kept  up  to  date  until  such  time  as  a  new  compilation  is  prepared.  It  is  planned 
that  separates  of  these  additions  and  revisions  will  be  printed  following  each  Gen- 
eral or  Budget  Session  of  the  State  Legislature  at  which  any  changes  in  library 
laws  are  made.  These  separates  will  be  looseleaf  and  punched  to  match  the  current 
volume.  Instructions  on  paging  and  filing  order  will  be  included  with  the  separates. 
The  method  of  paging  and  filing  will  be  similar  to  that  used  in  the  Registers  issued 
to  keep  the  California  State  Administrative  Code  volumes  current.  Copies  of  the 
separates  will  be  distributed  to  all  regular  recipients  of  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries. 

The  opinions  of  the  Attorney  General  listed  in  the  Appendix  are  available  In 
published  form  from  1943  and  on  in  county  law  libraries  and  the  State  library. 
Opinions  prior  to  1943  are  available  on  microfilm  at  the  State  Library  and  several 
county  law  libraries.  Individual  opinions  may  be  obtained  by  request  to  the  Law 
Librarian,  California  State  Library. 
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1965  CALIFORNIA  LEGISLATION  RELATING  TO  LIBRARIES

Law  Librarian 
California  State  Library- 
Library  laws  passed  during  the  1965  session  of  the  California  legisla- 
ture touched  upon  most  types  of  public  libraries.  Major  changes 
came  in  amendments  to  grants  to  public  libraries;  enlargement  of  the 
number  of  trustees  and  revised  election  procedure  for  library  districts 
and  library  districts  in  unincorporated  towns  and  villages ;  continua- 
tion of  the  school  library  study;  authorization  for  the  State  Library 
to  enter  interstate  agreements  on  exchange  of  publications;  additional 
state  publications  printed  for  California  State  Colleges  and  the  new 
District  Reorganization  Act. 

The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  1965  enactments: 

GRANTS  TO  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 

Chapter  1820  made  various  Education  Code  revisions  in  the  Public 
Library  Services  Act.  Section  27132  was  clarified  to  apply  only  to 
establishment  and  per  capita  grants  and  specified  that  the  requirement 
of  submission  of  a  report,  prior  to  payment  of  state  aid,  applied  only 
to  reports  requested  for  such  prior  submission.  Limitation  on  expendi- 
ture was  increased  by  new  Section  27133.5  from  4  percent  in  1966-67 
to  10  percent  in  1969-70.  However,  this  section  will  not  become  opera- 
tive until  the  Legislature  enacts  a  formula  to  insure  that  factors  such 
as  need,  effort  and  ability  shall  govern  the  apportionment  of  state  aid. 
The  State  Librarian  is  directed  to  develop  such  a  formula  in  coopera- 
tion with  certain  officials  and  private  representatives  and  transmit 
recommendations  to  the  Legislature  for  the  1966  session.  Annual  per 
capita  grants  were  increased  to  16^,  32^  and  80^,  varying  according  to 
density  of  population,  by  the  addition  of  Section  27145.5.  The  phrase 
"meets  the  population  standard"  of  Section  27131(a)  was  deleted  from 
Section  27146. 

COUNTY  LAW  LIBRARIES 

Chapter  980,  amending  Section  6326  of  the  Business  and  Professions 
Code,  increased  the  county  law  library  revolving  fund  maximum  from 
$500  to  $1,500  and  raised  each  expenditure  from  this  fund  from  $15 
to  $50.  Law  libraries  are  now  allowed  to  lease,  as  well  as  acquire, 
real  property  for  erecting  law  library  buildings  and  a  governmental 
unit  owning  property  is  permitted  to  lease  such  land  to  county  law 
libraries  according  to  amended  Business  and  Professions  Code  6348 
and  6348.1  (Chapter  1069).  The  same  act  amended  Section  6348.3  to 
permit  leased  space  for  county  bar  association  offices  in  a  law  library 
building. 
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New  section  6362.5  was  added  to  the  Business  and  Professions  Code 
by  Chapter  1385.  This  act  requires  the  State  Librarian  to  supply  in- 
formation on  newly  published  materials  to  county  law  libraries  which 
request  this  information  in  order  to  assist  them  in  their  selection  of 
new  materials. 

LIBRARY  DISTRICTS 

Several  changes  were  made  relating  to  library  district  trustees  by 
Chapter  1098  in  amending  Sections  27803  and  27901  and  adding  Sec- 
tions 27902.1,  27902.2  and  27902.3  to  the  Education  Code.  The  term  of 
the  trustees  was  changed  from  3  to  4  years,  with  those  incumbents  whose 
terms  will  expire  in  odd-numbered  years  to  hold  over  until  the  next 
general  election.  Elections  are  to  be  held  biennially  with  the  state  gen- 
eral election  in  even-numbered  years.  The  term  of  office  is  for  four 
years.  If  there  is  only  one  nominee,  or  no  nominees,  and  a  petition  signed 
by  5%  of  the  registered  voters  requesting  the  election  be  held  but  not 
presented  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  no  election  will  be  held.  The 
board  will  then  appoint  those  nominated  or,  if  no  person  is  nominated, 
any  qualified  voter  of  the  district. 

LIBRARY  DISTRICTS  IN  UNINCORPORATED  TOWNS  AND  VILLAGES 

Section  27508.5,  Education  Code,  was  added  by  Chapter  179  to  pro- 
vide for  the  appointment  of  two  additional  library  trustees  to  the 
present  three  trustees.  This  addition  also  amended  Sections  57510, 
27513,  27552,  27553,  27601,  27602,  and  27614  to  bring  the  library  dis- 
trict law  in  conformity  to  this  change.  Chapter  420,  adding  Section 
27601.5  to  the  Education  Code,  brought  elections  in  library  districts, 
which  are  consolidated  with  the  state  primary  election,  under  the  same 
conduct  as  those  followed  in  state  primary  elections.  Education  Code 
Section  27606,  amended  by  Chapter  836,  requires  posting  notice  of  an 
election  of  library  district  trustees  in  two  places  in  the  district  in  addi- 
tion to  the  public  library,  rather  than  the  present  requirement  of  three 
notices  in  each  election  precinct.  It  further  requires  copies  of  the  notice 
to  be  posted  in  each  branch  library.  Sections  27701-27707  were  repealed 
by  the  District  Reorganization  Act  (Chapter  2043). 

MUNICIPAL  LIBRARIES 

Chapter  1561  amended  Education  Code  Section  27401  by  deleting  the 
provisions  limiting  a  tax  levy  for  municipal  libraries  from  20^  to  30f 
per  $100  of  assessed  value,  depending  on  the  classification  of  the  city, 
after  two  years  from  the  establishment  of  new  libraries.  Substitution  of 
a  general  limitation  of  30^  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation  was  made. 

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

Chapter  1081  amplified  Section  7052  of  the  Education  Code  by  allow- 
ing the  use  of  school  libraries  during  evenings  and  Saturdays,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  governing  board,  and  if  mider  the  supervision  of  cer- 
tificated personnel.  Amendments  to  Education  Code  Sections  7154  and 
8806  by  Chapter  1338  provided  for  annual  reports  by  the  governing 
board  to  the  State  Department  of  Education,  rather  than  school  district 
trustees  reporting  to  the  State  Librarian.  The  reports  are  required  to 
contain  information   deemed   desirable   by   the   State   Department   of 
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Education.  Also,  if  the  county  superintendent  assumes  responsibility 
for  school  library  services,  his  required  reports  shall  follow  the  same 
requirements  set  out  for  the  governing  boards. 

Expansion  of  minimum  requirements  and  authorization  to  serve  as 
librarians  under  the  licensing  of  certificated  personnel  law  for  the 
standard  teaching  credentials  with  a  specialization  in  elementary  teach- 
ing, secondary  teaching,  and  junior  college  teaching  was  made  by 
Chapter  1850  in  amending  Education  Code  Sections  13190,  13192, 
13194. 

Chapter  24  amended  Sections  8501,  8503,  and  9157  of  the  Education 
Code,  to  permit  county  superintendent  of  schools  to  employ  personnel 
to  coordinate  school  library  services. 

STATE  PUBLICATIONS 

New  Section  14905.1  of  the  Government  Code,  added  by  Chapter 
1232,  authorized  the  California  State  Library  to  enter  into  agreements 
with  state  agencies  of  each  of  the  other  states  to  establish  a  program 
for  exchange  of  publications  of  legislative  service  agencies.  It  is 
required  that  the  legislative  research  reports  received  in  exchange  be 
available  to  the  California  Legislature.  To  implement  this  program  the 
State  Printer  and  state  legislative  agencies,  when  needed,  shall  have 
printed  or  duplicated,  up  to  100  additional  copies  of  publications. 

Chapter  371  repealed  Government  Code  Sections  13660-13668  and 
renumbered  them  as  Sections  14900-14911.  Chapter  1825  in  turn 
amended  Section  14901  and  14903  by  requiring  the  State  Printer  to 
print  250,  in  place  of  200  copies,  state  publications  and  to  send  50 
copies  to  the  libraries  of  the  California  State  Colleges  in  addition  to 
those  sent  to  the  State  Library  and  the  University  of  California 
libraries  at  Berkeley  and  Los  Angeles.  The  50  copies  are  to  be  allocated 
among  the  libraries  as  directed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  California  State 
Colleges. 

An  amendment  to  Section  9791  of  the  Government  Code  by  Chapter 
592  transfers  from  the  Department  of  Finance  to  the  Department  of 
General  Services  the  duty  of  distributing  the  laws,  resolutions  and 
journals  of  the  Legislature.  The  number  of  copies  to  be  sent  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  is  reduced  from  three  to  two  copies. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS 

Education  Code  Section  8452  was  amended  by  Chapter  283  to  in- 
clude a  prohibition  against  national  origin  or  ancestry  discrimination. 
Chapter  1682  amended  Education  Code  Section  8454  to  substitute 
''elementary  or  secondary  school"  for  "public  school"  and  specifically 
exempt  junior  colleges  from  its  provisions. 

Government  Code  Sections  61802-61830  of  the  Community  Services 
District  Act  were  repealed  by  the  District  Reorganization  Act  of  1965 
(Chapter  2043).  Changes  in  the  District  Act  were  made  in  lowering  the 
number  of  signatures  on  formation  petitions  from  25%  to  10%  of  the 
registered  voters  (Chapter  350)  ;  emergency  elections  (Chapter  1788)  ; 
abatement  of  fire  hazards  (Chapter  307)  ;  repeal  of  liens  (Chapter  581) 
and  water  standby  charges  (Chapter  1671). 
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The  County  Service  Area  Law  was  amended  to  allow  advance  moneys 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  area  (Chapter  1415)  and  added 
provisions  to  the  resolution  of  intention  (Chapter  435). 

Section  1944(b)  of  the  Labor  Code,  permitting  the  employment  of 
alien  professional  librarians  at  state  supported  colleges  and  univer- 
sities, was  unnecessarily  added  by  Chapter  1208  since  this  provision 
had  already  the  force  of  law  by  an  identical  1963  provision.  However, 
this  chapter  deleted  (g)  relating  to  professional  librarians  employed 
for  not  more  than  one  year. 
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STATE  LIBRARY 

General  Provisions 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  27000-27105) 
Article  1.     Division  op  Libraries  in  Department  op  Education 

27000.  Legislative  declaration.  The  Legislature  hereby  declares 
that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  of  the  state  that  there  be  a 
general  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  intelligence  through  the  establish- 
ment and  operation  of  public  libraries.  Such  diffusion  is  a  matter 
of  general  concern  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  state  to  provide 
encouragement  to  the  voluntary  lifelong  learning  of  the  people  of  the 
state. 

The  Legislature  further  declares  that  the  public  library  is  a  supple- 
ment to  the  formal  system  of  free  public  education,  and  a  source  of  in- 
formation and  inspiration  to  persons  of  all  ages,  and  a  resource  for 
continuing  education  and  re-education  beyond  the  years  of  formal  edu- 
cation, and  as  such  deserves  adequate  financial  support  from  govern- 
ment at  all  levels. 

27001.  Division  of  libraries.  There  is  in  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation the  Division  of  Libraries. 

Note. — The  State  Library  was  governed  by  a  board  of  trustees  elected  by  the 
Legislature  from  1861  (Stats.  1861:45,  Ch.  57)  until  1899;  by  a  board  of  trustees 
appointed  by  the  governor  from  1899  (Stats.  1899:30,  Ch.  31)  until  1921;  by  the 
Loard  of  Control  in  the  Department  of  Finance  from  1921  ( Stats.  1921 :1027,  Ch. 
003)  until  1927.  Since  1927  it  has  been  a  division  of  the  Department  of  Education 
(Stats.  1927:969,  Ch.  579). 

27002.  State  Librarian.  The  division  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  chief 
who  shall  be  a  technically  trained  librarian  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
' '  State  Librarian. ' ' 

27003.  Appointment  and  salary.  The  State  Librarian  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  and  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor.  He  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  as  provided  for  by  Chapter  6  of  Part  I  of 
Division  3  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code.* 

27004.  Duties.  The  State  Librarian  shall  administer  the  State 
Library  in  accordance  with  law  and  such  regulations  as  may  be  adopted 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  which  board  shall  determine  all 
policies  for  the  conduct  of  the  State  Library. 

27005.  Hours.  The  State  Librarian  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the 
library  during  office  hours. 

27006.  Assistant.  The  State  Librarian  may  appoint  an  assistant 
who  shall  be  a  civil  executive  officer.

Government  Code  Sec.  1322.  In  addition  to  any  other  Statutory  provisions 
requiring  confirmation  by  the  Senate  of  ofRcers  appointed  by  the  Governor,  the 
appointments  by  the  Governor  of  the  following  ofRcers  and  tlie  appointment  by 
him  to  the  listed  boards  and  commissions  are  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate :

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Article  2.     Powers  and  Duties 

27051.  Department  of  Education  duties.  The  Department  of  Edu- 
cation may : 

(a)  Make  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with,  law,  for  its 
government  and  for  the  government  of  the  State  Library. 

(b)  Authorize  the  librarian  to  appoint  such  other  assistants  as  are 
necessary. 

(c)  Sell  or  exchange  duplicate  copies  of  books. 

(d)  Keep  in  order  and  repair  the  books  and  property  in  the  library. 

(e)  Prescribe  rules  and  regulations  permitting  persons  other  than 
Members  of  the  Legislature  and  other  state  officers  to  have  the  use  of 
books  from  the  library. 

(f)  Collect  and  preserve  statistics  and  other  information  pertain- 
ing to  libraries,  which  shall  be  available  to  other  libraries  within  the 
state  appljdng  for  the  information. 

(g)  Establish,  in  its  discretion,  deposit  stations  in  various  parts  of 
the  state  under  the  control  of  an  officer  or  employee  of  the  State  Li- 
brary. No  book  shall  be  kept  permanently  away  from  the  main  library, 
which  may  be  required  for  official  use.  Books  and  other  library  materials 
from  public  libraries  of  the  state  may  be  accepted  for  deposit,  under 
agreements  entered  into  by  the  State  Librarian  and  the  public  li- 
braries concerned,  whereby  materials  which  should  be  preserved  but 
are  rarely  used  in  the  region  may  be  stored  and  made  available  for 
use  under  the  same  conditions  that  apply  to  materials  in  the  State 
Library. 

(h)  Collect,  preserve,  and  disseminate  information  regarding  the 
history  of  the  state. 

(i)  Serve  as  regional  library  for  the  blind,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Library  of  Congress. 

(j)  Give  advisory,  consultive,  and  technical  assistance  with  respect 
to  public  libraries,  to  librarians  and  library  authorities,  and  assist 
all  other  authorities,  state  and  local,  in  assuming  their  full  responsi- 
bility for  library  services. 

(k)  Serve  as  the  central  reference  and  research  library  for  the  depart- 
ments of  state  government  and  maintain  adequate  legislative  reference 
and  research  library  services  for  the  Legislature. 

(I)  Acquire,  organize  and  supply  books  and  other  library  informa- 
tional and  reference  materials  to  supplement  the  collections  of  other 
public  libraries  of  the  state  with  the  more  technical,  scientific  and 
scholarly  works,  to  the  end  that  through  an  established  interlibrary 
loan  system,  the  people  of  the  state  shall  have  access  to  the  full  range 
of  reference  and  informational  materials. 

(m)  Make  studies  and  surveys  of  public  library  needs  and  adopt 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  allocation  of  federal  funds  to  public  li- 
braries. 

(n)  Contract,  at  its  discretion,  with  other  public  libraries  in  the 
state  to  give  public  services  of  the  types  referred  to  in  subdivision 
(g)  and  (0  of  this  section,  when  service  by  contract  appears  to  be  a 
needed  supplement  to  the  facilities  and  services  carried  on  directly  by 
the  State  Library. 
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27052.  Same.     The  Department  of  Education  shall  also: 

(a)  Purchase  books,  maps,  engra\dngs,  paintings,  and  furniture 
for  the  library. 

(b)  Number  and  stamp  all  books  and  maps  belonging  to  the  library, 
and  keep  a  catalog  thereof. 

(c)  Have  bound  all  books  and  papers  that  require  binding. 

(d)  Keep  a  register  of  all  books  and  property  added  to  the  library, 
and  of  the  cost  thereof. 

(e)  Keep  a  register  of  all  books  taken  from  the  library. 

27053.  Federal  aid  to  public  libraries.  The  State  Department  of 
Education  is  hereby  named  and  designated  as  the  proper  state  agency 
to  accept,  receive  and  administer  any  and  all  funds,  moneys  or  library 
materials,  granted,  furnished,  provided,  appropriated,  dedicated  or 
made  available  by  the  United  States  or  any  of  its  departments,  com- 
missions, boards,  bureaus  or  agencies  for  the  purpose  of  giving  aid  to 
public  libraries  in  the  State  of  California. 

27054.  Powers.     The  Department  of  Education  may : 

(a)  Contract  with  counties,  cities,  or  districts  vnthin  this  state,  agen- 
cies of  the  state,  and  agencies  of  the  United  States  Government  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  library  services. 

(b)  Establish  and  operate  library  service  centers. 


Article  3.     Books 

27101.  Withdrawal  from  library.  Books  may  be  taken  from  the 
library  by  the  Members  of  the  Legislature  and  by  other  state  officers 
at  any  time. 

27102.  Failure  to  return.  The  Controller,  when  notified  by  the 
Department  of  Education  that  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  state  for 
whom  he  draws  a  warrant  for  salary  has  failed  to  return  any  book 
taken  by  him,  or  for  which  he  has  given  an  order,  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  the  rules,  or  the  time  within  which  it  was  agreed  to  be 
returned,  and  which  notice  shall  give  the  value  of  the  book,  shall, 
after  first  informing  the  officer  or  employee  of  the  notice,  upon  failure 
by  him  to  return  the  book,  deduct  from  the  warrant  for  the  salary  of 
the  officer  or  employee,  twice  the  value  of  the  book,  and  place  the 
amount  deducted  in  the  General  Fund. 

27103.  Purchase  of  duplicate.  In  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal 
on  the  part  of  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  state  to  return  a  book  for 
which  he  has  given  an  order  or  a  receipt  or  has  in  his  possession, 
the  Department  of  Education  may  purchase  for  the  library  a  duplicate 
of  the  book,  and  notify  the  Controller  of  the  purchase,  together  with 
the  cost  of  the  book.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  notice  from  the  department, 
the  Controller  shall  deduct  twice  the  cost  of  the  duplicate  book  from 
the  warrant  for  the  salary  of  the  officer  or  employee,  and  place  the 
amount  deducted  in  the  General  Fund. 
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27104.  Legal  actions.  The  Department  of  Education  may  bring 
suit  in  its  official  capacity  for  the  recovery  of  any  book,  or  for  three 
times  the  value  thereof,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  against  any  person 
who  has  the  book  in  his  possession  or  who  is  responsible  therefor.  If  the 
department  has  purchased  a  duplicate  of  any  book,  it  may  bring  suit 
for  three  times  the  amount  expended  for  the  duplicate,  together  with 
costs  of  suit. 

27105.  Liability  of  borrower.  Every  person  who  injures  or  fails 
to  return  any  book  taken  is  liable  in  three  times  its  value. 


SUTRO  LIBRARY 

(Stat.  1915:822,  Ch.  492) 

Sec.  1.  Acceptance  of  Sutro  Library  by  State  Library.  The  action 
of  the  trustees  of  the  State  Library  in  accepting  as  a  gift  from  the 
heirs  of  the  late  Adolph  Sutro,  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  California  the 
collection  of  rare  books  and  manuscripts  gathered  by  the  said  Adolph 
Sutro  is  hereby  approved  and  validated. 

Sec.  2.  Establishment  of  San  Francisco  branch.  The  establish- 
ment by  the  trustees  of  the  State  Library  of  a  branch  of  the  State 
Library  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  known  as  the 
' '  Sutro  Library, ' '  in  which  branch  the  said  collection  of  rare  books  and 
manuscripts  shall,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  gift,  be  main- 
tained is  hereby  approved  and  validated. 
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COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARIES 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  27151-27271) 

Article  1.     Establishment 

27151.  County  free  libraries.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  tbe 
several  counties  may  establish  and  maintain,  within  their  respective 
counties,  county  free  libraries  pursuant  to  this  chapter  (commencing  at 
Section  27151). 

27152.  Establishment.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county 
may  establish  at  the  county  seat  or  elsewhere  in  the  county,  a  county 
free  library  for  that  part  of  the  county  lying  outside  of  cities  maintain- 
ing free  public  libraries,  and  outside  of  library  districts  maintaining 
district  libraries,  and  for  all  such  additional  portions  of  the  county  as 
may  elect  to  become  a  part  of,  or  to  participate  in,  the  county  free  li- 
brary system  as  provided  in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27151). 

27153.  Notice.  At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks 
prior  to  taking  any  action,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  publish,  in 
a  newspaper  designated  by  it  and  published  in  the  county,  notice  of  the 
contemplated  action,  giving  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  action 
is  proposed  to  be  taken. 

27154.  Participation  of  city  and  library  district  libraries.  After 
the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library,  the  board  of  trustees,  com- 
mon council,  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  city  in  the  county  main- 
taining a  free  public  library,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  library 
district  maintaining  a  district  library,  may  notify  the  board  of  su- 
pervisors that  the  city  or  library  district  desires  to  become  a  part  of 
the  county  free  library  system.  Thereafter  the  city  or  library  district 
shall  be  a  part  of  the  system  and  its  inhabitants  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  the  county  free  library,  and  the  property  within  the 
city  or  library  district  shall  be  liable  to  taxes  levied  for  county  free 
library  purposes. 

27155.  Withdrawal.  The  board  of  trustees,  common  council,  or 
other  legislative  body  of  any  city  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  li- 
brary district  may  on  or  before  February  1st  of  any  year,  notify 
the  board  of  supervisors  that  the  city  or  library  district  no  longer  de- 
sires to  be  a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system.  Thereafter  the 
city  or  library  district  shall  cease  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the 
county  free  library,  and  the  property  situated  in  the  city  or  library 
district  shall  not  be  liable  to  taxes  for  county  free  library  purposes. 

27156.  Effective  date  of  withdrawal.  If  the  notice  is  given  after 
February  1st  of  any  year,  the  property  situated  in  the  city  or  li- 
brary district  shall  be  liai)le  to  taxes  for  county  free  library  pur- 
poses during  the  immediately  succeeding  year,  and  the  notice  shall  not 
be  effective  until  the  next  succeeding  year,  and  library  service  shall 
be  rendered  in  the  city  or  library  district  during  the  year  for  which 
taxes  are  levied  for  library  purposes  in  the  city  or  library  district. 
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27157.  Notice.  Before  any  board  of  trustees,  common  council,  or 
other  legislative  body  of  any  city,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  li- 
brary district  gives  notice  that  the  city  or  library  district  desires  to 
become  a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system,  or  gives  notice  of 
withdrawal  from  the  system,  the  board  of  trustees,  common  council, 
or  other  legislative  body  of  the  city  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
library  district  shall  publish  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  prior  to  the  giving  of  either  notice,  in  a  newspaper  designated 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  common  council,  or  other  legislative  body  of 
the  cit}'-  or  the  board  of  library  trustees  of  the  library  district,  and 
circulating  throughout  the  city  or  library  district,  notice  of  the  con- 
templated action,  giving  the  date  and  the  place  of  the  meeting  at  which 
the  contemplated  action  is  proposed  to  be  taken. 

27158.  Contracts  with  cities.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any 
county  in  which  a  county  free  library  has  been  established  may  enter 
into  contracts  with  any  city  maintaining  a  free  public  library, 
and  any  such  city,  through  its  board  of  trustees  or  other  legislative 
body,  may  enter  into  contracts  with  the  county  to  secure  to  the  resi- 
dents of  the  city  the  same  privileges  of  the  county  free  library  as  are 
granted  to,  or  enjoyed  by,  the  residents  of  the  county  outside  of  the 
city,  or  such  privileges  as  are  agreed  upon  in  the  contract,  upon  such 
consideration  named  in  the  contract  as  is  agreed  upon,  to  be  paid  into 
the  county  free  library  fund.  Thereupon  the  residents  of  the  city  shall 
have  the  same  privileges  with  regard  to  the  county  free  library  as  the 
residents  of  the  county  outside  of  the  city,  or  such  privileges  as  are 
agreed  upon  by  the  contract. 

27159.  Contracts  with  other  counties.  The  board  of  supervisors 
of  any  countj^  in  which  a  county  free  library  has  been  established  may 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  other  county 
to  secure  to  the  residents  of  the  other  county  such  privileges  of  the 
county  free  library  as  are  agreed  upon  by  the  contract  and  upon  such 
consideration  as  are  agreed  upon  in  the  contract  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund.  Thereupon  the  inhabitants  of  the  other  county 
shall  have  such  privileges  of  the  county  free  library  as  are  agreed  upon 
by  the  contract. 

27160.  Library  tax.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  another  county  in 
M^hich  a  county  free  library  has  been  established,  and  may  levy  a  library 
tax,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  contract. 

27161.  County  librarian.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county 
may  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  other  county  or  two 
or  more  other  counties  to  provide  for  the  services  of  a  single  qualified 
librarian  to  serve  simultaneously  as  the  county  librarian  of  each  county. 

When  so  appointed  the  county  librarian  shall  be  required  to  establish 
a  residence  in  but  one  of  the  counties  in  which  he  is  appointed. 

27162.  Termination  of  contract.  The  making  of  the  contract  shall 
not  bar  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  during  the  continuance 
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of  the  contract  from  establishing  a  connty  free  library  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27151),  if  none  is  al- 
ready established.  Upon  the  establishment  of  any  county  free  library, 
the  contract  may  be  terminated  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  parties  thereto,  or  may  continue  for  the  term  thereof. 

27163.  Contract  with  city  library.  Instead  of  establishing  a  sepa- 
rate county  free  library,  the  board  of  supervisors  may  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  board  of  library  trustees  or  other  authority  in  charge  of 
the  free  public  library  of  any  city  and  the  board  of  library  trustees,  or 
other  authority  in  charge  of  the  free  public  library,  may  make  such 
a  contract.  The  contract  may  provide  that  the  free  public  library  of  the 
city  shall  assume  the  functions  of  a  county  free  library  within  the 
county  with  which  the  contract  is  made,  including  cities  in  the  county. 
The  board  of  supervisors  may  agree  to  pay  annually  into  the  library 
fund  of  the  city  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  u.pon.  Either  party  to  the 
contract  may  terminate  the  contract  by  giving  six  months'  notice  of  in- 
tention to  do  so. 

27164.  Disestablishment.     After  a  county  free  library  has  been 

established,  it  may  be  disestablished  in  the  same  manner  as  it  was 
established.  At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  prior  to 
taking  any  action,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  publish,  in  a  news- 
paper designated  by  them,  and  published  in  the  county,  notice  of  the 
contemplated  action,  giving  therein  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which 
the  contemplated  action  is  proposed  to  be  taken. 

27165.  Annexation  of  territory.  Whenever  any  of  the  territory 
being  served  by  a  county  free  library  is  annexed  to,  or  otherwise  in- 
cluded within,  any  municipal  corporation  not  served  by  the  county 
free  library,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall  order  the 
county  free  library  to  continue  to  serve  the  territory  annexed  to,  or 
otherwise  included  within  the  municipality,  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
j^ear  or  years  for  which  a  tax  has  been  levied  upon  the  property  of 
the  annexed  territory  for  the  support  of  the  county  free  library. 

27166.  Non-resident  fee.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  establish 
a  reasonable  fee  to  be  collected  from  persons  who  desire  to  participate 
in  the  services  and  benefits  of  the  county  free  library  and  who  are  not 
residents  of  the  territory  in  the  county  which  is  liable  for  taxes  for 
county  free  library  purposes.  In  establishing  the  fee,  the  board  may 
also  prescribe  such  regulations  or  limitations  applicable  to  the  use  of 
the  county  free  library  by  such  persons  as  may  reasonably  be  necessary. 

Article  2.     The  County  Librarian 
27201.     Connty  librarian.     Upon  the  establishment  of  a  county  free 
library,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librarian. 

27201.5.  Civil  service  benefits.  If  any  county  adopts  a  civil  serv- 
ice system  or  a  limited  civil  service  system  for  county  officers  and 
employees,  the  county  librarian  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  such 
civil  service  system. 

This  section  does  not  limit  any  powers  conferred  on  any  county  by 
charter. 
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27202.  Certificate.  No  person  is  eligible  to  tlie  office  of  county 
librarian  unless  prior  to  his  appointment,  he  has  received  from  the 
board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the  office. 

27203.  Residence.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment,  the  county 
librarian  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State 
of  California. 

27204.  Sex.  Persons  of  either  sex  are  eligible  to  certification  for 
the  office  of  county  librarian. 

27205.  Oath  and  bond.  The  county  librarian  shall,  prior  to  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  file  with  the  county  clerk  the  usual 
oath  of  office  and  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties,  with  sufficient  sureties  approved  by  a  judge  of  the  superior 
court  in  the  county  of  which  the  librarian  is  to  be  the  county  librarian, 
in  such  sum  as  is  determined  by  the  board  of  supervisors. 

27206.  Duties.  The  county  librarian  shall,  subject  to  the  general 
rules  adopted  b}"  the  board  of  supervisors,  build  up  and  manage,  ac- 
cording to  accepted  principles  of  librarj^  management,  a  library  for  the 
use  of  the  people  of  the  county,  and  shall  determine  what  books  and 
other  library  equipment  shall  be  purchased. 

27207.  Payment  of  salary.  The  salary  of  the  county  librarians 
shall  be  paid  by  each  of  the  counties  in  equal  monthly  installments  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the 
salaries  of  other  county  officers  are  paid. 

27208.  Traveling  expenses.  The  county  librarian  and  his  assist- 
ant shall  be  allowed  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  incurred 
on  the  business  of  the  office. 

27209.  Qualification  certificate.  Except  when  the  county  librarian 
is  temporarity  absent,  no  person  shall  serve  in  the  position  of  county 
librarian  under  the  title  of  acting  county  librarian,  or  assistant  librarian 
in  charge,  or  smy  other  such  title,  unless  the  person  has  received  from 
the  Board  of  Library  Examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the 
position  of  county  librarian. 

In  the  event  qualified  candidates  for  the  position  of  the  countj^  li- 
brarian cannot  be  found,  the  county  supervisors  shall  secure  a  written 
permission  from  the  Board  of  Library  Examiners  to  appoint  an  un- 
qualified person  to  the  position.  This  written  permission  may  be  granted 
by  the  library  examiners  for  a  period  of  time  up  to  but  not  exceeding 
one  year.  The  examiners  may  from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion 
renew  the  permit. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  present  appoint- 
ment or  reappointment  of  any  person  serving  on  September  11,  1957, 
in  any  position  which  is  in  lieu  of  the  position  of  county  librarian. 

Article  3.     Government-State  Board  of  Librart  Examiners 

27251.  Board  of  library  examiners.  There  is  in  the  State  Govern- 
ment a  commission  known  as  the  Board  of  Library  Examiners,  consist- 
ing of  the  State  Librarian,  who  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  the  board,  the 
librarian  of  the  public  library  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,

and  the  librarian  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library.  The  members  of 
the  board  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  except  their 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Division  of  Libraries. 

27252.  Duties.  The  board  shall  pass  upon  the  qualifications  of  all 
persons  desiring  to  become  county  librarians,  and  may,  in  writing, 
adopt  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  for  its  own  govern- 
ment, and  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing 
at  Section  27151). 

27253.  Duties  of  board  of  supervisors.  The  county  free  library 
is  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  which  may : 

(a)  Make  general  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  policy  of  the 
county  free  library. 

(b)  Establish,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  county  librarian, 
branches  and  stations  throughout  the  county  and  may  locate  the 
branches  and  stations  wherever  deemed  advisable. 

(c)  Determine  the  number  and  kind  of  employees  of  the  library. 

(d)  Appoint  and  dismiss  the  employees  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  county  librarian. 

27254.  Removal  of  Employees.  No  employee  shall  be  removed 
except  for  cause. 

27255.  Reinstatement.  If  any  removal  is  made  upon  the  ground 
that  the  services  of  the  employee  are  no  longer  required,  the  removed 
employee  shall  have  the  first  right  to  be  restored  to  the  employment 
when  his  services  are  again  required. 

27256.  Employment  for  definite  term.  The  board  of  supervisors 
may,  at  the  time  of  appointing  any  employees,  and  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  county  librarian,  enter  into  an  agreement  that  the  em- 
ployee is  employed  for  a  definite  time  only. 

27257.  Grades  of  employees.  All  employees  of  the  county  free 
library  whose  duties  require  special  training  in  library  work  shall  be 
graded  in  grades  established  by  the  county  librarian,  with  the  advice 
and  approval  of  the  State  Librarian,  according  to  the  duties  required  of 
them,  experience  in  library  work  and  other  qualifications  for  the  serv- 
ice required. 

27258.  Examinations.  Before  appointment  to  a  position  in  the 
graded  service,  the  candidate  shall  pass  an  examination  appropriate  to 
the  position  sought,  satisfactory  to  the  county  librarian,  and  show  a 
satisfactory  experience  in  library  work.  "Work  in  approved  library 
schools  or  libraries,  or  certificates  issued  by  the  Board  of  Library  Ex- 
aminers, may  be  accepted  by  the  county  librarian  in  lieu  of  such  exam- 
ination. 

27259.  Apprentices.  The  county  librarian  may  accept  as  appren- 
tices, without  compensation,  candidates  possessing  personal  qualifica- 
tions satisfactory  to  him  and  may  dismiss  them  at  any  time  if  in  his 
judgment  their  work  is  not  satisfactory  to  him. 
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27260.  Supervision  by  State  Librarian.  The  county  free  libraries 
are  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Librarian,  who  shall  from 
time  to  time,  either  personally  or  by  one  of  his  assistants,  visit  the 
county  free  libraries  and  inquire  into  their  condition.  The  actual  and 
necessary  expenses  of  the  visits  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  Division  of  Libraries. 

27261.  Annual  convention.  The  State  Librarian  shall  annually 
call  a  convention  of  county  librarians,  to  assemble  at  such  time  and 
place  as  he  deems  most  convenient,  for  the  discussion  of  questions  per- 
taining to  the  supervision  and  administration  of  the  county  free  li- 
braries, the  laws  relating  thereto,  and  such  other  subjects  affecting  the 
welfare  and  interest  of  the  county  free  libraries  as  are  properly  brought 
before  it.  All  county  librarians  shall  attend  and  take  part  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  convention.  The  actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  the 
county  librarians  attending  the  convention  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  free  library  fund. 

27262.  Report.  The  county  librarian  shall,  on  or  before  August 
31st,  in  each  year,  report  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the  State 
Librarian  on  the  condition  of  the  county  free  library,  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30th  preceding.  The  reports  shall,  in  addition  to  other  mat- 
ters deemed  expedient  by  the  county  librarian,  contain  such  statistical 
and  other  information  as  is  deemed  desirable  by  the  State  Librarian. 
For  this  purpose  the  State  Librarian  may  send  to  the  several  county 
librarians  instructions  or  question  blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the  material 
for  a  comparative  study  of  library  conditions  in  the  State. 

27263.  Tax.  The  board  of  supervisors,  after  a  county  free  library 
has  been  established,  shall  annually  levy,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the 
same  time  as  other  county  taxes  are  levied,  and  in  addition  to  all  other 
taxes,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  three  mills  ($0,003)  on  the  dollar  ($1)  of  as- 
sessed valuation  upon  all  property  in  the  county  outside  of  cities  main- 
taining free  public  libraries,  union  high  school  library  districts  main- 
taining district  free  public  libraries,  and  outside  of  library  districts 
maintaining  district  libraries,  and  upon  all  property  within  cities  and 
library  districts,  which  have  elected  to  become  a  part  of  any  county 
free  library  system,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  property  for,  estab- 
lishing, and  maintaining  the  county  free  library. 

27264.  Tax  for  site  and  buildings.  In  counties  wherein  a  union 
high  school  library  district,  maintaining  a  district  free  public  library 
M^as  established  prior  to  June  30,  1912,  and  such  district  has  not  elected 
to  become  a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system,  the  board  of  super- 
visors may  levy  a  tax  in  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  upon  all  the 
property  in  the  count}''  outside  of  cities  maintaining  free  public  librar- 
ies, union  high  school  library  districts  maintaining  district  free  public 
libraries  and  outside  of  library  districts  maintaining  district  libraries, 
and  upon  all  property  within  cities  and  library  districts  which  have 
elected  to  become  a  part  of  any  county  free  library  system,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acquiring  sites  for,  and  constructing,  leasing,  building,  rebuild- 
ing, furnishing,  refurnishing,  or  repairing  county  free  library  build- 
ings. In  all  other  counties,  county  bonds  may  be  issued,  in  the  manner 
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prescribed  in  Article  1,  Chapter  6,  Division  3,  Title  3  of  the  Govern- 
ment Code,  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  county  free  library  build- 
ings and  the  purchase  of  land  therefor. 

27264.5.  Special  taxing-  zones.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  cre- 
ate special  taxing  zones  within  the  territory  of  the  county  subject  to 
taxation  for  county  free  library  purposes  for  the  purpose  of  levying 
special  taxes  within  the  zones  when  it  is  found  by  the  board  that  the 
territory  within  the  zones  require  special  services  or  special  facilities 
in  addition  to  those  provided  generally  by  the  county  free  library 
system  and  that  the  special  tax  levy  is  commensurate  with  the  special 
benefits  to  be  provided  in  the  zones. 

27265.  Gifts.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  receive  on  behalf  of 
the  county,  any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  the  county  free  library,  or 
for  any  branch  or  subdivision  of  the  library. 

27266.  Title  to  library  property.  The  title  to  all  property  belong- 
ing to  the  county  free  library  is  vested  in  the  county.  All  laws  applicable 
to  the  collection  of  county  taxes  shall  apply  to  the  collection  of  the 
taxes  provided  in  Sections  27263  and  27264.  All  moneys  of  the  county 
free  library,  whether  derived  from  taxation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  in 
the  custody  of  the  county  treasurer. 

27267.  Claims.  Each  claim  against  the  county  free  library  fund 
shall  be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  county  librarian,  or  in  his 
absence  from  the  county  by  his  assistant.  It  shall  then  be  acted  upon 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  claims  against  the  county. 

27268.  Contracts  with  county  law  libraries.  In  any  county  of  this 
state  where  a  law  library  exists  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  5  of 
Division  3  of  the  Business  and  Professions  Code,  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  may  enter  into  contracts,  or  agreemients  with  the 
board  of  law  library  trustees  of  the  law  library  for  the  co-operation 
of  the  law  library  and  the  county  free  library,  and,  in  that  connection, 
may  contract  or  agree  with  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  of  the  law 
library  that  the  county  librarian  and  other  employees  of  the  county 
free  library  perform  the  duties  required  to  be  done  or  performed  by  the 
officers  and  employees  of  the  law  library  for  a  compensation  to  be  named 
in  the  contract  or  agreement,  and  to  be  paid  into  the  county  free 
library  fund. 

27269.  School  and  teachers'  libraries.  The  board  of  supervisors 
may  accept  on  behalf  of  the  county  free  library,  all  books  and  other 
property  of  school  libraries  and  of  the  teachers'  library,  and  may  man- 
age and  maintain  them  as  a  part  of  the  county  free  library. 

27270.  Continued  existence.  Any  county  library  which  was  es- 
tablished and  existed  on  April  26,  1911,  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "an  act  to  provide  county  library  systems,"  approved  April 
12,  1909,  is  continued  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commenc- 
ing at  Section  27151),  and  shall  be  considered  the  same  as  if  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27151).    If    a    contract    has   been    entered    into   between    any   county 
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board  of  supervisors  and  any  city  pursuant  to  this  article  (commencing 
at  Section  27151),  the  contract  shall  continue  in  force,  and  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  27163  shall  be  applicable  thereto,  until  the  establish- 
ment and  equipment  of  a  county  free  library  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27151),  unless  sooner  terminated. 
27271.  Construction  and  repair  of  buildings.  The  board  of  super- 
visors of  any  county  in  which  there  has  been  established  a  county  fref 
library  which  does  not  serve  the  entire  county  may,  on  behalf  of  the 
county  free  library,  construct,  build,  repair  or  refurnish  buildings  to 
be  used  for  county  free  library  purposes,  payment  for  which  may  be 
made  from  the  general  fund  of  the  county.  If  payment  is  made  from  the 
county's  general  fund,  the  county  auditor  shall  each  fiscal  year  there- 
after transfer  from  the  county  free  library  fund  to  the  county's  gen- 
eral fund  as  a  prior  claim  against  the  county  free  library  fund  for  as 
many  years  as  are  determined  by  the  board  of  supervisors  but  not  to 
exceed  20,  an  equal  annual  installment  in  such  amount  that  over  the 
designated  period  of  years  the  entire  payment  from  the  county 's  general 
fund  will  be  completely  repaid.  Payment  of  the  costs  of  the  construc- 
tion of  a  county  free  library  building  may  also  be  made  from  the  em- 
ployees retirement  fund  of  a  retirement  sj^stem  established  under  the 
authority  of  the  County  Bmploj^ees  Retirement  Law  of  1937  as  an 
investment  of  that  fund  and  under  the  conditions  specified  in  that  law. 


Alternative  Method  of  Maintenance 

(Gov.  Code,  Sees.  25351,  25358,  254.50,  25450.4,  2.54-50.41,  2.5457,  25457.4,  26150) 

25351.  Construction  and  repair  of  buildings.  The  board  may  con- 
struct, lease,  build,  rebuild,  furnish,  refurnish,  or  repair  buildings  for 
a  hospital,  almshouse,  courthouse,  jail,  historical  museum,  aquarium, 
library,  art  gallery,  art  institute,  exposition  building  for  exhibiting  and 
advertising  farming,  mining,  manufacturing,  livestock  raising,  and 
other  resources  of  the  county,  stadium,  coliseum,  sports  arena,  or 
sports  pavilion  or  other  building  for  holding  sports  events,  athletic  con- 
tests, contests  of  skill,  exhibition,  spectacles  and  other  public  meetings, 
and  such  other  public  buildings  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  work 
of  the  county  government.  Library  buildings  shall  be  constructed,  built, 
repaired  or  refurnished  only  from  taxes  levied  upon  property  which  is 
a  part  of  the  county  free  librarj^  system  as  defined  in  Chapter  2, 
Division  11  of  the  Education  Code. 

25358.  Maintenance  of  buildings.  The  board  shall  provide  all 
necessary  ofiieers,  employees,  attendants,  and  supplies  for  the  proper 
maintenance  of  the  county  buildings. 

25450.  When  construction  exceeds  $4,000.  Whenever  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  construction  of  any  wharf,  chute,  or  other  shipping  fa- 
cility, or  of  any  hospital,  almshouse,  courthouse,  jail,  historical  museum, 
aquarium,  county  free  library  building,  branch  library  building,  art 
gallery,  art  institute,  exposition  building,  stadium,  coliseum,  sports 
arena  or  sports  pavilion  or  other  building  for  holding  spectacles  and 
other  public  meetings,  or  other  public  building  or  the  cost  of  any  re- 
pairs thereto  exceeds  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars   ($4,000),  in- 
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elusive  of  the  estimated  cost  of  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnislied 
pursuant  to  Section  25457,  the  work  shall  be  done  by  contract.  Any 
such  contract  not  let  pursuant  to  this  article  is  void. 

25450.4.     Oonstruction  less  than  $6,500.     In  counties  containing  a 

population  of  500,000  or  over,  the  work  referred  to  in  Section  25450 
need  not  be  done  by  contract  if  the  estimated  cost  thereof  is  less  than 
six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($6,500),  exclusive  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished  pursuant  to  Section  25457.4. 

25450.41.  Construction  less  than  $50,000.  In  counties  containing 
a  population  of  2,000,000  or  over,  the  provisions  of  Sections  25450  and 
25450.4  do  not  apply  to  alteration  or  repair  work  upon  county-owned 
buildings,  if  the  cost  of  such  work  is  under  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($50,000),  and  if  before  the  work  is  authorized  the  board  of  super- 
visors determines  that  detailed  plans  for  the  existing  building  are 
obsolete  or  do  not  exist  and  that  because  of  the  age  or  condition  of  the 
building  it  is  impracticable  to  have  detailed  plans  and  specifications 
prepared  for  the  proposed  work. 

25457.  Purchases  by  purchasing  agents.  In  counties  employing 
a  purchasing  agent,  furnishings,  materials,  supplies  and  employment  of 
independent  contractors  used  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  of 
the  works  mentioned  in  Section  25450  costing  not  more  than  four 
thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  in  total  may  be  purchased  by  the  purchasing 
agent  in  accordance  with  Article  7  of  this  chapter  without  the  formality 
of  obtaining  bids,  letting  contracts,  preparing  specifications,  and  the 
other  things  required  by  this  article  and  said  Article  7  for  purchases 
or    contracts    costing   more   than    four    thousand    dollars    ($4,000). 

25457.4.  Purchases  by  purchasing  agents — counties  of  500,000  or 
more  population.  In  counties  containing  a  population  of  500,000  or 
more  and  employing  a  purchasing  agent,  furnishings,  materials  and 
supplies  to  be  used  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  of  the  works 
mentioned  in  Section  25450  and  estimated  as  costing  not  more  than 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  may  be  purchased  by 
the  purchasing  agent  in  accordance  with  Article  7  of  this  chapter 
without  the  formality  of  obtaining  bids,  letting  contracts,  preparing 
specifications,  or  the  other  things  required  by  this  article,  and  the  esti- 
mated cost  thereof  shall  not  be  considered  or  included  in  the  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  construction  for  the  purposes  of  Section  25450  and 
25450.4. 

26150.  Acquisition,  furnishing,  etc.  County  free  libraries  may  be 
constructed,  leased,  built,  rebuilt,  furnished,  refurnished,  or  repaired 
pursuant  to  the  Education  Code,  or  pursuant  to  this  part;  provided 
that,  in  counties  wherein  a  union  high  school  library  district  main- 
taining a  district  free  public  library  was  established  prior  to  June  30, 
1912,  county  free  libraries  shall  be  constructed,  leased,  built,  rebuilt, 
furnished,  refurnished  or  repaired  pursuant  to  Section  22174  of  the 
Education  Code  until  such  time  as  the  union  high  school  library  dis- 
trict elects  to  become  a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system.

(r)   A  county  librarian. 

24001.  Eligibility  for  county  office.  Except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  Sections  27550.1  and  27641.1  of  this  code  or  in  this  section,  a  person 
is  not  eligible  to  a  county  or  district  office,  unless  at  the  time  of  his 
election  or  appointment  he  is  of  the  age  of  21  years  or  over,  a  citizen 
of  the  State,  and  an  elector  of  the  county  or  district  in  which  the 
duties  of  the  office  are  to  be  exercised. 

25300.  Eegulation  of  compensation.  The  board  of  supervisors

The  board  of  supervisors  shall  fill 
by  appointment  all  vacancies  that  occur  in  any  office  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  board  and  elective  county  officers,  except  judge  of  the 
superior  court  and  supervisors.  The  appointee  shall  hold  office  for  the 
unexpired  term  or  until  the  first  Monday  after  January  1st  succeeding 
the  next  general  election.

General  Provisions 
(Bus.  and  Prof.  Code,  Sees.  G300-6365) 

Article  1.     Boards  of  Law  Library  Trustees 

6300.  Boards  of  trustees.  There  is  in  each  county  of  the  state  a 
board  of  law  library  trustees,  which  governs  the  law  library  established 
for  the  county  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

6301.  How  constituted.  A  board  of  law  library  trustees  is  con- 
stituted as  f  ollow^s : 

(a)  In  a  county  where  there  are  no  more  than  three  judges  of  the 
superior  court,  each  of  such  judges  is  ex  officio  a  trustee;  in  a  county 
where  there  are  more  than  three  judges  of  the  superior  court,  the 
judges  of  the  court  shall  elect  three  of  their  number  to  serve  as 
trustees.  However,  where  there  are  no  more  than  three  judges  of  the 
superior  court,  the  judges  may  at  their  option  select  only  one  of  their 
number  to  serve  as  a  trustee,  and  in  such  event  they  shall  appoint 
two  additional  trustees  who  are  members  of  the  bar  of  the  county. 

(b)  In  a  county  in  which  one  or  more  municipal  courts  have  been 
established,  the  judges  of  such  court  or  courts  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  to  serve  as  trustee. 

(c)  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors  is  ex  officio  a  trustee, 
but  the  board  of  supervisors  at  the  request  of  the  chairman  may  ap- 
point a  member  of  the  bar  of  the  county  or  any  other  member  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  to  serve  as  trustee  in  place  of 
said  chairman.  The  appointment  of  the  person  selected  in  lieu  of  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  expire  when  a  new  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  supervisors  is  selected,  and  such  appointment 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6302. 

(d)  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  as  many  additional 
trustees,  who  are  members  of  the  bar  of  the  county,  as  may  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  board  of  five  members  in  any  county  in  which  a  munic- 
ipal court  has  not  been  established,  or  of  six  members  in  any  county 
where  such  a  court  has  been  established. 

6302.  Appointment  of  trustees.  Appointments  of  trustees  which 
are  to  be  made  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall  be 
made  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors  after  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  law  library  in  the  county,  the  appointees  to  serve  until 
the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  succeeding  Jan- 
uary. The  board  shall,  at  any  such  meeting  in  each  succeeding  January, 
appoint  such  trustees  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

6303.  Compensation.  The  office  of  trustee  is  honorary,  without 
salary  or  other  compensation. 

6304.  Meeting's.  Bach  board  of  law  library  trustees  shall  meet 
regularly  each  month  on  such  day  as  it  shall  appoint,  but  if  it  ap- 
point no  day,  it  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Saturday 
of  each  month,  and  any  board  may  m.eet  at  such  other  times  as  it  may 
appoint,  at  a  place  to  be  designated  for  that  purpose.  The  president  of 
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the  board  may  call  a  special  meeting  at  any  time  for  the  transaction 
of  necessary  business.  A  majority  of  the  members  constitutes  a  quorum 
for  business,  and  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  is 
required  to  exercise  the  powers  of  the  board. 

6304.5.  Open  Meetings.  All  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  open 
and  public. 

6305.  Removal.  A  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  remove  any 
trustee,  except  an  ex  officio  trustee,  who  neglects  to  attend  or  who 
absents  himself  from  the  meetings  of  the  board,  and  may  fill  all  vacan- 
cies that  from  any  cause  occur  in  the  board. 

6308.  President.  Each  board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  number  as 
president. 

6307.  Secretary.  Each  board  shall  elect  a  secretary,  who  shall 
keep  a  full  statement  and  account  of  all  property,  money,  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  shall  keep  a  record  and  full  minutes  in  writing, 
with  the  ayes  and  noes  at  length,  of  all  proceedings  of  the  board. 
The  secretary  may  certify  to  such  proceedings,  or  any  part  thereof, 
under  his  hand,  verified  by  an  official  seal  adopted  and  provided  by 
the  board  for  that  purpose. 

6307.5.  Records  open  to  public.  All  records  of  the  board  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  by  the  public  during  regular  office  hours. 

Article  2.     Law  Library  Funds 

6320.  Collections.  All  money  collected  for  the  law  library  in  each 
county,  must  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  who  must 
keep  the  same  separate  and  apart  in  a  trust  fund  or  trust  account  to 
be  disbursed  by  the  board  of  law  library  trustees.  Money  may  be  dis- 
bursed only  as  in  this  chapter  provided,  and  only  for  the  purposes 
herein  authorized. 

"Whenever  a  law  library  and  a  board  of  trustees  to  govern  the  same, 
is  in  existence  under  the  provisions  of  any  law,  other  than  the  law 
superseded  by  this  chapter,  in  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this 
state,  money  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  those,  and  in 
the  manner,  provided  by  such  law. 

6321.  Filing  fee.  On  the  commencement  in,  or  the  removal  to,  the 
superior  court  of  anj^  county  in  this  state,  of  any  civil  action,  proceed- 
ing, or  appeal  and  on  the  commencement  in,  or  removal  to,  the  munic- 
ipal court  or  justice  court  in  any  county,  of  any  civil  action  or  pro- 
ceeding, the  party  instituting  such  proceeding,  or  filing  the  first  papers, 
shall  -pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  court,  for  the  law  library,  on  filing  the 
first  papers,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1)  as  costs,  in  addition  to  the 
fees  fixed  by  law. 

6322.  First  appearance  fee.  Thereafter,  any  defendant,  respond- 
ent, adverse  party,  or  intervening  party,  on  his  first  appearance  in  a 
superior  or  municipal  court,  or  any  number  of  such  defendants,  re- 
spondents, or  parties,  appearing  jointly,  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the 
court,  for  the  law  library,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1)  as  costs,  in 
addition  to  the  fees  fixed  by  law.

6322.1.  Increase  fee.  The  board  of  law  library  trustees  of  any 
county  may  increase  the  costs  provided  in  Sections  6321  and  6322  to 
not  more  than  four  dollars  ($4)  for  each  event  there  described  when- 
ever they  shall  determine  that  the  increase  is  necessary  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  law  library. 

6323.  Exceptions.  Such  costs  shall  not  be  collected,  however,  in 
small  claims  court,  nor  shall  they  be  collected  in  justices'  courts  in 
counties  in  which  there  are  more  than  25  municipal  court  judges,  nor 
shall  they  be  collected  on  the  filing  of  a  petition  for  letters  of  adop- 
tion, or  the  filing  of  a  disclaimer. 

6324.  Additional  appropriation.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any 
county  may  set  apart  from  the  fees  collected  by  the  county  clerk,  sums 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  in  any  one 
fiscal  year,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  clerk  into  the  law  library  fund 
in  addition  to  the  moneys  otherwise  provided  to  be  deposited  in  that 
fund  by  law.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  also  appropriate  from  the 
county  treasury  for  law  library  purposes  such  additional  sums  as 
may  in  their  discretion  appear  proper.  When  so  paid  into  the  law 
library  fund,  such  sums  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  fund  and  be  used 
for  the  same  purposes. 

6325.  Audit.  The  orders  and  demands  of  the  trustees  of  the  law 
library,  when  duly  made  and  authenticated  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  verified  and  audited  by  the  auditing  officer,  and  paid  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  county  out  of  the  law  library  fund.  Full  entry  and 
record  shall  be  kept  as  in  other  cases. 

6326.  Revolving"  fund.  A  revolving  fund  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  may  be  established  from  money 
in  the  law  library  fund,  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  law  library  trus- 
tees, for  expenditures  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50)  each  for 
purposes  for  which  the  law  library  fund  may  lawfully  be  expended. 
The  board  shall  prescribe  the  procedure  by  which  money  may  be  drawn 
from  the  revolving  fund,  the  records  to  be  kept,  and  the  manner  in 
which  reimbursements  shall  be  made  to  the  revolving  fund  by  demand 
and  order  from  the  law  library  fund.  All  or  any  part  of  the  money  in 
the  revolving  fund  may  be  deposited  in  a  commercial  account  in  a  bank, 
subject  to  payments  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50)  each  by  cheek 
on  the  signature  of  the  secretary  or  any  other  person  or  persons  desig- 
nated by  the  board. 

Article  3.     Duties  and  Powers  op  Boards 

6340.  Establishment  and  maintenance.  Each  board  of  law  library 
trustees  shall  establish  and  maintain  a  laAV  library  at  the  county  seat 
of  the  county  in  which  it  is  appointed  and  may  lease  suitable  quarters 
therefor  or  construct  c^uarters  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter, and  may  provide  leased  or  constructed  quarters  with  suitable  fur- 
niture and  utility  services. 

6341.  Branches.  Any  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  estab- 
lish and  maintain  a  branch  of  the  law  library  in  any  city  in  the  county, 
other  than  the  county  seat,  in  which  a  session  of  the  superior  court 
or  of  a  municipal  court  is  held,  or  in  which  a  municipal  court  has 
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been  authorized  by  statute  but  has  not  yet  begun  to  operate.  In  any 
city  constituting  the  count}^  seat,  any  board  of  law  library  trustees  may 
establish  and  maintain  a  branch  of  the  law  library  at  any  location 
therein  where  four  or  more  judges  of  the  municipal  court  are  desig- 
nated to  hold  sessions  more  than  10  miles  distant  from  the  principal 
office  of  the  municipal  court.  In  any  city  and  county  any  board  of 
law  library  trustees  may  establish  and  maintain  branches  of  the  law 
library.  A  branch  is  in  all  respects  a  part  of  the  law  library  and  is 
governed  accordingly. 

6342.  Expenditures.  A  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  order 
the  drawing  and  pajnnent,  upon  properly  authenticated  vouchers,  duly 
certified  by  the  president  and  secretary,  of  money  from  out  of  the 
law  library  fund  for  any  liability  or  expenditure  herein  authorized, 
and  generally  do  all  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter. 

6343.  Rules  and  regulations;  Espenditures.  A  board  may  make 
and  enforce  all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  admin- 
istration, government,  and  protection  of  the  law  library,  and  of  all  prop- 
erty belonging  thereto,  or  that  vnaj  be  loaned,  devised,  bequeathed,  or 
donated  to  it.  A  board  may  make  expenditures  for  the  suitable  main- 
tenance, repair,  protection  and  insurance  against  loss  of  such  prop- 
erty, both  real  and  personal. 

6344.  Purchases.  A  board  may  purchase  books,  journals,  other 
publications,  and  other  personal  property.  It  may  dispose  of  obsolete 
or  duplicate  books,  and  other  unueeded  or  unusable  property. 

6345.  Librarian.  A  board  may  appoint  a  librarian  and  define  the 
powers  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  any  officers,  determine  the  number, 
and  elect  all  necessary  subordinate  officers  and  assistants,  and  at  its 
pleasure  remove  am^  officer  or  assistant. 

For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  recruitment  of  professional  and 
technically  trained  persons  to  fill  positions  for  which  there  is  a  short- 
age of  qualified  applicants,  a  board  may  authorize  payment  of  all  or 
a  part  of  the  reasonable  travel  expense  of  applicants  who  are  called 
for  interview  and  all  or  part  of  the  reasonable  travel  and  moving  ex- 
pense of  persons  who  change  their  place  of  residence  to  accept  employ- 
ment with  the  law  library.  fl| 

6346.  Salaries,  bonds,  etc.     A  board  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  the" 
secretary,  librarian,  and  other  officers  and  assistants,  and  may  require 

a  bond  of  any  officer  or  assistant,  in  such  sum  as  it  may  fix.  The 
premium  on  any  such  bond  given  by  an  authorized  surety  company 
may  be  paid  from  the  law  library  fund. 

6346.5.  Affiliation  with  State  Retirement  System.  A  board  of 
law  library  trustees  m.ay  contract  with  the  Board  of  Administration  of 
the  State  Employees'  Ketirement  System,  to  iiake  all  or  any  of  the 
officers  or  employees  of  the  law  library  members  of  the  system. 

6347.  Contracts.  A  board  may  contract  with  any  law  library  as- 
sociation to  make  use  of  its  library  as  a  public  law  library,  under 
proper  rules  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  board,  either  by 
lease  or  such  other  contracts  as  may  best  carry  into  effect  the  pur- 
poses of  this  chapter. 
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6348.  Real  Property.  A  board  may  expend  surplus  funds  in  ex- 
cess of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  under  its  control,  not  necessary 
for  use  to  maintain  the  law  library,  to  acquire  or  lease  real  property 
and  erect  thereon  a  library  building  to  house  the  law  library.  In  the 
alternative,  a  board  of  law  library  trustees,  maj^  appropriate  from  such 
surplus  funds  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  so  much 
as  in  the  discretion  of  said  board  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  adequate 
quarters  for  the  law  library  in  any  building  hereafter  erected  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  law  library  is  main- 
tained. The  moneys  so  appropriated  shall  not  be  more  than  the  pro- 
portion of  the  total  cost  of  such  building  which  the  space  allotted  to 
the  law  library  bears  to  the  total  usable  space  in  the  building.  The 
moneys  so  appropriated  may  be  transferred  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  for  use  in  erecting  the  building,  or  may  be  paid 
directly  on  contracts  for  the  erection  thereof  made  by  the  board  of 
supervisors. 

6348.1.  Buildings :  Appropriation :  Land  for  library  building.  An 
appropriation  to  obtain  quarters  for  the  law  library  in  a  building  to  be 
erected  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  may  be  made  subject 
to  such  terms  and  conditions,  including  approval  of  plans  and  speci- 
fications, and  regarding  maintenance  and  use  of  the  quarters,  as  may 
be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  and  the 
board  of  supervisors. 

Where  a  board  of  law  library  trustees  determines  to  erect  a  library 
building  to  house  the  law  library,  the  State  of  California  or  the  county 
or  the  city  in  which  the  building  is  to  be  located,  may  set  apart  and 
dedicate  or  lease  land  owned  by  any  of  them  for  the  permanent  use 
of  the  building  and  access  thereto. 

6348.2.  Loan  for  building.  "When  a  board  of  law  library  trustees 
in  any  county  having  a  population  in  excess  of  two  million  determines 
to  erect  a  library  building  to  house  the  law  library,  it  may  borrow 
money  for  that  purpose  and  repay  the  loan  from  its  future  income. 
The  board  may  borrow  the  money  from  any  person,  or  private  or  pub- 
lic agency,  or  corporation,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  half  of  the 
funds  of  the  board  allocated  to  the  construction  of  the  building,  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  board  and  the  lender  and 
approved  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county. 

6348.3.  Library  building.  A  library  building  erected  to  house  the 
law  library  may  include  not  more  than  four  courtrooms  with  offices  in 
connection  therewith,  offices  for  use  of  a  county  bar  association,  and  an 
office  for  a  notary  public  and  public  stenographer,  which  courtrooms 
and  offices  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  lease,  the  income  to  be 
deposited  in  the  law  library  fund. 

6348.4.  Sale  of  real  property.  Real  property  acquired  by  a  board 
other  then  by  dedication,  may  be  sold  by  the  board  to  the  State  of 
California  or  to  any  governmental  agency,  the  proceeds  to  be  deposited 
in  the  law  library  fund. 

6348.5.  Investment  of  surplus  funds.  A  board  of  law  library 
trustees  may  invest  surplus  funds,  with  the  approval  of  the  county 
treasurer,  in  excess  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars    ($100,000)   or 
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of  the  average  annual  expenditures  of  tlie  library  for  the  four  fiscal 
years  immediately  preceding  the  investment,  whichever  is  lesser,  in 
bonds  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state.  Bonds 
so  purchased  may  be  sold  at  any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  board. 
In  computing  average  annual  expenditures  for  the  purposes  of  this 
section,  capital  expenditures  for  the  purchase  of  real  property  and 
construction  of  a  library  building  shall  not  be  included. 

6348.6.  Contract  with  supervisors  for  building^.  In  any  county 
having  a  population  of  400,000  but  less  than  700,000,  a  board  of  law 
library  trustees  may  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreeable  for  the  con- 
struction by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  a  law  library  building  or 
any  part  thereof  or  for  quarters  in  a  building  to  be  erected  by  the 
board  of  supervisors.  Such  agreement  may  be  made  subject  to  such 
terms  and  conditions  including  approval  of  plans  and  specifications, 
regarding  the  furnishing  and  equipping  of  the  building  or  quarters, 
and  regarding  maintenance  and  use  of  the  quarters,  as  may  be  mutu- 
alh^  agreed  u]Don  by  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  and  the  board  of 
supervisors.  Such  contract  may  provide  that  the  board  of  law  library 
trustees  shall  make  payments  to  the  board  of  supervisors  out  of  future 
income  in  payment  for  constructing  or  furnishing  or  equipping  such 
law  library  building  or  part  thereof  or  such  quarters  in  a  building. 
Any  contract  heretofore  executed  by  a  board  of  law  library  trustees 
and  a  board  of  supervisors,  which,  if  executed  subsequent  to  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  section  would  be  valid,  is  hereby  ratified  and  vali- 
dated. 

6349.  Annual  report.  Each  board  of  law  library  trustees,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  of  each  year,  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  law 
library  is  maintained,  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June.  A  copy  of  the  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor 
of  the  county. 

The  report  shall  give  the  condition  of  their  trust,  with  full  state- 
ments of  all  their  property  and  money  received,  whence  derived,  how 
used  and  expended,  the  number  of  books,  periodicals  and  other  publi- 
cations on  hand,  the  number  added  by  purchase,  gift,  or  otherwise 
during  the  year,  the  number  lost  or  missing,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion as  might  be  of  interest. 

6350.  Financial  report.  A  financial  report,  showing  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  money,  shall  be  made  by  the  secretary,  duly  veri- 
fied by  his  oath,  at  the  same  time  that  the  report  of  the  board  is  made. 

Article  4.     General  Provisions  Jj 

6360.  Use  of  Library.  A  law  library  established  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  shall  be  free  to  the  judiciary,  to  state  and  county 
officials,  to  members  of  the  State  Bar,  and  to  all  residents  of  the 
county,  for  the  examination  of  books  and  other  publications  at  the 
library  or  its  branches. 

The  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  permit  the  removal  of  such 
books  and  other  publications  from  the  library  and  its  branches  as  it 
considers  proper,  subject  to  such  rules,  and,  in  its  discretion,  the  giving 
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Mof  such  security,  as  it  may  provide  to  insure  the  safekeeping  and 
prompt  return  thereof,  but  no  security  shall  be  required  of  members 
of  the  judiciary  or  county  officials.  The  board  may  provide  for  the 
levying  of  fines  and  charges  for  violation  of  the  rules,  and  may  make 
charges  to  cover  the  cost  of  special  services,  such  as  the  making  of 
photo  copies  of  pages  of  library  books,  and  messenger  service. 

The  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  require  persons  other  than 
members  of  the  judiciary,  county  officials,  and  members  of  the  bar 
resident  in  the  county,  to  pay  such  dues  as  the  board  may  fix  for  the 
j    privilege  of  removing  books  and  other  publications  from  the  library. 

6361.  Quarters.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which 
the  law  library  is  established  shall  provide  sufficient  quarters  for  the 
use  of  the  library  upon  request  of  the  board  of  law  library  trustees, 
except  that  the  board  of  supervisors  need  not  provide  such  quarters 
when  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  determines  it  has  sufficient 
funds,  over  and  above  those  necessary  for  operation  and  maintenance 
expenses,  to  provide  its  own  quarters.  Such  provision  may  include, 
with  the  room  or  rooms  provided,  suitable  furniture,  window  shades, 
floor  coverings,  lighting,  heat  and  telephone  and  janitor  service. 

6362.  State  publications.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  transmit 
to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  of  the  state,  for  the  use  of  the  law 
library,  a  copy  of  every  publication  which  may  hereafter  be  made  by 
the  state,  and  especially  a  copy  of  each  report  of  the  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court  and  the  district  courts  of  appeal,  and  a  copy  of  the 
statutes  of  this  state.  He  shall  also  transmit  a  copy  of  all  reports  and 
statutes  not  previously  sent  for  this  purpose. 

6362.5.  Information  on  new  materials.  The  State  Librarian  shall 
periodically  supply  to  each  law  library  established  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter,  and  requesting  the  same,  information  regarding 
newly  published  materials  to  aid  such  libraries  in  their  selection  of  new 
materials. 

6363.  Declaration  of  intent.  "Whenever  a  law  library,  and  a  board 
of  trustees  to  govern  the  same,  is  in  existence  under  the  provisions 
of  any  law,  other  than  the  law  superseded  by  this  chapter,  in  any 
county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this  state,  this  chapter  shall  not  be 
considered  a  repeal  of  any  legislation  under  which  such  library  was 
established  and  is  now  governed,  but  shall  be  deemed  to  confer  upon 
such  library  the  benefits  of  Sections  6321,  6322,  6322.1,  6326,  6341, 
6345,  6346,  6346.5,  and  6347. 

6364.  Discretion  of  supervisors.  It  is  discretionary  with  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the 
application  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  to  the  county. 

6365.  Discontinuance  of  Library.  Whenever  the  board  of  super- 
visors in  any  county  in  this  state  in  which  there  is  but  one  judge  of  the 
superior  court,  which  board  shall  have  adopted  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  and  established  a  law  library,  desire  to  discontinue  such  law 
library,  they  shall  by  ordinance  declare  their  intention  so  to  do,  and 
shall  provide  in  such  ordinance  that  the  books  already  in  the  library 
shall  be  transferred  to  and  kept  in  the  chambers  of  the  judge  of  the 
superior  court  of  such  county.  AU  moneys  on  hand  in  the  law  library 
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fund  of  such  county,  and  the  office  of  member  of  the  board  of  law  ■ 
library  trustees  of  such  law  library  shall  be  abolished.  After  such  an 
ordinance  takes  effect,  the  county  clerk  of  such  county  shall  not  collect 
the  fees  and  costs  provided  for  the  law  library.

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  27301-27456) 

Article  1.     Establishment 

27301.  Establishment  by  legislative  body.  The  common  council, 
board  of  trustees,  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  city  in  the  state 
may,  and  upon  being  requested  to  do  so  by  one-fourth  of  the  electors 
of  the  municipal  corporation  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  article 
(commencing  at  Section  22201)  [Ed.  Note — now  Section  27301],  shall, 
by  ordinance,  establish  in  and  for  the  municipalitj^  a  public  library  if 
there  is  none  already  established  therein. 

27302.  Petition  of  electors.  The  request  may  be  by  a  single  peti- 
tion, or  by  several  petitions.  The  several  petitions  shall  be  substantially 
in  the  same  form.  The  single  petition,  or  several  petitions  in  the  ag- 
gregate, shall  have,  the  signatures  of  the  requisite  number  of  electors. 

Article  2.     Trustees 

27351.  Board  of  library  trustees.  The  public  library  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  of  library  trustees,  consisting  of  five  members,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  other 
executive  head  of  the  municipality,  with  the  consent  of  the  legislative 
body  of  the  municipality. 

27352.  Term  of  ofiSce  and  compensation.  The  trustees  shall  hold 
office  for  three  years,  serving  without  compensation.  The  members  of 
the  first  board  appointed  shall  so  classify  themselves  by  lot  that  one 
of  their  number  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal 
year,  two  at  the  end  of  one  year  thereafter,  and  two  at  the  end  of  two 
years  thereafter. 

27353.  Eligibility.  Men  and  women  are  equally  eligible  to  ap- 
pointment as  trustees. 

27354.  Vacancies.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  for 
the  unexpired  term  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  appointments 
are  made. 

27355.  Monthly  meetings.  Boards  of  library  trustees  shall  meet 
at  least  once  a  month  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  fix  by 
resolution. 

27356.  Special  meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  three  trustees,  by  written  notice  served  upon  each  member  at 
least  three  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  proposed  meeting. 

27357.  Quorum.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

27358.  President.  The  board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  number 
president,  who  shall  serve  for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed, and  in  his  absence  shall  select  a  president  pro  tem. 

27359.  Records.  The  board  shall  cause  a  proper  record  of  its 
proceedings  to  be  kept. 
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27360.  Eules,    regulations    and    bylaws.     The    board    of    library 

trustees  may  make  and  enforce  all  rules,  regulations,  and  byla,ws  neces- 
sary for  the  administration,  government,  and  protection  of  the  libraries 
under  its  management,  and  all  property  belonging  thereto. 

27361.  Administration  of  trusts.  The  board  of  library  trustees 
may  administer  any  trust  declared  or  created  for  the  library,  and  re- 
ceive by  gift,  devise,  or  bequest  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property 
situated  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided, 
dispose  of  the  property  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

27362.  OflQcers  and  employees.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library;  determine  the  number  of  and 
appoint  all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The 
officers  and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  or  positions  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  board. 

27363.  Purchase  of  personal  property.  The  board  of  library 
trustees  may  purchase  necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and 
other  personal  property. 

27364.  Purchase  of  real  propert5^  The  board  of  library  trustees 
may  purchase  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent  and  equip,  such  build- 
ings or  rooms,  as  may  be  necessary,  when  in  its  judgment  a  suitable 
building,  or  portion  thereof,  has  not  been  provided  by  the  legislative 
body  of  the  municipality  for  the  library. 

27365.  State  publications.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  re- 
quire the  Secretary  of  State  and  other  State  officials  to  furnish  the 
library  with  copies  of  any  and  all  reports,  laws,  and  other  publica- 
tions of  the  State  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  law. 

27366.  Books.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  borrow  books 
from,  lend  books  to,  and  exchange  books  with  other  libraries,  and  may 
allow  nonresidents  to  borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  the  board 
may  prescribe. 

27367.  General  duties.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  Other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

27368.  Annual  report.  The  board  of  library  trustees,  or  if  there 
is  no  board  of  trustees,  then  the  administrative  head  of  the  library 
shall,  on  or  before  August  31st,  in  each  year,  report  to  the  legislative 
body  of  the  municipality  and  the  State  Librarian  on  the  condition  of 
the  library,  for  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding. 
The  report  shall,  in  addition  to  other  matters  deemed  expedient  by 
the  board  of  trustees  or  administrative  head  of  the  library,  contain 
such  statistical  and  other  information  as  is  deemed  desirable  by  the 
State  Librarian.  For  this  purpose  the  State  Librarian  may  send  to  the 
several  boards  of  trustees  or  administrative  heads  of  the  library  in- 
structions or  question  blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the  material  for  a  com- 
parative study  of  library  conditions  in  the  State.

Article  3.     Support  op  Libraries 

27401.  Tax  levy.  The  legislative  body  of  any  municipality  in 
which  a  public  library  is  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  27301),  shall  in  making  the  annual  tax  levy  and  as 
part  thereof,  if  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  library  has 
not  been  otherwise  provided  for,  levy  a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
struction and  maintaining  the  library  and  purchasing  property  neces- 
sary therefor.  The  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  other  taxes,  the  levy  of 
which  is  Dermitted  in  the  municipality.  The  tax  levy  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  ceni.-  ('.']'0.30)  per  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  assessed  valua- 
tion. As  used  in  this  section  m-aintenance  includes  preserving,  repair- 
ing and  altering  existing  structures. 

27402.  Library  fund.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  tax,  together 
with  all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  apportioned  to  a  fund  to  be  desig- 
nated the  library  fund,  and  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  authorized 
in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27301). 

27403.  Administration  of  gifts.  If  payment  into  the  treasury  is 
inconsistent  with  the  conditions  or  terms  of  any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest, 
the  board  shall  provide  for  the  safety  and  preservation  of  the  fund, 
and  the  application  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  library,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  gift,  devise,  or  bequest. 

27404.  Warrants.  Payments  from  the  fund  shall  be  made  upon 
warrants  issued  after  due  audit  by,  and  an  order  from,  the  library 
trustees.  The  warrants  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary 
of  the  board  of  library  trustees.  The  treasurer  of  the  municipality  shall 
pay  such  warrants  without  any  further  order  or  warrant  from  any  other 
authority. 

Article  4.  Government 
27451.  Rules.  Every  library  established  pursuant  to  this  chapter 
(commencing  at  Section  27301)  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants 
and  nonresident  taxpayers  of  the  municipality,  subject  always  to  such 
rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made  by  boards  of  library 
!  trustees.  Any  person  who  violates  any  rule,  regulation,  or  by-law  may 
be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges  of  the  library. 

27452.  Contract  with  city  or  county.  The  board  of  library  trustees 
and  the  legislative  body  of  any  neighboring  municipality  or  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  public  library  is  situated,  may 
contract  for  lending  the  books  of  the  library  to  residents  of  the  county 
or  neighboring  municipality,  upon  a  reasonable  compensation  to  be 
paid  by  the  county  or  neighboring  municipality. 

27453.  Legal  title.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the 
:  purposes  of  the  library,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its 
j  acquisition,  or  otherwise  designated,  vests  in  the  municipality  in  which 

the  library  is  situated,  and  in  the  name  of  the  municipal  corporation 
may  be  sued  for  and  defended  by  action  at  law  or  otherwise. 
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27454.  Continued  existence.  Any  municipal  library  whicli  was 
established  and  existed  on  June  11,  1909,  under  the  provisions  of  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  free  public  libraries  and  reading 
rooms,"  approved  April  26,  1880,  is  continued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27301)  and  shall  be  considered 
the  same  as  if  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  27301).  This  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27301)  has  no  application  to  any  library  established  or  governed  by  a 
city  charter,  and  any  city  charter  is  in  no  manner  affected  by  this  chap- 
ter (commencing  at  Section  27301). 

27455.  Disestablishment.  Any  ordinance  establishing  a  library 
adopted  pursuant  to  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27301)  shall 
be  repealed  by  the  body  which  adopted  it  upon  being  requested  to  do  so 
by  51  percent  of  the  electors  of  the  municipal  corporation,  as  shown 
by  the  great  register.  Upon  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance  the  library  is 
disestablished  in  the  municipal  corporation. 

27456.  Dissolution  of  boards.  Whenever  the  governing  bodies  of 
two  or  more  cities  or  counties  consolidate  their  existing  public  library 
services,  as  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  under  Chapter  5  (commencing

Article  1.     Formation,  Annexation,  and  Dissolution 

27751.  Purposes.  A  library  district  may  be  organized,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751).  The  library  dis- 
trict may  establish,  equip,  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the  dis- 
semination of  knowledge  of  the  arts,  sciences,  and  general  literature 
and  may  exercise  the  powers  granted  or  necessarily  implied  pursuant 
to  this  chapter   (commencing  at  Section  27751). 

27752.  Territory.  The  library  district  may  include  incorporated 
or  unincorporated  territory,  or  both,  in  any  one  or  more  counties,  so 
long  as  the  territory  of  the  district  consists  of  contiguous  parcels  and 
the  territory  of  no  city  is  divided. 

27753.  Petition.  Whenever  the  formation  of  a  library  district  is 
desired,  a  petition  which  may  consist  of  any  number  of  instruments 
may  be  presented  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  in  which  is  located  the  largest  proportionate  value  of 
the  lands  within  the  proposed  district  as  shown  by  the  last  equalized 
county  assessment  roll.  The  board  of  supervisors  to  whom  the  petition 
is  presented  is  designated  in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27751)   as  the  supervising  board  of  supervisors. 

27754.  Signatures.  The  petition  shall  be  signed  by  registered 
voters  residing  within  the  proposed  library  district  equal  in  number  to 
at  least  5  percent  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  territory  compris- 
ing the  proposed  district  at  the  last  preceding  general  state  election 
at  which  a  governor  was  elected. 

27755.  Procedure.  The  proceedings  for  the  filing  and  hearing  of 
the  petition  are  governed  and  controlled  by  the  provisions  of  Sections 
58032,  58033,  58034,  58060,  and  58061  of  the  Government  Code. 

27756.  Final  hearing".  The  proceedings  for  final  hearing  of  the 
petition  and  the  formation  of  the  district  are  governed  and  controlled 
by  the  provisions  of  Articles  4  and  5  (commencing  with  Section  58090) 
and  Article  7  (commencing  with  Section  58200)  of  Chapter  1,  Title 
6  of  the  Government  Code. 

27757.  Protest.  On  the  filing  of  written  protests  by  registered 
voters  residing  in  the  proposed  district  equal  in  number  to  at  least 
50  percent  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  territory  comprising 
the  proposed  district  at  the  last  preceding  general  state  election  at 
which  a  governor  was  elected,  the  proceeding  for  the  formation  of  the 
district  shall  be  terminated  as  provided  in  Sections  58103  and  58104  of 
the  Government  Code. 
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27758.  Districts  in  more  than  one  county.  No  library  district  in- 
cluding territory  in  more  than  one  county  shall  be  organized  under  this 
chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751)  Vvithout  the  concurrent  consent 
by  resolution  of  each  board  of  supervisors  involved,  as  well  as  the  con- 
sent of  the  governing  body  of  each  city  to  be  included. 

27759.  Annexation  or  exclusion.  Territory  may  be  annexed  to  or 
excluded  from  a  library  district  organized  under  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  27751)  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  8  (com- 
mencing with  Section  58230)  of  Chapter  1,  Title  6  of  the  Government 
Code,  upon  petition  signed  by  the  same  number  of  qualified  petitioners 
required  for  signature  on  the  petition  for  organization  of  the  district 
under  this  chapter   (commencing  at  Section  27751). 

27760.  Consolidation.  Two  or  more  districts  organized  under  this 
chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751)  may  be  consolidated  in  the 
manner  provided  in  Article  9  (commencing  with  Section  58260)  of 
Chapter  1,  Title  G  of  the  Government  Code. 

27761.  Dissolution.  A  library  district  organized  under  this  chap- 
ter (commencing  at  Section  27751)  may  be  dissolved  in  the  manner 
provided  in  Article  10  (commencing  with  Section  58300)  of  Chapter 
1,  Title  6  of  the  Government  Code. 

Article  2.     Trustees 

27801.  Trustees.  Within  30  days  after  the  filing  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  of  the  resolution  declaring  the  organization  of  the  dis- 
trict, a  board  of  three  library  tiaistees  shall  be  appointed  for  the  dis- 
trict. The  board  shall  consist  of  one  trustee  to  be  appointed  from  each 
unit,  in  the  case  of  any  unincorporated  territory  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors and  in  the  case  of  a  city  by  the  governing  body  thereof. 

If  a  board  thus  api^ointed  would  consist  of  more  than  three  mem- 
bers, the  supervising  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  three  library 
trustees  from  the  district  at  large. 

If  the  board  thus  appointed  consists  of  less  than  three  members, 
the  supervising  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  from  the  district 
at  large  enough  additional  members  to  make  a  board  of  three  trus- 
tees. 

As  used  in  this  section,  "unit"  means  all  unincorporated  territory 
in  the  district  which  lies  in  a  single  county  and  also  means  each  city 
in  the  district. 

27802.  Designation.     The  governing  board  of  the  district  shall  be 

called  "the  board  of  library  trustees  of library  district" 

(inserting  the  name  of  the  particular  district). 

27803.  Term.  The  trustees  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years  beginning  on  the  second  day  of  the  calendar  year  next  succeeding 
their  appointment  or  election.  In  any  existing  district  the  term  of  office 
of  the  trustees  expiring  prior  to  the  first  general  election  to  be  held 
in  an  even-numbered  year  shall  continue  until  his  successor  in  office 
is  duly  elected  in  such  election. 
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27804.  Same:  First  board.  The  first  board  of  library  trustees 
appointed  in  a  district  shall  at  their  first  meeting  so  classify  them- 
selves by  lot  that  their  terms  shall  expire :  one  on  the  second  day  of 
the  second  calendar  year  next  succeeding  his  appointment,  one  at  the 
end  of  the  year  thereafter,  and  one  at  the  end  of  two  years  thereafter. 

27805.  Organization.  At  its  first  meeting  called  after  the  original 
appointment  of  the  board,  and  annually  thereafter  at  its  first  meeting 
called  after  the  second  day  of  the  calendar  year,  the  board  shall  or- 
ganize by  electing  one  of  its  number  president,  and  another  one  of  its 
number  secretary.  They  shall  serve  as  such  for  one  year  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

27806.  Certificate    of    establishment.     The    board    shall    cause    a 

proper  record  of  its  proceedings  to  be  kept,  and  at  the  first  meeting  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  library  district,  it  shall  immediately  cause 
to  be  made  out  and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Education  at  Sac- 
ramento a  certificate  showing  that  the  library  district  has  been  estab- 
lished, with  the  date  thereof,  the  names  of  the  trustees,  and  the  officers 
of  the  board  chosen  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

27807.  Vacancies.  A  vacancy  in  the  board  of  library  trustees 
shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  appointment  of  the  supervis- 
ing board  of  supervisors. 

27808.  Holding  ofSce.  Each  library  trustee  shall  hold  ofiice  until 
his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

27809.  Monthly  meetings.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  fix  by 
resolution. 

27810.  Special  meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  two  trustees,  by  written  notices  served  upon  each  member  at 
least  12  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting. 

27811.  Quorum.  Two  members  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

Article  3.     Powers 

27851.  Eules.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  make  and  en- 
force all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  adminis- 
tration, government,  and  protection  of  the  library  under  its  manage- 
ment, and  all  property  belonging  to  the  district. 

27852.  Gifts.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  administer  any 
trust  declared  or  created  for  the  library,  and  receive  by  gifts,  devise,  or 
bequest,  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this  State 
or  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the  prop- 
erty for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 
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27853.  Officers  and  employees.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library,  determine  the  number  of  and 
appoint  all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The 
officers  and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the 
pleasu.re  of  the  board. 

27854.  Purchases.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 
necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and  other  personal  property. 

27855.  Real  property.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  pur- 
chase real  property,  and  erect  or  rent  and  equip,  such  buildings  or 
rooms,  as  in  its  judgement  are  necessary  property  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter. 

27856.  State  publications.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
require  the  Secretary  of  State  and  other  State  officials  to  furnish  the 
library  with  copies  of  any  and  all  reports,  laws,  and  other  publica- 
tions of  the  State  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  law. 

27857.  Books.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  borrow  books 
from,  lend  books  to,  and  exchange  books  with  other  libraries,  and  may 
allow  nonresidents  of  the  district  to  borrow  books  upon  such  condi- 
tions as  the  board  may  prescribe. 

27858.  General  powers.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  bor- 
row money,  give  security  therefor,  purchase  on  contract,  and  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751). 

27859.  Annual  report.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  file, 
through  the  librarian,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  August  of  each  year, 
a  report  with  the  State  Librarian  at  Sacramento  giving  the  condition 
of  its  library  and  the  number  of  volumes  contained  therein  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding.  The  report  shall,  in  addition  to  other 
matters  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees  or  the  district  libra- 
rian, contain  such  statistical  and  other  information  as  is  deemed  desir- 
able by  the  State  Librarian.  For  this  purpose  the  State  Librarian 
may  send  to  the  several  district  librarians  instructions  or  question 
blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the  material  for  a  comparative  study  of  library 
conditions  in  the  State. 

27860.  Hours.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  designate  the 
hours  during  which  the  library  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public. 
All  public  libraries  established  under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Sec- 
tion 27751)  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public  during  every  day  in 
the  year. 

27861.  Estimate  of  costs.  Annually,  at  least  15  days  before  the 
first  day  of  the  month  in  which  county  taxes  are  levied,  the  board  of 
library  trustees  of  each  library  district  shall  furnish  to  the  board  of 
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supervisors  of  tlie  county  in  which  the  district  or  any  part  thereof  is 
situated,  an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  for 
all  purposes  required  under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751) 
during  the  next  ensuing  fiscal  j^ear. 

27862.  Tax  levy.  Each  board  of  supervisors  in  which  any  part  of 
the  district  is  situated  shall  thereupon  levy  a  special  tax  upon  all 
taxable  property  of  the  county  lying  within  the  district  sufficient  in 
amount  to  maintain  the  district. 

27863.  Rate.  The  tax  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rate  of  fifteen 
cents  ($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  assesssed  valu- 
ation of  all  taxable  property  within  the  district,  but  it  may  be  in 
addition  to  all  other  taxes  allowed  by  law  to  be  levied  upon  the  property. 

27864.  Library  district  fund.  The  tax  shall  be  computed,  entered 
upon  the  tax  rolls,  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  county  taxes 
are  computed,  entered,  and  collected.  All  money  collected  shall  be  paid 
into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  particular  library  dis- 
trict fund  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  district  board, 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary. 

27865.  District  in  more  than  one  county.  If  the  district  embraces 
territory  lying  in  more  than  one  county,  the  amount  estimated  shall 
be  ratably  apportioned  among  the  several  counties  in  the  district  in 
proportion  to  the  exact  value  of  the  property  in  the  several  counties 
included  within  the  district  as  shown  upon  the  last  equalized  assess- 
ment rolls  of  the  counties.  The  estimates  apportioned  to  the  several 
counties  shall  be  rendered  to  the  respective  boards  of  supervisors,  and 
the  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  by  the  officials  of  the  counties  upon 
the  property  of  the  district  lying  in  each  county. 

27866.  Gifts.  All  money  acquired  by  gifts,  devise,  bequest,  or 
otherwise,  for  the  purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district,  subject  only 
to  the  order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district. 

27867.  Administration  of  gifts.  If  payment  into  the  treasury  is 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  or  conditions  of  any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest, 
the  board  of  library  trustees  shall  provide  for  the  safety  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  fund,  and  the  application  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  library, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  gift,  devise,  or 
bequest. 

27868.  Warrants.  Upon  the  receipt  by  the  county  auditor  of  an 
order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
upon  the  county  treasurer  for  the  amount  stated  in  the  order. 

27869.  Nonpayment.  "When  any  warrant  is  presented  to  the 
treasurer  for  payment  and  it  is  not  paid  for  want  of  funds,  the  treas- 
urer shall  endorse  thereon  "not  paid  for  want  of  funds"  with  the 
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date  of  presentation  and  sign  his  name  thereto,  and  from  that  time  the 
warrant  hears  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  until  it  is 
paid  or  until  funds  are  available  for  its  payment  and  the  county  treas- 
urer gives  notice  to  the  warrant  holder  that  funds  are  available  for  the 
payment.  The  giving  of  the  notice  is  deemed  complete  upon  deposit 
thereof  in  the  United  States  mail  in  a  sealed  envelope  addressed  to  the 
warrant  holder  at  his  address  given  by  him  at  the  time  of  presentation 
of  the  warrant  to  the  treasurer,  with  postage  thereon  fully  prepaid 
and  registered. 

27870.  Rules.  Every  library  established  under  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  27751)  shall  be  forever  free  to  inhabitants  and  non- 
resident taxpayers  of  the  library  district,  subject  always  to  such  rules, 
regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made  by  the  board  of  library 
trustees.  For  violation  of  any  rule,  regulation,  or  by-law  a  person  maj^ 
be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges  of  the  library. 

27871.  Legal  title.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  library,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its  acqui- 
sition, or  not  otherwise  designated,  vests  in  the  district  in  which  the 
library  is  or  is  to  be  situated. 

27872.  Name.     Every  library  district  shall  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of library  district  (using  the  name  of  the 

district)  of county  (using  the  name  of  the  count}''  or  coun- 
ties in  which  the  district  is  situated).  In  that  name  the  trustees  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  hold  and  convey  property  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  district.  A  number  shall  not  be  used  as  a  part  of  the 
designation  of  any  library  district. 

27873.  Contracts.  The  board  of  library  trustees  and  the  board  of 
trustees  of  neighboring  library  districts,  or  the  governing  bodies  of 
neighboring  cities,  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  counties  in  which  public 
libraries  are  situated,  may  contract  to  lend  the  books  of  libraries  cre- 
ated under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751)  to  residents 
of  the  counties,  neighboring  cities,  or  library  districts,  upon  a  reason- 
able compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  counties,  neighboring  cities,  or  li- 
brary districts. 

27874.  OonstriTction.  Anything  in  Sections  27151  to  27270,  inclu- 
sive, to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding,  the  property  in  any  library 
district  created  under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751)  sub- 
sequent to  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library  is  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  county  free  library  purposes  as  though  the  library  district 
had  not  been  created. 
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Article  3.5.  Claims 
27891.  Claims.  All  claims  for  money  or  damages  against  the 
district  are  governed  by  Part  3  (commencing  with  Section  900)  and 
Part  4  (commencing  with  Section  940)  of  Division  3.6  of  Title  1  of 
the  Government  Code  except  as  provided  therein,  or  by  other  statutes 
or  regulations  expressly  applicable  thereto. 

Article  4.     Biennial  Election  of  Trustees 

27901.  Biennial  election.  An  election  shall  be  held  biennially  in 
each  library  district  for  the  election  of  one  or  more  library  trustees 
who  shall  hold  office  for  four  years  beginning  on  the  second  day  of  the 
calendar  year  next  succeeding  his  election.  This  election  shall  be  known 
as  the  general  district  election  and  shall  be  held  in  the  district  on 
the  same  day  as  the  state  general  election  in  the  even-numbered  years. 

27902.  Electors.  To  be  qualified  to  vote  at  any  library  district 
election  a  person  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  library  district,  a  qualified 
elector  of  the  county,  and  shall  be  registered  in  the  district  in  which 
the  election  is  held  at  least  fifty-four  days  before  the  election. 

27902.1.  Election  not  held.  If  on  the  20th  day  prior  to  a  general 
election  one  person  only  has  been  nominated  for  each  of  the  positions 
of  trustee  to  be  filled  at  that  election,  or  no  person  has  been  nominated 
for  any  such  position,  and  a  petition  signed  by  5  percent  of  the  regis- 
tered voters  requesting  that  the  election  be  held  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  board,  an  election  shall  not  be  held. 

27902.2.  Notice.  In  such  case  the  publication  provided  for  in 
Section  27903  shall  instead  of  calling  an  election  state  that  no  election 
is  to  be  held  but  that  the  board  of  supervisors  will  appoint  those  nom- 
inated for  the  positions  of  trustee. 

27902.3.  Appointment  of  trustees.  If  pursuant  to  Section  27902.1 
a.  district  election  is  not  held,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
in  which  the  district,  or  the  largest  part  thereof  in  area,  is  situated 
shall  at  its  next  regular  meeting  appoint  to  the  positions  of  trustee 
those  persons  nominated,  and  such  persons  shall  qualify,  take  office, 
and  serve  exactly  as  if  elected  at  a  general  district  election.  If  no 
person  has  been  nominated,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  any 
qualified  voter  of  the  district  to  the  position. 

27903.  Notices  and  elections.  Articles  1  and  6  of  Chapter  1  of 
Title  6  of  the  Government  Code  relating  to  notices  and  elections  shall 
govern  and  control  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27751). 
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Article  5.     Bonds 

27951.  Purposes.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district 
may,  when  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  shall,  upon 
a  petition  of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  the  library  district, 
call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  district,  the  proposition 
of  whether  the  bonds  of  the  district  will  be  issued  and  sold  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  money  for  any  or  all  of  the  following : 

(a)  The  purchase  of  suitable  lots. 

(b)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(c)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  library. 

(d)  Any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Sec- 
tion 27751). 

(e)  Liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  the  purposes. 

(f)  Refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebtedness,  evidenced  by 
bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

27952.  Election.  The  bond  election  shall  be  called  and  conducted 
and  the  results  thereof  canvassed,  returned,  and  declared  in  the  man- 
ner provided  in  Article  6  of  Chapter  1  of  Title  6  of  the  Government 
Code. 

27953.  Contents  of  resolution.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  set 
forth  in  the  resolution  calling  for  a  bond  election  the  amount  and 
denomination  of  the  bonds,  the  rate  of  interest,  the  number  of  years 
that  all  or  any  part  of  the  bonds  are  to  run,  and  the  information  re- 
quired in  Section  58170  of  the  Government  Code. 

27954.  Method  of  voting^.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  general  election  law  in  regard  to  form  of  ballot,  or  manner 
of  voting,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballot  shall  be 
"Bonds — ^Yes"  and  "Bonds — No."  Persons  voting  at  the  bond  elec- 
tion shall  put  a  cross  (  +  )  upon  their  ballots,  with  pencil  or  ink,  after 
the  words  "Bonds — Yes,"  or  "Bonds — No,"  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
indicate  whether  they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds. 

27955.  Favorable  vote.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  meet 
on  the  seventh  day  after  the  election,  at  8  o'clock  p.m.,  and  canvass 
the  returns.  If  it  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  the 
election  were  cast  in  favor  of  issuing  the  bonds  or  that  the  election 
is  a  primary  or  general  election  and  60  percent  of  the  votes  so  cast  on 
the  proposition  are  in  favor  of  issuing  bonds,  the  board  shall  enter  the 
fact  upon  its  minutes  and  shall  certify  all  the  proceedings  to  the  super- 
vising board  of  supervisors.  Thereupon  the  board  of  supervisors  shall 
issue  the  bonds  of  the  district,  in  the  number  and  amount  provided  in 
the  proceedings,  and  the  district  shall  be  named  on  the  bonds.  The 
bonds  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  building  fund  of  the  district. 
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The  money  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  and  the  payment  of  in- 
terest thereon  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property 
in  the  district.  (Operative  upon  approval  of  Assembly  Constitutional 
Amendment  No.  8,  1965.) 

27956.  Bond  limitation.  The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  shall 
not  exceed  5  per  cent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown 
by  the  last  equalized  assessment  roll  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which 
the  district  is  situated. 

27957.  Form  and  term.  The  supervising  board  of  supervisors  by 
an  order  entered  upon  its  minutes  shall  prescribe  in  the  form  of  the 
bonds  and  of  the  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  shall  fix  the 
time  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  shall  be 
payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  40  years  from  the  date  thereof. 

27958.  Interest.  Sale.  The  bonds  shall  not  bear  a  greater  amount 
of  interest  than  6  per  cent,  to  be  payable  annually  or  semiannually. 
The  bonds  shall  be  sold  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors, but  for  not  less  than  par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fund  of  the  library  district,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  for  the  purposes 
of  which  the  bonds  were  issued  as  other  library  money  is  drawn  out. 

27959.  Tax  levy.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  in 
which  any  part  of  the  district  is  situated,  at  the  time  of  making  the 
levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  shall  levy  a  tax  for  that  year  upon 
the  taxable  property  in  the  district,  at  the  equalized  assessed  value 
thereof  for  that  year,  for  the  interest  and  redemption  of  the  bonds. 
The  tax  shall  not  be  less  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  bonds 
for  that  year,  and  such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due 
during  the  year.  In  any  event  the  tax  shall  be  high  enough  to  raise, 
annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  the  bonds  are  to  run,  a  sufficient 
sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  and  during  the  balance  of  the  term, 
high  enough  to  pay  the  annual  interest  and  to  pay,  annually,  a  pro- 
portion of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by  taking 
the  whole  amount  of  the  bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the 
number  of  years  the  bonds  then  have  to  run. 

27960.  Payment  of  bonds.  All  money  levied,  when  collected,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  district, 
and  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the 
bonds,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the 
bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
county  auditor,  out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor.  The  county  auditor 
shall  cancel  and  file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds  and  coupons 
as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 
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27961.  Cancellation.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  this  arti- 
cle (commencing  at  Section  27951)  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six 
months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  supervising  board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
library  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were  issued,  or 
of  any  library  district  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territory  which, 
at  the  time  of  holding  the  election  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds,  was  embraced  within  the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which 
the  bonds  were  issued,  may  petition  the  supervising  board  of  supervisors 
to  cause  the  unsold  bonds  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  market  and 
canceled. 

27962.  Notice  of  hearing.     Upon  receiving  the  petition,  signed  by 

a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  supervising 
board  of  supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  petition,  which 
shall  be  not  more  than  30  days  thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice, 
stating  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  the  object  of  the  petition  in 
general  term^s,  to  be  published  as  provided  in  this  chapter  (commencing 
at  Section  27751). 

27963.  Order.     At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice  for 

hearing  the  petition,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  to  which  the  hearing  is 
postponed,  the  supervising  board  of  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons 
that  are  submitted  for  or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if 
they  deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library  district  named  in  the 
petition  that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall  make  and  enter 
an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  that  the  unsold  bonds  be 
canceled.  Thereupon  the  bonds,  and  the  vote  by  which  they  were  author- 
ized to  be  issued,  shall  cease  to  be  of  any  validity  whatever. 
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LIBRARY  DISTRICTS  IN  UNINCORPORATED  TOWNS 
AND  VILLAGES 

(Educ.  Code  Sees.  27501-27665) 

Article  1.     Formation 

27501.  Establishment.  Any  unincorporated  town  or  village  of 
this  state  may  establish,  equip,  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the 
dissemination  of  knowledge  of  the  arts,  sciences,  and  general  literature, 
in  accordance  with  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27502.  Petition  and  election.  Upon  the  application,  by  petition, 
of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  unincorporated  town  or 
village  to  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  county  in  which  the  town  or 
village  is  located,  prajang  for  the  formation  of  a  library  district, 
and  setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  district,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall,  within  10  days  after  receiving  the  petition,  by  reso- 
lution, order  that  an  election  be  held  in  the  proposed  district  for  the 
determination  of  the  question  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors 
of  the  proposed  district  to  conduct  the  election. 

27503.  Election  notice.     The  election  shall  be  called  by  posting 

notice  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  proposed  library  district, 
and  by  publication  in  a  daily  or  weekly  paper,  if  there  is  one,  at 
least  once  a  week  for  not  less  than  15  days.  The  notices  shall  specify 
the  time,  place,  and  the  purposes  of  the  election,  and  the  hours  during 
which  the  polls  will  be  kept  open. 

27504.  Voting-  hours.     In  districts  with  a  population  of  10,000  or 

over,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  8  o'clock  a.m.,  and  kept  open  until  7 
o'clock  p.m.,  and  in  districts  where  the  population  is  less  than  10,000, 
the  polls  shall  not  be  opened  before  1  o'clock  p.m.,  and  shall  be  kept 
open  not  less  than  six  hours. 

27505.  Conduct  of  election.     The  election  shall  be  conducted  in 

accordance  with  the  general  election  laws  of  this  state,  where  applicable, 
without  reference  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner  of  voting,  except  that 
the  ballot  shall  contain  the  words,  "For  librarj^  district,"  and  the 
voter  shall  write  or  print  after  the  words  on  his  ballot  the  word 
"Yes,  "or  the  word  "No." 

27506.  Electors.  Every  qualified  elector,  resident  within  the  pro- 
posed district  for  the  period  requisite  to  enable  him  to  vote  at  a 
general  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election. 

27507.  Report  of  results.  The  election  officers  shall  report  the 
result  of  the  election  to  the  board  of  supervisors  within  five  days  after 
the  election. 

27508.  Board  of  library  trustees.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  at 
the  election  is  in  favor  of  a  library  district,  the  board  of  supervisors 
shall  by  resolution,  establish  the  library  district,  and  shall  appoint  five 
trustees,  who  shall  be  qualified  electors  and  residents  within  the  limits 
of  the  district,  to  be  known  as  a  board  of  library  trustees  of  the  town 
or  village  for  which  they  are  appointed. 
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27508.5.  Same:  Additional  trustees.  Two  additional  trustees  shall 
be  elected  to  the  board  of  library  trustees  at  the  regularly  scheduled 
election  of  the  board  next  following  the  effective  date  of  this  section 
(Sept.  17,  1965),  one  such  member  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
and  the  other  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  member  who  receives  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years.  In  the 
event  that  the  two  members  receive  equal  numbers  of  votes,  the  lengths 
of  their  terms  shall  be  determined  by  lot. 

The  provisions  of  this  chapter  regarding  qualifications  and  terms  of 
office  shall  be  equally  applicable  to  these  additional  trustees. 

27509.  Terms.  The  trustees  shall  severally  hold  office  for  three 
years  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  their  election  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  serving  without  com- 
pensation. 

27510.  Same:  First  board.  The  members  of  the  first  board  ap- 
pointed shall  be  so  classified  by  the  board  of  supervisors  at  the  time 
of  their  appointment,  that  two  of  their  number  go  out  of  office  on  the 
30th  day  of  June  next  succeeding  their  appointment,  two  at  the  end 
of  one  year  thereafter,  and  the  other  at  the  end  of  two  years  there- 
after. 

27511.  Vacancies.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term. 

27512.  Unfavorable  vote.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  is 
against  a  library  district,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  by  order,  so 
declare,  and  no  other  proceedings  shall  be  taken  in  relation  thereto 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  presentation  of  the 
petition. 

27513.  Conclusiveness  of  proceedings.  The  fact  of  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  petition,  and  the  order  establishing  the  library  district  and 
making  the  appointment  of  the  five  library  trustees,  shall  be  entered 
in  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  supervisors  and  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  the  due  presentation  of  a  proper  petition,  and  that  each  of 
the  petitioners  was,  at  the  time  of  signature  and  presentation  of  the 
petition,  a  taxpayer  and  resident  of  the  proposed  district,  and  of  the 
fact  and  regularity  of  all  prior  proceedings  of  every  kind  and  nature 
provided  for  by  this  article  (commencing  at  Section  27501),  and  of 
the  existence  and  validity  of  the  district. 


Article  2.     Powers 

27551.  Monthly  meeting".  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  meet 
at  least  once  a  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  fix  by  resolu- 
tion. 

27552.  Special  meeting's.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  three  trustees,  by  written  notices  served  upon  each  member 
at  least  twelve  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting. 
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27553.  Quorum.  Three  members  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

27554.  Organization  of  board.  At  its  first  meeting  held  after  the 
first  day  of  July  the  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its  number 
president,  and  another  one  of  its  number  secretary.  They  shall  serve 
as  such  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

27555.  Certificate  of  establishment.  The  board  shall  cause  a  proper 
record  of  its  proceedings  to  be  kept,  and  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  it  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  made  out  and  filed 
with  the  Department  of  Education  at  Sacramento  a  certificate  showing 
that  the  library  has  been  established,  with  the  date  thereof,  the  names 
of  the  trustees,  and  the  officers  of  the  board  chosen  for  the  current 
fiscal  year. 

27556.  Rules.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  make  and  en- 
force all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  administra- 
tion, government,  and  protection  of  the  library  under  its  management, 
and  all  property  belonging  to  it. 

27557.  Gifts.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  administer  any 
trust  declared  or  created  for  the  library,  and  receive  by  gift,  devise, 
or  bequest,  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this 
state  or  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the 
property  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

27558.  Oflacers  and  employees.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library,  determine  the  number  of  and  ap- 
point all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The  officers 
and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  board. 

27559.  Purchases.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 
necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and  other  personal  property. 

27560.  Real  property.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  also 
purchase  such  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent  and  equip,  such  build- 
ing or  rooms,  as  in  its  judgment  is  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter   (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27561.  State  publications.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  re- 
quest the  appropriate  state  officials  to  furnish  the  library  with  copies 
of  any  and  all  reports,  laws,  and  other  publications  of  the  state  not 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  law. 

27562.  Books.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  borrow  books 
from,  lend  books  to,  and  exchange  books  with  other  libraries.  It  shall 
allow  nonresidents  to  borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  it  may  pre- 
scribe. 
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27563.  General  dnties.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27564.  Annual  report.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  file, 
through  the  librarian^  on  or  before  the  last  day  in  the  month  of  August 
of  each  year,  a  report  with  the  State  Librarian  at  Sacramento  giving 
the  condition  of  the  library  and  the  number  of  volumes  contained 
therein  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding.  The  report  shall,  in 
addition  to  other  matters  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees 
or  the  librarian,  contain  such  statistical  and  other  information  as  is 
deemed  desirable  by  the  State  Librarian.  For  this  purpose  the  State 
Librarian  may  send  to  the  several  district  librarians  instructions  or 
question  blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the  material  for  a  comparative  study 
of  library  conditions  in  the  state. 

27565.  Hours.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  designate  the 
hours  during  which  the  library  is  open  for  the  use  of  the  public.  All 
public  libraries  established  under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27501),  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public  during  every  day  in 
the  year  except  on  such  legal  holidays  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
board  of  library  trustees, 

27566.  Annual  estimate  of  costs.  In  any  library  district  formed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501), 
which  maintains  a  public  library,  or  which  has  petitioned  for  and 
been  granted  permission  to  establish,  and  intends  to  maintain  a  public 
library  in  accordance  with  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501), 
the  board  of  library  trustees  shall  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  in  which  the  library  district  is  situated,  each  and  every 
year,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  any  or  all  of  the  following : 

(a)  Leasing  temporary  quarters. 

(b)  Purchasing  a  suitable  lot. 

(c)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(d)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building  and  fencing  and  or- 
namenting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  library. 

(e)  Conducting  and  maintaining  the  library  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year. 

27567.  Bond  elections.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may,  when 
in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  upon  the  petition  of  50 
or  more  taxpayers  residing  within  the  library  district  shall,  call  an 
election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  library  district  the  question 
of  whether  the  bonds  of  the  library  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold 
for  any  or  all  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27501). 

27568.  Tax  levy.  When  the  estimate  has  been  submitted  to  the 
board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  at  the  time  of 
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levying  county  taxes,  levy  a  special  tax  upon  all  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty within  the  limits  of  the  library  district,  sufficient  in  amount  to 
maintain  the  public  library,  or  to  purchase  the  site,  erect  and  equip 
the  building,  improve  the  grounds  or  building,  or  for  any  or  all  of 
the  purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501).  The 
taxes  shall  be  computed,  entered  upon  the  tax  roll,  and  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  computed,  entered,  and  collected. 

27569.  Library  fund.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  tax,  together 
with  all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  to  the 
credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district  in  which  the  tax  is  collected, 
subject  only  to  the  order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district.  If  pay- 
ment into  the  treasury  is  inconsistent  with  the  terms  or  conditions  of 
any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  the  board  of  library  trustees  shall  provide 
for  the  safety  and  preservation  of  the  fund,  and  the  application  thereof 
to  the  use  of  the  library,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  gift,  devise  or  bequest. 

27570.  Warrants.  Upon  the  receipt  by  the  county  auditor  of  an 
order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
upon  the  county  treasurer  for  the  amount  stated  in  the  order. 

27571.  Nonpayment.  When  any  warrant  is  presented  to  the  treas- 
urer for  payment  and  it  is  not  paid  for  want  of  funds  the  treasurer 
shall  endorse  thereon  "not  paid  for  want  of  funds"  with  the  date  of 
presentation  and  sign  his  name  thereto  and  from  that  time  the  war- 
rant bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  until  it  is 
paid  or  until  funds  are  available  for  its  payment  and  the  county  treas- 
urer gives  notice  to  the  warrant  holder  that  funds  are  available  for 
payment.  The  giving  of  the  notice  is  deemed  complete  upon  deposit 
thereof  in  the  United  States  mail  in  a  sealed  envelope  addressed  to 
the  warrant  holder  at  his  address  given  by  him  at  the  time  of  presenta- 
tion of  the  warrant  to  the  treasurer,  with  postage  thereon  fully  pre- 
paid and  registered. 

27572.  Rules.  Every  library  established  under  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  27501)  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants  and 
nonresident  taxpayers  of  the  library  district,  subject  always  to  such 
rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made  by  the  board  of  library 
trustees.  For  any  violation  of  the  rules,  regulations,  or  by-laws  a  person 
may  be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges  of  the  library. 

27573.  Service  contracts.  Boards  of  library  trustees  and  the 
boards  of  trustees  of  neighboring  library  districts,  or  the  legislative 
bodies  of  neighboring  municipalities,  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  the 
counties  in  which  public  libraries  are  situated,  may  contract  to  lend 
the  books  of  the  libraries  to  residents  of  the  counties  or  neighboring 
municipalities,  or  library  districts,  upon  a  reasonable  compensation  to 
be  paid  by  the  counties,  neighboring  municipalities,  or  library  districts. 
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27574.  Legal  title.  Tlie  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  libraries,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its  ac- 
quisition, or  not  otherwise  designated,  vests  in  the  district  in  which  the 
libraries  are,  or  are  to  be  situated. 

27575.  Name.     Every  library  district  shall  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of library  district,    (using  the  name   of 

the  district),  of county,  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in 

which  the  district  is  situated).  In  that  name  the  trustees  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  and  may  hold  and  convey  property  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  district.  A  number  shall  not  be  used  as  a  part  of  the  designation 
of  any  library  district. 

Article  2.5.  Claims 
27591.  Claims.  All  claims  for  money  or  damages  against  the  dis- 
trict are  governed  by  Part  3  (commencing  with  Section  900)  and  Part 
4  (commencing  with  Section  940)  of  Division  3.6  of  Title  1  of  the  Gov- 
ernment Code  except  as  provided  therein,  or  by  other  statutes  or  regu- 
lations expressly  applicable  thereto. 

Article  3.     Annual  Election  of  Trustees 

27601.  Annual  election.  An  election  shall  be  held  in  each  library 
district,  annually,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  for  the  election  of  li- 
brary trustees  to  fill  the  offices,  the  terms  of  which  expire  that  year, 
and  each  trustee  thereby  elected  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  dating 
from  the  1st  day  of  July  next  succeeding  the  election  or  until  a  suc- 
cessor is  elected,  or  appointed,  and  qualified.  The  election  shall  be  con- 
solidated with  state  primary  election  held  in  even-numbered  years. 

27601.5.  Conduct  of  election.  When  the  election  is  consolidated 
with  the  state  primary  election  in  even-numbered  years,  all  matters 
concerning  hours  the  polls  are  open,  filing  by  candidates,  notification 
of  election,  election  precincts,  polling  places,  and  canvass  of  votes 
shall  be  conducted  pursuant  to  the  state  jprimary  election  provisions. 

27602.  Trustees.  The  number  of  library  trustees  for  any  library 
district,  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  is  five. 

27603.  Election  precincts.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  establish 
a  convenient  number  of  election  precincts  in  the  district,  and  define 
the  precinct  boundaries. 

27604.  Election  precinct  boundaries.  If  the  board  of  trustees 
deems  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  district,  and  the  convenience  of 
the  voters,  it  may  at  any  time,  but  not  less  than  30  days  before  the 
election,  change  the  boundaries  of  an  election  precinct.  When  made,  the 
change  shall  be  entered  in  the  board  minutes. 

27605.  Polling  place.  By  order  made  more  than  80  days  before 
the  election,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate  a  convenient  place 
within  each  precinct  as  the  polling  place. 
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27606.  Notice  of  Election.  Not  less  than  30  days  before  the  elec- 
tion, the  trustees  shall  post  notices  in  three  public  places  in  the  dis- 
trict, one  of  which  places  shall  be  the  public  library  and  copies  shall 
be  posted  in  each  branch  library,  and  cause  such  notice  to  be  published 
in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  district.  The  notices  shall 
specify  the  time  and  place  of  election,  and  the  hours  during  which 
the  polls  will  be  kept  open.  If  within  10  days  of  holding  the  election 
the  trustees  have  failed  to  post  the  notices,  then  any  three  electors 
of  the  district  may  give  notice.  In  odd-numbered  years,  not  less  than 
10  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  election,  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  mail  to  each  registered  voter  residing  within  the  district,  a  card 
designating  the  polling  place,  time  of  the  election,  names  of  candidates 
and  containing  a  statement  of  the  purpose  of  the  election.  In  even- 
numbered  years,  notification  of  time  of  election  and  polling  place  shall 
be  mailed  to  each  registered  voter  residing  within  the  district  with  the 
notification  of  state  primary  election. 

27607.  Petitions  nominating  candidates.  Not  less  than  30  days 
before  the  election  any  10  or  more  qualified  electors,  as  determined  by 
Section  27610,  may  file  with  the  board  of  trustees  a  petition  requesting 
that  the  name  of  a  specified  person  be  placed  on  the  ballot  as  candidate 
for  the  office  of  trustee.  Only  the  names  proposed  by  such  petitions  shall 
be  printed  on  the  ballot,  but  sufficient  blank  spaces  shall  be  provided 
in  which  electors  may  write  other  names. 

27608.  Election  officers.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  an 
election  board,  consisting  of  an  inspector  and  two  judges  to  conduct 
the  election,  for  each  precinct.  If  they  are  not  appointed,  or,  if  those 
appointed  are  not  present  at  the  opening  of  the  polls,  the  electors  pres- 
ent may  appoint  them,  and  they  shall  conduct  the  election.  Any  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  library  trustees  is  qualified  to  administer  the  oath 
and  swear  in  the  election  officers. 

27609.  Voting  hours.  In  library  districts  with  a  population  of 
10,000  or  over,  the  polls  shall  be  open  at  8  o'clock  a.m.,  and  kept  open 
until  7  o'clock  p.m.  In  the  districts  where  the  population  is  less  than 
10,000  the  polls  shall  not  be  opened  before  1  o'clock  p.m.  and  shall  be 
kept  open  not  less  than  six  hours. 

27610.  Qualified  electors.  Every  elector,  resident  of  the  library 
district,  who  is  a  qualified  elector  of  the  county,  and  who  is  registered 
in  the  district  where  the  election  is  held  at  least  54  days  before  the 
election,  may  vote  at  the  election. 

27611.  Method  of  voting.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  which  shall 
be  handed  by  the  elector  voting  to  the  inspector,  who  shall  then,  in  his 
presence,  deposit  the  ballot  in  the  ballot  box,  and  the  judges  shall  enter 
the  elector 's  name  on  the  poU  list. 

27612.  Challenge.  Any  person  offering  to  vote  may  be  challenged 
by  any  elector  of  the  district,  and  the  judges  of  election  shall  there- 
upon administer  to  the  person  challenged  an  oath,  in  substance  as  fol- 
lows :  ' '  You  do  swear  that  you  are  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  that 
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3^ou  are  21  years  of  age,  that  you  have  resided  in  this  State  one  year, 
in  this  county  90  days,  and  in  this  library  district  54  days  preceding 
this  election,  and  that  your  name  is  on  the  great  register  of  this  county 
and  was  on  the  great  register  of  a  precinct  of  this  library  district  at 
least  54  days  before  this  election,  and  that  you  have  not  before  voted 
this  day."  If  he  takes  the  oath,  his  vote  shall  be  received.  Otherwise 
his  vote  shall  be  rejected. 

27613.  Poll  and  tally  lists.  A  poll  and  tally  list  shall  be  kept  and 
shall  be  returned  to  the  board  of  library  trustees. 

27614.  Candidates  elected.  If  one  person  is  to  be  elected,  the 
person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  elected,  if  two 
persons  are  to  be  elected,  the  two  persons  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  elected. 

27615.  Results  of  election.  The  officers  of  election  shall  publicly 
canvass  the  votes  immediately  after  closing  the  polls,  and  shall  make, 
sign,  and  deliver  certificates  of  election  to  the  person  elected,  which 
shall,  with  the  oath  of  office  of  the  person  elected  attached,  be  forwarded 
to  the  county  clerk  and  filed  in  his  office. 

27616.  General  election  laws.  In  all  particulars  not  provided  for 
in  this  article,  the  election  shall  be  held  pursuant  to  the  general  elec- 
tion laws  of  the  state. 

Article  4.     Bonds 

27651.  Purposes.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district 
may,  when  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  shall,  upon 
a  petition  of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  the  library  district, 
call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  district  the  question 
of  whether  the  bonds  of  the  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  money  for  any  or  all  of  the  following : 

(a)  The  purchase  of  suitable  lots. 

(b)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(c)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building,  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  li- 
brary. 

(d)  Any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

(e)  Liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  the  purposes. 

(f)  Refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebtedness,  evidenced  by 
bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

27652.  Notice.  The  election  shall  be  called  by  posting  notices, 
signed  by  the  board,  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  district, 
for  not  less  than  20  days  before  the  election,  and  by  publishing  the 
notice  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  district  if  there  is  one,  or  if  there  is  none,  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  county. 

27653.  Contents  of  notice.     The  notice  shall  contain : 

(a)  Time  and  place  of  holding  the  election. 

(b)  The  names  of  inspectors  and  judges  to   conduct  the  election. 
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(c)  The  hours  during  the  day  in  vrhieh  the  polls  will  be  open. 

(d)  The  amount  and  denomination  of  the  bonds,  the  rate  of  interest, 
and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  40,  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  bonds  are  to  be  run. 

27654.  Conduct  of  election.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  27601  to  27610,  inclusive, 
relating  to  the  election  of  trustees,  in  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  to 
the  election  for  bonds. 

27655.  Method  of  voting-.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  general  election  law  in  regard  to  form  of  ballot,  or  manner 
of  voting,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballot  shall  be, 
"bonds — Yes,"  and  "bonds — No."  Persons  voting  at  the  bond  elec- 
tion shall  put  a  cross  (-[-)  upon  their  ballots,  with  pencil  or  ink,  after 
the  words,  "bonds — Yes,"  or  "bonds — No,"  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
indicate  whether  they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds.  The  ballot  shall  be  handed  by  the  elector  voting  to  the  inspector, 
who  shall  then,  in  his  presence,  deposit  the  ballot  in  the  ballot  box,  and 
the  judges  shall  enter  the  elector 's  name  on  poll  list. 

27656.  Favorable  vote.  On  the  seventh  day  after  the  election,  at 
8  o'clock  p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of  trustees, 
the  board  shall  meet  and  canvass  the  returns,  and  if  it  appears  that 
more  than  one-half  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  are  in  favor  of  issu- 
ing the  bonds,  then  the  board  shall  cause  an  entry  of  the  fact  to  be 
made  upon  its  minutes  and  shall  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors, 
all  the  proceedings  had  in  the  premises.  Thereupon  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  issue  the  bonds  of  the  district,  to  the  number  and 
amount  provided  in  the  proceedings,  payable  out  of  the  building  fund 
of  the  district,  naming  the  district. 

27657.  Taxation.  The  money  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the 
taxable  property  in  the  district,  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  and 
the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon. 

27658.  Bonded  limitation.  The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  shall 
not  exceed  5  percent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown 
by  the  last  equalized  assessment  book  of  the  county. 

27659.  Form  and  term.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order 
entered  upon  its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bonds  and 
of  the  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  shall  fix  the  time  when 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  shall  be  payable, 
which  shall  not  be  more  than  40  years  from  the  date  thereof. 

27660.  Interest.  Sale.  The  bonds  shall  not  bear  a  greater  amount 
of  interest  than  6  percent,  to  be  payable  annually  or  semiannually.  The 
bonds  shall  be  sold  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors, but  for  not  less  than  par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fund  of  the  library  district,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  for  the  purposes 
for  which  the  bonds  were  issued  as  other  library  moneys  are  drawn  out. 

27661.  Tax  levy.  The  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  time  of  making 
the  tax  levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  shall  levy  a  tax  for  that  year 
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upon  the  taxable  property  in  the  district,  at  the  equalized  assessed  value 
thereof  for  that  year,  for  the  interest  and  redemption  of  the  bonds. 
The  tax  shall  not  be  less  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  bonds 
for  that  year,  and  such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due 
during  the  year.  In  any  event  the  tax  shall  be  high  enough  to  raise, 
annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  the  bonds  have  to  run,  a  suffi- 
cient sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  and  during  the  balance  of  the 
term,  high  enough  to  pay  the  annual  interest  and  to  pay,  annually,  a 
proportion  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by 
taking  the  whole  amount  of  the  bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by 
the  number  of  years  the  bonds  then  have  to  run. 

27662.  Payment  of  bonds.  All  money  levied,  when  collected,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  district, 
and  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the 
bonds,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the 
bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
county  auditor,  out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor.  The  county  auditor 
shall  cancel  and  file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds  and  coupons 
as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

27663.  Cancellation.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  this  arti- 
cle (commencing  at  Section  27651)  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six 
months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  library  dis- 
trict for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were  issued,  or  of  any 
library  district  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territory  which,  at  the 
time  of  holding  the  election  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  bonds,  was 
embraced  within  the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were 
issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to  cause  the  unsold  bonds 
to  be  withdrawn  from  market  and  canceled. 

27664.  Notice  of  hearing.  Upon  receiving  the  petition,  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  supervisors  shall 
fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  petition,  which  shall  be  not  more  than  30 
days  thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of 
hearing,  and  the  object  of  the  petition  in  genera]  terms,  to  be  published 
for  10  days  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  the  library  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  newspaper 
published  in  the  library  district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  at 
the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  the  library  district  or  part 
thereof  is  situated. 

27665.  Order.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice  for 
hearing  the  petition,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  to  which  the  hearing  is 
postponed,  the  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  are  submitted  for 
or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  deem  it  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  library  district  that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they 
shall  make  and  enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  that 
the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled.  Thereupon  the  bonds,  and  the  vote  by 
which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall  cease  to  be  of  any 
validity  whatever. 
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Unified  School  District  Public  Libraries  and  Union  High 
School  District  Public  Libraries 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  28001-286.52) 

Article  1.     Definitions 

28001.  "Trustees."  "Trustees,"  or  "library  trustees"  as  used  in 
this  chapter  (commencing'  at  Section  28001)  means  the  regularly 
elected  union  high  school  trustees  who  reside  within  the  library  dis- 
trict. 

28002.  "Library  district."  "Library,"  "library  district,"  or  "li- 
brary districts,"  as  used  in  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001) 
mean  "union  high  school  library  district." 

Article  1.5.     Applicability  to  Unified  School  Districts 

28021.  Establishment  of  Library  District.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  chapter  a  unified  school  district  has  all  of  the  powers  and  duties 
of  a  union  high  school  district.  A  library  district  may  be  formed  upon 
the  application  of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  unified 
district,  and  after  an  election,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this  chap- 
ter for  the  formation  of  a  library  district  upon  the  application  of  tax- 
payers and  residents  of  a  union  high  school  district.  If  the  requisite 
number  of  votes  cast  at  the  election  are  in  favor  of  a  unified  school 
district  library  district  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  by  rasolution 
establish  the  library  district  and  place  the  district  in  the  control  of  the 
governing  board  of  the  unified  school  district. 

28022.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  chapter  the  words  "union  high 
school  district"  mean  union  high  school  district  or  unified  school  dis- 
trict and  the  words  "union  high  school"  mean  union  high  school  or 
unified  school  district.  "Whenever  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are 
being  exercised  by,  or  are  being  made  applicable  in,  a  unified  school 
district,  the  words  "union  high  school  district"  and  "union  high 
school"  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  unified  school  district. 

28023.  Establishment  of  unified  school  district  library  district.  If 
there  are  formed  substantially  within  the  territory  of  a  union  high 
school  library  district  two  or  more  unified  school  districts,  the  library 
district  shall  become  a  unified  school  district  library  district  which 
shall  be  governed  by  the  governing  board  of  the  unified  school  district 
whose  territory  includes  the  largest  portion  of  the  territory  of  the 
library  district. 

Article  2.     Establishment 

28051.  Purposes.  Any  union  high  school  district  may  establish, 
equip,  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the  dissemination  of  knowl- 
edge of  the  arts,  sciences,  and  general  literature,  in  accordance  with 
this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001). 

28052.  Legal  title.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  library,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its  acqui- 
sition, or  not  otherwise  designated,  vests  in  the  district  in  which  the 
library  is,  or  is  to  be,  situated. 
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28053.  Rules.  Every  union  high  school  library  established  under 
this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001)  shall  be  forever  free  to 
the  inhabitants  and  nonresident  taxpayers  of  the  library  district,  sub- 
ject always  to  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made 
by  the  board  of  library  trustees.  For  violations  of  any  rule,  regula- 
tion, or  by-law  a  person  may  be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges 
of  the  library. 

Article  3.     Formation  of  District 

28101.  Petition  and  election.  Upon  the  application  by  petition  of 
50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  union  high  school  district 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  county  in  which  the  union  high  school 
district  is  located,  praying  for  the  formation  of  a  library  district,  and 
setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall,  within  10  days  after  receiving  the  petition,  by  resolution, 
order  that  an  election  be  held  in  the  proposed  district  for  the  determi- 
nation of  the  question  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  thereof 
to  conduct  the  election. 

28102.  Notice.  The  election  shall  be  called  by  posting  notices  in 
three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  proposed  library  district,  and  by 
publication  in  a  daily  or  weekly  paper  therein,  if  there  is  one,  at  least 
once  a  week  for  not  less  than  15  days.  The  notices  shall  specify  the 
time,  place,  and  the  purpose  of  the  election,  and  the  hours  during 
which  the  polls  will  be  kept  open. 

28103.  Voting  hours.  In  districts  with  a  population  of  10,000  or 
over,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  8  o'clock  a.m.  and  kept  open  until 
7  o'clock  p.m.,  and  in  districts  where  the  population  is  less  than 
10,000,  the  polls  shall  not  be  opened  before  1  o'clock  p.m.  and  shall  be 
kept  open  not  less  than  six  hours. 

28104.  Conduct  of  election.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  general  election  laws  of  this  state,  where  appli- 
cable, without  reference  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner  of  voting,  except 
that  the  ballots  shall  contain  the  words,  "For  Union  High  School  Li- 
brary District."  The  voter  shall  write  or  print  after  the  words  on  his 
ballot  the  word  ' '  yes ' '  or  the  word  ' '  no. ' ' 

28105.  Electors.  Every  qualified  elector,  resident  within  the  pro- 
posed district  for  the  period  requisite  to  enable  him  to  vote  at  a  gen- 
eral election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election. 

28106.  Result  of  election.     The  election  officers  shall  report  the 

result  of  the  election  to  the  board  of  supervisors  within  five  days  sub- 
sequent to  the  holding  thereof. 

28107.  Favorable  vote.  If  two-thirds  of  the  votes  east  at  the  elec- 
tion are  in  favor  of  a  union  high  school  library  district,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  the  library  district,  and  place 
the  district  in  the  control  of  the  governing  board  of  the  union  high 
school  district. 
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28108.  Unfavorable  vote.  If  more  than  one-third  of  the  votes 
cast  in  the  election  is  against  a  library  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall,  by  order,  so  declare  and  no  other  proceeding  shall  be  taken 
in  relation  thereto  until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
presentation  of  the  petition. 

28109.  Conclusive  evidence.  The  fact  of  the  presentation  of  the 
petition  and  the  order  establishing  the  library  district  shall  be  entered 
on  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  due  presentation  of  a  proper  petition,  and  that  each  of 
the  petitioners  was,  at  the  time  of  signature  and  presentation  of  the 
petition  a  taxpayer  and  resident  of  the  proposed  district,  and  of  the 
fact  and  regularity  of  all  prior  proceedings  of  every  kind  and  nature 
provided  for  by  this  article  (commencing  at  Section  28101)  and  of  the 
existence  and  validity  of  the  district. 

28110.  Name.     Every  library  district  shall  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of  " library  district  (using  the  name  of  the 

district)  of County  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in  which 

the  district  is  situated)."  A  number  shall  not  be  used  as  a  part  of 
the  designation  of  any  library  district. 

28111.  Legal  action.  In  the  name  of  the  library  district,  the  gov- 
erning board  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  hold  and  convey  property 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  district. 

28112.  Term  of  trustees.  The  trustees  in  whose  control  the  li- 
brary district  has  been  placed  shall  severally  hold  office  during  the 
term  for  which  they  have  been  elected  as  trustees  of  the  union  high 
school  district. 

Article  4.     Dissolution  of  Districts 

28151.  Election.  The  district  may  at  any  time  be  dissolved  upon 
the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  at  an  election 
called  by  the  library  trustees  upon  the  question  of  dissolution. 

28152.  Conduct  of  election.  The  election  shall  be  called  and  con- 
ducted in  the  same  manner  as  other  elections  of  the  district. 

28153.  Property.  Upon  dissolution,  the  property  of  the  district 
shall  vest  in  any  union  high  school  district  in  which  the  library  is  sit- 
uated. 

28154.  Bonded  indebtedness.  If  at  the  time  of  the  election  to 
dissolve  the  district,  there  is  any  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of 
the  district,  the  vote  to  dissolve  the  district  shall  dissolve  it  for  all 
purposes  excepting  only  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  indebtedness.  From  the  time  the  district  is  dissolved  until 
the  bonded  indebtedness,  with  the  interest  thereon,  is  fully  paid,  satis- 
fied, and  discharged,  the  board  of  supervisors  is  ex  officio  the  library 
board  of  the  district.  The  board  shall  levy  such  taxes  and  perform  such 
other  acts  as  are  necessary  in  order  to  raise  money  for  the  payment  of 
the  indebtedness  and  the  interest  thereon. 
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Article  5.    Meetings  of  Boards  op  Trustees 

28201.  Monthly  meetings.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  fix  by  reso- 
lution. 

28202.  Special  meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  two  trustees,  by  written  notices  served  upon  each  member  at 
least  12  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting. 

28203.  Quorum.  Three  members  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

28204.  Organization.  At  its  first  meeting  held  after  the  first  day 
of  July  the  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its  number  presi- 
dent, and  another  one  of  its  number  secretary.  They  shall  serve  as 
such  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

28205.  Records.     The  board  shall  cause  a  proper  record  of  its 

proceedings  to  be  kept. 

28206.  Certificate  of  establishment.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district  formed  under  this  chapter 
(commencing  at  Section  28001)  it  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  made 
out  and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Education  at  Sacramento  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  the  library  has  been  established,  with  the  date 
thereof,  the  names  of  the  trustees,  and  the  officers  of  the  board  chosen 
for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Article  6.     Powers  of  Boards  op  Trustees 

28251.  Rules.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  make  and  en- 
force all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  administra- 
tion, government,  and  protection  of  the  library  under  its  management, 
and  all  property  belonging  to  the  library. 

28252.  Gifts.     The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  administer  any 

trust  declared  or  created  for  the  library  and  receive  by  gift,  devise, 
or  bequest,  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this 
state  or  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the 
property  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

28253.  Officers  and  employees.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library,  determine  the  number  of  and  ap- 
point all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The  offi- 
cers and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  boards- 

28254.  Purchases.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 
necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and  other  personal  property. 
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28255.  Real  property.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  pur- 
chase such  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent  and  equip  such  buildings 
or  rooms,  as  in  its  judgment  are  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  the 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001) . 

28256.  State  publications.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  re- 
quest the  appropriate  state  officials  to  furnish  the  library  with  copies 
of  any  and  all  reports,  laws,  and  other  publications  of  the  state  not 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  law. 

28257.  Books.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  borrow  books 
from,  and  lend  books  to,  and  exchange  books  with  other  libraries, 
and  shall  allow  nonresidents  to  borrow  books  upon  such  conditions 
as  it  may  prescribe. 

28258.  General  powers.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  do 
and  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001). 

28259.  Annual  report.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  file 
through  the  librarian  on  or  before  the  last  day  in  August  of  each  year, 
a  report  with  the  State  Librarian  at  Sacramento,  giving  the  condition 
of  its  library  and  the  number  of  volumes  contained  therein  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding.  The  report  shall,  in  addition  to  other 
matters  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees  or  the  district  li- 
brarian, contain  such  statistical  and  other  information  as  is  deemed 
desirable  by  the  State  Librarian.  For  this  purpose  the  State  Librarian 
may  send  to  the  several  district  librarians  instructions  or  question 
blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the  material  for  a  comparative  study  of  library 
conditions  in  the  state, 

28260.  Hours.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  designate  the 
hours  during  which  the  library  will  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

28261.  Hours.  All  public  libraries  established  under  this  chapter 
(commencing  at  Section  28001),  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the 
public  at  all  reasonable  times. 

28262.  Service  contracts.  Boards  of  library  trustees  and  the 
boards  of  trustees  of  neighboring  library  districts,  or  the  legislative 
bodies  of  neighboring  municipalities,  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  the 
counties  in  which  public  libraries  are  situated,  may  contract  to  lend 
the  books  of  the  libraries  to  residents  of  the  counties,  neighboring 

[  municipalities,  or  library  districts,  upon  a  reasonable  compensation 
to  be  paid  by  the  counties,  neighboring  municipalities,  or  library  dis- 
tricts. 

Article  7.  Estimates  op  Funds  Needed 
28301.  Annual  estimates.  In  any  library  district  formed  under 
this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001),  which  maintains  a  public 
library,  or  which  has  petitioned  for  and  has  been  granted  permission 
to  establish,  and  intends  to  maintain,  a  public  library  in  accordance 
with  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001),  the  board  of  library 
I  trustees  shall  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which 
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the  library  district  is  situated,  eaeli  and  every  year,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  September,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the 
following : 

(a)  Leasing  temporary  quarters. 

(b)  Purchasing  a  suitable  lot. 

(c)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(d)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building,  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  library. 

(e)  Conducting  and  maintaining  the  library  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year. 

Article  8.     Tax  Levy 

28351.  Tax  levy.  When  the  estimate  provided  for  in  Section 
28301  has  been  submitted  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county 
in  which  a  library  district  has  been  established,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall,  at  the  time  of  levying  county  taxes,  levy  a,  special  tax  upon 
all  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  the  library  district. 

28352.  Amount.  The  tax  levied  shall  be  sufficient  in  amount  to 
maintain  the  union  high  school  library,  or  to  purchase  the  site,  erect 
and  equip  the  building,  improve  the  grounds  or  building,  or  for  any 
or  all  of  the  purposes  enumerated  in  Section  28301. 

28353.  Computation  and  collection.  The  taxes  levied  shall  be 
computed,  entered  upon  the  tax  roll,  and  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  taxes  are  computed,  entered  and  collected. 

28354.  Library  fund.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  tax,  together 
with  all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise  for  the 
purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district  in  which  the  tax  was  col- 
lected, subject  only  to  the  order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district. 

28355.  Administration  of  gifts.     If  the  payment  into  the  treasuryj 

is  inconsistent  with  the  terms  or  conditions  of  any  gift,  devise,  oi 
bequest,  the  board  of  library  trustees  shall  provide  for  the  safety  anc 
preservation  of  the  fund  and  the  application  thereof  to  the  use  of  the 
library,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  gift,  de- 
vise, or  bequest. 

Article  8.5.     Claims 

28381.  Claims.  All  claims  for  money  or  damages  against  the  dis- 
trict are  governed  by  Part  3  (commencing  with  Section  900)  and 
Part  4  (commencing  with  Section  940)  of  Division  3.6  of  Title  1  of 
the  Government  Code  except  as  provided  therein,  or  by  other  statutes 
or  regulations  expressly  applicable  thereto. 

Article  9.     Election  for  Issuance  op  Bonds 

28401.  Purposes.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  union  high  school 
library  district  may,  when  in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable, 
and  shall  upon  a  petition  of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  the 
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library  district,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  district 
the  proposition  of  whether  the  bonds  of  the  district  shall  be  issued  and 
sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  any  or  all  of  the  following 
purposes : 

(a)  The  purchase  of  suitable  lots. 

(b)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(c)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  union  high  school 
library. 

(d)  Any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Sec- 
tion 28001). 

(e)  Liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  the  purposes. 

(f)  Refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebtedness  evidenced  by 
bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

28402.  Voting  hours.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  during  the  elec- 
tion from  8  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 

28403.  Method  of  voting.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  general  election  law  in  regard  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner 
of  voting,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballot  shall  be 
"Bonds — Yes"  and  "Bonds — No".  Persons  voting  at  the  bond  election 
shall  put  a  cross  (-J-)  upon  their  ballot  with  pencil  or  ink,  after  the 
words  "Bonds — Yes"  or  "Bonds — ^No,"  as  the  case  may  be,  to  indi- 
cate whether  they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  the  bonds. 
The  ballot  shall  be  handed  by  the  elector  voting  to  the  inspector,  who 
shall  then,  in  his  presence,  deposit  it  in  the  ballot  box,  and  the  judges 
shall  enter  the  elector's  name  on  the  poll  list. 

28404.  Canvass.  On  the  seventh  day  after  the  election,  at  8  o'clock 
p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of  trustees,  the  board 
shall  meet  and  canvass  the  returns. 

28405.  Favorable  vote.  If  it  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
cast  at  the  election  are  in  favor  of  issuing  the  bonds,  the  board  shall 
cause  an  entry  of  the  fact  to  be  made  upon  its  minutes  and  shall  certify 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  all  the  proceedings  had  in  the 
premises. 

Article  10.     Issuance  and  Sale  op  Bonds 

28451.  Issuance.  After  the  provisions  of  Section  28401  to  28405, 
inclusive,  have  been  complied  with,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  issue 
the  bonds  of  the  district,  to  the  number  and  amount  provided  in  the 
proceedings,  payable  out  of  the  building  fund  of  the  district,  naming 
it,  and  the  money  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property 
in  the  district,  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  and  the  payment  of 
the  interest  thereon. 

28452.  Bonded  limitation.  The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  shall 
not  exceed  5  percent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown 
by  the  last  equalized  assessment  book  of  the  county. 
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28453.  Interest.  The  bonds  shall  not  bear  a  greater  amount  of 
interest  than  6  percent,  payable  annually  or  semiannually. 

28454.  Form.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order  entered  upon 
its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bonds  and  of  the  interest 
coupons  attached  thereto. 

28455.  Time  of  payment.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order 
entered  upon  its  minutes  shall  fix  the  time  when  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  will  be  payable,  which  shall  not 
be  more  than  40  years  from  the  date  thereof. 

28456.  Sale  of  bonds.  The  bonds  shall  be  sold  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not  less  than  par. 

28457.  Deposit  of  proceeds.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fund  of  the  library  district,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  for  the  purposes 
for  which  the  bonds  were  issued  as  other  library  money  is  drawn  out. 

Article  11.     Cancellation  op  Bonds 

28501.  Petition.  "Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  28001)  remain  unsold  for  the 
period  of  six  months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
library  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were  issued,  or 
of  any  library  district  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territory  which, 
at  the  time  of  holding  the  election  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds,  was  embraced  within  the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which 
the  bonds  were  issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to  cause 
the  unsold  bonds  to  be  withdrawn  from  market  and  canceled. 

28502.  Notice  of  hearing.  Upon  receiving  the  petition,  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  supervisors 
shall  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  petition,  which  shall  not  be  more  than 
30  days  thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place 
of  hearing,  and  the  object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms,  to  be  pub- 
lished for  10  days  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  library  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  news- 
paper published  in  the  library  district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published 
at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  the  library  district  or  part 
thereof  is  situated. 

28503.  Order.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice  for 
hearing  the  petition,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  to  which  the  hearing 
may  be  postponed,  the  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be 
submitted  for  or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  deem 
it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library  district  named  in  the  petition 
that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall  make  and  enter  an  order 
in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled. 
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28504.  Cancellation.  Thereupon  the  bonds  and  the  vote  by  which 
they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall  cease  to  be  of  any  validity 
whatever. 

Article  12.     Tax  for  Interest  and  Redemption  of  Bonds 

28551.  Tax  levy.  The  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  time  of  making 
a  levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  shall  levy  a  tax  for  that  year 
upon  the  taxable  property  in  the  district,  at  the  equalized  assessed 
value  thereof  for  that  year,  for  the  interest  and  redemption  of  the 
bonds. 

28552.  Amount.  The  tax  shall  not  be  less  than  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  of  the  bonds  for  that  year,  and  such  portion  of  the  prin- 
cipal as  is  to  become  due  during  the  year.  In  any  event  the  tax  shall 
be  high  enough  to  raise,  annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  the 
bonds  have  to  run,  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  and, 
during  the  balance  of  the  term,  high  enough  to  pay  the  annual  inter- 
est, and  to  pay  annually,  a  proportion  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds 
equal  to  a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole  amount  of  the  bonds 
outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years  the  bonds  then 
have  to  run. 

28553.  Use  of  funds.  All  money  levied,  when  collected,  shall  be 
paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  district,  and 
be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds,  and 
for  no  other  purpose. 

Article  13.     Payment  of  Interest  and  Bonds 

28651.  Payment.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  county  au- 
ditor, out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor. 

28652.  Cancellation  of  bonds.  The  county  auditor  shall  cancel 
and  file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds  and  coupons  as  rapidly 
as  they  are  paid. 
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PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  27111-27147) 

Article  1.     Policy 

27111.  Legislative  declaration.  The  Legislature  hereby  declares 
that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  of  the  state  to  aid  and 
encourage  the  development  of  free  public  libraries  throughout  the  state 
by  grants  to  public  library  systems  for  the  purpose  of : 

(a)  Assisting  them  in  establishing,  improving,  and  extending  library 
services. 

(b)  Encouraging  them  to  establish  library  systems  in  areas  where 
such  co-operation  would  facilitate  improved  library  services. 

27112.  Legislative  policy.  In  adopting  this  chapter,  the  Legisla- 
ture declares  that  its  policy  shall  be  : 

(a)  To  oppose  the  removal  of  the  government  and  administration 
of  public  libraries  from  local  control. 

(b)  To  encourage  adequate  financing  of  public  libraries  from  local 
sources  with  state  aid  to  be  furnished  on  a  limited  basis  only  as  a 
supplement  to  local  support. 

(c)  To  make  no  requirements,  as  a  condition  for  receiving  aid,  con- 
cerning library  equipment,  nonbook  services,  or  particular  book  or 
periodical  titles. 

Article  2.     Definitions 

27113.  Definitions.     As  used  in  this  chapter : 

(a)  "Public  agency"  means  a  county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  any 
district  or  other  agency  (including  but  not  limited  to  an  agency 
created  pursuant  to  Chapter  5  (commencing  with  Section  6500)  of 
Division  7  of  Title  1  of  the  Government  Code)  authorized  by  law  to 
provide  public  library  services. 

(b)  "Library"  means  a  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such 
libraries,  operated  by  a  public  agency. 

(c)  "System"  means  a  library  system  formed  pursuant  to  this 
chapter. 

(d)  "Board"  means  the  Public  Library  Development  Board. 

(e)  "Plan  of  service"  means  a  statement  describing  the  specific 
purposes  for  which  a  system  is  formed,  the  means  and  the  agencies  by 
which  such  purposes  are  to  be  accomplished,  and  an  estimate  of  the 
funds  necessary  for  their  accomplishment  and  the  public  agency  or 
agencies  who  are  to  receive  those  funds. 

Article  3.     Administration 

27114.  Administration  by  State  Librarian.  The  State  Librarian 
shall  administer  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  prescribe  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  its  provisions. 

27114.1.  Expenditure  of  funds.  The  State  Librarian  may  expend 
any  funds  appropriated  for  expenditure  under  this  chapter. 
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27115.  Public  Library  Development  Board.  There  is  in  the  Divi- 
sion of  Libraries  of  the  Department  of  Education,  the  Public  Library 
Development  Board  which  shall  consist  of  the  State  Librarian  and 
nine  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  as  follows : 

(a)  Three  members  of  library  boards  or  commissions,  or  of  govern- 
ing bodies  of  libraries. 

(b)  Three  librarians  presently  employed  in  libraries. 

(c)  Three  members  at  large,  known  for  their  interest  and  leadership 
in  library  development. 

The  State  Librarian  shall  be  a  nonvoting  member. 

27115.1.  Term  of  oflBce.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualify  except  as  provided  in  Section  27115.2. 

27115.2.  Time  of  appointments.  The  Governor  shall  make  the  first 
appointments  to  the  board  on  or  before  October  1,  1963,  for  terms 
expiring  respectively,  on  the  first  day  in  October,  two  each  in  1964, 
1965,  and  1966,  and  three  in  1967. 

27115.3.  No  compensation;  expenses.  Members  of  the  board  shall 
serve  without  compensation  except  that  each  member  shall  be  allowed 
actual  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  including  travel 
expenses. 

27115.4.  Headquarters;  meetings.  The  board  shall  maintain  its 
headquarters  at  Sacramento  and  shall  hold  meetings  at  such  times  and 
at  such  places  as  shall  be  determined  by  it.  All  meetings  of  the  board 
shall  be  open  and  public. 

27116.  Chairman.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  select  one  of 
the  members  to  serve  as  chairman,  who  shall  hold  office  as  chairman  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  board. 

27116.1.  Duties.  The  board  shall  confer  with,  advise,  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  State  Librarian  with  respect  to  any  matters 
and  subjects  under  this  chapter. 

27116.2.  Annual  reports.  The  board  shall  prepare  and  submit 
annual  reports  to  the  Governor,  the  Legislature,  and  the  State  Li- 
brarian. 

27116.3.  Furnishing  State  Library  staff.  To  the  extent  that  funds 
are  available  therefor,  the  State  Librarian  shall  employ,  or  furnish  to 
the  board  from  his  staff,  such  technical  and  clerical  assistance  for  the 
board  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its  duties  and 
may  purchase  or  rent  for  the  board  any  necessary  supplies,  instru- 
ments, tools,  equipment,  and  conveniences.

Article  4.     Local  Control 
27121.     Local  control.     Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  eonstrned 
as  authorizing  the  state  to  require  libraries,  as  a  condition  for  receiving 
grants,  to : 

(a)  Acquire  or  exclude  any  specific  book,  periodical,  film,  picture, 
or  other  material,  or  any  specific  equipment,  or  to  acquire  or  exclude 
any  classification  of  books  or  periodicals  by  author,  subject  matter  or 

(b)  Institute  or  eliminate  any  particular  type  of  library  service. 

(c)  Include  or  exclude  for  employment  any  particular  number  or 
class  of  personnel  or  to  include  or  exclude  any  specific  person  for  em- 
ployment. 

(d)  Require  minimum  qualifications  of  library  personnel. 

Article  5.     Librart  Systems 

27125.  Library  systems.  A  library  system  may  consist  of  any  of 
the  following  systems : 

(a)  A  library  system  consisting  of  a  library  operated  by  a  single 
public  agency. 

(b)  A  consolidated  library  system,  in  which  two  or  more  public 
agencies  consolidate  their  libraries  to  form  a  single  library. 

(c)  A  co-operative  library  system  in  which  two  or  more  public 
agencies  enter  into  a  written  agreement  to  implement  a  plan  of  serv- 
ice for  the  agencies  so  contracting. 

27126.  Formation.  The  formation  of  a  library  system  shall  be 
accomplished  in  the  following  manner: 

(a)  An  application  for  grants  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  Li- 
brarian, together  with  a  plan  of  service  approved  by  the  participating 
public  agency  or  agencies. 

(b)  The  State  Librarian  shall  submit  each  plan  of  service  to  the 
board. 

(c)  The  board  shall  submit,  in  writing,  to  the  State  Librarian  any 
recommendations  on  a  plan  of  service  within  30  days  from  the  date 
the  plan  is  so  submitted  to  the  board.  Failure  of  the  board  to  submit 
recommendations  within  30  days  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  rec- 
ommendation that  the  plan  be  approved  as  submitted. 

(d)  The  State  Librarian  shall  not  approve  an  application  until 
funds  are  available  for  the  grants  sought  nor  until  at  least  30  days 
have  elapsed  from  the  date  that  the  plan  of  service  for  that  applica- 
tion has  been  submitted  to  the  board. 

(e)  If  the  State  Librarian  approves  the  plan  of  service  and  the 
application,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  shall  execute  a  contract  with 
the  State  Librarian  specifying  the  services  to  be  rendered  in  order  to 
implement  the  plan  of  service.The  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the 
limitations  provided  in  Article  4  and  shall  contain  the  minimum  pro- 
visions specified  in  Section  27132. 

27127.  Assistance  from  State  Librarian.  The  State  Librarian  shall 
assist  public  agencies  in  the  preparation  and  submission  of  applica- 
tions for  inclusion  in  an  existing  library  system. 
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Article  6.     Grants  in  General 

27130.  Program  of  grants.     There  shall  be  a  program  of  grants, 

as  follows : 

(a)  Planning  grants. 

(b)  Establishment  grants. 

(c)  Annual  per  capita  grants. 

27131.  Eequirements  to  qualify.  To  qualify  for  grants  under  this 
chapter,  a  library  system,  once  established,  must : 

(a)  Provide  equal  access  to  all  participating  libraries  to  all  residents 
of  the  area  served  by  the  system. 

(b)  Provide  for  the  annual  addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book 
titles. 

(c)  Provide  for  the  purchase  annually  of  at  least  300  adult  and 
juvenile  periodical  titles  and  for  the  adoption  of  a  program  for  the 
maintenance  of  back  files  and  indexes  for  reference  use  of  periodicals. 

(d)  Expend  funds  from  local  sources  for  total  operating  expenses, 
excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  each  library  within  the  system, 
equivalent  to  the  minimum  specified  in  this  subdivision.  That  mini- 
mum shall  be  either,  (1)  the  equivalent  of  95  percent  of  the  proceeds 
of  a  tax  rate  of  fifteen  cents  ($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
($100)  of  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  the  area  served,  or  to  be 
served,  by  the  library  system,  as  shown  by  the  equalized  assessment 
roll,  or  rolls,  of  such  area  for  the  preceding  year,  or  (2)  two  dollars 
and  twenty -five  cents  ($2.25),  annually,  per  capita  in  the  area  to  be 
served  by  the  library  system,  whichever  is  less. 

(e)  Carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  contracts  entered  into  mth  the 
State  Librarian  designed  to  implement  the  plan  of  service. 

27132.  Eequirement  of  contracts  for  grants.  All  grants  shall  be 
made  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  terms  of  the 
written  contracts  entered  into  between  the  respective  public  agencies 
and  the  State  Librarian.  These  contracts,  for  establishment  and  per 
capita  grants,  shall,  among  other  things : 

(a)  Specify  the  public  agency  or  agencies  to  which  payment  is  to 
be  made,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  grants  are  to  be  expended. 

(b)  Specify  the  amount,  time,  and  manner  of  payment. 

(c)  Specify  that  payment  is  to  be  conditioned  upon  receipt  by  the 
board  of  any  progress  report  from  the  system,  if  it  is  one  which  has 
been  requested  for  submission  by  the  date  of  payment  by  the  State 
Librarian. 

(d)  Specify  that  the  grant  can  be  expended  only  in  augmentation, 
and  not  in  lieu  of,  local  appropriations. 

(e)  Specify  that  all  requirements  of  Section  27131  shall  be  met. 

(f)  Specify  that  if  no  state  grants  are  made  the  public  agencies 
will  not  be  bound  to  follow  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  contract. 
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27133.  Limitation  on  expenditures,  (a)  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  that  the  total  amount  which  may  be  appropriated,  for 
expenditure  during  any  fiscal  year,  under  this  chapter  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 2  percent  of  the  total  operating  expenditure  of  all  the  public 
libraries  of  the  State  from  funds  received  from  local  sources  for  the 
last  completed  fiscal  year. 

(b)  An  establishment  grant  for  a  system  shall  not  exceed  25  per- 
cent of  the  total  operating  expenditures  for  the  library  or  each  of  the 
libraries  within  that  system,  excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  the 
last  completed  fiscal  year,  except  where  there  were  no  expenditures  for 
the  library  for  the  last  completed  fiscal  year,  in  which  case  the  estab- 
lishment grant  for  the  system  shall  be  the  maximum  provided  for  in 
Section  27144. 

27133.5.  Limitation  increases.  The  percentage  limitation  expressed 
in  Section  27133  shall  be  increased  for  the  indicated  fiscal  years  as 
follows :  to  4  percent  in  1966-67,  to  6  percent  in  1967-68,  to  8  percent 
in  1968-69  and  to  10  percent  in  1969-70. 

(Operation  dependent  upon  legislative  formula.  Section  2  (27133.5) 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  operative  unless  the  Legislature  enacts  a  for- 
mula to  insure  that  factors  such  as  need,  effort  and  ability  shall  govern 
the  apportionment  of  state  aid  under  Chapter  1.5  (commencing  with 
Section  27111)  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code.  To  the  end  that 
a  continuing  program  of  assistance  to  public  library  systems  for  the 
development  and  improvement  of  public  library  service  based  upon 
ability,  effort  and  need  may  be  developed,  the  Legislature  directs  the 
State  Librarian  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Senate 
and  Assembly  Committees  on  Education,  a  representative  of  the  Joint 
Legislative  Budget  Committee,  a  representative  of  the  Department 
of  Finance,  a  representative  of  the  Public  Library  Development 
Board,  and  a  representative  each  from  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion, the  League  of  California  Cities,  and  the  County  Supervisors  As- 
sociation of  California,  to  develop  a  formula,  based  upon  ability,  effort 
and  need,  for  the  apportionment  of  state  financial  aid  to  public  library 
systems;  and  to  transmit  recommendations,  including  proposed  legis- 
lation, to  the  Legislature  on  or  before  the  second  legislative  day  of  the 
1966  Regular  (Budget)  Session.  Section  2  of  this  act  shall  take  effect 
on  the  date  on  which  legislation  specifying  such  formula  becomes  ef- 
fective. Stats.  1965,  Ch.  1820,  pp.  4198-9.) 

27134.  Priorities  of  grants.  If  the  appropriations  are  insufficient 
to  provide  grants  to  all  qualified  applicants,  planning  grants  shall  be 
given  priority  except  that  establishment  and  per  capita  grants  may 
also  be  allocated  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Librarian  alloca- 
tion of  all  appropriated  funds  to  planning  grants  would  not  best  serve 
the  intent  and  purposes  of  this  chapter. 
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Article  7.     Planning  Grants 

27138.  Requirements  for  grant  of  funds  to  public  agency.     The 

State  Librarian,  upon  application  therefor,  may  grant  funds  to  a  pub- 
lic agency  or  agencies,  pursuant  to  this  article,  necessary  to  accom- 
plish the  planning  required  to  develop  an  acceptable  plan  of  service. 
The  State  Librarian  may  make  such  grants  when  he  finds : 

(a)  That  the  public  agency  or  agencies  do  not  have  the  funds  to  ac- 
complish the  planning,  and 

(b)  That  the  written  proposal  indicates  that  there  is  a  reasonable 
assurance  that  the  library  or  libraries  could  qualify  as  a  system  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and 

(c)  That  execution  of  the  proposals  of  the  public  agency  will  ac- 
complish the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

27139.  Requirements  of  written  proposal.  In  applying  for  a  plan- 
ning grant  a  public  agency  or  agencies  shall  submit  a  written  proposal 
which  includes : 

(a)  The  manner  in  which  the  proposed  planning  will  accomplish 
the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

(b)  The  public  agency  to  which  the  grant  is  to  be  paid  and  which 
will  be  responsible  for  the  proper  expenditure  of  the  fund  and  the 
accounting  therefor. 

(c)  The  personnel  and  methods  to  be  employed  in  such  planning. 

27140.  Limitation  of  planning  grants.  A  planning  grant  shall  not 
exceed  20  percent  of  the  maximum  that  would  be  allowable  to  the  pub- 
lic agency  or  agencies  as  an  establishment  grant  in  one  year,  under 
the  proposed  plan. 

Article  8.     Establishment  and  Per  Capita  Grants 
27144.     Annual  maximum  grants  in  amount  of  $10,000.     Establish- 
ment grants  in  the  annual  maximum  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000)  shall  be  made  for  the  system : 

(a)  For  the  library  of  each  public  agency  which  joins  with  one  or 
more  other  public  agencies  in  forming  a  library  system. 

(b)  For  the  library  of  each  public  agency  which  joins  an  established 
system.

An  establishment  grant  shall  be  paid  as  to  each  library  under  sub- 
divisions (a),  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section,  in  respect  to  each  of  the  first 
two  years  during  which  it  is  part  of  a  library  system. 
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27145.  Minimum  standards  for  annual  per  capita  grants.    Annual 

per  capita  grants  shall  be  made  for  each  library  system  which  meets  the 
minimum  standards  specified  in  Article  6  as  follows : 

1.  "When  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served 
by  the  system  is  30  or  more  a  grant  of  eight  cents  ($0.08)  for  each 
person  residing  in  the  area. 

2.  When  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served 
by  the  system  is  between  10  and  30  a  grant  of  twelve  cents  ($0.12)  for 
each  person  residing  in  the  area. 

3.  When  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served 
by  the  system  is  under  10  a  grant  of  sixteen  cents  ($0.16)  for  each 
person  residing  in  the  area. 

27145.5.  Same.  Notwithstanding  Section  27145,  for  the  two-year 
period  ending  June  30,  1967  annual  per  capita  grants  shall  be  made 
for  each  library  system  which  meets  the  minimum  standards  specified 
in  Article  6  as  follows : 

1.  When  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served 
by  the  system  is  100  or  more  a  grant  of  sixteen  cents  ($0.16)  for  each 
person  residing  in  the  area. 

2.  When  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served 
by  the  system  is  between  50  and  100  a  grant  of  thirty-two  cents  ($0.32) 
for  each  person  residing  in  the  area. 

3.  When  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served 
by  the  system  is  50  or  less  a  grant  of  eighty  cents  ($0.80)  for  each 
person  residing  in  the  area. 

27146.  Consolidated  or  co-operative  systems.  If  a  public  agency 
or  two  or  more  public  agencies  desiring  to  form  a  consolidated  or  co- 
operative system,  applying  for  grants  is  unable  to  meet  all  of  the 
minimum  standards  of  Section  27131,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  may 
submit  to  the  State  Librarian  a  plan  of  service  officially  adopted  by  the 
public  agency  or  agencies  concerned  for  meeting  all  of  the  standards 
within  a  period  of  tAvo  completed  fiscal  years,  the  plan  to  indicate  how 
much  progress  towards  meeting  the  standards  it  is  anticipated  will  be 
achieved  each  year.  The  State  Librarian  may  then  approve  grants  in 
the  full  amount  to  which  the  public  agencies  would  be  eligible  were  they 
to  meet  all  standards,  subject  to  the  condition  that  a  review  will  be 
made  by  the  State  Librarian  of  the  provisional  annual  reports  for 
the  library  systems,  and  that  the  second  annual  per  capita  grant  will 
be  contingent  upon  satisfactory  achievement  of  the  goals  set  up  for 
the  first  fiscal  year,  according  to  the  plan  of  service. 

27147.  Allocation  when  appropriations  insufiScient.  If  the  appro- 
priations are  insufficient  to  provide  grants  to  all  qualified  applicants  for 
establishment  and  per  capita  grants  the  State  Librarian  shall  allocate 
the  available  funds  by  the  selection  of  applicants  on  the  basis  of  need 
considering  the  intent  and  purposes  of  this  chapter  and  the  standards 
of  eligibility  prescribed.

50110.  County  and  city  publications.  The  legislative  body,  and 
each  office,  officer,  or  employee  of  a  local  agency  shall  furnish  the  clerk 
three  copies  of  each  printed,  mimeographed,  or  processed  book, 
pamphlet,  report,  bulletin,  or  other  publication  issued  by  them  at  the 
expense  of  the  local  agency.  The  clerk  shall  send  one  copy  of  each 
publication  to  the  State  Library  at  Sacramento,  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Administration  of  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  and  the 
Bureau  of  Governmental  Research  of  the  University  of  California  at 
Los  Angeles,  to  be  preserved  for  reference  use  in  those  institutions. 

456.  Great  Register  indexes.  The  county  clerk  shall  have  bound 
together  in  one  or  more  volumes  a  general  index  of  the  books  of  affi- 
davits of  registration,  arranged  alphabetically  by  precincts,  and  shall 
keep  at  least  one  copy  of  the  general  index  in  his  office  for  public 
reference.  He  shall  also  transmit  one  copy  of  the  general  index  to  the 
State  Librarian  in  Sacramento.

1940.  Definitions.     As  used  in  this  article: 

(a)  "Citizen"  means  a  native-born  or  naturalized  citizen  of  the 
United  States. 

(b)  "Person  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen" 
does  not  include  a  person  who  fails  to  secure  his  certificate  of  natural- 
ization within  six  months  after  the  time  he  is  entitled  to  secure  such 
certificate. 

1941.  Citizens  only.  No  person  except  a  citizen  shall  be  employed 
in  any  department  of  the  State,  or  any  county,  or  city. 

1942.  Citizens  only.  No  person,  elected,  appointed,  or  commis- 
sioned to  any  office  in  the  State,  any  county,  or  city,  or  in  any  depart- 
ment thereof,  shall  appoint  or  employ  any  person  to  perform  any  duties 
whatsoever,  unless  such  person  so  appointed  or  employed  is  a  citizen. 
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1943.  Payments.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury or  out  of  the  treasury  of  any  county  or  city  to  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee unless  such  person  is  a  citizen. 

1944.  Exceptions.     This  article  shall  not  apply: 

(a)  Teachers.  To  the  employment,  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  or 
teaching  force  in  public  schools  or  in  schools  supported  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  the  state,  of : 

(1)  Any  person  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen. 

(2)  Any  native-born  woman  of  the  United  States  who  has  married  a 
noncitizen. 

(3)  Any  person  present  in  the  United  States  on  a  valid  temporary 
visa  issued  by  an  American  consular  officer  except  where  federal  law 
prohibits  gainful  employment  of  that  person  in  the  United  States. 

For  purposes  of  the  preceding  sentence,  a  declaration  of  intention  to 
become  a  citizen  shall  consist  of  either:  (1)  the  declaration  of  in- 
tention to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  petition  for  natural- 
ization, or  comparable  document  prescribed  by  federal  law;  or  (2)  an 
affidavit  filed  with,  and  in  the  form  prescribed  by,  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  by  an  individual  otherwise  eligible  for  issuance  of  a  public 
school  certification  document,  declaring  that  he  will,  at  the  first  oppor- 
tunity at  which  the  applicable  federal  law  permits,  file  such  a  declara- 
tion of  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  petition  for 
naturalization,  or  comparable  document.  In  the  event  the  State  Board  of 
Education  determines  that  an  individual  who  has  filed  under  alterna- 
tive (2)  of  the  preceding  sentence,  has,  without  good  cause,  failed  at 
the  first  opportunity  provided  under  federal  law  to  file  one  of  the 
specified  documents  prescribed  by  federal  law,  it  shall  forthwith 
revoke  any  public  school  certification  documents  issued  to  the  individual. 

(b)  College  faculty,  librarians,  student  assistants.  To  any  member 
of  the  faculty  or  teaching  force  or  student  body,  or  to  any  professional 
librarian,  or  to  student  assistants,  of  any  college  or  university  sup- 
ported in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  State. 

(c)  Specialists  or  experts.  To  any  specialist  or  expert  temporarily 
employed  by  any  department  of  the  State  or  any  county,  or  city,  and 
engaged  in  special  investigation  or  teaching. 

(d)  Emergencies.  In  an  emergency  when  it  is  necessary  to  pro- 
tect life,  health,  or  property  against  fire,  flood,  or  other  calamity. 

(e)  Exchange  physicians.  To  the  emploj^ment  by  a  county  of  an 
intern  or  resident  physician  for  services  in  the  county  hospital  under 
an  exchange  arrangement  with  medical  facilities  in  foreign  countries. 

(f)  Professional  persons.  To  any  professional  person  who  has  de- 
clared his  intention  to  become  a  citizen. 

(g)  Hospitals;  licensees.  To  the  employment  by  hospital  districts 
or  a  county  hospital  or  in  a  hospital  or  clinic  operated  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  of  professional  persons  actually  licensed  by  the 
State  of  California. 

(h)  Child  care  program  employees.  To  the  employment  of  persons 
in  positions  pertaining  to  the  care  and  guidance  of  children  in  a  child 
care  program  or  the  supervision  of  a  child  care  program  supported 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  State,  of  any  person  who  has  declared  his 
intention  to  become  a  citizen,  or  of  a  native-born  woman  of  the  United 
States  who  has  married  a  noncitizen. 
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(i)  Training  program  assistants — Mental  Hygiene.  To  student  as- 
sistants and  interns  in  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene  training  pro- 
grams. 

(j)  Training  program  assistants — Social  "Welfare.  To  student  as- 
sistants and  interns  in  Department  of  Social  "Welfare  training  pro- 
grams in  that  department  or  in  a  county  welfare  department.

9200.  Purposes.  Incidental  profit.  A  nonprofit  corporation  may

tion or  winding  up.

DEPOSIT  OF  NEWSPAPERS  IN  LIBRARIES 

28751.  Authorization.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county 
may  authorize  the  county  recorder  to  deposit  with  any  free  public 
library  maintained  at  the  county  seat,  or  with  the  State  Library,  such 
newspaper  files,  or  portions  thereof,  as  may  be  in  the  custody  of  the 
recorder  by  virtue  of  Chapter  110  of  the  Statutes  of  1862,  relating 
to  the  purchase  and  preservation  of  newspapers,  or  by  virtue  of  any 
other  act. 

28752.  Agreement  as  to  care.  Before  making  the  deposit,  the 
board  of  supervisors  shall  obtain  from  the  board  of  trustees  or  authori- 
ties in  charge  of  the  free  public  library,  or  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, an  agreement  that  it  will  properly  preserve  and  care  for  the  news- 
paper files,  and  make  them  accessible  to  the  public. 

28753.  Transfer  to  State  Library.  The  board  of  supervisors  of 
any  county  may  authorize  the  boards  of  trustees  or  other  authorities 
in  charge  of  any  free  public  library  with  which  newspaper  files  have 
been  deposited  in  accordance  with  Section  28751  to  deposit  the  news- 
paper files  with  the  State  Library, 
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Oath  of  Affirmation  of  Allegiance

Offenses  Against  Libraries 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  28801^2;  Penal  Code,  Sees.  496b,  602(o)) 

28801.  Malicious  mischief.  Any  person  who  maliciously  cuts, 
tears,  defaces,  breaks,  or  injures  any  book,  map,  chart,  picture,  en- 
graving, statue,  coin,  model,  apparatus,  or  other  work  of  literature, 
art,  mechanics,  or  object  of  curiosity,  deposited  in  any  public  library, 
gallery,  museum,  collection,  fair,  or  exhibition,  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. 

The  parent  or  guardian  of  a  minor  who  willfully  and  maliciously 
commits  any  act  within  the  scope  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  for  all 
damages  so  caused  hy  the  minor. 

28802.  Retention  of  property.  Any  person  who  wilfully  detains 
any  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet,  manuscript,  or  other  prop- 
erty belonging  to  any  jDublic  or  incorporated  library,  reading  room, 
museum,  or  other  educational  institution,  for  30  days  after  notice  in 
writing  to  return  the  article  or  property,  given  after  the  expiration  of 
the  time  for  which  by  the  rules  of  the  institution  the  article  or  prop- 
erty may  be  kept,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

The  parent  or  guardian  of  a  minor  who  willfully  and  maliciously 
commits  any  act  within  the  scope  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  for  all 
damages  so  caused  by  the  minor. 

496b.  Buying  or  receiving  stolen  books.  Every  person  who,  being 
a  dealer  in  or  a  collector  of  secondhand  books  or  other  literary  ma- 
terial, or  the  agent,  employee  or  representative  of  such  dealer,  or  col- 
lector, buys  or  receives  any  book,  manuscript,  map,  chart,  or  other 
work  of  literature,  belonging  to,  and  bearing  any  mark  or  indicia 
of  ownership  by  a  public  or  incorporated  library,  college  or  univer- 
sit}'',  without  ascertaining  hy  diligent  inquiry  that  the  person  selling 
or  delivering  the  same  has  a  legal  right  to  do  so,  is  guilty  of  criminally 
receiving  such  propertj^  in  the  first  degree  if  such  property  be  of  the 
value  of  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  is  punishable  by  imprisonment 
in  the  countj^  jail  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  twice  the  value  of  the  property  received,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment ;  and  is  guilty  of  criminally  receiving  such  prop- 
erty in  the  second  degree  if  such  property  be  of  the  value  of  fifty 
dollars  or  under,  and  is  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  not  more  than  one  month,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twice 
the  value  of  the  property  received,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

602 (o).  Refusal  to  leave  public  building.  Refusing  or  failing  to 
leave  a  public  building  of  a  public  agency  during  those  hours  of  the 
day  or  night  when  the  building  is  regularly  closed  to  the  public  upon

14900.  State  policy.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  State  of  California  to 
make  freely  available  to  its  inhabitants  all  state  publications  by  dis- 
tribution to  libraries  throughout  the  state,  subject  to  the  assumption  by 
such  libraries  of  the  responsibilities  of  keeping  such  documents  readily 
accessible  for  use,  and  of  rendering  assistance  in  their  use  to  qualified 
patrons  without  charge. 

14901.  Number  of  copies.  To  the  end  that  the  policy  specified  in 
Section  14900  may  be  effectively  carried  out,  the  State  Printer  shall 
print  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  copies  of  each  state  publication  unless 
the  Department  of  Finance  with  the  advice  of  the  State  Librarian 
determines  that  a  lesser  number  will  meet  the  requirements  for  deposit 
in  a  "library  stockroom"  (to  be  maintained  by  the  State  Printer  for 
that  purpose)  for  distribution  to  libraries  as  hereinafter  provided, 
except  that  of  legislative  bills,  daily  journals,  and  daily  or  weekly 
histories,  only  one  hundred  (100)  copies  shall  be  printed  for  such  de- 
posit and  distribution,  and  of  publications  not  printed  by  the  State 
Printer,  the  department,  commission  or  other  agency  concerned  shall 
print  one  hundred  (100)  copies  for  such  distribution.  An  additional 
two  (2)  copies  of  each  state  publication  as  selected  by  the  State  Archi- 
vist shall  be  printed  and  delivered  to  the  State  Archivist  by  the  State 
Printer  or  the  department,  commission,  or  other  agency  concerned,  and 
all  remaining  copies  in  excess  of  two  (2)  copies  heretofore  received 
shall  be  distributed  to  interested  parties  without  charge  or  destroyed. 
The  cost  of  printing,  publishing,  and  distributing  such  copies  shall  be 
fixed  and  charged  pursuant  to  Section  14866.  Additional  amounts  shall 
be  charged  by  the  State  Printer  to  cover  the  cost  of  preparing,  printing, 
and  distributing  the  lists  of  publications  required  by  Section  14910. 

14902.  "State  publication"  defined.  "State  publication"  or  "pub- 
lication" as  herein  employed  is  defined  to  include  any  document,  com- 
pilation, journal,  law,  resolution.  Blue  Book,  statute,  code,  register, 
pamphlet,  list,  book,  report,  memorandum,  hearing,  legislative  bill, 
leaflet,  order,  regulation,  directory,  periodical  or  magazine  issued  by 
the  state,  the  Legislature,  constitutional  officers,  or  any  department, 
commission  or  other  agency  thereof  in  print,  and  "print"  is  defined 
to  include  all  forms  of  duplicating  other  than  by  the  use  of  carbon 
paper.  The  publications  of  the  University  of  California,  however,  and 
intraoffice  or  interoffice  publications  and  forms  shall  not  be  included. 
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14903.  Distribution  to  State  Library,  University  and  colleges.    As 

soon  as  practicable  after  deposit  of  the  copies  in  the  library  stockroom, 
the  State  Printer  shall  forward  of  each  publication  other  than  the 
legislative  bills,  daily  journals  and  daily  or  weekly  histories,  fifty  (50) 
copies  to  the  State  Library  at  Sacramento,  twenty-five  (25)  copies 
each  to  the  University  of  California  libraries  at  Berkeley  and  Los 
Angeles,  and  fifty  (50)  copies  to  the  California  State  Colleges,  to  be 
allocated  among  the  libraries  thereof  as  directed  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  California  State  Colleges.  Such  copies  in  excess  of  the  number  re- 
quired for  the  institutions  themselves,  may  be  used  for  exchanges  with 
other  institutions  or  with  agencies  of  other  states  and  countries. 

14904.  Distribution  of  remaining  copies.  The  copies  remaining  in 
the  library  stockroom,  including  the  legislative  bills,  daily  journals, 
and  daily  or  weekly  histories,  shall  be  distributed  as  soon  as  practicable 
by  the  State  Printer  first  one  copy  each  to  the  libraries  which  are  on  his 
mailing  list  as  "complete  depositories,"  second  one  copy  each  to  the 
libraries  which  are  on  his  mailing  list  as  "selective  depositories," 
and  third  the  balance  to  any  libraries  which  may  write  for  a  copy  or 
copies.  Publications  not  printed  by  the  State  Printer  shall  be  distrib- 
uted by  the  issuing  department,  commission  or  other  agency  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  printing,  first  to  all  "complete  depositories,"  and 
second  to  "selective  depositories,"  designated  by  the  Department  of 
General  Services. 

14905.  Depository  libraries.  To  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list  as 
a  "complete  depository"  or  as  a  "selective  depository,"  a  library 
must  contract  with  the  Department  of  General  Services  to  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  the  storage  and  use  of  the  publications,  and 
must  agree  to  render  reasonable  service  without  charge  to  qualified 
patrons  in  the  use  of  the  publications.  A  library  designated  as  a  "  com- 
plete depository"  shall  be  sent  one  copy  of  every  state  publication, 
while  a  library  designated  as  a  "selective  depository"  shall  be  sent 
one  copy  of  each  publication  of  the  type  or  issuing  agency  it  selects. 

14905.1.     Interstate  exchange  agreements  by  State  Library.     The 

California  State  Library  may  enter  into  agreements  with  the  appro- 
priate state  agencies  of  each  of  the  49  other  states  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  to  establish  a  program  for  the  exchange  of  publica- 
tions of  legislative  service  agencies,  other  than  publications  of  the 
Joint  Legislative  Audit  Committee  and  of  the  Joint  Legislative  Budget 
Committee.  The  California  legislative  reports  to  be  exchanged  shall  be 
selected  by  the  State  Librarian  after  consultation  with,  and  subject  to 
the  approval  of,  the  Joint  Committee  on  Legislative  Organization. 
The  legislative  research  reports  received  from  other  states  in  exchange 
shall  be  made  available  by  the  California  State  Library  to  the  Cali- 
fornia Legislature. 

Prior  to  designation  as  an  exchange  agency,  the  state  agency  shall 
agree  to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the  storage  and  use  of  the 
publications,  and  must  agree  to  render  reasonable  service  in  the  use  of 
the  publications  without  charge  to  the  legislature  of  that  state  and  other 
qualified  patrons. 
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The  California  State  Library  shall  notify  the  appropriate  state 
agency  of  each  of  the  other  states  of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

The  additional  number  of  copies  of  publications,  not  to  exceed  100, 
needed  to  implement  the  program  shall  be  printed  or  otherwise  dupli- 
cated. The  State  Printer  and  the  state  legislative  agencies  upon  noti- 
fication of  the  need  shall  provide  the  designated  number  of  publications. 

14906.  Depository  libraries :  Municipal,  County,  etc.  Any  munici- 
pal or  county  free  library,  any  state  college  or  state  university  library, 
the  library  of  any  incorporated  college  or  university  in  this  state, 
and  the  State  Library,  may  contract  as  above  provided.  Applications 
are  to  be  considered  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  by  the  Department  of 
General  Services. 

14907.  Same:  Law  Libraries.  Upon  application,  county  law  li- 
braries, the  law  libraries  of  any  law  school  approved  by  the  State 
Bar  of  California,  the  Supreme  Court  Library,  and  the  law  libraries 
of  the  Department  of  Justice  and  the  law  library  of  the  Continuing 
Education  of  the  Bar  of  the  University  of  California  Extension  may 
contract  as  provided  in  Section  14905  to  become  a  selective  or  com- 
plete depository  library. 

14908.  Law  libraries:  Proximity  to  depository  libraries  disre- 
garded. Because  of  the  specialized  service  rendered  the  citizens  of 
this  state  through  assistance  in  the  administration  of  justice,  prox- 
imity to  another  depository  library  shall  be  disregarded  in  the  selec- 
tion of  a  law  library  as  a  depository  of  legal  materials. 

14909.  Same:  Maintenance  of  basic  legal  documents.  Mainte- 
nance of  basic  general  documents  shall  not  be  required  of  law  library 
depositories,  but  basic  legal  documents  shall  be  maintained  by  them. 
Such  basic  legal  documents  shall  include  legislative  bills,  legislative 
committee  hearings  and  reports,  legislative  journals,  statutes,  admin- 
istrative reports,  California  Administrative  Code  and  Register,  annual 
reports  of  state  agencies  and  other  legal  materials  published  by  the 
state,  where  obtainable  through  the  agency  preparing  same. 

14910.  List  of  state  publications.  To  facilitate  the  distribution  of 
state  publications,  the  State  Printer  shall  issue  monthly  or  quarterly 
a  complete  list  of  state  publications,  issued  during  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding month  or  quarter,  such  lists  to  be  cumulated  and  printed  at  the 
end  of  each  calendar  year.  All  state  departments,  commissions  and 
other  agencies  shall,  upon  request,  supply  information  to  the  State 
Printer  for  the  preparation  of  the  monthly  or  quarterly  lists  and  the 
annual  cumulative  lists.  Such  lists  may  be  compiled  by,  or  with  the 
cooperation  of,  the  State  Library. 

14911.  Correction  of  mailing  lists.  Whenever  any  state  agency 
maintains  a  mailing  list  of  public  officials  or  other  persons  to  whom 
publications  or  other  printed  matter  is  sent  without  charge,  the  state 
agency  shall  correct  its  mailing  list  and  verify  its  accuracy  at  least 
once  each  year.  This  shall  be  done  by  addressing  an  appropriate  post 
card  or  letter  to  each  person  on  the  mailing  list.  The  name  of  any 
person  who  does  not  respond  to  such  letter  or  post  card,  or  who  indi- 
cates that  he  does  not  desire  to  receive  such  publications  or  printed 
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matter,  shall  be  removed  from  the  mailing  lists.  The  responses  of  those 
desiring  to  be  on  the  mailing  list  shall  be  retained  by  these  agencies 
for  one  year. 

9791.  Distribution  of  laws,  resolutions  and  journals.  The  laws, 
resolutions  and  journals  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  distributed  by  the 
Department  of  General  Services  as  follows : 

(a)  To  the  Library  of  Congress,  two  copies. 

(b)  To  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  each  Member  of  the 
Legislature,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  Assembly, 
the  Legislative  Auditor,  one  copy  each. 

(c)  To  the  State  Library,  60  copies  or  as  many  more  as  the  State 
Librarian  may  require  for  exchange  purposes,  and  to  each  county  law 
library,  one  copy. 

(d)  To  the  Attorney  General,  six  copies,  and  as  many  additional 
copies  as  may  be  requested,  not  exceeding  the  number  necessary  to 
supply  each  Assistant  Attorney  General,  and  each  Deputy  Attorney 
General  with  one  copy  of  each. 

(e)  To  the  Legislative  Counsel  Bureau,  as  many  copies  as  may  be 
requested,  not  exceeding  the  number  necessary  to  supply  one  copy 
of  each  for  the  use  of  the  Legislative  Counsel  and  each  Deputy  Legis- 
lative Counsel.
